all hands it is affirmed that they originally inhabited 
tre tefter Afra, where the City to much Renowned in 
Story for its holding out a ten years Siege againft 
the Power of the then Grecian Empire ſtood; others 
afirm they ſprung from the ten Tribes carried away 
captive by Salmanaſer the Aſſyrian King, and that from 
them likewiſe ſprung the Tartars inhabiting the Nor- 
thern Climes, and their Reaſons are,for as much as the 
great Lords of T7 artary derive their Pedigree from 
Tribes, calling themſelves Daniſts, Zebulonians and 
Napthaliſts, and that the Word Turk in the Hebrew 
fignifies a baniſhed | man, or one jm dilgrace; and fur- 
ther, that they ſtill retain many Ceremonies of the 
Jewiſh Nation, as Circumciſion, and the like, as alſo 
frequently to repeat to themſelves Lamentations, 
though corruptly for the fall of Jeruſalem , and Da- 
mafens the chief Cities of Fudea and Syria, affirming 
they know net the meaning of ſuch their Lamentati- 
ons, but that they have been taught of their Anceſtors 
ſo to do. Others are of Opinion that they were Scythi- 


ans, who left their Country by reaſon of the Scarcity - 


thereof; and Coldneſs of the Clime, and falling on Ar- 
menie, graſped it with fo hard a hand , that all the 
Power of the Romar Empire then flouriſhing could not 
reſcue it, but as a Token of their firſt Succeſs in their 
iſſuing out of the Caſpian Straits, they named it Twreo- 
2nania, which name remains to this day. And that there 
were ſuch a People long before their aſpiring to Em- 
pire in Aſea, Pomporins Mella, Pliny, and Prolomy do a- 
ver ; but about. the time of their Eruption , Blondus 
Platina, and Segonirs diſagree, the two former declar- 
1ng it to be in the- year of our Lord 755, and the lat- 
rer in 84.4. yet conclude upon the reaſonof their com- 
ing-forth as aforeſaid.

manner 3 41cbomet the Perſian Sultan wreſting the Go+" 
vernmert | 
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The Tikiſb Hijtorf 1 
yerniment from the Cadiph or Succeſſor of XMahomet the 
Impoſtor, or as they fallly calted him, their Great Pro- 
phet, whoſe Erroneous Doctrine had infetted all Aſiz; 
Aﬀrick., and part of Ewrope , to pro vide againſt the 
worſt ſtrengthned himfelf, and the better to do it; ſent 
to the Turkiſh Chief in Armeria to furniſh him with a 
competent number of Men of War, whoin compliance 
to the Sultans Command cauſed 3000 to March under 
the Leading of one of his chief Captains named'Tarn- 
grolipix,by the help of which he overthrew the Caliph 
of Babylon, with an incredible Slaughter of his Army; 
and being further minded to make an Expedition a 
gainſt the Indians that bordered his Country , and 
knowing by Experience the great courage of the Turks, 
and their ſingular dexterity in Archery, he refolved to 
retain them for his further Service; ſo that when they 
deſired to be conducted over the River Araxs, he not 
only refuſed to permit it, but alſo threatned them, if 
they offered to make any further mention of their de- 
parture , which Indignity cauſed them to take the op- 
portunity of withdrawing themſelves into the Defart 
of Caranonitss , and-there like Out-laws to live npon 
Spoil;the News ofwhich no ſooner reached the Sultan's 
ear, but he commanded ten of his Captains to Marck 
againſt Taxgrelipix with an Army of 20000 choice 
Soldiers compoſed of divers Nations, which Incamp- 
ing by the border of a Forreſt , wherein the Turkiſh 
Captain reſided with his Forces, they were in the dead 
of the night ſet upon and put to flight with great 
Slaughter ; ſo that the Turks furniſhing themſelves 
with the Spoyls of the ſlain appeared more boldly in 
the Field, and were in a ſhort timeincreaſed to 50005 
fighting men by ſuch Outlaws and other Villains, as 
upon the bruit of their Succeſs reſorted to *um, which 
cauſed Mahomet, now jealons of his other Subjects re- 
yolt to raiſe a great Army and toadvance againſt Taz-

greliptx. Firſt,zhaving put out the Eyes of thoſe Cap- 
tains overthrown in the fight, and threatned to difſ- 
grace the Souldiers that eſcaped the ſlaughter by at- 
tiring them in Womans Apparel, which afterward re- 
dounded to hisloſs by cauſing them to avoid future pu- 
niſhment to fly to his Enemy. In fine, both Armies met 
on the great Plain before the City 1ſpahan in Perſca, 
and began a dreadful Battle, which with great Slaugh- 
ter laſted till Sultan 2ahomer fell from his Horſe, and 
broak his neck, at what time both Armies ceaſed from 
fight, and by unanimous conſent choſe Tangrolipix Sul- 
tan of Perſia, and the Dominions appertaining to that 
. Jarge Kingdom , who was no ſooner ſeated in his 
Throne, but he cauſed the Garrifons that kept the Paſ- 
ſage over Araxrs to be removed, and called m the Turks 
his Country-men then dwelling on the other ſide, and 
by degrees advanced them to all the chief Places of 
Truſt, depoſing the Perſians and Sarazens, the Ancient 
Inhabitants of thoſe Dominions ; but long he had not 
wielded his Scepter e'r he made War upon Piſaſrss the 
Caliph of Babylon, and after ſundry Battles having ſlain 
him annexed his Kingdom to Perſza. 

This Succeſs firing him with adefire toextend his 
Dominions wider,he ſent Cutix-uſes his Nephew to 
war on the Arabian, but thoſe People as dexterous in 
Archery as the Txrks ſoon overthrew him with the 
ſlaughter of a great part of his Army , and therefore 
in his Return requeſted of Srepher the Greek Empe- 
rours Lievtenant in 4ſeaia, that he might paſs through 
thoſe Territories into his own Country; but he not on- 
ly denied him paſſage, but oppoſed him with a power- 
ful Army , which was by the Turks defeated, and the 
Lievtenant taken Priſoner : After which the Sultan in 


Perſon made an Expedition againſt the Arabians, 
thinking to revenge the late diſgrace, but procured a . 


2reater for himſelf , was likewiſe overthrown , which 
canſnd

cauſed him to bend his Forces tothe eſt of Media» 
to effect which he ſent his Brother 4/ar, but in the 
mean while his Nephew fearing his diſpleaſure for 
diſobeying his Command fled ; and gathering to him a 
ſtrong Power,ſeizedon Paſar a ſtrong City of Choraſ- 
mians, yet the Expedition was not thereby obſtrufted; 
but his Army had ſcarce entred the Confines of Media 
before the Emperor's new Lievtenant gave Battle,and 
put the Twrks to flight following the Execution for m#- 
ny miles, EN 
This defeat inraged the Sultan , and cauſed himto 
ſend an Army double the number of the former under 
the Conduct of Humbramy-Alim his other Brother , 
who after ſix days Siege took Arzena Town rich in 
Merchandize, but the Lievtenant having joyned his 
Forces with thoſe of Liperares Governour of Jherja, 


who came to his Aſſiſtance, the Battle was joyned;”- 
which continued bloody and doubrful for the ſpace off 
four hours, at the end of which the ViCtory fell to the 
Chriſtians, who followed the Execution till Night put 
anend toit, yet Liperares fighting valiantly was taken 
and carried into Perfia, for whoſe Ranſom the Empe- 
ror ſent great Preſents ; but the Sultan out - of a ge- 


nerous bravery ſent him home Ranſom-free, only ad- 


* moniſhing never to bear Arms againſt him more, and 


with him ſent Seriph a Mahumetan Prieſt as his Ambaſ- 
ſador,to demand of the Emperor that he would become 
Tributary to the Sultan, and that thereby an Eternal 
Peace might iſlue'; which the Emperor rejeCted with 
juſt diſdain. Whereupon the Sultan invaded the Roman 
Provinces with great Forces, but underſtanding upan 
his approaching Ce/area thatthe Emperor's Army was 
_—_ the March, reſolving to give him Battle, and that 
it he ſhould be overthrown there was little hopes of 
retreating by reaſon he had left ſo many Enemies at 
his back, he returned into Media and laid Siege to the

lor. thirty-day$without intermillion ; but after the loſs 
7 þ Alcan his chief Captain, and 20000 Turks and Per- 
feaxs he in great perplexity raiſed the Siege, and upon 
yp agg eing diſpleaſed with his Brother Zabraim- 
Alirz , he fled by Night and joyned ſuch Forces as he 
could raiſe with Cutls uſes, againit whom the Sultan 
marched, and overthrowing them in plain Battle took 
Habraim Priſoner, , . and immediatly commanded his 
' head to be ſtruck off, when in the mean while Curls 
Muſes , and his Couſin Melech fled into Armenia with 
the remainder of the broken Army, and from thence 
ſent Ambaſſadors-to the Greek Emperor to take them 
into protection, but the Sultan following them cloſe 
with his Army, they removed from thence and fled in- 
to 4rabia, upon which the Sultan leaving the purſuit, 
turned his Army upon /bcria and waſted the Country 
with fire and {word in many places; but upon the ap- 
proach of Acolnthrs the Emperor's Lievtenant he re- 
tired to Tauwrs., leaving behind him one Sannich with 
3900. Turks to infelt the Imperial Territories. At 
which time the Emperor Con3tantizs died, leaving his 
Empreſs and three Children, the former being obliged 
in an Oath not to marry, though afterwards that Oath 
was diſpenſed with by the Patriarch , and ſhe married 
to one Diogines whom ſhe pardoned as the Sentence of 
death was about to-paſs upon him for conſpiracy to 
diimember the Empire : Sp that he being proclaimed 
-Emperor , advanced with an Army againſt the Turks 
palling over into Aſia, where they were waſting the 
Provinces with fire. and ſword, upon whoſcapproach 
the Sultan doubting the Event , ſent one part of his 
Army 1nto the South,and the other inta the North, the 
latter ſurpriſing upon.its arrival new Ceſarea, and 6 
laded with rich Baorties departed, upon notice of which 
the Emperor purſued them, and after a ſharp Incounter.

put them to flight , recovering the Boot. and Priſo- 
ners, at which time. the City of Zrapolis was ſurren- 


- dred to him, and many other Cities which the Turks 


had taken ; and then dividing hizArmy , paſt an wah

-fendthe new Conqueſt, which in his abſence was over- 
thrown by the Turks, upon: News of which the Gover- 
nour of Aleppo revolted from him. Bnt whilſt the Trrks 
ſuppoſed they had him ina Toil, he-withaut any vole 
fell in with their Army and put them to flight, making 
great ſlaughterof ſuch as fled, and then receiving the 
Homage of the ſeveral Countries he paſled through, he 
came to Alexandria in .Celicia, and there quartered his 
Army, and ſo returned to Conftaminople, 
.. The Emperor havingrecruited himſelf all Winter, 
early-.in the Springhaſted to his Army to! oppoſe the 
Tarks that were abroad ravaging the Country about 
new Ceſaria,and after having reprelled them paſſed -on 
tothe River Euphrates,wheve leaving part df his Army 
with his Lievtenant forſecuring the Frontires ; he re- 
tired into Capedocia;' but in his abſence his Lievtenant 
was routed by the Turkiſh Army which the Emperor 
underſtanding at Sabetia, he ſent the: Governour of 
Antioch with part of his Artny to oppoſe them at ſop- 
ſipheftia , but they befbre were broken by the Armeni- 
4n5,whohad took from them the rich Booties they had 
acquired by the Sacksof many Ciries. | 
And thus this Emperour continued to defend the 
Roman Provinces with great Succeſs againſt the power- 
ful Forces of a furious. Adverſary all the 'Reign of 
Tangrolipix the firſt Turkiſh Sultan of [Perſza.

The Reign and Memorable Atchievements of AX- 
an the ſecond Turkiſh King or Sultan of Perlia. 
The Diviſion of the Turkiſh Monarchy, and the 
Expedition of the Chriſtians unto the Holy 
Land, in order to regain it from the Turks. 


T Angrolipix being dead , his Son Axan was choſen 
2 by the general Conſent of the Souldiery, Sultan 
in his ſtead, who ſent his Ambaſſadors immediately up- 
 onhis Election to the Emperor Dzogeres to conclude a 
Peace, but ſome of -his Counſellers perſwaded him that 
thereby the Twrkonly ſought togain time till he could 
increaſe his Army, inſomuch that the Treaty broke off 
abruptly , though in an ill time, for the Emperor had 
ſent away part of his Army, yet was he ſpurred on to 
ingage the Twrks by ſuch of his Predeceſſors Relations 
as envied his Greatneſs, and after Battle joyned, the 
Turks retiring, the Emperor ſuppoſed they did it to 
fetch a Compals, in order to ſarprize his Camp, and 
thereupon himſelf cauſed a Retreat to be ſounded , 
which John Ducas his Predeceſlor's Brother and his 
Ceſar, under whoſe command a great part of the Ar- 
my was, perceiving, laid hold of that opportunity to 
ruin the- Emperor by, turned Tail and commanded a 
Retreat: to be ſounded, which created ſo general a fear 
in the Army , that they fled in all Parts, the Emperar 
not being able to ſtay their flight, which unexpected 
advantage the Sultan perceiving,charged with fury up- 
on the Chriſtians ; ſo that the Emperor fighting with 
a brave reſolutian amangſt the thickeſt Squadrons, was 
at laſt taken Priſoner , together with {everal of his 
great 
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great Commanders after ſeveral wounds received, yet 
comforted. by the Sultan , and within a while honou- 
rably diſmiſs'd, when during the time of his Captivity 
Fohn Ducas his Ceſar, Pſellus one of the Senators, and 
other of the Faction had. thruſt the Empreſs into a 
Monaſtery , and proclaimed Afichael Ducas her Eldeſt 
Son Emperor, and when they heard that the Emperor 
Diogenes was at liberty, they ſent out Letters to the 
Lievtenants of the Provinces to apprehend him, which 
made him gather a great Power, but being diſcomhitted 
by Androniczs the Eldeſt Son of John Ducas, he was 
forced to reſign his Claim to the Empire; nor were 
his Enemies content with that, but afterward put our 
his eyes in ſuch fort that he died miſerably. To re- 
venge which by reaſon of a perpetual League made at 
his diſmiflion, the Sultan with great Forces invaded 
the Roman Provinces, whereupon ſeveral Battels were 
tought with various Succeſs; inwhich the Ceſar and 
Roſelizs the Emperor's Lievtenant were taken , but 
both ranſomed, the former by the Emyeror, the latter 
by his Wife. 

The Afﬀairs between the Empire and Sultan of Per- 
fia being at this paſs gave Crthiz Muſes opportunity to 
{trengthen himſelf, infomuch«that reſolving to caſt a 
Hazard for the Perſian Dominion , he drew his Army 
into the Field , near the City of Eres, to encounter 
which the Sultan likewiſe drew forth his ; but (fatal 
to Chriſtendom) juſt as they were about to give Bat- 
tel, the Caliph of Babylon , who as Prieſt of MMahomer, 
was held in great Eſteem amongſt the Infidels, came 
running between cither Army, and conjured them not 
to weaken the Religion of their great Prophet by 
ſhedding each others blood, but rather ſtand to his a- 
wzrd;the which they having conſented to do, he inſtant- 
ly decreed that the Sultan ſhowld quietly enjoy what 


| Ever he poſſeſſed, and that his Couzen aided by him 


ſhould 
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Mould poſleſs in himſelf and Poſterity whatſoever 
ſhould thenceforward be gained from the Chriſtians, 
upon which the-Chriftians were on all ſides invaded by 
the 7 wrks and Sarazers, their.own Diviſions in many 
Parts rendring them eafie to be ſubdued: So that the 
Tirkiſh Empire ſpreading wide , the Chriftiazs were 
grievonſly opprelied , efpecially in the Holy Land, 
which cauſed them to ſend a Letter filled with Lamen- 
tations, by one Pcrer a Hermit to Pope Urban the Se- 
cond,. who taking their ſufferinzs into conſideration, 
«alled a.Councibat Charemont in France, at which were 
preſent upwards of three hundred Biſhops, beſides ſe- 
veral Princes; when to ſtir them up, he cauſed the Pa- 
-triarch of Feruſalem's Letter, and other Letters to be 
publickly read; aslikewile ordered the Hermit to re- 
laterhe deplorable ftate of the Chriftiars, ſuffering un- 
derthe cruelty of the 7rfidels., which with-ſuch Elo- 
quenceand feeling commiſeration he delivered, that it 
moved the hearts of all preſent ; nor was the Pope 
himſelf wanting to exhort them to ſtir ap the 'Chriſti- 
an Princes toundertakea War for the deliverance of 
-the Eaſtern Chriſtians, which was ſo effeftually:orde- 
:red, thatwithin a ſhort time an Army of 300000-men 
were raiſed, wearing on their breaſts red'Croſles, un- | 
\der 'the Lead of 'Godfry of Bulloin, Duke 'of 'Lorrasn, | 
and his twp Brothers Euſtace and Baldwin , Hugh the * 
[French King's Brother, Kaymond and Robert | Earls of |

_ { Theloſs of Antioch being made known to Corbanus 
the Perſian Snltan's Lievetenant,as helay before Edeſſa, 

He raiſed the Sige, and with all his Forces marched to- 
ards Antioch, reſolving to put allupon the Hazard of 
& Battle , againſt whom the Princes drew out their 
Strengths 
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Strengths, Kkaving the Earl of 7holows with a compe- 
tent number to ſecure the City from a revolt , by rea- 
ſon the Twrks ſtill held the Caſtle, andafter a long and 
donbtful fight overthrowing with fuch incredible 
ſlaughter of his men , that all the Valleys were filled 
with blood and bodies of the ſlain, 100000 Tahks be- 
ing adjudged to fall in that Battzel, and not above 4000 
Chriftians , and the next day they took 5000 Cammels 
with their lading, as alſo a new Caſtle built but the 
year before by the aforeſaid Lievtenant. And thus 
conquering they paſſed on taking ſeveral Cities of 
note till they came within the view of Jeruſalem, upon 
ſight of which they ſhouted ſo loud, that all the Coun- 
try reſounded with the joyful Acclamations, and with 
their hands and eyes extended towards Heaven, they 
called upon the name of Jeſus, and many in humility 
to the place where our Bleſſed Lord had fo often 
preached his Goſpel , fell to the Ground and killed it 
with great Aﬀection , making freſh Vows never to 
leave the City till they had delivered it from the JInfi- 
dels; but their ſtrength was much impaired by reaſon 
of a Peſtilence that had theAutumn before hapned in the 
Army ; yet ina Council of the Princes and chief Com- 
manders, it was reſolved that the Siege ſhould immedt= 
ately be begun, and carried on with all the vigour ima- | 
ginable. i 

The Governour having notice of the Chriſtians ap- 
proach, and what was intended, delayed not to prepare 
all things that might conduce to the making a ſtrenu-/: 
ous defence, having a little hefore received a ſtrong re-? 
cruit of able Soldiers, and a ſupply of all things neceſ-” 
fary ; yet the Chriſtians after having got whats 
knowledge they could of the. ſtate of Aﬀairs within! 
the City, ſat down before it on the North,for towards 
the Eaſt and the Weſt the broken Rocks and ſhatteres

abſent , the one remaining King at Antioch, and the 0- 
ther Governour of Edaſſa. 

The Chriſtians having refreſhed themſelves, it was 
concluded amongſt the Princes, that the fifth day the 
Aſſault ſhould be given , which accordingly was done 
with ſuch bravery, that the Turks were beaten from 
their Defences and miſerably ſlaughtered by the ſhox 
of the Archers ; but they wanting ſcaling Ladders, 
and the weather being exceeding hot , the retreat was 
ſounded, but being deſirous of nothing more than 
winning the City, five days after they gave it another 
fierce Aſſault , which made the Walls to tremble , no-

blood, and ſo eager were the Chriſtians to charge the 
Infidels, that they for haſte thruſt one another upon 
the Enemies Weapons ; yet after great ſlaughter they 
gave back and betook them to the Vaults on the top

Damaſco declaring, that the world afforded not his Peer. 

During theſe ſtirs in Syria, Sultan Solyman, and Ma- 


the overthrow of the Greek Emperor's Army graſped 
the Scepter of Perſia, divided his Domintons at his 
death between his three Sons, viz. to Chi zafthilon his 
Eldeſt he gave Perfia, with the Towns and Provinces 
thereunto appertaining; to TJagupafan his Second Son 
he gave Amaſa and Areyra, with the fraitfol Conntry 
of Cappadotia ,* and to Dadun and'his Third Son gave 
he the Cities of Cefaria'and Sabaſtia, which Diviton 
cauſed a greater amongſt the Brethren ; ſo that mor- 
tal hate inſned, which at its heels brought an Inteſtine 
War; the Elder who bore the name of-Sultan feeking 
to deſtroy and diſpoſſeſs the two younger, which im- 
teſtine broyls the Greek, EmanuelAought to augment, 
covertly afliſting them both, that they by rending the 
Perſian Monarchy might give him an caſte means to re- 
cover what had been diſmembred from his Empire ; 
bat finding the Sultan powerful , he ſuppoſcd ir beſt 
to ſide with him openly, which he doing by tnat means; 

G3 "— Yagupaſan 
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TJazrpaſan was overthrown in a bloody and doubtful 
battel, and he flying into Arabia, had all his Dominions 
ſeized, upon which ap enterview was had between the 
Sultan and the Emperor:, wherein a Peace was con- 
cluded between thoſe Potentates, the former promiling 
at his return totake Ceſaria and Seba#tia from Dadune, 
and deliver them to.the Emperor ; the former part of 
this promiſe he. performs, viz. the taking the Cities, 
but the latter part of reſtoring them, as he never in- 
tended, fo he never performed, but forgetting all for- 
mer curteſhes, invaded the Imperial Provinces. with 
Fire and Sword, doing great milchief, taking by ſtorm 
Laodicea in Phrygia , upon which the Emperor paſled 
the Helleſpont with a great Army,and fortihed Dorileum 
and Subleum , with other ſtrong Holds, to hinder the 
Inroads of the Turks; nevertheleſs they ceaſed not. to 
infeſt his Frontiers, whereupon the Emperor grievoully 
complained of the Sultan's Ingratitude and breach of 
Promiſe, and he on the other fide of his breach of 
League, in fortifying the Frontier Towns ; where- 
npon the Emperor raiſed the whole power of his Em- 
pire, reſolving to rafe 1conwm marching with his 
whole Army , Phrygia, Laodicea, Chenas, and other 
Countries, the 7 X. keeping aloof , as not daring tq 
give him battel; :but the Sultan ſent his Amballadors 


with offers of Peace, but the Emperor driven head- J 


long onas it were by the Deſtinies, truſting his power, 
lighted all his Propoſals, willing the Amballadors ta 
tell their Maſter, he would give him anſwer under the 
Walls of /conmum.; whereupon order was given to the 
Turks to impoyſon the Well, and deſtroy all Corn and 
Forrage by the way the Emperor ſhould paſs, which 
was accordingly put in Execution ; ſo that by ſuch 
means many of the Soldiers and ſome prime Command- 
ers diced ; and further they fortified the Straights of 
Zibriga , through which the Chriztians were to pals 
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upon their departure from 4yria-Cephalon , which are 
ſeven narrow Valleys of five miles long each, ; over 
which hang Rocks , craggy Clifts and Moyntains, 
that almoſt touch at the top, yet through:.theſe 
the Emperor would needs paſs, though he : had 
notice that the Turks had ſtrongly poſſeſſed themſelves

| Titories, even to the Sea-ſide, and in token thereof to 
bring an Oar,ſome of the Sea water,and Sea Sand,w hich 
the ſaid Captain undertook,fpoyling Phryzia,and all the 
Cities upon the Banks of the River Afeander, taking a 
great Spoyl,hut in his return he was met withal by Johz 
Bataza,the Emperor's Nephew,and Drucafe Conſtantine, 
who ſetting upon him about to pats the Alcander, de- 
ſtroyed him and all his Army , recovering the rich 


Booty. 
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':And thus the Emperor Emanuel paſſed over in con- 
tinaal Wars, yet by ſo doing he gave the Chriſcians in 
Syria reſt, who after he had fat Emperor for the ſpace 
of thirty eight years died, leaving Alexis Commenus 
his-Son, a Child of twelve years of Age to Reign in 
his ſtead under the protection of the Empreſs, both of 
which"were: barbarouſly murdered by Anaronicws the 
deceaſed Emperor's Conzen, who proved 1o inhuman 
and unmercitul, that one 1ſaac Angeline, whom he de- 
ſ12necdt to murther, cauſed the Cirizens to mutiny a» 
gainſt him, and pur him to a ſhameful death himſelf, 
beingatterwards choſen Emperor in his ſtead; but he 
reigned not long, for proving almoſt as Tyranncal as 
the former , he was depoſed, and his Brother Alexis 
choſen to ſucceed him, who getting him into his power 
to makeall fafe, put out his eyes, and thruſt him into a 
Moraltery z ſo that in theſe ſuddain alterations the 
1 urks made great ſpoyl of the Imperial Provinces , 
greatly diſmembring the Empire, ſore ſhaken with in- 
teitine broyls:: But Cliſalthlan dying gave ſome Reſt, 
by reaſon his Sons fell at variance among themſelves, 
as he and his Brothers had done; for he leaving four 
ai frown to Mens eſtate , viz. Maſul, Coppatine, Reu- 
er:118e , and Caichoſroes, he divided his Dominions a» 
mong't them; but theyghinking each other wronged, 
valeſs every one had all, would not content themſelves 
with what their Father had allotted them, though Do- 
m:niors large enougii to ſuffice twenty Kings , raiſed 
1:Npious Broils : But after long contention, Aaſur the 
Elver fejled by force all the Domiatons in Perſia , 
2K10g himſelf thereby abſolnte Sultan, where INall 
leave him ſetiing his Dominions , and return to Je- 
ruſalem, 

After the death of Baldwin , Almericus his younger 
Brother was crowned jLing, onthe ſeventecnth day of 
Feornary, Ano ii63, who was no ſooner ſetled in his 
1 irone, 
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| Throne.but he warred upon Dargan the Egyptian Sul- 
| tan for refuſing to pay him the accuſtomed Tribute, 
| and in a dreadful battel overthrew him , who to ſtay 
! thepurſuit cut the Banks of Vi/s,and lay'd the Coun- 
* try under water : But whilſt he was buſie in Zgypr, 
| Neridin the King of Damaſeo making Inrodes upon 
! the Chriſtians near Tripolis was fought with by Giljere 
} Lacy an engliſh man,then great Maſter of the Templars, 
* and by him overthrown with the loſs of three parts of 
his Army ; but the next year laying Siege to Arethuſa, 
the Chriſtian Princes gathered their Forces to oppoſe 
him, who upon their approach raiſed his Siege and de- 
parted , and whilſt they eagerly purſued , he trained 
them into certainmiry Fens, where turning upon them 
he overthrew their Army with incredible ſlaughter, 
and the Captivity of all the Princes commanding, at- 
ter which Victory he again laying Slege to the City 
had it yielded to him ; but Almericis was more ſucceſs- 
ful in Egypt , for he ſo prevailed againſt the 7zrks and 
$Sarazens, that they were obliged to purchaſe their 
Peace with the delivery of the City of Alexandria, 
Zand moſt of the Priſoners taken by Noradin in the 
$atc overthrow; and within a ſhort while after the Turks 
Hitringing the Articles, he aided by the Knights Tem- 
wplars, and other Chr; ;ftians lay 'd Siege to Peluſi um,which 
the after three days ſetting down before it , won and 
Es it to the great Maſter, and the Knights of the 
rder. In this City they took the Sultan of Egypr's 
on, and Nephew, tor whoſe ranfom the King received 
þ 00000 Ducats, and fo he returned to Jeruſalem, 
waen ſhortly after Szracon the Turkiſh General in thoſe 
= pretence of Friendihip, flew the Sultan of 


eypr 1n his Tent, and was in his ſtead proclaimed Sul- 
an, being firlt 7z74that ever governed Egypt ; yet he 
E310yed not his ill got Dominion above the ſpace of a 
Fcar before death ſarprized him, when in his ſtead Sa- 
ladine 
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ladine his Nephew was crowned Sultan , who deſirous 
to be rid of the Caligb, who as Succeſſor to the Impo- 
iror Mabomet ruled in effect the Kingdom, he upon 
fome diſguſt with his horſeman's Mace, beat his brains 
out at a blow, and then taking the chief Places © 
Truſt fromthe Egyptians, and giving them to his Turks, 
ſo well ſecured himſelf and his Poſterity , that for the 
revolution of many years that fertile Kingdom re 
mained in ſubjeCtionto the 7 rk. - 

Being by the means aforeſaid ſetled in his Kingdom 
he raiſed a great power andentered Paleſtine, and aft 
a ſhort Siege took the City of Daren e're Almericu 
could come to relieve it, and now the Turks increaſing 
in uu numbers , the King of Fer»ſalem was obliged 
to ſend to the Chri/tian Princes of the Weſt for aic 
and in the mean while ſtoutly defended his Territory 
which the former Kings had extended to the uttermoſt} 
borders of Arabia Felix , larger than what ever the / 
raclites poſſeſſed 3 and Arno '1173. Noridon King 0 
Damaſco died, the ſorelt Enemy the Chriſtians had 
but as Joy ſeldom comes without ſome taſte of ſorrow 
to allay it; ſo now, for Almericws the Sixth famor 
King of Feruſalem , retnrning from the Siege of Pe 
nead, the fame year fell into a Fever, which after aſho 
ſickneſs deprived him of life. 

Upon the death of Americus, his Nephew Balaws 
was crowned King, who mightily oppoſed the Turk 
giving them many fatal overthrows , but was in tht 
flower of his youth cnt off by death the ſixteenth c 
May, 1185. when as he had reigned twelve Years ani 
{ome Mont'1:. | | 

In this King's ſtead his Son Baldwin the Fifth of th: 
name, and E:i;hth King of Fer:ſalem was crowned 
but long he kad not reigned er his perfidious Mothe 
to advance hier ſecond Husband Gzy tothe Throne, poyf. 
ſoned him; But Heaven left not ſuch wickedneſs ung - 
revenge 
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revenged, not long after Guy the Ninth and Laſt King 
of Fernſalemtook upon him the Scepter , the Chriſtians 
fell at variance amongſt themfelvyes, ready to turn their 
Swords upon each other, of which Salaaixe the Egypri- 
an Sultan taking the advantage, won many Cities, and 
finally in a bloody battel the Chriſtian Army was over- 
thrown, the King and moſt of his Nobles, together 
with'the great Maſter of the Templers , were taken 
Priſoners, which altogether broke the ſtrength of the 
Chriſtians in Syria; for hightned with this ſucceſs, the 
Sultan with an Army of 200000 Horſe and Foot, be- 
lieged Jeruſalem, which being naked of men, and want- 
ing a Head, was after fourteen days Siege, and-many 


J fierce Aſſaults delivered up to the Enemy, Anno 1187, 


after it had been in the hands of the European Chriſtians 
for the ſpace of 100 years , upon condition that ſuch 


> Chriſtians as would might ſtillremain there, with free 


exerciſe of their Religion, and thoſe that were mind- 
ed to depart might be permitted ſoto do, with as much 
of their Goods as they could carry upon their backs, 

- Andthusthe Holy City again fell into the hands of 


$ the Pagans, who poluted it withtheir prophane Idola- 


tries and ſuperſtitious Worſhip, through the Chriſtians 
Inkewarmneſs and diſreſpect of God's Divine Wor- 
ſhip , who living in abundance of plenty , forgat the 
hand that protected them, truſting in their own arms, 
as the 1/raelztes to their coſt had done before them. 
After Jeruſalem the Metropolis of the Kingdoin was 
taken, Antioch was betrayed by the Patriarck (tuchlit- 


# tle regard had Chriſtians of their Fidelity) into the 


& hands of the 7arks, for a certain ſam of Gold, and at- 


terward moſt of the other Cities cither revolted,, or 
were taken by force, 
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The Second Expedition of the eitern Prinees for 
ihe Recovery of the Holy Land, &Cc. 


Eruſalem and moſt: of the Cities of Paleſtine being 

' loſt, as aforeſaid, the Exropear Potentates were not 
alittle grieved, and to recover the ſame raiſed a mighty 
power; and firſt that advanced was Frederick. the 
German Emperor, who ſetting forth from Vienna paſled 
with a'puiſſant Army through Hungary, Bulgaria, and 
Thracia, and ſo to Conſtantinople , where he paſled over 
into Aſia, and entring Lyconia gave the Turks a great 0- 
| verthrow, after which he belieged 'and took Iconium 
giving 'the Spoyls thereof to his Soldiers; and from 
thence paſſing into Celicia in the Srraights, where the 
Greek Emperor ſome years before received his fatal o- 
verthrow , he .had a ſecond conflict with the Tiark; 
whom he pnt to flight with great ſlaughter, and took 
the City of Philomela, and put the Inhabitants to the 
ſword , for execnting his Meſſangers he ſent to treat 
with-them about delivering it peaceably ; and then en- 
trins Armenia the leſs, he took the City of Mehrene, 
and ſubdued all the Territories round about, and there 
gave the Turks an other fearful overthrow, which Army 
was no ſooner vanquiſhed, but another not inferiour tc 
it appeared under the heading of Saphadine Saladin 
the Sultan's Son , which with an undaunted bravery he 
charged,” and put to rout, with incredible ſlaughter 
(but the joy of Victory was ſoon turned into Mourning) 
tor the good Emperor zealous for the Chriſtian Cauſe 
following hard upon the flyers, his Horſe floundered ur 
the River Salephie, and threw him out of the Saddle 
With his right foot hanging in the Stirrup, after whicl 
manner 
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manner,e'r he conld be relieved, he was drag'd through 
the River, and hitting by the way on certain Stumps, 
ſo bruiſed , that . when he was taken up, he was 
heard to ſay no more then , Lord recewve my Soul, e'r: 
he gave up the Ghoſt, in the ſeventieth year of his 
Age, and of his Reign 38. Anno 1190. Whereupon 
his Body was carried to the City of Tire, andthere 
in the Cathedral with all Solemnity interred. .... -- 

This Heroick Emperor being dead, his Son Frederick, 
Duke of Sevia, then in the Army was ſaluted Empe- 
ror and General by the conſent of the great Comman- 
ders; but now (the Country being purpoſely deſtroy- 
ed before them) pale Famine began to ſtare them in 
the face, yet on they marched, and charging Dodequiz 
Saladins , General, ſent to oppoſe their Pallage, gave 
him a great overthrow, and had all the Cities ren- 
dred as they paſled, till they came to Prolomas, where 
the power of the Chriſtians in Syria were incamped, 
headed by Gay late King of Jeruſalem, who for a great 
Sum had obtained his Liberty. . 

Upon the Arrivalof Frederick, the Chriſtians gave a 
fierce Aſſault to the City on all Parts , and had taken 
it by Storm, had not Saladine the Egyprian' Sultan, 
who lay hovering aloof with his Army , fallen upon 
their Camp, and thereby in the hotteſt of the Afſaulr 
obliged them to draw off to. defend the. ſame, and 
having forced him toretire with the loſs of a few men, 
they returned again to the Siege, expecting the Arri- 


J yal of Richard the Firſt, King of England, and Philip 


the Second, King of France, who were upon their way 
with great Forces; but they wintering in the Ifle of 
Stcilia , the French King out of Envy to the Glory - of 
the:Engliſh, and an old grudge having been formerly a- 
bout. King Richard's refuſing the French King's Sitter, 
and marrying the Daughter of the King of Navar, 
the Frexch King not long after returned bome ;..and 
Vt withdrew 
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withdrew his Army to the fruſtrating the whole defign 
of recovering Feruſalem; yet at preſent he diſſembled 
the matter, and looſing firſt -from the Port of Meſa, 
arrived at Ptolomazs , where the Chriſtians lay ſtill in- 
camped,after whom King Kichard ſhortly followed;but 


ſayling by Cypre , his Fleet was diſperſed by a Storm, 


and two of his Ships falling on ground on that Coaſt, 
the Iſlanders ipoyled them , and when the reſt of the 
Fleet put in there, they rudely withſtood their land- 
ing, which ſo inraged King Richard, that he landing by 
force. ſeiſed the liland; and took the King thereof Pri- 
forer, and ſent him bound in Chains of Silver to 
SW 1a. 

” The King -having fecured the Ifland to his uſe, dif 
anchored and failed to' Prolomats , where he was joy- 
fully received of the Chriftiaz Princes, upon whoſe Ar- 


rival the City after a hot Aſſanlt , and a great breach 


i the Wall, was ſurrendred upon condition the Garri- 
fon might depart with ſafety , for which they were 
likewiſe*to pay a great. Ranſom to deliver the Holy 
Croſs they had in-polleſſion, and a certain number of 


them. to remain as Hoſtages , that the Saladine ſhould 


deliver ſuch Chri/tian Priſoners as he had in his power, 
whereupon the Germans of Auſtria entered firſt the 


breach, and advanced the Standardof their Duke up- 


on the Walt, as if by their only valour the City had 


beenigain'd , whichſo offended King Richard, that he 


cauſed the Standard to be thrown down, and trampled 
on, which, Indignity the Duke reſented ſo heinouſly; 
that tothe great hindrance of the Wars in Syia, he re4 
turned: with his Forces into Auſtriw; as likewiſe did 
the King of France with the greateſt part of his Armyz 
under pretonce he did it for want of health in ſo-hot a 


Clime, but indeed” out of ſecret Envy to King Ricks 


ard. 
_  Saladin hearing. of the leſsning of the Chriſtian Ars

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my , and that there ſtill remained amongſt them diſ- 
content, refuſed to pay the money for the Ranſom of 
the Hoſtages , or deliver up the Chri#4ar Priſoners ; 
but threatned that if any Extremity was uſed by the 
King towards them, he would behead all the Chriſtian 
| EPriſoners, the which notwithſtanding the Hoſtages 
were not hurt, he moſt barbarouſly pertormed ; in re- 
turn whereof the King commanded 2500 of the Ho- 
Rages to be executed in the fight of the /nfidels Camp, 
and reſolved to give him battel , which he perceiving 
raiſed his Camp, and departed along the Sea Coalt, 
ruining the ſtrong Tawns, to prevent their falling into 
the hands of the Chriſtians, who leaving Prolomais 
ſtrongly fortified, followed cloſe at his heels, reſolving 
to beliege Feruſalem , which he perceiving, and taking 
ſuch advantage as the time and place would afford, 
faced about : So that both Armies meeting about Noon, 
a dreadful conflit began, which continued with great 
ſlaughter , eſpecially onthe Part of the Tarks, till Eve- 
ning : at what time the Victory fell to the Chriftians, 
who had the Execution of the /zfidels for ſeven miles; 
bat Winter coming on, they diſpoſed of the Army till 
Spring, in the Towns that Saladine had ruinated , re- 
pairing and fortifying them ſtronger than before ; but 
when Spring came, upon mult'ring the Army , they 
were found greatly decreaſed by diſeaſes and abſent- 
ing , and at the ſame time the King found the Duke of 
Burgundia, under whoſe command the French King had 
left part of his Army, ſtill tocroſs his purpoſe, as de- 
firous to return home, haviog received fuch Orders 
privately from the King his Maſter, who was contra- 
ry tohis Oath taken at his departure warring upon the 
Normans, then King Richara's Subjects, and that others 
z were of the like mind, found himſelf altogether too 
4 weak to beliege Fernſalerr, and hearing how the French 
King had incited his younger Brother Jolw to take up- 
on 
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on him the Government of the Kingdom of England, 
fearing leſt while he was warring abroad, he might 
looſe his Kingdom at home, he relolved to make ſuch 
_ conditions with the Sultantain,as might be beſt for the 
advantage of the Chriſtians in Syria, and ſo imbarque 
for England, which the crafty /nfidel underſtanding 
and finding his power daily to decay, would hearken to 
no other Propoſals, than that the Chriſtians ſhould ſur 
render all the Towns they had taken, Prolomau ex- 
cepted, and in conſideration thereof be ſuffered to live 
in Peace, which being concluded on, the King leaving 
Count Henry of Champaigne his Lievetenant of Syria 
imbarked with his fair Queen, who had accompanied 
him 1n his tedious Expedition; but by the way being 
ſeparatedfrom the reſt of his Fleet, ſuffered wrack up 
on the Coaſt of Fiſtria, and attempting with a ſmall} 
retinue to walk over land in the Habit of a Templar 
he was diſcovered, and by the command of the Duke 
of Auſtria (in whoſe Territories , and whom he had 
diſgraced at the Siege of Prolomars, by throwing down 
his Standard) taken Priſoner , and by him ſold to the 
Emperor Henry for 40000 pounds, who kept him pri 
ſoner a year and three months, and then received for 
his Ranſom 150000 « pounds. But the Ship that 
Queen and her Ladies were in, arrived fafe in Eng = 
land, 

Soon after the King's delivery, news came that Salas; 
dine the great Sultan was dead, which cauſed the Prin, 
ces of Germany, animated by Pope Celeſtines, to underiy;: 
take a third Voyage for the Recovery of FeruſalemSth 
The Dukes of Saxony and Auſtria commanding ilifth, 
Chief, and with them went many Biſhops, who upolth 
their Arrival joyned with the Chriſtians they. foun@pa 
there, and repaired Joppa, the which whilit they werWhc 
doing, the Turkiſh Army approached, whereupon theſfolc 
drew out, and in pitched battle overthrew them; bulf 
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+ td the Loſsof their two Generals, the former dying: 
within four days after the Victory of a Fever, and the: 
latter of the Wounds he had received. And in fine, news 
coming that Henry the Emperour was dead,moſt of the: 
chief Captains returned home, in hopes to be eletted- 
Emperour. After which the Turks took Joppa and* 
put all they found in it to the Sword, but at the inſtance 
of Pope Innocent the third, Philip the French King: 
ſent 5000 Souldiers, under the leading of Si-0z Count 
of Mont-ferat to joynthe Chriſtians, by whoſe good: 
conduct things were ſo ordered that they procured to 
live at peage in Tyre and Prolomais, where I ſhall leave 
them-and return to the Leſſer Aſia, and relate by what:

During this mutation, the C95arrinopolitan Empire Þ 
gxcancd under Inteftine broyles, which canied Alexus | 
who had deprived lus Elder Zrother 1/: .c of the Eme 
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pire for the Settlement thereof and ſecuring himſelf in 
his throne to ſeek after the Life of the young Prince 
his Brothers Son, who was aCtive m recovering to his 
Father the Empire that of right appertained unto him; 
which inforced the Prince to crave aid of Philip the 
Emperor of Germany, and the reſt of the Princes of that 
Empire,. and ſo prevailed by means of his Siſter, who 
was Married to the ſaid —_—_— that being recom- 
mended by him and the French King tothe Army, then 
making an other expedition into the Holy Land and 
by them taken into protection with a Solemn promiſe 
of reſtoring him to his rightful Inherirance : In conſi- 
deration of which, he obliged himſelf to pay the 
French a great ſum of Money, and to make Reſtitution * 
to the Yenerians the loſſes they ſuſtained in the time of 
the Emperor Emanuel by reaſon of an 1mbargo lay'd 
upon their gallies and ſeizure of the goods of their 
March and. Recompence the /ralians by reducing the 
Greck. Churches to the obedience of the See of Rome, 
for of thoſe three Nations was moſtly this Army coms 
poſed which conliſted of near two hundred thouſand 
Horle and Foot. 

Upon theſe conſiderations was the Voyage, in order 
to the Recovery of what was loſt in Syri4 put off and 
all the forces bent againſt ConStanrirople where the 
Uſurper reſided, who held his Brother the rightful Em- 
perour in Priſon, having deprived him of his ſight, and 
coming-_ before the port with their huge fleet that al- 
moſt covered the Ocean, they ſoon broke the chainand 
entered:/with their Galley,upon fight of which thoſe that 
kept the Greck Gallies in the port ied and left them as 
a prey to the Larins, for ſo they called the Weſtern 
Chriſtians, who not content therew1th but reſolutely 
thruſting on ſhore a hot Skirmiſh, forc't thoſe that 
guarded it to retire, and for Safety re-enter the City, 
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wasno ways able to oppoſe ſuch an Army, taking with 
him all his Treaſure, and ſeveral of his truſty Friends, 
fled by night, upon which the Citizens to avoid being 
ſacked took the Old Emperor out of Priſon; and the 
Second time proclaimed him Emperor,and immediately 
opened their gates, and admitted the Army calling them 
their deliverers; but this their Alacrity laſted not,for 
the Prince having made known his promiſes , and 
the Old Emperor confirmed the ſame, the People upon 
Settlement of the Taxes whereby ſuch Sums ſhould be 
raiſed as might fſatisfe the Conquerors, they grew 
diſſatisfied, and raiſed tumults in ſeveral parts of the 
City; the better to Allay which, and to bring them to 
a Compliance, the good Emperor deſired the Larrms 
to-xetire to their Camp; which was performed, but 
ere he could prevail with the Citizens to pay the Tax 
required, he through loſs of Sight and other Infirmities 
died, and had the Prince his Son Saluted Emperor in 
his Stead, who deſirous to perform his Promiſe with 
the Latins, proceeded where his Father left off, but 
to no purpoſe; for when he preſſed the raiſing of the 
Money before mentioned, they roſe in Armes, and 
flowing like a Torrent to the Palace, threatned to 
deprive him both of his Lite and Empire if hedid not 
deliſt, which ſo aftirighted him that he ſent to the 
Latin General, to enter with a part of his Army pri- 
vately into the City, at a gate which he would deliver 
him at a time prefixed; to which Intention of the Em- 
perors one Alexis Ducas being privy, Surnamed for his 
Beetle Brows A4zrſuffic, one who by the Emperors Fa- 
ther had been raiſed from a low condition to the 
heizht of Preferment, and thinking no opportunity 
more fit to aſpire to Empire, after which he hada long 
time thirſted then the preſent occahion, he gathered 
- the People in tumults and informed them what was in- 
tended, andrhen under aSimile ofFriendſhip came to the 


young 
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young Emperour,and ſeizing upon his Perſon, cauſed 
him to be Impriſoned, and by inſinuating himſelf into: 
the good liking of the Mobile, procured himſelf to be 
proclaimed, which was no ſooner done but he ſtrangled 
the Emperor,and — to fire the YenerianGallies, 
which ſo inraged the Chri&4ans, that they reſolved to 
lay cloſe Siege to the City, the which after the over- 
throw of the Uſurpers Army under its Walls they did, 
and firing it in divers Places entered, upon which the 
Tyrant fled. 

The City of Conſtantinople thus taken the 12 of 
April 1204, or as ſome will have it 1200, the Citi- 
zens Lives at the requeſt of the Religious were ſpared, 
but their Wealth becamea prey to the Souldiers,lonow 
thoſe that refuſed to part with a little at the requeſt 
of their Natural Lord for the ſupport of his Honor and 
their Safety, were now obliged to part with all. 
After the Sack of this City molt of the Cities of' the 
Empire yeilded, whereupon the Princes aſſembling 
choſe Baldwin Earl of Flanders and Hanault, Emperor, 
and amongſt the other Princes was the Empire di- 
vided into Provinces, each holding his Principality 
in fee of the Emperor as their Supream Lord. 

Things being at this paſs news came that Theodorins 
Laſcaris had fortified Aarianople, and railing forces 
for the recovery of the Greek Empire which cauſed 
the Latins under the leading of their Emperor to March 
againſt him, who upon news of their Approach retired 
into the City, which he {trongly fortihed expecting 
no leſs then a Siege, which accordingly was lay'd at 
what time John King of Bulgaria, otherwiſe called 
Myſia a large Kingdom lying between the great Moun- 
tain Emarns and Danubits, aided by the Scythians a 
Barbarous People,came witha great power to raiſe the 
Selge,again{t:whom theEmperor drew out his ſtrengths, 
but following too cagerly, the Scythian Horſemenſent

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out to Skirmiſh on purpole to train himinto an Ambuſl 
he fell in with the Kings power amongit the Woods and 
Mountains, where being over wearyed with the tedious - 
urſuit,he was overthrown, hinzſelf taken Priſoner, and 
© War for the molt part Slain,nor ſufficed it the Barba- 
rous King to have him in his Power, but after an Inhu- 
mane manner cutting oft his hands and feet, caſt him yet 
living into a deep Valley, where he miſerably periſhed, 
and thus died the firſt moſt Valiant Emperor of the 
Latins in Canstantinople e're he had Reigned a full 
ear. 
f The Emperor Baldwin being dead, Henry his Brother 
was choſen in his ſtead, who to revenge his Brothers 
Death aided by the Lattiz Princes, Marched againſt 
the Barbarians ( who hightened with their Succeſs 
were far advanced, waſting with Fire and Sword all 
they found in ther way) and after many notable 
overthrows given, drove them out of all the places 
they had taken, During theſe proceedings Alexus 
Ducas Surnamed Aurzxjjle falling into the hands of the 
Laitias had Iis Eyes put out, and in that manner being 
ſent to Conſtantinople, was Condemned to be thrown 
from a high Tower tor ſtrangling the young Emperor, 
which Sentence as a reward of his "Treaſon was put 
mn Execution. And the other Alexus commonly 
called the Uſurper, who deprived the Emperor 1ſaac 
of his Sight 2nd depoſed him, hearing that his Son 
In-Law Reigned in Adrianofle deſirous of his Kingdom, 
went to the Court of the /urkiſh Sultan, Fathatines 
Retgning 1 /con1m (to whom he during his holding 
the Imperial Dignity in Conſtantinople, had ſhewed 
great kindneſs auring his being exi!'d by his Brother 
, Azatines ) and there ſo prevailed that the Sultan raiſed 
an Army af 20000 Horſe and Foot, ard withit lay'd 
beige to Antioch, part of the Adriarovoltan Kings 
Donunions, of which he had no ſooner notice, _ 
Wit

with what Forces he could raiſe on the ſudden, he-po- 
ſted thither,and ſetting furiouſly upon the Sultans Army 
ſlew him in the Head. thereof, which'ſo diſcouraged 
_ the Turks, that notwithſtanding Viftory inclined ts 
their ſide, they fled and left the City free; In this battle 
was taken Alexws the Anthor of the War, whom his 
Son-in-law notwithſtanding uſed with great reſpedd, 
though contrary to his deſert. 

In the mean time the ten years Truce between the 
Chriſtians inSyria, and the Twks drew to a Concluſion: 
And Almericus King of Cyprus and Titular King of Fe- 
ruſalem, refuſing to aſſiſt them with Proviſions and the 
like, the great Maſters of the Knights Templers, and 
Hoſpitalers ſent to complain thereof to the Pope, and 
to inform him, that there was yet living one AMa- 

the Daughter of the Marquelſs of Mont-Ferrat, a La- 
& of incomparable Beauty, who they as her Tutor 
had brought up in hope of the Kingdom, and were 
now ready to beſtow her upon ſich a Perſon, as he 
ſhould think worthy of her, together with her Right 
and Title to the Kingdom of Feruſalem ; upon which 
the Pope diſcharged Almericxs of the Title of King of 
Feruſalem, and gave it to John Count D' Brenne, of 
the Daulphinate in France, A man of great Fame and 
Courage, and then in Arms amongit the Larin Princes, 
who upon notice thereof committing his Earldome to 
the care of his Brother, ſailed with a competent nam- 
ber of his followers to Tyre, where he eſpouſed the 
Lady, and not long after the Pope, viz. Pope Inno- 
cent the third, calling in a general Counci!, fo dealt 
with the Princes and Prelates, that great Forces were 

again raiſed for the relief of the Chriſtians in the Holy 
Land, who ſetting fail took many ſtrong Towns and 
Caftles on the Sea-Coaſt, and at laſt came with a great 
Fleet, and an Army by Land betore Damiata, former- 
ly called Pelzſiwm, ſituate upon the Bank of Nilus, 
D 4 reſolving 
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refolving to begin firſt with Egypt, that Paleſtivze might 
tollow, where building Towers of Wood upon Gal- 
lys;” they fought with thoſe that kept the Walls at ;, 
even hand, and after great ſlaughter on both ſides 
took the Suburbs, wherein they found not only ſtore 
of Proviſion, but infinite Riches ; being the Merchan- 
diſe of Perſia, Arabia, India, and Egypt, that being the 
chief Scale of Trade in thoſe parts. During this 
Tranſaftion the Sultaz lay hovering aloof with his » 
Army, not daring to ingage the Chriſtians, and ſo long 
He continued that Want began to rage in his Camp 
infomuch that he was obliged to ſend away one part 
of his Army. 
ThelInfidels thus foiled,though the City ſtill heldout, 
Corradine, Sultan of Damaſco and Jeruſalem ſent his 
-Ambaſſador to the Chriſtian Princes, to ſue for Peace, 
for himſelf and his Brother the Sultan of Egypr : In lieu 
whereof he promiſed to reſtore the Holy-Crols, and all 
the Towns his Father Saladine had taken from the Chri- 
ft1ans,which large offer was thought reaſonable by moſt 
of the Princes, none oppoſing it but Pelagizs the Popes 
Legate, John the late made King of Jeruſalem, the 
Maſters of the Knights Templers and Hoſpitallers, and 
the Duke of Auſtria, they alledging that the War was 
undertaken generally againſt the 1nfidels, and that they 
ought not to deſilt, till they had brought them under. 
| Whereupon the Sultan ſuppoling they would ſpee- 
-dily come to Ferufalem, cauſed it to be rated all , ex- 
cept the Tower of D=vid, and the holy Sepulcher ; 
which at the inſtance of the Chrifrians there dwelling, 
he ſpared, and rhen with all his people departedto Da- 
maſco, bur ſoon after the Chri/#;ans, though too late , 
repented their, refuſing ſo advantageons an offer; for 
by reaſon of the raw Damps and Vepors that aſcend- 
ed from Nils, a mortal Contagion raged in the 
Camp, and much weakened it; io thac the —_ 
king 
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king the advantage, indeavoured to put ſuccors into 
the Town, with ſuch ſpeed that many entered, ere the 
Chriſtians could take the Alarum ; but they falling in the 
Rear cut off a great number that were ſhut out, leſt 
the Chriſtians ſhould have entered Pell-mel with them 
intothe City, and heightened with this ſucceſs, they 
marched to the Sultans Camp and dared him to battel, 
but he not willing to hazard his Kingdom upon a catlt, 
refuſing, they aſlaulted him in his Lodging. In which 
daring Attempt, the French General was loſt with ma- 
ny more of note ; ſo that without ſucceſs they again 
returned to the Siege : Famine beginning to rage ex- 
treamly in the City, and ſoon after its-attendant the 
Plague, .of which fuch a number died, that there 
were none left to defend it. So that the Chris##ians en- 
tering, found all the Streets paved with the dead, 
70000 of 'the /rfidels having periſhed therein through 
obltinacy, who upon ſurrender might have had their 
gLives and Liberties, 
$ Thus this great City after a years Siege was taken, 
the Third of November, 1221. After which the Popes Le- 
gate laying Claim to it in the behalf of his Maſter ; 
though at the beginning of the War the Princes had 
:oncluded that all the Cities and Towns taken, ſhould 
de put into the Poſleſſion of the King of Feruſalem, 
a Conteſt aroſe between them, inſomuch that the'Ring 
etired to Ptolomass, and was hardly intreated to re- 
urn; upon whoſe return, and the Arrival of the 
SP uke of Bavaria, with freſh Forces at the Legates in- 
reaty, a great part of the Army was drawn torth in 
Prcer, to the beiteging the City of Cair, which they 
ttefted not withonr hopes of winning it, but being un- 
cquainted with the Country, they incamping in low 

round, the Egyptians drew up the Sluces of Nilus, and 
verflowed their Camp, invironing it round with Wa- 
ers,of aprodigiqus depth:So that many periſhed there- 
in, 
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in, and at Iaft were obliged to re-deliver Damiata for 


their Ranſom, and fſo the Sultan relieving them with Þ 
ſuch neceſſaries as they wanted, cauſed them tok 
be Conducted out of Egypt : Whereupon moſt of them 


returned into their own Country, having firſt conclud- 
ed a Peace for cight years with Coradine, the Sultan of 


Dameaſco, which Peace was by the Infidel inviolably ob- 


ſerved. King Joh upon. his return, at the inſtance of 


Honorews, gave his Daughter Yoland in Marriage, to 


Fredrick King of Sicilia, and-with her the Title of Jer 
ſalem,from whence the ſucceedings derived their Titles, 
inſtiling themſelves Kings of Feru/alem. 

And now Henry the ſecond Emperor of Conſtanting- 
ple being dead, having Reigned eleven years and ſome 
odd days, Peter Count of Aufſeres was made Empere 
in his ſtead ; who in revenge to Injuries done to the Ve 
netians by Theodorus, Angelins Prince of Epirus befieged 
him in Dirrachium;, but upon his feigned Submiſſion 
Peace was concluded, when the Emperor too muct 
crediting 'the perjured Wretch, going into the Cit) 
ſlenderly attended to an Entertainment, to which tt 
Epirot had invited him, was by his Commandmer 
ſlain. | 

Upon the News of this fad diſaſter, the Conſtantm 
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politans elefted his Son Robert to ſucceed him, but k 


lived not long, for having married a beautiful Lad 


before Contracted to a noble man of Burgundia, hel© 


revenge, in the Emperors abſence, with a reſol 

Company broke into the Pallace, and there ſeizing u} 
on the Empreſs cnt off her Noſe, and Ears and aftet 
ward finding her Mother, who had been the cauſe « 
the breach, of the aforeſaid Contract, threw her int 
the Sea, and fled into the Woods and Mountains, livil 
as an out-law with the reſt of his Companions, whit 
Cruelty and diſgrace ſo grieved the Emperor, tit 
g0INg to Rome in his return he died. After him ſucces 
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ed his Son by the name of Baldwin the Second, being 
the fifth and laft Emperor of the Lattins in Conſtantinoe 
ole. For Laſcares of whom [I have beforeſpoken after 
the overthrow he gave the Saltan mightily increaling 

is Power, rigged a great many Ships and Siezed upon 
all the Iſlands in the conium, and Egean Seas, Leſbos, 
WC hios, Samos, Rhodes, &c. And by that means ren- 
dered himſelf ſo formidable that moſt Cities before 
in the poileſſion of the Lattins revolted to him, inſo- 
much that without any great reſiſtance he brought 
his Army,,to the Gates of Conſtantinople, and then 
dying left his Son John Dycas Batazes to ſucceed him, 
who proſecuting the War againſt the Zatrzns became 
Emore terrible then his Father, ſtrengthening himſelf 
orftby a Marriage between Helena daughter to Afjan King 
/72Mof Bulgaria and his Son Theodore : And after that 
efrenewed the League with the Sultain of Jconinn, 
\ who was then buſied in Warring againſt the Tar- 


IATS, 


During theſe pallages, Frearick, the German Empe- 
ror, with great forces paſled into Syria, but by Rea- 
ſon he did not humble himſelf to Greogry the ninth ; 
the proud Prelate incited thereto by his Strumpet, 
Fulmirated againſt him wath Excommunications,ſend- 
Wing his Lettcrs to the Chri/tians, not to aid nor re- 
elve him upon his Arrival : but they did not regard 
the imperious Pope, for npon his Landing with his 
forces at Prolomais, he both joyfully and honoura- 
bly received the Pope. Likewiſe ſent Letters to Sultan 


ref Meladire, not to come to any agreement with him, 


but utterly to deſtroy, but all fell out contrary to 
:nff811s Impious: delire, for - the Emperor behaved 
bunfelf fo bravely both in Valour and Conduct, thct 
after having given the Enemy divers overthrows, 
Wenat the $427 fearing the ruin of his Kingdom was 
Fat hand ; gladly accorded to deliver up the City of 
Teruſalem, 
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Feruſalem, with all the Land of Paleſtine, togeth 
with the ReſpeCtive Cities taken by the Sultan Sal, 
dine, and all the Chriſtian Priſoners, in lien of : 
ten years Peace which was accorded, and the Empe 
ror with his Army coming to the deſolate City c 
Feruſalem, and there with great Solemnity on Eaſt 
Day Arno 1229 was Crowned King, and ſo having 
fortifyed the City by repairing the Wall, and Garri 
ſoned Nazereth, Foppa, and other ſtrong Cities, and ap 
Pointed Reynold Duke of Bavaria his Lieutenant 
in Syria , he returned home, where the Pope had put 
his Subjects in an uproar, and Seized upon his King- 
dom of Naples, working him greater troubles ther 
are \convenient to be here related, as not perti 
nent to this Hiſtory : only note that this was that 
Frederick, that marryedthe King of Jeruſalem's Daug 
ter, and with her had the Title of King of Jeruſ7 
lem ;, which occaſioned his ſetting forward to take pol- 
ſeſſion of that Kingdom. 

The Emperor was no ſooner returned, but to ſpight 
him, and break. the ten Years League, he ſent Lewi 
King of Navar with a great Power into Syria tc 
invade the Sultans Dominions ; but his Expeditior 
was no ways proſperous, joyning Battle with the $S, 
tans Power, he and the reſt of the Chriſtians were 0- 
verthrown, which occaſioned the loſs of Feruſalem, 
ſoon after taken and raſed by the Trks, all the Souls 
that were found therein being put to the Sword, 
and with Impious and Sacrilegious hands demoliſhed 
the Sepulchre of our Bleſſed Saviour which all 0- 
ther Nations kad with a Sacred reverence forborn to 
deface. 

The News of the great overthrow and the loſs 0 
Jeruſalem, coming to the Ears of the Chriſtian Princes 
of the Weſt, greatly troubled them, but moſt of all 
the Emperor and Lewis the Ninth King of France: 
Infomuch 
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Infomuch that the latter gathering a great Power 
- | Amo 1248. ſet Sailand came to the [ſle of Cyprus and 
T there wintered, by reaſon of the far advancement of 
the Seaſon,during which time hereceived an Embaſllador 
from the Maſter of the Templars, to inform him that 
Y there was no need of his coming by reaſon the Sultan 
IF offered honourable terms, but the King underſtanding 
that it was a contrivance between them that the Tem- 
'F plars-might have the greater power, ſent back to com- 
'F mand him under pain of forteiting his head that he 
ſhould receive no more Embaſladors from the Sultan, 
and Early in the Spring weighing Anchor within 
five or ſix days fail he fell in withthe Coaſt of Egypr,and 
with all his fleet failing up the River Nie came be- 
fore Damiata, to oppoſe whoſe landing the Governour 
with what forces he could draw out ſtood upon the 
banks, but in vain they reſiſted, for the French-mer 
manning out their boats thruſt on ſhore and put them to 
flight, leaving the Governour and 5co of their Compa- 
nions dead upon the Strand, and perceiving the Chri/t- 
tans were Preparing to beſiege the City the former 
Miſeries it had indured coming afreſh into their 
mind, they in the dead of night ſet every man his houſe 
on fire and fled, which the Chriſtians perceiving they 
entered the City, and exſtingniſhed the flames, ſaving 
{o much as was poſlible, and there found abundance of 
Riches. 

' The Sultan upon notice of the loſs of this ſtrong 
City was greatly diſmayed: Inſomuch that he ſent to 
the. French King to offer him ſeveral places in Paleſt;ne , 
never yet in the poſſeſſion of the Chriſtians, but his 
offer was rejected and Alexandria demanded by the 
Earl of Arthozs the Kings Brother. 

- During theſe ſtirs Melaaine the Sultan died, and his 
Brother eleſh-Salla or Melexala Succeded him, with 
whom joyned the Sultan of Damaſco, to oppole the 
Chriſtians 
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Chriſtians, and with his whole Power drew near to 
Damiata, where the Chriſtian Army lay incamped'; 
who Sallying out of their Trenches beat hum back, but 
Sallying the next day, and following the Enemy too 
far many of them were ſlain, and the reſt were forced: 
to retire. 

Long they were not incamped, before a private 
Meſlenger came to: the King from the Governour of 
Cairo, to inform him that if he would' draw near to 
the Walls of that great City, he would put it into! 
his hands; the ſaid Governour appearing to be much 
inclinable' to the Chriſtian Religion : Or, as ſome will} 
have it, out of Revenge for the Death of his Brother 
{lain by the Sultans Command. Upon which the King 
allembled all his Power, and\marched till: he. came toi 
an Arm of Nias, with part of his Army, under the 
Command of his Brother Robert Earl of Arthois pa- 
fling at a Foard, diicomhted'the Twks, that defended 
the further Bank; but contrery to the advice of the 
renowned Earl, and the Maſter of the Templers fol- 
lowing, the Chaſe e'r the other part of the Army ar- 
rived; he was incompalſled by. the Sultans power, that 
lay in Ambuſh ; that not above two. Templers, one 
Hoſpitaler, and a common: Souldier eſcaped to telb 
the heavy News. | 

This News was ſeconded, wgth' that: of/ the: Impri« 
ſonment of the Governour of Fro: which altogether 
diſappointed the King of his purpoſe. Whereupon he 
palled the River at the ſame Foard his- Brother had 
done, and' beheld the ſad SpeCttacle of the mingled 
Carcaſſes of the ſlain, each having his Head' and Hands 
cut off, the Sultan the better to incourage his Men, ha» 
ng promiſed rewards to ſuch as: could! bring. them es 
ther, but long he had not viewed them;. before the 
Sultan came upon him with all-his Power,being near ten 
to one; and aiter a ſharp Incounter overthrew ham 
cutting 
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cutting the greateſt part. of his Army in pieces, and a- 
mongit the reſt the Flower of the French Nobility - 
"Che King and ſome few, of the Nobility were taken 
Priſoners, and for their Ranſom delivered up the Ci. 
ty of Damiata, and payed. 8000 pound in Gold, with 
a promiſe of a ten years Peace, but whillt the Sul- 
tan was accompanying, him to. Damiata, two deſpe- 
rate Ruffans aſlaſlinated him.in the preſence of his No- 
bility, inſtigated thereto by one .1urqutminus a Mama- 
luke or Slave, got himſelf proclaimed Sultan, renounc- 
ing the League that Melech-Sala had made, and made 
another in his own Name, not. much different from the 


former; but performed not above the half part, but in 


fine, after the ſurrender of Damiata , which the new 
Sultan cauſed to be raſed, the King with all us Reti- 
nue were Conducted to Prolomazts, and at the end of fix 
years, from his ſetting out failing from thence arriv- 
ed in his own Kingdom, having loſt 60000 of his Sub- 
jects in that expedition. 

The'Sultan being as aforeſaid Traiterouſly murther- 
ed, the Mamalnkes or Slaves, bought by the Sultans of 
divers Merchants, to ſerve them in their Wars : Put 
an end to the Twkiſh Kingdom in Egypr, by depoling 
all ſuch as bare Offices, or had places of truſt, adyan- 
cing thoſe of their own order, continually chooſing 
their Sultans from amongſt themſelves, flouriſhing in 
great Renown for the pace of 267 years, atthe end of 
which they were totally fubdued by Selyz the victo- 
rious Emperor of the Twrks, viz. Anno 1517. andthe 
Kingdom of Egypt with all Syria, and the Land Paleſtine, 
aS they. are at this day annexed to the 7wrk;b Empire, 
as ſhall be in proceſs of this Hiſtory related. Whilſt 
theſe Ations paſſed John Duccas, Alias, Baitazes dyed, 
having Reigned ſucceſsfully for the ſpace of thirty 
three years, after whom ſucceeded Theodorns his. Son, 
who renewed the League his Father had made with the 
Fathanites ; 
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Fathanites, the Turkiſh Sltan in the leſſer 4ſa, after 
which with a puiſſant Army, he paſſed the Srraights 
of Helliſpont to appeaſe the troubles raiſed in Mace- 
donia,, and Theſſalie by the King of Bulgaria his Fa- 
ther in Law, and the Deſpot of Thefalia, during which 
one Michacl Paleologus a great Courtier fled to the Tur-' 
kiſh Sultan, under pretence that he doubted his Life, 
by reaſon of thoſe Enemies he had at Court, that in- 
veighed againſt him; and at his' coming to conn, 
found the Spltan leavying an Army to oppoſe them that 
ſpoiled his Country, of whom he was kindly received, 
and the Greeks in his Service reduced under his Com- 
mand ; and ſo marching againſt the Enemy a dreadfal 
Fight began, the Turks charging with great Courage, 
putting the Right-wing to flight, and difordering their 
main Battalion - So that Victory began to declare her 
ſelf in favour of them, when one of the Sultans chief 
Commanders out of ſome former grudge,fell with the 
Squadron of Perſiaz Horſe under his Command to the 
Enemy, and by that means turned the Scale of War, 
{o that the Twrks,who even now were Conquerors fled 
for their Lives ; nor durſt the Sultan ſtay in his own 
Country, but fled to Conſtantinople, where of the Em-' 
peror he was kindly received, and aided - with what 
Force he could ſpare, under the leading of an experi- 
enced Captain, for which kindneſs he gave the Empe-' 
ror the City of Laodicea. | 

Not long after this, was Palelogws received into Fa- 
vour, and reſtored to his Dignity, upon his ſolemnly 
fwearing to be true and Loyal to him and his Sons, 
which had not long been done, e'r the Emperor fell 
ſick and dyed, Reigning only three years, and in his 
ftead was Crowned his Son Fohr, a Child of fix years 
old, who was by the Emperors laſt Will bequeathed: 
to the Tutorage of Arſenirs-the Patriarch, and George 
Anzali, the latter of which being of mean Birth, hav- 
wg 
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having raiſed for his Vertues;and good parts by the de- 
parted Emperor,which canſed himrto be greatly envycd 
by the Courtiers; whereupon he aſſembling together, 
deſired to be rid of his Charge, but' every one ſeem- 
ing vawilling to undertake it, he' ſtill continued with 
- much Intepgrity:; -bnt ſeveral having conſpired againſt 
, him,-of which Paleologus was Chief, they- during'the 
Obſequies of the defunct-Emperor flew him, - and ſe- 
veral that they ſuppoſed Favoured him, even at the 
Altar ; and in a ſhort time Paleologws uſurped the Em- 
pire, not in the leaſt regarWing his former Oath. | 
About this time 2ango, the great Cham of Tartary

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' tain, who by ſome affronts put upon him by the 
Chriſtians became their mortal Enemy, yet letted not 
give battle to the Sultans Army of ten times. to 
the number, and not being aided by the Chriſtians, was 
overthrown , whereia himſelf fighting couragiouſly 
with greater part of his ſmall .Army were ſlain; and 
thereupon Aztiech, and moſt of the Towns hdfden by 
the Chriſtians, were-taken by the Sultan Bandocador. 
By. this time the Zartars warring in the leſſer Aſia, 
had- driven - Fathanjtes out of all his Dominions, 
whereuponhe fled to the Greek Emperor for aid, or Re- 
fage ; but ingrateful as he was, not regarding the Kind- 
neſs he had received at his Hands, when be fled from 
Theodorus the Emperor, he committed him Priſoner at 
large to the City of eAnw in Thrace, appointing ſeve- 
ral to watch him ſo narrowly that he ſhould not eſcape. 
When Palcologus bad Reigned at Nice two years, 
he ſent Alexns Stregopulus againſt the Deſpot of  Epi- 
r#4; who raiſed Tumults in the Weſt, this man in his 
paſlage with a ſmall Army, by the Treachery of the 
Greeks dwelling in Conftantinople, found means to ſur- 
prize that City, and again annex it to the Greek, Em- 
pire: After it had been in the hands of the Latines 
fifty eight years, for which ſervice Alex triumphed 
in Purple Robes, wearing a Crown of Gold, com- 
manded that for one year following, his Name next to: 
his ſhould be mentioned in all publick Prayer, Pſalms 
and Hymns. 

- But now the Son of Theodorius, whoſe Right this 
Emperor had uſurped, coming to years of Diſcretion, 
it bred much jealouke.in him, that leſt any diſcontent- 
ed Perſon eſponſing his Quarrel, ſhould pluck the 
Crown from off his Head, and place it where it ought 
to.reſt: Whereupon to render him unfit for Gavern= || 
ment, he like a barbarous Wretch deprived him of his 
ſight, which his Aunt Queen of Bulgaria, no ſooner un- 

derſtood, 
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derſtood, but with many Arguments ſtirred 'up her" 
Husband, to make War upon the Uſurper; and at the 
{ame time heing ſolicited by the Sultan Farhanires to © 
deliver him from his Confinement ;z he with a great 
Power of Scyth:ans, his own Subfefts, entered the Em- 
pire, waſting all before him with Fire and Sword, ho4 


. ping to ſurprize the Empetor in his return from his 


Expedition againlt the Deſpot of Serv: ; but failing 
of him, he turned to e£-xs, and took thence the {Sultan 
the Citizens gladly delivering him to fave their Lives; 
and contenting himſelf with the ſpoil of Thracia, he 
paſſed over ſer, and returned into his own Country. 
| Fathanites, the Sultan, being. ſet at Liberty by the 
King of Bulgaria, for Grief of his great loſs dyed, 
not leaving any Domityons to his Children : Yet not 
long after Gazar the great Cham of Tartary, as his 
Vaſais, two of his Kinsmen of the Zelzaccian Family, 
viz, Meſot and Rei-Cubades, they in acknowledgment 
thereof, paying him a yearly Tribute, placed them 
in patt of his Dominions z and thus fell the Taki 
Empire in the leſſer Aa, being Rent in pieces by the 
Tartars, who. afterward ferzed upon a great part of 
the Greek, Empire they and the Fugitive Thrks toge- 
ther, poſleſſing themſelves of the Countries from: Por- 
ms and Galatia, unto the Lycian and Carian Seas, and 
the River Emymedon, | | 
Amo 1370. Kitig Lew of France, aded:by He- 
ry the Third of Eng/and and divers others reſolyed,up- 
on a ſecond Expedition mt6'the Holy- Land ; the years 
Fruce beitg, exſpired, he ſt out; trom the Havert of 
Mar ſcilles, with a great Fleet of Ships, and coming: be- 
fore Carthage, he found in the Port a great number of 
the Enemies Ships which he ſeized, and after fome 
light Skirmiſhes, with thoſe that kept the ſhoar, Land- 
ed his Men, and laid clofe Siege tothe City, which after 


' many Ceſperate , _— unſuccesful Sallies of the 
3 2 
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beſieged ' furrendered upon Condition to depart. 
Carthage being won, the King laid Siege to Tus, 
to relieve which the King of Fez with a great Army 
of the Afoors came down, but was quickly forced to 
retire with 10000 leſs then he brought; but this Siege 
 eontuming long, a mortal Peſtilence happen'd in the 
* Army, the Kings youngeſt Son dyed, and in the end 
himſelf with many of his prime Nobility, which great- 
ly incouraged the Afoors; but their joy laſted not long, 
for ſoon 'after came thither Prince Eaward, Henry 
the. Third King of Englands eldeſt 'Son, with ſixteen 
Ships franght with Valiant Engliſh Soldiers, as alſo the' 
King of Cicilia, Navar, and Arragon with great Forces, 
upon” which the 24oriſh King making many large 0- 
fters for Peace, it was granted in the Name of all the 
Princes; on Condition that he ſhould pay a yearly Tri- 
bute of 40000 Crowns to the King of Scicily, and to | 
ſuffer the Clwi/tian Religion, freely to be Exerciſed 
throughout his Dominions , in'all its particulars ; 
which Articles being concluded on and ratified, though 
contrary to the mind of Prince Edward, they weigh- 
ed Anchor, and ſtood for the lile of Scioily, intending 
there to:'Winter, and the next Spring to pals into Sy- 
714: But coming into..the Bay, the Princes were no 
ſooner gbt on ſhoar, but a terrible Storm arole, that 
moſt of the Fleet were broken to pieces, only. of 
Prince Edward's Fleet not one Ship periſhed in this 
wrackJ'a' great part--of the Mariners and Soldiers 
were drowned, and the Plague {till raging amongſt 
them in-ſuch ſort, that the Fzexch Queen, the King of 
-Navar;y and” divers others of great Rank. dyed ; which 
{o diſconrag'd Philip the French King, that he returned 
into France, without Attempting any thing further, and 
-with. hinvall the reſt: (Prince Edward his Enghſb ex- 
cepted))teturned into their Reſpective Countries ; but 
The Prince kept on lus way till he arrived at  Prolom 
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3s, and was received by the Chriſtians w pi joy» 
where having reſted himſelf for a while, | 
into the nature of the Country, he with 6 or —000 of 
his . Engliſh, took Nazareth, axd upon his return 6- 

verthrew a great Army of Sarazens. that ſuppoſed to 
. have intrapped him, and at another time overthrew 
them with great Slaughter, near Cakhow, a Viltiage a- 
bout 40 Miles from Prolomais: And fo ſuccesfull was 
he in all his undertakings, that the 1rfidels extreamly 
dreaded him; Infomuch that the Admiral of Foppa, 
feigned himſelf to be converted to the Chriitian Reli- 
gion, ſent one of his Servants to commune with' the 
Prince, about diverſe. Matters, who being admitted in 
Private, and ſeeming as if he would draw a letter 
out of his Boſom, with an Impoiſoned knife, ſuppoſed 
to have Stabbed the Prince into the Belly, bur he being 
aware received the Wound on his Arm, and with his 
foot Struck the Villain down, and then wreſtinz from 
him the knife Stabbed him, during which, buſlle 
. the Guards entered,.and cut him in Pieces as he lay 

' on the Ground. This Villain the Sultan ſent to 

excuſe, Swearing by Aahomet it was not done with his 
privity, nor conſent, but however ſach was the nature 
of the poiſon, .that it was not cured without great 
difficulty. 

The Prince having a long time in vain, expeCted the 
coming, of the other Chriſtian Princes, thought good . 
toreturn,whichaccordingly hedid,having firſt conclud- 
ed a Peace with the Sultan, and ſhortly after his 
return, his Father Henry dying, he was Crowned King 
of England, &Cc. 

Anno 1273, Rodulph having been advanc'd by the 
Pope to the German Empire, upon promiſe to Paſs 
into the Holy-l:zn4,and not caring himſelf for ſo tedious 
aVoyage, ſent his Son Henry Prince of Meccleburg, wito 
arriving at Prolomajs, with a great Power, waſted the 
E. 3 Territories 
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Texritories of Dameſee with fire and Sword, taking 
many Towns, but gt length being intercepted by” the 
Adamalukgs, he was taken Prifoner, and a great part 
- of his Axmy ſlain, in which ſtate he with one Servant 
remained 26 years,00Ranfombeing accepted for his de- 
iverance, at which tine a Runagado Germar,coming to 
the Sultan, ſet him at Liberty, and ſent him, who upon 
his return, was not known to his neareſt Rela- 
tions, who ſuppoſed himlong before filent in his 
Grave, and indeed he lived not lang after his 

FeEUTil. 
[The Princes of the Weſt growing weary of theſe 
edious expeditions, the 1zfidels thereby encouraged, 
under the leading of Alphix or Elpis their Sultan, raſed 
Tripolis, Sidon and Berythus,*putting moſt of the Inhabi- 
tants to the Sword, the Chriſtians having now nothing 
left but the ſtrong City Ptolomais;and yet they were at 
Variance amongſt themielves, ſome for the Government 
of the City, and ſome for the title of King of Ferw- 
fakem; During the conteſt Sultan Arephis ſent his Son 
to beſjege Prolomais, who in vain aſlaulting it, many 
times-made large offers, if he might have it delivered; 
bur they as little prevailed, whereupon tis Father 
being dead and himſelf choſen Sultan, he drew down 
before it 15000 Horſe and Foot, aſſaulting it on every 
lide, filling up the ditches with his Multitude, but the 
Chriſtians from the Wall, and by fallying, killed ſo 
many of the 1nfidels, that they were forced to retire to 
their trenches, yet in the Skirmiſh, Peter Grand Maſter 
of the Templars, being Shot with' a Poiſon Arrow, 
died within three'days, and with him all the courage 
of the befieged, or from that time, ſuch as could make 
their” eſcape. by. Sca departed, ſo that the City being 
in the end left deſtitute 'of Defendants, was by the 
Sultan taken and raſed, all ſach as were found therein, 
being pu to the Sword, fo that, the Chriſtians were 
_ utterly 
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utterly rooted out of Syria, this being the laſt City 
which had remained in the hands of the Chriſtians for 
upwards of 100 years, and was loſt ' Ammo 1291, juſt 
on years after the winning of Feruſalem by Duke 
G | 
xt now the Chri#4an Princes deſpairing to recovet 
what they had loſt,Caſſanes the Tartarian Prince moved 
thereto by his Wife and her Father the King of Arme- 
ia, undertook the Enterprize, and with a powerfull 
Army entered Syria, waſting all before him, when 
not far from the Mountain Aman, he met with Mel- 
ſenoſer, the Sultan of Egypr's Lievtenant, and put him 
to flight with the loſs of 40000 of his Souldiers, and 
drave himquite out of Syria, ſending olais one of his 
Captains to purſue him over the defart Sands, to the 
Confines of Egypt; then taking in all the Cities as he 
paſſed, and in the City of Hama lighting upon the 
Sultans treaſure, he divided it amongſt his Souldiers, 
and having fortified Feruſalem and Damaſco, he pur- 
poſed in the Spring to have paſſed into Egypr, and to 
have deſtroyed the Country; but in the mean time, 
receiving news that great tumults were riſen in Perſia, 
his new acquired Empire, he with part- of his Army 
departed to allay them, leaving Capcapm Governonr 
of Damaſco, and his great Captain Molais of Feruſalem, 
with order to ſend Embaſſadors to the' Princes 
of the Weſt; but they being Imbroyled amongſt them- 
ſelves, nothing could be obtained, fo'that no aids com- 
ing from the Tartar, nor King of Armenia, the Towns 
were as eaſily recovered by the Egyptian, Sultan, as they 
had been taken from him by the ; ro oa 
And thus taking my leave of Syria for the reſent, 
I ſhall return into the leſſer Aſia, where I find  Meſoor 
and Rei-Cnbades, the two Tributary Turkih Princes 
dead, without doing a any thing worthy of note, of 
Which the latter left a Son natned 4/ann, who likewiſe 
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paying Tribute, held joyntly the Kingdom, that were 
before poſleſſed by his Father and Uncle. This Ala- 
ane the laſt of the Selzuccian Family dying without 
ſue, one Sahib his chief Conncellour and then a man 
of great Authority.aſpired unto the Kingdom,but being 
riſen from a mean eſtate, he was highly envyed by the 
Nobility,they caſting off all reſpe&t from him,by force 
divided the, Kingdom amongſt themſelves, every one 
ſeizing the Province: he conld beſt light on ; ſo that 
Sahib who was firſt in polleſſhion, loſt all, no part re- 
maining as his Lot, fo that they turned it into a per- 
fect Anarchy, of which the greateſt ſhare fell to Cara- 
man Aluſirus, who ſtrongelt took Iconmm, with part 
of Cilicia, Lycaonia, Pamphilia, Caria, and Phrygia; and 
of him deſcended the Caramanian Kings, who in the 
riſe of the Orhoman Empire, put the Turks ſo often 
to the Foil: The next to him was Saruchan, who 
pofſelled himſelf of the greateſt part of Lyaza, and 
iomeother Countries adjoyning; 1roas, Phrygia, and 
part of Myſia,gfell to Calumus and his Son Caraſuus, the 
remaining part of 24y/ia, and part of Lyaza, was ſeized 
by Aain; part of Pontus, the Cities of HeraclexgFÞonti- 
ca Caſtomonia, Synope, and others near to the Euxine Sea, 
and Country of Paphlagaria; fell into the hands of the 
Sons of Omer, or as the Greeks call them Amar, of 
whom the Country took not their names, as did the 
. former of theſe that, poſſeſſed them, but is commonly 
called Boi, ſo named of the Metropolis, as alſo was 
Mendeſia, or as ſme will have it ZAenteria, a Country 
in the Leſſer Aſia, ': 

Theſe and divers others, were the diviſions of the 
 Tarksſb Empire in Perſia, and the Leſſer Aſia, which 
Anarchy cauſed their SubjeCtion, and utter ſubverſion, 
as inthe Succeeding part of this Hiſtory, wall at large 
appear. 

Durwg this confuſion amongſt the reſt of the great 
| | Captains, 
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Captains, there happened one Othomar, of the Oguziar 
Family, who had beenraiſed froma low eſtate, by Sul- 
tan Aladine, yet by reaſon he was not of the Selzwcciar 
Family, they made little account of him, not permit- 
ing him to ſhare with them in their diviſion, though 
by what juſtice is uncertain; all of them feared his 
riling fortune, and ſtrove what in them lay , to hin- 
der, but in vain, for the Deſtinies ſo ordering it, he 
in a ſhort time became the Founder of the Orthomar 
Empire, as in the Perufal of his Life and Actions will 
appear,

CHAP. VI. 


The Riſe of the Powerfull Empire of the Turks, 
under Othoman its firi# Founder , with his 
Life ana Adions. _ 


j Hoya Empires and Kingdoms have their Limitation 
from the Soveraign Creator and Diſpoſer of 
all things, it is undeniably evident, by the Sundry 
Mutations that have been in all Ages of the World, for 
nothing can be allured of long continuance, though 
never ſo great and powerful. How are the great Mo- 
narchies of the Perſtans, Medians, Babylonians,Chaldeans, 
Romans, and the like, dwindled awzy into nothing, no 
more then a bare Relation, of their Names/and Great- 
_ neſs remaining to teſtifie the mighty aCtions they 
performed, when at their becks were half three parts ' 
of Mankind. And indeed no leſs famous was the Twrkſb 
Empire in Perſia, and the Leſſer Aſia, till broken and 
diſmembred, by the yiolent intruſion of the Tartars, a 
| Savage 
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Savage People burſting from the Frozen-North, to 
the Terror and Subverſion of the greateſt part of A- 
fra, and Africa, but now under the Twkiſh Scepter, 
as ſhall by the ſubſequent Diſcourſe appear. 

During the time that the 7arrars overwhelmed the 
Turksſh Dominions in Aſia,Solyman, of the Oguzian Fa- 
mily, Reigning in the leſſer Aſia; and ſeeing his Coun- 
try-man the Sultan of Perſia, driven from all his Po- 
ſeſſions, thought it not ſafe for him, of far Inferior 
force, to abide the Sorm ; but flying with ſuch People 
as would follow him, after long wandring, the Tem- 
peſt being near over, and he deliring to return home, 
as he was about to ir the Danube, was carried away 
by the Stream, and drowned, leaving behind him four 
Sons, viz. Sencur, Tcken, Fundogdis, and Ertogrul, of 
ſome called Orthgbults, who was the Father of Orhoman, 
This Ertogrul after the Death of his Father, having 
notice that Aladine the Sultan had again ſettled him- 
ſelf in the leſſer Aſia: Sent Meſlengers to him, to de- 
ſire him, that he and the reſt of his poor followers, 
who were Herdſmen driving Flocks ſtill before them 
as they travelled, might inhabit in ſome Corner of his 
Country. The Sultan not unmindful of the ſtate of 
poor Exiles, it having ſo lately been his own Caſe, 
appointed them a Village called Szgata, lying between 
the Caſtle Belezzoa, and Mount 1molw inthe greater 
Phryzia;, during whoſe reſidence there with his ſmall 
Train, the Sultan had many Conflicts with the Tartars, 
whoſe Power by this time was in its Wain ; and being 
hard put to it in one Battle near the ſaid Village, Erro- 
grul with four hundred of his Herdſmen unexpectedly 
came to his Aſſiſtance, and behaved himſelf ſo yaliant- 
ly, that the Tarrars were put toflight, for which the 
Sultan honoured him with a rich Cloak, and began 
highly to prize his Valour ; inſomuch that he mlarged 
. his Territories, making him a petty Lord, which 
Lordſhip 


- 
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| he vowed Revenge, and ſent after him a ſtrong Party 
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Lordſhip with great Repute, he held during the Reign 
of the Sultan, doing many notable Services,as taking the 
Caſtle of Cara-Chiſar from the Chriſtians, who by their 
many [Injuries had exaſperated the Sultan ; bur after 
the Sultans Death, thoſe that ſucceeded, being Tri- 
butaries to the Tarrars, till ſuch time as the Kingdom 
was Anachiſed, he lived quietly at home; during which 
time many conceived great hopes of his younger Son 
Othoman,called by fome Oſman Gazz,or Oſmanthe War- 
like, by reaſon of the great delight he had in Arms 
when he was a Child, and when grown up, to diſcourſe 
and Argue with the Commanders and Governours, of 
whom he had the general Eſteem of an active Youth, 
deſigned for great Atchievements, as it afterward fell 

ar. | 

One day Orthomar going to viſit the Governour of 
Eski-Chiſar, lately taken from the Chriſtians by his - 
Father : He fell in Love by the way with a beautiful 
Damoſel, named Malharyr, and ſent torequeſt her in 
Marriage, but ſhe ſeeming ſomething averſe, excuſing 
her ſelf that ſhe was of too mean a Parentage, and not 
a fitting Match for him, that was ſo nobly deſcended ; he 
as ſhe conceived, deſigning rather to Debauch her, then 


' make her his Wife; but this modeſt repnlſe making 


him more and more deſire her, he in other Diſcourſes 
declared his Afﬀections to the aforeſaid Governour ', 
who ſeeming little to take notice thereof, begun to he 
inflamed with the Love of the Damoſel nnicen, by 


- the lively Deſcription Orhoman had given of her rare 


PerfeCtion, which Orhoman well perceiving, and fearful 
that he ſhould inforce her to his Laſt, having grear 
Power in that Country ; he ſent her Parents notice 
thereof, who tender of their Daughters Honour, fent 
her away ſecretly, the which upon Knowledge it was 
done by Orhomans means, ſo inraged the Governour, that 


i@ 
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to ſeize him at the Caſtle of. /:-Ungi, whither he 
knew he was gone, where being demanded of the'Cap- 
tain of that Caſtle, after ſome Debate thoſe that kept 
It reſolved todefend him ; but he not greatly truſting 
them (as knowing the Governours Power in thoſe 
parts) with ſeveral of his truſty Friends, he broke 
through the Zeagures, killing ſome, and diſperſing the 
reſt ; yet other Forces coming to their Aſhitance, they 
followed him into his Fathers Territories, where his 
Danger was no ſooner known, but all the Youths Arm- 
ed, and fetting upon the Governours Soldiers, they 
flew many.,took-ſome Priſoners,and put thereſt to flight: 
So that Orhoman began to be feared of ſuch as hated him. 
Ertogrul being ſpent with Age and Infirmity , crea- 
ted by lying 1n the Field, and watching in Camps, dyed 
in theninety third year of his Age, 4nno 1289. Having 
fince the Death of Solymar his Father, governed the Ogu- 
241an Family fifty two years, who now being dead, the 
Heads of the Family atſembled to chuſe another Lord, 
and thereupon they pitched upon Dunder, Entogrul's 
Brother, but he by reaſon of his great Age refuſing 
the Honour ; they with one Conſent elected Orhomar, 
{aluting him by the Name of Beg or Lord, he being by 
this means become Lord of the ſame Family. "The: 
Herdſmen that fed their Flocks upon: the Mountains 
complained to him, of outrages done them in paſling 
and repaſſing by the Garriſon or Soldiers of the Caltle 
of Einegiol, they-being thereto incited by their Captain, 
with which he. being.not a little grieved, ſent to the 
Captain of Bileznga his Friend, another Caſtle not far 
diſtant from the former, to permic his People to ſhel- 
ter and refreſh themſelves therein, during their paſling 
and repaſling to the Mountains, to which in Relatt- 
on to the 7 urkiſh Women he Conſented, but not: to 
permit the Men for Fear of a ſ{urprize -. So (that they 


went another way, avoiding the former Caſtle, but 
| Othoman, 
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Othoman ſtill ſtudying Revenge for 'the Injuries done: 
to his People; whereupon gathering what Force he: 
could, he paſſed to the Mountains, in hopes to ſur- 
prize it ; but the Captain having notice thereof came: 
out to meet him, laying an Ambuſh in hopes to in- 
trap him, of which he being aware came not into it, 
but gave the Captain battle upon plain Ground ; and 
after ſome ſlaughter on both ſide put him to flight, 
and paſſing on. took the Caſtle of Chalce not far from 
Einegiol by ſurprize,- putting .all he found therein to 
the Sword, of which outrage great Complaint was 
made to the Governour of Cara-Chiſar, and great 
Forces raiſed to apprehend him, and deſtroy the Ogu- 
zan Family, who as they ſaid coming not long be- 
fore, poor Herdſmen and ſheltered out of Pity, be- 
gan to Uſurp over the rightful Inhabitants. 

Againſt theſe Preparations Othoman provided the 
beſt he could, and near to Mount Tmolw, gave Battle 
to Calanus, Brother to the Governour of Cara-Chiſar, 
who overthrown: in the Battle loſt his Brother 
Saragatine, and many other Friends ; when ſhortly af-' 
ter Sultan Aladine the laſt Sultan of Iconim under- 
ſtanding what had happened, and that Orhoman might 
ſtand him in ſtead againſt the Chriſ#iaxs, gave him the 
City of Palcopolis, with all the Territories thereunta 
belonging - 'So by this means he became of a poor 
Herdſman, - a formidable Governour, . when not un- 


- mindful upon what Account ſuch a Favour was beſtow- 
| ed upon him, he entred into Conſultation with his 


Brother. Funds, how he might beſt get away, but he 


finding himſelf ' too: weak, .and...by that means 


Conſidering he ſhould lay himſelf open to the Fury of - 
the Tartar, he reſolved to make Peace with ſuch as 


- wonld -accord: thereto, and wait ' his' better Fortune ; 


for there wantednot Tomeof the Selzxccian Family,that: 
greatly envied his Aſpiring, yet incouraged by -the 
$721/159 Sultan, 
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Sultan, he took the ſtrong Caſtle of Cara-Chiſar the 
reſidence of his Enemy, and ſo ſettled his Aﬀairs, 
winning upon his People with kind Speeches and boun- 
ty, that great numbers of the Turks daily reſorted 
to him. 

Now during the proſperous Proceedings of Orho- 
man, there happened a Quarrel between the two 
Chriſtian Captains of Belezuga, and Cupri-Chiſar, upon 
which the former doubting his ſtrength, and yet de- 
ſirous of Revenge ſolicited Orhoman for aid, who in 
lien of ſome kindneſles received, came to his Afhſtance 
with 100 Turks; by whoſe Valour he overthrew his 
Adverſary, took his Caſtle, and put him to the 
Sword, which ſo ſwelled the Captain with Pride that 
he gave Orhoman many rich Gifts, as likewiſe to his 
Soldiers ; but what vexed them more then the Gifts 
pleaſed them, he gave them his Hand to kiſs ; and a- 
| hove all, Orhoman who adviced with his Cozen Dwnader 
his Uncles Son, what Revenge was bett to be taken, 
to humble the Captains mſolence ; but ſeeming to 
difiwade him from any ſuch Attempt, and to be the 
Captains Friend, leſt he ſhould relate his Intentions, and 
thar redound to his prejudice, reſolving to make all ; 
he at an advantage ſhot his Cozen through with an 
Arrow, and hid him in the Sand, 

Long it was not after this Tranſaction, &'r he was 
invited by one Adichael Cofſ: Captain of Hirmen Caia, 
to the Marriage of his Daughter, where according to 
the Cuſtom of the Country , making large Preſents 3 
the reſt of Zaptains cnn to mil _ no 3, {06 
that the Captain of Belezxqa reſolved to prevent it 
with: his fury thereon the better to-have' hin 
within his Power, he invited him to his Wedding ata 
certain. day, making Cofſ: privy to his DT 
little before the appointed time, ſent Coſi totetchihind, 
who wasas ready to accompany him, which Coffs; per- 
CCLVINg 
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ceiving, to prevent his Ruin diſcovered the Compiracy 
againſt his Life : Wherenpon he ContraCted a ſtrict 
Amity with him, obliging him to ſecrecy, and then be- 
to caſt about how he might be revenged of the 
aid Captainz and fo ordered it, that ſending about 
forty men in a Carriage inſtead. of packs of Preſents, 
they, whilſt the Captain and all his People, unleſs a few 
left to ſecure the Caſtle, by the help of ſome Soldiers, 
who in the habit of T7zrk//þ Women were ſent thither 
by the Captains order, as O:homens Friends, ſurprized 
it, putting the Warders to the Sword - Now Orhomar 
came according the Captains wiſh, and ſtayed drink- 
ing with him in his pleaſant Bowers, till he ſuppoſed 
his men had effefted his Commands; and together with 
Cofſi and ſome other of his Companions retired, which 
the Captain perceiving, and loath to let him eſcape 
his Hands, as fuppoſing he had him ſure; he and all 
his Soldiers followed him, but being over-charged with 
Wine, they were by him and his Company lightly lain. 
Things thus proſpering he followed his Advantage, 
and the next Morning ſarprized the Caſtle of Farchs- 
far, took the Captain Prifoner ; as likewiſe Lubuferthe 
fair Damoſel with all her Attendants, that ſhould have 
the next day been Married tothe Captain of Bilezuge, 
ang gave her in Marriage to his Son Orchqres, who had 
ue by her Amwath, the third King of the Turks, and 
Solyman Baſſa; and immediately thereupon beſieged the 
Caſtle of Eizegiol, which he took, and put the Garriſon 
to the Sword; aud now no longer reſolving to play ſinall 
Games, he beheged the City of Nice in Byrhinia, not 
many years before the Seat of the Greek, Emperor, to 
relieve which the Emperor, fent ſuch Forces- as 
cquld upon fo "ſhort a warning be: drawn together ; 
which Othoman encountring with overthrew, and: at- 
terward; by Famine conltrained the Citizens upon pro» 
miſe: of Life, to ſurrender the City with Patty ae | 
ESE whic 
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which he greatly inriched himſelf, ſending part thereof 
to the Sultan, who in requital ordered prayers to be 
put-up for his proſperous Succeſs, pronuſing that he 
ſhould ſucceed him in his Kingdom, of which being 
diſappointed, at the death of the {aid Sultan by thoſe 
at divided it into anAnarchy,henevertheleſstook upon 
him the Dignity of a Sultan, Coining Money, and 
Cauſing publick prayers to be put up in his own name, - 
and ſezing upon MNeapolis, made it kis Regal ſeat calling 
it Deſpotopolzs or the City of the Prince; and thus Arng 
1300 begun the great Empire of the Turks. This 
upſtart Turk, having ſo ſoon advanced his fortune, 
ſetled his Government with wholeſom Laws, the laſt- 
ing Cords of Empire, and then drawing all his forces 
together lay'd Siege to Prufia, during which the 
Chriſtian Princes that -bordered upon him, drew all 
their forces together, reſolving to give him battle, 
but therein his good fortune prevailing they were over- 
thrown, whereupon ſeveral Towns and Caſtles fell 
into his hands, ſome ſurrendring voluntarily , and 
others by force compelted ſo todo; but the ſtrong City 
of Pruſra,in which was the broken Army of the Chriſtians 
ſtood impregnable, whereupon he built two Caſtles to 
block it up, and returned to Neapolss, — his 
Captains out daily with ſtrong parties, to fetch 
booties out of the Chriſtian Territories, and to take in 
ſuch Caſtles as by ſurprize,or otherwiſe might fall into 
their hands : His Power being now greatly increaſed, 
that he was able to draw into the Field 20 or 30000 
Horſe and Foot, at what time Coſſs the Chriſtian Cap- 
tain revolting, turned Turk, and ſtood Orhoman' im 
great ſtead during his Wars; nor did the other Tarks 
inthe Leſſer Aſia leſs indammage the Chriſtians, ſo þ 
that = Greek Empire gp to _ into a ſmall 
Circumference, occaſioned by the diviſions ame 
Poe jnd 


themſelyes about Religion; for young Baldwin 
Latin 
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Latin Emperor, being expelled Conſtantinople, as is 
aforeſaid in flying into Germany, lay daily at Charles 
the Emperor to reſtore him, which Paleologus the 
Greek, Emperor underſtanding, offered unto Pope 
Gregory the tenth, that if he would divert the Empe* 
rors forces by intangling him in Domeſtick troubles, 
he would ſo order the matter that the Greek, Empire, 
in matters of Religion ſhould acknowledge the See of 
Rome as Supream,and from thence take all direCtions as 
to Eccleſtaitical affairs, which Innovation cauſed divers 
tumults,and many to leave the Empire, rather choſing 
to dwell with the 7urks, which troubles laſted to the 
Death of Palcologus, nor could he fulfil his promiſe to 
the Pope. 

After the Greek Emperors Death, Ardronicus ſucceed- 
ed in the Empire, who was no leſs troubled with 
the Incurſions of the 7zrks,yet he fought with them ſe- 
veral Battles with various with Succeſs,but then adiffe- 
rence ariſing between him and his Brother Con#tantine, 
all his hopes of prevailing vaniſh'd though without 
cauſe,as moſt believe ſuſpectedhis Brothers aſpiring to 
Empire, who was one of the chiefeſt Bulwarks a- 
againſt the 7irks, beyond the River eander, giving 
to them many a fatal overthrow, yet was he caſt in 
Priſon, with many of his followers, and one Alexus 
Philanthropenus made General of the Army, in his ſtead, 
to whom was joyned Libadarius, an experienced Cap- 
tain, and grave Councellor, the former of which 
after having obtained many Vi&Etories over the Turks 
and Tartars, perſwaded by the Cretenſians, Rebelled 
againſt the Emperor, taking upon himſelf the title of 
Emperor, which laſted not long, for being over- 
'thrown by the latter in a mortal Battle, was delivered 
bound;by his Souldiers to the Conqueror, who de- 
privipg him of his Sight,ſent him to the Emperor,then 


eliding at Conſtantinople. | 
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The Rebellion created ſach Jealouſie in the Emperor, 
that he choſe rather to truſt ſtrangers, then his own 
Subjects, ſo that he having notice of the Maſſageres, 
a People dwelling beyond fer, being oppretlied by 
the ZTartars, heupon their Supplication, appointed 
them part of his Dominions, whereupon they came 
over to him with about 10000 families, which cauſed 
bim2.fall into the diſpleaſure of his SubjeCts ; theſe 
Feat guelts,being compleatly Armed,he ſent them 
meny others, againſt the Turks, under the leading 
f his*S9#,, and Partner in the Empire Michael Paleo- 
logus, who at the firſt ſight of the 7urks, without fo 
much as ſtriking a ſtroak fled, which gave the Ene- 
my the advantage of conquering the Country as far as 


Leſtos, - | 

After this as if deſtiny had fo willed it, the'Emperor 
called to his aid Ronzerins a Pirate, who came with 
2000 Catalonians, and afterwards increaſed his number 
by ſending for moxe, who at firſt did conſiderable ſer- 
. vice, but within a while fell to ſpoiling and plundering 
the Emperors Dominions in -4fia, worle then the 
Furks,as likewiſe by ſetting out certain Gallies, robbed 
all the Merchants that paſſed thoſe Seas, till at laſt their 
Gallies being deſtroyed; by a Fleet of the Genoways, and 
their Captain flain, by the command of the young 
Emperor, they called in the Turks, having firſt ſeized 
upon the City of Calipolis; againſt theſe who with joynt 
forces haraſed the Country,the young Emperor went in 
perſon, but was overthrown and moſt of his Greeks 
{lain,npon the revolt of the Maſſugersand other treache- 
rons Mercenaries, who were ſhortly recompenced 
according to their deſerts; for being about to return 
home with the ſpoil they ha&gotten, the Caralomans 
ſet upon them, and put 'umall tothe Sword... taking 
trem thema rich booty, and then paſſing through many 
Countries, 
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. Conntries, they left the Emperor free, till at laſt com- 
ing to the Territories of the Duke of Thebes, and he 
refuſing to give them paſlage, they ina ſet battle over- 
threw his power and feized on his Country, in which 
they ſettled themſelves, where their Poſterity to this 
day remains. 

Bat this freed not the Emperor of the danger, for 
the Turks coming down in great number, and havin 
overthrown the young Emperor ſpojled all Thracia, 
to ſtay whoſe fury Philes Paleologus a devout man and 
Kinſman to the Emperor , undertook the defence of 
his bleeding Country, and meeting them as they 
were ranging to and fro burning and deſtroying 
all before 'um, he in a ſet battle overthrew 'um, and 
forced 'um into the City -af Cher/ſoneſus, where 
he ſo ſtraightly beſieged them by Sea and Land, 
that igdeavouring to break” through the Leaguer, 
they were moſt of them ſlain, and the reſt taken 
Priſoners. 

Things being at this paſs, and by this means peace 
Recovered to the Empire, inteſtine broyles be- 
gan anew to be fomented by the faCtious Greeks ; for the 
young Emperor being dead, they ſtirred up young 
* Aaronicus his Son, todepole his Grand-father the old 
Emperor, which after ſeveral Stratagems and devices 
he effefted,taking the City oF Conſtantinople by treaſon, 
and caſting him in Priſon where of grief he ſoon after 
died. 

- Theſe Civil diſſenſions of the Greeks amongſt them- 
ſelves, gave Othoman the opportunity to found his Em- 
pire in Phrygia ard Bythima, where being ſucceſsful in 
all his Attempts he mightily increaſed his Dominions, - 
having by this timefubdued 20 Citics with all their 
Territories, and amongſt the reſt Pr»ſia, which after 
along Siege worn out with Famine Anno 1327 yield- 
ed upon ſeyeral Articles, few of which were afterward 
| F 2 obſerved, 
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obſerved, by the Turk, which being the greateſt City 
in thoſe parts of Aſia, became for many years after 
the ſeat of the Trxrkiſh Kings. But as all men muſt 
yield to death, fo in the 28 year of his Reign, and the 
69 year of his Age Othoman the Founder of the Turkiſþ 
Empire, ſtill called from him the Orhoman Empire,died, 
and was buried in Pruſia, where to this day his Tomb 
3s to be ſeen, and in his new acquired Kingdom,Orchanes 
his Second Son ſucceeded him, his eldeſt dying during 
his Regency.

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CHAP. VIL 


The Life and Attions of Orchanes, otherwiſe 
Urchan, Second Kings of the Turks 7n 
Aſia. 


F: HE Funeral rights of this great Conqueror being 

performed by his Sons, viz. Orchanes, alias Ur- 
chan, his Second Son, and Aladin his third and youngeſt 
Son, and he having left great ſtore of wealth, Orchanes 
his Succeſlor took upon him the rule of the Kingdom, 
allotting to his Brother Aladin, at his requelt the 
Lordſhip of Fodore in the Teckences Country , where 
he lived a private Life, without doing any thing worthy 
of memory, but Orchazes now ſettled in his Kingdom, 
following his fathers footſteps, whoſe Armies of late 
he had alrogether commanded as his General, he forgat * 
not to. proceed where he had left off, and therefore pre- 
pare to. War upon the Chriſtians, but at firſt with no 
great Succeſs, for the Chriſtians upon the death of 
| Othoman, 
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Othoman,drawing theirforces together out of all parts, 
recovered the City of Nice, with divers Caſtles and 
Towns, and amongſt the reſt the Caſtle 7 wprichiſer, 
which greatly hindered the Twrksexcurſions,who dwelt 
in Bithynia; whereupon: Orchanes upon notice thar it 
was ſlenderly Gnarded, went with ſeveral of his fol- 
lowers, in the attire of Merchants, and by that means 
deceiving the warders got admittance, but were no 
ſooner entered c're they proved fatal ones;for drawing 
their Swords they put all ſuch as they found therein 
to death, and ſeized the Caſtle, and having Garrifon- 
ed it, paſſed on to the City of Nice, to which they 
lay'd tiege, when to reſcue it the young Emperor 
Andronicus came with ſuch power as he could raiſe, 
but being for the moſt part unexperienced Soldiers, 
the Turks from the Mountains, as they were paſſing 
through the hot Country, ſetting upon them a crue 
battel begun, but night coming on they parted by con- 
ſent, yet in this fight the Emperor loſt near half his 
People, and was himſelf wounded with an Arrow, 
ſo that deſpairing of effefting what he came for,leaving 
his Tents and great ſtore of Furniture therein, every 
man ſhifted for himſelf in the dead of Night, fo that 
next Morning what they left became a prey to the 
Infidels, who hightened by this Succeſs, took in ſeve- 
ral Sea Towns, and within a while recovered the City 
of Nice, by Stratagem; As thus the Emperor in his 
flight thither from his Camp, had promiſed to ſend 
them 1000 Horſe-men of which Orchaxes having notice 
diſguiſed 800 of his men in Grecian habir, and ſent them 
with full inſtruftions, who being come within fight 
of the City, he ſent out 300 other in Zurkiſh habit as 
foragers, whom the other eſpying, as if they had been 
ignorant of the Matter, turned upon them,and after a 
feigned {kirmiſh put them to flight, then taking their 
way to the City, the Cit1zens who from their walis had 
F 3 beheld 
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beheld what had paſled joyfully opened their Gates, 
ſuppoling them to be the Emperors promiſed Aid ; 
but they no ſooner entered but the other 300 Horſe, 
and ſeveral Companies of Foot who lay in Ambuſh, 
were at their Heels; by which means that great City 
was a ſecond time taken by the Tzrks, whoſe Riches 
became a Prey to the Soldiers,- and whoſe Inhabitants 
became of free Perſons miſerable Captives. 

The Fate of this great City followed many others in 
the ſame Tract, the Turks waſting all before them as 
they went, miſerably burning up what they could not 
carry away ; ſo that the Countries before them were 
diſpeopled, all the Inhabitants flying from them, as a 
ten-fold Contagion : So that no conſiderable Forces 
being ſent from the Emperor, the Cities fell into his 
Hands in great abundance, and above all being deſi- 
rous to polleſs the two fair Caſtles of .Abyaos and 
Seſtus, he ſent Accecozza, one of his great Captains 
to win them if poſſible, who by the way having In- 
telligence that the Captains Son of the Caſtle of Sca- 
-mandra being dead, his Funeral was ſuch a day to be 
Solemnized without the Walls ; whereupon laying 
an Ambuſhment, they upon the Mourners approach, 
ſuddenly iſſued from their Coverts, and flew ſeveral of 
them, taking the remainder Priſoners, and among(t 
them the Captain, whom they carried to the Caltle ; 
telling thoſe that kept the Walls, that if they did 
not deliver it, he ſhould be put to a Cruel Death be- 
fore their Eyes ; at which nothing diſmayed they re- 
turned Anſwer, that they might Kill him, Boyl him, 
and Eat him if they pleaſed, but as for the Caſtle 
they would not deliver it; whereupon he finding it 
a work of great Difficulty to take by force, departed 
to. Seſtzs which le with little Difficulty took, and 
had his Priſoners Ranſomed for a great Maſs of Mony, 
and amongſt the reſt, the Captain 0i Scamanara z and ; 
now 
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now Abydos landing in Emrope on the other ſide the 
Helleſpont, was the onlyjplace Aimed at, when, as Fate 
would have it, the Night before the Twrks came before 
it the Captain of the Caſtles Daughter dreamt that 
ſhe falling into a miry Pit, a young Gallant coming by 
lucked ker out, and made her Clean; the which as 
o0n as ever ſhe viewed Abdurachman one of the Tur- 
k;ſh- Captains, fhe fancied him to be the ſame Perſon 
ſhe had beheld in her Viſion, and fo ſtrongly her fancy 
wrought, that when he lead up his Forces againſt the 
Wall, ſhe out of a Tower from whence ſhe beheld 
what was done, tolled a Letter tyed to a ſtone at 
his Feet, wherein ſhe expreſſed her Paſſion, Proteſting 
that if he would accept of her Love, ſhe would on 
ſuch a Condition betray the Caſtle into his Hands. This 
Letter being ſhewed to old Accecozza, he much doubt- 
ed the real Intention, fearing it was a deſign to draw 
them into Danger z but upon Abawachmar's Requeſt, 
that he might undertake the Enterprize, he Conlent- 
ed; it being agreed, that to give the belieged the lefs 
Suſpicion, the Army ſhould give a general allault, and 
then draw off, the which being done, the Garriſon 
buried in Sleep 'and Wine for joy of the Turks depar- 
ture, neglecting their Watches; the Captain being 
Conducted by his Miſtreſs a private way, entered with 
about fifty Followers, and putting the Warders to the 
Sword, opened the Gates and let in the Army, who 
the next Morning took the Garriſon. The Turks 
departed with their Priſoners and ſuch Booty as they 
found : The Tratyreſs being given to Abdurachnman ag a 
reward of his Advent'rous undertaking, not long after 
Accecozza dying, Orchanes made his Sons, Amurath and 
Solymax lords of the Provinces he had taken from the 
Chriſtians;, who lay'd Siege to the City of Vicemedia, 
which&deſpairing of ſuccour, ſurrender'd uzon Condi- 
Lion,:that ſo many as would depart might, and thoſe

that would ſtay there might, without any hurt : Ei- 
ther Body, or Goods, of which City Solyman was 
made Governour, and thereupon he | removed his 
Court from -Pr#ſa to Nice, that he might be near his 
new Conqueſts at all times, to give ſuch neceſſary Or- 
ders as were Convenient ; and ſo proſpered that he 
ſoon after got Poſſeſſion of Taraxa, Govinucia, and 
Mndurne; and raiſing a puiſſant Army, he invaded the 
Country of Caraſiana(the Brothers of the deceaſed King 
being at odds about the Succeſſion )) and ſoon over-run 
it, forcing one of the Brothers to fly into Pergamum, 
and the other as his Fafa! to hold the Kingdom in 
Fee of him, at the ſame time made his younger Son 
 Amurath Lord of Pruſa. | 
The Taki Kingdom being thus ſettled in Aſa, 
Archanes conſulted with his Son Solyman about getting 
footing in Exrope, which he promiſed to effect ; and 
upon. his return to his Government, ſent over Ezes-Bey 
his chief Captain, and ſome others to diſcover the 
Country ; who taking a Greek, Priſoner returned and 
Preſented him to Solymzan, who having given him Mo- 
ny ard Rayment, inquired of the Nature of the 
- Country, who informed them at large : Whereupon 
repaſling with a ſmall Force, they ſeized upon the Ca- 
ſtle of Zembenick, without doing any harm to the Gar- 
riſon, which was indeed but ſmall; moſt of them be- 
ing gone out to fetch in their Harveſt. 

The News of the Turks landing in Europe, ſoon 
flew to Ccrſtantinople, but ſuch was their Co- 
wardiſe and Sloath together with inteſtine Diviſions, - 
that no Care was taken to expulſe them : So that they 
. daily increaſing their Power, ty ſuch as were ſent over 
in Boats, ſeized alſo upon the Caſtle of Aaditas, and 
_ afterward ſpoiled the Country of Cher ſoneſus, as far as 
Callolss which City they took after having over- . 
thrown the Governour ina pitched Battle; yet ſo _ 
tuated 
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tuated were the greater part of the Greeks, that they 
made a jeſt of the proceedings of the Turks, who were 
by this time advanced 200 from the Caſtle of Zembenick, 
where they firſt Landed. Whereupon Solymar ſent 
to his Father, to acquaint him with what had palled, 
as likewiſe to deſire him, to ſend him freſh ſapplies of 
Men, not only to ſecure what he had won,, but to. 
proſecute his ſucceſsful beginning ; upon the receipt of 
which news Orchanes greatly rejoyced,and immediately 
Commanded 1000 Sarazens and Turks , to paſs the 
Helleſpont in Boats prepared for that purpoſe, upon 
whoſe Arrival Solymar intercepted the Goveronour of 
Conger Caſtle, who had greatly annoyed the Turks, 
and ſtriking off his Head before the Caſtle-Gate 
ſo terrified thoſe that were within, that they ſoon 
ſurrendred the Place,from whence the Turks frequently 
fallying fetched in great Boottes, venturing evento the 
Walls of Didymorichum. 

And thus in the ſpace of one year, the Turks got 
ſtrong footing in Exrope, poſleſſing themſelves of di- 
vers Caſtles and Towns, with the Countries about 
them ; which Solyman as a reward of their Service, gave 
to his Captains and Soldiers, as appeareth by the Mo- 
numents of Ezes-Beg, and Fazel-Beg the firſt, Two Tur- 
kiſh Captains that ſer Footing in Exrope, but for a while 
a ſtop was put tothe Turks Progreſs, occaſioned by the 
Death of Solyman; who hawking in the Fields of Bolyre, 
and following too furious intaking a Ditch, his Horſe 
threw him where he received facha mortal bruiſe, that 
he within a few days after died, which News coming 
to his Father Orchanes, he for grief fell ſick, an1 with- 
in two Months gave up the Ghoſt, Azzo 1359. and 
of his Age 80-years, having Reigned 31 years. 

This Orchanes wis both warlike and Politick ; 
Courteous he was to his Friends, and ſtern to his Ene- 
mie, much devoted to the Mahometan ſuperſtition ; 
end a great Enemy to the Chriſtians, CHAP. 
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CHAP. VIII. 


The Life and Ations of Amurath the firſt of 
that Nanze, and third King of the Turks. 
OS and Solyman his eldeſt Son being dead , 

Ammurath ſucceeded in the Kingdom, as the 
younger Son to the deceaſed King; who at his 
firſt Entrance upon his Government, had great Con- 
teſts with the 7rk;ſh Princes of the leſſer Aſa, who 

Envying his aſpiring, as ſuppoſing in the Currant of his 
-: Vifories, he might as well overthrow them, as the 
Chriſtians; but having Vanquiſhed their Forces, and 
bronght- them Terms of Agreement, he turned his 
Arms upon Erope with a great hoſt ; paſling the Het- 
leſpont he ſeized upon the Caſtle of Benutum, when 
paſling on the Greeks now rouſed out of their ſecurity, 
oppoſed him with ſuch Forces as they could draw to- 
gether, but were ſoon overthrown : After which he 
won the Town of Trurulzs, taking likewile all the 
Caſtles and ſmall Towns adjoyning, as define, Burgos, 
Hebris, and ſoon after Didimotichum ;, and ſtaying there 
ſent oneof his Captains named Lala-Schakzy, to beliege 
Hadrianople, now called Adrianople with whom the 
Chriſtians fought a great and 'mortal Battle, but ſuch 
was their ill ſteered Fate that Victory declared for the 
Infidcls. So that that great City being out of all hopes 
of Relief, opened her Gates to the Enemy, Anno 1362. 
The City of Haarianople being taken, or, as their own 
Hiſtories relate; taken by Treachcry in time of Peace; 
Amurath made it the chief Seat of the 1rkiſh Kings

in Europe, as aplace from whence he might beſt annoy 
Chrifendom, and: then ſending for his Captains, he 
Commanded to invade the Countries of Philipopolis, Zo- 
gora,and Ipſala ; the which in a ſnort time they brought 
under Subjection. 

The Turkiſþb Kingdom in a ſmall time being ſpread 
wide, Cura Ruſtemes the Doctor of the Adahbometar 
Law , and Zinderlu Chelil the Chief Juſtice deviſed 
the Order or Conſtitution of the Janizaries ( which 
have ever ſince been available to Twrks in all their 


'Wars) after this manner, that ſeeing there were great 


multitudes of Chriſtian Captives frequently taken, the 
Youths above fifteen years of Age ſhould every fifth 
be the Kings, and if there wanted of five, then he who 
had them ſhould pay twenty five Aſpers a Head, 
and that thoſe which appertained to the King ſhould 
for three or four years be put to hard Labeur, the 
better to inure 'um to Hardſhip; and then being 
brought to Court to ſerve in the Wars, as the Kings 
Life-Guard being alway near his Perſon. Which advice 
was ſo well approved of, that it has continned accep- 

table to the Orhoman Kings and Emperors ever lince. 
Amurath having ſettled his Conqueſts in Emrope, 
leaving a ſuſticient Power with his great Captains : 
The Winter coming on, he paſled over into Aſa ; 
but early in the Spring, upon view that the Chriſti- 
ans were in Arms he returned, and by the way took 
the Town of Boze, putting the chief Inhabitants to 
the Sword, and carrying away the reſt Captives, but 
held it not long e'r it was recovered and raſed by 

the Chriſtians, who ſerved the Turks in like manner. 
In the mean time the Chriſtian Army in Servia 
and Bulgaria conliſting of 50000 Horle and Foot, 
advanced in Order to their befieging Aarianople, which 
obliged him for his better ſecurity, to haſte over the * 
Helleſpont, giving Order for a great number of A197: 
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to follow him, but by reaſon of the Chrii1ans dif. 
cord *among(t themſelves, and refuſing to joyn their 
Forces, they were ſet upon at advantage, and over- 
thrown with the loſs of half the Army, er the Forces 
arrived from Aſia. The News of which fatal over- 
throw ſpreading wide, Amwrath's Fame ſpread wi- 
der ; Infomuch that German-Ogly Reigning in the 
leſſer Aſia, and being chief of the Zelzuccian Family, 
ſent his Ambaſladors to intreat a Marriage between his 
Daughter Hatur, and young Bajazer, in lieu of which 
he promiſed a great part of his Territory, and that 
his Son-in-Law at his Death ſhould ſucceed him in his 
Kingdom, by that means joyning both Families into 
one, the which in ſhort time was accorded ; at the Ce- 
lebration of which Nuptials, the Ambaſſadors of al- 
moſt all the Princes of the Eaſt were preſent, who 
in the Names of their Lords preſented the Bride- 

room and Bride with exceeding rich Gifts ; but A- 
math to outdo them all, cauſed Exronoſes to bring 
out of Emwrope 100 beautiful Boys, with as many Vir- 
- gins 3 all Chriſtian Captives clad in rich Garments, im- 
broidered with Gold and Pearl, each of them holding, 
a Cup of Gold in the one hand, and a Cup of Silver 
in the other, filled with Jewels, Pearls, Amber. and 
the like; which he cauſed in requiral of their Kind- 
neſs given to the Ambaſlador to be. 

At this Marriage Chuſun-Bes Prince of Amiſum in 
Galatia, fold by his Ambaſſador his Territories of A- 
miſum to Amurath , as doubting to keep them; the 
Turks Power being now ſo near him. 

The Nuptials Celebrated, Amuwrath making his Son Ba- 
jazet Governour of his Countries in Anatolia, - gathered 
what Forces he could for the Invaſion of Servia, tak- 
ing by the way the ſtrong City of Phere; and entering 
Servia the Deſpot no ways able to oppoſe him, he 
took Nifſa the Merropolrs of that- Province; and _

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after Apolonia with many other places of ſtrength, 
ſo in fourteen days over-run nigh all the Provinces, 
but receiving News out of Aſia, that Aladine King of 
Caramaria ,, who a little before had Married his

nf King, how deſpightfully he had uſed him and his 
1. | Soldiers, therewithal ſtirring him up to break the 
ef League, and caſt off the ſervile Yoak, he ſent ſecretly 
to the King of Bozan, to requeſt him to joyn with 
z- | him againſt the Twkih Tyrant, who willingly ac- 
d | corded ;and at an interview between the ſaid King, and 
-- | the Deſpot all things were agreed, upon Notice of 
g | which Amurath was not a little perplexed, but yet re- 
e|| ſolving to take revenge, he gathered great Forces to 
invade both Princes ; the which whilſt he was doing, 
the Captain of Alexardria took a Caſtle in the _ 
| NES , 
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fines of Boſan, came privately to his Tent and offered 
to deliver to.him moſt part of the Country, if he 
would follow his direCftions, ſtrengthening his Promiſe 
with many ſpecious Arguments; infomuch that the 
Greedy Turk giving Credit to what he had ſaid, ſent 
twenty thouſand Men under the leading of his great 
Captain and Tutor Lala-Schalin, who plundering part 
of the Country, and at laſt by the ſaid Captains de- 
vice, who had by Amrath been highly honoured, e- 
ſpecially with a rich Cloak, which ſignifies the Per- 
fon fo inveſted to be highly in the Favour of the 
Turkiſh King; but having drawn them within ' the 
Danger of the Ambuſh, he ſent to the King of Boſarn, 
who coming upon them with 30000 Grecks, as they 
were ſtragling cut of 50920 of them, the other 5000 
with Schakza hardly eſcaping to tell the News. 

With this overthrow of his Men, Amurath was 
greatly inraged, and gathering all his Power marched 
into Servia (which before he had Relinquiſhed upon the 
Deſpots becoming his Tributary ) where he found 
the Chriſtians with a formidable Army ready to receive 
him ; when after ſome Towns and Caſtles taken, on 
either ſide, both Armies met upon the great Plains of 
Cofſovia, where when the Captains on either ſide had 
put their Men in Order ; exhorting them to do their 
beſt for obtaining the Victory, they joyned with ſuch 
Fury that the Earth trembled under their Feet, and 
ſuch was the horrid noiſe of Claſhing Arms, ſhouts 
of the Conquerors Cries, of the Vanquiſhed and 
Weeing of Horſes, that wild Beaſts in the Monntains 
trembled ; and thoſe that beheld the Fight ſuppoſed 
that ſhowers of Arrows deſcended from the Clouds. 
Art firſt the Trks gave back, being aſſailed by the 
Chriſtians in great number, and the Right Wing rout- 
ed, but Bajazct coming in with a freſh Power renewed 
the Battle, which having continued eight hours with 
| great 
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Sreat ſlaughter: Inſomuch that all the Plains were co- 
Vered with the Bodies of the ſlain, moſt of the Chr: 
ſtian Captains killed Valiantly fighting, and amongſt 
the reſt, Lazerws the Deſpot, the Victory fell to the 
Turks ;, thoſe that fell in the Battle, not being accoun- 
ted leſs then 50000. 

After the Battle was over, Amnrath greatly Re- 
joycing in his huge Conqueſt, in a Vain-glortous Hu- 
mour would needs take a view of the heaps of the dead 
Carcaſles, which made the Plain Mountainous, when 
25 a half dead Soldier, named Cobehits faint with loſs of 
Blood and Wounds, riſing as it were from the Grave, 
came towards him ſtaggering and falling three or four 
times in twenty paces, when thoſe that were about 
him, would have hindered his approach; but Amu- 
rath ( Deſtiny ſo ordering ) Commanded he ſhould 
have acceſs, Coorden he would have Petitioned for his 
Life z when on the contrary without a Word ſpeak- 
ing, Cobelits drawing forth a Dagger, ſtabbed him in- 
to the Belly, for which he was preſently hewn in 
pieces; nor did Amuwrath long iurvive him, but with- 
in three days after dyed of his Wound, and was bu- 
ryed in Pruſia, Anno 1390. of his Age 68 years, and. 
of his Reign 31 years. To whom ſucceeded Bajazer 
his eldeſt Son, who was no ſooner Crowned, but he 
cauſed his Brother Facxp to be ſtrangled in his Preſence 
with a Bow-ſtring, which wicked Precedent has ever 
ſince been put in Practice by the Oxboman Kings and 
Emperors, 
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CHAP. X. 


. The Life of Bajazet, the fir## of that Name 
and Fourth King of the Turks his Wars and 
_ Captivity, 


Bt a man of a Proud and haughty temper, 
having taken upon him the Regency of his Fa- 
ther's Kingdoms, fell heavily upon Servia, not ſo much 
as vouchſafing to hear the Embaſſadors ſent on their 
behalf, which made the Princes of the Weſt begin 
to conſider their own eſtate, and eſpecially YVzcelaus 
the German Emperor, and Sigi/mond King of Hungary, 
and not contented with the ſpiols of Servia, he made 
ſeveral inroads into Boſan, ſpoiling the Country and 
carrying away great booties, when in the mean while 
the King of Caramania hearing of his Fathers death, 
began anew to waſte his Countries in Afa, which 
cauſed Bajazet to ſend a great power, who overthrew 
him and recovered all that was loſt taking from him 
likewiſe his own Country which obliged him in 
humble wiſe to beg their reſtauration, which Bajazet 
npon condition that he ſhould from that time forward 
become his vaſlal reſtored. 

About this time Philadelphia, the only City the 
Chriſtians had in Aſia, was beſieged by Bajazets Power, 
and after a ſtraight Siege and no hopes of any ſuccours, 
delivered by the Citizens as gta a for their Lives 
and Perſons. 

Having ſubdued Servia, and the greateſt part of 
Boſan, he invaded Theſſalia waſting it as he paſled with 


fire aid Sjyord, even to the Walls of Theſſalonica, 
taking 
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taking Neopolis in Greece , and Foannia in &/£trdliay and 
afterward returning into Afa he there ſpent the Wins 
ter, but Spring being come, with all his Power he 
repaſſed the Helleſpont, and lay'd 'cloſe Sicge 'ts 
Conſtantinople, the ſeat of the Greek, Emperor; Ema- 
nmuel Paleolozus then Reigning, who after he had been 
brought to great extremity, went to the Germa# 
Emperors Court to crave aid,who together with many 
other Chriſtian Princes, ſent an Army of 250000 under 
the leading of young Sigiſmond King of Hungary,''to 
oppoſe whom Bajaxct railed his Siege and found them 
belieging Neocopolis; from whence they drew into the - 
great Plain and joyned Battle, but ' by reaſon of the 
confulion that was intheChriſtian Army, their Van being 
overcharged, the Rear fled withont/ſtriking a ſtroak, 
ſo that the Z7rks getting the Victory with a far lefs 
number purſued ſo hard upon the Chriſtians that 
the greater part of the Army was ſlain; taken pri- 
__ and drowned in paſling - the River- Danu- 

ins. 
After this great and unexpefted Victory over the 
Chriſtians occaſioned by the emulation that aroſe a- 
moneg(ſt their great Commanders, Bajazet returned to 


'the Siege of Conſtantinople, now out of all hope tobe 


relieved, where whilſt he lay caſting his eyes upon 
Deſpina, the ſlain Deſpot of Servia's fair Daughter 
offered by her Mother ; his former Wife being dead 
he Married her,and for her ſake reſtored to her Brother 
Stephenall his fathers Principalities. | 
Aladin the Carramanian King, being dead, and: his 
Son' of the ſame name Reigning in his ſtead, deſi- 
rous to revenge the wrong Bjazet had done his Fa- 
thers Subjects, coming to Aucyra ſurpriſed Temurtaſſes 
Bajazer's great Lievtenant, but uponthe approach of 
Bajazet 'with his Army he richly arraying begged his 
pardon, and ſet him at liberty,ſending Embaſſadors'.to 
'G excule 
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excuſe them z' but Bajazet would 'not ſaffer then 
to .come into his ſight, whereupon the young King 
gathering all the Power of his Country,fought with him 
2 great Battle,but being far too weak for ſuch anEnemy 
was overthrown &he taken Priſoner,& by theCommand 
of Bajazzt delivered to Temurtaſes his Capital Enemy, 
who for the diſgrace he had put upon him cauſed him 
to be ſtrangled,which raſh deed much grieved Bajazer, 
the young Prince being his Siſters Son, pet he leized 
upon the greateſt part of his Kingdom, though he had 
ſeveral Sons living, and fo inraged was he that he 
expulſed all the Mahometan Princes in Leſſer Afia, 
and ſeized upon their Territories, whereupon they 
fled to Tamerlane the Great, who having Married the 
daughter of the Cham or Emperor of Tartary, and 
now returned from the Conqueſt of China, he took 
them into his protection, and being at the ſame time 
Solicited for aid by Emanuel the Greek, Emperor, he 
ſent.to Bajazet his Embaſladors, with many rich pre- 
ſents,requeſting him to ceaſe from moleſting his Allies, 
but he in a proud manner not only rejected his preſents, 
but with many opprobrious words, caſt foul reproaches 
on him,telling his Embaſladors that he deſired nothing 
more then to meet him in the field, and with many 
. taunting expreſſions diſmiſſed them. The report of 
which ſo throughly netled the Tartar, that he reſolved 
witha puillant Army to go againſt him, being hightened 
thereto by Axallz his great favourite, a Genoway b 

birth, and friend to the Greek, Emperor, whoſe cauſe 
he. daily ſolicited. And Tamerlane who was a well- 
wiſher to the Chriſtians, in his opinion differing little 
from them ſo well approved of all he faid, and having 
taken his leave of his Father-in-Law, and his Wife, 
with a powerful Army he paſled the Mountains, March» 
ing through many Countries, none daring oppoſe 'his 
_ pallageztill at length coming to Bachichich, be ms 
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his Army , and found it to conſiſt of 800000 Horſe 
and Foot of divers Nations, to whom he gave gene- 
ral pay, not having ſuffered the leaſt wrong to be 
done in any Country , through which he had paſ- 
ſed. 
Bajazet lying, at. the Siege of Conftantinople, and 
hearing the Tartar approached with a Power that co- 
yered the Countries as he paſled, he raiſed his Siege, 
and contrary'to Tamerlains Expectation, but even as 
he wiſhed, came over with ſuch forces as he could 
raiſe, into Aſia; where he joyned with his Livete- 
nant, whilſt the Tarrars ſtill came on, having by this 
time paſſed Exphrates, and taken all the Cities intheir 
way , that appertained to Bajazer, and amongſt 
the reſt the great City of Sabaſtia, once the chief 
Seat of the Turkiſh Sultan, utterly raſing it, putting 


. all the Citizens to the Sword, or as ſome, Buryed 


them alive in deep Pits he cauſed to be digged for 
that purpoſe, unleſs the Governour whom he ſetat 
Liberty to carry the News to Bajazer, who was ad- 


 vancing 500000 Strong, who upon the Governours 


coming into his preſence, -demanded which was the 
greater Army he having ſeen both, to which af- 
ter having craved pardon, he replyed that the Tar- 
tars Army muſt needs be the greateſt : by Reaſon 
he was Lord of far greater Countries , whereupon 
Bajazet Laughing, faid out of doubt the- ſight of the 
Tartars hath made this Coward ſoaffraid,that he think» 
eth every Enemy two. | | 
The Armies heing come near to: each other upon 
the great Plains of Semmas, he thought not good to 
joyn Battle preſently by Reaſon the Evening ap- 
proached ; yet many light Skirmiſhes happened be- 
tween the Parthian Horſemen, and the-Forerunners 
of the Turkzb Army ; but the next Morning either 
Hoaſt being ſet in Array, after ſome Pauſe the charge 
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was Sounded, wherenpon the Prince of Ciarean Ta- 
waarli's Kinſ-man, with 40000 Horſe charged the 
Turks in the Front; and Piercing their Battle, put 
the Jennizaries imo diſorder; but venturing too far 
was there Slain;whereupon Axa//a Leading the Vaunt 
-Guard compoſed of * Scirhs and Parthians, bore 
upon the left Wing of the Turks Army, ' cutting in 
Pieces and Bearing .down all that oppos'd him, at: 
what. time his Footmen coming to joyn with him he 
Faced the Batalion. of the Fnnaizaries; who behaved 
themſelves Valiantly for the ſafety of their Prince, 
who in the middle” of them Fought on Foot, which 
Fight continued Bloody, and donbtfal for the ſpace 
of an Hour, all the placebeing - heaped with the Bo- 
dies of theSlain ; rill at laſt the Tartars being over- 
charged gave Ground, which Tamerlain from his Stand 
perceiving ſent 10000 Horſe to Reinforce them, and 
-ether 10000 to. Fight in the. Rearward, and at the 
{ame time ſent his Foot-men, who fell in with the 
Turks main Battle that remained yet unſhaken with 
Fach fury, that making them give way, he opened 
them to the Rearof the Fanrizaries; wherein was yet 
the-Perſon of Bajazer, who ſuſtained the greateſt Brunt 
of the Fight, but at laſt overpowered with number, 
they were forced to give Gronnd, at what. time Ta- 
merlain coming on with 50000 freſh Horſe , Bore 
down all before him till he came to the Fannizaries , 
{who always Fightinthe Heart of the Army)and they 
weary,and rot able to make ſufficient reſiſtance, were 
trodden down on all fides, ſo that the Battle Swer- 
ving, the Tirks betook themſelves. to Flight, and a- 
mongſt the reſt Bajazert wounded as he was, who af- 
terwards fell into the Hands of Axa, together 
with his Son 24a. The Deſpot of Servia and many 
others of note. | 
This great Victory fell to the Tarters chiefly, by 
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the revolt of a (great number of Bajzzer's men; ' who

After this the Greek Emperor ſent his Ambaſſador 
to Tamerlain in his Name, to deliver up his City 
and) Empire ; but he refuſed, faying he had Dcmi- 
nions ſufficient of his own, and after having ſeen 
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the City and wondered at its fair Struftures and 
Riches, he taking leave of the Emperor ; he paſſed 
with his Army into Egypt, to be revenged on the 
Sultan for aſliſtng Bajazet. againſt him with:30000 
Mamalukes, having firit ſubdued all, or the greateſt 

t of all the Turks Dominions in Aſia; and intire- 
fo inborn Europe to its rightful poſleſſors ; and 
meeting with the Sultan he overthrew his Army, 
conſiſting of 174000 Horſe and Foot, and fo win- 
ing Damaſco , Feruſalem , Damiata, Cairo, and moſt 
of the Cities in Egypt, Syria, Lybis, and other Ea- 
{tera - Countries, making all the Kings as he paſſed 
become his Tributaries, he left Calibes a great Cap- 
tain with the greateſt part of his Army , to purſue 
the Egyptian Sultan, and ſecure what he had won ; 
having news that his Father in Law was ſick, and 
that his Wife was 'defirous of his Company , here-- 
turned into his Country, but 'ere his departure Ba- 
xy as deſperate and impatient of, his Misfortune, 

d beaten his Brains out; againſt the Bars of _ his 
Cage, as the moſt Authentick Anthors affirm ; tho 
the Turks lay he was ſet at Liberty. by Tamerlain, 
who beforehand had cauſed to take Poyſon, of which 
within three Days the dyed, tho their ſaying is very 
unlikely to be true; but however -he was Bury- 
edin Pruſa, by his. beloved Wife Deſpina, Auno 
1399- having Reigned ſeven years, and kept under 
reſtraint two years, | 
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CHAP. X 


The Life of Mahomet the firſt King of the Turks, 
and the reſtorer of their Kingdom ruined by the 
Tartars. 


MHough Hiſtorians ſomewhat vary about the Suc- 
T cellor of Bajazer, yet the moſt Credible do affirm 
that his Son Mahomet, ſeveral of his other Bro- 
thers being ſlain and carried away Captive, fucceed- 
ed him, and that the reſt might be miſtaken in the 
Name. 
This Xabomet, when his Father was taken Priſoner, 
was but fifteen years of ; Age, having been by him ap- 
pointed his Succeſſor for the great» Hope he ſaw in 
him, for the - recovery of the broken and much ſhat- 
tered Kingdom. 
. When Adzhomet entered upon King!y. Authority , 
the Tartars poſſeſſed a great part of the before Turkfh 
Dominion, but the Remains of the ſcattered Army and 
other Aids reſorting to his Standard after the depar- 
ture of Tamerlain, he recovered many Cities, ſome-by 
:Force, and others by Revolt from the T arrars, and not 
long after in a great and bloody Battle overthrowing J- 
nal Ogly T amerlam's Lieutenant, he advanced morebold- 


ly and charged Coſtor Ogly, and Kinpeck, Oely, two'mote 


of T amerlain's great Captains, whom he likewiſe 6+ 
-verthrew ; and following his good Fortune paſſed into 


the leſſer Aſa, of which Tamerlain having Notice ſent 


for him with a Promiſe, to give him one of his Daygh- 


-ters in Marriage, to whom he intended to go; but by 


the way being often forced to fight through the Am- 
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buſhment of the Tartars, he fearing it was a Deſign 
to. take him Priſoner returned to his Government, 
-1:cuſinz himſelf to Famerlaiz's Ambaſſador, and ſend- 
ing one of his own Ambaſladors to give the reaſon of his 
not coming ; upon Notice of which, and that the Turks 
{till prevailed ; Tamerlaine prepared for a ſecond Ex-

Solyman being come into Exrope , Muſa prepared 
to oppoſe him, and both Armies coming in 1ight ot each 
other, uſa 1o dealt with Solyman's Captains, that | 
they revolted, which he perceiving fled, accompanied 
only with Caratze-Beg, Cara Muchil and one Country 
Turk, whom they took with them as their Guide - 
whoſe perfidiouſneſs brought them to Deſtruction, 
for pretending to lead them through the by-ways all 
Night, he miſnaming places brought them in the 
Morning near to Muſa's Camp ; when giving Notice 
to the Kuſticks they ſet upon them, and having killed

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Conſtantinople, from whence he wrote to Adahomet then - 
in Afia ; giving: him an- Account of his Brothers pro- 
ceedings, and ſoliciting him to paſs over with his Ar- 
my, whoſe Council Adzhomer taking, making firſt a 
League with Emanuel the Greek, Emperor, he entered 
Emrope with his Army : But by the over eager purſuit of 
his Army, after the /aant Conriers of Muſa's Army,his 
Orders being broken , he was put to flight, and for- 
ced to repaſs the Seas into Aſia, leaving behind him a 
great part of his Army,who were ſpoiled by the Enemy. 
; Mabomet thus foiled, and defirous of Revenge re» 
ſolved once more to try his Fortune, and thereupon 
drawing to his Aſſiſtance Dulgader Ogly, who ſent his 
Son | with great Forces to ſerve him in his War, 
he repaſled the Exxin, and by the Council of Emrenoſes, 
having procured the revolt of Fegides-Baſſa, Barack-Beg, 
and Sinon-Bee, 3 of AMuſa's great Captains who came 


' over to him with 3000 valiant Turks he reſolved to give 


his Brother battle, the which being joyned, AZ«fa by 
the revolt of other Commanders during the heat of 
fight was overthrown;taken, and: by the Command of 
Mahomet ſtrangled, receiving thereinthe ſame meaſure 
he had dealt. to his Brother Solymar. 

After this overthrow of uſa, Mahomet proceeded 
to take poſleſſion-of his Kingdom, the which whillt he 
was doing, news came that the Carramanian” King 
ſpoiled his Countries in A/ia,and had burnt his great Ci- 
ty of Pruſa,which being a frontier City wasſtill expoſed 
to the miſeries of War; whereupon Aahomet ſetling 
his Affairs in Ewrope as neceſlity would permit, palſed 
into Aſza, and falling like a tempeſt upon the Country 
of Carramania took Aſpropolis, Deſpotopolis,and Hierapolts, 
laying hard Siege to /conium, which cauſed the Carras 
manian to lend his Embaſſadors to treat a Peace, the 
which by reaſon of the great floods of Rain that fell, 
and the Sickneſs ia the Army, occaſioned by the intem- 
2 0\t2 | perance 
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perance of the Weather, was by Mahomer accorded, 
but 1t continued not long e're the Carramanian King in 
the abſence of Mahomer a ſecond time invaded. his 
Countries, with whom Adahomer fighting, routed his 
Army, taking him and his Son Priſoners, for whoſe 
Ranſoms he had delivered into his .poſſeſſion the 
principal Cities of Carramania, and then returning into 
Europe ſeized upon Valachia obliging the Prince there- 
of to become his Yaſlal. 

About this time'two Perſons viz. Buriluzes and Be- 
dredin, pretending themſelves to be: great Prophets 
drew great multitudes after them who ſpoiled. the 
Country, upon notice of which 2ahomet ſent forces to 
apprehend them, who diſperling their followers, hewed 
the former in pieces,and hanged the latter upon a'Sign-» 
poſt, and now Adahoret falling fick without any hopes 
of ,recovery , aflembled all his great Captains and 
charged them to obey his eldeſt fon Amwatb, whom 
after his deceaſe he :appointed to ſucceed him in his 
Kingdom, and leſt in his abſence he being then at His 
Government of Amaſa, any diſturbance ſhould happen, 
that they that were about him, if he ſhould chance 
to die ſhould conceal his Death : - AI -which, he at 
that time dying, being accordingly obſerved, for when 
the Fanizarics and Penſioners miſtruſting him to: be 
dead,and demanded to ſee him, the Baſfasattiring him in 
his Royal Rohes; like as when he was.alive brought 
him forth into a large Gallery,placing a Boy under his 
Gown, who as he was Commanded, - lifted the Kings 
Arm and moved his head,withwhich thoſe that were be. 
lowwere well contented;and by this Stratagem kept his 
Death Secret 41 days, even till Amwath came and 
took the Scepter, the which had they-not done the 
Faniſaries. and Penſioners would have ſpoiled the rich 
Citics wherein they were quartered, as ever fince has 
been qbſerved during an Ipterregnum, _ .. | LS 
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CHAP. VI. 


The Life of Amurath the Second of that name 
and Sixth King ofthe Turks, his /Vars, Fitto- 
ries and Defeats. 


Murath had no ſooner taken poſſeſſion of his King- 
dom, and the Death of Jdahomert publiſhed, but 
divers Princes revolted from him, and invaded: his 
Territories, as. the Prince of Smyrna, Menteſia, and 


' others, and amongſt the reſt an obſcure fellow of 


Theſſalonica, feigning himſelf tobe uſtapha the Eldelt 
Son of Bajaxzet who was lain -in the battle againſt 
Tamerlane, all the Turkiſh Cities in Emrope fell to him, 
whereupon Amwrath ſent Bajazer Baſſa againſt him 
with a great Army, which was no ſooner landed but it , 
revolted to Muſtapha, leaving the Zaſſa alone to ſhift 
for himſelf, whereupon the Baſſa together with his 
Brother Hamze ſubmitted themſelves to this coun- 
terfeit Son of Bajazer, but being envyed by the reſt 
of the Captains, they raiſed ſuch Jealoulies of his 
being treacherous in 44ſtapha, that he ſoon after 
put him to death, and afterward prepared for the 
Invaſion of Amwrath's Territories in Aſia, of which 
he having notice, gathered all his forces to oppole 
him, and after asking Council of a Adahometan Prieſt, 
who aſlured him, he had after two repulſes at the hands 
of the Great Prophet, obtained the favor of making 
him proſperous in his Wars, and fo coming to the 
North-ſide of the River Ulbad, he found: the .Bridge 
broken down, ' and Xiſtapha's great Army incamped 
on the other'{ide, where he {o- deat witi the great 
| Captains 
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Captains of Muſtapha's Army, that many of them 
revolted, and at length 24»/fapha being frighted by 
forged Letters, importing that lus Army intended to 
deliver him” up, fled by night, after which his men ' 
ſubmitted to Amwrath, and he 1n his flight being taken 
in Europe was hanged. 

The Rebellion being pacified, and Amwurath informed 
that all this had happened, by the contrivance of the 
Greek, Emperor, beſieged Conſtantinople , which in 
vain he often attempted to take by ſtorm, but whilſt 
he lay at this ſiege, news was brought that the King 
of Caramania had ſet up another M/tapha, viz. his 
younger Brother Son to Mahomet, to whom many 
Countries in the leſler Afia revolted, which made 
Ammrath raiſe his Siege, and with all haſt March t9 
oppoſe him, and with large gifts to have the fooner 
done he ſo corrupted 1/;as Beg the young Princes 
\Tuator, that he delivered him up together with the 
City of Nice, where he was by Amurarh's command 

. Strangled. 

Amxrath having appeaſed theſe Rebellious Tumults, 
Leſlened. his Council trom 5 to 2 Baſſas, viz. Ibrahim, 
and Ezvazes, the latter of which being much envyed 
by thoſe that” were outed, they ſuppoſing it was done 
by hs perſwaſion, poſſeſſed Amwath that he had a 
deſign upon his Life, and after that to ſeize his King- 
dom, and for that purpoſe went privately armed; 
to prgve the truth of which Amurarh one day claſping 
him #- his Arms, as in token of Friendſhip, found it 
ſo indeed, and therefore growing more ſuſpitious, 
notwithſtanding his many excuſes for his ſo doing, 
cauſed his Eyes to be put out, and ſoon after had 
news of the deathof the King of Carramania his Mortal 
Enemy, who havinglay'd Siege to the City of Arralia 
in Pamphilia, as he was viewing 1t to ſee where he | 
might moſt conveniently make an Allault, was ſhot | 

| into

into the Breſt , with an Arrow from a Lope-hole, at 
which Amurath greatly rejoyced, but his joy was ſoon 
allayed, by other news of a fierce Invaſion of his Ter- 
ritories made by Tzurites Prince of Smyrna,but it ſoon 
blew over, for the Prince being Vanquithed bythe Vice- 
Roy of Anatolia,was togetherwith his Son taken Priſon- 
er ; and contrary to Faith plighted Slain; after this 
Amurarb Marryed the Daughter of Prince 1ſflendiar, 
and then on a ſuddain in revenge of the pretended 
wrongs done him. by the Greeks, beſieged and took 
Thefſalonica and diſpoiled it of all its Riches, lead- 
ing away the Inhabitants into miſerable Capti- 
vity. 

At this time amongſt other diſtreſſed Princes , 
Fohn Caſtrior Prince of Epirus, perceiving the Turks 
ready to invade him, and being no ways Capable to 
withſtand ſo powerful an Army, reſolved to avoid 
the Miſeries of War by a timely accord with the 
Turkiſh Tyrant, promiling to become his Tributa- 
ry, and for confirmation thereof, as Hoſtages deliver- 
ed his 4 Sons,viz.George,Staniſins, Repoſins,and Conſtan- 
tine; Amurath promiſing well and honourably to in- 
treat them, but as ſoon as they were within his pow- 
er, he cauſed them to be Circumciſed, and brought 
up in the Superſtition of the Adahumetan Religion, 


| and after the Death of their Father, ſeized upon his 


Kingdom , and Poyſoned all but George, whom he 
Named Scanderbeg ; whoafterwards became the Mawl 
and terror ofthe Turks, as will in the Sequel appear. 

Amnrath being buſic in Exrope,the Carramanian King 
and the other /4zhumetan Princes invaded his Dominz- 
ons in Aſia, which cauſed him to paſs over to repreſs 
that dangerous Enemy, which done he returned into 
Europe, and with Fireand Sword fell upon Hungary,and 
turning thence upon the Prince of Servza's retuking to 


 cometo;his Court ſeized Servia , tho he had Sworn to 


the.contrary, -— The 
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The Hungarians being at Variance amongſt them 
ſelves, and likewiſe at Wars with the King of Po- 
land ; npon the breaking off of the Match, between 
their Queen and the King of Poland, Amurath re= 
ſolved upon the Conqueſt of that Kingdom, invaded 
Hungary , 'laying clole Siege to Belgrade, often in 
vain allanlting it; and now the Queen of Hungary 
being Dead, leaving Lagiſlaus a Child in the Cra» 
dle to ſucceed her, who not able to take any Mea- 
ſures about oppoſing the Turk, and the Kingdom in 
likelyhood to be overrun; the Nobility concluded to 
Elect Uldiſlaus King of Poland, a man of great Fame 
2nd no lets courage their King, which done Ambaſ< 
ſadors were ſent tro Amurarh, ſtill lying at the Siege 
of Belsrade, but they were nothing more able to 
prevail as to his railing the Siege nor procuring a 
peace, till ſuch time as in divers aſlaults half his 
Army were loſt, overwhelmed with Wild-Fire, and 
{trangledin the mines, nor then tho he raiſed the Siege, 
would his haughty mind condeſcend to aPeace;in his re- 
turn,hegreatly troubled the Conntries of Servia and Bo- 
fan, cauling the Princes in lieu of faving them from the 
Spoil, to pay a yearly tribute of 25000 Ducats. 
Uldiſiaus being fſetled in his new Kingdom, and hav- 
ing 1requently intelligence of the incurſions of the 
Tinkxs ito Tranſylvania ;, the better to reliſt them 
on that fide Created John Hunides Vayvod or his 
Vicegerent in that Country, who putting all things 
in order, gathered ſuch an Army as he might, and 
upon news that 1/a the great Baja, and one of A- 
muratis moſt Renowned Captains, was returned with 
a great power and ſpoiled the Country ; he went 
agamtt him inconraging his Soldiers to Fight Cou- 
ragionlly for their Lives, Country, Wives and Chil- 
dren ; and then ſetting upon the proud Baſſa after a 
hard toughten Battle, put him to Flight with the loſs 
of -20000 of his men, . This 
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This Vi&tory nothing daunted Amwarh, but puſh: 
ed him forward more eagerly to revenge the dif- 
grace ; whereupon early'in the Spring he ſent 1/deti- 
res Baſſa his Viceroy in Aſa, 'with a great Army, 
who ſpoiling the Country, took a great Booty and 
many Priſoners, but in his return being purſued by 
Huniades,he overthrew him,&Slew theBaſſa & his Son. 
By that means recovering all the Prifoners and Rich- 
es, together with the Turkiſh Camp , and many 
Turkiſh Priſoners of note, which cauſed the FHun- 
garians and Tranſilvanians greatly torejoyce ; part of 
the Spoiles with the Head of the Baſ/a and his Son, 
he ſent to King Uldi/lans,, the other part he con- 
verted to religions uſes, and what remained freely 
beſtowed it amongſt his Soldiers, not reſerving any 
part to himſelf. nb 
| Upon Bruit of this Victory, and the Fame of the 
Valiant Huniades, Moldavia and Valachia, before Tri- 
butary to the Trrks, revolted, which ſo inraged A- 
murath that he ſent: yet another great Army to reduce 
them to their former obedience, which with great pride 
( under the leading of Schech Abedin, Baſſa, conifiſt- 
ing of 80000 Fighting men, amongſt which werea 
great number of Fanizaries ) came on waſting the 


"Country with Fire-and Sword as they palled, to op-

Upon this Speech of Anmrath's, the Chriſtians who 
before were well nigh Conquerers began to give 
Ground, which the Hungarian King perceivingcharg- 
ing into the Thickeſt of the Turkiſh Army, in hopes 
to reſtore the Battle was there Slain, which fo dif 
couraged the Hungarians, that Huniades not beinga-

ſoon after being weary of the Melancholy Life, he a- 
gain aſſumed his kingly Dignity.

Brothers, ſeizing upon his Kingdom, and often deter- 
mining, to take his Lite whulſt he remain'd in his 
Court, which ſo throughly netled the old Turk, that 
he raiſed great forces to invade Epirus, ſending of 
Feriſes and Aduſtapha his chief Baſſas, with promiſe 
of. great reward if they could take Scanderbeg, and 
ſubdue the Country : but on the contrary they were 
both overthrown by the Invincible Prince, and forced 
to return with great diſhonour, yet the Prince of 
Peloponneſus had not the like good Fortune, but for the 
reſervation of his Country was obliged to become tri- 
lars to the Turk, + 

Uladiſlans being Slain, as aforeſaid, Humiades was 
made Governour by the general conſent of the Hun- 
garian Nobility cares the Minority of the Young 
King, Son to the deceaſed Queen , who having ſetled 
the neceſſary Afﬀairs of the Kingdom with great di- 
ſcretion, and finding the Turks ſince the late drea- 
ful overthrow at Farna,greatly to have incroached up- 
on the Hungarian Territories,he raiſed a.great power 
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and. marched againſt them, when in the Territories 
of his Country. near the River” Schichmza, meeting 
Amwath with avaſt Army, ' he conragiouſly charged 
upon his formoit Battle, ſo that within a while, new 
Succors being ſent the whole Armies were itigaged, 
which Battle without any other pauſing then what. 
Night obliged them to,Fought for the ſpace of 3 Days, 
at- the end of which the Chriſtians being rather 'over-" 
powred by number then true valour , having: done 
all that men were capable of doing. Fled diforder- 
ly, and were Slainin. great abundance :' ZJumades him- 
ſelf Flying after, having Incountered and overcome 
two ſturdy Thieves -who ſet upon him to Rob him, 
was taken Priſoner by the ungrateful Deſpot af Ser- 
via , whoſe Country he had a little before reſcued 


'out of the Hands of the Turks : And forced to deli- 


ver up ſeveral ſtrong Towns, which the: Deſpot pre- 
tenged belonged to his Territories for his Ranſom. 
In this Battle were Slain of the Tixrks 40000, and of 
the Chriſtians 17000. 

The Year following Amurath invaded the Deſpor's, 
for not delrering into. his power Aumiades. his 
Capital Enemy ; whereupon he was conſtrained to 
ſend his humble Supplication to Zumijagaes, wham' he 
not long before had ſo evil intreated, for aid ; who 
notwithſtanding leavyed a- great Army, and paſſing 


through Servia, where the falſe Defpor to curry. Fa- 


vour with Amurath, taking an account of his Army, 
ſecretly ſent the Turk: notice what number the Chrj- 
ſtians were, and what they mtended:; yet this. great 
Captain marched on to the Plains of Caſſova, famous 
for the many Battles there Fought between the 7xrks 
and the Chriſtiaus , where finding Anwrath incamped 
witha hage Army he bid himBatte},whichas the former 
with'great Slaughter continued. for the ſpace of 3 


Days, but with better Succeſs,. for in 'the end Vi- 
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&ory declared for the Chriſtians, all the Plains: be- - 
ing covered withthe Body of the Slain, moſt of the 
Turkiſh Commanders, either Periſbed: in the Fight, 
or. fell into the. Hands of Huniades, who having re- 
covered many Towns, delivered the Priſoners to the 
Deſpot, and returned with Triumph to Buda. . 

And now a quarrel ariſing between Scanderbeg, and 
the Duke of Venice, about one Lech Zachery, a No- 
bleman of Epirns ; : who! being ſhamefully Murther- 
'ed by. Lech Duchagne his Kinſman, and having great 
Territories on the Frontiers of the Kingdom ; the 
Duke .claimed it -as belonging to his Signory, ſeiz- 
ing upon the City of Dayna part thereof, of which 
trouble Adufapha the Great Baſſa, who lay in Ma- 
cedonia.with' a great Army, being advertiſed by the 
command of Amurath entered Epirus, of which Scan- 
derbeg having notice gathered all his forces, and 
finding him Burning the Country in the upper Dt- 
bria, where both Armies confronting each other, a 
T, urk named Carags/a ſtepping forth, Challenged any - 
in the Chriftian Camp to Fight him Hand to Hand ; 
which bold Challenge being accepted by Aaneſſi one of 
Scanderbeg's Captains, heat the firſt Incounter ſlew the 
Challenger, which did not alittle diſmay the Turks, 
who highly relyed upon the Strength of their Cham- 
pion ; for the Battle immediately joyning, the Turks 
were overthrown with great Slaughter, and the Baſ- 
ſa taken Priſoner, who was afterwards Ranſomed by 
Amurath for 25000 Ducats. 

This overthrow ſo inraged the Tyrant, that raiſing 
a mighty Power, he came in Perſon to invade Epirzs 
promiſing great rewards to thoſe that could bring 
Scanderbeg's Head ; of which: more.then ordinary pre-: 
parations Scanderbeg having timely notice, furniſhed 
his Cities wath all things neceſſary, providing them 
with ſtrong Garrifons, himſelf reſolving to keep = 
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Field with his Army, and by Ambufſhes and frequent 
Aſfaults, to weaken and cut off the Enemy, which 
upon the arrival of the Turkiſh Army: he ſo effe-'* 
ally performed, that ſeldom a Day- or Night! paſt. 
that he intrapped not ſome or other of the Vauntcuri- 
ers, or broke into their Camp z-infomuch that they 
were obliged to be continually '1n Arms ; whereyp- 
on Amwrath deſigning to win ſome ſtrong City,;7there*” 
to leave a Garriſon, and ſo to depart, beſieged Sfe- 
tigrade with all his power, continually thundering a+ 
gainſt it with his great Ordnance.' :But one Prelat-. 
a Valiant Captain being Governour, Tight | 
defended it,inſomuch that in the frequentAſſaults made 
he loſt 200@0 of his beſt men, yer being aſhamed to 
raiſe his Siege 'ere he had won the City, ſent to-of- : 
fer- terms of Peace with = Priviledges and yim- 
munities, if they ſurrender'd the place, as likewiſe by 
ſecret means indeavoured to corrupt the Captains : 
with great promiſes ; but they detelſting his offer re- 
garded more their Loyalty to their Prince then his * 
Gold ,. yet at the ſame time there wanted not one baſe” 
minded Vallain, who for a Sum in Hand and other 
large offers, when he had performed his promiſe, 
undertook to deliver the City into the Hands-of 4- 
murath ; which by this means he effected. 

This great City ſtanding upon. a Rock, had. in it- 
but one Well, which ſerved both the Soldiers and ' 
Citizens plentifully with Water, into this Well did" 
the Villain by occupation a Smuth-caſt the;Carkas of : 
a ſtinking Dog, which the next Morning: found-by: 
ſome of the Soldiers, and drawn: thence the rumour 
thereof was quickly fpread throughout, whereupon 
the Soldiers notwithſtanding all the-intreaties of. the 
Governour and chief Citizens, the Soldiers would not 
he'perſwaded to Drink thereof, reſolying/! rather to 
indure the worſt Extremity; and: by this means the! 
45 City 
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City:not being tenable, the Governor to prevent a 
mittiny: amonglt his Soldiers, and the danger the Ci- 
ty was in to be ſacked, ſent to Amwath to acquaint 
him.;; that upon condition the Garriſon might paſs 
with:Bag: and Baggage to Scanderbeg, and the Citizens 
live peaceably, he would deliver him the City ; who 
being-glad of thus offer freely granted their demand, 
onlycwith this - condition, that the Citizens ſhould 
build their Houſes without the City. 

.Theſe Articles agreed on,the City was delivered to 
Anmwath,. and the Traytor by whoſe means it was 
ſurrendered, was rewarded with three rich Suits of 
Apparel, 50000 Aſpers, and the promiſe of a 
yearly: Penſion. of zo00- Ducats; but long he had 
not enjoyed his. riches 'ere he received a juſter re- 
ward of his Treaſon ; being, as 'tis ſaid, ſecretly made 
away by the command of Amwrath, who tho he loved 
the: Treaſon, abhorred the Traytor. 

- Fhe City being thus gained , Amurath having 
- furniſhed it with a Garriſon of his beſt men, de- 
partedwith the reſt of his Army to Hadrianople, upon 
theRear of which Scanderbeg ſetting with 8000 Horſe 
and. 3000 Foot, cut off a great part of his Army. 
And having followed quite out of his Territories, re- 
turned to .Crowa, and tortified it, upon notice that 
Aznmrath intended to return with his Army in the 
Spring , in which he was not deceived; for the old 

a&k defirons to: ſubdue the Country of Epirus, to 
obliterate the diſgrace he had received by the many 
overthrows he hadthere received, he ſent Sebahyas one 
of his-'Baſſas before with part of his Army ; himſelf 
following flowly with the reſt, and upon his arrival fat 
down. before the: great City of Cre/a,where having 
caft 10 Pieces of Cannon, he began to batter it, the 
which with great fory he continued to do for'the 
ſpace' of 4 Days in two places, beating down part. 
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of the Wall, upon which he commanded the Aſſault 
to be given, thruſting his men deſperately into the 
Breach, giving order that ſuch as Shrunk ſhould be 
killed by their Fellows, and on the other fide pro- 
miſing them great reward, if they entered the City; 
and Mahomet his Son being then in the Camp,and com-' 
manding as General promiſed 100000 Aſpers to him 
that ſhould firſt advance his Enſign upon the Wall ; 
but neither prevailed, for Vranacontes the Governour, 
a Valiant man incouraging his Soldiers, gave the Turks 
ſuch a Welcome, that they left 8500 of their-dead 
Bodies in the Breach, Ditches and Plains adjacent 4 
which Amurath perceiving and underſtanding the jn- 
vincible courage of the Epirors, cauſed the retreat to 
be ſounded, and after many repulſes and no hopes of 
prevailing, he fell to his old -practice, endeavouring 
to corrupt the Governour, and chief Captains with 
large Gifts, and to that end ſent a Crafty Bafſz, with 
two Servants Loaded with Treaſure ; which the Go- 
vernour with diſdain rejected, Vowang that if the like 
were attempted again, that he wonld cauſe the Hands, 
Noſes and Ears of the Meſſengers to be cut off, and 
they ſo returned to their Maſter. 

During this Siege, Scanderbeg was not Idle but (till 
hovered about the Twks Camp, frequently Alarum- 
ing 'um, and breaking into one Quarter , or other, 
killing thole that Guarded it,and taking great Booties, 
inſomuch that after ſeveral Months Siege, and the loſs: 
of 30000 men, Amurath through Grief and deſpair: 
Dyed in his Tent Ano 1450, in the 85 Year of his 
Age, and of his Reign the 28, or as ſome ſay, the thir- 
tieth, leaving A1zhomer his Son to ſucceed him in his 
troubleſome Kingdom, charging him to revenge his 
Death upon Scz4erbeg, and fo having his Corps con- 
veyed to Pruſa, he was there interred by his Anceſtors. 


CHAP, 
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CHAP. XII. 


The Life of Mahomet the ſecond of that Name, 
ſeventh King, and the firſt that took upon him 
the Style of Emperor of the Turks, who for his 


many Yittories, was ſurnamed Great. 


| Ag. being dead Aahomet the ſecond began his 
<4. 3 Reignover the Turkiſh Kingdom, Arno 1 450. Be- 
ing of a firey Cruel Nature, given to many Debauches, 
not acknowledging any Deity , but afcribing all 
things to Fortune and Chance z who, er he was well 
ſettled, cauſed his two Brethren, the one an Infant, and 
the other not above twelve years of Age, to be put 
to Death ; after which he fell to altering the Con- 
ſtitution of the Government, by abrogating the Old 
Laws, and Eſtavliikting new ones more ſuitable to his 
Humour - So that he began to be exceedingly hated by. 
his Subjects, when to prevent any diſorder that might 
happen by the Soldiers lying Idle, he hearing that F- 
brahim King of Carramania was entered his Territo- 
ries in the leſſer Aſia, paſled thither , upon whoſe 
Arrival the _ nnable to oppoſe him, fled into the 
Mountains, and from thence ſent his Ambaſladors to 
treat with him,who offered ſuch Submiſſion in the behalf 
of their Maſters, as Mahomet was well Content to ac- 
cept, and ſo returned to his City of Pru/a, ſending 1- 
ſaac Baſſa, againſt Elias Prince of Menteſia, or Caria, 
who altogether deprived the ſaid Prince of his Coun- 
try, annexing it to the Turkiſþ Empire, for ſo hence- 
forth I muſt call it, | 

. Mahomet being proud of his Petty Conqueſts, with- 
out any Colour or Reaſon, only being driven _ 
ONE 
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long by Ambition; he reſolved to make War upon 
the Greek, Emperor, and to have. the ſooner done, 
marched-to the Walls of ConStantinople with a great 
Power; laying Siege to that Imperial City, which had 
once bgen Miſtreſs of the World, which he reduced 
to ſuch Extremity, that the Citizens for meer Hun- 
ger left no filthy thing uneaten, and at laſt Eat one 
another ; and perceiving none intended to relieve 
them, they inforced by invincible neceſlity yielded 
the faireſt City of the World, to the Will of the Ty- 
rant, having made all the defence that from true Va- 
lour could be expected. 

The proud Conqueror entering the City, amidſt 
his Cups cauſed all the Grecian Nobility, the chief 
Citizens and Nobles of other Nations to be ſlain in his 
Preſence. ConF#tantinus Paleologus the Einperor being 
before ſlain and Trampled underfoot in the Preſs, as 
he was indeayouring to eſcape the Imperial City ; this 
taken after a years Siege, Pera a City of the Greeks 
oppoſite to it ſurrendred, yet were the Citizens uſed 
with all manner of Deſpite: And now removing the 
Imperial Seat from Haadrianople to ConFtantinople,where 
it has ever ſince remain'd, he repaired the Walls, and 
ſuch Buildings, as had been demoliſhed by the Fury of 
the Cannon. | 

Amongſt the Captives taken in the City, one of his 
Commanders preſented unto him one of the moſt beau- 
tiful Ladies that Nature ever formed, named rene, be- 
ing nobly deſcended ; and for Education not to be pa- 
ralell'd, upon this incomparable Beauty, Mahomer fo 
doted, that he ſpent whole Days and Nights with her, 
never thinking his time well ſpent but in her Compa- 
ny : So that his -warlike Aﬀairs were altogether neg- 
lefted, which cauſed his Captains to murmur againſt 
him, though they durſt not freely ſpeak their Minds, 
which uſtapha Baſſas, one that had been bred up 
: with 
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with him, obſerving, preſuming upon the Intereſt he 
had in him, took upon him boldly to declare - his 
Mind, laying before him the glorious Atchievments 
of his Anceſtors, and the diſgrace and obloquie he in- 
curred by devoting himſelf to amorous Delights,whilſt 
the Afﬀairs of his Empire were negleCted. 

Ar this free Speech of the Baſſas, Mahomet was won- 
derfully offended, telling him he was worthy of Death 
for his unſeaſonable Preſumption ; but notwithſtand- 
inz he would pardon him tor the good Opinion he had 
of his Fidelity, Commanding him the next Morning 
to allemble all his Captains, and chief Councellors 
the next Morning to attend his Pleaſure in his Pallace ; 
which being accordingly done, he came out of his 
Chamber, leading the fair Greek in moſt ſplendid At- 
tire, which adding Luſter to her rare Perfections, 
made her appear more like an Angel then a Mortal ; 
and ſternly demanding of them, Whether if any of 
them had ſuch an ineſtimable Treaſure, they would 
not be thrice adviſcd e'r they parted with 1t : To 
which they all an{wered;that he had with greater reaſon 

aſſed his time with her, then any man: had to find 
tault therewith. To which the barbarous Tyrant re- 
plyed, well, batnow I Will make you to underſtand how 
tar you have been deceived in me, and that there is 
no-earthly-thing that can ſo much blind my Senſes, -or 
bereave me of my Reaſon, as not to ſee or underſtand 
whar beſeem@h -my high Calling ; yea, I would you 
ſhould all know that the Honour and Conqueſt of the 
Othomen Kings, my noble Progenitors, is ſo fixed in 
my breaſt, with fuch a Deſire in my ſelf to exceed 
the ſame, as nothing but Death is able to put out of 
my Remembrance ; and having fo faid, he preſently 
with one of his Hands catching the fair Greek, by -the 
Hair, and with the other drawing his Scimiter-ſmote 
off her Hezd, ſhe vainly Crying out for Mercy, and 
then 
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' then taking the bloody Head in his Hand turning to 
his Captains 3 faid, now by this Judge ye , whether 
your Emperor is able to Bridle his Aﬀections, or-not 3 
and immediately to put this cruel Act out of his Mind, 
gave order for his Army to march to the Invaſion of 
Peloponneſus, which he ſoon brought into Subjection, 
taking moſt of the principal Cities, and putting the 
Inhabitants to the Sword ; but upon the Submiſſion of 
Demetrius the Prince thereof, he reſtored him upon 
Condition of his becoming Tributary to the -7arks 
Empire ; and afterwards being inamoured of his. fair 
Daughter took her to Wife, and ſoon after hearing of 
the Death ot George Deſpor of , Servia, he ſeized upon 
his Country ; and 1o-paſling on with. his Army .beſieg- 
ed Bclzraae, both by Land aud Water, as having. a 
great Fieet upon the River Danubizs, on whole Bank 
that City is teated,z which Fleet being incountered by 
ſeyeral Ships of War, ſent by. Hamaides for that 
rpotc were ſoon deſtroyed ; which ſo jinraged the 

«rk, that immediately giving order for the-afſault- 
ing the City, his men were beaten off with the loſs of 
4000 men, and amonegſt the reſt Cxraizss Baſſa his Lieu- 
tenant in Exrope, who making his approach was ſlain 
with a great Shot ;- and ſo well did: the Valiant Hu- 
miades detend that City, that after many unſucceſsful 
aſlaults, dahomert was forced; to raiſe his Siege, and 
departed with 40000 leis then he brought. 

The great Humiaaes having thus long ſtood a Bul- 
wark to, Chriſtendom, now worn out with the toyls of 
War fell ſick; and although his Diſeaſe was grievous, 
yet deſirous to receive the bleſled Sacrament, he would 
be carried to the Church, ſaying it was not fit, that 
the. Lord ſhould come to the Houſe of his Servant: 
But that rather the Servant ſhould go to the Houſe 
of his Lord, andjafter his being brought home, his Sick- 
neſs Increaſing, he gave up the Ghoſt to the Grief - 
a 
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-all the Chriſtian Princes, and was buried in the Church 
- of- St. Stephen in Alba Fulia. 

- Aahomet hearing of the Death of this great Cap- 
- tain, who oppoſed the Torrent of his Victories great- 
ly rejoyced, and now reſolving to extend his Domi- 
; NiONS, as well by Sea as Land, Equipped a great many 

in the Port of Confantinople, with which he invaded 
the Iſlands in the Egear? Sea, reducing ſeveral of them 
to his obedience 3 and Landing his Army, ſtraightly 
' beſieged the famous City of Rhodes ; but Calixtus the 
third then Biſhop-of Rome, being greatly diſpleaſed for 
the loſs of Pera, a City belonging to his See, aided 
by the Genoways, ſent out a great Fleet under the Con- 
duCt of Lodonicics, Patriarch of Aquilla, fought with the 
Turks Gally, funk and burnt moſt of them. And by 
that means recovered the Iſlands they had taken, which 
{o inraged Mahomer, that he prepared an other Fleet a- 
gainſt the Spring; the which whilſt he was doing, 
Ambaſſadors came from Vſ/un Caſſanw King of Perſia 
with many rich Preſents, deſiring that he would en- 
ter into. League with the mighty Prince his Maſter, 
and remit the Tribute payed him by the King of 
Trepezond:; that Kingdom as he ſaid, after the Death-of 
the then Reigning King, revolving to his Maſter, 
.in right of his Wife, Daughter to the ſaid King; 
'which Peremptory demand ſo inraged 44ahomer, that 
he not onlly refuſed his Preſents, but diſmiſſed his Am- 
baſſador with this Anſwer : That he would himſelf e'r 
long be in Aſia, to teach Vſan Caſſanes what to re- 

yelt of one greater then himſelf, and thereupon 
Commanded the Fleet he had prepared for the Invaſion 
of the Iſles in the Egexm, incontinently to fail to Si- 
. '»ope, the chief City of Paphlagonia, and to expect his 
coming thither with his Army by Land ; which City 
.and Country being under the Perſian King, he refoly- 
ed to beljege it on nv other Account, then to raiſe a 
ground 
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ground of Quarrel ; which City+being but ſlenderly for- 
tified, and not able to indure the Force of the Ordnance, 
it was delivered by /ſ-wle the Prince of Paphlagonia into 
Garriſon therein proceeded to

to him, with ten'Gallies appointed ; with: which Baſſa 
Scanderbeg fought, and pur him to flight with the loſs 
of iten Thouſand .of.his Men, 'taking the Treafarer 
of the Army, and ſix others of Account Priſoner 
who were ſpeedily Ranſomed at 40000'Duceats; &@ 
greater things had been done, had not the Duke of 
Venice dyed 'of a Fever, upon whoſe Death his Army 
returned home Yi&or Capella; the next ytar with the 
Venetian Fleet, ſeized Athens, Aulis, Chalchis, Larſum, 
and the Iſle of Himber : But attempting'to recover Pa- 
tras was overthrown. py EaI2Y; 

- Hungary being deſtitute of ſuch 'a" King as might 
defend them againſt the Power of the Finks: eleted 
Matthias Corroinus, the youngeſt Son of *Fohn Huniades 
their great Captaindeceaſed, who not much inferiout 
to: his Father in valour and ſucceſs in' Arms, gavethe 
Infidels many a fatal overthrow, with the Loſs of man 

heir Armies,” and gave great hopes to the Clri/tiamns 
that'he would as indeed he did prove a Bulwark to 
Whilſt things thus -palled; - 2dabomer defirons to 
revenge himfelf of Scanderbeg,” 'fent Ballabanus with 
ai great Army to- invaide his Territories, whorft 


| Scanderbeg charging furiouſly - overthrew him, but 


Afoſes and others of his Captains contrary to the 
command of their ' General;-' in 'the heat of fight 
following their Enemies into the ſtraights of the 
Mountains, where fallen into an Ambuſh: for thas 
purpoſelayed, they. CTY Prifoners, and carryed 
$2 2 to. 
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to. Conſtantinople , by thoſe they had before Vanquiſh: 
ed,. herewith Senderbeg ſent to deſire that he might 
Ranſom them, but the crafty Tyrant knowing how 
much. he was weakned by ſuch a loſs, cauſed them 
Cruelly to be flain alive, and ſoon after ſent Facwp 
Zaſa;with a great Army, with whom the renowned 
Prince: ingaging, flew him hand to hand, and put to 
the Sward. a great part of his Army, upon news of 
which Aabomet mad with Anger, raiſed an Army of 
200000 men, thinking to overrun the Country, , but 
in vaity. for having a long time layn Siege to Crow, 
and there bythe Grious Sallies of the Garriſon, and 
onfets of Scanderbeg, loſt near half his men, together 
with Ballabanus his General, he with great ſhame and 
confuſion returned to Corftantinople. 

But as all things muſt yield to Fate, ſo our invinci- 
ble Champion, whom: no mortal hand could ſubdue, 
wearyed with the Toils of a tedious War, coming 
t&'Lyſa 2 City of the Yenetians, fell Sick, and calling 
the Yenetian Emibaſſador to him, he diſcovered to 
him what a troubleſome Life he had lived, and by what 
means the War was to-be maintained, recommending to 
him the care of his Wife and ChiKkren, po_—_ 
the; Yenctians the Guardians of his Son, till ſuch time 
he came of Age, and in the mean while to ſecure for 
kj the Kingdom of Epirms, admonifhing him to be 
faithful and as much. as in him lay to maintain: peace 
and unity: Then calling his Wife:and Son, told them 
that he muſt leave the World and exchange this Life 
for 'one more durable, and willed: her. that after his 
death ſhe ſhould paſs. over into Apulia, and there to 
live upon the inheritance given him by King Ferdinaxd, 
and then after ſome: devout Prayers, gave up the 
Ghoſt, Arno. 1466., inthe 63 year of his Age and 24 
of his Reign, tothe great grief of the Chriſtian Princes, 
ard joy of the Zxrks; whoie Armys his very name had 

| frequently 
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frequently put to flight. After-his death he was with 
great Solemnity buryed in the Cathedral Church at 
Lyſſa, where he reſted till about 9 years after, ot 
what time the Turks taking the City dug up his Bones, 
and happy was he that could get the ſmalleſt piece, 
which hoy wore about them ever after as ineſtimable 
Jewels, ſuperſtitiouſly imagining that whilſt they had 
them about u'm Scanderbeg's fortune would attend u'm, 
and that they ſhould be invincible. 

Not long after the Death of this renowned Soldier, 
the Hungarians under the leading of their young King, 
ſeized upon the Kingdom of Boſna, and ſoon rent it 
from the Twrkiſh Empire, demoliſhing the - Caſtles 
and driving away the Garriſons placed there by Aſho- 
met, at what time the Yenerians being abroad with a 
great fleet of Gallies, took divers Cities from the 
Turks, burnt many Villages, and carryed away 2000 
Captives into the Country of Embea, now called 
Nigroponte, which ſo inraged Mahomet , that he pre- 
pared a great Army to invade that Country, and 
recover the ſpoil; in order to effeft which, he ſent 
Mahomet Baſſa with a fleet of 300 Gallies , whilſt 
himſelf with a great Army Marched overland, with 
which the Yenerian Admiral not daring to ingage it, 
arrived ſafe, where the Turks landing took Stora Baſaſe- 
licon,and Marching to Chalcis joyned with the Emperors 
Army, who with ſmall Veſſels and other Materials, 
made a Bridge over the ſtraight or narrow Sea, which 
divides Eubea from Achaia, ſtraightly beſieging it 
both by Seaand Land, and with his Cannon for 4 days 
Hattered the City inceſſantly, being given to under- 
ſtand by the chief Cannoneer of the City, whom he 
had bribed, - which was the weakeſt part, infomuch 
that in the end ſeveral large breaches were made, yet 
was the City ſo manfully defended, that the Turks 
could root enter, and every day were the Turks forced 
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to: make a new Battery, for ſuch part of .the Wall 
as was inthe Day time beaten down, which theCiti- 
Zens in the Night repaired, and at. length coming to 
underſtand the Tretchery of their Gunner , hanged 
him up. as a reward of his Tretchery ; A4ahomes per- 
ceiving: the valor of .the defendants, reſolved aftex 
his: having rent the Wall with his Cannon in divers 
Places, -and thirty Days beſieged the City, to givea 
general aſſault with all his power, at what time the 
Venetian Admiral came in fight of the City with his 
Flect,-but would not tho his Captains urged, either 
Fight with 'Tarksſh Gallies, or endeavour to break the 
Bridgg, the which had he done, he had ſhut up Maho- 
met, and all his forces in the Iſland, where through 
Famine and other. neceſſities he might have greatly 
GCiitrefſed him. This. Cowardice of the Admiral, 
for. which he ,and all his Family was afterwards Ba- 
niſhed by the Signory of Yerice, being perceived by 
the Turks, they gave a furious aſlault on all parts, 
and were ſo {toutly repulſed, that they with their 
dead-filled up the Trenches and Breaches, but their 
number ſtiil increaſing, and continuing the aſſault a 
whole day and a night without intermiſſion, the Ci- 
tizens at laſt being 3 parts of them Slain, and wound- 
et, the remaining part retired to the Market, and 
there upon the Turks entering Fonght it out to 
tie-laſt man; {cling their Lives at a dear rate, a- 
mongſt whom many Women diſguiſed in men's ap- 
parel- Fighting couragtoully were Slain. 

The City being thus gained at the price of 40000 
Trrks Lives the Barbarous Tyrant commanded all 
that were found therein to be put to the Sword; 
which Parius Ericus the Governour underſtanding, 
w-.ch his Wite, Daughter, and truſty Friends, be- 
took himigit to the Caſtle, who capitulated that up- 
on-the ſurrender of the Caſtle, himſelf, and his a)" 
ſhoul 
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ſhould 'have their Liyes and Liberties Granted them, . 
which the Tyrant ſolemnly Swore to , but having; 
gotten them. in his power, made at the great loſs, he 
had ſuſtained in. winning the City , he cauſed .the 
Governqur and all but his, Daughter to be pyeſeatly 
Slain, reſerving-the young Lady, as the-offy Mir- 
ror of Beauty., to fatiate his-luſt 3 but ſhe* diſdain» 
ing the- Tyrants promiſes, and reviling him for his 
wicked purpoſes, rather deſiring Death then to loſe her 
Chaſtity - by becoming his proſtitute, he cauſed her 
even in his preſence to be cruelly-put to Death, and 
then proceeded to ſubdue the.other Cities of the 
Iſland ; who terrified with the fate of Chatrss, fur- 
rendered without being Aſſaulted: So that all theFruit- 
ful Iſland of Ewbea fell into the Hands of the Taks, 
who infinitely inriched themſelves: in taking the 
Spoil. 

"The Turks thus Triuumphing.over the Ocean Iſlands, 
the Chriſtians thought it no ways convenient t0 .be 
lookers on, but in time to oppoſe them, whereupon 
the Yenerians aided by Ferdinand King of Naples, Sex- 
tus the fourth Biſhop of Rome , and the Great Ma- 
ſter of Rhodes, ſet out a powerful Navy ; under the 
command of Perrus Mocenicus, a Valiant Venetian 
Gentleman, and the better to Amate him bothyby Sea 
and Land , drew Alymbeus Vſan Caſſanes , the great 
King of Perſia into a League with them, and ſo at 
once by Sea and Land , invading the O:roman Empire, 
took many ſtrong places, and Loaded the Fleet with 
the Spoil, which Fleet conſiſting of $5 ſo terrified 
Mahomet, that he durſt not ingage them, nor once 
pole ;their proceedings, but in- revenge thereof turn- 
ed his whole force upon Epirus and Dalmatia ;, which 
Countries having loſt their Champion, the renown- 
ed Scanderbeg, growing Weak, he mightily waſted 
with Fire and Sword, ti!l he had made an abſolute 
| I 4 conquelt 
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conqueſt over them, #hd 'the eafier by Reaſan of 
the diſcords , that aroſe amongſt the great Come 
manders, during the-Minority of the King ; but'ere 
Maebomet had well ſetled himlfelf in thoſe ſo much de- 
ſired Countries, he had news that the Perfrans with 
2 great Army invaded his Countries in Afie, which 
made him begin to confider how to defend his own, 
rather then further to _ in Conquering what 
appertained to others, ſo that increaſing his Army 
with no leſs then 320000 men, he paſled over the He- 
leſpant, and after ſeveral Days Ro came with- 
in a League of the Perſian Army , lea by UſanCaſ- 
ſanes their King, who after ſome debate, gave the 
Turks Battle near the Mountains of Armenia, in which 
one of the great Baſſas together with 40000 Turks 
were Slain, and the reſt put to Flight, which ſo dif- 
couraged AMahomet, that had not his great Captains 
uſed many Arguments to perſwade him to the contra- 
Ty, would have returned without attempting any 
thing further, 'but being rouſed by their reproofs, 
leſt he ſhould be ſuſpefted of Cowardile, he reſolved 
to try the Fortune of another Field; in order to 
which he drew wp his forces in Barralia near to the 
Straights of the Monntains, and ſo fortified his Camp 
with Waggons,and other cumberſome Carriages, that 
it ſeemed a Walled City, when in the midſt of his 
Army, he placede#his great Artillery; the which upon 
the firſt joyning of Battle, his men opening to the 
Right and the Left, played ſo furiouſly upon the Per- 
fian Horſe-men, that they ſoon began to Diſrank, by 
Reaſon their Horſes upon hearing the unwonted 
Thundering of the Cannon, would know no-Ruler 
but with Head-ſtrong fury Floundered firlt one way 
then another, and by that means put all things in- 
to confufion, of which faherner taking the advantage, 
commanded 
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commanded his men furiouſly to charge upon the E- 
nemy as flyers. - Torefiſt whoſe fury and to ſtay the 
Flight of his men Zeinal Vſan Caſſanes Eideſt Son 
Labouring, was Slain with a ſmall Shot, which more 
and\more diſcouraged the Perſians, ſo that from re. 
treating , they betook themſelves to plain Flight, yet 
ſo great was the loſs of Mahomer that he contented 
himſelf only with the Spoil of the Enemies Camp, 
not. thinking it convenient to perſne them, for it was 
generally Rumoured, that in that Battle heloſt 40000 
men, nd the Perſians 1000 only, after which Mahomee 
returning home, and Vſan Caſſanes leaving his ſecond 
Son with his Army, for the defence of Armenia. Am- 
baſſadors were ſent by the former to Treat of a 
Peace, 'the which to the great diſlike of the Chrif- 
= = Confederates, the Perſiax concluded with the 
urks. 

After the Expedition into the Perſean Territories, 
Dyed the Couragious Prince Muſtapha, as ſome ſay 
of a Surfeit, but others ſay that he was ſtrangled by 
the Commandment of his Father, for Raviſhing Baſ- 
ſa Achmets Wite, a Lady of Incomparable Beauty, 
and Daughter to 1ſaac Baſſa one of Mahomers chief 
Favorites. <6: 

Mahomet deſirons to revenge the wrong done: by 
the Yenetians, ſent Solyman Baſſa with $0000 Soldi- 
ers to beliege Scodra a ſtrong City ; then in the 
poſſeſſion of the Yererians, and anInlet into Epirms, 
Dalmatia and Albania, who Anno 1 475 ſet down be- 
fore it, and having raiſed his Batteries, gave it a fu- 
rious aſſault, but was repulſed by Antonius Lanreta- 
7s the Valiant Governour with great loſs, when 
a while after the Yenerian Gallies coming up the Ri- 
ver Boliana, on whoſe: Banks the City ſtandeth, and 
as the. Twrks. were bulie in laying a Chain acroſs, flew 
many of them , and forced the reſt to retire to their 
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Camp, out .of which ſoon after Afarthias King-of 
—_— drove them with the Terror of his approach, 
the Beſſa being glad after the loſs of 14000 of his 
men torailſe his Sieg | 
Anno 1476. HMahomet growing impatient to be 
thus hindred in his progreeſs - of Victory, by the 
Chriſtians confederates,. ſet out a great Fleet under the 
conduct of Geduces Achmeres; who did great harm 
to the [{lands in the Mediterranean,and hoped by Trea- 
"» ſon to have ſurprized the Iſland of Creer, but was 
revented by the Yenerians, who diſcovering the Plot 
Xecuted the Traitors before his arrival,yet failing\in- 
to the Exxine,he Landed his men in Tawrica Cherſeneſus , 


- a Friutful Country belonging to the Genoways ; in 


*hopes to have ſurprized the rich City of Cafa,' Sci- 
tuate near to the Shoar, but was repulſed with a great 
Slaughter of his men, bnt being reinforced by freſh 
Troops, he lay'd Siege to it, which by Reaſon of 
the Takih Garriſons all along the ſhoars of Boſ- 
phorus, and the Helleſpont could haveno relief by Sea, 
after a ſtout reſiſtance ſurrendered, and ſoon after 
all the Country eo it appertaining, moſt of the 
Merchants contrary to the promiſe. of the Faithleſs 
Baſſa, being plundered of their Riches. 

Mahomet thus conquering on, grew dreadful to the 
Tartar princes; Namely the Precopenſes and Deſten- 
ſes, who for fear of being invaded Voluntarily ſub- 
mitted themſelves, and became Tributaries, having e- 
ver ſince been greatly ſerviceable to the 7wrks in their 
Wars, who now impatient that the Yeretians held 
ſeveral ſtrong Towns in the Heart of the Ortomas : 
Solyman Baſſa with a great Fleet entering the Gulph 
of Corinth lay'd Siege to Naupattum now called Lepan- 
oa ſtrong City near Locris over againſt Pelopcnneſus, 
but upon the arrival of Antonius Laurctanus with 
the Yenerian Gallies, after he had layn 4 PI 
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fore it, and gave many unſuccesful aſſaults, in a great 
fury , raiſed his Siege in order to his returning to 
Conſtantinople, and by the way Landing his men an 
the Iſle of Lemnos, in hopes to have ſurprized the City 
of Coccinum, but were Valiantly repulſed by ſuch Ci- 
tizens, and Merchants Strangers as were then near the 
Gate, and amongſt the reſt ane Xerwles a Maiden of 
the..City ſeeing her Father Slain, took up his Wea- 
pon, and with it made great Slaughter of the Turks 
that were entering the Gate, upon which bad Succeſs 
the Baſſe departed for Conftantinople, and ſoon after 
was ſent to beſiege Croia in Epirus, to the relief of 
which the Yenetians haſt'ned with. an Army , under 
the leading of Contarenus a man of great courage ; 
who at the firſt onſet overthrew the Tzrks with 
great Slaughter, obliging them to leave their Camp, 
but not purſuing them by Reaſon of the near ap- 
proach of Night, whilſt they were taking the Spoil, 
the Enemy rallying fell into their diſordered Ranks, 
and ſoon turned the Scale of Victory, by ſubduing 
thoſe who a little before were Conquerers, in which 
laſt Fight the General, and ſeveral of his great Cap- 
tains were Slain. Heightned with this Succeſs, the 
Year following Aſa-Beg with a conſiderable Army 
palled the River Sonuriwm , where being incountered 
by the Garriſon Soldiers of three ſeveral Forts,under 
the leading of Hieronimus Nowel, theCount of Yerona ; 
he trained the Yererians into an Ambuſh, by which 
they being few in uumber, and beſet on every fide 
were moſtly Slain, after which the proud Con- 
querers proceeded to ſpoil the Country, waſting it 
with Fire and Sword taking great. Spoils, and driv- 
ing before them a number of the miſerable People in- 
to Captivity. 

The Year following Ao 1478. about Harveſt- 
time they come again, and with a great power pal- 
. liig

fing the aforeſaid River, marched further into the 
Country, waſting all before them, and unoppoſed 
[paſſed over a part of the Alps towards Germany : a 
way both difficult and _—_— and ſo plundering 
the Aourtaniers who little dreamt of ſuch troubleſome 


Vigtants, they returned home laden with great Spoil. 


And now Mahomet remembring the diſgrace he re- 
ceived at the Stege of Scodra, of which he allowed 
one a yearly Penſion , to put him daily in mind, he 
ſent for his Soldiers from all parts of his Domini- 
ons, and under the Leading of ſeveral of his Baſſar, 
himſelf being there in perſon, likewiſe he ſet down 
before the City with an Army of 350000 men,and 
there caſting ſeveral pieces of Ordnance of Mettal 
he had for that purpoſe brought thither in Maſs, one 
of them carrying a Bullet of 1300 pound Weight; 
he after he had in vain Eſſayed to have the City de- 
livered by fair means from the Mounts inceſſantly 
battered the Walls, and withal threw into the City 
huge Balls of Wild-Fire, and Stones of a prodigious 
Weight, which beat down and fired many Houſes, 
yet ſo far were the beſieged from being diſcouraged, 
that they daily animated each other couragiouſly to 
defend the City to the laſt man, every Night Coun- 
termuring the Breaches the Cannon made, with Earth 
Timber and Planks, which Mahomert perceiving com- 
manded his men to give a furious aſſault, and either 
by Firing the Planks, or ſcaling the Walls to enter 
the City ; the which in hopes of great rewards, pro- 
miſed them if they happened to be Succeſful in the 
attempt, thruſt themſelves into the mouth of Slaugh- 


ter, being cut off in ſych numbers by the ſtorm of Shot . 


ſent from the Walls, that all the plains were cover- 
ed with their Bodies, which dabomer perceiving and 
underſtanding, they could not. accompliſh his defire 


cauſed the retreat to be ſounded, and gave order = 
the 
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the renewing the Battery , ſo that in one day, the 
Engineers ſent 194. great Shot wito the Breach, and 
immediately cauſed a ſecond Aſſault to be made, tho 
with as bad Succeſs, as had been the former. ; 

About this time the Twrks under the leading of So- 
lyman Baſſs, had taken Croia more through Famine 
then their Yalour , which City the Inhabitants nigh 
periſhed with Hunger, and not being able to expect a- 
ny Relief, all the Country about the City being inthe 
hands of the Turks, had delivered upon promiſe of 
Life and Liberty ; but the Faithleſs Baſſa not having 
Regard to his Promiſe, having got Poſleſſion put the 
remaining Skelerons to the Sword, which the Scadrians 
underſtanding by ſome Chriſtiavs in the Turks Camp, 
were the more incouraged, reſolving manfully to dye 
rather then truſt the perfidious 1nfidels. | 

Mahomet inraged at the beſieged obſtinacy, and the 
loſs of his men in the two aſſaults, after he had with 
his Artillery beaten down a great part of the Wall, 
Commanded the moſt Conragious of his Soldiers to 

ive a third Aſſault, which they did with great Fury, 
Coating in the mean while Showers of Arrows and 
Bullets into the City, and at length as men deſperate 
entering into the Breach came to Hand-ſtrokes with 
the Chriſtians, and began a cruel and dreadful Fight, 
in which many were ſlain on either fide: The Tarks ſtill 
renewing their aſlault with freſh-Forces, till at length 
they ſo far prevailed, that thoſe who defended the 
Breach wereat the point to retire 3 at what times a 
freſh Troop brought by the Governour came happily 


- to their Relief;' and beat off the Aſſulants with great 
Mlaughter : Whereupon Hahomer again renewed his Bat- 


tery, and lodged 173 more of his great Shot .in the 
Breach, and then ſending for his chief Commanders 
into his Tent-Royal, pitched upon_ a Mount advan- 
tagiouſly to behold what paſſed, and there by TOW 
an 
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2nd Promiſes incouraged them to undertake a fourth A- 
Mult. In which he loſt 12000 of hisbeſt Men, and was 
forced at laſt to ſounda retreat,yet by the ſeveral Fights 
the Chriſtians were ſorely weakened in all the Streets, 
lying covered with Twrkjſh Arrows, and the Breaches 
with the mingled Bodies of the Chriſtians rent moſt 
miſerably by the great Shot, they were forced to Las 
bour- both Day and Night to repair the Breaches, e- 
very one incouraging his Fellow in ſuch fort, that 
Mahomet began to deſpair of Victory, and blaſphem- 
ing God, for ( as he impiouſly pretended ) hindering 
his Proceedings, he retired in-his Melancholly. Mood 
into his Tent 3 where Tormenting ' himſelf for the 
ſpace of two days, he would not beſpoken with by 
any, | but the third Day calling a Council, it was con- 
cluded another Aſſault ſhould be given,” which was ac- 
cording done with great Fury, and much Effuſion of 
Blood on either ſide, but the beſieged and reſolving 


to ſell their Lives dear, ſo manfully withſtood them, 


that with Shame and greater Slaughter then ever they 
were forced to retire; and now-all Proviſion being 
cuſt off from the beſieged , the Tyrant reſolved to 
gain thar by Famine, he could not do. by Force ;' and 
therefore ceaſing any further Aſſault, cauſed the City 
to be! ſo cloſely Blocked up, that the Chriſtians were 
forced to Eat -all manner of unclean” and 'loathſome 
Things, as Horſes, Dogs, Cats,' Rats, Mice, and the 
like - Which miſerable ſtate of theirs-made known to 
the Senate of Yenice, under whoſe Protection that.Ci- 
ty was, and they being grown weary of their twenty 
years tedious War with the- Twkiſh Tyrant , ſent 
Benediftns Triviſanus their Embaſlador to Conſtantinople, 
whither weary of the Siege, ahomer was returned 
leaving one of his Baſſas with the Army,to Block up the 
City as aforeſaid ; who upon his Arrival being admit- 
ted to-the Preſence- of the Tyrant, he ſo ordered the 
—_- Matter, 
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Matter, that a Peace was concluded upon theſe- Artj- 
cles : Firſt, that the Yererians ſhould deliver bim the 
City: of -Scoare, the Iſle of Lemnos,.the ſtrong. Caftle 
of Tenarn in Peloporneſus, and' pay him yearly $008 
Duccats; that they might have leave to Traffick in the 
Euxine-Sea, by the Straights of Boſphorus Helleſpontus, 
and-Thraciws, and that the Citizens of. Scodra, and the 
Garriſon contained therein, ſhould-ypon the Delivery 
of the: ſaid City, be at their Choice free to Live in 
the City under the Tarkyſhb Government; or depart 
whither they pleaſed with their Goods, &c. Theſe 
Articles concluded on Notice thereof was ſent to: the 
Gavernour, who aſſembling the Citizens related it to 
u'm, as. he had received it from the Ambaſlador, who 
then' together with the Yexetian Admiral, Rode at 
Anchor in the Mouth of Boliana, when after ſome De- 
bate it was agreed; that they would leave the City, 
and not expoſe themſelves to the Mercy of the Ty- 
rant. at all times 3 whereupon at a certain time prefix- 


| ed the City was put into the Hands of the Baſſa, and 


the Citizens marching out Bag and Baggage, went on 
Board the Yenetian Gallies,. who carefully Tranſport- 
£d them into their other Territories of 1raly, and thus 
was this City ſurrendered, Anno 1478. after a years 
Siege, before which 100000 :Tarks had loſt their 
Lives. 
-  HAahomet having gotten what he ſorely longed for, 
ſent Achmetes Baſſa with his Gally, to take in the I- 
flands of Nericus, Zacynthus , and Cephalenia upon 
which he ſeized without any Reſiſtance, Lenord Prince 
of the ſame, upon the Arrival of the Twrks, haſting 
with his Wife and Children into Italy, where he was 
kindly received of King Ferdizand his near Kinſman, 
after that he ſent three of his Baſſas with a great Ar- 
my to invade Tranſilvania : Whereupon Stephanas, 
Batore the Vayvod, fled to Marchins King of Hmngary to 
53d | crave 
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crave Aid, who at the ſame time lay ſick of the Gout, 
yet he ordered his two Captains, viz. Stcphanus Ches 
repetne, and Palus Riviſm, to march with his Army; 
who incountering the Zwrks near Alba Fulja, ina great 
bloody Fight overthrew the Army, with the 
laughter of 30000 of their beſt Men, together with 
Baſſa their chief Commander, and of the Chrifti» 

an). there fell 8900 only. | 

Mahomer polleſling moſt of the Iſlands in the Adeds 
zerraxtian Sea, began to be very deſirous of the Famous 
Rhodes , and to further his Deſign at the ſame tiqmg, a 
Fugitive Knight of the Order, named Antonins Meli- 
galus reſiding in his Court, gave him a Plat-form of 
the City ; informing him in what place the City was 
eafieſt to be Aſſaulted, and how the. Ifland mighd be 
beſt ſubdued : Whereupon a great Fleet was fitted out, 
and this Traytor to his Country put on Board, with 
a Command that his DireCtions ſhould be followed, 
but he by the way falling ſick of a loathſome Diſeaſe, 
{o infefted the Ship with his noiſome Smell, that the 
Marriners in a great rage threw him Over-Board, 
whilſt he vainly Cryed to them for Mercy, and thus 
he ' received the reward due to his Traiterous - In- 
tention. 

The' great Maſter of Rhodes, having notice that 
Aahomet intended to invade his Territories, was like 
an experienced Captain wanting nothing that might 
conduce to a reſolute Defence, and having certain No- 
tice that Mſiſtes Baſſa had Landed his Power, and was 
marching towards the City, he aſſembled his Cap- 
tains, and with many Chriſtian and Soldier-like per- 
ſwaſions admoniſhed them to fight the Battle of 'the 
| Lord Feſws againſt his Enemies, which ſo wrought up- 
-on them that they all reſolved to Live and Dye in his 


defence. 
By. this time the Baſſa had ſet down his Camp, and 


began 
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| bepatr to raiſe his Batteries, according to the DireCti- 
ons of one Demetrius another Fugitive Knight, who 
in the firſt Skirmiſh according to the Merits of his 
Treaſon, having his Horſe ſlain under him, was miſe- 
rably trampled to Death z moſt of the Ordnance now 
bent againſt the Wall, the Baſ/a ſent out a part-of his 
Army to ſeize upon an Orchard, poſleſled and intren- 
ched by the Christians, which thoſe that poſleſled it, 
- not being able to defend, againſt ſo powerful an Ene- 
my lighted it ; and retired to the City, leaving the 
Ordnance behind them : - Out of this Orchard by the 
advice of one George Trapain a Chriſtian Runagado, 
the Turks battered the Tower, ſtanding about 300 pa- 
ces from the QTity with great Fury, and having made 
a Breach indeavoured to have entered, but were bea- 
ten off with great loſs; after which they tramed a 
Bridge upon Boats, over a frith of the Sea, faitening 
by Ropes, ſo indeavouring to beliege the Tower both 
-by Sea and Land ; the which was no ſooner falteneg, 
but the Ropes were all cut in ſander, by one Garvgs 
Rogers a moſt expert Engliſh Sea-Captain , and after 
that attempting to make another Bridge, and plznt 
Pieces of Cannon” in Lighters and foiſts, the Bridge 
was broken, and the Lighters ſunk by Anthony Dam- 
boiſe the great Maſters Brother, who with his Artil- 
lery planted for that purpoſe on the Baſtior:5, beat. 
them to pieces; but it had not been long e'r Caly Baſſ, 
the younger Arriving in the Camp, it was noiſed that 
Mahomet was coming with an additional Army - of 
-IT 00000 Turks, which ſo terrified the Spaniards ( for 
the Garriſon was Compoſed of all Chriſtian Nations ) 
that they deſired to be Shipped out of the Iſland, and 
to return home ; but for ſuch their Cowardize, being 
-ſharply reproved by Pcrer Damboiſe the great Maſter, 
a moſt expert and Valiant French man, they, as aſha- 
med of what they before propoſed begged Pardon, and 
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afterwards notably defended the Gity during the 
Siege. 


Meſites perplexed that he could not. carry the City 


-by Force, though with his Artillery he had levelled 
the Walls in-many places, which were as ſoon repaired, 
he reſolved by Treachery to perform what otherwiſe 
he could not Effect, and therefore made large Offers 
to ſeveral diſcontented Rhodians 'to. poiſon the great 


. -Maſter, which ſome of them undertook to bring to 


paſs, but e'r'any thing was done in Relation thereto 
the wickedneſs was diſcovered, and the undertakers 
worthily Executed ; upon notice of which the Baſſa 
-more perplexed then before, and. yet not knowing 
'without loſs of Honour how to raiſe the Siege, ſent 
ſeveral Meſſengers to the great Maſter in his Name, 
'to promiſe him extraordinary Matters if he would 
ſurrender to him the City, and to denounce all the 
Miſeries of War upon his Refuſal: "To which the He- 
pick Old man returned Anſwer, that he would not wil- 
ely in his ſareft Eſtate 'uſe/the Council of his Ene- 
my, neither. in his greatelt diſtreſs refuſe Cheerfully 
to 'yeild his Life unto Almighty God, to whom he 
did owe it,-and that with far better Will, then to ſur- 
render the City wpan any Conditions, bear they ne- 
ver ſo fair'a ſhew. of Honour or Profit. The Meſlen- 
gers perceiving this conſtant Reſolution of the great 
Maſter, by 'other Arguments indeavoured him at leaſt 
to become Tributary to the Emperor, paying a ſmall 
matter yearly for his-Peace ; but he knowing that to 
-be the ready way-to be brought under the Turkiſh Sla- 
very, ntterly refaſed; upon which the Meſſengers re- 
turned greatly diſcontented to him that ſent 'um, who 
thereat greatly - perplexed gave another general A- 
ſlault, battering the City for four days without In- 


termiſſion, but not” prevailing after three Months - 


liege, having loſt 9000 of his Men, and 15000 dan- 
geroully 
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gerouſly ſick of their Wounds, and mortal Diſtempers; * 
he with great ſhame raiſed his Siege; and after hay-+ 


' Ing deſtroyed all the Trees in that part of the Iſland, 


imbarked his Men for Conſtantinople, where at his re- 
turn he received but a Cold Welcom from his imperi- 
ous Maſter. 

Whilſt eſtes beſieged Rhodes, Achmeres Baſſa 
paſſed over into Traly, and beſieged Orranto a Famous 
City in Puglia; the which after the loſs of many of 
his Turks took it, ſpoiling all the Country round about 


.it, which brought ſuch a Fear upon tray, that Sexrms 
r 


Quartus Biſhop of Rome, being only dreadful to the 
Chriſtian Princes, was about to fly and leave this once 
Miſtreſs of the World, as a prey to the nfidels ;, and 
doubtleſs at that time the greateſt part of Jraly had 
been ſubdued, had not the Orrtoman Forces been Con-. 
verted another way ; for the Carramarian King, aided 
by the Perſians and Sultan of Egypr ; having entered 
the Turkiſh Dominions on that tide, had in a mortal. 
Battle overthrown Bajazer, AMahomer's eldeſt. Son 
( then Living ) wath the Slaughter of well nigh all his 
Army , to revenge which Adxhomer called home his 
great Baſſa Achmetes, with all the Exropear Soldiers, 
and in Perſon paſſed over into Aſia; but upon the way 
within two days journey from Nicomeda a City of By- 
thinia he fell ſick, and there for the ſpace of three days 
grievonſly Tormented with a pain in his Belly ( which 
ſome-ſuppoſed to be'the Collick , though others 'to 
proceed from the effetts of Poiſon ) he Dyed, Amo 
1481. of his Age 52 years, and his Reign 31 years. 

His Body being afterwards Magnificently buried ina 
Chappel,' near: unto the great Mahbomeran Temple, 
which himſelf had built at Conftartinople; Leaving his' 
Empire to Baj4zer: againſt whom Bandied ( till fuch 
time he was Poiſoned by the Biſhop of Rome, who at 
the Commandment of Bajazez durſt do.no other ) Le- 
r KR 2 mes, 
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mes, or Zizimus his younger Brother, as in the Life of 
Bajazet will appear. ' 


C H A P. XIIL 
The Life *of Bajazet the ſecond of that Name, 


and ſecond Emperor of the Turks, his memo- ; 


rial Exploits, Vittories, and Death. 


Miz being dead, and Bajazet and Zemes his 
YA two Sons abſent ( for the Turkiſh Tyrants will 
riot permit their Sons to remain at Court when they 
are Men grown, leſt they ſhould aſpire to Empire 
before their time) the great Baſſas,and Aga of the Fa- 
1zaries Conſpired together,e'r either of them could ar- 
rive,to make Corcutwus younger Sonto Bajazer Emperor, 
which accordingly they did; .of which Bajazer upon 
bY approaching the City of Conſtantinople, hearing, 
horribly: Exclaimed againſt the perfidious dealings of 
the. Baſſas, and ſo-laboured that. at. the Inſtance of 
Cher ſeogles Vice-Roy of Greece, and the Aga, or Cap- 


tain of \the Fanizaries; the young Emperor being of 


a mild and Courteous Nature, overcome by their 1n- 
treaty, and the Reverence of his Father, reſigned un- 


' t@ him his Imperial Government,. which he took up- 


@il him, with the general liking of 'the menof War, 
the ſureſt token of any Turkiſþ Emperors Eſtabliſh- 
ment; for if they oppoſe it 'tis in vain for them to 
bope tor Empire, and in lieu of this Reſignation, Ba- 


722z4t made him Governour of Lycia, Caria, Toma, and 


<1] the pleatant Cavntries adjoymng z where being al- 


together 
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together given to ſtudy, he Lived quietly all the 
Reign of Bajazet,” but after his Death was ſtrangled 
by the Command of Selymas his Brothers Son, as will 
in his Reign more at large appear. 

Durivg theſe Troubles, Ferdinand King of Naples, 
ſent his eldeſt Son Alphonſus Duke of Calabria, with 
a great Power to beſiege Orranto, which after ſeveral ' 
ſharp Conflifts he had delivered up to him, with 2H 
the Country lying about it , which had been by Ach- 
metes Baſſa taken from the Chriſtians, during the Reign 
of Mahomet ;, to recover which an Army was a ſecond 
time prepared, under the leading of the ſame Baſi ; 
bat . e'r he arrived in /raly, he was Countermanded 
upon notice that Zemes was coming out of Amaſia 
with an powerful Army , to Wreſtle with Bajazer. 
for the Empire : In which Expedition Achmeres was 
made General, who meeting £Zemes by plain Force, 
drove him out of the Field with 'great flanghter of » 
his Army ; inſomuch, that not thinking himſelf ſafe 
in his Brothers Dominions, he fied into Syria, and 
from thence into Egypt, to Caytbeins Sultan of Egypr 
and Syria, who regeived him with many great Expre- 
ſions of joy, and at his Requeſt ſent an Ambaſſador to 
Bajazet, to intreat in his behalf, that ſome part of 
that ſo great an Empire might be allotted ham ; but 
the Proud Twrk having gotten Poſleſſion, would not 
yeild to have ſo dangerous a Partner: Whereupon the 


Ambaſſador effeting nothing, he joyned with the Ca- © 


ramanian King, who by ſuch a Conjunction hoped to 
recover his Territory taken from him, by AMahomer, 
Prince Zemes Father, againſt whoſe joynr Forces, but 
few in number, Bajazer advanced with 200000 Horſe 
and Foot, of which the Princes having notice, and 
finding themſelves too weak by far to oppoſe fo great 
a Power, not finding as they had been put in hopes, 

any to revolt from Bajazet to them 3 they thought it 


K 3 good 
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good to retire before the ways were beſet, through 
the Straights of the Mountain Amaxw, which done, 
they diſperſed their little Army, and ſoon after Ze- 
' mes went to Khoges, where of the great Maſter he was 
kindly received, with Promiſe of ProteCtion from the 
Fury of his Brother, hoping by this means, if Bajazer 
ſhou!d dic a natural Death, or otherwiſe miſcarry, this 
Prince might be ſet up Emperor, and*by means ever. 
remain a firm Friend to the Chriſtians, 

During theſe TranfaCtions, there wanted not ſome 
in the Court of Bajazer, who Envying the Proſperity, 
Achmetes Counſelled the Emperor to put him to Death, 
talily in{inuating that he held private Correſpondence 
with Zemes: Whereuponat his return from the Wars, 
Bajazet as in kindneſs to his Bafſas made a Royal Sup- 
- Per, where after they had Drunk plentifully of Wine 
which by their Laws 1s forbid, yet frequently amongſt 
. the Great ones uſed at their Feaſts ; he in token of 

Honouring them, cauſed a Rich Garment to be caſt 
_ over each of them, but when they came to Achmetres, 
they caſt over him a black Velvet Garment, by the 
Tiirks called the Mantle of Death ; for whoſoever that 
Garment 1s caſt upon, none of the Baſſas dare be ſo 
hardy as to intreat for his Life, which the other Baſſas 
perceiving, moſt of them being before privy to the 
Matter by leave of the Emperor, after having kiſſed 
the Ground whereon he ſtood departed; amongſt 
whom Acometes would likewiſe have gone ont, but 
was Commanded to ſtay for the Emperor, and no 
ſooner were the Baſſas gone out, but the Miniſters of 
Death (which are certain ſtrong Men bereaved of 
Speech, whom the Turksþ Tyrants keep as Inſtru- 
ments of their Cruelty ) Entered, and: were about to 
{trangle the Bafſa; when one of the Ennaches in great 
Favour with the great Emperor, ſtood up and adviſed 
him not to be too haſty in Executing fo great a my, | 
0 
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ſo beloved by his Soldiers, and beſt men of War, but . 
rather to defer the Execution, till he ſaw how the 
matter would be digeſted, and in the mean time by 
Torture to make him confeſs what might render his 
Execution , more reaſonable, of which Counſel Baja- 
zet approving , commanded him immediately to be 
ſtripped, and delivered into the Hands of the Tor- 
mentors. The which whilſt they were doing, his 
Son having gotten notice in what Extream danger 
his Father was in, raifed the Farnizaries, who up- 
on notice _that their beloved Captain ſtood on the 
Brink of the Grave flowed from all parts, like a 
Torrent to the Pallace, Thundering at the Gates as 
if they would have beaten the Pallace about his 
Ears, whereupon cauſing the outward Gate to be 
ſet open, he ſhewed himſelf to *um through an Iron 
Window; demanding the cauſe of that Tumult and 
Uproar, to which they anſwered, that they would 
by and by, teach him as a Drunkard or Beaſt, and 
a Raſcal to uſe his great place, and calling with more 
Sobriety and Deſcretion, Loading him with many 
more ſuch like opprobrious Expreſſions, Command- 
in forthwith to deliver Achmeres, or elſe they would 
beat the Pallace about his Ears, which demand of 
the inſolent Fanzaries he durſt not deny, but Com- 
manded *hat he ſhould be forthwith delivered to 
them, who for haſt was brought out half Naked, 
with the marks of his ſevere uſage on his Body ; 
who had no ſooner got him, but:they ſtripped the 
Emperors Minions, and with their Spoils Cloathing 
him, carryed him out of the Court on their Shoul- 
ders in great Triumph , tho the Baſſa did what he 
could to appeaſe the Tumultuary Joy they concetv- 
ed for his deliverance. N= 
Bajzzert knowing by experience how deeply the 
Baſſa was rooted in the affeCtions of the men of War, 
K 4 durſt 
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durſt not preſently ſhew hisAnger,thoBurning with the 
deſire of revenge,therefore the better to bring to paſs 
what he had purpoſed, he took Achmetes into favour 
again, promoting him more then ever; which the 
Loyal old man truſting too far, was as he was fitting 
at Supper, by the command of Bajazer thruſt through 
with a Sword, and Slain after he had Conquered 7 
Kingdoms, .and Annexed them to the Orroman Em- 
Pire, being the moſt expert Commander, that ever the 
Turks could Boaſt off, But Bajazetr's Spleen not ſo 
fatisfied, he purpoſed to deſtroy the whole order of 
the Fanzaries, in revenge of the inſolency they had 
offered him, but his deſign upon their lives coming to 
their knowledge,and they ſtanding upon their Guard , 
hefound it a matter not to be compalled without great 
difficulty, tho to execute his pleaſure, he had ſent for 
the Acanzji, accounted the beſt Soldiers next tne Fa- 
nizaries, throughout all his 'Dominions ; therefore he 
was forced to forego his Bloody and Tyrannical 
purpoſe, and the better to Colour the matter pre- 
tended he had ſent for thoſe Soldiers to War againſt 
Moldavia ; But the Fanizaries not greatly truſting 
him, Inbattled by themſelves, refuſing to receive him 
into the middle of -their Ranks, as was their uſual 
manner, but ſhaking their Weapons, bid him ſend 
his Executioners, for they were ready torecelve them; 
but by the mediation of the Baſſas, at length mat- 
ters were accorded, and they received Bajazet amongſt 
them, for the Turkiſh Emgerors never marched but in 
the middle of the Fanizaries. 

The Tumnlt pacified, Bajazer with his Army paſ- 
ſed over Danubixs , and entering Moldavia belieg- 
ed Kele or Achilleia, which after many furious aſ- 
ſaults was delivered to him, as afterward was Aec- 
Gimen or Aſprocaſtron, the Turks uſually changing the 
Names of ſuch Cities & Toyns;as fall into their _ 

| Zemes 
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Zemes being, at Rhodes, Bajazet was not a little trou- 
+ bled, leſt he ſheuld provea Thorn in his ſide,& there- 
fore uſed many Endeavours, to get him into his poſ- 
ſeſſion, but the great Maſter abhorring Breach of truſt, 
notwithſtanding the many Threats and Promiſes of 
the Tyrant, would not deliver him, nor was he 
ſought only by his Brother , but by Charles the 
French King, Matthias King of Hungary, and Pope 
Innocentins the Eight of that Name Biſhop of Rome, 
all of them thinking to advantage their Aﬀairs, by 
havinga Prince of the Ortoman Blood in their Cuſtody; 
the King and the Emperor in their Wars, and the 
Pope of a mind more Ignoble, by getting a yearly 
Penſion from his Brother Bajazer, for the ſafe keep- 
ing him to the laſt; of which after Reiterated in- 
treaties, the great Maſter delivered .him, in lien of 
which be was Created Cardinal, nor was the Popes 
Expectation vain, for he yearly received of Bajazzr 
40000 Ducats, yearly for the ſafe keeping him, but 
of this more hereafter. 

Bajazet being frequently troubled by the ſuddain 
Invaſions of the Caramanian King , reſolved to ſub- 
due the remaining part of his Country, the which 
with a great Army out of Exrope he invaded, ſpoiling 
all before him , but the wary Prince knowing him- 
ſelf far too Weak, to meet ſo powerful an Enemy 
in the Field, kept himſelf with his few forces in the 
Faſtneſles of the Mountain, whereupon Bajazer beſieg- 
ed Tarſus in.Cilicia , and had iwdelivered to him, up- 
on condition that the Citizens might depart thence 
withtheir Goods, and not be further prejudiced, ei- 
ther in their Lives or Liberties ; but by this time 
Abraham, Alias, Pyramet King of Caramania having 
obtained conſiderable forces of Caytbeius Sultan of 
Egypt, he was reſolved totry his fortune in the Field, 
and put- all to the Hazard of a Battle, which being 
begun 
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begun the 10th. of May Anno 1486, was Fought 


with great obſtinancy op either fide, for the ſpace 


of a whole day,. when the Turks by\Reaſon of their 
Muititude prevailed, in which Battle the King and the 
greateſt part of his Army were Slain, and afterward 
his Country totally ſubdued by Bajazer, who like- 
wiſe at that time took -into his poſſeſſion all Aſia 
the leſs, becoming Lord of the Sea Coaſt from the 
Straights of Boſphorxs to the Confines of Syria. 

By this means the Ambitious EmperorsStretching 
the borders of his Empire, to the bounders of the 
Egyptian Sultans Territories, reſolved to have no peace 
with him, by Reaſon he had not only afliſted his 
Brother Zames againſt him, but likewiſe the Carra- 
-anian King in the laſt Battle, ſo that raiſinga great 
Power, he ſent them under the Leading of 1ſhender- 
Baſſa, Michael-Beg, and Faxis-Beg his two' Sons to 
waſt the Sultans Dominions in Syria; but paſſing the 


Great Mountain Taurzs, they were intraped by Ala-: 


dules the Mountain King, who had lay'd an Ambuſh 
of his Savage people for that purpoſe, where moſt 
of the Turks. were together with Afichael-Beg were 
Slain, the Baſſa his other Son, and the remaining part 
taken Priſoners ; the news of which defeat being 
known to Carragoſes Baſſa, who was following with 
more forces, it ſo diſcouraged him that he would ad- 
vance no further, yet the next Year paſling into the 
confines of Egypt, he was Fought with, and over- 


thrown by the Sultans power : But theſe ill haps fo 


little diſcouraged Bapzzer, that he more inraged then 
ever, reſolved. to invade Egyps by Sea and Land, which 
the Sultan underſtanding reſolved to Tranſport the 
Seat of War into the Twks Dominions, and ſo with 
a great Army, he Commanded Usbeg to paſs into C:- 
licia, where not far from Tarſus, he found the Tarks 


incamped under'the command of Cher ſogles VIe-OT 
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of Greece, a moſt Valiant Captain, whereupon a mox- 
tal Battle begun, and many thouſands Slain, for the 
Sultans Army conſiſting moſtly of JMamalukes, ſuch 


an obſtinate . Fight was fiercly , maintained between 


them, and the Turkiſh Fannizaries, that Vidtory ſtood 
doubtful for the ſpace of 2 days, at the end of which 
the Turkiſh General having loſt 60000 of his men, in 
the Night left his Camp and fled, nor was the loſs 
in the Sultans Army much inferiour, but the Twrks 
loſs ſtill proved. greater ; for Flying through Aladules 
Country, that King had ſo beſer the way, that moſt 
of the remaining part were Slain, and the General 
taken priſoner, nor fared Bajazet's Fleet at Sea bet- 


' ter,for Anchoring in the mouth of-Orertes within fight 
. of Antioch, it was by a Tempeſt beaten tos pieces, 


all which lofles coming one upon the Neck of ano- 
ther, cauſed Bajazer to fend his Ambaſſadors to the 
Sultan to require peace, which was accorded to, and 


_ all the Priſoners ſet at liberty, when ſhortly after 


the Sultan, who of a Circaſſian Slave, by the favour 
of the Aamaluke's his Fellows become a mighty Mo- 
narch dyed. 

Peace being concluded in Aſia, the Chriſtian Princes 
ſtirred up thereto by Pope Alexander the Sixth, that 


. Firebrand of diſcord, all Chriſtendom was ina Flame, 


at what time Charles the French King ſeized upon 
the Kingdom of Maples, taken from his Father by 
Ferdinand the firſt, whereapon the Pope and Alphon- 
ſus the exiled King of Naples, ſolicited Bajazct to 
ſend them 6090 Horlſe,and as many Foot for the reco- 
very of the ſame, laying before him(like ſpecial Chri/ti- 
ans) what danger the Mahometan Religion would 
be in, if the French prevailed; the Pope promiſing him 
alſo to Poyſon Zemes his Brother, if he would pay 
him well for ſo doing ; theſe Admonitions and large 
:overtures ſo prevailed with the [nfidel, that he had 

| great 
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great ſtore of treaſure, but as it was deſigned for evil 
m_ , It proſpered accordingly; for the Veſſell 
in the Adbviatich Sea, being boarded by John Roverins, 
a Venetian, he ſeized the caſh before it came to the 
Popes fingering, yet his Holyneſs loath to break his 
Word, nevertheleſs, contrary to his Oath made 
to the Ambaſſadors, from the great Maſter of 
Rhodes, Poiſoned Zemes, by putting Poiſon amongſt 
the Sugar which he was wont to mix with his Water, 
to the great Scandal of the Chriſtian Religion, and 
reproach of St. Peter's pretended Succellors : nor was 
God ſlow in revenging the diſhonor done to his name, 
for Alexander having a Baſtard Son, named Ceſar 
Borgia, a Profligate Wretch, -who after many Outrages 
and Mnrthers committed, being about to Poiſon ſeve- 
ral of the Cardinals, at a Supper in the Yatticar, by a 
lucky miſtake of the waiter, in taking up the wrong 
flaggon poiſoned his Father, who notwithſtanding 
his infallibility, was not Poiſon proof, nor did 
this uhgracious Son long eſcape, for fighting under 
the ſtandard of the King of Navar, he was ſlain with a 
hargubus ſhot. 

Notwithſtanding the death of Pope Alexander, yet 
he left Chriſtendom in ſuch a blaze, that the flame of 
diſcord, was not ina long while after quenched, for 
whilſt the Emperor of Germany, and Princes of 1raly, 
were Bandiling againſt the French King and ſhedding 
Chriſtian Blood , the Tirks invaded Poaolia and Raſſia, 
ſpoiling the Country and facking ſeveral walled 
Towns, but by reaſon of the Exceſſiveneſs of the Win- 
ter, through Hunger and Cold, moſt of the Army 
Periſhed, yet not diſmayed by the Loſs ſuſtained, he 
the next year ſent Cadumes Baſſa into Illyria, who 
ſpoiling the Country was incountred by go0o Croats 
and Hungarians near the River Morava, under the 
leading of Connt Bernard Francopain , where after - 
crue 
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Cruel and Bloody fight, the Chriſtians wyre put to the 
worlſt, and 7000 of them lain, and drowned in 

the River, the noſes of which being cut oft, . 
hung upon ſtrings, were ſent to Bajazer as a Bar- 
barous preſent. 

Charles the French King being dead, Lewis the 12 
Succeeded him in the Kingdom of France, who laying 
claim to the Dukedom of Allan made a league with 
the Venetians, whereupon Sfortia the Duke in poſle- 
Mon ſent to crave aid of Bajazer, laying before him the 
danger his Empire was in daily to be invaded, if the 
French grew from in Jraly, preferring Ambition 
and revenge, before the advancement of the Chriſtian 
Religion; Bajazer by this means ſtirred up, reſolved to 
render the Yenetians unſerviceable to the French, by 
__ them buſie nearer home, whereupon he com- 
manded Scander Baſſa his Lievetenant in 1lyria, to 
break in upon the Fruitful Country of Friuli, part of 
| the Yenetians Territories on the borders of Traly, 
the which he did with 12000 Horſe, deſtroying all 
before him as far as Liquentia, driving before him a 
great number of Captives, the which when he came 
to the Banks of 7ihiavenrur, and underſtanding that 
the French and Yenerians had driven the Duke of Millar 
out of his Territories, he barbarouſly cauſed to be 
put to the Sword: 

After the Seifure of 24lan, the Yenetians ſet out a 
| -__ Fleet under the charge of Anthony Grimani, who 
et upon the Turks Fleet (far Superior in number ) 
as it was coming out of the Bay or Havenof Sapjentia, 
in the Ifland of Sphraga, but through the Cowardice 
of the Admiral, in not permitting half his Fleet to 
come up, thoſe that were ingaged retired after a 
ſharp diſpute, and the Twrks kept their courſe to 
Nanpatum, now called-Lepanto, where they found Ba- 
gazetalready arrived with his Land Army, ſo that after 
; a 
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a few days Siege, the Citizens diſpairing of Snccour 
Surrendred the City, wherefore the Yenerian Admiral 

upon his return was Baniſhed by a decree of the Senate, 

- one of the Ab/yriaies l{lands, upon the Coaſt of Li- 
wrnia. 

Bajazet by this means having got firm footing in 
the Yenetian Territories, the year following viz. 
1500 entered the ſtraighcs of Corinth with an Army of 
150000, and palling through Peloponneſus, lay'd Siege 
to the ſtrong City of Adenthon, now called odor, 
and took it by ſurprize, putting all the Inhabitants to 
the Sword, upon which ſeveral other Cities belong- 
ing to the Yenerians, yielded by compoſition,but after 
the taking of many Cities on either fide, with great 
Blood-ſhed both by Sea and Land. A peace between 
Bajazet and the Senate of Fenice was treated, and 
| finally accorded upon conſideration, firſt that the 
Venetians ſhould deliver up the Iflands of Meritos 
and Lucadia (the which during theſe Wars they 
had taken from the Turks) reſerving to themſelves 
only the Iſland of Cephalenia : And that in conſideration 
thereof, Bajazet ſhould reſtore all ſuch goods as had 
been taken from the Yererian Merchants in the late 
Wars, and that it ſhould be lawful for them ( as they 
were wonted, fately to trade and trafhque into the 
Euxine Sea, and to Conſtantinople, and there to have 
their Conſul or Governour, as they had in former 
time, and laſtly that the Yererian Territories ſhould 
be certainly known and ſeperated from the Turks, by 
certain Bounds or Limits. ,Theſe conditions were 
Solemnly concluded on, and confirmed, both by Bajazer 
and the Senate of Yernice, and fo aftrmed : Peace con- 
claded in Ano 1503, after the Wars had continued 
between them for the ſpace of 5 years. 

Peace concluded with the YVenetians, Bajazet raiſed a 
great Ariny intending to invade Aungary, but tne 
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been often foiled by that warlike Nation, he changed 
his mind, and Marched to ſuppreſs the infurre8tion in 
Albania a part of his Territory, which done as he was 
returning, a Derviller which is a Phantaſtical kind of 
a beggarly Twkiſh Monk, uſing no other apparel but 
two Sheep Skins, the one hanging before, andthe other 
behind, who coming: up to him as if he would have 
asked an Almes, with a ſhort Cimiter, ſtrock at him, 
and beat him from his Herſe, and being about to re- 
double his blow, had certainly diſpatched him, had 
not Jſhender Baſſa come in, and with his Horſemans 
Mace, ſtruck the Varlet dead, who afterwards by 
the Soldiers was hewn 1n pieces z this treacherous and 
deſperate aCt ſo moved Bajazer, that he proſcribed all 
them of t1at Superititious order, and baniſhed them 
out of his Empare. 

Bajazet after the inceſſant toiles of War, reſolving 
to repole himſelt, committed the Management of his 
great Attairs to his 3 Baſſa's, viz. Alis, Achmetes, Kinſ- 
man to him that was llain, and Fachia, who having got 
the Reins of Empire in their hands for the ſpace of 
5 years, ſuffered things to run into. ſuch diſorder, 
by regarding their private profit, more then the pub- 
lick good, that a zreat part of the Leſſer Aſia was in 
an uproar ty the means of Chaſan Chelife, and Schach 
C#/:, or Techs, two Perſan Impoſters, who ſet the 
Multitude a madding, by ſpreading a new fangled 
Dottrine, more w:icked then that of Mahomer their 
pretended Prophet. To quench this Flame that began 
dreadfully to blaze into ggKebellion, Bajazet was forced 
to rouſe from his Lair, yet the Doctrine could not, 
nor Is it, to this Jay extirprated, for being perſecuted 
by Bajazet, they Hed into Perſia, and there pretend- 
ing themſelves to 'e ©.12 true Succeſſor of Mahomert the 
Impolter, an ©; none Dt they knew his Will, and * 
that thole that C2..cv24 vt in their DeCtrine, ſhould 
never

never Injoy any happineſs after this Life, with a deal 
of ſuch ridiculous Cant they ſo beſotted Aſymbeires 
Uſun Caſſanes the Perſian King, that he had to the firſt 
Author of this Doctrine, viz. one Haider, who was 
Maſter of theſe Diſciples , given his Daughter Mar- 
tha in Marriage 3 but he dying, and his Son Facup ſuc- 
ceeding him in the Kingdom , began to have his Bro- 
ther-in-Law in ſuſpition, by reaſon of the multitude 
that followed him, upon the account of his pretended 
Sanity : Inſomuch that he cauſed him ſecretly to be 
murthered, and raiſed a great Perſecution againſt thoſe 
that imbraced his DoEtrine ; yet this Haider left a Son 
which he had by Martha his Wife named Hy/mael, 
who afterward became a Sophy of Perſia, as will ap- 
pear in his Wars with Selymus Bajazet's Son, and Suc- 
ceſſor, but upon the Perſecution raiſed by Facup Son 
to Vſun Caſſanes, the two aforeſaid Diſciples of Haider 
fled to Armenia, and there dwelling in Rocks began to 


tell Fortunes, and other ſtrange things which made | 


; the Ryſticks ſuppoſe them men more then ordinarily | 


inſpired ; Infomuch that they gathered about them in 
great numbers, inſomuch that they*came out of their 
lovrking Holes into walled Towns, and taught boldly. 

During the ſpreading of this DoCtrine, y/mae! the 
Son of Haider being grown to mans Eſtate, and his Un. 
"Cle Facup dead, he by the Aid of ſuch as favoured his 
Fathers Doctrine, won the Kingdom of Armenia, and 


after that overthrowing Elan the Perſian King, Son 


to his Uncle Facxp in a pitched Battle, wherein the 
faid King was ſlain, he Qgpk Poſleſſion of all his 
Grand-fathers Dominjons , and from that time was 
called the great Sophy of Perſia, being afterward 
exceedingly beloved of his Subjects. 
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This Hyſmale was no ſooner Eſtabliſhed in his King- |} 


dom, but ke Eſtabliſhed to his Power his Fathers Do- 


Erine, which Chuſar, Chelife, and Techellss, perceiving, 
and 
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and underſtanding the: unlooked-for ſucceſs of their 
Maſters Son, they reſolved not cobeldle, but 'totry 
their Fortune likewiſe :' Whereupor gathering a:greart 
number. of their Proſelytes in Arms ; they: waſted a- 
-gam-the Countriesinthe leſſer Afiz," and being; incon- 
raged thereto by-Hy/male with Promiſe of great Suc- 
cours, they ſet 'd&wn before the © City: 'of Tronium; 
ſending out their Proclamations ftriftly to: injoyn all

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In this Battle fought, Ao 151 1. near Chiarlw,

rizople, where he no ſooner arrived, but he bountiful- 
ly rewarded his Men : Achommes Bajazet's eldeſt Son be- 
ing at Amaſia, and hearing what had paſled, raiſed 
an Army of 20060 Horſe and Foot, and by y_wy 
marches came to Seweari, Antiently called Chriftophorns, 
fituate upon the Strajghts of Boſphorwe , over-againſt 
ftantinople , where incamping he ſent Meſſengers 
£0 his Father, requeſting him as he had frequently de- 
termined to declare him his Succeſſor, as by Seniorit 
he ought, and to reſign him the Empire, all which 
Bajazet jntended to do, and propoſed ſuch his Inten- 
tions to his Captains; but they bribed by Selymm, 
oppoſed him therein, ſaying they would acknowledge 
no other Emperor but himſelf,and as the Captains ſaid, 
ſo ſaid the Soldiers : Wherenpon he ſent to Acho- 
metes, to inform him of the Obſtinacy of the Soldiers, 
and deſired him to return to his Gdenaiatc of Amaſa, 
till he could mold them into a better Temper by his 
Bounty ; but he impatient of delay, not only abuſed 
the Meſſenger, but greatly reproached his Father, 
roſe with his Army and marching through the Coun- 
try ſpoiled Bythinia, and growing daily more and 
more inft , from being barred of his ExpeCta- 
tion, purpoſed to have ſeized upon Aſiathe leſs; npon 
which calling to him his two Sons, Amurath and Aladine 
young Princes of great hope, he admoniſhed them to 
t1ke up Arms againſt their Grand-father, who prone 
enongh thereto of themſelves, and now incited by their 
Father, in a ſhort time raiſed a great Army, and'/joyn- 
ing with the ſtanding Forces; Achomeres had before in 
pay over-run- @ great - part of Aſia, Achometes caaling 
himſelf every where to be proclaimed King. = 
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Theſe proceedings greatly troubled Bajezer, inſo- 
much that to prevent Blood-ſhed, he gent to him his 
Ambaſladors to i ar him for his Diſloyalty, and 
to command hingtorthwith to ſet at Liberty his Ne- 
phews Mahometes , and his Brother whom he had tak- 
en Priſoners, for refuſing to aid him againſt their 
Grand-Father Bajazzt; but inſtead of performin 
what bis Father Commanded, he. cauſed the chiet 
Ambaſlador to be Slain in his preſence, and ſtritly 
enjoyned the other on Pain of their Lives, te de; 
his Camp 'ere Sun ſet, of which ſtrange and Hein» 
ous Fact, when Bajaxer had knowledge, he was great- 
ly inraged, and cauſed him to be proclaimed a Tray- 
tor againſt his Perſon , and Empire , commandin 
that the Emropean Horſe-men ſhould immediately 
againſt him. But the Baſſas that favoured Selymu 
thinking it now a fit time to procure his being calle 
home, and entring again into Favour, inſinuated in- 
to the old Emperor, that if hedeſigned to deſtroy 
both his Rebeltous Sons, he could do it by no better 
means, then by calling home Selyz-ws, and making him 
General of the Army deſigned, to march againſt A4- 
chometes,and that by inch means one of them was ſure 
to Periſh, and then getting the other into his power, 
he might deſtroy him at his pleaſure ; to this motion 
of the Baſſas Bajaxet hearkened, and commanded that 
Selymus ſhould be fetched to Court, whither now Cor- 
cut#s was come to claim his Fathers promiſe, as hav- 
ing heard that contrary thereto, he meant to give the 
Empire from him ; to whom Bajazer again made ma- 
ny promiſes only willing him to be content, whilſt 
this new Rebellion was ſuppreſſed, when in the mean 
while Selymus arrived, and proftrating himſelf at his 
Fathers Feet, was received into favour, and preferred 
to the leading of the Army 3 who no ſooner he:d:d 
it, but as it was before contrived by the Baſſas, he 
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By the General Voice was ſaluted Emperor, and A«- 
Fapha Baſſa ſent toBajazer peremptorily to demand 


him to ſnrrender the Empire, to his Son Selymus,whom 
as he ſaid the Soldiers had ſaluted Qmperor, and that

upon which Bajazet finding himſelf betrayed by thoſe 
he moſt relyed on, after having expreſſed Indigna- 
tion and Grief, finding that would, or would heqot 
all -'was one, with . many © curſes and' Execra- 
tions upon his unnatural Son, andthe reſt of the Tray- 
tors he delivered the Inſigns of Majeſty, of which 
unexpected news 'Corcutus having notice fled. for his 
Life to Magneſia. 

' © Selymus having by the means aforeſaid Graſped the 
Empure,could not ſnppoſe himſelf ſafe whilſt hisFather 
lived, and therefore with great rewards tempted Ha- 
#n0n a Jew, and Pajazer's chief Phyſitian to make him 
away by Poyſon, who in order to his Helliſh pur- 
Poſe went to' Haarianeple, whither Bajazet was retir- 
'ed, and there through Melancholy and infirmities in-

CF mus Aſpiring to the Empire by Blood and Tree. 
on, could not think. himſelf iafe whilſt any of

marched into Aſia to oppreſs Achometes, but miſling 
of him at that time, he thirſty of Blood cauſed 5 of 
his Nephews, all Princes of great hope to be ſtraug.

In this Battle fought in the Galderan Fields near 
the City of Coy, Arno 1514. Selymus loſt 30000 of 
his men, and amongſt them many Baſſas and great 
Commanders, even all the foyer of his Army, which 
conſiſted of 302000 Horſe and Foot, of the Perſa 
there fell not above 8000, Hy/maels Army not confill 
of above 30000, ſo that the Tyks were $ to. 1 ; 
amongſt the flain, were found the Bodies of ſeveral 
Perſian Women, who Armed had accompanied their 
Husbands;to participate of their good or evil fortune, 
at which Sch admiring, cauſed them to be Ho- 
nourably interred, and then, received the Emballadors 
of the ſeveral adjacent Cities, who upon condition 
their Goods, Lives and Liberties,mig yt he-dg' 
delivered up the Keys of their reſpeftive Cities, ſo 
that having taken polleſſion thereof, he called a Cougs 
cil of his Baſſas and great, Captains, to conſult what 
was beſt to be done, himſelf being defirous to Wan- 
ter in Tawrs, for oppoling which Muſtapha his chief 
Baſa, was by him dilgraced and thruſt from all his ho- 
pours, of which the Fanjzaries, having notice, began 
to Mutiny telling him to his face, they would not 
ſtay in that deſolate Country, where they had ſuffered 
ſuch hardſhip, daily to be expoſed to the fury of the 
Enemy, who was raiſing great forces to come down 


againſt them, and that if he would not in time Gert,

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they Were reſolved to forfake him," whereupon he 
as needs. muſt, changed his. former determination, re 
Yolving to return into'Cappadoria, whereupon contrary 
to his Promiſe, exaCting a great Maſs of Money from 
thertt of Tawrs, and carrying with him'zo000 families, 
the beſt Artificers in that City, eſpecially thoſe that 
were Skilfull in makitig Armour, he raiſed his Camp, 
'and Marched towards Euphrates, a longer way then 
that by which he came; fearing to retutn again by the 
head of Arax%, and the Mountains of *Prriardes, leſt he 
Hould meet the 1beriar and Albanian Horſemen, who 
as he”.was informed were following hatd'after him, 
'who indeed came within fight of tm\,” as he was 
Jallbghe Euphrates,” which raiſed ſucks conſternation 
1n his Camp, that in haſtily paſling the River, 2900 
Turks were drowned,« and a great many of his Ord- 
-nance, - together with much Baggage 'left as a Prey td | 
the' Perſians, nor had he better Succeſs in paſling the | 
Huge Mountain Anti-Faurus, for the Mountain Kings | 
deſpiling' him, by reaſon of his bad proceedings with 
their ſavage People, lay'd all the ways, 'and by fre- 
_ quently falling upon the' Rear of his *Army, killed 
*many of his People and took great ſpoil, though 
'the Kings upon his' ſending to complain' thereof, ex- | 
'cuſed"the matter, ptomiling to puniſh the offenders | 
"fo ſ5oh a5 they ſhould be known ; At length paſling | 
"the many dangers he came.to maſa, where he win- | 
- tered. ' with his broken' and* crazed Army, reſolving | 
"to'Tetarn the next ſpring with a far Firs Power; : 
" the Cauſe why Z/+aet being Lord of ſuch great Coun- | 
tries, *came with ſo ſmall a Power, was for that he to | 
” win'the Hearts of his People the better to beeſtabliſhed 
" Intiis new acquired. Kingdom,had remitted moſt of the } 
' Taxesand Cuſtoms,formerly pay'dto his Prodeceſſors, 
_ all his forces conſiſting in the Souldiers of the Court, 


thoſe that were by right bound to ſerve him, and ſuch 
s | / as | 
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as were ſent to him by the petty Princes his Neighbours; 
when as on the other ſide Selymus had always by hin 
an Ineſtimable Maſs of Money, kept in ſeven Towers 
in Conſtantinople, his yearly tributes and reyenues 
exceeding his expences by a fourth part. 

Selymas not thinking himſelf ſufficiently revenged 
of the Perſians, having raiſed his Camp at Amaſa, 
Early in» the' Spring, paſling the Exphrares with his 
whole Army, conulting of 300200 Horle and Foot, 
came before Clamaſſum a City of the Perſians, ſituate 
on the further Banks, which he fo ſuddenly inveſted, 
and ſo furiouſly aſſaulted, that the Gates being broken 
up, and the Walls in many places won, the defendants 
retired into the Market-place, and there fought a- 
gainſt the whole Power of Selymas to the laſt manz 
after thetaking of this City, he took two Caſtles not 
far diſtant from it, and being pricked forward witle 
the deſire of Glory, purpoſed to have ſubdued the 
Kingdom of Perſia, which he might the eafier have 
done, by reaſon Hy/mael was Waring againſt the 
Battrians and Hyrcanians, a ſavage People dwelling 
near the Caf;an Sea, who had Rebelled againſt him, 
but conſidering what damage he had received from 
Aladeules the Mountain King, and others inhabiting 
the Deſolate Countries, at the entrance into Armenia, 
he purpoſed e're he further proceeded, to ſubdue him, 


wherefore he Marched thitherward with all his People, 


of which the poor Prince having notice, gathered all 


his ſtrength, and drawing his Horſemen, who were 


but 15000 into a pleaſant Valley, commanded his Foot- 
men to keep the Mountains, and from thence with 
ſhot of Arrows annoy the Turks in paſlirig the ſtraights, 
upon which Selymns conſidering the diſadvantage of 
the place, commanded Sinan Baſſas General of the 
European Horſernen, to charge him with a ſquare 
Battle afront, whilſt himſelf with the Farizaries and 

M Aſian 
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Aſian Horſemen, followed him in the Rear, the 
Ground by reaſon of its Scantineſs, not admitting the 
uſe of Wings, upon which a fierce fight was begun, 
and Aladewles fighting Courragiouſly at the head of 
his men, forced the Turkiſh Horſemen to give ground, 
which Selymus perceiving and that his Army was ſorely 
Annoy'd by the Archers from the Mountains, drawing 
out 2008 Harquibuſiers out of his own Squadorn, he 
ſent them to reinforce his Horſe, and at the ſame time 
commanded the Ferizaries to Mount the Hills, which 
they doing:charged the Foot with ſuch Fury, that they 
being ſore diſtreſſed with the Harquibus ſhot, not being 
uſed to ſuch engins ſcattered and fled, ſo that a great 
number of them were killed, e're they could clamber 
up the ſteep Mountains, and the Horſe at that time 
being diſcomfited, fled by well known ways, into the 
faſtneſſes of the ſteep Rocks, after whom Selymw fol- 
towed burning all before him, but finding he could not 
overtake the King, who retiring before him, had 
fortified himſelf amongſt the Impregnible Rocks, and 
There ſtored up much proviſion, in hopes to weary the 
Turks with tedious delay. 

Selymus having perfect notice of all that had paſled, 
by ſeveral Priſoners that he had taken, thought it more 
fit to prevent his falling into neceſlity in ſo barren a 
Conntry, to. uſe Stratagems, where force could not 
prevail, whereupon underſtanding that there was no 
good meaning between Aladenles, and Alis Beg his 
General, (by reaſon that the King had formerly com- 


manded his Father to be ſlain,upon ſuſpicion he deſigned 


to ſeize his Kingdom ) he releaſing the Priſoners, ſent 
them to Alis Beg with great rewards, to incite him to 
deliver Aladexles into his hands, and that in Lieu thereof 
he of his bounty would give him the Kingdom, which 
ſo wrought with the treacherous General, that not 
finding means to kill the King, as he had PUrPOING, _ 
CAauic 
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|. cauſed all his Army to revolt to Sinan Baſſa,. whom Se- 


iymus had ſent to purſue him ; fo thar being left alone, 


/ flying through many deſolate places, at length hid

himſelf in a Cave, where being diſcovered by a Coun- 
try Peaſant, he betrayed him into the Hands of thoſe 
that ſought after him, who preſenting him to Selymus, 
he cauſed his Head to be ſtricken off, and carried all 
over Aſia the leſs in manner of Triumph, and after- 
ward ſent it to the Senate of Yerice, in token of his 
Victory. 

Selymus having ſabdued the Kingdom of Aladerles 
as aforeſaid, and reduced it into the form of a Pro- 
vince, making the Traitor chief Governour thereof, 
returned to Conitantinople, having, at the ſame time 
he was Waring againſt Alagerles by his Baſſas invaded 
Hungaria ; and now having notice from his Correſpon- 
dents in Chri#tendom, that Maximillian the Emperor, 
Uladiſlaus King of Hungaria, Sigiſmond King of Po- 
land together with the Princes of Germany, were en- 


; tering into a League againſt him; it cauſed him to make 


great Preparations for the defence of his Territories, 
but in the end thoſe Princes ſeperated without doing, 
any thing worthy of their meeting. So that being; 
freed from that Fear, he left a ſtrong Guard uponthe 
Fronteers of his Empire, bordering upon Hungaria, 
and departed t » /contum in Order, to;proſecute his War 
againſt the Perſian ; but during his Itay at that City, 
he had certain notice that- Campſon Gaurus Sultan of 


- + Egypr, with a great Army levied in Egype and Fuaea, 
/ was coming to Aid the Perſian King, his Confederate 


as hating Selymus for his Cruelty towards his Father, 

Brethren and Nephews, as likewiſe being jealous of 

his aſpiring Greatneſs, this News was Confirmed on 

all Hands: Selymas greatly feared that if he ſhould paſs 

over the River Emphrates, the Sultan might enter Aſia 

and ſpoil his ANNIE wheretore he thought it _ 
M2 
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if poſſible, - to make him his Friend, in order to which 
he ſent the Cadeleſcher, or great Doctor of the Ma- 
homitan Law; A man much reverenced amonglſt the 
Tirks, and Fachts one of his great Captains, as his 
Ambaſladors to deſire the renewing the League, ſome- 
time tnade between the Sultan and his Father Bajaxzer ; 
bat the Sultan moved by the pittious Complaints of the 
* Princes, Aladine Son-to MMahomet, and the Son of Ala- 

deules; who as exiled Princes remained in his Court, 
ard incouraged by his great Captains to reſtore them 
to their rightful Poſſeſſions, would have no Peace un- 
leſs 'Sely-mus would leave off to invade the Perſian, and 
reftore the Mountainous Kingdom to the young Ala- 
dexle; ; which upon the Report thereof ſo inraged Se- 
izmus, that he reſolved to lay aſide his intended War 
againſt Hyſmale, and turn all his Forces upon the Sul- 
te, and therefore with words of incouragement, 
havirg animated his Soldiers, he paſſed with his Army 
over the Mountains in three places, and ſo appointing 
4 great Company of the Common Soldiers and. Coun- 
try people, for the opening of the ſtraight Paſlages ; 
he Commanded the rough and uneven ways to be made 
ſmooth and plain, ſo that in five Days all his Ordnance 
and Carriages were come into the Plains!of Comagena, 
where he received News of Campſon's Army, from A- 
lis Beg Governour of the Mountain Kingdom, which 
cauſed him to march towards him with all ſpeed. 

By this time Campſon having notice of the approach 
(-whom he could not at firſt believe to have paſſed 
the hnge Mountain of Amanus) ſtood long in doubt 
whet was beſt to be done, whether to give the Ty- 
rant Battle, or to retire to Damaſco and protraCt 
the War, whilſt freſh Forces could come to his Aſſiſt. 
ance ; -In the latter Opinion Gazeftes his great Coun- 
ſelior, and Governour of Apamia Concurred with him, 
labonting earneſtly to confirm him in that Ops, 
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but Deſtiny ſo ordering it, he refuſed the good and 
wholſome Perſwaſions of Gazelles, and imbraced that 
of Cayerbeius, which was preſently to give the Turks 
Battle ; which Council he gave though he knew it to 
be Deſtructive, -that by ſuch means he might be re- 
venged. on the Sultan; who ſome years before had 
cauſed his Brother to be poiſoned, for deſigning to de- 
prive him of his Empire. 

Battle being reſolved on, and the Twrks Army com- 
ing on Campſon divided his Army into four Battles ; 
the firſt whereof he committed to Cayerbeizs the 
Traitor, the ſecond to Sybeius the Governour of Da- 
-aſeo, a man of ſingular Faith and Yalour ; theſe two 
were appointed at once to Charge both Wings of 
the Turkiſh Army, the third was lead by Gazelles, and 
the laſt by Campſor himſelf, who ſtayed with it for 
the defence of the Camp : Nor was Selym Idle, for 
he had placed the Aran Horſemen in the right Wing, 
and the Exropear in the left, and in the middle the 
Fanizaries, and Artillery before, whom between the 
two Wings, he had placed his Pentioners all moſt ex- 
pert, and valiant Soldiers, and in this Order the 7wzrks 
always fight, if the Ground will admit fo to Marſhaf 
\the Army. 

Both Armies being thus ſet in Order, the Charge 
was ſounded ; whereupon Cayerbeivs with his Squa- 
dron Charged the European Horſemen with great Fu- 
ry , but reſolving to betray his traſt by and by.,. 
Wheeling off fell upon the S»hiars and ſuch other 
Slaves as kept the Baggage, making ſome ſmall flaugh- 
ter, that as a Valiant and cunning Traitor, *he might 
at the ſelf ſame time fſatishe the Expectation of his 
Valour, and of his 'Treafon ; but Sybews the Gover-. 
nour of, Damaſco dealt otherwiſe, for entering over- 
thwart the Ranks in the right Wizg of the Turks 
Army ; he with his am-lkes Cherged with ſuch fu- 
I M3 TY, 
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ry, that having. made great ſlaughter -of the Afiax 
Horſemen, they broak in amongſt them like a devour- 
ing Tempeſt, bearing down all before them, till they 
came to the Inſigns in the midſt of the Wing : Net- 
ther-could Muftapha the Beglerbeg, nor Imbrabor Baſſa 
with all their Forces withſtand him ; or reſtrain the 
Flight of their Solcters, ſo that cutting in pieces the 
right Wing, he reſolutely thruſt in between the Battle 
of the Fanizaries and the Pentjoners, and there made 
ſuch lamentable Slaughter that the whole Army was 
in great fear for Selymus , by the breaking in of Sy- 
teins, was divided trom his Footmen, in whom he re- 
poſed his greateſt truſt, andnow the Farizaries hardly 
' charged by Gazelle, who following the Fortune of Sy- 
beius , had ſet upon the Front of the Enemies Battle, 
the Aſian Horſemen alſo put to the worſt, found ng 
mears how again to reſtore the diſordered Battle. 

In this Confuſion Sinaz Baſſa came in with the 
Squadron- of Horſe, under his Command, who had 
been bur lightly Skirmiſhed with by Cayerbeius, he ſtay- 
ed the Fury of the Mamalikes ; whereby the Turks 
taking freſh Courage, ſoon after wrung the Victory 
out 0: their Hands ; for the great Artillery being by the 
Commandment of Sely-s diſcharged amongſt them, 
by the terrible Thundering thereof, their Horſes were 
{0 trouvled that they conld not well guide them, nei- 
ther could their Riders themſelves though they were 
men of undaunted Conrage prevaile, being on every 
iide oppreſſed with the multitude of their Enemies ; 
yet in that diſaſter nothing diſmayed, ſetting them- 
{elves cloſe together, they brake through the midſt 
of their Enemies, with great ſlaughter of the Exro | 
Horſemen and Pentioners, and ſo with ſpeed fled to- 
wards the Camp and City of Aleppo; after whom fol- 
lowed San Baſſa with the ſwifteſt Horſe, ſo that the 
News of the overthrow being known to Campſon the 
Sultan, 
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Sultan, he indeavoured what he could to ſtay the flight - 
of his Men, but the preſs being great, and the Turks 
purſuing hard after them making” great ſlaughter, e- 
very. one ſhifting for himſelf in that general Calami- 
ty without ReſpeCt to the Sultan, he was overborn 
in the Preſs, and there by reaſon of the weight of his 
Armour and great Age, not able to relieve himſelf was 
trodento Death ; who afterwards being found amongſt 
the ſlain, was laid to the view of all People, that they 
might not flatter themſelves with his being alive, and 
ſo on his behalf fight more obſtinately for the future. 
This great Battle coſt Selyzws 30000 men, and the 
Egyptians few leſs, amongſt which there fell 1000 Ma- 
malukes, and was tought on the ſeventeenth of Auguſt, 
Anno 1516. After which Selymus received the City of 
Aleppo into his obedience, the Mamalukes being depart- 
ed thence to Damaſco; after whom he likewiſe ſent 
Fonuſes Baſſa and followed himſelf with all the Army, 
but before his Arrival- they were departed to Carr, 
and 4n a full Aſſembly choſe Tomombeius ( a Circaſſian 
born ) Sultan in the ſtead of Campfor Ganrus; who 
took ſpeedy: Care for providing all things neceſſary 
to defend his Countries from the Power of the Turks, 
muſtering great Companies of ſuch, of his Slaves, as 
he thought fit for the War, as likewiſe ſeveral Aoors 
and Arabians. His Neighbours hiering certain Per- 
ſons for great Rewards, to Travel through the Arra- 
bian Deſerts into Meſopotamia, and ſo to Hyſmale the 
Perſian King with the Letters, earneſtly requeſting 
him to invade the Turks Dominions in Aſia the leſs, 
or with all ſpeed to break into Comagera, and ſo to in- 
cloſe Selymus with both Armies as he lay in the Bor- 
ders of Judea, and by that means greatly deſtreſs 
him, by reaſon he had no Fleet at Sea to relieve him 
with Proviſion; and by that means. might revenge 
himſelf, and prevent his Territories from Invaſion for 
the future. M 4 Whilſt 
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>. "Whilſt theſe things was doing, $Sinar Baſſa with 
conſiderable Forces paſling through part. of Arabia, 
ſeized upon the City of Gaza ; of which Gazelles hav- 
Ing notice poſted thither with 6000 Mamalukes, and a 
conſiderable number of Arabiaz Adventurers, think- 
ing to ſurprize the Bafa ; bur he having notice of his 
approach, went to meet him with all his Forces : Sq 
that both Armies incountering, the Egyprians after a 
Bloody fight, being over-powred by numbers, and 
fore Gauled with Harquebuſs Shot, left the fight and 
fled towards Cair ; but whilſt the Turks were depart- 
ed on this Expedition, the Citizens of Gaza had plun- 
dered their Camp, ſuppoſing them to be retired for 
Fear, and diſcomfited 2000 Turkiſh Horſes, ſent by 
Selymus to the Aid of Sinan Bafſa, who retreating were 
almoſt ſlain by the wild Arabs, and had certainly all 
-Perifhed, had they rot fortunately met with Fuleb 
Governour of Achaia, icnt with another Power; yet 
the Arabians flocking about them, greatly annoyed 
them with their Shot from the Hills, not giving 
them any time to reſt; and ſuch through weakneſs, 
or for tq ſeek Proviſion ſtragled from the Army, and 
were cut off; ſo that had not Imbrahor Baſ/a met them 
out of Syja, they had never paſled alive through 
thoſe Detarts, for the Arabiavs as men living upon 
ſpoil ſtill purſued them, and in a diſperſed manner 
were continually hovering over their Army, yet long 
they had not marched e'r they met with Sely-mas, who 
with the remainder of his Army was marching to- 
wards Gaza, when having notice from thoſe that had 
been put to flight by the Citizens thereof, what had 
betell them 3 he verily believed that Sinan Baſſa and 
all his men were either ſlain or taken Priſoners, till 
ſuch tine as he was by the Syrian Scouts informed to 
the contrary, at which he not a little rejoyced, yet 
the Arabians daily moleſted his Army : infocqach 
tnat 
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that he-was inforced to place his Harquebnfiers, and 
moſt of his Artillery in the Rear, with order to 
Charge them as they ſaw occaſion z and fo in that Or. 
der he marched till he came to Fernſalem, which was 
then altogether ruinated and defaced, from whence: 
after having viewed the holy Sepulcher,keptby a Com- 
pany of poor, yet devout Chriſtians, 'who payed Tri- 
bute for that priviledge to the Sultan of Egypr, and 
having made his offering, and ſome miles diſtant 
met with Sian Baſſa, who having put to Death the 
Authors of the revolt of that City, and ExaQted a 
great ſum of Money of the reſt, came forth to meet 
him, whom he bountifully rewarded, giving to the 
Captains Garments of Silk, and to the reſt rewards, 
according to their Demerits. | 
After he had- refreſhed his Army at Gaza, for the 
{pace of four days, he leaving a Garriſon therein paſ- 
ſed over the Dangerous, Deſolate, and unpeopled 
Sands ; which at many. times moved by the Wind, 
worked like a rough Sea, and riſing in the Air, hin» 
dred the fight of the weary Paſlingers ; but ſuch was 
the good fortune of Selymus, that a little before he en- 
tered them, ſuch ſtore of Rain fell that it not only 
allayed the Sand, but furniſhed his Army with Water 
during his paſlage, which took up eight days, yet was 
he frequently aſſaulted by the Arabians. | 
The Deſerts paſled as aforeſaid, the Twrkiſh Army 
drew near unto Car to receive, or rather intrap which 
Tomombeius the new Sultan, near to a Village called 
Rhodania had intrenched this Camp with deep Ditches 
filled with Water, over which he had laid yotten Hur- 
dles, and upon them Earth, and lined all the Banks 
with Artillery, not doubting but Selymus wonld march 
that way ; but this their Device, which would cer- ' 
tainly have gained them a Victory had it took, was 
upon the approach of the 7x74; Army diſcovered to 
| | | Selymus, 
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Selyzms,; by four Epirot Mamalukes, who ſecretly En- 
vying the ſudden Advancement of Tomombeixs, had in 


the Night time withdrawn themſelves from his Camp : 
Upon which Sely-ms altered his determined Courſes, 


. . andmarching by by-ways ſuddenly appeared with his 


Army, drawn up in Barcalia in the Rear of the Egypti- 
an:Camp, which put them into a great Conſternati- 
on,: but ſeeing no Remedy but preſently to ingage, the 
Sultan put his Army in readineſs, and after the Charge 
founded furiouſly with his great Ordnance,ſpoke his in- 
dignation, and was anſwered in the ſame Language 
from Sely-mns his Camp ; but after the ſecond diſcharge 
of each particular tire, the Armies joyned Charging 
eachother with ſuch Force, that all the Ground lay co- 
vered with the ſlain, the 2damalukes inraged with mor- 
tal Hatred, bearing down all before them, when in the 
mean time the Arrabians incompaſſed the Turks Battle, 
putting the Thracian,, Macedonian, and Epirot Horſemen 
tothe flight; the which Sinar Baſſa perceiving came 
in'with his Squadron of Horſe, to ſtay the wavering 
Battle, : but being overcharged by Gazelles and Bidon 
he was flain, and his men diſordered : So that had not 
Selymus himſelf advanced with his ſureſt ſtrength of 
the FJanizary, the Viftory had fallen to the Sultan ; 
but with them reſtoring the Battle,. and the Mama- 
Iukes being tired with. continual Fighting, at the ap- 
proach of Night Tomomberus finding his men to be wor- 
ſted, cauſed the retreat to be ſounded, and retired to- 
wards Cair, leaving his Camp to the Turks. 

In this Battle, fought on the 24. of January 1517. 
Were ſlain many Thouſands on both ſides, and the 
Turks had certainly been worſted, had it not been for 
the invincible Courage of the Fanizaries. The Turks in 
purſuit, having taken the Diadare, a man of great Com- 
mand amongit the Egyptians, and Bidon the valiant Cap- 
tain, whom Sely-ws unworthily cauſed to be ſlain in 
revenge of the Sinan Baſſa, Tomombeins 
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Tomombeins a man of a warlike Spirit, nothing dif- 
couraged at what had happened; but rather more reſo- 
lute-to revenge his diſgrace, gathered his Power from 
all parts, and incamped Commodiouſly between the 
City of Cair, and the River Nilus, and there conſult- 
ed, how he might by ſtratagem moſt conveniently ſet 
upon the Trks Camp e'r they underſtood what Pow- 
er he had, not thinking it ſafe ſo ſuddenly to try ano- 
ther Field : But whilſt he was thus plotting all his 
devices were diſcovered to Selymus, as they had beet 
before by ſeveral Mamalukes, who now beginning to 
have his fortune in Contempt revolted from him : In- 
ſomuch that to prevent the firing of his Camp as was 
intended. Selymus cauſed ſtrift Watches to be kept, 
and great Fires to be made, that ſo he might diſcover 
the Enemies approaches by night ; which the Sultan 
perceiving by the advice of his great Commanders, 
retired into the City of Caire, there to expect the 
approach of the Conqueror, furniſhing it with all man- 
' ner of Warlike provilion, and inciteing the Egyptians, 
who ſtood all this while Newters to take up Arms, 
in the defence of their Country, which the more weal- 
thy whillingly did, but the poorer fort, who in all 
Nations ever gape after change'of Government, think- 
ing to advantage themſelves thereby ; yet ſuch were 
the perſwaſions of the Mamalukes, that in the end moſt 
of the Citizcns reſolved upon the defence of that great 
City, towards which Selymus was advancing a pace, 
wherefore Tomombeius cauſed Tfenches to be drawa 
Crols the Streets, at the bottom of which were fix- 
ed ſharp Stakes, and before them, Tin being overlaid 
with rotten Hurdles, ſo to intrap the too eager Turks, 
for why, the City had no Walls but ſituate upon the 
River Vilas, was adorned with many ſtately Towers, 
Prramides, Pallaces, Temples, and Monuments of the 
Egyptian 
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Egyptian Kings , ſerved rather for Pleaſure then | 


ſtrength : He likewiſe cauſed the Houſes to be furniſh- 
ed with Harquebuſiers, and his Pieces of Culvering, 
and other ſmall Pieces, to be every where planted Ad- 
vantagiouſly for the annoying the Enemy, and in the 
great Street drew up his greateſt ſtrength, conſiſting 
of Mamalukes;, yet Selymus being now come before it, 
after his having incouraged his Soldiers to undertake 
the ſubduing of that great City, as the laſt Refuge of 
- the Sultan, he furiouſly entered the Gate called Baſue- 
la, and at one inſtant thruſt in his Horſemen at di- 
vers Caves, but kept his Fanizaries in the high Street, 
where the oreareſt Power of the Mamalukes were : 
Whereupon a dreadful Fight was begun on all parts, 
inſfomuch that the Channels run Blood like ſo many 
Torrents; the Artillery and ſmall Shot {till thunder- 
ing from either ſide, made all ſeem Fire, and covered 
the tops of the Houſes with Clouds of ſmoke; when 
from their Windows, and Roof of their Houſes, the 
Egyptians caſt down Stores, Tiles, ſcalding Water, Sul- 
Phur, Pitch, Tar, and tne like, to the great annoyance 
of the Twrks, who ſtill preiling forward many of them 
fell into the Covert Trenches, and were there impail- 
ed on the Stakes ; and ſuch was the Clamour and Out- 
cries of the Enemy, where together with the Claſhing 
of Weapons, and dreadful Fires, that it ſeemed as if 
the deſolation of all things was come, and in this diſ- 
mal manner continhed the Fight for the ſpace of two 
Days, and two Nights, without intermiſſion : Inſo- 
much that Sclymus finding what obſtinate Enemies he 
had to deal with, began to deſpair of winning the 
City, and therefore was about to ſound the Retreat, 
as his fainting Soldiers moſt earneſtly deſired, at what 
time he had News that uſtapha Baſſa had by the 
Conduct of fome Fugitive Mamalukes , entered the 


_Eity on the other ſide, and had taken the Mamalukes 
Horſes, 
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1 Horſes, which they had left there ready Sadled, there« 


on to make their eſcapes, if matters came to the Ex« 
tremity, which not only Animated the Tirks, but dif- 
mayed the Mamalukes, who expetted no ſuch Matter : 
So that the Fight were renewed on the third day, con- 
tinuing Bloody and doubtful till the Evening, at what 
time noſt of the Egyptians were very deſirous to be rid 
of their inſolent Lords; the: 14amalukes revolted to 
the Turks, which the Mamalukgs perceiving, and that 
by Reaſon of the great namber of Tarks, that were 
ſent to ſtop the Gaps that Death had made, they 
were no longer able to reſiſt their Fury, they be- 
took themſelves to flight, moſt part of them haſting 
to the River Nils with Tomombeins ( who in that 
Battle had all in vain proved the utmoſt of his Proweſs 
and Policy ) being Tranſported over it in Boats fled 
to Segeſta, others of them fled into the Houſes of the 
Egyptians, and into Caves, and Vaults in the City to 
hide themſelves. A thouſand five hundred of the bet- 
ter ſort, betook them to the Temple of their pretend- 
ed Prophet, where after an obſtinate and tedious de- 
fence, being diſabled by Wearineſs, Thirſt, and 
BDſs of Blood ; they ſurrendered themſelves upon Di- 
ſcretion, part of whom the furious Soldiers ſlew-in 
the Porch of the ſaid Temple, and the reſt within a 
few days after, being ſent down the River to Alex- 
andria, were there contrary to the Promiſe of Selymus 
put. to Death. = 

This great City ſubdued after the manner afore- 
ſaid, Selymus Commanded a part of his Army to ex- 
tinguiſh the Fire, which raged vehemently in many 


' Places, which done he exhibited a Proclamation, that 


all the Mamalukes, who within twelve hours would 


\ ſurrender themſelves ſhould have pardon of Life ; up- 


on which many came forth of their ſecret places, and 
that whoſoever of the Egyptians ſhould conceal any 
QLCe 
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one of them longer then the time ſpecified, he threat- 


_ ned to impail them alive on Stakes, and having ſold 
their Wives and Children, to burn their Houſes ; 


which dreadful menace on the one fide, and hopes of. 


Reward, which was alſo Promiſed on the other, cau- 
ſed many of the Egyptians contrary to their Promi- 
ſes to their old Lords, the amalukes to deliver ſome 
of them up to the Tyranny of Selymuws, who cauſed 
them to be put to Death ; but ſome of the Egyptians 
impeached by their malicious Neighbours, choſe rather 
to ſuffer Death, then to prove perfidious in breaking 


the ſolemn Proteſtations they had made to their Lords : - 


Nor did the Victorious Tirks ſpare, though contrary 
to Selymus his Promile to rifle the Houſes of the Egyp- 
r1ans,Murther many of them,and defloure their Daugh- 
ters, and raviſh their Wives even in their Preſence, 
and to uſe all other Cruelties incident to ſo great and 
populous a City, upon the entry of an Hunger-ſtarved 
Army greedy of prey. | 

At the taking of Cair Gazales, the great and Yali- 
ant Captain of the damalukes was not preſent, but 
ſent by Tomombeius to raiſe an Army in Arabia, who 
upon his return finding all loſt, and that the Sultan 
was fled he knew not where, not thinking it Conveni- 
ent to hazard a Battle againſt him, whom Fortune ſo 
highly favoured ; he came to Selymus upon his Faith 
before given, for the ſafety of himſelf and his Follow- 
ers, which were three Arrabian Captains, and a num- 
ber of good Horſemen, and being admitted to his Pre- 
ſence boldly declared, that ſince Fortune. had made 
him her Darling, and that he by her aid, rather 
Conquered the Mamalukes, then by any Force ; and 
that tince Tomombeius was fled, whoſe part as long as 
his Kingly Authority and Majeſty remained, he had 
faithfully ſerved, heand the reſt were at his Devotion z 
if he ſo pleaſed to ſerve him with their Lifes and For- 
tunes , 
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tunes, of which offer Selymus joyfully accepted, high- 
ly Congrning Gazeles beth for his Virtue and Va- 
lour, which for the moſt part gains Credit amongſt 
| the rougheſt Enemies, and not long after ſending him 
| to ſuppreſs the A4oors and Arabs, that made Incurſi- 
ons into the Country about Cair ; he ſuddenly over- 
threw them, and e'r he was expected returned with 
ViAtory. 

Tomombeins being in the Country of Segeſia, whilſt 
Selymus was ſetling his matters at Cair, raiſed a conli- 
derable Army, and the rather for that he had frequent 
| advice from the Carians, that if he would come ſud- 

1 denly upon the Twrks, they would raiſe ſuch a Tumult 
that he ſhould not only recover the City, but deſtroy 
the Army who were but few in number, and moſt 
of thoſe weak through their Wounds and Sickneſs, 
but e&'r he could put this Deſign in PraCtice, one Al- 
buchomar a man of great Wealth and Authority in the 
Country of Segeſta,diſcovered the deſign to Selyms;who 
cauſed all ſuch Citizens as he ſuſpeCted to be ſhut up 
in the Caſtle, and continually guarded the Streets , 
. Placing along the River Boats, and Men and Artillery 
to keep the Enemy from repaſling it, and not well 
aſſured to hold what he had got, from ſuch deſperate 
and reſolute Enemies as were the Mamalukes ; of 
whom a great Power were again reſorted to Tomom- 
beius, he reſolved to ſend Ambaſladors to him, to ad- 
viſe him to ſubmit, and in yielding to his Clemency 
he would provide for him in ſome other part of his 
Dominions, but e'r the Ambaſſadors came to his Camp, 
they were way-laid by certain A4amalukes, who had 
vowed no Peace with the Tarks, and without reſpeCt to 
theirCharaCter ſhamefully murthered them,upon notice 
of which Selymus who was of a hot fiery Nature, was 
ſo inraged that he could ſcarcely contain himſelf: And 
thereupon Commanded a ſtrong Bridge made of ys 
an 
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and Planks, to be laid over” Nilus, reſolving to re- 
venge the affront done to his Majeſty, the which once 
finiſhed he drew the greateſt part of his Army out 
of Cair, ( leaving only ſo many as might keep the Ci- 
ty from revolting) with an intent to paſs into the 
Country of Segaſta, to waſt it with Fireand Sword ; of 
which Tomombems having knowledge, by ſpeedy mar- 
ches. came to the Bridge at what time the Afiars 
Horſemen were paſled over, and ſetting furiouſly up- 
on them e'r they kad well put themſelves in Order, 
making great ſlaughter of ſuch as reſiſted : Infomuch 
that many to avoid the Swords of their Enemies by 
leaping into the River were there drowned, others in 
ng the Bridge were thruſt beſide and miſerably 
Periſhed in the Water. Nor could Muſftapha Baſſa 
with all his Courage reſiſt the Fury of the Mamalukes, 
all the Turks being filled with Fear and Conſternation, 
as well on the hither as the further Bank ; the Artillery 
was for a while rendered ufeleſs,by reaſon that if it had 
been diſcharged , it muſt have been againſt the Turks 
onely, who in fearful Troops covered the farther 
Bank, calling for Help to thoſe on the other ſide ; Se- 
lymus ſeeing in what itate Aſſairs ſtood, cauſed all his 
Boats to be brought, and filling them with Farizaries 
paſſed them over, who Ranging in good order ſtay- 
ed the Fury of the amalukes ; when as Carroglis Son 
to the Tartar King, and Brother-in-Law to Selymus, 
with his Horſemen took the Water and Swom over 
with little loſs : So that now the Battle went hard on 
all fides, and ſtrongly did the Mamalakes preſs on to 
gain the Head of the Bridg ; the which they had done 
by Cutting the Cables that faſtened it, they had ſet 
it afloat down the River, and deſtroyed that part of 
the Army, with whom they were ingaged, e'r they 
could have been relieved by their Fellows; which 
Muſtapha perceiving, had drawn to that place both 
his 


i 
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His Inſigns, and: his moſt experienced Soldiers, ſd 


that the Fight was for a lohg time maintained/Bloody 


and dottbtful, but the 'Tarks ſtilt coming over ia 
great abundance, true Valour: was obliged to give 
place to Mulritudes; for the Mamalukgs who had done 
all that men could do, betook themſelvesto Flight ; 
after whon the Tartarian Horſemen followed with 
great Slaughter; as likewife did /1uſtapha Gazeles , 
and Cayrebeins, Selymw being deſirous of nothing more 
then that Tomombeins might tall into his Hands,which 
at length felt our according to his wiſh ; for., the next 
Day he was overtaken, when making head with his 
ſlender . Train, he Fought right valiantly, but at 
tengtly overcome he again fled,. yet ſo ſtrict was Se- 
lym hiscommand;that the great Captarns ſtil} purſued 

im, denouncing all manner of Torture to the poor 
Villagers, if they did not ſo watch the pallages of. the 
greatMarſh,whereinto he was entered,that he ſhould by 
no means eſcape ; wherenpon on the third day finding 
himſelf hard beſet on everyſide, he willingly gave his 
followers leave to forfake him, and laying atide 'his 
Inſigns of Royalty hid himſelf amongſt the Flags and 


Buſhes, ſtanding up to the Neck in Water, where be- 


ing found by the Country Peaſants,he was drawn thence 


anddelivered to the Baſſa uſtapha, who brought hint 
together with ſeveral of his Captains to Cair, where 


Selymus reſolving before: hand to pur: him to Death 
thereby to appeale the Ghoſts. of his flam Ambaſſadors 
would not admit him to his preſence; but commanded 


him to be delivered to the Tormentors, that withex- 
* *quiſite torments they might make'him reveal the Trea- 


ure of Campſon Gourns, ſuppoſed by him ts have been 


hid; all which he indured- with a manly courage and 
:Kern Countenance , uttering nothing uhbeſeeming his 
-CharaQer,: after which hs in tatrerod Garments with 
his Hands: bound behind. bin, .being; ſet” upon 4 i 
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I11-favoured Camel, was in diviſion carryed throngh 
all the Publick places of the City to be Gazed at as a 
SpeCtacle of Miſery, by thoſe who not a Month be- 
fore had honoured with profound Reverence, as their 
great& mightyKing,now by the handofFortune thrown 
trom the topof all worldly honour, into the Abyſs of 
extreameſt Miſery , and in this manner the inſulting 
Twrks having brought him to the chiet Gate of the Ci- 
ty, extended their cruelty yet farther by ſtrangling 
him with a Rope, and that he might be the better ſeen 
of all that paſſed by, Hanged him upon a hook under 
the Gate 3 nordid any of the Princes of the Mamalukgs 

who fell into the Turks Hands fare otherwiſe. | 
The Terror of Selymus his many ViCtories now 
ſpreading wide, all the Cities of Egypr ſubmitted to 
the Conquerour, no place between the River Nibss,and 
the Borders of [naiaand Arabia, that wereeither Tri- 
butaries or Confederates to or with the Sultan, but 
ſent their Ambaſſadors with Preſents to Selymws, pro- 
miſing to continue the ſame with him,as they have done 
with the Sulrans, only the wild Arabians ſtood at de- 
fiance till ſuch time as with large Gifts he had won 
many of their great Captains to bring their People 0- 
ver to his obedieuce ; at what time Amyraſes ſubmitted 
lumſelf, and delivered into his poſſeſſion the Egyptian 
Fleet, built to oppoſe the Porrwgiſe Trade inthe /nd;- 
a;,andſo Swimming ia the currant of Fortunes favour, 
he extended his Dominions as far as the confines of the 
Great —_ of e/E£thiopis called Prefter-Fohrs, and thus 
having reduced all to his obedience, he camedown the 
River Nilxs in his Gally to Alexandria, and having 
well reviewed it, returned again to Cair, from whence 
he commanded 500 Families of the Wealthier ſort of 
the Egyptians to be removed to Conſtantinople, for the 
Tranſportation of which Veſſels were purpoſely pre- 
pared; as alſo a great number of Women and _ 
ren 
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dren of theRace of the Aamalykes, thereby toprevent 
future troubles, and then ſtaying a while to obſerve 
the overflowing of Nils, from which the Egyprians 
Prognoſticate 2 happy or unhappy Seaſon, as it riſes 
little or much, he reſolved to depart for Syria, having 
made Cayrehine the Traytor Governonr of Cair, and 
his great Lieutenant of Egypr, which he had reduced 
into a Province , w _ = _ Baſſa 

tly envying, as luppo elf greatly wrong- 

= by Selpans, whom he had faithfully ſerved in all 
his Wars, in heaping upon a Traytor the honour 
which he greedily expected by opening his mind there- 
in, and retufing to deliver the Largeſles appointed for 
the Soldiers thereby to render hisCompetior qdious, he 
fell ſo far intothe Emperors diſpleaſure, that notwith-= 
ſtanding all the excuſe he made in defence of himſelf, 
he cauſed him to be Strangled even in his preſence, 
thereby to deter others from daring to ibs 
him what he ſhould Act, or on whom he ſhould beſtow 
his favours,yet was the fall of this greatBaſſs worthily 
Lamented of the Souldiers, who ſpared not to tell the 
Tyrant to his Face of his many Barbarous Cruelties, 
repeating all the Inhumane Murthers he had canſed to 
be committed, but others again remembring how this 
Baſſa had during his being in favour with Wn, 
caufeleſly Stabed his Fair and Virtuous Wife 0s 
upon a jealous , tho falſe and Groundleſs Sufpicion of 
her Inconſtancy, ſaid it was a Judgetttent of God 
upon hins for that Barbarous and unnatural Crime. 
Selymws having left Egypr, and arrived in Syria, res 
ceived Letters from Himbracor the Great Maſter of his 
Horſe, whom he had left upon the Frontiers to attend 
the motions of the Perſians, certifying him that Hs/- 
macl's great preparations were dwindled into nothing, 
by that molt of hisforces conſiſting ofVolumtary 
Gentlenten, who ſerved at —2y own charges, and or” 
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not bound to paſs the Limits of their Country, had re- 
faſed to invade the Turksſh Frontiers, during the Wars 
with the Sultans of Egypr. All the following Winter 
Selymus ſtay'd to ſettle his Aﬀairs in Syria, but'early 
in the Spring having notice from his Lieutenant in Ex- 
rope ; that Pope Leo the tenth had ſtirred up.the Chri- 


ſtian Princes, to invade his Territories on that fide, 


leaving Gaxzeles his Lieutenant in Syria, he haſted with 
his Army to Conſtantinople, where he no ſooner arri- 
ved but making great preparations,he reſolved to bend 
all his forces againſt theChri/tians;but 'ere he could per- 
form his deſignGod(who as he pleſes reitrains the pow- 
er of Tyrants,evenin their greateſt pride,to make him 
ſenſible that he was but a mortal Man) {truck him with 
a grievous Canker inthe Reins of his Back, which de- 
riding Art admitted of no cure, but daily increaſing 
with horrible pains, he ſtill Rotting above-Ground, ' 
and well-nigh Poyſoning ſuch as were about him with 
the noiſome Contagion, in his way to Hadrianople, in 
order to the Solemnizing the profane Fealt called Bat- 


ram (or as they Termit the Feaſt of their Prophet)he 


Breathed out his diſmal-Ghoſt Arno 1520, near tothe 
City Chzurlia, on the very ſpot where he had formerly 
lifted up his Impious Sword afainſt his Father Baja- 
zet, with purpoiec to have bereaved him of his Life and 
Empire, dying after he had Reigned eight Years and 
lived 46, filling the World with Murthers and prodi- 
gious Slaughters, and was Buryed ina new Temple at 
Conſtantinople, EreCted for that purpoſe by his Son S9- 
ly:man, who ſucceeded him in the Orromar Empire, and 
in token of his reſtleſs Nature, upon his Tomb. is In- 
graven in Greek, Turkiſh and the Sclavoman Tongues, 
this following Epitaph. .

CHAP. XV. 


The. Life of Solyman, the firſt of that Name, 
and fourth Emperor of the Turks, who for his 
many great exploits, or rather Lofty Carriage, 
was Sirnamed the Magnificent. 


Elymus heing dead, his Death was Concealed by" Fer- 
hates, the only B-ſſa preſe:wt at his Departure, till 
ſuch time as Soly-1an came from Magneſia , leſt the 
Souldiers . but eſpecially the Jarizaries ſhould have 
Spoil'd and Plundered the Merchanfs-Stranzers re- 
ſiding in the great City of Conſtantinople, as 1s utual 
with them in _Jyrerregnums, as they. call them; which 
are accounted from-the Deathot the proceeding Em- 
peror, to the time the Succeeding Emperor is preſent- 
ed to be proclaimed by the men of War ; but ſnchwas 
the Increqulity. of Solyman, that knowing his Fathers 
cruel Nature, & [ealous apprehenſion of his intent toAſ- 
pire toEmpire,for which he had often beenin —_— 
N 3 1$ 
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his Life, could not believe what he moſt deſired, till 
he had it certified from all Hands, upon which with 
more then ordinary ſpead, he haſted to Conſtantinople, 
and there being met by the Great Baſſas, and the 
Aga of the Farizaries he was Iead into the mid'ſt of 
the men of War, drawn up for that purpoſe, when as 
the 4ca or chief Captain with a loud Voice ſaid, Be- 
hold your Emperor, upon which immediately follow- 
ed an Univerſal Shont, ſucceeded with the Joyful Ac- 
clamation of, Longlive the great Emperor Solyman 
which conſent of the men of War is to the Turk; 
Emperors, the greateſt Aſſurance of their ſafe Eſta- 
bliſhment in their Empire ) and ſoin great Triumph 
they brought him into the Royal Pallace, and placed 
him in his Fathers Seat Arno 1520, at what time 
Charles the fifth was choſen Emperor of Germany, 
The Janizaries by this means diſappointed of the 
Spoil of the Goods, __ to the fowiſh and Chris 
ſtian Merchants, in Lieu thereof received of the new 
Emperor great Sums of money, and had during his 
Reign, their wages Augmented ; upon the Deathof Se- 
fymus, Gazeles whom he had madeGoyernour of Syria, 
revolted from Solyman, and drew after him theremain- 
ing power of the Mamalukes, ſeizing upon ſeveral Ci- 
ties,but being Fought with by Ferates Baſſa ſent againſt 
him with a great power, he after a long and Bloody 
Fight yas Slain, and his forces put to Flight; upon 
which all the Cities of Syria were: again reduced to 
the Twrkjſb obedience: And now Solyman deſirous to get 
himſelf a Name, by the Counſel of Pyrhus-Baſſe his 
Tutor reſolved to bend his forces againſt the Chriſti- 
7s, who by Reaſon of the Diſſenſions amongſt them- 
ſelves, lay open to his Invaſion ( a fatal over-ſight 
which ever gave the Ozromay Emperors, the oppor- 
tunity to inlarge thejr Dominions on the Borders of 
. Chriſtendom |) whereupan raiſing a great power, and 
| EnteTINg 
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entering: Hungaria, he took Belgrade almoſt withous® 
reſiſtance, againſt which in vain 4ahomet the Great » 
Amurath Bajaxet had loſt geoooo Men ; Belgrade 
ſtrongly Garriſoned . he diſperled part of his Army, 
and returned to C onſtantinople, making great Prepara- 
tions for Sea againſt the Spring, as having an Eye up- 
on thefamous I of Rhodes, of which the Rhodians 


not being Ignorant choſe for their great Maſter Philip- 


pus Villerws, a man of great Wiſdom and Courage , 
then following the French Court ; but upon notice 
thereof took Shipping at arceles, and arrived ſafe 
in the Port of the City Rhodes ( tho Solymar had ſent 
out Cortug Ogly, a famous Pirate of the Turks, with 
ſeveral Gallies to intercept them)whereupon at his ar- 
rival he was inſtalled by the Knights of the Order and 
Citizens, with great Triumph, and more then ordinary 
expreſſions of Joy. 

Solyman not altering his Determination, yet deſi- 
rous to know how the Rhodjans ſtood affected; andto 
learn all that was poſlible of their number, and the 
Strength of the City, ſent divers inſinuating Letters 
with Superſcriptions of his Thundering Titles to the 


great Maſter 2 of which this is One, wiz. Solyman by 


the Grace of God, King of Kings, Lord of Lords, 
greateſt Emperor of Conſtantinople, and Trepezond; moſt 
Mighty King of Perſia, Arabia, Syria, Egypt, Lord of 
te and Emrope, Prince of Mecha and Aleppo, Ruler 
of Jeruſalem and Maſter of the Univerſal Sea, to 
Philippns Villerus Lilladamsus great Maſter of Rh1./cs, 
&c. But neither theſe thumping Titles, nor his Threats 
and Promiſes, could move the great Maſter to he:rken 
to his Requeſt, which was that he would become his 
Tributary, and to deliver into his poſleſſion the City 
and Iſland ; ſothat finding his Expectations Frnſtra- 
ted, and that his Name was not ſo terrible as he ſup- 
poſed, after many Letters had paſſed and repaſled, he 

Na cauſed 
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cauſed a Fleet of 200 Gallies to'be furniſhed with all 
things neceſlary,forthe ſiege ofthat ſtrong city,;ofwhich 
the great Maſter being Advertiſed, was not wanting” on 
his part to pur all rtungs in ordexfor making a moſt 
reſolute defence, cauſing Watch and Ward to. be kept, 
' In every Street, and the great Artillary to be lantid 
upon the Walls, and Bulwarks, opening all thoArme- 
ries of the City, and furniſhing every man'with Wea- 
Pons, appointing to each his Station, there to be ready 
when occaſion required his Service, and then taking 
a General Muſter of ſuch as were fit for Service, he 
found abqut 5900 reſolute men; amongſt whom were 
1ix hundred Knights of the order, each of them ca- 
pable of Commanding a vaſt Army, as likewiſe 500 
Souldters of Creer ; there were come thither for fear 
of the 7urks, a number of Villagers,. who derved ro 
Sink Sounds to Countermine the Enemy, and to caſt 
up Rampires, (7c. 

Thingsthus ordered, rhe great Maſter calling toge- 
ther his Commanders and Soldiers, incouraged them 
in a molt Chriſtian-like manner, to fight boldly 2: againſt 
the Enemics of Chriſt, and rather to dye in The de- 
fence of their Relivion., then to ſubmir themſelvesto 
the Tyranny of the Barbarons Infidels, putting them 
in mizd of the Valour of their Anceſtors, and of the 
aid they were to expect fromthe Chriſtian Princes,&s. 
Which Speech ſo Animated the Commanders and Soul- 
ders, that they deſired nothing more then to ſhew 
their prowels to the World. 

3y Lis time the 7 xrks Gallies were put to Sea, and 
atout twenty bei ng the forerunners of the Fleet for 
many Days braved the Rhod;ar before their own Port, 
whereupon the Great Maſter called a Council to know 
whether they ihouid be Fought with or not, to pro- 
cure which the Chancellor a man of Admirable Cou- 
rage carneſtly Laboured, 2 but thedefandents being but 
tew, 
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few, / and therefore the ſmalleſt loſs'at Sea, thothey 
ſhould gain'the ViCtoty,might be a-means to Weaketr? 
theCity, yet at length it'was reſolved upon, that they 
ſhould be permitted tokand in any part ofthe Iſland,ex- 
cept the Port without -xeliſtance, which they accord- 
ingly did, burning vp the Corn, and making great 
Spoil-asthey paſſed,!yet-durſt they-attempt nothin 
agaihſt the City,"but2again entering their Galley ſtood 
off 'to Sea, tq joyniwiththe- reſt of the Fleet, which 
on the-26 of Fune; Hymn 1322, was from the Watch. 
Tower ſtanding upbn'St. Srephens Hill diſcerned, and 
notice given thereof to the Great Maſter, who-cauſed 
Publick Prayers to be put up to.God,- that as it-was 
his pleaſure, that they at thatitime ſhould become 
the Champions of the- Chriſtian Religion, that ſo-of 
his infinite Goodneſs, it would pleaſthim-to ftrength- 
en them, and give them Victory over the Enemies of 
-his name, &c, | 
Prayers ended every man betook- him to his charge, 
when as the fleet failing by in Triumph, the Vice- 
Admiral of the Twrks inthe middle, having fair Wind, 
ſtrook Sail dixefthy before the Mouth of the Haven, 
and cauſed his Galley*to vow towards the entrance of 
the Port, Guarded with two ſtrong-Towers, from 
which he receivedſuch a thundering welcom, that he 
was inforced to retire,” and” ſo with the reſt of the 
fleet failing along the coaſt they-cammetoa Promontory 
called by the Inhabitants Bow, where: thruſting their 
Gallies into a ſmall Haven, they landed their Artillery, 
-and other neceſlaries fit tor the Siege the whole Army 
conſiſting of 200000 men z and. whilſt they were'pre- 
' paring to intrench themſelves, the"Great Maſter ſent 
 Embalfadors to Charles the Emperor, and the French 
King, as likewiſe to the Pope, and Princes of 7raly for 
aid, but they by reafon of the 'broils amongſt them- 
ſelves, returned the Emballadors only: with fair pro- 
miles in ſtead of pertormance, The 
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The City of Rhodes is Situate upon plain gro 
| every whete-tobe belieged, — 
which is defended with a good Haven, and is incom- 
paſled about with a ſtrong double Wall, and 
Trenches, t ing the Enemy with 13 ſtately 
Towers, 5 Bulwarks, and many ſtrong Gates, and 
what was more available, within the City was kept 
a ſtrict and orderly manner of warlike diſcipline. 
The defence of the whole City was thus proportioned; 
From the French Tower the which for its exceeding 
height ſeems to kiſs the Clonds, ſtood the Frenchmen 
with the Lillies in their Enſign, under Fohannes Abinus 
a Knight of the order, from thence to St Georges Gate 
tay the Germans with their Eagle Enſign, in the third 
ſtation were placed the French of Avernois with the 
Spaniards, for that the ditches in that place were neither 
io nor broad as in others, next to them lay the 
Engliſh, commanded by the great Maſter himſelf, and 
laſtly were placed they of Narbona and the Jtaliars, 
under the Command of Perrws Balinus, and Gregorius 
Morgutus, Valiant Knights of the Order. 
__ , Whilſt Aﬀaires ſtood thus, ſeveral Twrkiſh Women 
{laves to the :RKhoazens, had conſpired that when the 
 Aſfanlt was given, they would ſet their Maſters houſes 
on fire, thereby to diſcourage the Souldiers, and 
-draw them from their defences to extinguiſhing the 
flame, but this, treachery being timely diſcovered 
the Conſpirators were executed; by this time the 
Twrks had planted ſeveral batteries, and began to play 
upon the Enghſh Bulwark, but without doing any 
conſiderable damage, when on the other fide, the 
Cannon from the Walls furiouſly playing upon the 
Turkiſh Pioneers, as they were breaking Ground, 
ſcattered their dead Bodies all over the Plain, when at 
the ſame time a ſtrong party Sallying out, cut off a 


great number of ſuch 3$wexe ſent to guard them , du- 
ring 
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which { diſcouraged 
urmur and Mutiny a- 
ecming dail [ry 

a City, 

and ſuch reſolute Enemies, which cauſed ? Baſſa 
General of the Army, to ſend Letters to Solymen then 
reſiding at Conſtantinople, to infarm him : That if 
he would have the Siege go forward, he muſt without 
delay come in perſon, for that the Souldiers without 
regard of ſhame were ready to riſe in Mutiny, and to 
abandon the Siege, refuſing to be commanded by their 
ins, upon notice of which Solyman cauſed his 


came himſelf tothe Camp, where reading in the Coun- 
tenances of his Souldiers, the little mind they had to 
continne the Siege, he was exceeding wroth, when 
cauſing them all to be difarmed, he commanded 1500s 
harquibuſiers to incompals them (which Harquibukiers 
he had brought with him) and Mounting his Pavilion 
for that purpoſe erected, he rated with many bitter 
words, calling them Slaves and Cowards, after which 
he incouraged them to aflnme their Priſtine courage 
and fight manfully againft the City, till they had ſub- 
dued it, and therenpon pronounced pardon to all that 
had offended, and ſwore them again to his obedience, 
after which the City was furiouſly battered, with ſhot 
of incredible weight, and huge tones for many days, 
and was as manfully defended by the Rhodians, ſo that 
in 200 ſhot there were but 10 men ſlain, though ſeveral 
houſes were ſhattered, with their force, of which the 
Turks having notice from one Appella a Citizen of 
Rhodes, who was for the ſame executed as a Tray- 
40) of ; 8 

The Turks perceiving theformer Battery ineffectual, 
Taiſed a huge Mount, on which they placed 40 great 
Ordnance with. which they played furiouſly upon the 


Tower 
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Tower-of St. Nicholas, which was valiantly defended; 
by one' Guido a Frenchman, ' to whom. the: charge of-it: 
was committed , but e'r-they had made many ſhot, 
moſt of their Pieces were diſmounted by! the Cannon 
from the City, nor-durſt they, when: they! had made: 
a Breach, enter it; but uſed great Diligence' to un- 
dermine the Wall, thirty two of. whicb Mines:were 
fruſtrated by Countermines; yet they faplyed it, that: 
on the - fourth of Seprember having undermined the 
Engliſh Bulwarks, they blew part of it up, and. it di- 
vers of the Defendants ; ;at' which, Breach the Turks, 
_ attempting to enter, were killed 18: the Breach to.the 
pumber of 2000. Which the reſt obſerving, 'betook 
themſelves to their Heels, bnt being: forced thereby 
to pleaſe the Tyrant; they three. days-after renewed 
the Aſſault, but with worſe ſucceſs then before; yet 
though they did as'much as in them were poſlible, 
Svly ſent them a third time to enter at the ſaid Breach, 
in attempting which 7000 were flain, amongſt whbm 
were many great Commanders, though not without 
ſome loſs to the beſieged;3” for in expuliing them fifty 
Knights of the Order, and 100 of leſſer Note were 
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flain. - Theſe great 'Loſſes made the Baſſas more wa- {| 


ry, reſolving not longer to aſſail the beſieged: with 
plain Force; but to,work under ground, and by that 
means to overthrow the Walls, but therein, for the- 
moſt part they were unſucceſsful, as being fruſtrated 
by the Countermines ; -yet by ſo weakening the Walls, 
they rendred. it;'more liable to the Force: of their -Ar- 
tillery, beating down great Pieces thereof, yet ſtood 
hovering about , being afraid to enter, and yet ndt 
daring to retire, though they were mowed down in 
abundance by the great Shot, for fear of the Tyrants 
diſpleaſure yet at: length creeping under the Walls 
to the Spaniſh Bulwarks, they ſurprized it, whilſt 
their Soldjers were drawn off to relieve their Fellows, 
hardly 
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hardly Charged by Athmeres Baſſa, but &r they had 
kept it two hours it was again recovered, and all the 
"Turks either ptit to the Sword, or thrown over into 
the Ditch , where they miſerably periſhed - And the 
Baſſa ſore Gauled by the Flankers was forced to re- 
tire, though not without great ſlaughter of his Men, 
who lay on heaps in the Ditch and Breaches, which S0- 
lyman perceiving cauſed the retreat to be ſounded; in 
this Ailault, by the Valour of the Chriſtians, 20009 
Turks fell, which ſo grieved Solyman, that in a great 
rage he Commanded Muſtapha Baſſa, the firſt mover 
of the War to be ſlain, as likewiſe Pyrrhus Baſſa, for 
daring to intreat for him; but upon the humble Sup- 
plication of his Men of War an their behalf, he re- 
mitted the Execution of the Sentence, but would not 
for a long time receive: them into Favour. He alſo 
Commanded the Admiral of his Gallies to te put to 


'Death, for ſuffering Proviſion to be carried by Sea in- 


to the City ; but at the intreaty of Achmetres his Life 
was ſpared, but he not abſolutely pardoned ; for being 
ſet upon the Stern of: his Ship, he there as a Slave by 
the Commandment of Solymar received 100 Stripes, 


and ſo much was the Tyrant grieved for the. re-ite- 


Tated loſſes ſuſtained in that Siege, that he was about 
to have raifed his Camp and returned to Conſtantino- 
ple, the which he had done, had not Achmeres Baſſa 
perſwaded him to the contrary, by Promſing to make 
-him ſpeedily a way into the City ; at which he taking 
-Courage again heartned his Men to continue the Siege, 
whoſe Reſolutions had long before fainted ; upon 
which Achmeres to make good his Promiſe, aſſailed 


-with all the Forces under his Command, the YVamu- 
"res.of the Avergnon Station, the which although they 
'were not high, were valiantly defended by the Rho- 
' dians ;, yet the Turks Power increaſing, they were at 


laſt taken, and a great Pent-Houſe claped to the Wall, 
| to 
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to ſecure the heſfiegers from the Shot of the ___ 
notwithſtanding Perſanes a notableEngineer cauſed 
abundance of Wild-Fire,Pitch, Tar,Leadyhot Aſhes,and. 
Water to be thrown on them, that they were forced to 
retire ; but ſuch was the miſerable Condition of the 
Turkiſh Soldiers, that they were forced back again by 
their Commanders, even into the mouth of Slaughter, 
or elſe by them ſlain as Cowards, or Flyers ; yet for 
all they could do, the Rhodjans forced them to retire 
in great diſorder, which inraged Solyman even to Mad- 
heſs, but perceiving that his Honour lay at Stake, he 
again by many periwaſive Arguments prevailed with 
them, to give another Aſſault, promiſing them great 
Rewards if they prevailed, and threatning thoſe with 
Death, that ſhould be remiſs in the performance of 
their Duty, which either, through Hopes or Fear 
Animated them to another —_ but with no better 
ſucceſs then before ; for being miſerably rent by the 
murthering Shot from the Flankers and Countermu- 
rers, they were forced to retire leaving Piles of their 
Dead in the Breach and Ditch; and now being alto- 


gether heartleſs, yet extreamly vexed that they ſhould 
be foiled with a handful of Men, they reſolved for 
the futere to be the more wary , and rather to tire 
the Rhodians with continual Alarums then venture upon 
them, when in the mean time they ſet their Pioneers 
at work, to make way through the Breach deep in

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reaſonable Conditions, if the Rhodjars would at length 
ſurrender the almoſ ruined City ; but, and in. Or- 
der thereto ſent Hieronymus Meonelia a G , Who 
having procured ſafe Conduct, would not deliver his 
Meſlage but to ſome particular men, which ſo incenſed 
the Knights of the Order, who now had ſet down a. 
Reſolution to dye in defence of the City ; that one 
Franciſcus Farnovins a French Knight of ſingular Valour, 
bent his Piece againſt him,*and would not ſuffer him 
to do his Meſſage 3 but the Citizens hearing there were 
Terms of Life and Liberty offered by* the inſulting 
Tyrant, came to the Houſe of the great Maſter, and 
beſeeched him to take pirty on them, their Wives and 
Children, and that ſince he well ſaw that the City 
was not long tenable, he would in time provide for 
their ſafety, and not expoſe them to the Fury of their 
Mercileſs Enemies; whereat the great Maſter, a man 
of ſingular Piety, as well as Warlike Ardour, being 
moved to Compaſſion ſent Arntouins Groleus, and Robar- 
tus Baruſmus his Ambaſladors to Solymar, having firſt 
received Pledges for their fate return, who coming 
into the Emperors Preſence, told him that they were 
ſent to know for what cauſe he had ſent to require 
Parly, who in a fuming heat as if he had been Igno- 
rant of the matter ſaid, there was no ſuch thing offer- 
ed, and thereupon Commanding them preſently to 
avoid his Camp, ſent them away with Letters to the 
great, Maſter and Citizens to this Effect. 

If I had not Compaſſion of human Infirmities , 
which often times tumbleth Head-long mens Ambiti- 
ons, and haughty minds into moſt dangerous and un- 


; neceſlary Miſchiefs ; truly I would not have directed 


to you theſe Letters at this time, but as you have well 
deſerved, perſecute you with Death, and moſt Miſe- 
rable Servitude, which how eaſie a thing it were for 


" me to do, you your ſelves know, but having now 


ſufficiently 


*  Hiſfficiently tryed my force, if you be wiſe make proof | 
of my Clemency, you havealready fatisfyed your own |, 

fury, your own mad kumour : Therefore now adviſe 
your ſelves, lay your Hands upon your Hearts, and 
without delay yield your ſelves, as I command your 
- Lives, I give' you your Wealth, and more then that 
your choice to tarry there ſtil] or depart, refuſe not 
the Grace freely Offered, which was of you to have been 
moſt heartily deſired ; it ſhall not be always Law- 
ful ( as at this preſent _) to make choice of bothz

Upon the return of the Ambaſſadotrs, the Citizens 
of all forts flocked together, to the Great Maſters 
Houſe, ſtanding near the Breach to implore him to 
accept of any Reaſonable terms, who after he had 
diſmiſſed the Multitude, calling to him the Knights of 
the Order, and chief Citizens, after the Letters read, 
he expreſſed himſelf after this manner. 

You heard ( facred Fellows in Arms, and Valiant 
Citizens of Khodes ) theſe imperious and ſorrowful 
Letters, whereunto how we are to anſwer , requi- 
reth no great deliberation; we muſt as reſolute men 
either yield or dye, all hopes of Victory is gone, ex- 
cept forrain aid come ſpeedily to our Succour z where- 
fore if you will follow my Counſel, let us with Wea- 
Pons in our Hands until the laſt Gaſp and ſpending 
the laſt drop of our Blood like Valiant men, defend 
our Faith and Nobility, received from our Anceſtors, 
and the honour which we have of long time gotten, 
- bothat home and abroad, and let it never be ſaid that 
our honour dyed but with our ſelves. | 

This Speech was approved of by all the Kmghts o 
the Order, and. moit of the Soldiers, but the Citi- * 
zens looking back upon their Wives, Children, and 
Wealth, ftgod mute fora good while, but at length 
Pity working in their Breſt ; they bumbly > 
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the Great Maſter ; that he would yet have Catapaſ 


| ſion on them, and accept of the Tyrants reaſotiable 
Conditions, ſince Fame iufficient had been won by their 


doing all that men were capable of performing, and 
that they would yet hazard their Lives to the utmoſt, 
if they perceived any hopes of defending the City, or 
that any forain aid in time would come to their aſſi- 
ſtance, but ſince neither of them were to be expected 
it was but reaſonable to yield to inevitable neceſſity. Af- 
ter theſe and many the like Arguments, and others of 
the reſolute Soldiers, and Commanders on the con- 

, it was concluded that the City was not capa- 
ble of being defended by ſb ſtnall a Power, againſt 
ſuch a numerous Army, whereupon Meſſengers were 
ſent to require a Truce for 4 Days, which was ac- 
cordingly granted, during which time the Turks pte- 
ſaming on the Truce, came in great number to View 
the Works, at which Fornovius a French man being 
greatly offended, ina great heat without any conitnand 
from the Great Maſter, cauſed a Fire of Artillery to 
be diſcharged amongſt the thickeſt of them ; whereup- 
on they pretending a Breach of Truce on the part of 
the Rhodijans, thrulit in at the Bre&h in great Troops, 
but after a ſha Skirmiſh were forced to retire, in 
revenge whereof one of the Turks Fencers having ta- 
ken 3 Chriſtians, cat off their Hands, Noſes ard Ears, 
and in that poſture ſent them. into the City, threat- 
ning within 4 Days to ſerve the Great Maſter after the 
ſame manner ; yet Solymar diſſembling the matter, ſign- 
ed and ſwore to the Articles of Peace brought to him 
for that purpoſe by Nicholas Vergotus , and Georgins 
Senariticus, which were to this Effect ; That the Chur- 
ches ſhould remain unto the Chri/tians inviolate, that 


.no Children ſhould be taken from their Parents, or 


any Chriftians be inforced to imbrace the /Aahometar 
Superſtition [That ſuch Chriſtiaas as were Contented to 
Q remain 
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remain in the City, might ſo do at-their Pleaſure, 
2nd that ſich as would depart, might have Liberty 
fo to do with all their Subſtance, to be firniſhed with 
Conventent Shipping, Proviſion, and Ofdnance as far 
as Creer, that the Chri/t;ans ſhould appoint a reaſonable 
Day for their Departure, and thaf in Conſideration 
thereof, the City to be delivered up to ſuch as Soly- 
z:an ſhould appoint to tzke Polleſſion thereof. 

Upon the afore-inentioned Articles, though they 
were not all obſerved by the Turks; the City was de- 
Ivered up Arno 1522. #ticr it had indured'fix Months 
Siege, and coft So!ymman the Lives of $0000 of his Soldi- 
ers, having been in the Poſſeſſion of the Knights of 
the Order 214 yeers.: Upon which the great Maſter 


'being fot his Gravity, Virtue, and Yalour highly Ho- - 


Toured, and applauded by the Conqueror imbarked 
( together with the Knights of his Order, and ſuch 0- 
thers 2s would accompany him ) and the Gallies for 
'that purpoſe ready in the Port, and failed to efina, 
Where he was joytully received, and after invited to 
the Courts of moſt of the Chr;#ian Princes , having 
with Indignation refuſed So:/ymar's great Offer made 
to him, Provided he would have accompanied him to 
Conſtantinople and haye ſpent the remainder of his Days 


1171 his Service. 

And thus for want of Relief ( the Chriſtian Princes 
at that time being at Variance amongſt themſelves ) 
the famons Rhodes was loſt, where Solymman having 
itayed awhile to ſettle his Afﬀairs appointed a Go- 
_ vernour, and ſo breaking up his Army returned to 
Conftantireple, where for the Tpace of three” years he 
' hyed Peaceably, giving himſelf up to all manner of 
Pteaftres ; but at the end thereof perceiving the Di- 
icord-amongſt the Chriſtian Princes, managed by Pope 
Adrian the fixth to prow hot ( a fatal-oyer-light that 

ever gave the Oroman Kings and” Efnperors oppor-

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tunity.of extending their Dominions )- he conceived it 
beſt to fiſh in troubled waters, and thereupon. raiſing 
an Army.of 20p000 Horſe and Foot ; he fell, like a 
Tempeſt upon Hungary, ſubduing all before Him tall he 
came within ſight of the Walls,of their chief City, at. 
what time Lews the young, King perſwaded thereto by 
Tomoreus a Fryer, who aſſured him of the Victory, and 
ſeveral other raſh Counſellors, not regarding thoſe of 
more Gravity., that diſwaded him from ſo raih an At-: 
tempt ; with an Army. of ſcarce, 30000 raw. Soldiers, 
gave him Battle, but was. overthrown with miſerable: 
Slaughter of his men, and himſelf Feking to eſcape, pa- 
ſling over.. a. Fenny Ditch his Horſe fell backwards, 
upon which, he was loaden with his Armor, and none 
coming to his Relief, he was ſmothered in the Wa- 
ter and 'Mud : In this Battle, fought. on the :29, of 
October Anzo. 1.526. periſhed moſt. of the Hungariats 
Nobility, and well near all the Common Soldiers: 
After this great great, . Vickory obtained, Solymar 
having moſt af the ifrong Cities delivered into his 
Polleition 3 .. gave . the kingdom to Foannes,,, Sepuſitis 
Uayvod of Tranſilvania; and taking with him, ſuch 
things of Price as he thought convenient, leaving 
two of his B2ſas with flying Armies on the Frontiers, 
he returned to Conſtantinople, but he was no ſooner 
departed and John Crowned . by the Conſent of- the 
remainder of the Hungarian Nobility. ( who durſt do 
no other for fear of the Turks ) but Ferdinand King 
of Bohemia-laid Claim to the Kingdom, and-to make 
his Title more apparent, ſzntghis Ambaſſadors to the 
Courts of divers Gbrj#tjaq Princes, to declare from -- 
whom he derived his. Claim ; :when aided by Chas 
the Emperor his . Brother, he entered Hungary. with 
a great Army , and without any contents, Refi- 
ſtance took the {trong City of Buda ; at what.tinae tas 
ny of the Hungarians joyned with him, as' not lin the 
i © 2 leaſt 
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leaſt favouring Joh! ; ſo that fearing delays might 
be dangerous, he cauſed his Army under the leadm 
” of his expert Captains to paſs oyer the River Tibiſ- 
cxs upon a Bridge of Boats, and marched direftly to 
the Caſtle of. Tocai, where King John lay with his 
Army ; where the Battle being joyned after a ſharp 
Diſpute, the Victory fell to Ferdinand; when as King 
Fohn ſeeing all loſt and paſt recovery, fled with ſeve- 
ral of his truſty Followers into Polqria; upon whoſe 
departure Ferdinand by the advice of ſuch Hungarians as 
favoured his Cauſe, was Crowned King at Mlba- Kegalys 
the uſual place for the Coronation of the Hungarian 
Kings : Wherenpon having diſpoſed all things to the 
beſt advantage, and appointing Srephanus Bator his 
Vice-Roy,hereturned into Boherma, 
King Foby by the means aforeſaid thruſt of his Kings 
dom, grew extreme impatient, and often canſulted 
with S1giſmond King of Polonia to re-in-throne him 
in his Kingdom,offering to bear the Charge of theWar ; 
but the Pole being already in Leagne with Ferdinand, 
would not ſeem unleſs underhand to favour Fohr, but 
wilhed him to take counſel with Feronymus Laſcns 
a great Politician, what was beſt to be done in his 
Aﬀairs, the which L/cus adviſed him to crave Aid of 
Solyman now at Leaſure to aſſiſt him ; and urged ſo 
many Reaſons for it, that he was content ta ſend him 
his Ambaſſador to Coxſtantinople, who there with 
Treaſure and fair Speeches, ſo allured the Baſſas of the 
Court to ſecond him in his Requeſt, that Solyman pro- 
miſed again to enter _—_— with a puiſſant Army, 
gnd by the Infinuation of this ſt} Councellor, that 
when King Ferdinand fent Ambaſſadors to him, to 
make out his Title, by which he laid Chaim to the 
Kingdom, he wonld ſcarcely give them Andience z and 
when He did, inſtead of an Anſwer to their Ambaſſy, 
he Herauld-like denounced againſt their. King, all the

| 80 Hat Fredriek,Count Palatine of the Rhine, and Duke 
df Bavaria General of King Ferdinand's Forces, not 
betng able to get into the City with his Army ſent for 
zat purpoſe, was forced to ſtay ,at Chremſe; yet was 
his Nephew Philip the Palſgrave, a little before the 
Coming of Solyxzar to the great joy of the Citizens, 
entered with ſeveral Troops of valiant Horſemen, as 
Men Nicholas Connt of Salma, the Lord William

zaorf Steward of the Kings houſhold, Johannes 
Cattianer, Nicholaus Turianus, Fohannes Hardecus, Leo- 
nerdus Velſius, Hefor Ramſack, with divers others, all 
men of great Experience and Valour, and daring Re-

ſought; and ſo with ſeveral preſents, he diſmiſſed the

Charge : Whereupon: the Lord Kegenderf aſſembled 
. all the chief Commanders, and principal Citizens, and 
- with an undaunted Courage, made this ſhort Oration. 
. Chriſtians and fellow Soldiers, the time is now

The Watch being ſet, the General went round the City, at- 
"tended by ſeveral Officers; Carefully to ſurvey each Quarter,

.being in good Order, about Midaight f1x Reigmentes drew up 
with a Reſolution to fall upon the Enemies Camp, but whilſt

mans ſhould not ſippoſe' he raiſed hisfiege, becauſe 
he'deſpaired of -witining it ; he cauſed ſeveral Prifo- 
ers to: be richly” cloathed, and:'giving' them'ſtore 
"0f” Money, ſent them into the' City'to inform' the 
| Com- 
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Commanders that-he came not to take the City of 
Vienna, but to fight King Ferdinand, and reſtore the 
Kingdom of Hwngaria to King Tohr : therefore ſince 
he could not draw his Enemy into the Field to give 
him Battle, he would remove thence. to ſeek him, 
wherefore they ſhould do well to yield themſelves ; 
the. which if they would, he promiſed not to enter 
into the City, but to receive both, the Citizens and 
Souldiers into his proteCtjon, reſerving unto *um 
their Lives and Goods: with - perpetual freedom, 
which offer coming to. the knowledge of the Princes 
and great Captains, of the Chriſtians Tornfully re- 
fuſed, whereupon the Imperious Terk perceiving his 
deſires not anſwered as he expected, having cauſed all 
the Priſoners to be murthered , in a. great heat raiſed 
his. fiege and departed, not ſtaying till he came to 
Buda, where having reſtored the Kingdom to' Zohn 
in conſideration of his becoming his Tributary,' he 


 returned/to Conſtantinople, yet. plotting in his. mind 


to diſturb the Chriſtians, and reyenge the diſgrace 
he' had received before at Yienna, the next yeat, 
VIZ, 1530, he-leavyed an Army greater than 'the 
former, purpoſing with himſelf to over-run Auſtria, 
Carinthia, Styriay and moſt part of the German Em- 


-pire.; 0 which, he allowed three years, but 


was altogether .ideceived in his expeRation : for 
Chaxles the ror having ended his Wars in'/ealy, 
-was now at leilure to attend upon the Inſolent 7ark,; 


who calling together. his Valiant Captains, ſent them 
into 'Spain,. Italy, Flangers, and other Countreys to 


leavy Forces, which they did in ſuch abundance to 


.oppoſe the commanEnemy, that upon the Muſter of 


the Army there were found Ninety Thouſand old ex- 
perienced Foot Souldiers, and Thirty Thouſand 


-Horſemen well appointed, all the flower of Germa- 
-BYy [taly, Bohenua, and Hung artas as likeyviſe: Ope-. 


Aa2 - Hun 
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Hundred and Forty Thouſand of leſs experience, the 
whole Army conſiſting of One Hundred and Sixty 
Thouſand Men ; the approach of which ſo terrified 
Solyman, that after he had in vain beſieged Gonza, and 
harazed the Countrey, though with the loſs of Ten 
Touſand of his Men, he returned to Conſtantinople, car- 
rying with him into miſerable Captivity Thir- 
ty Thouſand poor Chriſtians taken in divers Coun- 
tries through which he paſſed, and to appeaſe his 
fury, put noleſs a number to the Sword. And now 
had the Chriſtian Army, compoſed of divers Na- 
tions, purſued the Turk by Land and Sea, as the Em- 
perour earneſtly deſired they might have driven him 

nite out of Exrope ; but Emulation ariſing amongſt 
the Commanders and the Soldiers, frequently mu- 
tining this great Army, effefted nothing more than 
to oblige Solymar to retire. 

The Empire mindful of the damage ſuſtained by 
the Turks in Auſtria, Hungary, and other Countries 
to revenge theſame early the ſpring following, ſet 
forth a Fleet conſiſting of Thirty Five great Ships, 
and Forty Eight Galleys, under the ConduCt of 
Andreas Aurea, a moſt expert Captain, who failing 
to the Bay of Ambracia, thought there to have met 
with the Turks Admiral, who had under his Com- 
mand Sixty Galleys, but he having notice of his 
coming from the Yenetians, who ſtood Newters, 
was failed to the ſtrong Haven of Calcide;. where- 
upon Auria direCted his courſe to Crone, a ſtrong 
City upon the Coaſt of Peloponeſus, and had it yiel- 
ded unto him upon condition that the Garifon might 
depart with bag and baggage ; where leaving a 
Garriſon of Spaniards, he ſailed to Patras another 
City in the ſame Tra@t; took it, and ranſacked it, 
permitting the Garriſon nevertheleleſs tomarch out 
in ſafety ; after which; he took all the Caſtles that 
id | guarded 
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guarded the ſtraight of Naupattum without any 
hindrance, which gave Salu;arus General of the Mal- 
ta Galleys opportunity to wafte the Coaſt of Co- 
rinth, and take great booties ; which done, he re- 
turned loaden with ſpoils to Naples , and from 
thence to Genoa the place of his birth and reſi- 
dence. : 

The Turks grieving at their great loſs, early in 
the Spring, Anno 153 33 lay'd ſiege to Corone both by 
Sea and Land; of which Mendoza the Governour ' 
by Letters adviſed the Vice-Roy of Maples, craving 
ſpeedy aid, with all, aſfuring him, he would defend 
the Town to the utmoſt extremity ; upon. which, 
Auria was ſent with a well-appointed Fleet ; the 
terror of whoſe coming ſo frighted the Turks, that 
they left the ſiege, having loſt many Men before it, 
and for haſte left all their heavy Carriages, which 
became a Prey to the Garriſon Soldiers, which ex- 
alted their courage to that degree, that they re- 
queſted Macicaus the Governour to lead them forth 
to the ſiege of Andrnſa a Garriſon of the Tarks not 
far diſtant from Corone, but their coming being dif- 
covered, they could not ſurprize it as they inten- 
dey, yet ranſacked the Suburbs, and made great 
ſlaughter of the Tz#rk; Horſemen, quartering there- 
in, though with the loſs of Macicans the Governour, 
and divers others ; yet not long after they took the 
City, being abandoned by the Garriſon as not te- 
nable ; but upon their return to Corone, the Plague 
began to rage ſo fearfully, that fearing if they ſtay, 
they ſhould all periſh, and fit opportunity offering it 
ſelf by reaſon of the Arrival of ſeveral Galleys 
from Sicily with Corn, all the Spaniards, together 
with as many Greeks as would imbarqued with the 
Cannon, and what elſe they thought convenient 3 
leaving the Town to be again poſkſſed by the 
Aaz3 Turks 
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Tarks,' thongh not without the conſent of the' Em- 
peror.. Arms 1534 Aloyſus Grittns, Son to the Duke 
of Venice, © and> Solymaxs great Favourite, being by 


him made Leintenant of Aungary inwardly envying; 


at Amtricus Vayuod of Tranſylvania at the inſtance 


of one Datta, cauſed him to be murthered in his 


Tent, which ſo incenſed the Tranſylvanians, that 
they Arming themſelves to the number of Forty 


Thouſand, under the Leading. Haylat, a Valiant 


Gentleman, and: Kinſman to the Yayvod,y purſued 
the Murtherer, who fled to Mega, which the Tran- 
ſyluanians beſieged, and not without great difficulty 
took, and” in 1t Aloyſus and: Docia ;, the former of 
which they beheaded, and the latter tore in pieces, 
taking the ſpoil of their Goods, - which was very 
great; for about Aloyſus were found as many pre- 
_ ſtones as were eſteemed worth Forty Mil- 
10Ns. 

Solyman thirſting after Glory, and. reſolving not 
to let his Soldiers lye idle, reſolved to invade at 
once both Africk and Perſia : the charge of the firſt 
he committed to Barbaruſa, (who of a poor Fiſher- 
Boy became a Pirate, and afterward King of Argrre, 
and then travelling to Conſtantineple, was upon the 
recommendation of Achometes the Great Baſſa, made 
one of the Baſſas of Solymans Council.) Wheteup- 
on he canſed all his Galleys to bein a readineſs, ap- 
pointing the aforeſaid Barbarnſa Admiral of all his 
Sea Forces ; who had no ſooner taken upon him the 
Command, but failing out of Heleſpontms with Eighty 
Galleys, (leaving Amurath with twelve to tranſport 
Solymans Army in to 4ſia ,) he ſhaped his courſ for 
/taly, when paſſing the Straights between /taly and 
Sicily, he brought ſuch a fear upon the Inhabitants 
on either ſhoar, that they fled with all their ſub- 
ſtance further into the Countrey ; after ne - 
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hyed-ſlege to Saint! Lucidingy tormenly:alled Tempe. 
which he took,. putting.moſi:ob the: Inhabitants) ta: 
the Sword, from whence with a; rich; boptys.and! 
many Priſoners, he marched-to Girreriin, which. he 
took and burnt, together witty Seven: Galleys: thad 
lay in the Port ;. and&:ſo-failimg &y-Naples,. he ſeize 
upon. Speluncay. from which he marched over-Land 
to Funds, ten miles from Spelwnea, on! purpoſe: as 
was thought to have ſeized on ule Gonzagas 4 Lady 
of-incomparable Beauty, whom, he int to-bave 
preſented to. Selymer, but ſhe though: balf naked 
getting on Horſeback, fled: to the Maintains, - yet 
he took the City, and put maſt of the Inbabieants 
to the Sword; and fo coaſting along' /caly, and! tas 
king many Cities, Towgis, and Caſtles, he. brought 
{ch a fear upon Rome: (once Miſtreſs-of the World) 
that many conjectured that if: he went directly this 
ther with his Fleet, the Romans would. have fora» 
ken the City ; but then contrary to. the expetation 
of moſt, he ſhaped-his Cour for Afﬀrich, refotring 
to invade the Kingdom of Tanes, over which Reg» 
ned one Mwleaſſes, having a little before: ſtepped. in 
to the Throne , by treacheronfly caniing to be 
Myrthered all his Brethren, except Roſeetes anch Ab+ 
demelech ; the former of which having tryed his ut- 
moſt fortune for the recovery of the Kingdom, 
in right appertaining to him as Elder Brother to 
Muleaſſes, he for his ſafety was fled to' Conſtantine- 
ple, which opportunity So/ymen laying hold on, to 
advantage his Wars in icky, kept. him: as. a Pri- 
ſoner at large, ſo that Babaruſa landing, and every 
where proclaiming the Name-of Kaſcetes,, whom the 
Moors and Numdzans greatly favaured, hating Mr 
leaſſes for his extraordinary Tyranny ; he. had Bi- 
ferta immediately put into his poſſeſſion, the Moors 
thinking, as indeed the Tirhe. gave it out, that 
A ax+4 Roſcetes 
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Roſcetes was in the Fleet, and that the Taks had 
made ſo great a Preparation to'reſtore him to his 
Fathers Kingdom. ': | 

| Barbaruſſa having ſecured Biſerta with a ſtrong 
Garriſon, doubling the Promontorie where old Car- 
thage ſtood, came to Gulletta, a ſtrong Caſtle ſtand- 
ing within the Bay of Tazis, where in token of 
Friendſbip he fluted: it, ' and had: the like retur- 
ned; but upon the'requeſting the ſurrender there- 
of, he was anſwered,' that it ſhould be alwaies'at 
his Command, | who-ruled the City of Txnes, ſo 
that returning from thence, he came before the Ci- 
ty, upon which by the perſwaſion of ſuch as affe- 
Eted Koſcetes, Muleaſſes fled'with a ſmall number of 
his Favourites, and for haſte left behind him moſt 
of his Treaſure, which afterwards became a prey to 
the Enemy ; Muleaſſes fled, the people joyfully re- 
ceived Barbarwfſa into Tunes, and with eager Eyes, 
and. longing expettations, flockt into the high 
ſtreets to have a ſight of their new King, but when 
they perceived him not, and heard the Soldiers in 
their Acclamations name none but Solyman and Bay- 
baruſſa, they began to doubt as: the truth was that, 
inſtead of their new King, whom they ſo much de- 
ſired, thay had received the Tarkiſh Government, 
which above all things they utterly abhorred ; 


which ſuſpicion once confirmed by ſeveral of Roſcet's 


' Friends, whom Barbaruſſa had brought with him on 
purpoſe to delude the people, who grieved to ſee 
the ruine of their Countrey at hand, for fear of 
preſent danger did not ſpare to tell their Friends 
and Acquaintance, that in vain they expected Roſce- 
rery who remained in Bonds:at Conſtantinople , which 
wrought ſo ſudden an alteration in the minds of 
the Citizens,. that; perceiving themſelves deceived 
t the inſtance of Abdebarthe Meſuar, or chief Ma- 
bu | pirates 
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ziſtrate who had before perſwaded Mleaſſes to fly,in 
hopes of bringing in Roſceres, they every where ran 
to their Arms, and from all parts of the City affai- 
led the Twrks, but for the moſt part being ſlightly 
"Armed, and ina tumultuary diſorder they were not 
able to ſtand the fary of the Harquebuſiers ; but af- 
ter 'a long and obſtinate Fight,- wherein a great 
number were: killed on both ſides, they ſubmitted 
themſelves; of which -Mwleaſſes having notice, fled 
to' Conflantina, the Regal City of Dorax, a Numi- 
dian Prince his Kinſman, where he remained in ſafe- 
ty till the coming. of Charles the - Emperor into 
Africk, as will appear in the ſequel of this Hiſtory. 
' -» Tanes thus taken, or rather ſurprized by Barba- 
raſa, all the other Cities thereto appertaining, 
were won with little difficulty, and annexed to the 
Turkiſh Empire, 'till they were agaih- ſundred by the 
Germans, and Mweaſſes the 'Exil'd King reſtored b 
the Emperor: And in this poſture, leaving the Af- 
fairs of: Africk, I ſhall take a view of Solymar'*s pro- 
ceeding againſt the Perſians. | 
Hiſmael being dead, and Tamas his Son ſucceeding 
him, Ibrahim the Great Baſſa, whocould do all with 
Solyman, periwaded him that now a fit opportunity 
offered to be revenged on the Perſians, and the ra- 
ther by the revolt of Vlemns, a Noble Man of Per- . 
ſia, who had Eſponſed King Tama's Siſter, who: ha- 
ving Imbeſled the Revenues of the Crown, for fear 
of being calied to account for ſo doing, was fled to 
Conſtantinople : But Solyman's: Mother, and fair Con+' 
cubine Roxolan greatly deſirous 'of his Company, 
much oppoſed the Motion of the Baſſe, layiug befors 
Solyman the danger and inconvyeniency of fo tediouy 
and dangerous an Expedition ; but not-being' able 
to prevas, they ever after became Jbrahim's Mor- 
tal Enemies, not leaving to urge Solyman, till av 
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laſt he gave command that he ſhould. be mur- 
thered. 

Solyman reſolved upon an expedition againſt ,the 
Perſian, to revenge, as he-pretended, the manifold 
injuries done to-his Grandfather, Father, and him- 
felf,. raiſed a great Army, part. of which he ſent be- 
fore him, under the Command of J1br ahim the Great 
Baſſe, and Vlemas the Fugitive Perſian, who by. haſty 
Marches over the Monntains, and along the Ranks 
of Empbrates,that ſetting down before the great City 
Taurus, and the Citizens deſpairing to be relieved 
by their King, -he had the City. delivered into his 

eflion, of which King Tames having notice, ha- 
ed thither with his Army ,. but e're he attempt 
any thing for the recovery thereof,. Solymen with 2 
great multitude of Soldiers had joyaed the | 
whereupon he thought it not good to give Battle 
to: fo powerful an Enemy, but to hover about his 
Camp, and take all advantages, well knowing ſuch 
a World of people could not ſubſiſt, without ex- 
ceeding ſtore of Proviſions and other ' neceſlaries ; 
which device of the Perfsan, Solyman well perceiving, 
left a ſtrong Garriſon in Tawrns, and marched againft 
him, who ſtill retized before the Turks, even to 
the Walls of Sultazia; near to which, Solyman pitch- 
ing his Camp, lay many dayes to expect him ; du- 
ring which time, ſuch a horrible Tempeſt aroſe, 
that the Winds driving the Snow off from the ſteep 
Hills, buryed many Thouſands of the Turks alive, 
qverthrowing moſt of theiy Tents, and although 
it was but the middle of September, froze ſo hard, 
t many were froze to Death, others loſt the uſe 
Q their Limbs, and moſt of the Camels and Horſes 
periſhed ; which bad Omen, together with their Ap- 
prehenſions they had of the approach of - the Ene- 
my, and the horrible darkaeſs of the-Night, { dif 
gl | couraged 
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couraged' the. Soldiers that they would all bave-fled, 
had: they known which way, This. Tempelit they 
concluded-to- be raiſed by. the. Perfar Magicians to 
deſtroy them; but whether ſo;-or not, 1t greatly 
diſcouraged: Solyman,.. {0- that: railing, his Camp, he 
marched” into. Afyria, and ſet down before Babylon 
now Bagdat, which being altogether 'unprovided, 
upon the flight of the-Governour, fell into his hands, - 
as likewiſe did. moſt of the Cities, both of Afrie 
and Meſopotamia ; and ſo far extended the terror of his 
Name 3 that moſt of the Countreys round about, 
ſeat their Embaſſadors to tender their ſubjection ; 
and/in Babylon he Wintered his Army, placing Go- 
vernours in the adjacent Cities. And a Beglerbeg, 
as they proudly term-him, that-is, a-Lord of Lords. 
In Babylon, and under him, divers Sarzzacks,. or pet» 
ty Lords, during his aboad here, he alſo. cauſed. his 
chief Treaſurer to be executed for Imbeſling his Re- 
venues. | 469 
| Tamas the: Perſian King having by this time rai- 
ſed a conſiderable. Army ,. marched to Taws,: at 
whoſe approach the Garriſon fled; of which Sol» 
man having notice,. and being ſtrengthned with new 
ſupply out of EP Syria, Tudea, and Comagena 
he left Babylon, reſolving to provoke the Perſtar to

Battle, or to ſack his regal City Tawris before h 
face, but Tames knowing, himſelf too weak tor give 
him Battle, at his approach drew out his Army, and 
fled into/the Mountains of Hyrcania, deſtroying. all 
before himyz-to prevent its falling into the hands of 
his' Enemies ; upon whoſe departure, the Citizens 
opened their. Gates to the Turks, whom they were 
no wayes able to reſiſt: yet notwithſtanding; at 
the Commandment of Solymaen, the City was ſacks 
ed; the Kings Palace, and other ſtately Buildings 
lefelied with the Ground, and a great number of 


the 
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the Citizens lead into miſerable Captivity , and 
thinking himſelf ſufficiently,revenged, he reſolved 
to return with his Army into Meſopotamia ; but: 
having notice that the Perſia» was following, even 
at his heels,he divided his Forces,leaving the Baſſas of 
Cair and Syria with Ulemus the Fugitive Perfian, with 
Eighteen Thouſand to follow in the rere of his Army, 
to repel the aſſaults of the Fore-runners of 7amas's 
Army ; he marched with the reſt by ſpeedy Jour- 
neys to Amida, now called Caraemida: In the mean 
while Tamas coming to Tawris with his Army, be- 
ing the flowr of Parthia, Media, Iberia, and Arme- 
zi; and beholding what deſolation the Turks had 
made in that famous City, was ſo inraged thereat, 
that he would have purſued them with all his Army 
to revenge the injury at the hazard of a Battle, but 
being perſwaded they were gone too far to be over- 
taken, and the Gentlemen of which his Army chiefly 
conſiſted, ſeemed altogether unwilling to undertake 
ſo tedious a march, he was content to ſtay at Tavurss, 
and ſend Delimenthes, a Noble Man of Perſia, (who 
freely offered himſelf to undertake it ) with Five 
Thouſand ſwift Horſe to follow them; and as he 
faw his advantage to cut off the Enemies rear, the 
which he ſo ſpeedily performed, that ſurprizing 
the Eighteen Thouſand under the Command of the 


two Baſſas, and Ulemas, as they lay ſecurely near 


the Caſtle of Belthz, that being aſſiſted with the 
Garriſon Soldiers, he put them almoſt all to the 
Sword, , the Baſſas and UVlemas hardly eſcaping up- 
on their ſwift Horſe to tell the news, for which 
ſervice he was highly rewarded by Tamas. 

Theſe reiterated loſſes greatly perplexed Solymar, 
ſo that calling to mind the prefages his Mother had 
made of his evil ſucceſs in that expedition of that he 
was wholly lead thereto by the Council cs: —

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he therefore conceived ſuch a diſpleaſure againſt him; 
as ended in his deſtruftion : for upon his Arrival to 
Conſtantinople, he gave ſuch countenance to thoſe 
that brought complaints, againſt which before they 
durſt not do ; that at the earneſt Requeſt of Rexolana, 
whoſe Son Bajazer: the Baſſa hindred from aſpiring 
tothe Empire, and rather favouring Muſtapha, So- 
ly mans Son by another Woman, that he conſented 
to his being made away ; and by reafon he had 
ſworn never to injure his one whilſt he lived; 
he cauſed for the faving of his Oath, an Eunuch 
to cut his Throat whilſt. he ſlept z which Jeſuitical 
Evaſion he learned of the Mufti, or Chief Mabo- 
metan Prieſt, who being conſulted on the matter, 
gave his opinion that Men only are alive, when 
they Move, Act, and Enjoy their perfe&t Sences : 
and that ſleep depriving them of their reaſonable 
Faculties, rendered them as dead Men. Some there 
are that report the- fall of this great Man, who 
whilſt he ſtood high in his Maſters favour, in cf- 
feft ruled the Tzrkiſb Empire to be cauſed by his 
too much favouring the Chriſtians, who having in 
his younger years been brought up in that profe- 
fion, ſtill continued a Chriſtian in his heart ; and 
that to ſpare the ſhedding of Chriſtian Blood as 
muchas in him lay : He turned the EmperorsFor- 
ces againſt the Infidels ; yet, however it happened, 
his Body with a great weight fixed to it, was caſt 
into. the Sea, and all his Wealth, which was ineſti- 
mable, except a ſmall portion alotted for the main- 
tenance of his Wife and Children, was ſeized to the 
behoof of Solyman. 

Tunes as aforeſaid being taken by Barbaruſa, and 
all the other Cities obliged to ſubmit to the Tar- 
kiſb obedience, Charles the Emperor, who was like- 
wile King of Spain, not liking fo potent a Neigh- 

bour, 
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bour Jeavyed :great Forces , ſolicited thereto: by 
Auleaſſes the Exild:King ; andin revenge of the In- 
juries ſuſtained by Barbaruſſa, reſolved to drive him 
out 'of that part of Africk, when appointing Al- 
phonſus, D*valus, Vaſtins, General of the Footmen ; 
he with 'Seven- Hundred Sail of great and ſmall 
Ships -and Galleys, ſtood with the African Coaſt, 
when dubling.-the Promontory of Carthage came:to 
an . Anchor before a Caſtle, which 'by-reaſon. of a 
great Well beneath, is it called by the .name of 
Aquaria, : or the Water Caſtle ; whoſe unexpetted 
arrival:fo terrified Barbaruſſa,. dreaming of nothing 
leſs thathe. wasabout.to have fled; with alt his: Turks ; 
but i then fearing to: fall into Solymars difpleature, 
which to do, the knew was certain death,; upon-ſe- 
cond thoughts, though he reſolved. to make all the 
defence: he was able againſt ſo powerful an 'Army.as 
theEmperor leadafter: him, and. thereby : get him 
the/name of a yaliant Soldier, : thoughhe deſpatred 
with the Forces he had to keep either the. Cities or 
Caſtles; . whereupon” he did -what he could to! in- 
courage his men with many vain-glorious-ſpeeches z 
andinto the ſtrong! Caſtle of Geletta,/ ſtanding,upon 
the bottom of: the Bay. of Carthage.upon a point of 
Land incompaſſed almoſt round. with: the 'Sea, 3 and 
thegreat Lake ; he thruſt his maſt! reſolute Captains 
and Janizaries,” himſelf remaining.in!7wun:s to:expett 
ſupplyes ont of Namidia; at what: time the Empe- 
ror having with his great and: ſmall ſhot obliged 
thoſe that guarded the ſhoar to-retire: He larided 
his men, and intrenched them. every Nation by 
themſelves, during which, they had frequent skir- 
miſhes with the Namidian Horiemen, nor.were they 
leſs moleſted by the Garriſon, who fallyed as.often 
as they ſaw their advantage ; when one dayes fally- 
ing under the Command of Salatyarn .Arch-Pirate, 
they 
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they (came vp to the'Mount, near the Caſtle, com- 
manded by Count Serney, a'manfamous both for the 
Honour of his Houſe, and great 'Exploits in War; 
who not-uſing tobe fo braved, deſcended with the 
Ttalians under his Command to drive them back by 
force ; but the *Enemy being far ſuperiour in num- 
ber, and the Sparrards who were intrenched next 
him;/lookingon;and not:.coming out to ſuccour him, 
he there rghrts yaliantly;was{ain;but the Spaniards, 
though they ſecretly -rejoyced at the overthrow of 
the Count, whohddo often eclipſed their Glory, 
fared -not better ; - for the next day Tobacches -ano- 
ther of the Txrks Captains fallying out, charged 
them 1n their Trenches, killing many of them, and 
taking what'they found therem. 


Theſe Loſſes made the General ſharply reprove 
the Captains of their neglect of duty, in watching to 
Prevent the dangerous attempts of ſo. politique an 
Enemy ; 'which fo: wrought with the Captains and 
Soldiers, that to- regain: their credit, they vowed 
to ſhan no- danger, 'nor were they infertour to their 
promiſe ; tor G:afer, Captain of the 7anizaries fal- 
Iyitg-out againſt the Spamards, was himſelf flain to- 
gether with moſt of his Men whom .the Chriſtians 
Purined, even” to© the Gate of the: Caſtle, and had 
entered - with thoſe: that fled,' had ' not thoſe that 
wereentered, ſhat out a great' number of their Fel- 
lows to'prevent it, who were all flain or- taken 


-Priſoners : after which, the "Emperor cauſed his 


"Batteries to - be mounted, whilſt Azria with the 
Fleet blocked up the Caſtle to the Sea-ward, fo that 
what from the Ships and the Mounts, the_great 
Ordnance in: manner of an Earthquakeſo terribly 


"roared, - that their continual thundering made It 
-frem'as if the Earth - would have rent in funder, 


and 
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and. cauſed the Sea, which before was calm, to 
mount, as if it had been inraged with a Tempeſt ; 
the Air likewiſe became thick, . and: the, Sky, was 
darkned with ſmoak, fo that after -ten hours ince(- 
fant battery, the Vamures, and Walls of the Caſtle 
were in many places beaten down : . the Tarks Ca- 
non and Canoneers lying buried together 1ig- the 
Rubbiſh, ſo that the defendants utterly deſpairing 
longer to hold it, fled over a wooden Bridge layed 
for that purpoſe, who being may/ > apigrar by the 
Chriftians, were moſt of them ſlam; inſomuch , 
that the Surface of the Lake was well nigh coyered 
with dead bodies. 


The ſtrong Caſtle thus taken, and moſt of the 
Turks Fleet of Galleys at Anchor in the Lake, yiel- 
ded tothe Conqueror ;, upon notice of which, A1«- 
leaſſes the Moor:ſb. King came tothe Emperors Tent, 
and humbled himſelf at his Feet, promiſing to be- 
come his tributary, deſiring as, his Vaſlal to be re- 
ceived into his protection, {wearing never to forget 
ſo great a Beneht, with many the.like expreſlions ; 
which ſo moved the Emperour, . that he promiſed 
to reſtore him without any. other /Tribute,. than 
yearly payigg a brace of Falcons,. and a brace, of 
Barbary Hofles ;, as likewiſe to maintain a Thouſand 
Chriſtian. SoWiers to keep for him the Caſtle: of 
Guletta, and ever after to be kind to all Chriſtians 
either Inhabiting, or that ſhould haye occaſion, to 
paſs through his, Cauntrey , [telling him further, 
that if he failed inany point,, thoſe Armes that. re- | 
ſtored him, could again depole hun.  -..- 


Matters thus concluded, the Emperour marched 
gainſt Tunis, where Barbaruſſa,. with the remain- 
der of his Forces were in Garriſon, .who: upon. the 
: approach 


, 
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approach of the Chriſtians, drew.out his Forces, 
conſiſting for the moſt -part of Numidian Horſe- 
men, bur ſcarcely endured the firſt charge, e're he 
betook himſelf to flight, and again entered the City 
of Tunis, where in his mad mood, he determined to 
kill all the Chriſtian Priſoners; and had put his 
bloody intent into practiſe, had he not been diſſiva- 
ded therefrom by Sinan a Jew, one of his chief Cap- 
tains, which turned to his great diſadvantage ; for 
the Captives, to the-number of Six Thouſand, hear- 
ing in what danger they were in, burſt out of the 
Dungeons in the Caſtle where they.lay in Irons, and 
killing ſuch Twrks as they found therein, barracaded 
the doors, ſeizing on ſuch Armour as came firſt to 
hand, made ſigns to the Emperor, from the Battle- 
ments, that they kept the Caftle to his behoof ; 
which Barbaruſſa perceiving , and that all his in> 
treaties for the rendition of it was in vain : he in 
a great rage abandoned the City with ſach of his 
followers as would attend him, and fled by Sea in 
Fourteen Galleys to the City of Bora. 

The Turks having deſerted Tunis, the Magi- 
ſtrates came forth with the Keyes to meet the 
Emperor, who without any reſiſtance entered the 
City, which he laboured to fave from the ſpoil; 
but ſach was the fury of the Soldiers, that they 
could not be reſtrained neither by the Emperor, 
nor YVaftiu the General, but ſeizing upon all they 
found, killed ſuch of the oors as reliſted them ; 
ſo that in a ſhort time all was in a confuſion, and 
great riches carryed to the Ships and Galleys, to- . 
gether with many Captives : moſt of which the 
Emperor cauſed to be reſtored, and the reſt were 
redeemed by Mwleaſſes. | 

Barbaruſſa not thinking himſelf ſafe at Hipponaz 
upon the coming of Aria with the Fleet, fled to 
B h Argier, 
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Argier, of which the Emperor ' having notice, he 
placing \ Maleafſes in the Kingdom of Timeſſes, and 
furniſhing Gmerrs 'with all manner of Warlike 
Proviſion, with a Thoufind Spaniards to ſecure it, 
returned in 1riemphto Naples, Anno 1537 ; when 
the ſame year Solyman envying at the Portugals trade 


in the Exft-Indies, Tent Selyman Baſſa, accompanied 
with Aſa Beg, a-famous Pirate, - commonly called 


the Moor of Alexandria, with a 'Fleet to moleſt 
them, who failing throngh the Red-Sea, came as 
far as the River Jud», where with all their power 
they aſſaulted Dium a Caſtle of the Portugals, ſci- 
tuate upon the mouth of that great'River; but af- 
ter many dayes ſiege; both by Seaand Land having 
tryed their utmoſt'force, they were glad to retire, 
kaving behind them for haſt-moſt of their great 
Ordnance : when coming to Aden,\a rich City in 
Arabia Felix , they allured the King thereof on 
board their Galleys, with promiſe of fafe conduct, 
but” having him in their power contrary to 'their 
Oaths, they -hanged' him -up at the” Yards Arm of 
the Admirals Galley, and plundered the City ; the 
like they did to another City 'in the ſame Tratt cal- 
led Z#bith, and retirned to' Conflartinople , one by 
Sea, and the other by Land 3''at''what time Solyman 
ſolicited thereto'by John Forreſt the French Kings 
Ambaſſador} was preparing for the Invaſion of 
Taly, and having for that purpoſe raiſed Two Hun- 
dred Thouſand Men, ſending before him Lutzis Baſ- 
fa, and Barbarxſſa, 'with a great Fleet, who landing 
at Utranto, 'and'condutted by one Troilus Pignatellus, 
a Fugitive /ralian, Tized on 'Caſtrum, which contra. 
ryto their Faith given, they plundered ; carrying 
molt of the people Priſoners, at what time Solyman 
had by night fent over ſeveral Troops of Light- 
Horſemen-in great Palendars, who running all aloug 
| the 
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the Sea Coaſt from Taremum to Brundaſfam,. fot; the! 
ſpace of Forty'miles, remmaged the Countrey,car-! 
rying away a great booty , and” had: been ' likely 
enongh; had Solyman, as he intended, ſeconded them 
with his great power to have overrun -all Baly5*byt: 
providence ſo ordered it, that by - the -wilfulueR of. 
Alexander Contarenus a Venetian Captainy who meets 
ing with the. Admiral of Calipolis, and- he not vyail- 
ing his top-ſail, nor in token of Reverence and 
Friendſhip diſcharge his great Ordnance, offended 
with his proud inſolency, fiercely affailed the- Squa- 
dron of Galleys under. his command, of which -he 
ſunk two, the Admiral himfelf' periſhing in one of 
them, and ' not long after, -jor the like infolency, 
the Yeretian Admiral cauſed Furimnsbens , S ns 
Chief Interpreter, paſſing by Cores to be" aſſailed, 
when to ſave himſelf and his Twks, he forceing, his 
Galleys on ſhoar near unto the-Mounitains', talled! 
Acrocerannis, he fell into a worſe danger, for being 
taken by the Monntainiers,' moſt of his people were 
ſlain, and himſelf hardly releaſed for a great ſun 
of money. | 
Theſe Breaches of Peace, as the Twrks termed 
thett, ſo much _incenſed Solymar, that he recalled 
his Forces then in: Pzglza, reſolving to turn is 
whole power 'bpon 'the” Venetians, upon whoſe re 
tyrn Azria falling in with Twelve Galleys laden 
with Janizaries, and choſen Horſmen of the Court 
after. a ſharp conflict to thin all, which proved & 
great weakning to the Tyrants Fleet, yer he deſpe- 
ratety bent'againft rhe' Yenetians, reſolving to take 
from them the rich Ifland of Greyra, but by the 
way himſelf had.lfke to have been lain in his Tent 
by a Monntainier; which had been effected, had he 
not been diſcoveret”bv the cracking of a borgh'; 
to revenge which, he ſent'his Jantzaries, and ot — 
B b 2 1s 
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his approved Soldiers, who hunting the people in- 
habiting,the-high and rough Mountains of Chimera, 
like/wild Beaſts: killed many .of them, and returned 
with ſuch ſpoil, as they found, after which, he.with, 
a:great; Fleet..landed on the Iſle of Corcyra, now cal- 
led Gorfu;. (for fear of whom, the Yenetian Admiral 
withdrew with his Galleys into.the Adriarick Gulf, 
there to expect the other part of his Fleet) yet, ha- 
ving along while battered the chief City, in vain 
he Fontenting himſelf with the ſpoil of the Villages, 
and;Sixteen Thouſand Chriſtian Priſoners departed ; 
2nd in. his, return landing on the Iſle ,of Naxos, ſum- 
moned. the City, which not c21/s Lomas to op- 
poſe. ſo powerful-an; Army,.. contented to pay the 
Tyrant Five. thouſand Duckates a year Tribute, 
and'to hold the Seigniorie of him, whereupon, with- 
olit doing further. harm, he departed to Conſtantine- 
pleziat whoſe-return Zutzis Balla was accuſed by his 
Wite, Solywans Siſter of Sodomy, and for that ſhe ha- 
ving, in Private reproved him thereof, he had 
ſtruck her a box.on. the Ear, and confined her as a 
Priſoner to her Chamber ; which complaint ſo in- 
cenſed So/ymar, who for his Siſters ſake had raiſed 
him.from a low Degree, to the higheſt Honour 
next, himielf, that he baniſhed him into Macedenia, 
where an [pegs the remainder of hig dayes in a poor 
and-private life. | 
;;T hough Solyman was returned to Conſtantinople, 
yet-his Wars with the Yenetians ended not, for he 
ſent ſtrict command to his Governours and Lieute- 
nants bordering upon their frontiers, to vex them 
them with all manner Hoſtilities; who were not 
wanting to fſatisfie. him-therein, nor the Yenetians 
.-0n their part to revenge the injuries; but the fierce- 
neſs of the. Turks were ſomewhat reſtrained by a 
War undertaken by King Ferdinand againſt them, 
| to 
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to revenge former injurjes, who raiſing a great po- 
wer of gallant Soldiers of divers Nations, ſent them 
under the leading of Cazzianer, by whoſe Cowar- 
dize in leading them through Woods, and by-wayes, 
many of them periſhed for hanger ; others to avoid 
that calamity, deſerted him, and in fine, the Gene- 
ral forſaking his Army (for which he was after- 
ward executed) It was overthrown near Exek, and 
all the Soldiers either ſlain, or taken Priſoners. 

The news of this great overthrow much "trov- 
bled the Chriſtian Princes to repair ; which. dif- 
grace the Emperor, the Yenetians, and the Pape ſet 
out a great Fleet of Galleys, which meeting ood 
r4, the Admirals conſulted what was beſt to b 
done, when upon notice that Barbaryſſa lay with the 
Turkiſh Galleys in the Bay of Ambracia, they -reſol- 
ved to fail thither, where having a while braved 
him, the bold Tark, incited thereto by one of | 
mans Eunuchs, came forth to give them battle, 
which Auria perceiving contrary to the minds of 
the Captains, ſtood away to Corcyra, in the rear of 
whom the Turks fall, took ſeveral of the ſtragling 
Galleys : "This retreat, or rather flight, much eclip- 
ſed the fame of Auria, who before was accounted a 
ſecond Neptwne ; but being ſtill followed by Barba- 
raſſa, he returned into 1raly, to the great diſlike of 
the Yenetians, without effefting any thing worthy 
of memory ; which gave the proud Tark opportn 
nity to make great ſpoil on the Sea Coaſt, and on 
the Iſlands of the Sea, yet held by the Yenetians, 
and to recover Caſtranovam, a little before taken by 
the Chriſtians, though nor without infinite ſlaugh- 
ter on either ſide; it being for a long time manfully _ 
defended by Sarmentus a Valiant Spaniſh Captain , 
who amongſt heaps of ſlain expired in the bed 
Honour. 

B b 3 Things 
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Things being at this paſs, the Emperor made a 
peace with the French King, both which Patemates 
Plicited the Yenetians by their Embaſſadors to con- 


tinue the War againſt Solymar , but they weary 


thereof, as lying moſt obnoxious to his fury, could 
not be perſwaded thereto, but laboured to procure 
a peace, which with much difficulty they obtained. 
In conſideration whereof they yield unto him Na#u- 
plium and Epidaurw, two Cities of Peloponeſus, to- 
gether with Nadixm and Labrania, two Caſtles of 
Dalmatia, which 25 orewr by reaſon the ſecrets of 
their Embaſſey was beforehand diſcovered to Soly- 
man by ſveral treacherous Yenetians, bribed by 
him for that purpoſe; ſome of which being after- 
ward taken, were worthily executed at the ſame 
ime; a ſecyet conſideration between Fobn King of 
Hungary, and Ferdinand King of Bohemia (including 

ge upon the deceaſe of the former, the latter 
ould enjoy his Kingdom) was diſcovered to Soly- 

- 1anz Which grievouſly incenſed him againſt the Hun- 
-garian King, whom by his Armes he had reſtored 
tohis Kingdom to appeaſe, which he was content 
to marry /ſabelia, Daughter to S:giſmund, King of 
Polonia, by whom he' had Iflne a Son, who after his 
Fathers Death was crowned King of Hungary, and 
taken into Solymans proteCtion, by that means berea- 

ving King Ferdinand of his hope of a peaceable pol: 

ſeſſion ; whereupon after having requeſted it by his 

Embaſſadors of So/yman, and kefhairing that way to 

obtain it, he with a great Army entered the King- 

dom, and ſeized upon Yicegrade, Peſfth, Vacia, and 
Alba Kegalis: To oppoſe which ſudden Tempeſt 
e're it had fwept away all her Cities; the Queen 

ſent her Embailadors to Solyman to crave Aid againſt 

King Ferd:!nand, whereupon he not only ſent the 
young King her Son ſeveral Rich Preſents, but his 
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Letters Mandatory to his'Lieutenants. on the Fron- 
tiers, with all their F orces to aſſiſt her, threatning 
that. if by their negle& ſhe received any dammage, 
their heads ſhould make fatisfaftion ; and withal, 
cauſed Laſcus, Ring Ferdinands Embaſſador at that 
time reliding at Cnſtantinople to be impriſoned. 

This news was joyful to the Queen, whereupon 
ſhe drawing together all. her Forces, joyned them 
with thoſe Mahometes, and Ustref, two of Sohywans 
Baſſas had brought into the field, and immediately 
layed ſiege to Yacia which they took, and to pre- 
vent its again falling into the hands of the Bohe- 
mians, ſt it on fire; Yacia thus layed waſte, they 
removed to Pefth, to which they layed ſtraight lg, 
but after many unſucceſsful attempts to carry it. by 
ſtorm, raiſed their Camp, and returned over Darnu- 
bius, upon which King Ferdinand ſent a great Arm 
under the Leading of the Lord William Regendorf, 
who entring, the Kingdom, layed fiege to Buda, 
and ſent Meſlengers to the Queen to ſurren- 
der the City to his Maſter, and that in lieu there- 
of, and of the other Cities , ſhe ſhould have -be- 
ſtowed on her freely the Seignory of Sepuſia, to 
which George, Biſhop of Yeradswn, who: altogether 
governed the Queen, anfwered that ſhe ſhould accept 
no ſuch proffer , and with many approbrious. words 
diſmiſſed the Meſſengers, whereupon Regendorff ha- 
ving mounted his Canon, furiouſly battered the Ci- 
ty, making ſeveral wide breaches, but they were 
ſo notably defended, that the Germans nor Spaniards 
could not enter, which they perceiving, ſo dealt 
with one Bornemiſſa 2 great man in the City, that he 
promiſed to deliver them a Gate in the night to 
enter by, which accordingly he performed, but ha- 
ving agreed that none but Hwgarians ſhould enter, 
the better to prevent the effuſion of blaod ;, and Re- 
| Ws - - 4 gendorſſ 
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gendorſf contrary to that agreement, ſending in'Ger- 
mans under the Leading of their Captains, to be 
more-ſure of the City, the Traitor repenting of 
what he had undertaken, refuſed to lead them to 


the Market place, and they ſtill remaining in the 
narrow ſtreets, and not knowing which way to go, 


2a ſufficient number could not enter e're the Alarum 


- was taken, upon which the Citizens, and Garriſon 
Souldiers running to their Armes, aſfaulted them 
on every ſide, who being in a ſtrange place, and 
their fear augmented by the terror of the night, 
fled back faſter than they advanced. 

Spring being come, Solyman ſent a great Army un- 
der the Leading of Mahometes Baſha, to the Aſſiſtance 
of the Queen ; which paſſiag, the Danubivs intren- 
ched within half a mile of the Bohemians, Germans, 
and 7ralians, under the command of the Lord Repgen- 
aorff, and dayly with skirmifhes perplexed him, ha- 
ving likewiſe fortified an Iſland lying in the River, 
called Ceppelia, as the Genera] of the Chriſtians had 
done another oppoſite to his Camp, between which 
-xryy likewiſe many skirmiſhes, but at length the 

wrks pouring a great number of their men on 
ſhoar in the Iſland held by the Chriſtians, cauſed 
them to leave the Fortifications, and flie over the 
Bridge layed to paſs, and repaſs to the Camp, but 
by. the valour of the GermarSoldiers all was quick- 
ly regained, and the City furiouſly aſſaulted, though 
without ſucceſs, for that a great number of the be- 
fieged continually kept ſuch breaches as the Canon 
had made, and the Beſiegers, by reaſon of the 
nearneſs of the Txrks Army, durſt not go to the 
allault inſach number as otherwiſe they might have 


done, yet they had fo battered the Walls, that they * 


deſpaired not to win it in a ſhort time; but in the 
height of their ExpeCtation, news came, that Soly- 
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man with a great power, was near at hand to joyn 
the Baſſha already incamped , which infuſed ſuch a 
fear into the Chriſtians that the Soldiers whether 
their General would or no, reſolvedto raile the Seige 
and paſs the Danubiws. So that he was conſtrain- 
ed to accord to the reſolves, and in the dead of the 
night raiſed the Siege, but not ſo ſecretly but the 
Turks had notice ſent them of what had happened, 
by thoſe in the City - Whereupon burſting out of 
their Camp, and the Citizens at the ſame time fal- 


. lying by the light of a ſtack of ſtraw, and purſned 


them with great ſlaughter ; inſomuch that moſt part 
of the Army was either drowned in the haſty paſ- 
ſage, or fell by the Sword, not above a third part 
of them eſcaping to Comora. So that a great booty 
by that means fell into the hands of the Turks: 

Upon this defeat Peſth being deſerted of her Gar- 
riſon, was taken without reſiſtance by Caſon, the 
Turks Fleet then in the Danubize, and moſt that 
were found therein put to the Sword. The Lord 
Regenaorf as a man not deſirous to outlive ſo foul a 
allibacer brought upon him by the wilfulneſs ofhis 
unruly Souldters, would have died fighting amongſt 
the thickeſt of his Enemy, had he not againſt his 
will by ſtrong hand been forced into a Pinace, and 
ſo carryed by his Captains to Comora, within fixe 
days after Solyman came to Buda, and according to 
his wonted cruelty cauſed all the Priſoners to be put 
to death, and one amongſt the reſt a German Soul- 
dier being of wonderous height, he appointed to be 
flain by his Dwarff, whoſe head reached not paſt his 
knees, which he ordered to' be done in deriſfion of 
the German Nation. | 

Solyman having pitched his Camp near Bude, ſent 
his Ambaſſadors with Preſents to the Young King, 
viz,, Three beautiful Horſes, with their —_— 
Gold, 
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Gold, and their Trapings ſet with precious ſtones, 
' and three Robes of cloth of Gold, and unto every 
one of the chief Nobility a chain of Gold, and rich 
Gowns; upon the delivery of theſe preſents, as they 
had it in charge, they requeſted that the Queen 
would cauſe the young King to be ſent ts the Camp 
t9 Solyman, who was greatly defirous to ſee him and 
that he was reſolved to take him and his Kingdon 
into proteCtion, until ſuch time as he ſhould of him- 
Kif be able to defend it againſt his potent Adverfary. 
'This requeſt of the Ambaſſadors (though not with- 
ont ſome ſcruple) was granted, and the young King 
being then in his ſ\wadling Cloths, was ſent in a rich 
Chariot, together with his Nurſe and ſeveral great 
Ladies,attended on by ſuch of the Nobility,to whom 
Solyman had ſent. preſents; upon whoſe Arrival the 
Tyrant took him in his arms, and looked upon him 
' commanding his ſons then preſent, viz. Selymus and 
Bajazet begotten on the fair Roxolaza to kiſs him, 
in token of there love to him: from thence forward 
yet notwithſtanding theſe fair ſhews, he conſulted 
with his Baſſ's whether he ſhould retain the King 
and ſeize on the Kingdom of Hungary, having before 
cauſed-his Soldiers to poſſeſs themſelves of one of the 
Gates of Buda, called Sabatina, it was likewiſe deba- 
ted whether all the Nobility then in his poſſeſſion 
ſhould be put to death, or carried into bondage ; 
-of all which opinions were ſome of his Baſſa's, and 
others of a far more mild opinion. So that Solymar, 
when he well conſidered what had been argued, re- 
ſolved upon a methad between the one and the. 0- 
ther, when entering. Buda on the 3oth. of Auguff, 
anno 1541. after he had facrificed to his vain Pro- 
phet, in the Cathedral, dedicated to the Virgin 
Aary,he publiſhed a Decree (the fatal doom of that 
flouryſhivg Kingdom , under which it at this da; 
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groans.) That Buda ſhould from that day be kept 
with a Garriſon of Turks, and the Kingdom becon- 
verted into a Province of the Turkiſh Empire, that 
the Queen with her ſon, the young King ſhould pre» 
ſently depart the City and live in Lippa, a fertil and 
quiet Countrey beyond the River 7b:ſcus near to 
the borders of her fathers Kingdom, and to be ſafe- 
ly conducted thither with all her Wealth and Jewels 
by the Janizaries; of which hard conditions the 
Queen was glad to accept upon which the Aungars- 
an Nobility, all but Yalentinws her General were ſet 
at Liberty, having before been retained as Priſoners 
in the Turkiſh Camp. 

King Ferdinand reliding at Vienna, upon notice of 


what had paſſed, and that Solyman was purpoſed to 


invade his Territories ; firſt ſending to colle& his 
diſperſed Forces, afterwards he ſent Count Salms 
and S:g:ſmund Letheſtaine, noble and grave Coun- 


cellors his Ambaſſadors to Solyman with rich preſents 
which were a ſtanding cup of Gold after the German 


faſhion, richly beſet with pearls and pretious ſtones, 
and a wonderful Silver Globe of moſt rare and cu- 
rious device, daily expreſfling the hourly ng of 
the time, the motion of the Planets, the Change and 
Full of the Moon, the motion of the Superiour Orbs, 
ever moving by certain wheels or weights curiouſly 
conveyed within the ſame, exattly keeping due time 
2nd motion, lively expreſſing the wonderful motian 
and converſion of the celeſtial frame, a curious and 
ſtrange peice of work deviſed and perfefted oy the 
moſt cunning Aſtronomers of Maximilian the Empe- 
rour; whoſe noble mind never ſpared for any caff 
to obtain things rare of ſtrange device. 

The Ambaſladors arriving at Solymans Camp, af- 
ter they had been fgaſted by the Baſla's with Mutton 
aud Rice onely, and delivered their Preſents, wy 

made 
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madeit their requeſt that he would deliver Hungary 
to their Maſter,to whom of right it appertal ned,and 
that 1n lieu thereof he would become his tributary ; 
' but were ſo far from having their deſires granted, 
that the proud Turk demanded tribute for Auſtria, 
the which being refuſed with diſdaign he ſent the 
Governour of Belgrade to ſpoil that Country , as 
likewiſe Aoravia, to whom he joyned Cafor the Ad- 
miral of his Fleet ; but by reaſon of the overflow- 
ing of the Rivers and great Rains, it being now 
Autumn they were forced to return without doing 
any conſiderable dammage : after which Solyman ap- 
pointing a Hungarian of his own name Governour of 
Buda returned to Conſtantinople, having firſt ſet Laſ- 
cus King Ferdinand's former Ambaſſador (whom he 
held Priſoner) at Liberty, and within a while af- 
ter having cauſed Mayle YVayvod of Tranſilvania to be 
apprehended, and impriſoned contrary to his pro- 
miſe, by Mabometes his great Baſla ; he to recom- 
pence the Queen of Hungary and her ſon for what he 
had taken from them, gave the young King the Pro- 
vince of Tranſilvaxia. 

Whilſt theſe things paſſed, the Emperour Charles 
at the earneſt requeſt of his Subjefts of Spain, to 
whoſe Trade the Pirates of Argier had put a ſtop, 
prepared a great Fleet to invade the Kingdom, and 
take the City, at that time commanded by Afar 
Aga, or Aſarn the Eunnch, whom Barbareſſa in his 
abſence had appointed his Lieutenant, when as the 
Emperour after conſiderable dammage by ſhipwrack 
coming before the City of Argzer ; ſent a Herald on 
ſhore to demand the City, and upon the refuſal of 
its delivery landed his men, who with great courage 
beating the Turks, Moors, and Numiatans from their 
defences, leaped on ſhore, where after divers skir- 
miſhes they encamped in three Battles, being 1a all 
$000® 
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60000 Men but long they had not conſidered which 
way to make their approaches, e're by a horrible 
Tempeſt ( ſuppoſed to be raiſed by Inchantment) 
which continued for the ſpace of two dayes, the 
greateſt part of the Fleet conſiſting of 280 Ships 
and Gallies was beaten, and ſuch as by ſwimming 
eſcaped the danger of the Sea, were kill'd by the 
Numidians and Moors, who came down from the 
Mountains to enrich themſelves by the miſery of 
the Chriſtians. In this ſtorm which was accompa- 
nied with prodigious Rain, Thunder and Lighten- 
ing almoſt all the Proviſion, and great Ordnance 
were loſt : nor fared they on ſhoar much better, for 
there three parts of the Tents were torn up, andall 
things in them ſpoiled by the deluges of Water, 
ſo that Famine within three dayes ſorely vexed 
the Camp ; yet the Emperour, a man of invincible 
Courage, comforted his men in the beſt wiſe, cau- 
ſing ſuch Horſes as were on ſhoar to be killed, and 
their Fleſh diſtributed amongſt the Souldiers, which 
at than time proved excellent fare ; but finding he 
could not ſubſiſt, by the perſwaſion of the Duke of 
Alva his General, he reſolved to imbark on thoſe 
few Ships and Gallies that were left, and return in- 


to /taly, whereupon to make room for the Souldiers 


he cauſed all the Horſes to be thrown overboard, 
but ſuch was his hard fortune, that he was no ſoon- 
er imbarked but another Tempeſt terrible as the 


former, aroſe and ſcattering his Fleet, drove two 


Ships loaden with Spaniards into the Port of Argier, 
who by reaſon of the departure of the other Gallies 
had been there ſlain by the Moors and Dumidians, had 
not Aſan Aga at their earneſt requeſt taken them into 
mercy, and driven away the barbarous people, who 
like ravening Wolves ſought eagerly to prey upon 
their Lives ; Many ſhips in their return were like- 

; | wile

wiſe ſwallowed up of the Sea, but Heaven fo ordered 
it that at length the Emperour with the remainder 
of his ſhattered ſhips arrived at the Port of New 
Carthage in Spain, not being overcome by the Enemy 
but by the Tempeſt, his {ad diſaſter being at the 
beginning of his Expedition foretold, by a Witch 
then living in the City of Argzers. 

Frances the French King being greatly offended 
with the Emperor, for that Artonims Rinuo his Am- 
bafſador, upon his negotiation to Conſtantinople, was 
by ſome of the Emperors Captains ſlain, for that it 
being reported that he there diſcovered all the Em- 
perours intentions, and incenſed Solymar to takeup 
Arms againſt him, being the principal occaſion of 
his laſt Expedition into Awngary ; whereupon he 
having ſent Polinus in the ſtead of Rizwo, he incited 
Solyman to revenge the indignity as well offered to 
him as to himfelf, by ſending Barbarus with a ſqua- 
dron of Gallies to moleſt the coaſt of Sparn, and the 
Emperours Territories in /raly, whilſt his Maſter 
warred on his Countries in Flanders and other places. 
To undertake the like he ſolicited the Yenerians,but 
at that time both his negotiation proved ineffeftu- 
al, for the Yenerians utterly refuſed to intermeddle, 
and the Tarkat that time being but flenderly provi- 
ded with ſhipping, and thoſe was inforced to uſe on 
the Danabe for the defence of Hungary, which King 
Ferdinando in confederation with the German Princes 
invaded with a great Army, under the leading of 
Toachimus Marqueſs of Brandenburgh, who paſſing the 
Danubins encamped before Peſth, which they batter- 
ed for ſeveral dayes, making divers large breaches, 
but upon notice that Mahomeres Baffa was coming 
from Felerade, with a great Army to reheve the Ci- 
ty, though the ſtory was altogether ferigned , the 
cowardly General raiſed the fiege, and returned to 
Vienna, 
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Vienma where that great Army conſiſting of yo000s 
Horſe and Foot was broke up, without doing any 
thing worthy of name. 

Solyman being rid of this fear began to hearken to 
the requeſt of the French Ambaſlador, and having 
Commanded Ruſtan Baſla his Son-1n-law to Feaſt h 
he gave order for the making ready his Fleet 
Gallies, which he ſent under the command of Bar- 
baroſſa to the Aid of the French, who to wreck his 
private revenge called in the common Enemy, too 
prone of himſelf to lay Chriſtendom waſt. In their 
way when once diſpatched they took Rheginm,burnt 
it, and carried away the Garriſon, and Citizens, at 
which time Solyman with a great Army entered Hun- 

ary, to revenge himſelf upon the Authors of the 
la Hoftilities, and had the ſtrong City and Caſtle 
of Walpo- delivered to him by the Souldiers, contra- 
ry to the will of the Governour , but he was no 
ſooner poſleſſed thereof then he gave them the due 
Reward of their Treachery, by cauſing them all 
to be put to the Sword ; and then having left there a 
ſufficient Garriſon, he marched to Srrigoninm, fend- 
ing Armwrathes Baſla with a part of the Army to take 
in Socloſia, which he having won, put moſt of the 
Inhabitants to the Sword. 

Solyman having layed ſiege in the mean while to 
Strigonium , 1 Which commanded as Governours 
Liſcanns and Salamanca, two proud and covetous 
Spaniards, with a Garriſon of 1300 Souldiers, but 
e're Solyman began to batter the City, he ſent to 
promiſe them Life, Liberty, and whatever Goods 
they were poſlefſed of if they would ſurrender ; or 
upon refufal to denounce againſt them all the miſe- 
ries that attend on ſtormed Cities, yet this nothing 
daunted the Souldiers, who returned for aniwer, 
that they repoſed their laſt hope in their Arms, 

and 
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and wete not to be won by gifts, nor terrified with 
threats, upon notice of which their ſtout reſoluti- 
on he commanded his Cannon already mounted to 
play from ſeveral Batteries, the which was put in 
Execution with ſuch fary, that the Walls were bea- 
ten down 1a ſeveral places, at which breaches the 
Turks in great number attempting to enter were bea- 
ren back three times ſucceſſively, with great loſs and 
ſlaughter, and amongſt the ſlain fell Bulraces Sanzack 
of Selymbria, a man of great account amongſt the 
Terks, but in the end the weakneſs of the City being 
diſcovered to the enemy, by a fugitive Calabrian, 
the two aforeſaid Governours conſulting for their 
own ſafety, intended ſecretly to leave the City, and 
carry with them all their Riches ; but their purpoſe 
being diſcovered to the Captains and Soldiers, they 
propoſed a parly, perſwading the defendants that 
the City was not to be held againſt ſo powerful an 
Enemy ; upon which the City was yielded, and the 
Garriſon ſuch as would marched to Peſſonium, where 
the two cowardly Governours (who notwithſtanding 
the promiſe of fafe conduCt had been robbed by the 
Turks) were by Count Same committed to ſafe cuſto- 
dy, toanſwer for their cowardly yielding up the 
City. 

Strigoniam being thus obtained on the 10th. of 
Auguſt, Anno 1543. and the Chriſtian Churches con- 
verted to the Mabometarn ſuperitition, he marched to- 
wards Alba regals, taking in his way the Caſtle of 
T atta antiently called Theodota, which he utterly ra- 
ſed ; after which coming before Alba regals, a City 
famous for the Coronation of the Hungarian kings, 
ſcituate in a Marſh, and incompaſled with a Lake : 
He cauſed the faid Lake with infinite labour to be fil- 
led up and then after many terrible Aſſaults, in which 


he loſt 20000 of his men, took the Suburbs, putting 
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all he found therein- to the-ſword, and afterward: 
had the City delivered into his poſſeſſion, where en- 
tering, he contrary to his faith plighted, he cauſed 
the moſt wealthy Citizens to'beſlain ; after which, 
leaving Ballabanus Governour thereof, and placing 
Governours in other places by: him ſubdued ; in this 
Expedition he returned to Conſtantinople. 
* By this time -Barbaraſſa and Polimes were arrived 
at Marſelles,*where-! having -refreſhed themſelves, 
they departed to: Province, where they laid ſiege to 
Nice, a City belonging;to the-Emperour, which af- 
ter a long ſiege they took, bat-'the Caſtle being de- 
fended with a ſtrong Garriſon, they in vain aſlaulted 
it, which ſo enraged Barbaruſſa, that he threatened 
to imprifon Polinns for not performing his promiſe 
made at Grſtantinopleto furniſh his Army withall ne» 
ceſlaries, when as hefſaid Powder and ſhot were want- 
ing even in the Country of France,which diviſion be- 
tween the French and the Turks was ended, by the 
railing the ſcige, upon-notice that Alphonſus Y aſtus the 
Emperors General was coming. out of JTraly with a 
great Army, when as the French Forces retiring; Bar- 
barufſa ſent moſt part of his Fleet to Argeir, with a 
command to return early the next ſpring to Marſeltes. 
The great preparations of Barbaruſſs to aid the 
French King gave:Muleaſſes ſuſpition that they were 
intended againſt him ; whereupon leaving the man- 
agement of the 'Aﬀaires of * his kingdom of Tunes in 
the hand of his truſty Counſellors, as he ſuppoſed, 
and the management of his men of war, his fon 
Amida, he went to Naples to wait upon Charles the 
Emperor, and of him to crave aid , when in the 
mean time by the perſwaſion of ſuch as hated Mwle- 
aſſes his ſon uſurped his kingdom, who upon no- 
tice thereof returning with ſuch Forces as he could 
gather in Jraly,. was overthrown, taken pritontts

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5nd by his. unnatural San deprived of his fight, deal- 
ingto him . therein the ſame meaſure that he had 
dealt. Yet the x” om Son effaped not aoge- 
ther ſcotfree, for Taverres Governpur of Gull for 
the Emperour, ſending for Abdamelech brother to 
Muleaſſes, of whom I have before ſpoken, he in the 
abſence of Amiga ſurprized the City and Caſtle, of 
Funiz, but injoyed noi\more then 26 dayes e're he 
died. when ; leaving his Son Mabometes 2 Child his

red, whereppon Mwraſſes fied-firſt ta: Gulerra, and 
afterward into Sicily, where at the Emperours com- 
tauidhe was maintained at the common charge of

ats by Sea, when to remove fo troubleſome a man, 
the Knights of Malta wr an over with a conſiderable 
power, and after a furious. affault pofſeffed them- 
{elves of the faid City, the which by reaſon it was 
not tenable without exceſſive charge they razed, 
carrying away & rich booty , and 5009 Captives, 
whereupon the Pirate fled to Conſtantinople, craving 
aid of Solyman, who ſent with hit.

Anno 1551. Solyman, notwithſtanding the five 
years peace made with King Ferdinand, fent Ach- 
metes his Lieutenant in Exrope, to invade ſeveral 
Towns in Hung4ry , who upon his Arrival took 
Temeſwar and Zolnock,, wlitch Queen Iſabel frceiy- 
ing, and'that the Tirk contrary'ro his Faith plight- 
ed, dzily incroach upon her Territories, whoſe 
power ſhe was not in a capacity to repel by force,fhe 
avreed with. King Ferdinand to relign her arid her 
Sons Title to the Kingdom of Humngary in conlidera- 
tion of Cafſoviz, and a yearly penſion of 160600 
Ducats. After which the King Feovered mol ons 
of the Kingdom from the Turks, and for the r 
C03 * keeps 
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keeping thereot as ſome ſay cauſed George Biſhop of 
Veradium, a great favorite of Solymans though by 
Birth a Hungarian to be murthered, in his own 
Houſe. Upon which the Baſla of Buds drawing to- 
gether what Forces be conld Beſieged Agria, but 
after the loſs of many of his beſt Souldiers he gave 
over the ſiege. 

_ Henry ſucceeding his Brother Francis in the King- . 
dom of France, and deſirous to moleſt the Emperor, 
ſent the Lord Avomont to incite Solyman, to walt 
the Coaſt of Jtaly ; whereupon he ſending a great 
Fleet in the Tyrrenan and Tuſcan Seas, waſted the 
Coaſt of Calabria, S cilia, Majorca, Sardinia, Elba, 
Cirſica and Cerbe , the Frontiers of the Emperours 
Dominions, and the ſame year, viz. anno 1554. So- 
lyman 1incited thereto by Roxolana, once his Slave 
and Concubine, but now his imperious Wife, and 
by the Treacherous inſfinuation of R»ffan Baſſa, who 
had Married Chameri.: her Daughter by Solyman, 
cauſed his Son Muffapha the chief hope of the Oche- 
"man Family, begot on a Scyrcaſſian Woman to be 
Nrangled in his Pavilion, without ſuffering him to 
clear himſelf of what had been falſly laid to his 
charge during his abſence, the which barbarous cru- 
elty when Tzthanger, Roxolana's Son by Solyman, 
whom ſhe purpoſed to raiſe to the Empire after his 
deceaſe, and for that purpoſe had procured the death 
of Maftapha, came to know he had deteſted his Fa- 
thers cruelty, with his Dagger killed him&1f, and 
fell down dead upon his Brothers dead body ; nor 
was So:yman in ſafety when-the matter came to be 
once known, for the inraged Souldiers with their 
drawn Swords ( after they had killed a great 
number of thoſe that came thither to fetch the 
Riches in Muftaphaes Tent ) came to his Pavilion 
Threatning him with preſent Death, and after ma- 
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ny reproaches were hardly appeaſed, ſwearing at 
their departure if the Accuſers of Muſftapha were not 
brought to light they would nevertheleſs kill him, - 
when to ſatishe them in their demands, he depriv- 
ed Ruſten Baſla of all his Honours, taking from him 
the ſeal whereof he had the keeping, and delivered 
it to Achomates Baſla, and Ruſtan commanded to . 
leave the Camp upon pain of Death, but not long 
after by the means of his Mother-in-Law, who had 
by the means of a Jew, bewitched Solyman with her 
charms he was again reſtored, and to make way foy. 
him Achomates who had ſtept up into his places of 
Honour by Solymar's command, in the Divano cauſe- 
leſly was ſtrangled. Whileſt theſe things were do-- 
ing Haly Baſla having for a long time belieged Zi- 
geth, defended by Marcus Horworth, a valiant Cap- 
tain was beaten off, by Polviller and Serinexs two of 
King Ferdinandees Captains with the loſs of half of 
his Army. Nor fared the Tarks better at Sea, for 
Guiſe Lord Prior of the Knights of St. John in 
France, took fix Ships and Gallies richly laden, and 
now God intending to puniſh the Tyrant for fo. 
many Murthers ſuffered his Son Bajazer gotten up- 
on Roxolana, to riſe up againſt him Arms under pre-' 
tence of ſupplanting his Brother Selymrs, all tac re- 
mainder of the aforeſaid wicked ſtock , who by 
ſetting up a counterfeit Muſfapha (and pretending 
he that was killed was no other, bat one much re- 
ſembling the true Muffapha, ſent for great rewards 
to try his Fathers fary) drew after him a World' of 
people being ſecretly encouraged thereto by his mo- 
ther, who. preferred him before his Elder Brother 
whom Solyman would have his Succeſlor, and ſuch 
was her power with Solyman, that after the Plot 
was diſcoyered the counterfeit taken and executed, 
ſhe made Bajazers pace and reſtored to favour. as 
| G-C 3 much 
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much a$ever ; yet ſuch was the fiery nature of the 
head ſtrong youth, that knowing his Life was dat- 
ed with his Fathers, if his Brother ſucceeded him 
he again took up Arms, being generally favoured of 
the Soldiers, againſt whom Selymes was ſent with a 
great Army, between whom was fought a dreadful 
Battle, in which 300 Turks were ſlain, and Bajaxzet 
put to the worſt, who after much adverſe fortune 
flying to the Perſian King, was by the procurement. 
of Solyman contrary to Faith g:iver by the Perſtan, 
he together with his four Sons was murthered. 
Anna 1558 Cbarles the Fifth, and warlike Empe- 
rour of Germazy, ſtricken in years, and worn out 
with the toils of tedious War, reſigned the Empire 
to his;Brother Ferdinand , baving before put his.ſon. 
Philip in poſſeſſion of all Hereditary Kingdoms, and 
then retiring lead a private Life, and ſhortly after 
Chansed it for Life Eternal; after he had with 
great, reverence and integrity Reigned 39: years, 
after whoſe death at the earneſt requeſt of the 
Knights of Malta, the Chriſtian Princes ſet, out a 
Fleet for the recovery of Tripols in Barbary, when 
coming to the Hand of Zerbs belonging to the 
Turks they ſpoiled .it, and after a ſmall battery to 
the Caſtle in which the Iſlanders put their chef 
hope,but this Expedition proved unfortunate to the 
Chriſtians : for Pia! Baſſh Solymans Admiral, con» 
ing upon them. with a great Fleet, ſuddainly ſar- 
prized many of the Ships and Gallies. out of arder, 
and unable to make reſiſtance, took them. and put. 
moſt of tho he found therein to the Sword, and; 
fuch as could ſtand off to Sea: fled,. leaving Dan, At 
warus De Sandee a valiant Gentleman of great Spirit, 
and long Experience , General of the.

Their audacious -ſtile being read in the German 
Court, moved ſome to indignation, and others to 
ſecret laughter, yet the neceſlity requiring it, peace 
was concluded, but kept no longer then the Empe- 
Tour lived; for upon his Death which happened two 
years after, viz. 1564. new troubles aroſe in FHun- 
gary, and ſeveral Towns and Caſtles were won and 
loſt on either ſide, whereupon Solymar reſolved in 
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perſon to come into Hungary , :but: upon - ſecond 
thoughts .he changed his mind; and -bent his Forces 
againſt the Iſland of Mala lying between Africa avd 
Sicilia,in length twenty and in breadth twelve mules, 
exceeding fruitful and pleanfantly ſcituate were 1t 
not. in Summer time too much ſcorched by the Sury 
which deprives the inhabitants of their freſh water 
before which the Turks coming with a Fleet of Two 
Hundred Ships and Gallies, after ſome loſs ſuſtaia- 
ed both by the Sea and Iſlanders, Landed and jayed 
ſiege to St. Michaels Caſtle, which they furiouſly 
battered, but it being defended by ſeveral Komghts 
of the Order , they received great loſs before it, 
whereupon they conſulted amongſt themſelves yo 
leave the ſiege of St. Michael 'and befege the Caſtle » 
of St. Elmo, the which with the loſs of 180000 
their men they took, when in the mean while /a- 
lttta, the Great Maſter fortified St. Adichael both 
City and- Caſtle ſending to the Viceroy of Sicilia for 
aid, but the Turks incouraged by the comming of 
the King of Argier, with his Ships and a'great ſup- 
ply of Victuals beſieged St. Mzchaels Caſtle a ſecond 
time, as alſo the City Thundering againſt it for the 
ſpace of -eight days without intermiſſion, but. fuch 
was the courage of the beſieged, that they either rex 
paired the breaches, or beat back the Aſſailants who 
made ſuch ſlaughter of thoſe that attempred to enter; 
that their dead bodies filling the breaches ſerved as 
a Rampire to keep out. the reſt, and thus they con- 
tinged furious to aſlault the City almoſt every day, 
till upon notice of the Viceroy of S:cily's approactr 
with a great power both by Seaand Land;they raiſed 
their ſiege and departed to meet him near Mel:ta, 
where in a ſet Battle they were overthrown, and 
moſt of them ſlain with the loſs of 5000 Chriſtians 
onely, yet thoſe that eſcaped in their-return landed 

on 
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on the Iſland Chies atid took it, it being before al- 

moſt deſerted of its inhabitants, by reaſon it lay al- 

_ obnoxious to the fury of the barbarous Infi- 
S. 

Solyman inraged at this defeat reſolved to re- 
venge himſelf upon the Chriſtian Princes , and 
therefore with a great Army undertook his before 
determined War againſt Hungary, folicited thereto 
by the Yayvod of Tranſylvania, who hoped to be 
made King thereof ; but Maximilian being Crowned 
Emperour, he raiſed a great power being aided by: 
the German Princes, and ſent them under the leading 
of ſeveral valiant Captains , but eſpecially Count 
Serenm, and Count Helffeuſtin whoſe good Fortuties 
proved ſuch, that within a ſhort time the Turks 
were ſtripped out of moſt of their Garrifons, arid a 
great number of them ſlain, for Maximilian the Em- 

r, long before advertiſed of Solymens purpoſe 

ad raifed as is faid, a gallant Army , confiſting 

of 40000 Horſe and Foot, the flower of all Chriſtian 

Nations, beſides a Fleet upon the River Dambims, 

which hindered the Turks Proviſions and other ne+ 
ceſfaries from being brought by water. 

By this: time Solyman coming to the River Dromm, 
over which with infinite labour he canſed a Bridge 
to be made for the paſſage of his Army, which done 
heencamped before Sigerh, of which Count Serenus 
was made Governour, a valiant man, and mortal 
Enemy to the Turks attended on by a Garrifon of 
2300 reſolute Germans and Himgarians, who: like a 
brave Souldier with a-moſt Chriftian Oration incou- 
raged his men, not to be difinaid: at the multitude 
of their Enemies, but to truſt in God, and be of 
200d courage, for he by his Almighty power wasable 

y a few-to confound the Armies of the prond. Con- 
cluding that as for himſelf, as: he was 2 —_ 
al 
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and free born ſo he would by the Grace of God; . in 
the ſame Faith and Freedom end his dayes, and that 
no proud Turk {© long as he could hold up his hand 
' ſhould have power to command over him, or the 
ground whereon he ſtood, nor failed he in his re- 
ſolves, for after he had done alt that man was capa- 
ble of doing, killing ſuch numbers of Turks, that 
the Plains lay ſcattered with the dead, the Walls 
being for the moſt part beaten down, and the Town 
fired about his Eares, the Turks in great number en- 
tring every where, and no relief coming to his aſl 
ſiſkance, he called the poor remainder of his Sonldi- 
ers about him, with whom hewas retired-into the 
Caſtle and with anundaunted reſolution, ſpake theſe 
his laſt words. 
The hard fortune of this ſinful Kingdam, hath together 
with our ann overtaken #1, but let m,nable Hearts, imdnre

tudeutncounter him long at cloſe fight, but cowardly 
at a diſtance ſhot him through the head upon which

- That which lightened the Chriſtians ſadneſs for 
the loſs of ſo brave a Captain, and the taking of 
Srgeth, was the Death of Solyman, who far ſpent with 
years and diſtempers died at Quinque Eccleſie of the 
Bloody Flux, on the 4th. of September, anno 1566. 
when hehad lived 76 years,and reigned 46,not living 
to ſee the end of the ſiege; his death was by the 
Bafla kept ſecret to prevent diſorder in the Army, 
who according to their wonted policy fatisfied the 
inquiſitive Zanizeries by ſhewing them his dead body 
ſitting in his Horſe-litter, giving it out that he was. 
extream ill when after Sigeth having by Treaſon 
taken Gyula, for which the Traytor was afterward 
deſervedly put to death by Selymu Solymans ſucceſſor, 
the Baſſa's with the Army returned to Conſtantinople 
where they publiſhed the death of Solymar, and pro- 
chaimed' Selymus his now onely remaining Son Em- 
perour 1n his ſtead.

Selymus the ſecond of that name , and 


fifth Emperor of the Turks, His Life 
and Attons. | 


Come being dead upon the return of the Army 
out of Hungaria towards Conſtantinople, Mabumet 
Baſſa by letters 2dvertiſed Selymns thereof then 
reſiding at Cutas a City of Galatia who glad of the 
news haſted to take poſſeſſion of the fo longexpeAed 
Empire, when being condudted over the ſtraights 
of Boſphorns, he waby Boſftanges Baſſas, and Scandey 
Baſſa conveighed into the Imperial Pallace onthe 23 
of September, Anno 1566,frgm whence he departed to 
meet his fathers Corps, not yet arrived at Conftan- 
tinople, upon the meeting of which he cauſed the 
Inſignes to be let fall, in token of the Emperors 
death, which had been till that time kept ſecret 
from the Soldiers, to prevent diſorders, and ſo with 
it Marching in the head of the Army returned to 
Conſtantinople, being firſt by the men of War falrted 
Emperor ; who upon his Arrival, to quiet the un- 
ruly Soldiers diſtributed a large ſum of mony 
amongſt them, with a Promiſe to augment their 
wages as is uſual at the inſtallment of the Orromar 
Emperors, or elſe by reaſon of the inſolency of the 
Janizaries and other Soldiers of the Court of their 
Pallace would prove too hot to hold them. 


Selimus thus ſetled in his Empire, with Royal fſo- 
lemnity buried his father, in a Chappel which he af- 
| | terward 
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terward built, together with a Colledge and Hoſpt- 
tal, ereCting over him a ſtately Tomb, near unto 
which is at thisday tobe ſeen the Magnificent Tomb 
of his beloved wiie Roxolana, mother to Selimus, and 
of certain of his Murthered children. By him hangs 
his Scimiter, in token that he dyed in war, an ho- 
nour not otherwiſe granted to the Mahometan Prin- 
ces. The Revenues ariſing of the Countrey about 
Sigeth, won from the -Chriſtians a little before his 
death, were given to maintain the houſes by him 
built far devotion, which for Magnificence exceed all 
others Erefted by the Mahomeran Kings and Empe- 
rors, except thoſe of Mahomet the Great, and ba 
Jazet the Second. It was by many thought that Se- 
liman was in good time taken out: of the way, for 
that he: reſolving to winter in Hungary the next 
Spring purpoſe with himſelf to have over-run Ay- 
ffria, and a great, part of Germany. | 
Anno 1567, Solyman bog dead great trouble aroſe 
natwithſtagding in, &mgary , occaſioned by 7ohr 
the Vayyod of Tranſilvania , who uſed his utmoſt 
endeavaur to. diſpolleſs Maximilian the Emperor of 
thoſe Cities and Fortreſſes he held in that Kingdom, 
but they were ſoon after appeaſed by a. peace con- 
cluded between the twa Emperors, Maximilian and 
Selizzes. The principal points.on. which the peace 
depended 5eing, thaſe. That the German Emperor 
ſhould yearly pay 3a0Qo Ducates:to Sel;-ws, as a Tri- 
bute for Hungery,, the. Tribute to begin upon the 
concluſion of the Articles of Peace. That. the'Sub- 
jects of the Turks ſhould pay nothing to the So 
jects of the Emperor, nor on the other ſide the ſubh- 
jects of the Emperor pay nothing to the SubſjeCts of 
the: Turks, but to remain both of them exempted 
from payment of Tax, Duty or Contribution, and 
that either Princ2 ſhould inviolably hold what he

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was in poſſeſſion of at the concluſion of the 

which peace was confirmed for the ſpace of 8 years ; 
in which was included the Fayvad of Tranſilvania, as 
the Turks Tributary. This peace was concluded Anne 
1568, as was likwiſe the year following a peace con- 
cluded between Selymas and T amas the Perſian King 
after which the Turk deſirous to undertake ſome great 
exploit, that might get him aname, and out or the © 
Revenues of which he might build him a Temple ex- 
ceeding any of his Predeceſfors, which thoſe ſuperſti- 
tious people hold to; be for the good of their ſouls; 
he plotted in his mind many things, butat length 
being by his miſchievous Counſellors, of whom he 
wanted not, he was urged to the conqueſt of the rich 
Iſland of Cyprus, lying in the GCcilian Sea, and hath on 
the Weſt Pamphilia, on the Eaſt Sir5a, on the South 
Egypt,and on the North Cilicia, now called Careama- 
wi4, This Ifland at ſuch time as Selymus was intent 
on. the conqueſt thereof, was in the poſſeſſion of the 
Venetians,with whom he had contratted a League ſince 
the death of Sulyman; but in vain are Leagues with 
Infidels any; longer then they ſerve their own turns, 
yet Muhamates the Great Bafſa laboured all he could 
to diſlwade him therefrom; znd Marcus Antonius Bar- 
barus the Venetian Ambaſſador then reſiding at Conſftan- 
tenople ſo wrought that he procured the laſcivious 
Twrk to ſend Cubates as his Ambaſſador to the Senate 
of Yenice, with a letter to certifie them upon what 
grounds he undertook to invade their Territory 
fince the League had till that time been kept invi- 
olable, which was done more to gain time, then for 
any hope he had. that Selymns would alter his deter- 

mination ; which Ambaſlador not obtaining, what 

Selymus deſired, which was to have the fertil Iſland 

peaceably put into his poſſeſſion, but on the contra- 

ry finding. the Yeretians reſolved to defend it m_ all 

their 
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their:jower he returned again to his faithleſs Maſter; 
and related what he had in charge ; whereupon the 
Great Fleet before prepared for the invaſion of Cy- 
prais, put to Sea, Muſtapha Baſſa being General of all 
the Forces, and within a while ſtood with the faid 
Ifland, where the greedy Twrks landing, ſpoiled ma- 
ny geodly Villages , and after ſome deliberation 
having by priſoners taken, underſtood the conſtitu- 
zion'of:the: Countrey, and of what ſtrength the 
Ifanders were, reſolved to beliege Nicoſia, a City 
ſtanding in the midſt of the Iſland, in a plain and 
Chamipain ground, being in circuit about five miles, 
incompaſſed with a ſtrong wall, defended by eleven 
ſtrong Bulwarks, and three great Fortreſles, raiſed 
by -the' Yenetians, the Governour of which was Ni- 
calaus Dandalus,. a man. too weak for ſo great a bur- 
then, as having been alwayes brought up in civil af- 
fairs; in Garilon were 8c00 horſe and foot, but 
moſt of them raw ſoldiers, and not acquainted with 
Martial diſcipline, too few to oppoſe ſo powerful an 
Army as the Baſla drew after him, which conſiſted 
of near 1500-0:horſ and foot, 
' Ontthe 22 of 7aly Arno 1569 the Baſla with his 
Army Encamped within a mile and half of the City, 
covering with their Tents the hill called Menaia, and 
with incredible labour bringing their Trenches from 
far,:caft up ſeveral Forts which they raiſed ſo high, 
that they overlooked the walls of the City, and 
from their Mounts terribly battered the walls with 
ſeventy pleces of great Artillery, whoſe dreadful 
thundring made the earth to tremble, and having 
by. this time run their Trenches to the brim of the 
ditch, hotly allaulted the City in ſeveral places, 
which was as valiantly defended by the . beſieged , 
inſomuch that the ditches were well nigh filled on 
that lide with the bodies of the ſlain, and __ was 
eaten 
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| beaten down in the day time was with great labour 
* repaired in the night. | 


During theſe paſſages the Venetianz having —_— 
with the Pope, King .of Spain, and feveral of the 
Jralian Princes, prepared their fleet, conſiſting in alt 
of one hundred and ſeventeen fail ; but whiles they 
lingered for the Additional Forces of the King of 
Spain, the plague ſo raged amongſt the Marriners' 
and Souldiers, that twenty thouſand dyed e'r its fury 
was abated, and amongſt them many men ofaccount; 
but it ceaſing, and the ſummer half ſpent, the Vere» 
tian Admiral no longer expeCting the coming of the 
Spaniards, failed to Corcyra, and - there calling a 
Council, it was reſolved they ſhould paſs over to' 
Cyprus and deſtroy the Turks fleet z but in the height 
of this expedition dyed Petrus Loridanus Duke: of 
Venice, Leaving the care of the war to Aloyſins Mp» 
cenics, who ſucceeded him in the Dukedom. $ 

Muſtapha advertized-of the approach of the Chris» 
ſtian fleet, uſed his utmoſt endeayour' to carry the 
City by aſlault, but being valiantly repulſed, he caufs 
ed ſeveral letters to be ſhot over the walls faſtened to 
Turkiſh Arrows, therein perſwading the Citizens to 
open- their gates, and receive him their Mild and 


| Merciful Conqueror; and that in ſodoing they ſhould 


deliver themſelves from the mileries that attended on 
beſieged' Cities ; but theſe fair promiſes nothing pre- 
vailing, he incouraged his ſoldiers to afreſh Aſſault; 
in attempting which. he loſt 4000 of his men, and 
was forced to ſound the retreat ; but in the many 
conflicts the Chriſtians being waſted either by death, 
ſickneſs, or wounds ,- expeCting ſuccours from the 
Princes of the Weſt, and none coming to their aid, 
wearyed with continual watching, the Tirks in the 
dead of the night ſecretly entred a Bulwark the day 
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befode' fore battered by the Ordnance from the 
mount, and putting the drouſie: /raltans and Epirers, 
they found thetein to.the Fyord,e'r the Alarm could 
be:taken; let in fach a number of their fellows, that 
the beheged wore not able to repell thera, but with 
dhe'continual Volhes of ſhot, were on all fides qyer- 
whelmed , which. Exgenis a valiant Captain . per- 
'cervings andras-a man detperate , endeavouring. to 
retain: his fiping Soldiers, in thickeſt danger, was; 
(aim by a blasquibus ſhot 4: and; now the Turks like a 
Forrent flowing in at all the Ports,made ſuch deſtru- 
&ion thatitwaslamentable to behold,ſparingan their 
fry neither man woman nor chud ; whereupan the 
Soldiers and: many of the Citizens , caltingithem- 
falves ina Ringo the Market-place, with their. wea- 
pons in their lands, as mendeſperate, reſolved to 
ec fighting,-againſt whom the: Governour of. .Mlep- 
po cauſed feveral Murthering Pieces to be bent, which 
they perceiving, and finding they ſhould be killed at 
adiltance, without having paqwer'to revenge them- 
fwlves on their Enemy, caſt down their weapons, and 
feitded! themiebrey to the mercy! of. the Enemy; and 
were thereupon for: a while ſpared ; but! the Gates 
being ſtrongly enarded, thati-none ſhovid. eſcape, 
Diandalus the Gavernour,. Cprterenus Biſhop' of a+ 
phos, and' otheoithe. chief: men of the City, having 
retired themfalyes. into: the :/Foawn-hall, there re- 
ſolving to dye like-men, 1t they; could find no other 
means to: efcape,: ſent: to: the-Baſſa for life, which 
requeſt he ſeemed well to/approve:; but whillt mel- 
fengers paſſe too:and fro, the barbarous Turks broke 
in upon them, and pnt them all ta the ſword, when 
raging on they likewiſe killed-all thoſe that bad ſub- 
mitted themſelves, and were taken to mercy, 4s 18 
fippoſed not without the Kcret. command of the 
Balſla, adeadly enemy to the Chriſtians ; and fo great 
. WAS 
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was the inhumane ſlaughter that eighteen thouſand 
were in allreported to 5 periſh by the fivord, neither 
was there any end of the ſpoil, till the avaritious 
enemy had carryed away: all that long peace had ac- 
cumulated, which according to the moderateft cotit- 
putation amounted to 20000 Millions of Ducates; 
and notwithſtanding the fury of the Barbarous Ene- 
my 200 youths were relerved, and ſent as a preſent 

co: Selymus in order to his training them up in the 
order of 7anizaries. In the City likewiſe were taken 
two hundred and fifty Pieces of Great Ordnance. 
This City was won on the 9 of Seprember, 1570, and 
to this day remains in the hands of the Zirbs, as doth 
the whole Ifland. 

Nicofta won, the Baſla ſent one of his Carnie to 
ſummon the City of Cyrene of which Palacixs was 
Governour, who upon iight of the Turks Army. co- 
wardly yeilded the fame into their hands ; which {6 


heightened their courage, that they laid ſiege to 


Famaguſta, ſending to Summon 1t to Surrender, but 
finding the reſolution of the Garriton to defend it, 
and withall having notice that the Chriſtian Fleet 
wasat hand, he raiſed his fiege , and billeted his 
ſoldiers for that winter, in certain villages adjacent, 
nor was Fames rumour founded upon 1dle report, for 
the Fleet ſet out by the King of Spain, the Veneti- 
ans, andthe Pope, commanded by Aria Z anizs and 
Columnins looſing from Creer, had given the Turks bat- 
tle, had not Auria the Spaniſh Admiral oppokd it, 


and after hivi many of the Great Commanders; for 


Zan the Venetian Admiral, and Colnmnitns the Popes 
AdmirdÞ abfolutely declared that they had expreſs 
Command to fight the 7wrks, but the other alledging 
the great difdvantage they ſhould reccive by fighting 
upon the Enemies Coalt, and the weakne(s ofithe 
ren ena of the Peftilence that had —_— 
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the moſt expert Seamen abruptly departed for Meſ- 

Pra, leaving the other Admirals to ſhift for them- 
ſelves, who'not able to contend with ſo powerful 
an Enemy returned likewiſe to Grcyra, where by a 
-Decree of the Senate, Zanim the Yenetian Admiral 
was diſcharged of his command, and ſent priſoner 
to Venice, and Sebaſtianus Venerins Governour of Cr- 
cyrya Commiſſioned Admiral in his ſtead. 

The rich prey for the moſt part takenin Nicolia, 
being put on board the Admirals Gally, a Woman 
Captive taken there, in a deſperate Mood giving 
fire to the Gunpowder blew up the Gally, and by 
that blow beat 1n pieces two others that lay near it, 
deſtroying thereby a great number of Turks, the 
Baſla himſelf narrowly eſcaping by being a little be- 
fore gone on ſhoar. 

The new Admiral of the Yenetians to get him a 
name reſolving to attempt egg upon the 
Turks, and having a fit opportunity offered he ſail- 
edinto the Bay of Ambriaca, and by the aid of the 
Mountain people inhabiting. Acrocerauman took the 
ſtrong Caſtle of Chimera putting to the Sword and 
taking Priſoners 300 Turks there ingarriſoned, and 
not long after Querinus the Vice-Admiral ſajling 
along the Coaſt of Peloponeſus, Landed his men near 
the Bay of Mazne, and in five hours took a ſtrong 
Caſtle of the Turks, built to guard the pals, and in 
it 50o Turks, whom he cauſed to be put to the 
Sword, and taking out the Ordinance cauſed the 
Caſtle to be razed. The City of Famaguſtan being 
again blocked up by the Turks huge Camp, the 
Governour ſent Hiercrimus Ragazonins Biſhop of the 
City, and Nicholaus. Donatus to Venice, they to make 
known to the Senate the danger the ed were 

in, and to require them not to delay ſerding them 
ſaccour, -whereupon the Senators wrote to the Ad- 
 miral;to put a ſupply both of men ard previſ.cn wi o 
| COM- 
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commiting the care thereof to Quirinus the Vice-Ad- 
miral,he as an undaunted Captain filling four Ships 
with all manner of Proviſion, and 170 ſelect Soul- 
diers, waiting his opportunity with Twelve Gal- 
lies, accompanyed them to the mouth of the Port 
which Ships the Turks that lay at Anchor behold- 
ing, came forth in hope of a prize, but being ſet 
upon by the Gallies were obliged to retire in great 
diſorder, and run themſelves for the moſt part on 
ſhoar; where they were beaten in pieces by the great 
Ordnance from the Yexerian Gallies, and then en- 
tring the Haven relieved the Citizens as he had in 
charge, to their unexpreſlible joy z when coming 
forth again and roaming about the Seas, he took two 
of the Enemies Ships richly laden, who were com- 
ing to the Camp in Cyprw, and then waſted the 
Coaſts of Pamphilia he returned to Yenice, the news 
of which coming to the knowledge of Selyms, it ſo 
inraged him that he .cauſed the Governour of Chzos 
his head to be ſtricken off, the Governour of Rhodes 
to be diſcharged of his Government and Pal Baſla, 
to be turned out from being Admiral. 

The Turks encroaching thus upon Cbriftendom did 
not a little Alarum the Confederate Princes, info- 
much that they again conſult how to withſtand the 
barbarous Enemy, and if poſlible to relieve the re- 
maining Cities of Cyprw, but were a long while ere 
they came to any concluſion. In which ſpaceafter 
many terrible aſlaults, and the loſs of 14000 Turks, 
Tramogufta was taken, and all manner of cruelties 
exerciſed (contrary to the Faith of the Baſla before 
given) on the Souldiers and Citizens, and the ſame 
riſque ſoon after run all the other Cities of Cyprus, 
but by this time the Ambaſſadors ſent by the Yener;- 
ans to Tamas the Perſian King to joyn in League 
with the Confederate Princes being returned, with 
onely this anſwer, that the Perſian would not haſtily 
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enter into a War againſt the Turk, but would for 
two years expect the ſucceſs of the Chriſtians Arms, 
the King of Spain, Yenetians and Pope, with ſeveral 
of the 1ralian Princes entred into a perpetual League, 
and with all diligence prepared their Fleet againſt 
the ſpring, every one being proportioned his charge 
in the War, and to have proportion of the ſpoiles, 
to be taken according to the number of Ships and 
Gallies ſet forth. 

By this time the Turks having poſſeſſed themfelves 
of the famous Iſland of Cyprus, and not content 
therewith gaped for Crete, now called Candia, lying 
xi the Mediterranean, and once as Seneca and others 
witneſs poſſeſſed of 100 Citts , being exceeding 
fruitful, and then in the poſſeſſion of the Yenetians, 
on which the Turks landing in great number, did 
what harm they poffibly conld, by burning and 
fpolling all they found 1n their way, till at length 
they were incountered by Franciſcrs Fuſtinianus who 
but alittle before their Landing came into the Ifland 
with a 1000 Souldiers, and now joyning with the 
Iflanders, charged them as they diſperſed to ſeek 
for prey with ſach fury, that killing many of them 
he obliged the reſt to make a ſwift though a diſfor- 
derly retreat to their Gallies, but the next day they 
again landing in greater number burnt divers 
Towns, ranſacked Setia and Rhetimo, wherein they 
found much riches, and carried away moſt of the in- 
habitants info miſerable bondage. But loaded with 
their booty difperfed and dreading no danger they 
were {uddainly charged by Lucas Michael a yaliant 
Captain 20:0 of them flain, and all the prey reco- 
vered together with the prifoners, and they again 
forced to betake themſelves to their Galljes, after 
which they weighed Anchor and failed along the 
Coaſt, paſſing by Cythera, Z azinthins and Cephalenia 
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Iſland belonging to the Yenetians,. doilg much dam> 
mage in divers parts of them, and .catryed 6000 'of 
the Iflanders into: Captivity, anddeparting thence 
failed along the Coaſt of Epirms, which" the Yoreris 
ans had ſtirred up to Rebel againſt the Turks, but. 
not ſending them the promiſed Aid they were ins 
forced to fubmit to the Mercy of their mercylefs 
Enemies, after which they recovered all-the Caſtles 
and Towns the Yenerians had taken'on theSes Coat; 
which brought a great fear upon moſt of the Iſlarts 
yet polkſkd by the Chriſtians, eſpecially when thay 
part of the Fleet which had done ſo much-harm was 
augmented,by the arrival of Haly Baſſazand within 
while after all the Fleet met at Avlena,and vn the 26 
Ang.1 571. ſailed dire&ly to Grey ay which little 14 
ſland ſeemed to be incompaſſed with their huge Fleet; 
There Partas Baſſa Vice-Admiral of the Tark upon 
his arrival landed 860 Horſemen, and 10do Footy 
who ranging up and down the Iſland did great harm 
by burning. and deſtroying all before them, till the 
came to the Suburbs of Grfs which they attempted 
to ſet on fire, but ,were beaten off by the Garrifon 
Souldiers, who fallyed upon them with-preat fury 
killing a great number of them, and atrongft rhe 
reſt Paphrs Rays a man of great account cauling the 
reſt to betake themfelyes to flight, who coming on 
board the Gally, weighed Anchor and failed to the 
Bay of Corinth otherwiſe called Gepanro, having on 
board the: Fleet 15060 Captive Chriſtians, taken in 
the Iſlands belonging to the YVenttians. FA 
Fhe-outrages of ths Turks made the Chriſtian 
Confedetates haſten out” their Fleet, which mee-ar 
Meſſna whete the Aﬀtfilrals and other great Gotm- 
matders called a Coufitet, to confider what was beſt 
to be U6he in the Manggerhent of the War againit 
ſo powerful an Enety, n0t doubting the victory 
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for-why the Feretian Fleet, conſiſted of 108 Gal- 
lies; 6 Galliaſſes, 2 great Ships, and many ſmall 
Galliots to whom were joyned 12 Gallies of the 
Popes, Commanded by Columnivs. And with Don 
Fob: General of Spain, Baſe Son to Charles the 5th. 
and Auria the Spaniſh Admiral came $1 Gallies, of 
which three appertained to the Knights of Malta. 
In this Fleet. beſides Mariners were reckoned to be 
20000 Men, 'an Army not onely moſt beautiful for 
ſhew, as conſiſting of able Men, but for the moſt 
Part compoſed of old experienced Souldiers, amongſt 
whom were a great number of the Chriſtian Nobt- 
lity, who came to ſerve againſt the Infidels of their 
own accord, drawing after them a number of their 
Favorites, whom they at their own charge main- 
tained. The Chief of which were Alexander Farneſi- 
#s Prince of Parma, Fraxciſcus Maria Prince of Ur- 
bin, and*Paulus Fordanus Urſinus of the Honourable 
Family of the Roman Urſin. 

_All things being thus in a readineſs, the Venetian 
Admiral in the Counſel, called to determine what 
was to be done, vehemently prelled the . General 
and the reſt of the great Commanders inſtantly to 
give the Enemy Battle, and was ſeconded by ſeveral 
others of Note, as well Spaniards as Romans, where- 


 ypon Commandement was given for putting the 


Fleet in order, which by the three Admirals of 
Venice, Rome, and Spain being brought into the Oce- 
an was martialed in this manner. In the right win 

which conſiſted of 53 Gallies, was Aria the Spaniſh 
Admiral placed. In the left wing Azgeuſtinus Barba- 
aicus with the hike number of Gallies, and in the 
middle Battle ſtood the General himſelf, with 70 
Gallies, on the right hand of the General ſtood 
Columnixs, and on the left Yenerixs his Aſſociates, and 
thus with equal farm the Fleer &t forwardas if they 
I bn 
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During this preparation of the Chriſtians the 
Turks were not ile, but calling a Council of the 
chief Commanders held along debate, whether they 
ſhould give the Chriſtians Battle, or decline it, but 
at length thoſe that held it dangerous to give Battle 
being over-ballanced by thoſe that were of the con- 
trary opinion, it was reſolved that the whole Fleet 
ſhould be put in order. of Battle, which at the com- 
mand of Haly Baſſa, General of the. Land Forces, 
and Great Admiral of the Turkiſh Gallies, coming out 
of the Bay of Corinth or Lepanto, they were Put into 
order of the Battle after/this manner. . The middle 
Battle in number much like the Chriſtians, was con- 
dufted by Haly Baſla and Partau, attended upon by 
Agan Maſter of the Turks Arſenal, Muſtapha Zelibs 
the Treaſurer, Achmat Bay with Mahomet his youn- 
ger brother,the tons of Haly Achmat Aga Governor 
of Teuthrania, Aſſis Caiga Governour of Calipolis,Cara- 
coz.4 Caſſanes Son to Barbaroſſa Malamur Governour of 
Myrilene, Dely Solyman Gider Captain of Chios, Cafe 
ſambeins Governour of the Rhodes, Provi Aga Cap- 
tain of Nauplium, Giaper Zelibi Preſident of Cala- 
bria, Dordagnan Dondomens, with many others too te- 
dious to recite. The right wing was by the ap- 
pointment of the Baſla's commanded , by Mahamer 
Bey, with 56 Gallies, to whom were joyned many 
Captains of great Experience in Sea affairs. The 
left wing was commanded by Uluzales: Viceroy of 
Argiers, an old experienced Pirate compoſed of 99 
Gallies, accompanyed with Carzolo, and Araby, his 
two ſons, attended on by a multitude of Pirates who 
entered into the War, in hopes to get great ſpoll. 
In the Rearward was placed Amurath Dragut with 
30 Gallies, and divers other ſmall veſlels. 


Both Fleets being ſet in order of Battle, about 
| noon 
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noon a fierce ingagement happened in the beginning of 
which God fo ordering it,the Wind turned about to 
the great advantage of the Chriſtians, driving the 
{moake of the great Ordnance, and vollies of fmmall 
ſhot in the face of the Infidels, whereupon for a long 
time the fight continued with equal ſucceſs, victory 
inclining to neither fide, but after fonr hours ſpace 
the Turkiſh Admiral being lain , his Gally taken, 
and about 40 others ſunk and fired, victory began 
to declare her felf for the Chriſtians. Yet the de- 
ſperate Turks as fearing Sely»ms Anger if they 
ſhould return vanquiſhed fonght deſperately, bur 
true valour prevailing and. all the chief Comman- 
ders, except Uluzales ſlain or taken Priſoners, and 
he reſolving to reſerve himſelf to his better fortune, 
fled (after 5 hours deſperately fighting) with be- 
tween 3o and 40 Gallies into the Bay of Lepanto, 
leaving the victory to the Chriſtians, who having 
purſued him as far as they thought convenient, re- 
turned to take the ſpoil, where it was a horrible 
TpeCtacle to behold the Sea colonred with blood, 
and covered with the bodies of the ſlain, fragments 
of broken Ships, and fuch weapons as. were ſubject 
to float upon its ſurface. The number of the Turks 
Toft in this great overthrow, could not be known 
by reaſon of the Multitnde that were buryed in the 
Sea, bunt Amonins Gnarnerins writing the Hiſtory of 
.this war reported 32000 to have pertfhed and a- 
mongft them theſe of Note, viz. Haly Paſla Gene- 
ral, Mahomet Bey (otherwiſe called Chiroche or S:- 
roche) Governour of Alexandria,Cafianes the Son of 
Barbarefſa,” together with his fon Mulawme Governor 
of Mitytene, Gider Governour' of Chios, Caſſambaunes 
Governour of Rhedes, Provs Ara Captain of Nan- 
plinum, Muſtapha Zelibi the great Treaſurer, Caraco- 
'24 Viceroy of Aroters, with many others. = 
Mm chel 
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chief Priſoners taken in- this Battle were Achmes 
and Mahomet ſons to Haly Baſſa, and Nephews to 
Selymus, who being afterwards ſent as a Preſent to 
the Pope;the Eldeſt died at Naples, and Machmet Bey 
Governour of Exbea,and of leſſer note 3500,0f the E- 
nemies Gallies were taken 161,& 40 funk in the fight, 
and taken about 60 Galliots and other ſmall veſſels. 

This notable Victory thus' obtained, Dor Tohn Ve - 
nerins and Columua coming together, friendly em- 
braced each other, and afterwards in a moſt Chriſti- 
an manner on their knees returned moſt hearty 
thanks to Almighty God for giving them fo Great & 
Victory over the Enemies of his Name ; *which pions 
example was ſeconded by allthe Captains,Mariners, 
and ſ{onldiers of the Fleet of the Chriftians in this 
bloody fight died about: ſeven thouſand five hun- 
dred ſixty fix the chief of which were John and' 
Bernardinns of the Honourable family of Cordona in 
Spain, Horatio Caraff a and Ferantes Bisballus Vorgini- 
#s and Horatins Noble Romans of the Venetian Nobili- 
ty were flain; Auguftinns, Barbadicns, Benedins, Su- 
perantins, Vincentins , Quirinns , Fohanes Lanritanus, 
Marinus Contarenns, Cathariniss, Malepetra, Georgins, 
Andreas Barb adicus, Marcus Antonins, Landas Franciſ- 
cus, Bonus Hieronimny, 'Contarenus, Antonins Paſchali- 
ous, and Hieron Venerins , all of the Order of the 
Senators, beſides divers other Honourable Gentle 
men, well deferving tobe inrolled in the Records of 
Fame. There were likewiſe many of note wounded, 
and amongſt the reſt YVenersxs the Venetian Admiral by 
a fall ſhot that paſſed through his foot. - 

This great and welcom victory publiſhed in the 
City of Venice, caſed fich a General joy as the like 
was never tiit that time 5 nor only did the - Venetrars 
alone refoyce; but likewiſe all Chriſtian Nations 5 
for in this fight the Tirks loſt ſo many ſubſtantial 

Galleys, 
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Gallyes, ab!s Commanders, Seamen, that to this 
day thatloſs hath been a weakning to that ſo mighty 
Empire, and ſuch was the Griefe conceived by Sely- 
mes thereat, that he retired himſelf for certain days, 
not permitting any to ſpeak with him, and then in 
| his fury paſſed a Decree. for Maſſacring all the Chri- 
ſtians within his Dominions , which bloody and 
barbarous Edict had been pat in Execution had not 
Mubamat the chief Baſla by many perſwaſions aver- 
ted his wicked purpoſe ; yet that his loſs might ſeem 
the leſs, he diſſembicd it as well as he could, giving 
{trict orders for the ſpeedy building of new Gallies, 
to ſupply the place of thoſe that were loſt, which he 
had the more leaſure to do, by reaſon that after this 
fo ſignal a vidtory, the Chriſtian Fleet ſeparated, 
with a reſolution to meet again the next. ſpring at 
Coreyra ; yet the Venetians not fatisfied for the loſs of 
Cprus ſpoiled the Turks Frontiers winning ſtrong 
holds, and amongſt the reſt, the ſtrong Town of 
Supporto, formerly taken from them , which cauſed 
Selzmus to put to Sea all the Gallies he had, appoint- 
ing Vlezales a Renegado Chriſtian, but now turned 
Turk, Admiral, in the room of Haly Baſſa, ſlain in 
the battel of Lepanto, of which the Venetian Ad- 
miral having notice, ſent. to Dor John to come to 
his Aid; but he bearing a grudge againſt the Veret:- 
ans for hanging up one of his Mutinous Captains, 
ſtood a long time in doubt whether he ſhould ſend 
any of his Gallies to his aſliſtance or not ; but at 
length being by his Captains perſwaded, that his 
honour would ſuffer, if through his neglet the 
Chriſtan cauſe ſhould be prejudiced ; he ſeat Lilly of 
Anaradu, with twenty two Galleys tojoyn with the 
Venetian Fleet, then lying before Corcyra; nor was 
he Pope ſlow in ſending his Galleys, 1nſomuch that 
he whole Fleet conſiſted of 155 Galleys, 6 coy” 
es 
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aſſes, and yanty ny of war ; nor was the Turks 
inferiour in number, lying about Maluafia in the en- 
trance of the Bay called Sinus Argelicus, of which 
the Venetian Admiral having notice, reſolved to give 
them battle what ever happened,but the wary Pirate 
Uluzales could not be drawnthereto,having before to 
his coſt tryed the courage of the Chriſtians lying {till 
in the bay, hoping thereby to gain ſome advantage, 
without which he reſolved not to fight, but finding 
the Chriſtians. every day ready to charge him as he 
lay, he for his better ſecurity found means to fail to 
Corona, upon which the Chriſtian Fleet retired to 
Cerigo, not finding any opportunity of giving the ene- 

my battle 
Whilſt matters went thus Don John ſent a Frigate 
to adyertiſe the Venetian Admiral that he was arri- 
ved at Grcyra, commanding him to meet him at L«- 
cynthas, there to conſult. about the carrying on the 
war ; but; when they came thither, the General not 
regarding. his word delayed-to mect them, which did 
not a little trouble the Vernerians ; but not ſtaying 
there they failed to Cocyra, where joyning the: ſhips 
newly ſent. to their Aid;by ſeveral Chriſtian Princes, 
they reſolved to ſeek out the Enemy, and if poſli- 
ble to oblige him to fight ; whereupon. they looſed 
Anchor, and for the moſt part ſailed by night, think- 
ing by that. means to oppreſs the Enemy e'r he was 
provided to defend himſelf ; but this purpoſe being 
diſcovered by ſome of- the Turks Scouts, the Chriſti- 
ans were prevented in their undertaking ; yet ſo re- 
ſolute was the Venetian Admiral that he preſſed the 
other Generals to enter the Bay, and give them Bat- 
tle even in the mouth of the Harbour ; but this his 
reſolution (though it had paſt doubt proved ſuccels- 
ful, hadit been put in execution) was oppoſed by 
the Spaniſh General, and Colummims the Popes Admi- 
ral, 
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ral, as not ſeaſonable, but altogether dangerous, ever 
tothe hazarding the Chriſtian Fleet, which as they 
alledge was the Bullwark of Chriſtendom ; yet ly- 
ing before Nararinwm, they reſolved to beliege the 
Caſtle of Modex both by Sea and Land, which Caſtle 
Iying in mouth of the Bay, defended the Tzrks Fleet, 
whereupon Sailing before it, they landed ſeven thou- 
ſand of their moſt reſolute Soldiers, and at the ſame - 
time appointed ſeveral of the Galleaſſes' and Gallies 
to batter it with their Great Ordnance; the which 
more advantagioully to effect they joyned two Gal. 
leys together, with Maſts, Ropes, and'other tack- 
ting, im the' nature of -aflodting battery, 6n which 
they planted Baskets of Earth, and ſevefal-Pieces 
of Great Ordnatice ; but being overcharged' with 
too great aweight, they'beeame uſeleſs, by-reaſon 
of the abundance of water that entred'them, and 
at the ſame time having notice that a conſiderable 
number of Tark:(b horkemen had entered by night 
into the Caftle, they thought good to give over the 
fiege, which made the Tirks fo adventurous as to 
ſend- fevers] of their Galleys our of the Bay to 
k&ize upon a great ſhip of the Fenerrmns, that was 
coming from 2 acynhus with proviion for the Fleet, 
but they were ſoon oblige to retire, which all of 
them did in ſafety,except Mahomer, Nephew to Barba- 
raſſa the famous Pirate, whb to get him a name, ſtay- 
ed on purpole to date the: Chriſtians ;/but being 
Grapled by the Marqueſs of St. Crxx, after afierce 
Engagement he with almoſt all his men' were flain, 
and the Galley taken in the'fight of the Tirks Fleer, 
they not daring to come to his affiſtance; efter which 
the Chriſtians beſieged the ſtrong Caſtle of Narare- 
nun,antiently called Pylas,the charge of whichwas by 
General content of the great Commanders commit- 
ted to AlexanZer Farneſtns Prince of Parma,whomm the 
V ene- 
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Venetians furniſhed with Munition and Viftuals for the 
better performance of that ſervice,which he.no ſoon- 
er recetved,but landing 2000 /ralians, 1000 Spamards, 
and five hundred Germans , with twelve Pieces of 
Ordnance, did batter the Caſtles inceſſantly ;' but, 
not encompaſling it, as he ought, in the night time 
a Great. number of Turks having made their way: 
through a pathleſs Forreſt, entered at an unſuſpected- 
Port, whilſt thoſe of the Garriſon were skirmiſhing, 
with the beliegers ; whereupon the Princes diſpairing 
to carry it. by aſlault, raiſed the fiege. | 
The Tarks Fleet ſhut up in the Bay of Moder, 
and as 1t were beſieged by the Chriſtians,by this time 
felt great want, which cauſed a Peſtilence to rage 
ſo violently amongſt the Soldiers and Marriners, that; 
many of the Galleys were deſerted, and the reſt ſo 
ſlenderly'manned, and fo-unprovided of neteſlariess 
that bad the Chriſtian Fleet rode it out a moneth 
tonger before the Bay , the: Enemies fleet: had fell 
into their; hands almoſt without fighting z but ſuch 
was the perverſenels of the Spaniſh General, that he 
would needs return with his Fleet, notwithſtanding 
all the-pregnant reaſons,” and arguments the Yenetian 
Admiral uſed to-periwade him- to the contrary, and 
ſo reſolutely; was he therein, that he reſolved to de- 
art not. only. without the conſent of the Yenetians 
ut without their privity, he having in order there- 
to ſtriftly commanded all - his Captains, and Ma- 
ſters of his Gallies, ſpeedily to weigh Anchor, and to 
ftand for the Coaſt of Szcily;zof which the Venetian Ad- 
miral having notice,and not alittle troubled thereat, 
came on: board his Galley, and renewed his perſwalt- 
ons for his tay ; but finding all arguments vain, he 
at leaſt requeſted him to ſtay fo long, till the 2 Gal- 
lies faſtened together for a floating Battery might be 
terched oft, and not be left there as a prey, to which 
| he 
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he hardly conſented, alledging that his victuals fell 
ſhort, and if he ſhould ſtay longer abroad his Fleet 
would be oppreſſed with famine, yet promiſed that 
if he met with the ſhips he had ſent for out of S;- 
ctly loaden with provilion, he would inſtantly re- 
turn, but kept not his word, though he incountred 
them upon the Coaſt of Corcyra ;, fo that the half 
ſtarved Turks, upon his departure by degrees got out 
of the Bay,to their no ſmall joy, moſt of them 
getting in ſafety to Cn#antinople. For after the de- 
parture of the Spaniards to Meſſina, the Venetian and 
Popes Admiral departed likewiſe, the one to Rome, 
and the other to Yenice, having done nothing wor- 
thy of 1o great preparations as were ſet forth by 
the Chriſtian Princes. 
' About this time Amida King of Tunes being driven 
out of his Kingdom fled to Don Fohn for Aide, : hum- 
bly requeſting him that he would reſtore him to his 
Kingdom, to which the crafty Spamiard ſeemingly 
hearkned, but having landed his Forces, | taken poſ- 
feflion of Tis and other: {trong places, he ſent 
Amida together with his wife and children into S#- 
cily, there 'to remain as priſoners at large, during 
their lives , and placed: Mahomet his brother in his 
ſtead, who by reaſon of -his Sentority/ was rightful 
. Heir to the Kingdom. But withall taking of him a 
folemn Oath, that he ſhould become and from thence- 
forth remain' a vallal to the Spaniſh King, and al- 
wayes be ready to do whatſoever he commanded, and 
having beaten the Turks and wild Arabs out of the 
Countrey, he built a new Caſtle in the Middle way, 
2tween Culetta and Tunes, and having put a: ſtrong 
Garriſon therein, as likewiſe into Gwlerta, he return- 
ed into Sicilia. 
The Yenetians finding no truſt to berrepoſed in the 
Spaniards, and of themflves too weak to deal _ 
ng 
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the Turks, reſolved if poſlible to conclude an honour- 
able peace with Selymus, thinking it more for their 
advantage than to be ſubjeCt to the infolent humours 
of the Spaniſh General ; and thereupon after much 
debate in the Senate houſe it was reſolved that. Am- 
baſſadors ſhould be fent to ſound the mind of the 
Turk; who as it afterward appeared, was. no leſs 
deſirous of peace then themſelves, though he a long 
time diſſembled it ; whereupon the Ambaſladors arri- 
ving at CGnſtantinople,after much debateſubſcribed the 
Articles of Peace; the ſubſtance of which were 
theſe. Firſt, that the Yenetians ſhould pay unto Se- 
limus 300000 Ducates, 100000 to be paid down, and 
the reſt in two. equal portions the two ſucceeding 
years. Secondly, That ſuch places of the Yerettans, 
as were in the poſſeſſion of. the 7#rks ſhould ſtill re- 
main in the hands of the Poſſeſſors,. but that ſuch 
1owns and Places as the Yenetiaxs, during the war 
had taken from the Tirks ſhould be inſtantly reſto- 
red. | | 
This Peace thus concluded, was proclaimed in 
Conſtantinople on the twentieth of March Anno 15743 
and at. Venice the thirteenth of April. follow- 
ing, to the great amazement of the Confederates ; 
when the better to juſtifie themſelves in what: they 
had done, the Yenerian Senators ſent for the Spaniſh 
Ambaſlador and Popes Nuncio, into the Senate 
houſe, to whom the. Duke in a Grave Speech, ad- 
dreſſed himſelf to this purpoſe. That anger and 
Hope two evil Counſellors being ſet aſide, he had 
concluded a Peace with the Txrk, not for” that 
he was deſirous of the Turks friendſhip, which what 
account it was to be made of, he right well knew, but 
for the love he bare to the State; which was not on- 
ly with loſs but eyen with death it ſelf to be main- 
tained ; how he had been ſpoiled of the Kingdom of 
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Cyprus ; he further declared, that the Venetian State 
grew weakerand weaker by continual war,and there- 
fore beforeit was reduced to extremity, andthey not 
being able to maintain war againſt ſo Potent an ene- 
wy, vere to take a ſurer courſe for the preſervation 
of what yet of their Signory remained unto them, 
for that the ſafety of the Yenetian State ſhould ar 
all times be a ſure Fortreſs and Defence of the 
Chriſtian Commonweale, againft all the furious 
attempts of the enemy, and uncertain events of 
rume. 

This Peace though diſliked of other Chriſtian 
Princes, was advantagious to the Yenetians, for as 
much as the war had made their Trade to cealſc, both 
in the Adriatick and Mediterranean Seas, which upon 
the concluſion of Peace with the Tm ks, returned 
again more thenever, by reaſon few other Chriſtian . 
Merchants had the like liberty. This peace was the 
eaſier obtained of the Tark for as much as the Spaniard 
had reduced the Kingdom of 7 un to his oþedience, 
and that the Knights of Malta. had an eye upon Tr:po- 
1s and other Sea port Towns holden by the Parks, 
upon the Coaſt of Barbary, that he might be the 
more at leaſure to defend what he poſleſſed, and if 
poſlible to recover that which his father had loſt, 
viz. the Kingdom of Tuns; yet declining that en- 
terprrze for a time, heconverted his Forces againſt 
Fohn. the Vaynod of Valachia, who a little before 
having driven Bogeanus out of Moldauia, had poſ 
ſelfed himſelf of that Province, but upon his refu- 
ting to pay Selymus double the Tribute he agreed for, 
he held him 1n ſuch diſtruſt, that he reſolved to take 
from him both his Principalities, and annex them to 
the Ortoman Empire, to prevent which if poſlible, 
the faid Johz railed a great power, calling to his af 
ſiſtaace the Coffacks a warlike people of Polonia, who 
living 
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upon the Frontiers ſecure the kingdom from the incur- 
tions of the Tartars, and maintam themfelves for the 
moſt part by ſpoiles taken from the enemy, who now 
in great number underthe leading of Suſercenins their 
Captain, came to the aſſiſtance of the Yayvod. 
' Selymw hearing what had paſſed, ſent 30000 Turks, 
and 2000 Hungarias, to joyn ſuch Forces as were 
raiſed by the Palatine of Yalachia Tranſalpine with 
a Command that he ſhould take John the YVayuod, 
and ſend him in bonds to Conſtantinople, and 1n his 
ſtead placed Peter his brother,of which thePalarine an 
utter Enemy to 7ohr was not a little glad nor delay- 
ed, but upon the Arrival of the Turks and Hungar:- 
ans, with an Army of 202000 fighting men paſled 
over the River Moldavins, not doubting but with 
his multitude to oppreſs his adverfſary,. but putting 
too much confidence in his ſtrength, and by reaſon 
thereof incamping diſorderly, on. the Bank of the 
River, the Yayvod and Captain of the Coſſacks ſer 
upon with ſuch fury, that ere his Souldiers could re- 
cover their Horſes then diſperſed in the adjacent 
Medows, or put themſelves in a poſture.of defence, 
they overwhelmed with ſhot, and every where dif- 
ordered ſo, that flying in great confuſion moſt of 
them were ſlain or drowned, in attempting to re- 
paſs the River; the Palatine and Peter his brother 
hardly eſcaping to the Caſtle of Brazlonia in YValachia. 
In the Palatines Camp, were found ſtore of Riches, 
which the Yayvod beſtowed upon his Souldiers, and 
with Fire and Sword entered Yalachia Tranſalpine, 
putting all to theSword that came in his way,without 
reſpect either to Ageor Sex till he came to the Caſtle 
of. Brailonia, in which he underſtood that the Pala- 
tne and his Brother were 1n this Caſtle, together 
with a fair City bearing the ſame name, ſtandeth 
on the Banks of Danubins, which at that time us 
| E cz e- 
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defended by a ſtrong Garriſon of Turks, near unto 
which incamping his Army he wrote to the Cap- 
tain thereof, commanding him to deliver 1nto his 
hands the Palatine and his Brother, who had cauſe- 
leſly invaded his Territories, and being overthtirown 
in Battle was fled unto him, the which if he refuſed 
to do, he vowed never to depart from thence till he 
had conſtrained him to yield themup ; which Me{- 
ſage being ſent to the Captain by two Yalachian 
Priſoners,he returned four Meſſengers,with ten great. 
ſhot, ten ſmall ſhot, and two Turkiſh Arrows ; glv- 
ing them in charge totell the Yayvoa, that foraſmuch 
as he knew him to be a ſervant to his dread Sove- 
raign Selymus he did reſpeC&t him, but would in no 
wiſe deliver into his hands thoſe he required, but 
foraſmuch as he underſtood that he of late had ſlain 
2 great number of his Lords Servants, who by his 
commandement were bringing Peter the Palatines 
Brother into Moldavia, he therefore commanded 
hin. to raiſe the ſiege or he would make him and his 
Souldiers feed upon thoſe diſhes (meaning the Bul- 
lets and Arrows) till gorged to the full they dange- 
rouſly ſurfeited and caſt. This anſwer ſo incenſed 
John, that he cauſed the Meſſengers to be cruelly in- 
treated by cutting off their Noſes, Lips, ahd Ears, 
and nailing them by their feet to a piece of Timber 
hung them up before the City, with their heads - 
downwards as a terror to the reſt;and they furiouſly * 
battering the Walls till large breaches appeared, 
the Souldiers entred by plain force put all to the 
Sword that they found therein: Inſormuch that the 
blood running like a Torrent into the Danubius, 
crimſoned ore its ſtream for many a mile. There 
the greedy Souldiers found ineſtimable Wealth, 
heaped up in many peaceful years ; but perceiving 
the Caſtlenot ſd ealily to be won as the City he up- 
on 
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on notice of the approach of 15000 Turks to the re- 
lief of the former, razed the latter, -and ſuddainly 
went to meet them with his Cfſacks and 8000 Moel- 
davian Horſemen, and by ſpeedy Marches entred 
their diſordered Camp ere they heard he had raiſed 
the ſiege, where the inraged Souldiers fo laid about 
them that ſcarcely 1000 of the Turks eſcaped,which 
were afterwards put to the Sword in Teina, which 
City the Yayved took and utterly razed, and return- 
ing from thence overthrew another Army of the 
Turks with incredible ſlaughter, fo that his name 
became terrible to the Turks, and made Selymus 
doubt the keeping of his Dominions in Ezrope, but 
as Treaſon is always the wreck of proſperous affairs, 
ſo it happened to the Yayvod, for he diſſolving a 
part of his Army and appointing Czarmeniche, one 
of his great Captains, and a man 1ingularly by him 
beloved, for the Guarding his Frontires and pre- 
venting the Turks paſling the Danubims , corrupt- 
ed with the Turks Gold he ſuffered Peter witha great 
Army the next Spring to enter Yalachia without re- 
ſiſtance, of which the Yayved having notice, lying 
then before the Caſtle of Teize, he ſent the Captain 
of the Coſſacks, and the Moldavian Horſemen to op: 
pole their paſſage, who meeting with 6000 of the 
torerunners of the Turks Army, after a light skir- 
miſh put them to flight and taking one of them 


' though mortally wounded, inquired of him the ſtate 


of the Army that had paſſed Danubins, but he deal- 
ing unfaithfully with them, would not make them 
ſenſible of the great power which was at hand ; yet 
the Captain of the Coffacks doubting to be oppre{- 
kd by multitudes, and having in diſtruſt the fideli- 
ty of Carnieuiche, ſent to the Yayvod to advertife 
him thereof, and to deſire him to providefor him- 
ſelf and the ſafety of his Army, but he as @ man ro- 
| Ee 3 ſolved 
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ſolved to give the Turks Battle, returned for an- 
{wer that in the firſt place he little doubted of the 
Faith of him whom he had found moſt faithful in the 
time of his greateſt diſtreſs, and uſed as a moſt 
truſty companion in all his Travels, and that it was 
no time now to ſtand in doubt or be afraid,and that 
as for himſelf, he would ere long come with the reſt 
of the Army, and take a view of the Enemies Camp, 
for that he was not come fo far to fly but to fight in 
the defence of his Subje&s and Country, and ſo with- 
in four dayes after he joyned with the forerunners 
of his Army, and incamped near a Lake, which 
runneth out of Danubars, and with ſeveral of his 
truſty followers aſcended a high Hill, the better to 
take a veiw of the Enemies huge Camp, upon which 
plainly perceiving that he was betrayed by Czarnie- 
wiche, who had then under his command 13000 of 
his choice Souldiers,' he ſent for him, but he doubt- 
ing his Treaſon was diſcovered, fent him word that 
he could not now come, the Enemy being ſo nigh at 
hand, but that he ſhould without delay fee him in 
the Field as forward as the moſt couragious againſt 
the Enemy, but herein he failed his Lord ; for 
Battle being joyned he cauſed his Enſigns to be let 
fall, and revolted to the Enemy, which ſo diſcoura- 
ged the reſt of the Souldiers that after a deſperate 
and bloody fight, finding themſelves oppreſs'd with 
multitudes, and their Countrey-men who ſhould 
have aſſiſted them, fighting againſt them; they gave 
back, which the Yayved perceiving cauſed the re- 
treat to be ſounded, and with 20000 Foot :men; 
and ſuch Horſemen as eſcaped the Battle, retired in 


as good order as the danger would permit, into the 


ruins of an old Town which a little before he had 
razed, and therein ſtrongly Fortified himſelf round 
about, which next day the Turks incamped, but 
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perceiving, that it was not onely difficult but dange» 
rous to aſlault him in his ſtrength, they ſent Meſflen- 
gers to him, to perſwade him to yield to Mercy and 
not expoſe his own Life, and the lives of fo many 
of his Subjects to the fury of the inraged Souldiers, 
or miſeries they would be ſhortly reduced to by Fa- 
mine, offering the Oaths of all the chief Comman- 
ders for his own ſecurity and the ſecurity of his peo- 
le, to which propofals he being perſwaded to hear- 
en he in conſideration that the Cofacks might be 
permitted to return with their Horſes and Armes, 
into their own Countrey ; that himſelf” might be 
alive conveyed into the preſence of Selymw, there to 
make his defence,and that his Subjects might return 
to their reſpeCtive homes, or take ſervice with the 
Turks ; agreed to come out of his ſtrength and ſub- 
mit himlielf, to which his demands Capucixs Baſſa 
General of the Turks Army conſented, and himfelf 
with the reſt of the great Commanders ſwore ſeven 
times (a uſual cuſtom amongſt the Turks for the ſo- 
lemnly obliging themſelves) to fulfil his requeſt. 
Whereupon he came forth onely accompanied with 
Oſmolins a Polonian Captive , but after four hours 
continuance in the Turks Camp the perfidious Baſſa 
ſendingfor him unexpectedly with. his Scimiter ftruck 
him croſs the face, and afterwards wounded him in 
the Belly, upon which ſignal the Fan:zaries preſent 
took him and cut off his head, which they fixing 
upon the point of a Lance, carrying it in de- 
rifion through the Camp: nor ſatisfied with barba- 
rous and baſe indignities, they at the commandment 
of the Baſſa tore his body in pieces with Camels, 
and ſoon after put all the Chriſtians whom they had 
allured out of their ſtrength to the Sword who yet 
fell not unrevenged, for the Cſ/acks perceiving the 
hard plight they were in, ſered together, and —_ 
| | | TR2IC 
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their weapons in their hands made a great ſlaughter 
of the Enemy, but being few in number except their 
Captain, and ſome other men of note they were all 
flain. | 

* After this ſhameful Murther the Turks overrun 
all Moldavia and Yalachia, recovering in a ſhort time 
the ſtrong places that were poſſeſſed by the Yaywods 
Garriſons, after which Selymw intent for the reco- 
very of the Kingdom of Tar in poſſeſſion of the 
Spaniards ſent 300 fail of Gallies under the command 
of Sinan Pial, and UVluzales his chief Baſla's to reduce 
it to his obedience, who after the loſs of 30000 
Turks, with great difficulty took the ſtrong Caſtle 
of Guletta, and the new Caſtle built at the Com- 
mandment of Don oh in his late expedition againſt 
the Mooriſh Rebels, which ſtrong hold loſt, Tunes 
Turrendered without making any conſiderable reſi- 
ſtance, andinit was taken ahomet the late inveſted 
King, whom the Turks ſent Priſoner to Gnſtantine- 
ple. - But Selymws long ſurvived not this victory over 
the Spaniards, but being ſpent with Wine and Wo- 
men, to whom he had given his greateſt ſtrength 
he died on the 9th. of December, anno 1574. having 
lived 51 years, and thereof Reigned eight, he lies 
buryed at Hadrimeople, leaving his Empire to Amurath 
his Eldeſt Son, who ſucceeded him by the name of 
Ammrath the Third, as will appear in the ſeries of 
his Life and Reign. es | 
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The Life, Reign, and Memdrable TranſjaQi- 
ons of Amurath the "Third of that Name, 
and ſixth Emperor of the Turks. 


Qi dead, and his Death kept ſecret from the 
Janizaries for the ſpace of twelve dayes, at the 
end of which Amurath arriving at Cnſtantinople, was 
received into the Seraglio, and took poſleſſion of the 
Empire, when having pacified the unruly Souldiers 
with great liberality, he cauſed according to the 
Turkiſh policy, Maſtapba , Solyman, Abdala, Oſman 
and 7zihanger his five brethren to be ſtrangled, with 
bow ſtrings even in his ſight, the reaſon of which 
ſtrangling is becauſe they would not ſpill any of 
the Orhoman ſacred blood as they term it on the 
ground, upon the death of whom the Mother of 
Solyman overcome with grief and diſpair , ſtab- 
bed her ſelf to the Heart with a Dagger, at; 
which Tragwal ſight it is reported that Amurath 


. wept, as not, delighted with ſuch unnatural cru- 


elty, but that the manner and nature of his Go- 
yernment fo required, for that by reaſon of the 
largeneſs of the Ottoman Empire, if many of the 
Princes of the blood lived at one and the ſame time, 
they would probably with civil diſſenſions rend it 
in Pieces: 

Anno 1575, Amurath eſtabliſhed many wholſom 
Laws, altered the Coin, and bountifully relieved 
the poor, and albeit he was of a mild and peaceable 
nature, yet that he might ſeem like to his Po 
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ceſlors he proſecuted his Fathers Wars, and aided 
by the Tartars entered into Ruſc:a part of the Ter- 
ritories of the King of Pol:aia, where he burnt and 
deſtroyed 200 Caſtles, belides a great number of 
Towns and Villages, putting multitudes of the poor 
people to the Sword, and carrying as many into mi- 
derable Captivity, but the Tartar had little joy of 
their ſucceſs, for whilſt they were buſie in Ruſcia 
the Cfſach brake into their Kingdom, and deſtroyed 
all before them for the ſpace of 100 miles. 

That which gave the Turks encouragement to en- 
ter the Territories of Polonia, was the diviſion a- 
moneſt the nobility for Henry D* Yaloys their King, 
npon notice that his brother Charles the Ninth 
French King was dead, ſecretly departed to take 
upon him the Kingdom of France, to which he was 
rightful Heire, whereupon one party was for Elect- 
ing Maximilian the German Emperour, and the other 
ſtrongly oppoſing them would have introduced the 
great Duke of Auſcovy. Of which Amurath having 
notice, and ſuppoſing that to which ſoever of them 
it fell he would prove a troubleſome Neighbour, he 
ſents Letter to diſſwade the Nobility and Coun- 
flors of the Kingdom to chuſe neither, but to Ele&t 
a King amongſt themſelves, or elfe Grepher Buttor 


Prince of Tranſylvania, and in { doing they ſhould 


find him their conſtant Friend, or m refuſing tocom- 
ply with his deſire to expect all the calamities that 
attend on War. In this Letter the proud Turk ſti- 
led himſelf God of the Earth, Governour of the 
whole World, the Meſfenger of God, and faithful 
ſervant of the great Prophet. Yet fo it effeftually 
wrought with the Polonian Nobility, that notwith- 
ſtanding Maximilian the Emperour was by the Arch 
Biſhop of Gneſna and ſome others, Ele&ed King z 
yet was that their Eleftion by the great part of the 
| _ Electors 
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Electors diſannulled, as alſo the great Duke of Adof- 
covy rejected, and the Noble Princeſs Azze of the 
moſt Honourable 7agelionian houſe choſen Queen of 
Polonia, upon condition that ſhe ſhould Marry Ste- 
phen Prince of Tranſyltania, which ſhe afterward 
performed, as in the ſeries of this Hiſtory will ap- 
Pear. 

Amurath upon the afore-mentioned conditions 
having drawn his. Army out of Ruſc:a, and taking 
advantage of the diſcord arifing in the Kingdom of 
Perſia, upon the death of Tamas reſolved to bend his 
Forces to the Conqueſt of that. great Kingdom, 
which (the diſſenſion amongſt the Sons of the de- 
ceaſed King about the ſucceſſion, made him ſuppoſe) 
was ealie to be effected, whereupon raiſing ſuch great 
Forces as held Chriſtendom in ſuſpence, he yet declin- 
edattempting any thing till he had knowledge what 
effefts the civil broyls had wrought, which were 
that after a long contention, and the Murther of 
many of the Sons and Grandchildren of the deceaſed 
King, Mahomer Eldeſt ſon to Tamas, who had be- 
fore rejected the Diadem, to prevent the ruin of his 
Native Country,took upon him the Regency,though 
not without the envy of many of the great Sultans, 
whoſ guilt upon his being proclaimed King had 
cauſed them to fly, who like thorow paced Traitors 
in their exile ſolicited Amurath by all means ſpeedily 
to invade the Kingdom of Perſia, laying before him 
the facility of conquering that noble Kingdom, 
abounding with all manner of riches, and that the 
Georgians and Saracens evily affefted towards the 
new King, would not fail upon the approach of his 
Army to joyn with him. Theſe and the like periwa- 
ſions fired the Turk with hopes of ſo glorious an 
atchievement, that notwithſtanding he was in 
League with the Perſian, yet after long debating the 
EO rn matter 
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matter in the Dzvan, it. was reſol ved that the War 
ſhould be undertaken and carryed on with all vigor, 
and that the firſt attempt ſhould be made upon the 
Countrey of Servan, the better to efftett which 
by alaruming the Enemy in divers places, he ſent 
to his Baſſ1's Governours of Babylon, Yar, and other 
places on the Perſian Frontiers, to moleſt the Ter- 
ritories by frequent inroads, to perform which they 
wereno ways wanting.And now Stephen the Prince of 
Tranſilvania having marryed Queen Anne, and being 
confirmed by the free choice of the Nobility King of 
Poland, he ſent his Ambaſſadors to Amurath,: to 
conclude a firm and inviolable League, which was 
granted by the Turk very advantageous to the 
Chriſtians, that he might not be hindered in his 
Perſian War, which in Azz» 1578. he undertook, 
ending a great Army under the leading of 1Muffapha 
Baſla (who in the Reign of Se/ymw had Conquered 
Cyprus) into the Conntrey of Servan, compoled of 
theſe following Nations, viz, 12000 Meſopotamians, 
14090 Babylonians and Aſyrians, 2000 Syrians, 19000 
Natolians, 1000 Jews of Palaſiine, 4005 Clilicians, 
after which followed the Soldiers of Grecia, the 
Glory and Hope of the whole Camp to the number 
of 10005, as likewiſe 10000 Fanizaries, Harquibu- 
fires, to whom 4020 of the Citizens of Er Zrcſhum 
were added belides many Voluntiers of divers Na- 
tions: infomuch that the whole Army conſiſted of 
110020 Horſe and Foot, bzides this multitude of 
men, Muſtapha brought into. Perſia 509 pieces of 
Artillery, and 5o Waggon loads of Money to leavy 
other Soldiers, if occalion required It. 

The Baſa with the Army aforeſaid, arriving at 
Chars, after three dayes ſtaying there, during which 
time being marvellouſly troubled by reaſon of a ſud- 
dain Tempeſt, he raiſed his Camp. and departed » 
. tne 
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the foot of the Mountains of Chzelder , otherwiſe 
Periardo, where he bad knowledge of the Perſian $o- 
phies Army Approach, which cauſed him to put his 
Army intoorder of Battle, dividing it amongſt his 
great Commanders, which were Derus Baſſa of Ca- 
raunt, and Oſman Mahomet, and Muſta Fada Baſlas; 
as for the Perfean Army under the leading of Tocomac 


an experienced Captain, whom for his known valour . 


and Loyalty, the Sophy had made General,. it cons 
ſiſted not of above twenty thouſand, all Horſemen, 
gathered ont of Geor 744, Media, and Antropatia,who 
miſinformed by their Scouts of the Twrks number, 
boldly held on their way, reſolving to give them 
Battle, who from the Hills perceiving their intent, 
put themſelves in a poſture to receive them : where- 
upon about one in the Afternoon, a dreadful fight be- 
gan, wherein at the firſt charge were ſlain ſeven of 
the Turks Sanzacks, with a Great number of Soldiers 
without any apparent loſs to the Perſians, who hght- 
ing cloſe together ſlew the Txrks at a diſtance with 
their ſhot of Arrows, and the continual thundering of 
their Harquibuzes, of which Engins by this time 
they had learned the perfect uſe. But 24uſtapha,y who 
with a great power of his choice ſouldiers, having 
waited a fit opportunity, peirced the Squadrons of 
the horſe, having firſt made a lane by the reiterated 
Vollies of his Artillery, and charged with ſuch fury, 
that although the Perſians incouraging: each other 
did all that men were capable to perform, yet be- 
ing overpowered with number, were at length bro- 
ken and diſordered ; they under the ſhelter of the 
night retired, which the Tzrzs without much difh- 
culty permitted, they not having any cauſe ro re- 
joyce at the Vidtory ſo gotten, their loſs was fo 
great, yet keeping the field all that night , thenext 
- Morning in token of his good ſucceſs, YNirfapha Tear 
the 
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the heads of five thouſand Perſians, and three thou- 
fand live priſoners to Amnrath, and for the greater 
terror of the enemy, cauſed the heads of three thou- 
ſand others to be ſtricken off,and piled on heaps; the 
Turks loſt in this battle near twenty thouſand, many 
of their chief ſouldiers. | 

The next day after the battle Manuchlars,a Prince 
of the Georgians ſent a meſſenger to Muſtapha, to 
acquaint him that he was coming to confer with 
him, which did not a little rejoyce the Turk; inſo- 
much-that he cauſed all his Great Commanders with 
Trumpets, Enſigns diſplayed, Drums beating, and 
the diſcarge of all the Great Ordnance to receive 
him, and im like manner to conduC&t him to his 
Pavillion (not doubting but that the revolt of this 
Prince would greatly further his affairs) which be- 
ing being done, and he entering the Bafſa's Tent, 
he there was caufed 'to ſit down on his right hand, 
when after having made him preſents of ſuch things 
as for that purpoſe he had brought, he gave the Baſla 
to underſtand, That for the honour and eſtimation 
he conceived of the Turkiſh valour, he was ever de- 
voted to the houſe of the Orromans, and as he had of- 
ten times deſired to venture his life and fortune in 
their ſervice, ſo at this preſent time he moved. by 
his former deſire, allnred by the ſtrange fame of his 
wonderful and victorious Army, and ſtirred up by a 
particular Fantaſie to learn the Turkiſh Diſcipline 
in martial affairs, under ſuch a General as was the 
Baſſa, to whom he offered all his devotion and ſer- 
vice, things as he ſaid not offered to any before, and 
in fine beſought him to accept of him in the name of 
Amurath,whoſe obedient vaſlal he had vowed himſelf. 

This Speech ended the Baſla highly commended 
him for his prudent choice and good will towards ' 


the Turks; and the more to confirm him 1n the opt- 
nion 
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njon he had of the Otromen Greatneſs , he cauſed 
him to be led thraughout his Camp, that ſo he might 
take a view of the Turkiſh Magnificence , where 
amongſt other things he. with deteſtation beheld'the 
Pile of Perſian heads, and then returning to Mnſta- 
- phas. Tent,he was preſented with Garments of cloth 
of Gold, a Gilt Battle: Ax and Target enameled with 
divers precious ſtones, and never permitted him to 
go from his Pavillion without a train of his ſlaves at- 
tending on him. 

Things being at this paſs, the Baſla was about to 
raiſe his Camp, to-march into the very heart of Per- 
fla, when loe the face of the Heavens became black as 
Epyptian darkneſs, and'upon a ſudden ſuch Prodigt- 
ous Thunders, Lightning, Rain and Hail, broke 
from the yielding Clouds, that it ſeemed to moſt 
that the diſſolution of all things was at hand, the 
wind every where renting the Turkiſh Tents in pte- 
ces, and carrying them into the Air ; which Tem- 
peſt and the noiſom ſtenchariſing from the Carkaſes 
of the dead, cauſed ſuch a' Peſtilence in the Camp, 
that npon the muſter taken four dayes after forty 
thouſand Turks were wanting, yet when the wea- 
ther cleared up he removed, paſling by the ſides of 
the Great Mountain, and in his way taking in ſeveral 
Caſtles and Fortreſſes , though not without the 
lols of many of his men ; nor were the Perſrars 
wanting to cut off his rear and the ſtraglers of his 
Camp, as they found opportunity, by which means 
many thouſands of their Forragers and ſuch as gree- 
dy of booty left the Army, were cut ſhort, yer ha- 
ving received a great ſypply of Provilionfrom Aleppo, 
he marched into the Country of S:ir44az, when by the 
way Aleſſandro another Prince of the G eor 94415 Came 
to the Baſlas Pavillion& ſubmitted himſelf.as the for- 
mer had done,being thereupon welcomed in the fame 
natures 
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vature, receiving rich preſents from the Baſſa as 2 
token of his favour, as likewiſe a promiſe that upon 
his return he would paſs through his Countrey to 
Pay him a vilit. 

The Turks traveling twelve dayes by long marches 
came into the confines of S:irvan, but finding all the 
Country deſtroyed before them, they fell into ma» 
ny ill conveniencies, for by the means aforeſaid pale 
famine began to ſtare them in the face, which obli- 
ged them to ſearch for proviſion in all places, yet 
finding little, as they were about to return to the 
Camp they happened on ſeveral Perſian ſpies, out of 
whom they extorted that after they had paſled cer- 
tain Marſhes where Canac diſcharged it ſelf into 
Araxts they ſhould find certain fields of Rice and 
ſtanding Corn, together with divers herds of Cattle, 
enough to ſuffice the whole Army fora months ſpace, 
which being made known unto the Baſla,he not great- 
ly credited the Report, and therefore would not paſs 
thither with the whole Army, but freely permitted 
ſuach as would, to go, fo that about ten thouſand of 
the moſt hungerſtarved, with ſuch neceſlaries as they 
thought fit, went to ſeiſe upon this booty, but had 
no ſooner paſled the River and ſome few Marſhes, but 
they fell into the Perſian» Ambuſh, laid for that pur- 
poſe, who put them almoſt all to the ſword ; but 
whilſt they were taking the ſpoil Muſtapha having 
notice by the flyers what had happened, came upon 
them with the whole Army ſo ſuddenly that he 
hemmed them, as it were in an Iſland, made by the 
meandring of Araxi and Canac, where ſetting upon 
them, after a bloody fight put them to the worſt, 
killing a great many of them, and forcing oxher to 
take the River, wherein many of them periſhed, 
Tocomar the General and three other great Caps 
tains hardly eſcaping: eek © F

After which Muſtapha reſolved to paſs the River 
Canac,of which the Souldiers having notice,began not 
only to murmur but to Mutiny throughout the Camp, 
alledging that he carryed them to their certain deſtru- 
Ction for that being in a ſtrange Countrey, where 
all neceſſaries whereby to ſubſiſt were wanting) 
whereby they ſhould 1ubſiſt, they muſt inevitably 
periſh, but he urging that it was the command of 
Amurath, and if no man but himſelf would paſle over 
he himſelf would obey his Lords command, where- 
upon notwithſtanding the unwillingneſs of three 
parts of the Army the next day the better to encou- 
rage his Captains and Souldiiers himſelf waded over, 
and after him followed a great number of his ſlaves, 
and the reſt of the great Commanders, but ſo flow- 
ly by reaſon of the ſwiftneſs of the River, that night - 
approached ere half the Army had gained the far- 
ther bank, when the ſtream ſwelling with the force 
of the Wind and darkneſs making the Souldiers fear- 
ful, 8000 of them were driven headlong down the 
currant into the deep places, where they miſerably 
periſhed together, with a great number of Camels 
and Horſes, ſo that the Perſians living upon the 
Binks many miles diſtance, perceiving the number 
of dead Turks together with their weapons float- 
ing with the ſtream, concluded the Army was over- 
thrown, nor was the fortune of thoſe that paſſed 
over for a time much better, for coming into a bar- 
ren Countrey, a great number of them died for 


want; yet having paſled thus far a greater miſchief 


would have befallen them had they returned, and 
therefore being every way beſet with danger they 
reſolutely marched forward, either to find relief or 
to end their days in miſery. But contrary to their 
expettation, after two dayes hard marching they 
came into a plentiful COmnY ſtored with all man- 

F ner 
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Per of Provilions which did not a little revive them, 
being before evenat the point to periſh, after which 
having moſt of the Cities of S:irvan yielded to him, he 
Pur Garriſons therein and furniſhing them with all 
receſlaries at the importunity of his. Souldiers re- 
{cived to return home and fo paſling through the 
Countrey of Prince Alefſander, where he revictual- 
led and relieved the Garriſon of Teftss, who through 
Fzmine were reduced to ſuch neceſſity, that no un- 
clean thing was left uneaten, and to paſling through 
the ſtraights of the rough Mountains, where he loſt 
2. number of his people, he at length arrived at Er- 
2ir4m where without any muſter he diſcharged his 
Army ; thereby to hide the great loſs he had ſuſtain- 
ed from the knowledge of Amurath, and forgot not 
by Letters to magnifie his own exploits; ſending 
withal the two Georgian Princes who had ſubmitted 
themſelves, with Letters of recommendation to 
Amnrath. 

Itwasnot long after the departure of 17#/tapha,but 
the Tartars in. confederacy with the Turks, having 
left the Fens of Merw, and the unmountable ſhoars 
of the Black Sea, palling over the Rocks upon Col- 
c/-459, and the frozen crags of the Mountain Caucaſus, 
entered S;rvan with an Army of 30000 Horſe, un- 
der the leading of Abdilchera:, who no leſs terrified 
the Perſians then had the Turks, but after the tak- 
ing of many Cities, and ranging about the Country 
for prey, as one day they lay diſperſed in a Val- 
ley neartoE'res, Emire Hamze Mirize Eldeſt Son to 
Mahomet the Perſian Sophy, came upon them una- 
wares with 12000 Horſemen, and ere they could put 
themſelves in a poſture of defence, ſlew 15000 of 
them and took almoſt all the reſt Priſoners, and 
2monegſt them Abailcheras Son as he preterded him- 


If to the great Cham, who being ſent Priſoner to 
Cabin 
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Cabin the Regal ſeat of the Peſien Sopby, ſo won up- 
on the favour of the King aid Queen, but ſpecially 
of the latter, who was faid' to be more prodigal of 
her favours towards him then. ſtood. with her ho- 
nour, and at the fame time Mahomert intending to 
match him to his Daughter, thereby 'to procure the 
Friendſhip of the great Tartarian Cham. it ſo far mo- 
ved the Saltans or great men of the Court with en- 
vy that they ſlew him in the Palace, .and at the fame 
time as many reported ſtrangled the Queen, whom 
they found over tamiliar with him in his Chamber, 
but whether ſo or not certain it is ſhe was never af- 
terwards ſeen. 

The Tartars Forces thus deſtroyed, the Terror 
of the young Perſian Prince was ſo great, that what 
by Stratagem and plain Force, he wrelted out of the 
Turks hands moſt of the Cities they had before poſ- 
ſeſſed. Infomuch that (the City of Derbent of which 
Oſman Baſſa was Governour with the title of Vizar 
of Sirnan excepted) the Turks were driven out of 
all their ſtrong places, nor was it long ere the Per- 
flan Sopby praftiſed with Shahame!, Lord of the 
Mountain of Br#s, whoſe Daughter Oſman had mar- 
ried to betray him and the City into his power, for 
that he was the onely man amongſt the Georgians 
whom Oſman truſted, who won by the great pro- 
miſes of the Sophy, without any reſpect to the Turk 
as he was his Son-in-Law, undertook to gratifie him 
in his defire, but he carried not the matter ſo cloſe 
but that his Daughter underſtanding what paſled, 
and more ſtudious for the preſervation of her Hus- 
, band, than furthering her Fathers purpoſe, ſhe ſtill 
revealed all ſhe knew ; which ſo inwardly perplex- 
ed Oſman that he reſolved to prevent the Treachery 
of his Father-in-law by taking him out of the way, 
whereupon as his uſual manner was 1aviting him fo a 
F f 2 fJolemn 
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ſolemn Feaſt with a chearful countenance he com- 
manded 500 of his Soldiers to be in a readineſs, and 
that as ſoon as Sahamel was entered the Court off his 
Pallace to ſeize him, and after . having cut of his 
Head to put all his followers to the Sword, which 
was accordingly put in execution, and not ſo con- 
tented, he ſent out 2o0co Horſemen to ſpoil his 
Countrey,to the great aſtoniſhment of all the neigh- 
bouring Princes, but to the exceeding grief of the 
Soph who found his hopes fruſtrated by the death 
of Sabamel. 

The year following, viz. 1578. Amurath calling 
to him his Baſſa's, conſulted what was further to 
be done in relation to the Perſian War ; when after a 
long debate, it was upon 'mature deliberation re- 
ſolved that it was a matter of dangerous conſequence 
to ſend an Army into the heart of Perſia, where 
they ſhould not only have a fierce Enemy to deal 
with, but likewiſe many other difficulties, as hun- 
ger, overflowing of Rivers, paſling craggy Moun- 
tains and the like : But that it was therefore neceſ- 
ſary, that by degrees they ſhould paſs conquering 
on from the Borders ſtill ſecuring all at their backs, 
the care of managing which being referred to Mu- 
ftapha, he tt into all the Heredatary Countries of 
the Empire, commanding the reſpective Governours 
to ſend him ſtore of Pioners, and men skilled in 
ArchiteCt, as likewiſe a great number of the moſt 
expert Souldiers, but eſpecially thoſe that had been 
disbanded the year before , upon notice of which 
great multitudes flocked to the ſervice, who early 
in the Spring met at Erzirum, from whence they 
marched under the command of the Baſla to Chars, a 
City on the Frontiers of S:rnar, which in the late 
War had been demoliſhed ; yet now again Rebuilt 
ard Fortified within the ſpace of 23 dayes, notwith- 
ſtanding 
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ſtanding the abundance of Snow that fell during 
their labouring therein, the which was no fooner 
finiſhed but news came” that the ſtrong Caſtle of 
Teſtis was beſieged by the Perſians, who had reduced 
the Garriſon to ſo great a ſtraight that through Fa- 
mine, they would be obliged to-yield up the place if 
they. were not' ſpeedily-relieved. Upon which in 
great perplexity he ſent Haſſan Baſla, Son to Mahe- 
met Principal Vizar of the Court, and Reſuan Cap- 
tain of the Adventurers with 20000 Horſe and Foot, 
furniſhed with Proviſions and others Neceſlaries for 
the relief of the Beſfieged, who paſling the ſtraits 
of Tomanis, were ſet upon by 8000 Perſians under 
the leading of Aliculs Cham and Simon two expert 
Captains, who in thoſe intricate, mazes flew many 
of them, and took conſiderable ſpoil, which fo 
hightened them that within a while after ſetting 
upon the Turks, and thinking to have the like ad- 
vantage fell into their Ambuſh, ſo that moſt of the 
Perſians fell by the Sword or were taken Priſoners, 
and amongſt the latter Alicxlt Cham ; wwhich gave 
Haſſan opportunity to march without further con. 
troul to Teſts, where through" Famine he found 
half the Garriſon loſt, yer encouraging them in the 
beſt wiſe, and ſtoring them with all manner of Pro- 
viſion and Warlike Munirtion, he having at their re- 
queſt diſplaced 'Mahomet the Governour, and conftt- 
'tuted Amer Baſla in his ſtead\ he was about to re- 
turn the ſame way he came; but upon notice that 
Simon had ſtrongly poſleſſed himſelf of the aforeſaid 
{traights, and barrocadoed them with his great Ar-- 
tillery, he was wonderfully perplexed as difpairing 
of his ſafe return , which Alculs perceiving pro- 
miſed upon conſideration that he would releaſe him, 
to ſhew'him a way both plain and eaſlie, through 
which he might paſs TI any danger from the 
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Perſians, whereupon: the Baſſa ' ſwore to - perform 
what he-requeſted but afrerwards, as is very uſual 
amongſt tho: Infidels revoked his Oath excuſing 
himfſelf,. by ſayings +it was not in his power to re- 
leaſe any Priſoner taken in War without the conſent 
of his General : 'of which perfidious dealing S:msr 
having notice, who before in conſideration of the 
delivery of Alicuts, had winked at; their  pallage, he 
with his Light-Horſemen - purſued bard after them, 
when overtaking the Rear he charged them with 
ſuch fury, that-in-: great; confuton they fled. In 
which flight a great--number were ſlain and taken 
Priſoners with-a great booty, eſpecially the Trea- 
fure of the Baſla, 'and of Reſuan Captain of the Ad- 
venturers, which loſs ſo ſenſibly afflicted 24uſtapha 
that upon notice thereof he. broke up his Army, not 
thinking it-.canvemient. to attempt any thing further 
that year, and-ſaon after he being diſcharged of his 
Generalſhip/was called home, where upon his arri- 
val at Court, : he-was accuſed- by Sian Baſla, for 
negleCting the Emperours affairs, waſting his Trea- 


- fare1n unneceſlary -buildings, and rather giving the 


Enemy cauſe: to contemn the Ortoman Forces, then 
to fear their Proweſs. 


- Theſe and many other ſuch like complaints being 


exhibited againſt; him ſo incenſed' Anmrath, that he 
reſolved he ſhould be ſtrangked ; inorder to which 
he ſent his chief Gentleman Porter, attended on by 


Hifreen others. to! the Baſlas Pallace;: but the crafty 
old blade being forewarned of what was intended 


againſt him, cauſed himſelf for along time to-beide- 
nyed, but when the meſſengers impatient of delay, 
orged that he muſt and fhonld render obedience: to 
the Emperors warrant (which they then produced) 
they were admitted to his preſence, bat fruſtrated 
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of their deſign,by a Guard that incloſed the Baſſa with 
weapons, forbidding any acceſs further thena circle 
made for that purpoſe , which they perceiving, 
thought it no time to put their deſign 1a practice, 
bur rather to intreat him by fair means to come t9 
Court, which he refuſing, they preſented him one 
of the Emperors Letters, in which he commanded 
him that it he would not come in perſon, yet to fend his 
Chancellor and Treaſurer, to give up their accounts, 
and to anſwer to the acculation againtt him and them, 
to which he conſented, upon promiſe that they ſhould 
not be prejudiced thereby, yet upon their arrival 
they were ſent pritoners to the Tower called Jadici/z, 
but by the Mediation of certain Great Ladies of tlie 
Court, bribed with Jewels of Extraordinary price, 
the Paſlas pezce being made, and he coming into the 
Emperors preſence, all was blown over, and his two 
Miniſters ſet at liberty, without any further exami- 
nation. | 
During theſe paſſages the Great Vizar Baſſa Muha- 
met was ſtabb'd in the Divan by a private Souldier, 
whom he had bereaved of his Pention, got at the 
price of his long ſervice in the wars, for which the 
{aid fouldier was; pat to death with moſt exquilite 
Torments, in whoſe place Muffapha BÞaſſa laboured 
tobe choſen as his right by courie, but Amurath in- 
wardly diipleaſed wirh his proceedings, reje&ted his 
ſute, and ſent the ſeal to Sivan Bafſ 1, whom he alio 
made General for the Perſian war, who preparins 
a great Army marched to the Frontiers, and there 
expected the ſucceſs of Aſaxur Chan the Perſian Am- 
baſſador then arrived at Conſtantinople to ſue for peace, 
but not obtaining his deiire on ſuch Articles as he in{t- 
fted on, both Porentates prepared for a reſolute and 
VIgorous war; the one to offend, and the other ro de- 
fend, during which time Maſtapha Baſſa dyed at Con- 
F f 4 ſtantinop'e, 
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ftantinople, ſuppoſed either to have been poyſoned by 
the command of Amwrath, or elſe that to prevent 
the fate of ſtrangling he had poiſoned himſelf. 

The Perſian Ambaſſador being returned to his Ma- 
ſter, and giving him to underſtand that there was no 
peace to be had with the Turk unleſs he would peace- 
ably deliver into his poſſeſſion the Country of Siruan, 
and that himſelf being taken for a Spye in the Turk- 
iſh Court, was glad to give Amurath great hopes 
of obtaining his deſire, to prevent death or impri- 
ſonment, yet that it remainedat the pleaſure of the 
King whether he would ſtand to any thing that had 
been by him propoſed ; for which good ſervice 
of Mexut Chau the Sophy made him Great Treaſurer 
of Tauris, which at that time was Governed by 
Emir Chau his mortal enemy, who ſought by all the 
means he could to deſtroy him ; wherefore declining 
to go thither in perſon, he officiated his Office by 
his Deputy, of which Emur taking hold of as a fit 
opportunity to work his deſtruCtion, ſecretly indu- 
ced the Sophy to believe that he held ſecret correſ- 
pondence with the Turks, and for that reaſon lay 
hovering on the Frontiers, placing a baſe fellow as 
his Deputy to officiate ſo great a Truſt which was 
not a little diſhonour to the Majeſty of the Perſiar 
King; whereupon the Sophy gave him power to ſeize 
Alexut Chau and moſt of his principal ſervants, and 
by Torture to wring out of them the truth of the 
matter. 

Glad was Emir to have ſo fair an opportunity to 
deſtroy Mexut, and thereupon without further de- 
lay ſent fifteen ſtout fellows to Caffangich Mexuts 
place of abode to fetch him and his ſervants by force, 
who arriving there, and having admittance to his 
preſence, he promiſed to go with them, and gave to 
gach of them a preſent, ordering his Steward to 
| make 
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make them merry, whilſt he prepared himſelf to 
accompany them to their Lord Emr, but with ſecret 
command to make them drunk, which his Steward 
ſo ſuddenly effected, that within an hours ſpace they 
fell faſt aſleep, which 41axat perceiving, faſt bound 
them with ropes, and throwing them into a deep 
well, with all his family fled to the Turks» Baſſa,then 
with his Army on the Frontiers, who upon notice 
of what had happened kindly received him. 

Sivan Baſſa having ſtayed at Chars with the Turk- 
iſh Army eight dayes, he by eaſie marches came to 
Tefliis, having by the way loſt many of his Forragers 
cut off by the Georgian Horſemen, but arriving at the 
place aforeſaid he was recruited out of Syria and 7- 
deay and: having diſtributed part of his Treaſure 
amongſt the Souldiers, and ſet all things in order, 
he with his Army departed thence ; when paſſing the 
Strait of Tomanu, he had notice from Muſtefſad 
(afterwards Governor of Aleppo) that not far diſtanr 
on the right hand,were ſeveral fields of ſtanding Corn 
and Herds of Cattle grazing flenderly guarded, 
which the Paſla induced to believe, ſent the faid 


 Muſtatsad with a ſtrong power to ſeize upon that 


booty, of which his Army, ſtood ſo much in need, 
but they were no ſooner within danger, but the 
Perſians and Georgians burſt out upon them in great 
numbers, putting them on every ſide to flight, 
whom they purſued ſo fiercely-that ſeven thouſand - 
of them were ſlain, many taken Priſoners, and 
all their Cammels and other beaſts of burthen ta- 
ken, of which Szvar, having notice, in a great rage 
diſpatched the Baſla of Caramania,with twenty thou- 
ſand horſe and foot to purſue the Perſians, after 


- whom himſelf followed with the whole Army, but 


too late, for that perceiving from a high mountain 
what was intended had withdrawn themſelves, 
yet 
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yet ſome ſtraglers fell into the Turks hands, part of 
whom they ſlew, and part they faved alive; yet the 
Turks holding on their way came to Tr:ala, where 
they underſtood that the Perſian King being depart- 
ed from Taurs, was coming againſt them with a 
great Army, reſolving to give them battle, upon 
which Sian gave ſtrict command throughout his Ar- 
my, that every man on pain of death ſhould be in a 
readineſs to March, he reſolving to meet the King on 
his way ; after which he deſcended into the large 
Plains of Ch:iclder, where a former battle had been 
fought between the Turks and the Perſians, where 
not hearing of the Kings approach, after having 
muſtered his Army, he reſolved to March to Ta#- 
71s to inrich himſelf with the ſpoiles of that City,but 
by the way under pretence of trying his men, he cau- 
fed a counterfeit battle tobe fought amongſt his own 
Souldiers, as incaſe of a General muſter, which eyer 
after rendred him a by-word to his Sonldiers, and 
loytering in the aforeſaid plains' for' the ſpace of 
eight dayes; in the mean ſpace Aider the Aga as an 
Ambaſſador from the Perſian King came to his Camp, 
offering in the name of his Maſter ſuch propoſals as 
Maxut had before done at Comftaminople, which were 
that Chars and Teflis ſhould be quiecly poſſeſſed of 
the Turks, that fo a good correſpondence might be 
continued between the Subjects of both Potentates, 
for accompliſhing of this deſired peace, Sman pro- 
miſed to deal with Amurath, provided the Ptrſtar 
would ſend an Ambaſſador to Conſtantinople, which 
heing reſolved on, the proud Baſſa returned to Chars, 
and from thence departed to Erzirum , where he 
diſmiſſed his Army, having done nothing worthy tke 
rame of a General. | w7 
In the year 1581 Amnrath canſed his fon Mahomet 
to be circumcifed after the Hebrew manner ; in ho- 
| nour 
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nour of which ſolemnity he made a feaſt which con- 
tinued with ſhews and ſports, for the ſpace of forty 
days, where all,or moſt of the Chriſtian and Maho- 
metan Princes Ambaſladors were preſent; and amongſt 
them the Ambaſlador of Perſia, whom Amurath (after 
ſuffering many affronts to be put upon him) cauſed 
to be impriſoned with all his Rztinne, fo ſtraightly, 
that though one hundred of his ſervants dyed of the 
Plague, yet mnch adoe had he to get himſelf remoy- 
ed to Erzirum. This hard handling of the Ambaſ- 
fadar made the conceived hopes of Peace to vaniſh, 
inſomuch that either Potentate prepared for war, 
when as Amurath not well liking the proceedings of 
Sinan, conſtituted Aahomer Baſſa, nephew to Aduſta- 
phe Baſſa decealed, which choice Sinan greatly in- 
veighed againſt, though all in vain; for early inthe 
ſpring, be taking charge of the Army deligned forthe 
Perſiau war,departed fromErz5rum accompanied with 
the Baſlaof Caramilexarrying with him great ſtore of 
proviſion, and a huge mals of 'mony, but ſack washis 
bad fortune that im his way. to/T #5, - paſſing aRivet 
his Army was routed by the \Perflans and Georgiant, 
and moſt of his beft Souldiers ſflain- or taken prifo- 
ners, a great: part. of the mony and proviſien,” fell 
likewiſe into. the hands of the enemy ; {o that not 
having ſaffcienc to 'reheve the Garifon, hardly 6p- 
preſied by famine, hehad mach adoe to perſwade the 
Souldicrs- to: icantinue an - it. , and exceedingly - to 
ſtraighten bis diſcomfnted Army toſrpply that place 
with mony and-provitions all which calamity being 
ſuppoſed to kepgan by the Siniſter Councdl of one 
Maſtaphz'a 'Renapgate' [Gevr gsaw, then inthe Tarks 
Camp, who was more then ſuſpected to hold corre- 
pondence withthisConntryjwherefore Mabomet with 
other his troſty:Conmellers reſ6lved his death;where- 
pan he called a' Gonncil M1 his own Pavillion, pre- 
wh tending 
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tending letters of inſtruttion from the Emperor, | 


and ſecretly gave order that upon the coming of 
_ Hdaſtapha, whilſt the Letters were in reading, the 
 Janrzaries ſhould cut off his head, but the Georgian 
having notice, choſe out fifty of his faithful follow- 
ers, and imparting to them what was intended, com- 
manded them to be near at hand and at the firſt call 
to enter the Pavilion, where if they perceived any 
violence uſed towards this perſon, they ſhould not 
ſpare the General himſelf. Matters being brought 
to this paſs, and Meyfapha entred the Pavilion of the 
Baſla, the counterfeit Letters were ordered to be 
read, which done, and the Georgian about to de- 
part, promiſing to perform what ever the King 
ſhould command, Capagsi Baſſa Mahomers Great uſher, 
came to him and plucking him by the ſleeve, would 
have forced him to have ſat down, which he per- 
celying, and knowing his life was in danger, drew 
his-ſword, and ſtruck Mahomets Lieutenant fo forci- 
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bly-on the head, that he clove him to the ſtomach, * 


then reverſing his blow, wounded the Baſſa. of Cara- 
mite, as likewiſe many others, and had killed the 
General himſelf, had not the uproar cauſed many to 
enter the Pavillion, and amongſt others his fifty fol- 
lowers,; who carryed him in fak 
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ety to,his Tent. This | 


ation cauſed grievous complaints to be ſent to Amu- > 
rath, from either party, whereby he underſtanding |: 
the evil ſtate of his affairs in thoſe Parts, exceeding- 
ly blamed his Baſſa's for puſhing on into ſuch a dan- ; 


gerous war, and in arape thruſt Sivan Baſſa from his 
Vizarſhip, placing Sciaus Baſſa (2 —_—_ born, 
and' £o- whom he had married his filter) in his 
ſtead, , | 

. The. Turks affairs being at this paſs Anno 1582, 
they-had ſmall mind'to proceed in their war againſt 


the,Parſtans, nor was the Perſian King leſs deſirous - 
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be rid of ſo troubleſome a gueſt,that he might be the 
better at leaſure to ſuppreſs the Rebellion raiſed by 
his Son Abas Mirize , who countenanced by the 
Chief of the Swltans, had ſeized upon many ſtrong 
places, and was now Fortifying himſelf in Aters, 
whither his father paſſed witha great Army by the 
way, recovering ſuch Towns as had revolted from 
his obedience, and putting ſuch of the Traitors as he 
found therein to death; but coming before the City, 
the young Prince wrote ſuch ſubmiſſive Letters to his 
father and elder brother, then in his fathers Camp, 
that the old man was well content, that he ſhould by 
his Ambaſſadors be admitted to purge himſelf of 
ſuch crimes as were laid to his charge, which he 
did ſo effeCtually that the whole matter appear- 
ing to be framed and contrived by Mirize Sulmos, 
who notwithſtanding had perſwaded the King to 
make that Expedition againſt his Son that he might 
advantage himſelf by being made General of the 
Army; to put anend to further differences the ſaid 
Mzrize Sul was by the Kings command behead- 
ed, as being indeed the Author of thoſe inteſtine 
troubles. | 

Theſe things thus diſpoſed, the Sophy was now at 
leaſure to oppoſe the invading Turks , wherefore 
gathering a great Army he ſtriped them out of ma- 
ny of their holds, which ſo enraged Amurath that 
G—_ Ferat Baſla his General, whom with full 
inſtruftions he diſmiſſed with a great Army, with 
which having roamed about Sirnan and Georgia all 
Summer, Amo 1583. with the loſs of many of his 
men, and the revolt of Muſtaffa, he in September re- 
turned to Erzirum having done nothing more, then 
deſtroyed the Countrey of Muſtafa, and relieved 
Teflu. 

The following year the Perſian King reſolving to 
drive 
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drive the Turks out of his Countrey, raiſed a gredt 
Army,and encamped in the Plains before the City of 
Taxri, of which Ferat having notice woold not de- 
part from Erziram before he had ſent ro Amurath 
to have his opinion therein, who ſent him an ex- 
preſs to relieye if poſſible the Garrifon of Tefls with 
4 {mall power to oppoſe the reſt of the Army a- 
gainſt the Enemy , whereupon he reſolved to put 
in practice the pleaſnre of his Lord. In order to 
which the better to ſecure the paſlage or ſtrait of 
Tomans, he built a Caſtle in the enterance thereof 
1700 yards in compaſs, furniſhing it with all neceſ- 
faries, and then ſent a detachment of 20000 Horſe 
and Foot, under the leading of Fefaan Baſla for the 
releif of Tefis, but fearing that power not fufficient 
ſent others after him, under the leading of the Baſſa 
of Caramite, of which Simon the Georgian Prince 
having notice yet deceived in their number, haſted 
over the Countrey by ſhort cuts to'give them Bat- 
tle, which he was the readier to do becauſe he at 
firſt diſcovered no more then 6000 Turks, the reſt 
lying behind a Hill, but Battle once joyned they 
came down upon him like a Tempeſt, and fo op- 
preſſed his ſmall ' number not exceeding 4000, who 
yet fought deſperately, that he and all his men had 
been ſlain, had not the other Turks ſent by Ferat to 
ſtrengthen Reſuax, appeared upon the Hills at a di- 
ſtance, whom thoſe Turks that were fighting ſup- 
poſed to be Perſians, and by that means not daring 
to purſue the retiring Georgians for fear of being 
drawn into an Ambuſh, they eaſily found means to 
eſcape, and the Baſla the like, to relieve Teflis, and 
with the ſame facility to return to the Camp which 
by this time began to be ſorely oppreſſed with Fa- 
mine, infomuch that a buſhel of Wheat was fold for 
100 Ducates, which cauſed the Camp to rile, _ 
marc 
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march towards the Countrey of Muſtafſa, formerly 
called Manucchiar the Georgian Prince who now re- 
volting from the Turks took part with the other 
Georgian Princes, but the many difficulties being ap- 
parent to the Soldiers by reaſon of the advancement 
of the Seaſon, they flatly denyed to obey his com- . 
mand threatning him with great miſchief if hedid 
not ſpeedily return to Erzirum,nor did they forbear 
to aſlault him 1n his Tent threaining him with pre- 
ſent death, it he continued to expoſe them to the 
miſeries of Hunger and Cold, which ſo that find- 
ing no means to reſtrain their inſolency, or to 
quiet their continual clamours, but a ſpeedy return 
to Erzirum, he was forced to yield to their requeſts 
where arriving after a tedious march wherein he 
loſt many of his beſt Souldiers, he broke up the 
Army. The Perſian King hovering about T aurs, 
and having notice of all that had paſſed, ſent away 
a great part of his Army, and foraſmuch as Emur 
Cham Governour of that City had negleQed to op- 
- Poſe the Turks during their building ſeveral ſtrong 
Fortreſles to keep the paſlages of the ſtraits, nor 
aſſiſted him as he ought, he cauted his Eyes to 
be put. out and himſelf to be caſt into prifon (where 
ſhortly after he died of grief ) and made Alicnls 
Cham who a little before had eſcaped from the 
Turks Camp Governonr 1n his ſtead. 

About this time the League between Amurath and 
Rodolphws the German Emperour, by reaſon of ſome 
Hoſtilities committed between their Subjects, had 
like to have ended; but upon more mature confide- 
ration of what had palled, and reporation on the 
part of the Aggreſlors for dainmages ſuſtained, 1t 
was again renewed for the ſpace of 8 years, after 
which Ferar Baſſa upon the complaint of the great 
Captains falling into diſgr:ce with Amwurath he 
was 
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| was depoſed from his truſt of General, and Oſman 
Baſſa Governour of S;rvan (who for his many vitto- 
ries over the Tartars was become famous) appoint- 
ed General in his ſtead, and made chief Vizar ;. (The 
gruns honour that can be conferred on any per- 

n by the Orroman Emperors.) And now Amwrath 
caſting in his mind the ſubduing of T awris, cauſed a 
great Army to be raiſed, and the better to make 
the Perſian neglect the Fortifying of that City, cau- 
ſed it to be bruted that he intended to invade Naſſi- 
van, but whilſt theſe preparations were intended 
againſt the Perſians, the Villany of a Yenetian Cap- 
tain had gone near to turn them upon the Chriſtian, 
the manner thus. The Widow of Ramadan Baſla late 
Governour of Tr:ipolis in Barbary, with her Children 
and Servant being imbarqued in three Gallies, in 
. order to their being tranſported to Conſtantinople, 
ſailing by the mouth of the Aadriatick were by con- 
trary Winds driven into the Gulf where , Perrus 
Emunins a Venetian Captain , of the order of | 
the Senators, lying with certain Gallies ſet upon. Þ 
thoſe before mentioned and boarded them, where 
he exerciſed moſt barbarous cruelty, as well upon 
the Women as the Men. For having ſlain the 
Mariners in number 250, and the Son of Ramadan, 
a Child in his Mothers lap, he cauſed the Women 
firſt to be Raviſhed, and then having their Breaſts 
cut off to be caſt into the Sea ; nor did he exerciſe 
this cruelty upon the Turks onely, but upon ſuch 
Chriſtians likewiſe as he found on board, uling ſuch 
barbarity as was thought to prevent the diſcovery 
of the great Riches he found in thoſe Gallies. Yet 
was it afterwards made manifeſt by one of the Turks, 
who during. the ſlaughter had hid himfelf in the 
hold, and was afterwards ſaved by a Cretian, who 


had in like manner been formerly, preſerved by = 
aid 
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aid Turk, who coming to Conſtantinople declared 
what had happened, which ſoenraged Amwrath that 
he ſent to the Yenetians ſpeedily to make reparation 
or to expect their Frontiers to be invaded. To 
' which the Senators anſwered, they were altogether 
Ignorant of what had happened, but if ſo as the 
Meſſengers related, upon enquiry, reparationſhould 
be made, which being found according to the re- 
lation of the Turks, they cauſed Emu to be bes 
headed, the Gally to be reſtored, and to ſupply the 
loſs of the ſlaves delivered them a like number of 
Turks and Moors, which for that time appeaſed the 
indignation of Amurath. | 

Amurath anno 1585. having conſtituted Haſſan 
Baſſa the Queens Eunuch Governour of Cazre, after- 
. wards caſting his Eyes upon Ebraim Baſla, a Sclave- 
ian about 23 years of Age, reſolved to make him 
his Son-in-law, and to raiſe him to a condition 
worthy ſo great an honour as to marry the Daugh- 
ter of an Emperour, he made him ſoveraign Judge 
of Egypt, of which Haſſan having notice, and by 
reaſon of the ſuddain advancement of Ebraim , 
doubting his {ſafety fled to Conſtantinople, and fell at 
the Emperours feet, deſiring to know what crime 
he had committed to have a Maſter ſo ſuddainly fet 
over him, but had no other anſwer then that he 
mult to Priſon, where after he had continued along 
- time ſtill expeCting the fatal hour, he was at the 
earneſt interceſſion of the Empreſs, and the great 
Ladies of the Court ſet at Liberty, but all his riches 
ſeized and converted to the Emperours uſe. 

Ebraim being ſettled in his Governmeat of Eoypt, 
by extorting great ſumms of money from the Egypri- 
| «nsand other people ſubjeft to his rule, in a ſhort 
time heaped up great Riches, when at the end of 
three years Amurath ſent for him to Conſtantinople, 
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to Celebrate the intended Marriage, charging him 
withal to paſs through the Countrey of the Druſsans, 
a people inhabiting a large Countrey invironed with 
Foppa , Ceſarin, Pateſtina , and within the Rivers 
Orantes and Jordan, ſtretching. it cif even to 'the 
Plains of Damaſco near to the Hills that compaſs 'it 
about, 'upon the Coaſt of Mount Libanw, and are 
faid to be the race of thoſe Chriſtians that ſeated 
themſelves there in the time that the Princes of 
the Weſt ſent their Armies to ſubdue the Holy Land, 
but have ſince bin perverted to the /1ahometan Super- 
ſtition, and at the coming of Ebraim into thoſe parts 
with his Army, they were divided under many 
Princes of which theſe were the: chief, viz. Ebne 
Aanyof the Turks called man Og1z,Serafadin,Mahamet 
Ebne- Manſur, Eben Frec, and Ali Ebne-Carfms, by 
the Turks called A!: Carfus-Ogli, under whom were 
divers Lieutenants called their academi or Agents, 
all of which except Eber 7A4n Ozli, upon the arri- 
val of the Baſla ſent him rich Preſents; whereupon 
he entering the Countrey of the ſaid Og: waſted it 
with Fire and Sword, which made the reſt of the 
Princes exceeding angry, and underhand to fend aid 
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to their Compere, with which incamping himſelf Þ 


adventagiouſly, he fell upon Yes Baſla who lead a | 


part of the Turks Army and diſcomfited him, put- þ 


ing 50o of his Men to the Sword, and carrying a- 


way a rich booty, which ſo inraged Eb: aim that | 
he uſed his utmcit diligence to intrap the aforeſaid | 
Prince, but finding no means to effect the ſame, he þ 


began with fair Promiſes and Preſents, to corrupt 


his Aacademes, one of which together with 3co | 
Druſians, he got into his power, whom in revenge | 
of Yes his overthrow he cauſed to be flead alive, # 
and all his followers flain, avd again raged with | 


Fire and Sword Tiruughout the Conntrey , when 
after- 
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Mfterward by diſfimulation and feigned Friendſhip, 
he'#ot Eben Manſar mto' his power,whom he cauſed 
to Fe faſt chained and fent to the Gallies, after which 
he took the: ſpoil of his Countrey, and” afterward 
with a great Booty returned to Conſtantinople, where 
he was 1n triumph received by his Friends, amongſt 
whom he beſtowed Liberally the ſpoils taken from 
the Drnf:ans, even to the value of.. one Million of 
Ducates, and 200000 Sultanies. But upon his. de= 
parture out of the Druſians' Countrey, they joyning 
with the Arabian to revenge the mjuries'themietves 
ſuſtained, entered the Turks'Confines and commit: 
ted many outrages, burning and deſtroying-all be- 
fore them, not in their anger ſparing Man, Wo- 
man or Child, paſling on even to the Gates of Feru- 


ſalem, being aſſiſted covertly by the Sub-Baſſa of 


Bethlehem, who diſpleaſed with the rule of Ebraim, 
watched his opportunity to revolt to the Enemy, 
but was prevented by being ſlain, alive at the Com- 
mandment of one of the Sanzabs of Jury. 

Whilſt affairs ſtood thus in Egypt and the Draſians 
Land, Oſman had compleated his Army at Erzirum, 
which upon Muſter was found to conſiſt of 180000 


| . choice Souldiers, with which on the 11th. of A#- 
| guſt 1585. he marched toward Tauris keeping on his 


way till he came into the vaſt Chalderan, memorable 


| formany Battles fought therein between the Turks 


and abr poet where ſtraitned for want the Soldiers 


* mutined againfthim, upbraiding him with many re- 
" # Pproachful words, and threatning him with death, 


for that as they ſaid contrary to his promiſe he had 


*# drawn them ' into a' place of danger, to become a 
* prey to the Enemy ; at which the Baſſa being much 
, perplexed ſent for the Captain, and by telling them 


It was the Sultans expreis Command, and that he 
ed not in the leſt doubt but to become vitorious, 
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and therefore prayed them to reſt contented, and 
not Eclipſe their honour by their civil diſſenfions * 
amongſt themſelves,which would rather give the En- * 
emy advantage againſt them then any thing elſe, and 
that if it was given out upon the raiſing the Army, 
that it was intended for Naſſivas, that ſpecious pre- 
tence was as he faid to render the Perſianmore ſecure, 
and thereby to hinder his great preparations. Theſe 
and ſuch like ſpeeches, together with a ſmall di- 
ſtribution of money calmed the Tempeſt the Mutiners 
had raiſed, and thereupon the Army riſing paſſed 
' on towards. Cay, from thence to Marant a City 
Subje&t to the Perſians, and ſo keeping their way 
came within ſight of Tauris the mark at. which 
they aimed, upon which propoſing to themſelves 
a kind of ſecurity, the Van of the Army fell to ſpoil- 
ing the Countrey , and feizing upon what beſt 
liked them, keeping little or no order in their 
March, of which Emir Hamze King, Mahumets Eld- 
eft Son perceiving, with 10000 Horſemen lay in 
Ambuſh in a way where they muſt paſs, and having 
got them within his danger, burſt out upon them 
with ſuch fury that he overrun that part of the Ar- 
my, put 7000 to the Sword, and carrying away a 
number of Priſoners, and fo with great ſpoll retired ' 
ere the groſs of the Turks Army could come up. | 
Yet Oſman upon notice of what had happened, ſent © 
AMahomet Baſla and the Bafla of Caramte after him, * 
the victorious Prince with 14 Horſe and Foot, who | 
by ſpeedy Marches overtaking him had with him a * 
bloody conflict, in which 6000 Turks were lain, 
nor had any eſcaped had not the darkneſs of the 
night cauſed the retreat on both ſides to be ſounded. | 

The .next Morning the Turks Camp removed, * 
and came within two Miles of Tauris, where Alicnls | 
Chan of whom I have before ſpoken was Cn / 
who 
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who deſirous to revenze himſelf upon the perfidious 
Turks iſſued out of the City with about 6000 reſolute 
Perſians,and Charging thoſe that were advanced beat 
them back into their Trenches with great ſlaughter, 
but upon the opening the Tires of Ordnance, and 
advancing of the Fanizaries,. finding himſelf not 
capable of incountering ſuch a multitude he retired 
into the City, after whom the Turks in a confuſed 
manner preſled, but in the enterance 1ſo ſtrongly 
reſiſted, that the paſſages were filled with their dead 


carkaſles;, 'and all the Ditches ſwum with their 


blood, but: freſh ſupplies coming on and the City 
Walls no way built for defence, badly furniſhed 
with: Defendants , and worſe with Ordnance, at 
length the Turks entered, ſpoiling with incredible 
barbarity that great City tke Regal ſeat of the 
Perſian Kings. Yet ſuch compaſſion wrought in the 
breaſt of Oſman the General, that he cauſed Procla- 
mation to be made, that upon pain of death none 
ſhould kill any that made not reſiſtance, and when 
the tumult was over came himſelf to take a view 
thereof, and gave Orders for its Fortification, ſend- 
ing out partys daily to reduce the other places ad- 
jacent to the Turkiſh obedience, and ſo ſpeedy were 
they in Fortifying, that within the ſpace of 36 days 
a ſtrong Caſtle was erected. 

Five dayes after the building of. the new Caſtle . 
was began, even when the Taur;ſj«ns thought them- 
ſelves ſecure, news was brought into the Turkiſh 
Camp that 8 Fanizaries and divers Spaoglians were 
ſeen ſtrangled in a Bath, within the City of Tawrs, 
whereupon the Zani Spahini and Janizaries in a great 
rage went to the Generals Pavilion, telling him 
that although he had with too much clemency gi- 
ven Order thatnone ſhould moleſt or hurt the Tas- 
riſian}, and that according to his pleaſure every 
G 8&3 man 
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man had uſed his modeſty towards them, and obedi- 
ence to him, yet the Tauriſians themſelves had moſt 
audaciouſly ſtrangled ſeveral 7anizarienand Speogli- 
ans, which injury and infolency they faid was nat 
tobe ſuffered. This outrage (whether. true or 00+ 
Iy'raiſed by ſuch as defired-to.{2tisfie their inordi- 
nate -luſfts, 1s uncertain) ſo moved the Baſla;.'that 
without any further delay hecommanded the.City to 
be ſacked, leaving it. wholly te the diferetion of 
the Souldiers, who like hell-honnds greedy of) blood 
run with full'cry into the Caty, filling: every place 
with ſlaughter of the amazed T avrifras:; Matrons 
were Raviſhed, Virgins defloured, young Children 
daſhed againſt the pavement, houſes fired, and ather 
outrages committed that are: commonly attendants 
apoh ſuch General calamities ;;fothat it wasa;mi: 
ſery almoſt inexplicable to. behold that City 'po- 
pulous, ſo rich, honoured with the Palace of the 
Perſian Kings; now ſubject to the fury of the Turks 
_ plunged in calamity and utter deſtratqon. '''- _-.. 

- The outrages committed::in'Zaur:coming to the 
knowledge of the [Perſian King he-was: greatly: vH 
fended, inſomuch that he refolved:with:the thazard 
of a Battle, to revenge the indignity; of! whoſe ap: 
proach Oſman who then lay:[ſick in his Pavilion 
haveing notice, Command Sz» Balla:and” Mabuimer 
- Baſſa ſhould with all the Greek Soldiers, and others, 
to the number of 74000 ſhould go-out and: meet-the 
Enemy, who by the craft of-the forerunners of his 
Army drawing the Turks within'his ſtrengths, had 
with them there /a' mortal Battle, :wherein roo of 
their 'Sobldiers were 'flain, and. the two Bafia's in þ 
&reat confuſion obliged tofly to the Camp, leaving 
moſt of their Inſigns , and-alt their baggage as a 
prey to' the [Perſians : 'who hightned with this ſuc- 
ceſs advanced within fight of the: Turks Camp. ſend- 
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ing a Herauld to the ſick General to demand of him, 
Battle, of which accepting though not able tobe 
there preſent, when- as: Battle beingjoyned, after a 
long and doubyfulfight victory inclined to the Per- 
ſians,' who in the end flew 20000 of the Turks, and 
amongſt the reſt the Baſla's of Caramire and. T repe- 
244, the Sanzack of Bruſta , with five other San» 
zarks, and among the; Priſoners were taken, Amau- 
rath - Baſla . of » Caramania, and divers other of

. Upon news of this had ſucceſs, the General fear- 
ingito. have his. Army: waſted to nothing by conti- 
nyal skirmiſhes 1n a-ſtrange Countrey,having Fortifi- 
ed: [auris, andimade Giaffer Balla of Tripoltis Gover- 
nowr,. he was about to decamp, when on a fſuddain 
the:neighing of Horſes, the noiſe of Drums and 
Trumpets were heard, which putting the Army 1n- 
te 2; great conſternation, and ſoon cauſed them in 
great:canfulion to run-all to that ſide, where they 
{1ppoſed: the noike- was, when in the mean while 
Emi the Per{an Prince on the other fide, without 
any found of Trumpet,. or heat of Drum, with 
28000. Souldiers entered their Camp, took 18000 
Camels. laden, whom, he ſent away by 6000 of his 
Souldiers, and then charging furiouſly upon ſuch as 
hefound) 'afomuch that after a hard Battle fought 
20900. Turks lay ſcattered- on the Plain, many of 
which. were ſlain by their own Artillery, which by 
Oſmans Command being furiouſly diſcharged at the 
Armiss, the murthering ſhot mage lanes before them 
without diſcerning. between Friead and Foe, but 
night coming on, and the Perſians weary with ſlaughs 
ter retired, and were tor a while faintly purſued 
by the Turks. 

k.  Ofman lying all this while ſick in his Pavilion, 
' fore afflicted with, the Bloody Flux, and hearing 
G8 4 whay 
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what havock the Perſians had made died, the grief 


of ſo great a loſs haſtening his end. Yet was his 
death for a long ſpace kept ſecret leaſt thereby the 
Army ſhould be diſcouraged , which now was re- 
turning under the leading of Sinar ( or Cicala as 
ſome called him ) Baſla, Oſman in his Will having 
delivered to him the charge of the whole Army. 
Yet the Perſian Prince with 14000 Horſe and Foot 
followed them at the heels, ſtill- cutting of the 
ſtraglers, and had utterly deſtroyed them had not 
his deſign been diſcovered, which obliged him to 
retreat with the loſs of 3000 of his Men ; fo that 
by long and tedious marches, the Tnrks waſted Ar- 
my arriving, the Yan after the publication of the 
Generals death were diſcharged, all but a certain 
number retained, who under the leading of Daut 
Chan a Renegado Perſian, were ſent to the relief of 
Teflis, which without any loſs they performed. 
Now the Caſtle built in Tawris much grieved: the 
Perſians, to take which they uſed their utmoſt en- 
deavour, but it being ſtrong of it ſelf, and defend- 
ed by a ſtrong Garriſon their attempts proved un- 
ſucceſsful. When at the ſame time great miſchief 
aroſe in the Kingdom of Perſia, for 10000 Turcomans 
a people bordering upon the Georgians, and reſol- 
ving to revenge themſelves for the death of Emir 
Chan offered their ſervice to the Perſian Sopby, un- 
der the leading of their two Captains, Mahomer 
Chan and Calife Chan, to whom the Sophy as a 
pledge of his love and their ſafety delivered Tamas 
his young Son, whom they had no ſooner got into 
their power but they proclaimed him King of Per- 
fa, and in all haſt marched towards Czasbiu the Re- 
gal City in hopes to ſurprize it, and feat young Ta- 
#145, On his Fathers T hrone of which the Sophy and 


' , his eldeſt Son having notice purſued hard after 


them 
e 
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them when overtaking them ata place called ' Cali- 
fteza, a dayes journey on this fide Casbin, the Prince 
gave them Battle , and after a dangerous and 
doubtful conflict put them to flight. In which 
they being ſwiftly purſued the two rebellious Cap- 
tains were taken, and by the Kings Command had 
their heads ſtricken "off. young Tamas being like- 
wiſe taken was ſent Priſoner to the Caſtle of 'Ce- 
haca, thoſe that eſcaped the Battle fled to Solyman 
| Baſla of Babylon, which put an end to. the Rebel 
lion. | 

Giaffer Baſſa Governour of Tauris after the de- 
parture of the Turkiſh Army underſtanding that 
the Perſian Prince was Levying a great Army to 
Beſiege - the City, ſent an Expreſs to Sinon or S:- 
cxli Baſſa to ſend him Aid, for the defence of the 
City and Caſtle, the which by reaſon of the flight 
of-iome and death of otherſome of his men, muſt 
otherwiſe fall into the hands of the Enemy : now 
notwithſtanding great preparation for that pur- 
poſe were made, they could not be put into the 
Citf by reaſon of the near approach of the Per- 
ſian Army without manifeſt hazard, of —_— 
them to the mercy of their Enemies. Yet 1t 
fell out that the Governour without any recruits 
maintained the City and Caſtle, the Perſians not 
being ſo urgent for the recovery of the ſame as was 

expected. 


Upon noticeof Oſmans death, Amurath choſe Fe- 
rat Baſſa once more his General, who departing from 
Conſtaxtinople in the month of April 1586, and paſled 
over into Aſia, where having compleated his Army 
at Sinas, upon notice that Tawuris was in danger, he 
marched thitherward, though with great caution

Emn 'Hamzes the Prince inta;.his- hands, whoſe death: 
ſo unfortunately happening, .caufed-great miſeries _ l 
befall the Perhan State. | 

Chriſtendom having thus long been Exemptedf I 
from the. fury of the "Turks, who had their hands? 
full of the Perſian war, now as It were; deſtiny. fo 
ordering, tliey having time to breath by' reaſon of 
the diviſionsin Perſ#a,;turned their reſtle(s Arms upon 
Hungzaria, which ftorm the Chriſtians, perceiving, 
- to hang black over their heads, refolved to; provide 
againſt it. and-therefore to ſhow the Tyrant, that 
Ley 
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they dreaded not his utmoſt indignation, ſeized on _ 
the Caltle of':Coppan in Hungary, not far from the 
Lake of Ballaton over which being bard frozen, they 
paſſed undiſcovered ;. to. requite which, the Turks 
drawing five thouſand horſe ont of ſeveral. Garrie 
fons, entered the Chriſtian - Territories,” and ; de- 
ſtroying Kkventeen Villages , returned laden with 
great ſpoils, and many miſerable Captives, whereof 
George Count Serzne Son to the renowned Count of 
that name, ſlain at Ziget, having knowledge,:raiſed 
{ſuch Farces as the time would give leave, which ex- 
ceeded not'two thouſand, and laying the: wayes by 
which the Turks: muſt paſs, encountred them ere 
they could recover any ſtrong hold, and put. moſt 
of: them to the ſword, recovering all the'booty:and 
Captives:z. amangft thoſe that were made priſoners 
the Sanzack, of Quingue Eccleſia, fon to: Hlaly Baſs, 
ſlain. in :the:Battle of Lepantos the. Baſſa of. Ziger, 
Sanzackof Koppar, and divers others, Sinan Beg Sans 
z4tk of Mohaz, 'endearouring. to elcape,: and his 
horſe ſticking faſt,” was ſhot through 'the head ; of 
the/Turks harſes were. taken, fifteen hundred, and 
of: the';/Þurks-frve hundred, 'belides. three. thouſand 


-> ſlain:»Thisbad beginning do! diſcouraged Amuraths 
* that iwabragecidicauſtd:the.' Baſa of Buda: to: be 


{trangied; tor\that- he had beyan the hoſtalities in 
ay, ani: by that: means violated the League be- 
tweenihim and the Emperor:; at what time a great 
fire happenedat Cwjtaaineple,: which conſumed ſeven 
Temples, twenty five: great-Ians,' and fifreen thon- 
{and houſes, with their warehouſes and ſhops, kind- 
led as yas fuppoled by the Janizaries a little-before, 
in. a tumnit for want of their pay, due ſince their 
laſt Perſian Expedition ; which was the rather be- 
lieved, for that it being their duty to endeavour the 
extinguiſhing any fire that ſhould happen in the Im- 
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.perial City; They not only refuſed to put their 
hands thereto themſelves but hindred fuch as at- 
tempted it. 

Theſe things hapning in Anno 1 587 and 1588, the 
year following to prevent tumults which are uſual 
where the ſouldiers are unimployed in the wars, the 
new Baſla of Buda, with Amuraths good liking, ha- 
ving drawn to him a ſtrong power, invaded the up- 
per Hungary, but being enconntered by Claudins Ruſ- 
ſel, General of the Chriſtians in thoſe | ar , he 
received a great overthrow, three thouſand of his 
Turks being ſlain and drowned in the River Scago 
upon which the General purſuing his good fortune, 
broke into the Turks Territories, and took from 
them the Caſtles of Blaveſtine, Geftes, and ſeveral 
Forts in the upper Hungary ; upon which Sian Baſla 
of Buxa was called home, and Ferat the late Ge- 
neral againſt the Perſezans appointed Baſla in his 
ſtead. 

Amurath having not a little been terrified with the 
great preparations of King Phillip of Spain, in 1588, 
wherewith he invaded England, and now underſtan- 
ding that he had receiveda fearfull overthrow, with 
the.loſs of thirteen thoufand of his Marriners and * 


Souldiers, and «moſt of his ſhips and Gallies; 


he ſent a Letter to Queen Elizabeth to congratu- 
late her happy victory, and to intreat her not upon |! 
any terms to make peace with the Spaziard, in © 


which Letter he ſtiles her the moſt honourable Ma- 


tronof the Chriſtian Religion, Mirror of Chaſtity, f 


adofned with the brightneſs of Soveraingty, and | 
power amongſt the moſt chief women of the people, ! 
which, ſerve Jeſus, Miſtris of great Kingdoms, re- | 
puted of Greateſt Majeſty and Praiſe amongſt the * 
Nazarites; Elizabeth Queen of England. ; 


Anna 
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Amo 1590 the Tartars having broken into the 
confines of Polonia, and taken a rich booty, were 
driven out by the Gfſacks, who making of them 
reat Ars recovered all, which Amurath ta- 
Fin in evil part as done to his confederates, but in- 
deed ſeeking occaſion to war upon the Chriſtians, 
that had not the Queen of Erglands mediation pre- 
vented it, he had turned his Arms upon Polonea ; = 
impatient of Peace he called his Baſſas to conſult 
what war was moſt expedient to be taken in hand, 
amongſt whom there were eight ſundry opinions, 
whereof the firſt was that the wars againſt the Per- 
fians ſhould be renewed, the ſecond for the Invaſion 
of the Kingdoms of Feſs and Horecco, the third was 
for a war to be taken in hand againſt the King of 
Spain, The fourth for the beſieging of Malta, The 
fifth, to war upon the Yenetians, The ſixth toinvade 
Ttaly, the ſeventh, to war upon Sigiſmund King of 
Poland, The eighth and laſt to invade the Territo- 
ries of Rodelphns the Emperor; all which being pa- 
tiently heard by Amurath, with the ſundry reaſons 
of the Baſſas: at length, the eighth opinion was 
confirmed,and the Tyrant reſolved once more to tura 
his Forces towards the Weſt, Whereupon he cauſed 
great preparations to be made, reſolving if poſlible 
to annex the remaining part of Hungary and Auſtria, 
to his other Territories, having by this time and for 
this purpoſe concluded a war with the Perſian King, 
wherefore he commanded his Garriſons on the Fron- 
tiers as they ſaw occaſion to moleſt the Chriſtian 
Frontiers, with fire and ſword, which they letted 
not to do, prone enough of themſelves to aft any 
great wickedneſs, nor was it long e'r they ſurprized 
Willitz the Metropolis of Croatia, and committed 
therein many outrages, and their Army ſtill increal- 
ing, they upon an unexpected advantage incloſed 
6000 
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6000 Foot, and. 5oo Horſe” pf the Chriſttans (who 
\ Had'taken'the Mountaines , Woods and” Straight 
paſhges, and ſo hardly beſet them that few 'of them | 
eſcaped ; thoſe that' were flain the Turks car off 
their heads and therewith loaded ſix Waggons. 
Upon this Alarum the Chriſtians drew | forth 
their Armies, and to put a ſtop to the Infidels, who 
by reafon of the unexpected ' breach” of the League 
had fſerzed upon many Caſtles and Strong holds, in 
' That ſecurity unprovided of ſuch neceſſaries as would 
have rendered them impregnable, and leaſt Amu- 
rath ſhould alledge that thoſe Hoſtilities were com- 
mitted without his knowledge, the Emperonr ſent 
to him by his Ambaſſadors to underſtand the reaſons 
that induced him to break the League, but being 
able to get no fatisfatory anſwer, he thought It 
migh time to ſtand upon his goard, and cauſed all 
his power joyned with Forces” of the German 
Princes to march directly mto #ungary, under the 
Command of Rupertzs Eppgenber his General, who 
approaching the Enemy conſulted with his chief 
Commanders what was belt to be done, who were 
all of opinion that to give ſpeedy Battle was moſt 
convenient, thereby to ' prevent the Enemies for 
Joyning the other Forces, coming to their Aid, fo 
That upona ſign given the whole Army (1n' number 
40000) forthwith removed ,and with great fpeed 
haſted toward the Turks, of which they having 
notice by their Fipials , put themfelves in- Battle 
Array, and after their v2in glorious manner dreamt 
of nothing but the ſpoil of the Chriſtians, whom 
They already concluded overthrown by .reaſon of | 
the diſproporticn of number, they being indeed 
moch inferiour in that nature to the Infidels. . Yet 
had the Emperours General fo ordered his Battles, 
that placing the Crorians and Hifjars in the Vaunt- 
guard;

guard, thoſe of Carolſiat and the Flarquibyſires of Ke- 
r3v4 in the Left wing. In the Right the Borderers'of 
Carania all Horſernen in the main Battle, the reſt of 
the Souldiers with the Horſemen of -S#rſea, under 
the condutt of Srigiſmmind Paradiſe, the 'Rereward 
was incompalſſed with-three Companies of the Em- 
perours Souldiers, nor were” the' Tark Wle but 
Marſhalled their Battle in the beſt wiſe, when as 
the Charge being- ſounded the Crotians and Huſſars 
in the Vaunt-gard gave thefirſt onſet with tack fury, 
that being ſeconded by the Lord Anerbuzgh, they 
after a cruel Fight obliged the Turks 'to give 
ground, and with Haſſan Baſſa their General retire 
towards the River Odder, after whom the Chriſti- 
ans following furiouſly many endeavouring to' fave 
themſelves by - paſſing over were drowned ,'--and 
thoſe that ſtayed in a feariul manner on the--Banks 
overwhelmed by the continual Tempeſt -of ſhor, 
from the Flankers, ſo that within three hours ſpace 
all the Army was in a confuſion, every mah ſeeking 
for his own ſafety, inſomuch that 18000 Turks 
riſhed, either by the Sword, or in the Rivets Odfer 
and Kualp, and amongſt the reſt Hafan Baſln, Me- 
homet Beg, Achmet Beg, Saffer Beg, Mem Beg, Fra- 
matan Beg, Curti Beg , Operd Beg and Goſchws the 
Baſſas chief Counſelor, together with Sinan Beg, A- 
muraths Nephew, the onely Son of his Siſter; after 
which ſignal victory obtained, the Chriſtian Army 
falling on their knees gave Thanks 'to God ,' to 
whom alone they aſcribed their miraculous prefer- 
vation. The news of which overthrow coming 76 
the knowledge of Amrath hz like a frantick man 
blaſphemed the God of Heaven , and perſwaded 
thereto by the tears and intreaties of his Siſter, to 
revenge the death of her 'Son, ſent a proud and 
blaſphemous denynciation of War to rhe —— 
| Ro PS 
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Rodolphwi, wherein he ſtiled himſelf, The onely Mo- 
narch of the World, a great and mighty God on Earth, 
an invincible Ceſar,King of all Kings from the Eaſt unto 


the Weſt, &c. and proceeded to threaten the faid 


Emperour and his People, with all the miſeries that 
attend on War, jmpiouſly declaring that the Cru- 
cified God of the Chriſtians long ſince dead and 
buried, had not been able to deliver his own Coun- 
trey out of his hands, much leſs the German Empire, 
which in deſpite of him he was reſolved to take, 
knowing himielf a ſubverter and ſworn Enemy of the 
Chriſtians, and of all that called upon the name of 
Chriſt. And thereupon the more to terrifie the 
Chriſtians, he ſent a great Army under the Com- 
mand of Sinar Baſla their implacable Enemy, who 
upon his Arrival layed fiege to Gſeg, which he took 
putting all he found therein to the Sword, and af- 
ter that took ſeveral other places of leſſer note ; 
yet not without conſiderable loſs, and breach of 
Faith to the beſieged, who finding themſelves oft 
too weak to defend places of little ſtrength againſt 
ſo powerful an Enemy, would ſurrender them upon 
promiſe of Life and Liberty, but falling into the 
hands of the barbarous Infidels ſeldom obtained 
either. 

Theſe proceedings of the Turks did not a little 
alarum the Chriſtian Princes, who having muſtered 
18000 Men under the Command of Count Hardeck 
Governour of Rab, he with marching from Comars 
came before Alba-Revals , which by force of his 
Artillery he in a ſhort time made faultable, to the 
relief of which the Baſla of Buda ſent S:inan Baſla, 
with 20000 Horſe and Foot, but he being encoun- 
tered by the Chriſtians was put to flight with the 
loſs of moſt of his men, whereupon as victors the 
Chriſtians returned to the ſiege, but finding the _ 
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ſon far advanced, and a great number of Turks that 
eſcaped in the overthrow to be got into the City,the 
Count raiſed his Camp and returned again to Rab, 
but early in the Spring aſliſted by freſh ſupplies-the 
Emperours Captains dividing the Army, took the 
ſtrong Caſtle of Sabarzka, the City of Fleck, the, 
Towns of Seereſchin, Blaneſtine , and Salleck, the 
three latter being through fear abandoned by the 
Turks, having firſt ſet them for the moſt part on 
Fire. At the fame time the Lord Palfie with a 
ſtrong. party marching to Dregel;, and Palanka 
found\them likewiſe abandoned by the Turks, the 
which having furniſhed with ſtrong Garriſons of his 
own he took by force - Ainacke, Sellecke, Weſtkee, and 
divers: other places, ſo that the Turks were in a 
manner drivenout of the Lower Hangary, and new 
Budai, and: Alba-Regalis the onely Strong holds; 
poſſeſſed by the Turks in thoſe parts began todoubr 
their ſecurity, for whilſt a party out of the latter 
coming forth to bury the dead, that lay ſcattered 
round. the Walls, and by their contagion infe&ted 
the City, they were ſo ſuddainly incountered by a 
Captain of the Hufſars, Commanding a Troop of 
Light Horſemen, that near 200 of them were ſlain; 
and.$o taken Prifoners. 

Theſe proceedings coming to the Ears of Amurath, 
and he from all hands certified: that the ſtrength of 
the Chriſtians daily increaſed, he began to doubt his 
Empire in Europe, and therefore to defend the ſame 
raiſed a puiſſant Army anno 1594. at the head of 
which he reſolved to march in-perſon, a thing he 
had not done ſince his taking upon him the Govern- 
ment, but on the 11th. of Famary, as the Army 
was upon its march , not far from Conſtantinople 
ſuch a terrible Tempeſt of Hail, Rain, Snow,Wind, 
thunder and Lightning aroſe, that by its impetu- 
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tuoſity it overturned the Tents , Chariots, Wag- - 


gons, Horſe and Men, few being able to ſtand np- 
right before it. The which the Tyrant taking as 


ominous to his - proceedings, in great perplexity . 
returned with his formidable Army to Conſtantinople, . 
where caſting himſelf upon his bed, after much + 
tumbling and toſſing; falling aſleep he dreamed that 
he beheJ}d a man of exceeding Stature, ſtanding with ' 


one his feet upon the Tower of Conſtantinople, and 
the other over the ſtraight fixed on the Aſian ſhoar, 
who ſtretching out his Arms held the Sun in one 


hand and the Moon in the other, at whom whilſt / 
he was wondering the Monſter with his foot ſtruck 


the Tower, which forthwith fell down, and in its 


fall overthrew the great 1emple with the Imperial 


Palace,whoſe Thunderingawaking the Turk he much: 


troubled with the ſtrangeneſs of the dream imediatly 
ſent for his Necromancers and Wizards to Interpret 
it, whoto curry favour with their Prince hypoctiti- 


cally anſwered, That for as much as he had not with | 


all his Forces, as with a Tempeſt impugned the 
Chriſtians, their great Prophet Aahomert threatned 
by that dream to overturn the Fower, Temple, 
and Imperial Palace, which by a ſymbolical mean- 
ing denoted the Turkiſh Religion and Empire : 
which vain and fiftitions Interpretation ſo moved 
the fuperſtitious Tyrant, that having. firſt asked 
pardon of his Impoſtor Prophet , he ſwore from 
henceforth to turn all his Forces upon the Chriſti- 
ans, and not to give over War till he had done 
kis utmoſt to ſubdue them. Theſe vain threats did not 
in the leaſt diſmay the Chriſtian Princes, yet to in- 
&47 a ſure Friend on their ſide, they.cauſed publique 
Prayers to be put up in all Churches, and that 
people might percaave on what ſlender and impious 
grounds the Tyrant, had reſolved the proſecuti- 
on of the War, had the vain Drezm and the vainer 
Inter- 
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Interpretation, read in the Churches of Tranſylva- 
zia and moſt of the Churches of Hungary. - | 
The Chriſtian Army having taken the Field, and 
a Preſent of the Turks ſpoiles, taken ſome time be- 
fore ſent to Rodo/phws the Emperour , the Arch- 
Duke of Auſtria belieged Novegrade , ; which after 
ſeveral aſſaults was delivered by capitulation , in, 
conlideration of Life« and Liberty, which ſtrong; 
Town after it had been Turkiſh for the ſpace of 69 
years, was by the Arch-Duke committed to the 
care of Lord Rebes a Noble Hungarian, and the. 
Turkiſh Governour upon his arrival at Buda was by 
the Balla's Command impriſoned. 
 Whiilt theſe things were in doing the Emperour 
ſent his Embaſladors to the great Duke of A1uſcovy; 
the King of Poland, and Prince of Tranſuvania, 10: 


all whoſe Courts their Negotiation proved ſucceſsful, 


nor in the mean time was the young Count Serinw 


idle, for that he with 3co Harquibuſires, and cer- 
tain Troops of Horſe, and Companies to the num- 
ber of 100:0 took the Caſtles of Breſenza, Sigejta 
and Baboſticha, by the recovery of which ſtrong 
holds he opened a ſafe paſſage even to Ziger, the 
Baſſa of which ſtanding at that time in no ſmall 
doubt to be beſieged. Thele things perplexing the 
Turkiſh Tyrant, who was preparing great Forces 
for the ſecuring his Province on this fide the Danu- 
bis, he in the mean while ſent a Fleet into the 
Aariatich, to beliege Zegna, an Imperial City, ſci- 
tuate upon the Sea Coaſt in the Bay of Qwernero, 
called in antient time Flanaticus Sinus, in order to 
the proſecution of which he ſent his Ambaſſador to 
the Yenetians to require the uſe of their Ports in 
thoſe Seas, and that his Gallies might pals and re- 
paſs without any moleitation from the Gallies of 
that State;but the Senate doubting the fidelity of the 
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Turk, and loath thereby to diſoblige the Chriſtian 
Emperour would by no means conſent, yet uſed the 
Ambaſſador honovrably, and ſent him away without 
obtaining his purpoſe. 

In the Upper part of Hungaria the Lord Tenf- 
fenbeck, Commanding as the Arch-Dukes Lieutenant, 
with an Army of 20002 Horſe and Foot beſieged 
Hatuan, a ſtrong Town of the Turks, lying about 
fix miles from: Buda, Fortified with a Friple Ditch *® 
and Bullwarks of exceeding ſtrength, to the relief * 
of which the Baſſa of Buda came with fifteen thou- 
ſand Souldiers, thinking at unawares to ſurprize 
the Chriſtian Camp but was fruſtrated in his project, 
for the Lord Terffenbeck drawing off from before the * 
City, paſſed through with much difficulty the Ri- 7 
ver Sazijvay, when ſetting upon the Baſla's Army * 
after a hard fight he put it to the Rout, having the © 
execution of the Turks for many miles,ſfo that about # 
Ten Thouſand of them were ſlain and taken Priſfo- 
ners, with a great Booty of Proviſion and Ammu- ® 
nition, after which the Chriſtians returned to the % 
ſiege, yet finding the- hazards and difficulty that | 
they ſhould meet with in winnipg it, by the direCti- Þ 
ons of the Arch-Duke who with Forty Thouſand 
Men at the fame time beſieged Strigonmm,the Siege of |: 
Hatvan was given over, yet upon the raiſing thereof © 
the Lord Terffenbeck diſcomfited the Baſſa of Buda a ® 
ſecond time, as he was again coming to the relief # 
thereof, in which conflict Five Thouſand Turks & 
were ſlain. 

Strigomum after a long ſiege, and the burning of 
the old Town , being relieved by the coming of 
Sizvan Baſſa with a great Army, the Arch-Duke 
thought it not yet convenient to let him take | 
breath, but on the 28th. of Jane paſled Danubim 
to expeCt the motion of San Baſſa with his huge 

Army 
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Army, compoſed of Turks and Tartxrs, and by fre- 
= onſets daily weakned his Catnp, nor were the 

aſcians ſlow to revolt trom the Turkiſh obedience. 
So that having raiſed a confufed power, to the num- 
ber of+ Fifteen Thouſand they took many ſtrong 
Places, and obtained two notable ViRories, one 
over the Baſla of Temeſwar, in which himſelf and 
three of his Sanzacks, and about: Nine Thouſand 
Five Hundred of his Turks were ſlain. And the 
other over another Baſla that ſucceeded him, upon 
which they ſent to the Arch-Doke to receive them 
and their Countrey into the Emperours protection, 
and that in conſideration thereot they would main- 
tain Ten Thouſand Men in the Field, whoſe Propo» 
fals were by the Imperial General accepted. 


About this time the Emperour the berter to con« 
ſult the defence of his Provinces, called a Diet at 
Ratibone, where in the aſſembly of the German Prin- 
ces, he declared how martrers ſtood, and repeated 
the manifold injuries he had ſuſtained by the Turks, 
contrary to the League made with Amerath, and 
that amongſt the reſt he contrary to the Law of 
Nations had imprifoned Frederich. Oeckovitz, his Am- 
baſlador firſt at Corftantinople, and cauſed the great- 
eſt part of his followers to be thruſt into the Gal- 
lies, and afterwards to have fent him with a few 
of his attendants to Belgrade , and thereto have 
kept him in priſon till he ended his dayes. To re- 
venge which indignities thoſe daily offered z and 
ſuch as were like to enſue from the great Army at 
hand, he deſired the Princes to conlider a moſt 
ſpeedy way, and not by delay toindanger the great- 
eſt part of Chbr:i/tendoms falling into the hands of the 
mercyleſs Enemy. To which the Eleftoral Princes 
after a due conſideratiog, replyed, That they had 
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a regard to his Imperial Majzſty, and for the pre- 
ſervation of Hungary, and others his Hereditary 
Countries, as alſo for repreſling the fury of the 
Turks, yet. by reaſon of the late dearth, they were 
not capable of maintaining ſuch Forces as-might be 
expected , yet beſides their Annual Contributions 
they would for the ſpace of fix years, grant ſuch 
farther relief as they well hoped would prove: ſuf- 
ficient for the maintenance of a defenfive War, 
both for the preſent and for the time to come, af- 
ter Which reſolves of the Princes the Dre. broke 
pp, and all diligence was uſed for increafing the 
Army, and Fortitying the ſtrong Holds in Hunga- 
ria, Auſtria, Styra, and Carinthia, Countries moſt 
 obnox10us to the Incuritons of the Turks. ' 


Sinan Baſla all this while not ignorant of the Em- 
Pexors proceedings, lay with an Army of One Hun- 
cred and Fifty Thouſand Fighting men , between 
Buda and Alba Regalis, frequently ſending out 
Parties to waſt the Countries 1n poſleſſion of the 
Emperour, yet with ſuch indifferent ſucceſs that he 
had no caule to boaſt, which made the Baſla to raiſe 
his. Camp, and 1in fight of the Chriſtian Army 
which ſtill attended his motions , battered Dolzs 
and St. 'Martins. with ſuch fury that within a ſhort 
time they fell into his hands, the Imperialiſts at ſo 
, great an odds not thinking it convenient to hazard 
a Battle to relief their belieged Friends, and after 
doing other ' miſchief -in their Territories layed 
liege to the City of Rab ſcituate on the Southſide of 
Danubius, where the River dividing it ſelf makes a 
moſt fertile Iſland called Schut , about twelve Ger- 
man miles from Vienna, in which Iſland lay -the 
Chriſtian Camp. This City was defended by a 
Garriſon of Five Thouſand Men, under the Com- 
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mand/of Count Herdeck a more valiant then at this 
time faithful Friead, for when every one ſuppoſed 
the City impregnable, aiid that the TI urks tor ma- 
ny dayes had without intermiſſion battered it with 
Sixty pieces of Cannon, and made ſeveral unſuc- 
ceſsful aſſaults with the loſs of Fourteen T houſand 
of their men the ſaid Count contrary ta the miuids 
of:his Commanders and Souldters capitulated with 
the-Baſla, and in conlideration of his departing with 
all his Treaſure, delivered that ſtrong piece 1n his 
bands. - For which upon his arrival at Y:enna, he by 
the judgement of Sixty of his Peers,had his Head and 
his. right Hand ſtricken off, it being proved againſt 
him that he in leiw of the ſurrender had of the Balla 
received two bags of Ducats. 


"During the ſiege of Rab the Chriſtians in the 
Ifland of Schut receiyed a great loſs, for Ten Thou- 
ſand Turks and Tartars getting over in Boats or 
ſwimming upon their Horſes, came ſo ſuddainly 
upon their Camp, that having ſlain Two Thouſand 
of them and put the reſt into a great conſternati- | 
on, they entered their Trenches and carryed thence 
a booty valued at Five Hundred Thouſand Ducats, 
which loſs for a while after ſore weakned the Chri- 
KRizns. - Nor were the Turks onely buſie in ſpoiling 
Hungary, but Jtaly alſo, for with a great Fleet under 
the leading of Cala Baſla Amuraths Admiral, they 
ſurprized Abegium in Calabria, and utterly razed it, 
after which they ſpoiled all the Countrey abour it, 
as likewiſe the Sea Coaſts of Jraly in many other 
places, taking ſeveral Ships richly laden in the ſight 
of the Garriſon of Meſſina, and carrying away a 
great number of poor people into miſerable Capti- 
Vity. 
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Sinan Baſſa having by this time received new 
ſupplies and repaired Rab, putting therein a ſtrong 
Garriſon marched to Comara, before which he in- 
camped , but upon the approach of Matthias the 
Arch-Duke with a puiſſant Army of Germans, - Bo- 
bemians, and Hungarians to relieve it, he raiſed his 
ſiege not thinking it ſafe at that time to hazard a 
Battle, and by a Bridge of Boats Tranſported his 
Army over Danubius to Dolis, where he the follow! 
ing day diſmiſſed them, upon which the Arch-Duke 
without any hinderance coming to Comara, cauſed 
the breaches to be Repaired, and then leaving it t6 
the proteCtion of the Governour; viz. The Lord 
Brunn, who had faithfully defended it, he depatted 
to take a view of the other Citres. { 


About this'time Sigiſmund Prince of Tranſilvanria, 
weary of the grievous exaCtion and injuries they 
ſuſtained at ' the hands of thee Turks, ' reſolved 
to caſt off their ſervile yoak which being known to 
certain of the Nobility penſioners to Amurath, they 
- ſecretly advertized him of 'the Princes purpoſe, 
promiling to ſend him in Chains to Gnſtantinople, 
and with the Turks good liking to ft uP One al- 
chazor Bator the Princes nigh Kinſman bs HP 
but the Treaſon being diſtovered moſt of the Tray 
tors were taken and executed,” upon which the Tr 
zars to the number of Forty Thouſand brake itito 
Tranſilvania burning and deſtroying all *bitfere 
them ina fearful manner, whick obliged the Pfince 
to raiſe the whole power of his Conntrey,” an@ tv 
crave aid of the Raſcians and other his Neighbours 
giving freely to his Subje&s and ' Confederates 
what ever they could take from the Turks, who' in 
their firſt interprize were ſo ſucceſsful, that they

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ſrprized ſeven of the Turks Galltes laden with 
Proviſion, Rich Merchandize, and ſtore' of Trea- 
ſure, and miſſed but narrowly of the etghth, which 
was the Admiral which lo was fo great to the 
Turks , Sinan Baſſa upon notice of, what had 
happened is reported to have faid thar if thoſe 
Gallies had come to him in fafety he conld_with 
the Treaſnre have bought. Fiema, as te had done 
Raab, afterwhich the Trayfiſvanians hightened with 
this ſucceſs marched towards Temefwar, but hear- 
ing that the Tartars were about to return , they 
retired for the defence of their own Countreyz 
yet by this time. headed by their Prince they 
took many ſtrong Holds from the "Turks, and 
ſtill following their returning Army in the rear 
cut many Thouſands of them ſhort, and by his 
example ſoon after the YValachians and Moldavians 
roſe up in Armes againſt Amuwrath and  Confede- 
rated themſelves with the Tranſlvanian Prince 
who with one conſent ſent to Rodolphus the” Em- 
perour , to make a League with him againſt the 
common Enemy which was accordingly conclu- 
ded very Honourable to the Confederates which 
made Amwurath begin to doubt his ſafety even in 
Conſtantinople, and much more when they with 
their victorious Armies overrun his Countries on 
every ſide, for grief of which , and the diſor- 
derly tumults he found amongſt his Fanizaries 
and his other Souldiers of the Court, he fell 
Sick, when greatly afflicted with the Stone and 
Falling Sickneſs, his wonted Diſeaſe, as a man 
both in Soul and Body tormented, he with great 
Impatiency and Agony of mind gave up the 
Ghoſt, departing this Life on the Eighteenth 
of January , Anno Domini 1595. When he _ 
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lived One; and Fifty years, or as ſome ſay Two 
and-;Fifty_ years , and. thereof Reigned Nineteen 
years. At. the time . of whoſe Death aroſe fo - 
Terrible a Tempeſt, at Conſtantinople that many 
thought. the world . ſhould have preſently been 
diſſolved ,, his dead \ Body. within a while after 
was with all Funeral :Solemnities uſed amongſt 
the . Turks ,; buryed by the Body of Aahomet his 
Eldeſt Son, -in the Adoſchie which himſelf had 
builded near unto his Palace. 
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The Life of Mahomet Third of that Name, 
ſeventh: Emperor of the Turks. 


Aurath being dead, his death to prevent tu- 
mults was kept ſecret till ſuch time. that Ma- 
homet his Eldeſt Son then living, came from Amaſia 
to Conſtantinople, where contrary to the mind of 
the 7anizaries, who generally afftefted Amurath his 
younger brother, he was faluted Exmperour ; 
when by a wile getting his Ten Brethren into his 
power, he cauſed them to be ſtrangled, nay fo far 
- extended his barbarity that at his Commandement 
ten of his Fathers Wives and Concubines, whom 
he ſuſpected to be with Child were drowned in the 
Sea, one of which number as ſome affirm was his 
own Mother. "Theſe violent proceedings made the 
great Commanders envy him, and the better to 
wreck their ſpleen ſecretly to ſtirup the Zanizaries, 
who committed for the ſpace of ſeveral days ſuch 
diſorders that the like in no /nterregnum had: hap- 
pened, and great had the diſorder been even to 
outraging the Emperour himſelf, had not the Baſla 
Governour of the City cauſedall the great Ordinance 
to be bent againſt them, and ſwore by the head of 
Ali to diſcharge them amongſt u'm. 


Whilſt theſe troubles happened at Conſtantinople, 
the Chriſtian Princes were not wanting to revenge 
the 1njuries they had ſuſtained by the Turks,cſpecial- 
204 / ly 
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ly the Princes or as the Turks call them Yayvod of 
Tranſilvana, YValachia, and Moldavia , who with 
many fortunate inroads into the Othoman Domini- 
ons greatly inriched themſelves and Souldiers, ta- 
king and Fortifying many ſtrong Caſtles, and de- 
ſtroying an Army of Four Hundred Thouſand Tar- 
tars, with which they. had often conflis. | Nor 
was Rodolphws the Emperour behind with the for- 
wardeſt, as well knowing that he had to deal with 
an implacable Enemy , who would  haye no peace 
any. longer then it ſerved his own purpoſe, where- 
fore the, ſaid Emperour, and th States of Hungary 
ſent their Ambaſſadors to the King of Poland, who 
then had allembled a Parliament at Cracovia, to ſoli- 
cite his Aid-againſt the common Enemy ;' of which 
AMahbomet having notice , ſent likewite two Chiarns 
in nature of his Ambaſſadors to fruſtrate the negoti- 
ation of the Chriſtian Ambaſſadors in the Poliſh 
Court, and to engage that King to take up Arms or 
his behalf, but paſſing through Yalachia, they were 
contrary to the mind of the Yayvod lain by ſome of 
his followers; yet the Turk ſent two-others who 
fetching a greater compaſs through the Tartarian 
Dominions arrived ſafe in Polonia. | 


Theſe proceedings of the Chriſtians rouſed Ma- 
bomet, and inſpired him who was of a feirce and 
froward nature, to take revenge, in order to which 
he ſent for Sinan Baſla out of Hungary,to confer with 
him about the management of the war, which once 
ſtated, he returned again to Belgrade, where upon 
his firſt Arrival, by what miſchance, yet ſuppoſed to | 
be by the contrivance of the Janizaries, 'the cords of 
his Tent were cut, andit was let fall about his ears z 
now at his coming, ſo great was the dearth in all 
the parts of Hungary, where the Turks had _—_ 
pot- 


poſſeſſions, that ſeveral, Tartarian women following 
the Camp, killed their own children, and ate them, 
which famine ingendered ſuch a Peſtilence, that the 
Turks and Tartars dyed in abundance, infomuch 
that of eighty thouſand of the latter , which the 
year before came at divers times to the aſſiſtance of 
the Turks, not above eight thouſand remained ahve. 
And now the Chriſtian Army haſtened from all 
parts to the Imperial ſtandard ; fo that of Germans, 
Saxons, Bohemians, Hungarians , Spaniards , Italians, 
Romans, Flemings , Franks and Sweeds, in a ſhort 
time there were found fifteen thouſand nine hundred 
horſe, and fitty thouſand foot, under the conduct 
of moſt reſolute Commanders, of which Matthias 
the Arch Duke was General, and Count Marnsfelt ſent 
by the King of Spain with 20co horſe, and 6000 
foot, was appointed by the Emperor his Lieute- 
nant. 

* Thusall things being in a readinefs, nothing want- 
ing but an enemy, on whom to exerciſe thoſe Arms, 
which long was not wanting, for Mabomert by this 
time had raiſed a great power, yet had but a bad 
welcome, for at firſt the Baſſa of Buda, witha great 
number of Trks, attempting to doe ſome memora- 
ble exploit in Tranſilvania, was overthrown by Ge- 
tins Ferents, a Valiant Captain , with the. loſs of 
moſt of his men ; when almoſt at the fame time a 
great power of the Turks under the leading of their 
General, entering Yalachia, were incountred by the 
Lord Nadaſti, commanding there for the Emperor, 
who afliſted by the Yalachians and Tranſylvanians,and 
in a great battle diſcomfited, with the loſs of ten 
thouſand men, and their ſttandard imbroidered with 
Pearls and Precious Stones,' valued at 3ocoo Dollars, 
which the faid Lord ſent to. the Tranſylvanien Prince, 
then at Alba Julia, ard had it returned him again as 
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a reward of his good ſervice, ' which evil ſucceG 
being perceived by the crafty Tyrant Mahomet, he 
dealt under hand by gteat promiſes with Aaron V ay- 
vod of Meldavia, to revolt from the Tranſylvanian 
and by any means if poſlible to depoſe him, which 
thing coming to light, and made manifeſt by ſever- 
all intercepted Letters, the faid Yayved with his 
wite and children being then retired into Tranſy:va- 
nia, were ſecured, and a while after by the conſent 
of the Moldavian Nobility,one Stephen Rozwan,placed 
in his ſtead, which Mabomet perceiving , and that 
his praftiſe was brought to nought, ſeat an Ambaſla- 
dor to Sigiſmund Prince of Tranſylvania, to be at peace 
with him, and ſuffer, as fortnerly, his Armies to 
paſs through his Countrey. into Hungaria, and that 
in lien thereof, he ſhould have peaceable poſſeſſion of 
Tranſyluania, Moldavia, and Yalachia, paying no 
more then a {mall acknowledgment which ſhould not 
be exacted by the way of Tribute, but the Prince 
having, too often experienced the perfidious dealings 
of the Turks, would in no wiſe accord to what was 
deinanded, but refolyed upon proſecuting the war 
to the utmoſt,” the which his reſolution once made 
known to the Bulgarians, they ſent meſſengers in ſe- 
cret to aſſure him that if he proceeded with any 
good ſucceſs, they wotld be ready to follow his for- 
tune; and by joyning hands with him, againſt the 
cruel Tyrant, ſhut up all the paſſages that way 
into Valachia, Moldavia, and Hungaria. 


The greateſt part of the aid, proftniſed by the 
Chriſtian Princes, for the maintenance of the war, 
being come to Views, Count Mansfe'r called a coun- 
cil of the chief Commanders, to conſult 'whether 
they ſhould lay ſiege to ſome place of Importance, 
or march 'to give the enemy battle, whomhe =_ 
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he had Intelligence was on his way z in which Conn- 
cil the former progoen being reſolved on, the whole 
Army in number aforeſaid, was muſtered at Alrenberg, 
after which he beſieged Dolrs, but at the ſame time 
had his eye upon Strigonium, the other being; under- 
taken only to amuſe the Turks,and exhauſt the Garri- 
fon of Srrigonnum, both of men and warlike provi- 
fion, to relieve their brethren in Do/lzs, which ſup- 
ply the Count permitted to enter the 'Town, and 
then when he was leaſt ſuſpected , ſuddenly raiſe- 
iog his liege ſet down before Srrzg0rnm, to the great 
amazement of the Turk, who not in the leaſt dream- 
ed of any ſich matter, yet was It not carryed ſo pri- 
vately but e'r he could intrench himſelf, ſeveral Wal. 
lcons Heidons, {traggling from the main battle, were 
ket upon by the Turks, and put to the rout, but 
the Pionicrs having run the Trenches within half 
Musket ſhot of the wall, fired fo ſmartly upon the 
detendants, many of them were ſlain, none being, 
able to appear upon the wall, yet the Chriitians at 
at the beginning of the Siege, having taken a little 
Uland in the Darzb:rs, and put on ſhoar ſeveral Han- 
garian Companies, of which the Turks of Buda ha- 
ving notice, they in ſeveral Boats and Gallies, com- 
ing down the River by night, landed three thouſand 
men, who unawzres !etting upon the Chriſtians, pur 
molt of them to the iword, and Fecovered the ſaid 
Ifland, but that lo was ſoon repaired ; -for after 
many furious aſiaults (notwithſtanding the threats of 
the Balla of Buds to Impail the Srregomrans It they 
fought it not ovt to the Jait man) the higher City 
was jaid open to the Chritians, who juſt as they 
were about to eater, had notice that the Baſla of 
Buda (whom Mabomert h:d threatned with the loſs 
of his head, if he ſuffered that City which he eſtecm- 
ed worth a whole linzdom, to be loft) was ccming 
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 torelieveit with twenty thouſand Turks, reſolving 
to fight his way into it ; . whereupon divers parties 
wereſent out to skirmiſh, and by retiring to draw 
the enemy into the danger of the Chriſtian Army, 
which project was not unſucceſleful, for the reſo- 
lute. Bafſa coming on between the hills of St. George 
and'St. Thomas near to the Suburbs called the Ruſcian 
City, put his Army in order of Battle, as did the 
Chriſtians,when in the mean while the Lord Palf: with 
his Hwngariaz horſemen fetching a compaſs about 
the hill, on the one fide and the Lord Swartzenburg 
with ſuch horſe as he had under his command, on the 
other fide, ſo incloſed the Turks rear,that they could 
not without great. danger retire, when as both Ar- 
mies. were orderly ranged, the ſignal of battle was 
given, the Turks without any great harm to the 
Chriſtians diſcharged ſeventeen Pieces of Artillery, 
after which, with ſhowers of Arrows and the ſmoak 
of the Harqyibuſes the Sky was darkned, and in a 
trice,. not without great ſlaughter, the battle was 
brought to. the ſword, at what time Victory decla- 
red for the Chriſtians, the Turks being every where 
moſt miſerably beaten down, crying out for mercy, 
and flying as they found opportunity, and in the end 
the Baſſa himſelf from his ſtand, perceiving his Ar- 
my in the rout, and that the day was irrecoverably 
loſt, fled for his 1ie, and about midnight recovered 
Buda, with not above twenty of his followers, fil- 
ling that City with the laments of ſuch as hadin the 
battle loſt their friend. The lain and thoſe taken 
priſoners were fourteen thouſand, and the ſpoil of 
the Camp conſiſting of rich Pavilions, Money, Plate 
Ammunition, fair horſes, proviſion, Camels, and the 
like, was valued at 3o00co Ducates, part: of which 
was ſert tothe Emperour,part to the Arch Duke,and 


part 
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part diſtributed'aniongſt the Souldiers, to every one 
according to their deſerts. 

The Turkiſh Army'thus overthrown, the Chriſtians 
returned again to the fiege,when as the Count ſentto 
Summon Alzs Beg the Governour to ſurrender the 
City, and that in conſideration thereof, he and all 
that:were with him ſhould be ſuffered to depart, but 
the meſſengers. finding the froward old man obſti- 
nate, notwithſtanding the great dearth that was 
then in the City, he returned without effeCting/any 
thing; upon which a terrible battery being placed 
againſt the lower City, -it-thundred againſt the walls 
and Bullwarks fo' long, that -laying open a- fair 
breach, the Souldiers entred with ſuch fury, that 
bearing down all before them, they upon the com- 
ing-of the Marqueſs of Burgave with treſh Troops, 
they. poſſeſſed themſelves of it, driving the Turks 
into the Caſtle and- upper City, . with great ſlaugh- 
ter, ſparing in their:rage none that came in their 
way, yet the malitious Turks e*r their departure, to - 
deprive the Chriſtians of the benefit they might 
my by the ſpoil, had by Trains laid for that pur- 
poſe, fired the building in ſeveral places, ſo that in- 
raged by the wind, the flame could be hardly extin- 
guiſhed, till it had laid moſt of the goodly building 
waſte, yet was this great Vif&tory accompanied with 
forrow for the death of the nt Mansfelt, who 
by drinking cold Liquors, after his great pains ta- 
ken in the late battle, fell into a feaver, which 
turning to the bloody Flix, deprived him of his life, 
_ to thegreat grief of the Chriſtian Princes, who on 
his Courage and Conduct, had repoſed next to God 
the ſucceſs of their Arms, yet the Chriſtians conti- 
nued the ſiege, nor was it long e'r the belieged loſt 
Alis Beg their Governour, who walking upon the 
wall to give directions in places of moſt danger, had 
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his arm ſtruck off with a great ſhot, of which hedy- 
ed, when inhis ſtead the Janizaries-in Garriſon choſe 
the Baſſa of Narolia, who upon the overthrow of 
the Baſſa of Buiz, had eſcaped into the City with a 
hundred horſemen ; when upon-'notice of the death 
of Count Mensfele the Arch Duke came to the Camp, 
who when he had well viewed the Army, and the 
manner of the fiege, he aſſembled his chief Com- 
manders, to couſult what was beſt to be done, who 
after ſome debate reſolved to givea general aſſault, 
which was maintained with great reſolution, but 
the beſieged as obſtinately defending their walls ; the 
Duke cauſed the 'Retreat to be ſounded, and then 
by his Eſpials underſtanding that the Turks near Bu- 
dewere gathering together, to relieve the beſieged, 
he commanded $000 choſen horſe ſpeedily to march 
thither, who a little before ſunſet ſetting upon them, 
expecting nothing leſs, made of: thema great ſlaugh- 
ter, and takinga number of -prifoners, and amongſt 
the reſt the Sanzatk of Copaern, returned again. tothe 
fiege ; when as the beſieged finding there was no hope 
of relief, and that the famine was greivous amongſt 
them, the Governour overcome with ſuch like diffi- 
culties, and the continual cries of the Citizens and 
Sovldiers, at length conſented to parly upon reaſon- 
able conditions, ſo that in fine it was agreed that 
the Garriſon and Qythe Citizens Turks ſhould be 
ſent with bag and baggage to Buda, and in conſide- 
ration whereof Strigomum the Metropolis of Hungas 
114, Which for the ipace of 52 years, had groaned 
under the oppreſſion of the Txrkiſb Tyrants, was 
. delivered into the hands of the Arch Duke, 2nd the 
conditions with” the Tarks accordingly performed, 
twenty Ships being for that purpoſe imployed by the 
ſpace of two dayes, afcer which the Duke ſent 1'8 
thouſand to beſiege Vicegrade otherwiſe called Plin- 
denburgy 
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denburg, a ſtrong/Caſtle of the Turks, icituate upon 
Dambimns, between” Strigonium and: Buda, which they 
took, 'and in their-march brought ſuch a fear upon 
Bxda, that had 'not the Baſla ſhut faſt the Gates, 
_ of the' Inhabitants had fled over the Danu- 
IRS. 

nm this good ſucceſs of the Imperialiſts the 
Prince of Tranſylvania was not idle, but with an Ar- 
my of his beſt Souldiers,ſetting upon thirty thouſand 
Turks (who as unbidden Gueſts were coming to 
his wedding, which he was then folemaizing with 
Maria Chriftina, gu to Charles the late Arch 
Duke of Auſtria) he gave ſuch a welcome, that few 
of them returned to tell the news, after which, pro- 
fcuting his victory-he took Lippa, a ſtrong Town, 
with divers other Towns and les of the Turks, 
out. of which they had for a long time annoyed the 
Countries round about them 3 about the ſame time 
the Lords Herbenſtien , Lucowitz and Eckenburg 1n- 
countered with the Baſla of Boſra, as he was return- 
ing with ten thouſand Turks and Tarters,from the ta- 
king of Bbotzks, whom after a hard fight they over- 
threw, putting moſt of them to the ſword, the 
Baſla himſelf, upon a ſwift horſe hardly eſcaping. 

Theſe ſacceſſefull proceedings of the Chriſtians 
ſo inraged the Turk, that impyting ſeveral of the 
_— that had happened to the negle&t of Ferar 
Bafſa, he by the advice of Sinan Boſſa, ſent for him, 
who truſting to his innocency, boldly came to an- 
{wer to what ſhould be objeCted againſt him, though 
warned to the contrary, but! he was ſcarce arrived 
er by the command of Mahomet he was ſtrangled and 
his goods to the value of five handred thouſand Du- 
cats confiſcated. I 

After the death of Ferat, who was\ ſomewhat a 
iavorrer of the Chriſtians, Sinan the proud Bafſa,. 
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ſon to a Fiſherman, and their "mortal enemy, was 
ſent with a great Army into Yalachia, to reduce that 
and the other revyolted Countries to the Turkiſh obe- 
dience, but being encountred by the Tranſilvanian 
Forces, his Army was overthrown with great ſlaugh- 
ter, and himſelf in his flight falling into a Lime- 
pit, hardly eſcaped with lite; after which-he fled to 
Canſtantinople, to plead his own cauſe, having pro- 
miſed upon his undertaking that Expedition at the 
price of his head, to reduce YValachia, Moldavia, and: 
Tranſylvania, to their former obedience. | 


Not long after the overthrow of S:nar, the Lords 
Echenberg and Lencowitz, overthrew twenty thouſand, 
who under the leading of the Baſla of Bofna, inva- 
ded the country of Got:a,and following their Victory, 
entred the Turkiſh Dominions and burnt 15 Villages, 
carrying away a great booty, and ſoon after, took 
Petrina, which after a cloſe liege, and ſome furious 
aſſaults was abandoned by the Turks. In the mean 
while Sigiſmund the Tranſylvanian Prince, raiſed. a 
greater power than before, upon notice that Sinar 
Baſſa was again upon his march to invade his Coun- 
tries; at what time the Zziculs or Sciculy, a people 
bordering on the North of Tranſ#lvania,ſent to him to 
offer him their ſeryice, as weary of the Turkiſh 
thraldom ; who a@ording to agreement , beſides 
many rich preſents , and ſtore of proviſion , ſent 
him forty thouſand men well appointed, which no 
ſooner joyned him, he had notice that Sinarn had 
paſſed Darnubirm, by a bridg of Boats; whereupon 
he marched with all dilligence to meet him, and in 
another ſet battle, gave him a fatal overthrow, 
in which there were thirty thouſand ſlain and ta- 
ken - priſoners, beſides a rich booty ; nor did the 
River. Danubi# upon their haſty repaſling the bridge, 
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which was near two. miles over; devour a leſs num- 
ber, infomuch that Sinan ſwore in a great rage, 
that the young Prince had in a ſhort time Eclipſed 
all the renown hein the courſe of his whole life had 
got. 

After this overthrow of the Turks, which they 
number amongſt their .great miſchances, the Caſtle 
and Iſland in the Riverwith little loſs were recover- 
ed, and then in great Triumph laden with the Tzrks 
ſpoils the Prince returned to Alba 7alia,at what time 
by his Captains he took the ſtrong Caſtle of Tenna, 
,and intercepted about 70 waggons richly laden,which 
they of Temeſwar fearing to be beſieged were ſend- 
ing, together with their wives and children, to p!a- 
ces.of greater ſtrength. 

Theſe things perplexing the proud Turk, he ſent 
his ſpecial Meſſengers to ſtir up the Crimeſian Tar- 
tars,'(a people living for the moſt part on ſpoil) 
to invade Moldavia , Tranſylvania , and Yalachia, 
who were likewiſe incouraged thereto by. the Chan- 
cellor of Polonia, he” ſo far infinuating with the 
King, that Moldavia was taken from the Tranſylva- 
nian Prince, and anew Yayvod placed therein, who 
opened (contrary to his faith given) three wayes 
for the Tarks and Tartars to invade Tranſylvania, af 
which perfidious dealing Pope Clement the Eighth by 
his Letters to the King of Polonia, grievouſly com- 
plained ; and likewiſe againſt Cardinal Z amoskze, the 
Chancelor, and firſt mover of this miſchief, whom 
he cited to appear before him at Rome, there to 
anſwer to what ſhould by the Ambaſſadours of 
the Chriſtian Princes , be objefted againſt him, 
charging them both with breach of faith, and dif- 
loyalty to the King of Heaven, by betraying the 
Chriſtians into the hand of the ſworn enemies of the 
Chriſtian Religion, yet both the King and Chan- 
113 celor 
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.celour uſed ſuch endeavours that they fatisfied the 
Pope in the neceſſity of their writing better to him 
to that purpoſe, when at the. ſame time Cham Ka- 
zikjers the Tartarian King wrote to Sigiſmund 
King of Polonia, to put him in mindof his promiſe 
to give his Army free paſſage, as likewiſe to deſtroy 
the Coſſacks, who as he faid by daily incurſions waſt- 
ed his Frontier, and to make a perpetual League 
with him yet onely - the former requeſt was ob- 
ſeryed. 

The Chriſtians not pleaſed with the proceedings 
of the Polonian, to ſhew how little they efteemed 
his Friendſhip, inraged as it were with his revolt 
burnt and deſtroyed all the Turkiſh Garriſfons u 
pon his Frontiers, whom he durſt not prote&t for 
fear of having his own Dominions waſted ' in the 
like manner, but what happened this year 1596. 
advantagious to the Chriſtians was the death of 
Sinan Baſla their ſworn Enemy, who having by his 
Friends and many rich preſents eſcaped the fury of 
the angry Sultan Mahomet who had vowed his death, 
ſoon after through grief and ſhame of his late over- 
throw died, after he had for Fifty years waſted the 
Earth with Fire and Sword, Yet the following 
Spring Mahomet with a great power purpoſed in 
perſon to paſs into Hungary, but by reaſon of the 
Plague and: Famine, that raged throughout his Em- 
pire he could not accompliſh his deſign, but was 
more and more perplexed by the revolt of the 
Georgsans, and the great Army the new King of Per- 
fa was raiſing for the recovery of Taurs, notwith- 
ſtanding to prevent the worſt the Tranſolvanian 
Prince in perion went to the Courts of the Empe- 
rour and Pope to crave Aid, where he was with 
great kindneſs received, and promiſed ſuch ſupplies 
of Men and Mony as his occaſion ſhould "_—_ but 
uring 
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during his ſtay- theSciculs roſe up in arms againſt 
him, yet the Rebellion was blown over by the exe- 
cution of the chief Promoters of the Tumult, and 
Ten Thouſand Raſcians in a fit time proffered him 
their ſervice, for the Tartars were by this time on 
their way, whereupon ——_, Feng ſeveral rich 
Preſents he returned home, being -every where joy- 
fully received of his People. All this time the Lord 
| Palfi with the Garriſon Souldiers of Strsgonium was 
not idle, but uſed his utmoſt dilligence to furprize 
the Turks Conyoys and Garrifons, nor was his ex- 
pectation fruſtrated, for overrunning the Country 
as far as the Walls of Temeſwar he got many rich 
booties , and removed ſuch Chriſtians as were in 
danger of the Turks Garriſon nearer his own mif{- 
ſing but narrowly of the Baſla of Temeſwar with all 
his Treaſure, as he was going to Belgrade to give 
proce to a new Baſſa, but however he fell into the 
nds of the Hungarian Heidons, who overthrew his 
Convoy, ſlew him, and took all his riches laden in 
Seventy Five Waggons to the value of Two Hun- 
dred Thonſand Hungarian Ducats, which fo inraged 
the Turks that gathering Forty Thouſand ſtrong 
they beſieged Lippa, but after the loſs of fix Thou- 
fand of their number in many furious aſſaults, they 
left their Trenches ard in great confuſion retired, 
which flight was occaſioned by the Governour of ' 
Lugaz his ſurpriſing the Suburbs of Temeſwar, and 
ſtting them on fire, which being feen in the Turks 
Camp canſed among them that great conſternation, 
as'thinking the Prince of Tranſilvanis with his whole 
Army was coming on, and even at their backs. Af- 
ter whoſe flight the Hung arian Heidons paſſing the 
Danubius took Plemia, in revenge of which the Turks 
took Cliſſz, out of which they had not long before: 
been driven ; not long after the Lord Pa!fi rook the 
I 14 ſtrorg 
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ſtrong Caſtle: Sombeck,, which, 'the/Turks in & t 
upon the enterance of the Chriſtians ſet on fire, -but 
thereby ſo exaſperated the Sonldiers that they ſpar 
red none they found therein, but put them all to the 
Sword without reſpect either to Age or Sex. | 

Theſe continual currants of Victory carryed the 
Tranfiluanian Prince to the Siege of T ameſwar, 
which he for many dayes furiouſly battered , but 
upon notice that the Baſla of Natolia the forerunner 
.of Mahomets Army, was come to Belgrade with Four- 
teen thouſand Turks, and Mabemet with an Arm 
of One Hundred and Fifty Thouſand was coming at- 
ter him to the Relief of the City, and he not having 
yet received the ſupplies promiſed by the Chriſtian 
Princes his Confederates, thought good to raiſe 
his ſiege and depart for Lippa, where having left 
a ſtrong Garriſon he kept on his way to Alba-Fulta, 
and aſſembled there. the States of his Principality to 
conſider the moſt expedient means for raiſing more 
Forces to reprels {o potent an Adverſary. 


- Mabomet approaching with his Forcgs which dai- 
ly increaſed, ſent to Michale the Vayvod of Valachia 
to promiſe him great rewards if he would become 
his Tributary and revolt from the 7ranſilvanian 
Prince, but finding nothing would prevail with the 
Vayvod to break his Faith he came with his whole 
Army now increaſed to the number of Two Hun- 
dred Thouſand to Buda, yet ere he could attempt 
any thing Maximilian the Emperours General, (made 
ſo in the ſtead of Matthias the Arch-Duke, who 
upon the Death of Ferdinand the Emperors Uncle, 
had the rich County of Tzro! beſtowed upon him 
whither he was retired) had taken YVacia, Hatvan, 
and ſeveral other places,but long reſted not Mahomeet 
before, he with his huge Army belieged Agriay 
"8 which 
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which after the loſs of Twenty Thouſand of his Men 
not by force but by ſurrender, for the Soldiers per- 
ceiving the new Caſtle, the place in which they on- 
ly put their truſt, undermined ; and about to be 
blown up , and that all hopes of being relieved 
were vain, they layed hands upon Pau'/us Niars and 
Terskie the Captain of the Garrifon Souldiers and 
Governour of the City, and caſting them in Priſon 
capitulated with the Turks to deliver the City and 
Caſtle, in conſideration that they might depart with 
bag and baggage, but the faithleſs Infidels ere they 
had paſſed through the Camp contrary to their faith 
given cut them in pieces, after which the Baſla of 
Boſna with a ſtrong power layed liege to Perrina, 
but upon notice that the Lords Herbenſtein and Leu- 
cowitZ were coming, to relieve it, and in their way 
had overthrown Six Thouſand Turks he raiſed his 
ſiege in great haſt leaving behind him part of his 
Carriages. But now the two puiſlant Armies of the 
Chriſtians and Turks coming 1n view of each other 
and nothing but a ſmall River parting them, drew 
frequently up in Battalia, and had ſeveral skirmiſhes 
ata diſtance, but the vain glorious Turks not think- 
ing it ſufficient to diſcharge their great Artillery, 
and skirmifh in ſmall parties at the Command 
of Mahomet, Ten Thouſand of them, and Six 
 Thorifand 7 artars paſled the River, but were ſo hot- 
ly welcomed that few returned, which adyantage 
the Chriſtians following purſued the flyers, and ſet 
upon the groſs of the Turks Army, putting all into 
confuſion and conſternation ; ſo that Mabomet fear- 
ing a total overthrow retreated to his Camp, whi- 
ther the Chriſtians as eagerly purſued, but whilſt 
they diſordered themſelves to take the ſpoil, (al- 
though the General had cauſed Proclamation to be 
made, that none on pain of death ſhould attempt 


it 
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it till the victory was obtained.) They being afreſh - 
Charged and many of them cut off by the Turks 
great Artilery,betook themſelves to plain flight not 
to be ſtayed by the threats nor intreaties of their, _ 
Commanders, ſo that the German Horſe difordering * 

their own Foot put all into confuſion, which the 
Turks contrary to the'r expectation pcrceiving fob 
Jowed hard after them, making great ſlaughter, yet 
conſcious were they of their weakneſs, that fear- 
ing the return of the Chriſtians, that in the night 
they ſecretly raiſed their Camp and returned to 
Agria, l:aving their Cannon and Bagzgaye in the 
Trenches for the ſpace of three 42;23, ſo ſlenderly 
guarded that Five Tho!{ſaud men might have taken 
Ti? ipvil ; Afabomet himiclf confeſling that he fear- 
ed to have been tzken Priſoner. £3: ould not for 
the future venture his perſon in p.:ces of ſuch immt- 
NET dan Ter. 

In this Battle or rather running tzht , called 
from the place where it happened, rhe Battle of Ka- 
reſta, Forty Thouſand Turks and Fiiteen Thouſand 
Chriſtians were ſlain moſt of the latter in theraſh 
and unadviſed flight, the which had it not contrary 
to all reaſon happened never had a more glorious 
victory been obtained over the Infidels. Yet Ma- 
bomet after he had furniſhed Agria with a Gar- 
Tifon of Ten Thouſand choice Souldters returned to 
Belgrade, and having divided his Army.1n two parts, 
the one he left in the Countrey to ſecure it againſt 
the Chriſtians, and with the other departed to 
Conſtantinople, but by the way being ſet upon by Bar- 
belins Fancechie the Tranſilvanian Princes Lieutenant, 
and the Fayvod of Yalachia, who with a ſtrong po# 
wer for that purpoſc had paſſed the Dannbine, they 
cut off ſeven Thouſand of his men. 


Early . 
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Early 1n the ſpring as aſhamed of their diſgrace 
the Chriſtian Princes recruited their ſcattered Forces 
which meeting together near to Paſſonium and Al- 
tenburg, marched to Papa, which they beſieged and 
after eight dayes battery took it, and ſo again re- 
turning to Atenburg the Army muſtered, from 
whence they marched to Rab and beſieged it, but 
npon the on of the Turks Army under the 
Ccmmand of Mahomet Baſla , raiſed the ſiege, as 
findingit both difficult and dangerous, and ſo mar- 
ched over into the Iſland of Schbxt, when in their 
ſight they permitted the Turks to take Dol. 


Michael the Vayved of Yalachia, having his Coun» 
trey almoſt deſtroyed by the Turks, and they pro- 
miſing him great favours and bounties more then 
ever, if he would again return to his obedience ; 
he to fave his Countrey from utter deſtruQtion, com- 
plied with the Tyrants deſire in part, viz. to own 
him for his Soveraign, and to pay him half the 
wonted Tribute, but denied upon aay terms to 
'aid him againſt the Chriſtians, which the Turk for 
a while diſſembled and ſeemed well contented with 
his ſubmiſſion, but afterward contrary to his Oath 
opprelſli him with great Taxes, both he and the 
Prince of Trarſilvania recommended the proteAian 
of their Countries to Rodolphns the Emperour, who 
thereupon called a Dzer to conſult about railing con- 
tributions ſufficient for the management of the 
War againſt the Turks, and fach ſgcceſs had his 
arms immediately thereon, through the good con- 
duCt of the Lord Swartzenburg, Rab was ſurprized 
for certain Engineers coming by night to the Gates, 
finding the Portculliſes drawn up in expeAation of 
Waggons loaden with Proviſion to come from Albs 
Regalzs, they faſtened ſeveral Petards to the faid

. -heels preſſing in, after a long fight killed two of 
-**the Turks Baſſa's, and put the reſt to the flight, 
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Gates which deadly Engins once fired rent 'um in 
pieces, ſo that the Army which followed at their 


who ſuch as could eſcaped over the Wall, and thoſe, 
that could not fell by the Swords of the inraged 
Soldiers,who 1a the City found ſo great a booty that 
many of them were greatly inriched thereby, beſides 
One Hundred pieces of great Ordnance, and ſtore 
of all manner of Proviſions. That City. though fo 
ealily recovered,being one of the ſtrongelt Fortrelles 
in Chriſtendom, the tiking of which ſo incouraged 
the General of the Imperialiſts, that ( upon notice 
that great differences were ariſen between the 7axs- 
z#ries and the Sphai, the Turks beſt Footmen and 
Horſemen upon a point of preheminency): he reſol- 
ved to beſiege Buda the Turks chief ſtrength in Hun- 
gary, and thereupon marching thither with all his 
Army, on the 146th. of October, 1598. he ſat down 
before it, and for many days battered it with ſixteen 


,Pieces of Cannon. But in fine ſeeing no hopes of 


winning it, and having, notice that a great Army of 
Turks was haſting to 1ts relief having plundered 
the Suburbs the General drew his Ar my out of the 
Trenches arid departed to Strigonium. 


The Tranſ#;vanian Prince having exchanged his 
Country with the Emperour for the Dukedoms of 
Oppel and Ratiber, and yearly Fifty Thouſand 7oa- 
cbim, 'or the Revenues of the Biſhoprick of Urati- 
ſiavia, Territories lying in Sileſia and repenting 
him of what he had done, he came again into Tran- 
filvania in diſguiſe, and was joyfully received by his 
Subjects, at what time Maximilian the Emperors Ge- 
nerals was marching with the Army to take pol- 


#eſlion of it, which had like to have cauſed great 


diſſen- 
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 difſenſions amongſt the Chriſtian Confederates had 
not the Prince by many ſubmiſſive Letters pacified 
the Emperors diſpleaſure. Now were the "Turks 
Army arrived in Hungary and had layed ſiege to 
Veradinum,which City being at the point to be yield- 
ed, was relieved by the Lord Bafta the Emperours 
Lieutenant,who making ſemblance. to give the Turks 
Battle,:and by :that means drawing them out of 
'their Trenches, in the mean time by an unſuſpetted 
Ways thruſt Eight Hundred Souldiers into the City 
and ſo drew off, through whigch: {upply the. City 
was ſo long defended that thewſarls weary of the 
ſiege, and by reaſon of the approach: of Winter 
departed, leaving for haſt many of their .Tents and 
great Ordnance as a prey to the beſieged , after 
which the Imperialiſts ſpoiled that part of the Lower 
Hungary,which was in the poſſeſſion of the Tarks even 
ro the gatesof Buda,which brought a great fear. upon 
the Garriſon and Citizens. . When at the ſame time 
Michael the Vayuod of Yalachia, having gathered a 
ſtrong power took and ſacked 1Vicopolis, the rumor of j 
which coming to Conſtantineple where the Plague then, 
raged, it greatly perplexed Mahomet and brought a 
fear upon that great City. Yet to put a ſtop to the _ 
Vayvods proceediygs, he cauſed a great numberzof 
Turks under the leading of Taut Baſſa to marchp-. 
gainſt him, who joyning the forces of Mahomert Sater— 
gi with which he had beſieged YVeradinum; yet the: - 


/ ayvod not in the leaſt diſmayed, marched 1co Miles* * 


into the Twxrks Territories, and deſtroying all before 
him- obtained a great Booty. But now contrary 
to the be 11 Þ of all men the Tranfluanier 
Prince, inſtigated thereto by the Polonian King, 
reſigned the right he had in that Principality, 
to his Cozen Andrew Battor, and thereby defraud- 
ed the Emperour of that which by way Pons 
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Exchange was properly his, the Tranſyluanians ha- 


bo bw regen him fealty, yet not to diſcour- 
age his Confederates the Emperor ſet light thereby, 
though the proud Cardinal, to whom it was re- 
ſigned ſubmitted himfelf a Vaſſal to Mahomer, and 
_ thereby deprived the Chriſtian Commonwealth of 
one of her ſureſt Bulwarks. 

Buds blocked up by the Chriſtians, and there- 
by reduced to great extreamity, the Baſſa thereof 
upon notice that ſeveral waggons laden with provi- 
ſion, were on their way, iſſued out with fix hundred 
horſe to conduCt them ſafe ; but being ſet upon by 
the free Hadducks, his Guard was overthrown, his 
fon ſlain, and himſelf taken priſoner z; and within 
a while after the Lord Palfie incountering the Baſla 
of Boſna, who was coming with ten thouſand men to 
relieve the faid City, overthrew his power, ſlew the 
Baſſ,and took all the waggons laden with proviſion, 
and at the ſame time five thouſand Tartars being ſet 
upon by the Lord Swiarrzenburgs Regiment, were all 
cut in pteces; upon notice of 1braize Baſla with a 
great power ſet forward from Conſtantineple, but part 
of his Forces being encountred by the Imperialiſts 
under the command of the Lord Palfis Lieutenant, 
were overthrown, and rich booty taken, contain- 
ing all the proviſion of the Camp, and one hundred 
thouſand Dollars which were coming up the Da- 
mbius to pay the Souldiers, which loſs greatly dif 
contented he Baſſa, and then when he had notice 
that the Imperialiſts intended again to beſiege Bu- 
da, which he by reaſon of the ſaid loſs was not in- 
a capacity to relieve , as' alſo at the ſame time 
news came of a great ſlaughter of the Turks before 
the City of Agria, the which City had the Chriſti- 
ans aſſaulted in any conſiderable number, the con=- 
ſternation was fo great, that they might eakily _ 
Uſe 
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forpriſed it, yet as it happened they took a hundred 
raſfoners and five hundred horſes, the free Haducks 
alſo entring the Tarks Territories, did great hurt 
by burning their Villages and carrying away a great 
number of Inhabitants. 

Buda now had not eſcaped falling into the hands 
of the Chriſtians had not JIbraim Baſſa received an 
unexpected ſupply, which increaſed his Army to the 
number of one hundred and thirty thouſand, with 
which upon his approach the Chriſtians too weak'to 
encounter him were obliged to raiſe their ſiege, yet 
fo much .was the Baſla out of love with war, that 
having relieved the City, he by the command of 
Mahomet the Turkiſh Emperor, laboured to procure a 
peace with Rodolph the German Emperor, in order 
to which ſeveral great Commanders on either ſide 
met, but the Turks proud demands ſeem'd ſo-un- 
reaſonable to the Chriſtian Commiſſioners , that 
they rejected them with diſdain , and fo all hopes 
of peace vaniſhing, the Fayved of Yalachia inva- 
ded Tranſylvania, now wholly devoted to Maho- 
met, againſt whom Cardinal Batter prepared his 
Forces, being ſtrengthened over and: above with 
thirty thoufand Turks and Tartars, ſent by Ibraim 
yet in a mortal battle he was overthrown by the 
Yayved, and the Cardinal in endeavouring to ef- 
cape was ſlain, and his head ſent to the Emperour, 
after which moſt of the Cities of Tranſylvania re- 
volted from the Turkiſh obedience. The news of 
which greatly troubled S5giſmwnd the late Prince, 
who reſided in Polonia, but more HMahomet the Turk- 
Hh Emperor, imbroiled in new troubles by the re- 
volt of Chuſahin or Caſſan the great Baſla of Carra- 
mania, who had cauſed moſt of the Countries in the 
leſſer 4{a, to caſt off the Turkiſh yoke, but 4/a- 
bomet ſending great Forces againſt him under AMabo- 


Vier 
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met Baſſa,who after ſeveral conflits ſpoiling the poſs. . 
{ſeſſions of the Rebells in Arms,he fo dealt with the 
chief of them, that by bribes and large promiſes, 
he prevailed with them to leave their ringleader, he 
was taken and brought in chains to Conſtantinople, 
where with moſt exquiſite torments, he was put to 
death. The end of which dangerous Rebellion, 
gave the Ottoman Emperor more leaſure to proſe- 
cute his warsin Hwgary,to oppoſe whole Forces, the 
Chriſtians were not wanting, for in an other Diet 
aſſembled, new ſupplies were granted by the EleQo- 
ral Princes for the carrying on the war, toward 
which the Biſhop of Rome contributed very largely, 
ſo that Anno 1600 the Chriſtian Army early in the 
Spring took the field (though to breed delay there- 
in the Turkiſh Baſla in the name of his maſter, had 
made many offers tending to peace) but e'r any no- 
table ation was performed, the renowned Lord 
Palfie, the greateſt Commander of that Age dyed 
at his Caſtle of B:v:rſperg, whereupon the Lord 
Swartzenburg was by the Emperor appointed Gover- 
nor of Strigonium in his ſtead, who to the great grief: 
of the Army, ſoon after ſlain with a ſhot-as he was 
reducing Papa to its obedience, it having a little be- 
fore at theinſtigation of De /a Mora ſeditious French 
Commander there in Garriſon revolted from the 
Emperor, and yet ſtood neuter , not permitting 
the Turks to enter, yet was it again reduced not- 
withſtanding the death, of the Lord Swartzenburg 
and moſt of the Rebels Executed, after the ſevereſt 
manner that could be invented. 

Theſe things paſling, the tronbles in Fungary 
daily increaſing, and the Turks were every where 
put to the worſt, and among(t the reſt the Baſla of 
Sigeth with five thouſand of his Turks, and his head 
ſent to the Emperor." 7*la was likewiſe —_— 
an 
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and the Baſſa thereof with two Sazzacks, and Five 
Hundred common Souldiers ſlain, and now the Go- 
vernment of Tranſ#vania being vacant (by the death 
of Cardinal Bartor and the abſence of the Prince) 
the Emperor confirmed it to the Yayved of Yalachia, 
who railing a great power went againſt the Prince 
whoaided by the Turks, Tartars, and Polonians, was 
coming to try a field —_— for the recovery of his. 
Inheritance, and in a ſet battle overthrew him with 
great ſlaughter of his men, himſelf hardly eſcaping, 
after which he ſeized upon the Countrey of Molda- 
v4a, Cauling all the inhabitants to ſwear Allegiance to 
him, 'when the better to incourage him to invade 
the Turks Dominions the Emperour not only con- 
firmed him in that Principality alſo, but ſent him 
ſix Thouſand Men under the leading of D. Petzen, 
with a maſs of mony to pay his Souldiers appointin 
him one of his Council; and cheif Intendant tor thoſe 
Countries, but he behaving himſelfroughly towards 
the Tranſilvanian Nobility, they ſent Ambaſſadors to 
Baſt« the Emperors Licutenant General praying, him 
to take then into the proteftion of the Emperor 
onely, and that they might obey no other Sove- 
raign Prince, whereupon Baſta after mature deli- 
beration reſolved to grant their deſires, and to pro- 
tet them from the fury of the Yayvod, whom he 
yet not able to appeaſe by fair means he reſolved 
to compel by force of Armes to acquieſce with what 
he determined, and therefore gathering ſuch forces 
as hecould with Eighteen Thouſand well appointed 
Souldiers he awaited on the Frontiers of Tranſilvania 
his. coming, and near to a Village called Mviſlo ad- 
ventured to give him Battle, though under | his 
ſtandard he had double the number, and -after ſix 
hours deſperate fighting put him to flight, with the 


loſs of Tea Thonſfand of his men, taking likewik 
K k ſeve- 
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everal Priſoners, anda great ſpoiLyet nevertheleſs 
the Yazvod bating of his proud temper by the 
mediation of Friends they were afterwards recon- 
ciled. Yet the Yayved jealous of the Imperialiſt 
as being. alſo without cauſe perſwaded thereto 
by .the Polonians, to prevent as was ſaggeſted to 
him his being taken Priſoner , with a Nor of his 
followers fled into the ſtneſs of the Mountains, 
whereupon one Simon was placed in his ſtead by 
the haughty Chancelor of Poland , which choice 
 Baſia altogether diſliking reſolved to diſplace the 
upſtart YVayvod, but the Tranſilvanians delirous 'of 
freedom, and in order to recover it raifing many 
rumours portending the miſchief intended againſb 
the [mperialiſts, at that time hindered his violent 
proceedings, ſo that for the future the whole mat- 
ter was referred to the Emperour. The Tranſulvanians 
likewiſe caſting themſelves upon him , and when 
they perceived no remedy, deſired that MMaximelian 
the Arch-Duke might take upon him the Govern- 
ment of that Province ; but whilſt theſe affairs were 
in controverſie, the Turks with a huge Army be- 
fieged Caniſiaa ſtrong City of Stira, to the relief of 
which came the Imperial Army conſiſting of Forty 
Thouſand Horſe and Foot, compoſed of divers Na- 
tions, under the Teading of Duke Mercury General 
of the Emperours Forces in Hungary, to oppoſe 
which Ibrahim Baſſa drew out of his Trenches, 
thinking by their multitude to oppreſs the Chriſti- 
ans, but was therein deceived, for after a bloody 
and doubtful fight for the ſpace of eight hours vi- 
Ctory declared her felf againſt him, yet not ſo ap- 
parently but that the next day by reaſon of the 
diſcord amongſt the Chriſtian Captains, who at the 
Command of their General refuſed to charge: the 
Turks in their ſtrengths the ſcale was turned, and 
their 
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their Convoy of Proviſion... upon... its' way to the 
Camp being taken by: the Tarters,. they were 10, 
ſtraightned-that after having. layn till for the ſpace 
of three dayes; they roſe in the night but nor fo 
ſecretly bur that-:the Turks faHowing hard aftcr 
them cut off Three Thoufand of the rearmoſt, took 
ſeveral pieces of Cannon, and a great part of . their 
Baggage, and afterwards ..had:'the.Ciry of Cane 
yeilded to them npon «condition that the. Garriſon 
ſhould be ſafely convoyed over the River. Mar, - with 
Bag and Baggage, and hightened with this ſucceſs 
they afterwards forraged the Countrey of Stira, for 
fear of whom the Inhabitants: with ſuch of their 
ſubſtance ,. as they conveniently carry with them 
fled to the Mountains , whereupon the Baſla ſent 
forth a Proclamation commanding them to. return, 
and that ſuch as wouldwillingly ſubmit themfelves to 
the Turkiſh obedience ſhould be taken into ſafe pro- 
te&ion, upon which Proclamation many of the half 
ſtarved people returned and ſubmitted themfelves, 
but the ever renowned mirrour of Vertue and Va- 
lour, the Heroick Count Serenus being the man that 
the Baſla aimed at, as well knowing whilſt he- went 
free his new Conqueſts were ſlightly cemented to 
the reſt, he the berter to decoy the Noble Youth in- 
to his power wrote to him as followeth. 


We Ibraim Baſla Chief Vizar Baſſa, Coſen to 
the moſt Puiſlant Sultan Mahbomet , to the 
Count Serexas, {endeth Greeting, | 

V E bave often heretofore written to thee, con- 
cerning the matter thou knoweſt of, but what 

the Cauſe is we received no anſwer we know net ;, yet could 
I not but write #nto you again, that if thou canft be con- 
tent to begin the matter aright, and to ſubmit thy ſelf ta 
oter protection we wil! be ready to receive thee thou ſeeſt 
MF what 
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what- we foretold: thee 18. naw. more. then fulfuled, both 
upon thee and thine, which thou wouldeſt never be- 
lieve z nevertheleſs for the ſtaying the further eff uſion of 
blood as well of thy Subjetts as onrs, and to come to 
ſome 700d attonement, 'tis bigh time for thee to lay 
thine hand npon 'thine heart, and to conſider how 
much more it coneerneth thee then #s, and that the 
benefit thereof redoundeth more unto thine then to ours, 
what our aſfeftions are towards thee Hierom the Vay- 
vod can tell thee, &c; 


This Letter the Count well enough knew were 
but an outward ſhew of Friendſhip, and therefore 
he thinking 1t not good to truſt the Infidel, ſo long 
as he had his Sword in his hand, would not © much 
as dain to return him an anſwer, whereupon he in 
a great rage returned to Belgrade vaunting that if 
Mabomer ſo Commanded, he would the next year lay 
ſiege to YViema, and fo much extol'd his exploits to 
the great Sultan, that he commanded publick Tri- 
umphs for the ſpace of four days in Conſtantinople, 
for joy of his good ſucceſs in Stira, and ſent the 
proud Baſſa a Robe of Gold, and a leaders Staff ſer 
with Pearl and pretiqus Stones. 

The loſs of Caniſsa ſore troubled the Chriſtian in- 
ſomuch that Paradiſer the Governour , who had 
ſo tamely yielded it into the hands of the Turks, 
coming to Yienna was there impriſoned, and many 
things being proved againſt him, his Enſign Bearer, 
Lieutenant, and the Mayor of the Town, they af- 
ter many ſtrift Examinations were at the command 
of the Emperour executed. . 

Notwith{tanding the death of the Baſla of Carra- 
74ni 11 manner as aforeſaid, the Rebellion was not 
altogether thereby extinguiſhed but ſecretly kept 
alive by the countenance of the Perſian Sophy, fo 
that 
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'that now it ' again began - as if revived from- its 
Embers to break” out.into a flame, and in a trice 
ſwept. away ſeveral Towns, whereupon Mahomer 
ſent to the Perſian to demand for the more aſſurance 
of the League one of his Sons as Hoſtage, which was 
ſoevllly taken that the Sophy commanded the Turks 
Ambaſſador to-be ſlain, and although that rigorous 
ſentence was remitted, yet by the ſecond Command- 
ment.of the Sophy he was baſtinadoed, and in deſpite 
of him that ſent him returned with great diſgrace, 
the which though it highly offended Mahomer, yet 
he finding himſelf at that time not in a condition to 
revenge it, only bluſtered a little and to prevent 
the worſt, put ſtrong Garriſons 1nto his Frontire 
Towns. | | 
..: Anno 1601, The Chriſtian Confederates brought 
a ſtrong Army into the Field, for .fear of ,which 
the Turkiſh General propoſed many offers of Peace, 
byt ereany was concluded, the faid General /braim 
'Baſla.died,. when as the Chriſtians. not to,omit any 
opportunity took diyers ſtrong places, andamonglt 
-the reſt after a terrible battery , and the loſs of 
'Eight Thouſand men Alba Regal, one of the chief- 
!eſt-and ſtrongeſt Cities of Hungary, iggo which the 
-furiops:; Souldiers entering through Streets of fire 
.and over heaps of the ſlain, put all they met tothe 
Sword, few or none ;except the Baſla being taken 
"to mercy, inriched- themſelves with-a, great ſpoil, 
eſpecially the Walloons , who ſpared not to rifle 
the Tombs of the Hungarian Kings, which barbari- 
ty the Turks themſelves had abſtzined from. Yet 
hardly was the ſpoil taken but news came that Afar 
Baſſa made General in the ſtead of 1braim, was com- 
ingwith a great Army to relieveit, whereupon Duke 
Mercury drew out his Forces and in a mortal Bat- 
tle ſlew the Baſſa, and moſt of his men, taking his

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rich Camp, and a great number oF Priſoners, and 
amongſt the reſt Fifty of the Rebels that fled from 
Papa, who yet at the inftance of theſaid Duk& were

The Chriſtians hightened with this ſucceſs, were 
now reſolved to' attempt the recoyery of Caniſia 
from before which' (after they hada long time: be- 
fieged it, {and layed 'open with their fnri6us battery 
ſeveral breaches, killins'in the ſeveral aſſaults k'num- 
ber of Turks)they were by the finſeaſbnableneR'of the 
weather obliged to' depart, to the' great grief of 
the Comme; though joy of the Souldiets;' who 
through the exceflive Cold that then happened were 
become' unferviceable , many of them being frozen 
to Death in the Trenches. The Turks now-preat- 
ly diſtaaid and” almoſt driven out of Hungaiy;-un- 
happy. chante turned the Chriſtians Swords Wpdnh 
themſelves for although ' Michael 'the Vaywod' of Va- 
lathia was reconciled to- the Emperour , yet "the 
Tr anfituanians deſirous to be Governed by Sig fund 
their natural Prince, caft Bafa the EmperoursLeiu- 
tenant, and by him appointed' Governdur -of! that 
Province, into trons ; and immediately ſiibmitted 
themſelves to Minn and likewiſe -impriſonell 
ſeveral of the ' Nobility, whom they ſaſpeftet'ro 
favour the Emperour, returning again to the/ Tur- 
kifh obedience; and this by the contrivance'of the 
Chancelor- of Poſon:a. Yet at' the ' mediation ' of 
Friends Baſta was ſet at Liberty ;/who thoroughly 
inraged at the diſgrace done to him, ' and the'indig- 
nity offered thereby ro the Empet our' his Mafter, 
raiſed an Army and joyning with A4chae! the Vayvea, 
invaded Tranfilvania, and in a dreadful Battle over- 
threw Prince Sig:i/mund with great flaughter'6f* his 
men, upon which Caudopolis and divers other Ci- 
| ries 
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ties of Tranſylomnia returned to the Emperours obe- 
dience. 


After this great vidtory the Yayvod ſtill envying 
at the ſucceſs of the Imperialiſts, and ſecretly grud- 

ing againſt Befta, by Letters held ſecret correſpon- 
Tray with the Baſla of Temeſwar, intending in 
conſideration of Yalachia, Moldavia, and Tranſulua- 
1a, to become the Turks Triburary, and by the 
aſliſtance of the Baſla's drive out the Imperialiſte, 
to prevent which it was agreed that he ſhould be 
ſent Priſoner to YViemna. In order to which a iVal- 
foon Captain was ſent into his Tent with fixty 
followers, but he making reſiſtance was by the {aid 
Captain ſlain, which cauſed a great uproar amongtt 
his Souldiers, but when they underſtood the c2uſe 
by Letters produced under his own hand, their 2n- 
ger was allayed , themſelves proteſting that had 
they known'ſo much they would long before dit- 
atched him. After the Death of the YVaywad the 
ranſlvuanians wholly ſubmitted to themlielves to 
Baſta. ' Yet continued not longs in that obedience 
ere ſtirred by ſome reſtleſs ſpirits they again 
Revolted * i Proclaimed $S#9:ſmuna, denying obe- 
Uence-to any other ; at which ſuddain mutation 
of this unſtable people Bafz not a little tron- 
bled to prevent his being again impriſoned, (as 
he had been formerly by them , withdrew him- 
ſelf with his Followers, into a ſtrong Town on 
the Frontiers, from whence he by Letters adver- 
tized the' Emperour of what had happened, and 
: requeſted ' him to ſend him ſpeedy Aid, whereby 
he might be able to. reduce them - to” their for- 
mer obedience. by

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During;theſe troubles in Tranſylvania,the Turks ta- 
king the advantage did miſchief in Hungary,yet were 
often met with by the Imperialiſts, Ks amongſt the 
reſt the Baſla of Azria, as he was going to beliege 
Toccaie with ten thouſand Turks, who being encoun- 
tered by Ferrant Gonzaga the Emperors L teutenant 
was overthrown, with the ſlaughter of almoſt all 
his followers; nor was Mahomer the Emperor leſs 
perplexed with the Carramanian and Vatolian Rebels, 
who now getting to a great head under the leading 
of one Scrwvane, had given ſeveral overthrows to 
his Baſſas ſent againſt them, and ſpread their bor- 
ders wide, drawing into their Confederacy all 4/ia 
the Leſſer, and a part of the Greater, and at the 
fame time the 7anizaries were in an uproar in Con- 
ftantinople, threatning the Emperor and charging 
him with Cowardiſe, and the neglect of his affairs, 
to appeaſe whom Cicala Baſla was obliged to beſtow 
amongſt them a great ſum of money, and the Mufti 
or Chief Mahometan Prielt declaring that all theſe 
. diſorders happened, for that Mahomer their Prophet 
was offended at the exceſs of wine that was drunk 
in the City ; whereupon Proclamation was made 
that upon pain of death all thoſe that had any 
wine 1n their houſes, the Ambaſſadors of the Chri- 
ſtian Princes excepted, ſhould immediately bring 
it forth and ſtave it ; whereupon ſuch abundance 
was ſpilt, that boats in the high ſtreets might have 
iſwamin wine of all ſorts. 
By this time Baſia having received Forces from 
the Emperor, had ſo ſtraitned the Tranfylvaniens, 
that S:g:{mund ſent to offer him all the Towns that 
were 1n his poſſeſſion, at the time of his being, ex- 
pelled Tranſ)lvania, of which offer Zachel Moyſes the 
Princes Lieutenant, having notice, reſolved not to 
iuffer any agreement npon ſuch conditions, and 
therefore 
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therefore with the Forces under his Command com- 
poſed of Twhks, Tartars, and Tranſyluanians, he ha- 
ſted-to oppreſs Baſta in his Camp, but finding him 
as-ready. as himſelf,: a dreadful battle was fought 
between them, wherein Baſta with his Germans pre- 
vailed, making a-great ſlaughter of the enemy; To 
excuſe which raſh ation S:giſmund ſent ſeveral of his 
Nobility to the Imperial Camp, offering to perform 
whatever he had promiſed, and to go in perſon- to 
the Emperor , which once put in practiſe all the 
Countrey returned again to. the Emperors obedience, 
nor was Yalachia at- this time leſs troubled about. 
EleRion of a Yayved, that Province being divided 
into two Factions, the one was for chooſing Radel a 
Noble man, affecting the Emperors intereſt, and the 
other-. for Elefting Feremias, who had promiſed to 
hold his Province Tributary of the Turk ; where- 
upon. many Battles:;were, fought with various ſuc- 
ceſs; but .in ,the.end Rodoiph aſſiſted by the Empe- 
rors. Forces overthrew his competitor , and ob- 
tained a great: Victory z in which banks two of. the 
Turkuſh: Baſſas were. ſain, with all their followers, 
and ſoon. after, having overthrown a great power 
of, the , T artars, -he recovered the Principality ;, nor 
was Hungary. free from the Turkiſh. outrages, who 
bearing ſelves upon their {mall ſucceſs ,. at- 
texypted to ſurprize {ba Regalis, but were by the 
+Chriſtians, overthrown, with great ſlaughter, and 
ſoon after, two hundred of their Waggons laden 
with proviſion and Amunition, was taken by . Count 
Serinas, .0n its way to Camſia,' and. about the fame 
tune, took Al: Balla Governour of Peſth priſoner, 
and with him ſeventy. thouſand Hungarian Dacatn, 


which Baſla for his ranſom over. and above offered 
300000 Sultanies.

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' Mabomet not a little troubled with the continual 
news of his Loſſes in Hungary, and reſolving tore- 
vense himſelf on the Chriſtians ſent Haſſan Baſla, 
with an Army of one hundred and fifty thouſand 
Turks and Tartars, who upon their arrival, paſſing 
the Dannhius, laid fiege to Alba-Regals, of which 
the Count Yſolor was Governour, when raiſing three 
Batteries, they inceſſantly thundered againſt the 
wall and Bulwarks, and was by the Defendants 
anſwered in the ſams Language, and by frequent 
Sallies, cut off a number of the enemies, but hev- 
ing all their walls 'on the Weſt ſide beaten down, 
and moſt of the Souldiers either killed or diſabled, 
the Count himſelf wounded in the thigh , their 
powder being almoſt ſpent, and no hopes of reti 
they capitulared- to deliver the Town upon conditi- 
on that they ſhould depart -thence' with al their 
Goods and be condutted in fafety'to the m_ 
bouring Garriſon, which was fworn'” to 'by all th 
Turkiſh Commanders ; bat having once centred the 
City,” they not only ſpoil and: phinder it; byt'te- 
ſtroyed and put 'to the i word off the SouldierS'ard 
Citizens, —_ hone alive but the "Goodthimfelf, 
and ſome few' Captatns, witoin' t not, noe 
to Cniftantiniples tiformuth' that” th rears fowefl 
with the blood of three thoiſand Chiiſtians;'Tnre- 
venge of this lo; the Lord: Rufeworm with thirty 
thouſand men | tid. ſiege to the ſtrong City" of 
" 'Bnuaa, and took the baſe Town; where he-got ore 
of Riches, and afterwards laid hard frege t&-the 
upper City, but finding it a work' of great difficyt- 
_ ty, he refolved to turn his Forces upon” Perth a 
ſtrong Garriſon lying on the other ſide the River, 
from whence the Turks with their great Ordnance

Scrivans having rent the Turks Dominions in ſea, 
by ' taking from them their principal Cities, fell fick, 
of which ſickneb. he dyed, tothe great grief of the 
Rebels, who nevertheleſs .choſe his younger bro- 
ther to lead them, who ſoon after'in a greatbattle 
overthrew the TorkifhAvmy,. that was ſent againſt 
him, under the leading of Afar: Baſfa ,. and - flew 
the Baſſa himſelf, together with almoſt all his fol-

Tages in Kungaria, but in'their retorn; being met 
by Colonel Coblonitz, a great number of -them'were 
cut in pieces, and-all the booty recovered, ſo that 
for want of' Victuals Buda wasigreatly diftrelied, bur 
. ſee again the change of fortune, for the Turks com- 
ing out of B«d# upontthe Frozen River, braving 'the 
Garriſon: of 'Peſth, the Souldiers fallyed out upon 
them, but being overpowred were two — of 
them 
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them ſlain, yet this loſs was ſhortly revenged by the 
Garriſon Souldiers, 'who ſurprizing ſeveral of the 
[Turkiſh Nobility, :fporting with their wives 1n the 
hot Baths not far: from Buda, put all the men to 


the ſword, : and ſuffered the women to eſcape na-- 


ked into. the City, to whoſe flight, fear added 
wings, and ſo with the ſpoilt of their rich garments 
returned in Triumph,but want of Victuals increaſing, 
they were obliged. to. feed upon all manner of un- 
clean things, when at the ſame time their neighbours 
of B»da having received a great -Convoy of Victuals, 
derided them, and ſent three or four: thundering 
Peals of Cannon over the river againſt the Town, but 
their mirth was ſoon ſpoiled, for by the careleſsneſs

Winter'ipaſled over vvith:many. skirmiſhes, 
andthe taking; ofi/Rveral places in Hungary oneither 
fide; When early:in the Spring the nevy: /ayvediof 
Valachia- over:run'.;the rich; Countrey | of Sileſtr;a, 
reducingithegreateſtpart'of it to his obedience, and 
ſoon after Colloninitz. gave the Turks another great 
aycrthrow;: and; took a great baoty on:its way:t9 
Caniſia, and afterwards laid ſiege to Babox, but find; 
ing it ſtrongly Garriſoned, and furnifhed for.a. long 
ſiege, he withdrew: from before it, yet he ſurprized 
many of the "Turks and. intercepted ſeveral Waggons 
laden with proviſion, about which time news came 
that the Zanizaries were up in Arms at 'Conſtantino- 
ple, as likewiſe Sphai, and that they committed ſe- 
veral outrages on the Baſſas, and ſpared not to 
abuſe their maſter, telling him they would (feing 
he negletted to) reform his Government, ſyvearing 


that unleſs he vvould deliver into their poyver the 
| Caps 
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Capi Aga, and ſuch others as:they ſhould require; | 
they would turn all into confuſion, which threats fo 
ſcared the Puſfillanimous Tyrant that he was content- 


 edtoyield to their demands, who: having got thoſe 


Favorites they moſt inveighed againſt, they with all 
deſpight put them to death ; whereupon the Tyrone 
not to be outdone in cruelty, cauſed ſeveral of the 
Baſla's and chief men of his Court, whom he knew 
the Souldiers affected, to be ſlain, which cauſed ſuch 
a hatred againſt him, that many. of his great Baſe 
fa's conſpired to depoſe him, and ſet up his ſon 
Mahomet in his ſtead, which they were the more ani- 
mated to put in praCtice, for that he had at the ſame 
time made a diſhonourable peace with the Aſian Re- 
bels, giving moſt of their ring-leaders great Com- 
mands, whilſt thoſe that had Kithfully {ſerved him 
were rejected, of which intent of his men of war, 
the Tyrant having notice, cauſed his ſon, and ſo 
mayy as he could underſtand were any wayes con- 
cerned therein to be put to death. 

Theſe things happening in the foregoing year, the 
year following the Tartars in great numbers intend- 
ing to invade Hungary, were denyed paſlage by the 
Polonians, whereupon they reſolved to make their 
way through Yalachia, with whom the Yayvod had 
many hard conflicts, killing at one time three thou- 
ſand of them, but their number being great, he was 
forced at length to let them paſs ; who upon their 
arrival in Hungary and Stira, made great ſpoil e'r 
Collonitz, could take the field, who at length joyning 
with Count Serizus, gave them a fatal overthrow, 
and recovered about five thouſand Chriſtian Cap- 
tives; yet thoſe that eſcaped from the battle roving 
about did great harm, till ſuch time as they were 
met with by the Lord Nadaſ/s and his Haſſars, who 
with a farious Charge overſert their battle, and 
brought 
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brongtit them to'final deſtruction, when ſoon after 
Coltomitz, returning felt upon Tio Thouſand Turks 
all or moſt of which he ſlew, and then paſſing on 
beſieged the Caſtle of Loqua which in a ſhort time 
he rook, but by negle& of the Soldiers injoyed not 
fong, for the Palizadoes being fired ſet fire to the 
Caſtle and laid it waſt. After which he march<d 
towards the Caftle of Boulowvenar, upon whoſe ap- 
proach the Garriſon fled, but in their flight _— 
met were overthrown with great 'flaughter, an 
fach as were taken Priſoners together withall their 
fabftance brought back to the Caſtle, into which 
the: Collonel having put Four Hundred Haaucks, 
and Two Hundred H#uſſars , rerurned to Comara, 
whers with a great Booty he arrived in fafety. 
'- Tarning a little from the troubles of Hungary, 
a Countrey* ſubje&t to the continual Inroads of the 
Turks, I ſhall return to Trarflvama, which by this 
time was for the moſt part reduced to the Empe- 
rours obedience. For Moyſes the Rebel after his 
being overthrown by Baſta, doubting his ſafety in 
the Caſtle of Solemeſe, delivered it to the Turks 
and fled to Temeſwar, a City in their poſleſſion 0 
which Bzffa the Emperours Leiutenant having no- 
tice reſolved to recover the Caſtle , which the 
Turks ſappoſed impregnable by reaſon of its ſcitu- 
ation, as being founded upon a ſteep and hard 
Rock, bat the Germans having by ſtrength of Arms 
drawn their Cannon to the top of a little Hill, no 
far diſtant from it, after a terrible battery mad 
had it delivered to them, the Turks well percelv- 
ing they were no longer able to keep it. 


This ſtrong place thus gained many of leſs ac- 
count that held ont againſt Baſta ſurrendered 
whereupon allz?mbling the principal men of Trar 
ſtianth 
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ſilvania, he ina ſhort Oration admoniſhed them to 
be ſtedfaſt to the intereſt of the- Emperour, and not 
to have any regard to: the faithleſs and wavering 
Turks, &c. To which they replyed, That they 
were willing' to obey the Emperour in alt things, 
but that their people in continual Wars being wa- 
ſted; 'they deſired him to conſider how little able 
they were to keep an Army inthe Field, without 
which the Countrey could not be defended; but if 
the Emperour would protect them, and ſecure ther 
with a ſtanding Army, they would yearly pay to- 
wards the defraying of the charges Fifteen Thou- 
fand Hungarian Ducats, and furniſh them with all 
things neceſſary. It being a thing more Honourable 
and Profitable for a Prince moderately to uſe his 
Subjects, then for covetouſneſs to devour them tm 
one day, and in their loſs to loſe himſelf for ever. 
This their offer was by Baſta accepted, and the 
minds of the people by many perſwaſive arguments 
kept in their dutifal Allegiance to the Emperour. 
But. whilſt peace was expected on all fides Moyes 
the Rebel, with a great power of 7arks and T ar- 
zars entered Tranſilvania, at ſuch time as Baſis was 
abſent dreaming of no ſuch matter, and ſeizing 
upon Wiſceborongh, ſome other places of ſmall im- 
portance, his name began to ſpread wide. Inſo- 
much that Hahomer the Sulran underſtanding what 
he had done, promiſed to ſend him more Aid, and 
to make him his Leiutenant if he proſpered in his 
Wars, which puffed up the Rebel to that height 
that hearing of Baſta being with ſmall Forces in the 
Town of Someſinar, he reſolved to march thither 
and beſiege him;but that experienced Captain know- 
ing how much it impaired the credit of a General, 
to be incloſed within Walls, upon notice of his 
approzch, after he had put that place in a poſture of 


de-

defence departed thence, and after having received 


a ſupply of eight Thouſand men from the Yaywod of - 


Valachia, he went to oppoſe the Torrent, but ere 
he could prevent it the City of Claudinople fell into 
the Rebels hands, who uſed the Citizens with-all 
manner of cruelties. Yet. at length meeting with 
them before,..he was aware, fell into their danger, 
not expecting them to be above half the number, 
he found them ſo that he not exceeding Nine Thou- 
ſand, and the Rebels not leſs then Thirty Thouſand, 
when he had done all that became a valiant Souldi- 
er retired in good order , leaving his Baggage, 
Tents, and Artilery with the dead Bodies of. One 
Thouſand of his men as prey to the Conquerours ; 
but they more greedy of the ſpoil then to purſue 
him, fell to plundering the Tents with ſuch eager- 
nels, that he thereof advertized , and turning his 
recollected Forces ſuddainly upon them, who dream- 
ed of nothing leſs entered amongſt them unarmed as 
they were, every one with his hands full of ſpoiles, 
made ſuch a ſlaughter that ſcarcely a third part of 
them eſcaped, ſo that by their careleſsneſs within 
leis then four hours, the vanquiſhers were vanqut- 


ſhed and amongſt the ſlain fell 2foyſes himlelf, whoſe 


head was after fixed upon a Launce and ſet up up- 
on the Walls of Carolſtaar. 

This Rebellion ſuppreſſed another Rebel aided 
-by the Turks Tartars and Coſſacks to the number of 
Six Thouſand, made head about LZippa, but Three 
Thouſand Aaazcks being ſent out againſt him, his 
Forces were defeated and himſelf, for the ſafety of 
his own Life glad to fly, after which good ſucceſs 
One Hundred of the Rebels Infignes, and the Hork 
on which Meyſes fought, traped richly with Gold 
and Pretious Stones were, as a grateful preſent ſent 
to the Emperour, and afterward the Army _—_ 
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the Command of Bafa, being increaſed to Twenty 
Thouſand, he with Five and Twenty pieces of Can- 
non marched to beſiege Temeſwar,but ere he long had 
lain before it, by his Souldiers eating of green Fruit, 
the Bloody Flux raged ſo in his Camp, that death 
triumphing every where over his men he was for- 
ced to depart. 


Spring being come the Chriſtian Army in Hunga- 
r:a being Five and Thirty Thouſand ſtrong took the 
Field, under the Command of the Lord F#xſworm, 
who having carefully provided for the ſeveral Gar- 
riſons incamped near to Pefth at what time an Ar- 
my of One Hundred Thouſand Turks ſhewed it 
ſelf on the other ſide the Danubire, for fear of which 
ſeveral of the Garriſon Souldiers of Peſth fled over 
to Buda, and there were highly entertained by the 
Baſſa, who thought to uſe them as decoys to train 
their fellows over, but this project failed though at 
that time their wants were great, though not long, 
for in ſpight of the Turks endeavours to hinder 
them,. two Convoys of Proviſion and other ne- 
ceſlaries, the one by Water, and the ;other by Land 
were brought thither, at what time a Turkiſh 
Captain upon ſome diſpleaſure flying from Alba 
Regalis to Rab, informed the Governour that if he 
would march thither he would ſhew him an eaſte 
way to ſurprize the Suburbs if not the City it elf, 
whereupon the Chriſtian Souldiers giving. credit to 
the Infidel by his dire@ion ſucceeded in taking the 
Suburb as they wiſhed, and in it a great Booty, but . 
deſpairing in any further advantage returned with 
great joy to Rab. 

The Rebels in Aſia being again in Arms, Maho- 
met finding himſelf not ſtrong enough ro ſuppreſs 
them by Force, laboured by his Ambaſſadors to re- 
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concile them offering ſuch advantagious terms of 
peace as fſhonld' to' all men ſeem reaſonable , but 
they not caring 'to truſt the Tyrant rejected his 
offers 'and would have no peace, whereupon what 
re T=5dels refuſed he thought fit to offer to the 
Chrittans, but on this fide he demands ſo unreaſon- 
able (viz. that 'in conſideration of his delivering 
up Agria and Caniſia he might have Tranſtvania, 
Strigeninmand Peſth) that the Emperour would not 
accord to any peace upon ſuch terms, {o that the 
treaty broke off, upon which Hoſftilities that. for 
a while ceaſed began afreſh, ſo that Collonirz with 
Six Thouſand Imperialifts falling upon the Rear of 
the Turks Army, cut off ſeven Hundred men, taking 
a great ſpoil and: many Priſoners, amongſt whom 
was Saxur Beg, a man of great repute amongſt the 
Turks, who upon Examination confeſſed the de- 
frgn Haſſan Baſſa had' to befiege Srrigoninm, and Peſth, 
and the number of Turks and Tatars that were dal- 
ty expected to joyn him, of which General Ryſworm 
being informed, as, alſo of the ſtate of the Turks 
Army, and alſo that upon ſome diſcontent the Tar- 
tart were returned into their own Countrey, to the 
great weakening of the Baſſa's Forces, wherefore to 
prevent their putting a Convoy into Buda, he 
cauſed ſeveral Forts to be built, 2n4 permitting the 
Turks to paſs over the Danub:us by a Bridge train- 
ed them into an Ambuſh layed in the Flags and 
Oſiers for that purpoſe, ſo that with little loſs on 
the part of the. Chriſtians, 10000 Turks were 
flain, drowned in the River, and taken Priſoners ; 
ſo that a great booty conſiſting of eighteen En- 
ſigns, two Cornets , four Braſs peices, much rich 
Armaur, and many Waggons loaden with Provition 
fell into the hands of the Chriſtians, ga, 
"Turks 
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Turks weredo much diſcouraged: that they fora long 
while attempted/nothing. | 09 
Afﬀairs ſtanding thus in Hungary, Aſta was ſtill' in 
a flame, eſpecially upon'the revolt. of. one of Afahe- 
mets great Baſla's, whom he' had” deſpightfully de- 
poſed from being General, ' of which confufion the 
Perſian King, taking. the advantage, layed ſiege to 
Taurts a ſtrong City , taken by Amurath from his 
Father, as is before-mentioned; the which by the 
Aid of ſeveral} Chriſtians, after a terrible' battery 
made againſt it he took, ſo that the Turk on every 
ſide beſet,. was greatly perplexed' in mind not know- 
ing which way toturn himſelf, nor fared he bet- 
ter by Sea for the Aſian Rebels, under pretence of a 
reconciliation and tranſporting themielves into Ex- 
rope to ſerve him in Hung aria, ſeized upon many of 
his Gallies ſent to Tranſport them, as alſo the great 
Duke of Florence's Admiral meeting with Amurar 
Ras an old Pirate and /\ahbomets Admiral overthrew 
his ſquadron of Gallies, taking ſome and ſinking 
others, ſo that few eſcaped : and his great Army in 
Fiungary after the-loſs of Thirty Thouſand Men in 
divers conflicts with: the Chriſtian, atchieving no- 
thing worth - mention, except putting a Convoy of 
Viftuals into Buda, returned to Belgrade under the. 
covert, of darkneſs, in manner of a fearful flight 
which was no ſooner perceived by the Lord' Kuf- 
worm who had often in vain urged the Baſſa to fight, 
but he ſent his Light Horſemen to purſue them 
who cutting off the Rearmoſt for many Miles, re- 
turned with a conſiderable booty , after which he 
layed ſiege to-Hatvan, and: had it (after ſeveral 
herce aſſaults delivered into his poſſeſſion, the Gar- 
rifon and Citizens, as it was agreed on marching{our 
were conducted 'by certain Troops of - Hfſas: to 


 Solveck, whenthaving; put a ſtrong' Garrifonimmto it, 
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and relieved ſuch other places. as he thought con- 
venient, and now the depth of Winter coming on 
he broke up his Army, ſending as a certain token 
of ſeveral Recebitul exploits ſixty four of the Turks 
Enſigns, to the Arch Duke 4/atth;as, ſo that till the 
next Spring nothing of moment happened. 

No ſooner was the frozen Earth freed from the 
cold embraces of Winter , but new ſtirs began in 
Tranfiluaniaas likewiſein Moldavia, where the T ar- 
tars In great number deſtroying the Countrey were 
overthrown, and almoſt all of them ſlain ; at what 
time Zellab; the chief. of the Afar Rebels whom Ma- 
homet by great rewards had allured to his intereſt, 
entered the Kingdom of Boſna with a great power 
of his followers, where having trained Zefer Baſla 
the Governour thereof into his danger, he ſet upon 
him and flew moſt of his men, and ſeized upon the 
Kingdom, upon notice of which Mahomet in a great 
rage ſent his Letters. to him, commanding him 
forthwith to repair to Conſtantinople, but he not 
thinking 1t convenient to truſt the Tyrant with his 
head, he returned for anſwer that he was already 
polleſſed of the Kingdom promiſed him for his ſer- 
vice, and that he asa Loyal Subjeft would keep it 
to his behoof, with which anſwer Mahomet was 
forced to content himſelf, as fearing that if he ſhould 
£0 about to expulſe him by force he would revolt to 
the Chriſtian Emperour, and ſo prove a more dan- 
gerous Enemy to him in Exrope then he had done in 
Aſea. Wherefore to prevent the worſt he reſolv- 
ed if he could obtain ſach conditions as might ſute 
with his greatneſs to have Peace with the Emperour, 
1n order to which Commiſſioners met at Buda, and 
many Preſents were given and received on either 
{ide,. the Turks expreſſing great joy for the hopes 
they concetved, that at length they ſhould reſt o__ 
rTne 
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the toils of War but after many propoſals on either 
ſide, the demands of the Turkiſh S#!ran was ſo un- 
reaſonable that nothing was concluded, ſo that 
after a ſhort truce Hoſtilities began afreſh, when as 
the Turks ſeeking to waſt Yalachia were with great 
ſlaughter by the Yayvod overthrown, at what time 
the Lord Nadaſti the Valiant and Renowned Captain 
of the Chriſtians died, to the grief of all the Con- 
federate Princes there not being a man left whoſe 
Council, and Condu&t in Martial affaires equalled 
his, but this grief was ſomewhat alayed upon cer- 
tain News that Mahbomet the great Snltan was like- 
wiſe departed this Life, dying about the latter end 
of Fanuary, Amo 1604. When he had lived. 44 
years,and thereof Reigned 8, being altogether puſil- 
lanimous and given up to plcalure, and lyes buried 
in a Chappel of white Marble at Conſtantinople, near 


to the Church of St. Sophia; in whoſe, ſtead Ach- 
mat his Third Son was faluted by: reaſon. of the 
death of his two Elder Brethren, one of which was 
ſtrangled by the Commandment of his unnatural

The Life 'of Achmar the Eighth Emperaur 
of the Turks, and firſt of that Name. 


Pon the death of AMahomer the, Third his-Son 

MA Achmat then bur. fifteen years of Age, was'by 
the great Baſſa's and men of War faluted Emperor, 
having purchaſed the good will of the latter at two 
Millions and a-half of Aſpers ; upon which after he 
was ſolemnly Crowned , he ſent Ambaſſadors to 
the King of Perſia, as he likewiſe did to the Empe- 
ror , but according to the proud humour of his 
' Predeceſſors his detmands were {o unreaſonable, that 
they would not” be: accorded to, neither in' Exrope 
nor:/Hſia, whereupon the Turks ere the Treatywths 
S564! with Tthe'' Emperour , /under pretcnce'*6f 
Friendſhip indeavoured to ſurprize Peſth, but®by 
the vigilancy of the Garriſon Souldiers were put by 
thetr purpoſe, which Treacherous dealing made ma- + 
nifeſt the Treaty was utterly broken off, whereup- 
cn great preparations were made for War on 
either ſide, during which time the Perſian King was 
not idle, proſecuting his Wars had recovered al- 
oft; all that the Turks had taken from his Pre- 
deceſſors. Yet the Turks leſſened his vi&tory, and 
the more to amuſe the Chriſtians ſpread a falſe re- 
port, that near unto Babylon his Army was over- 
thrown, and himſelf taken Priſoner, not forget- 
ing to magnihe the Forces of their Emperour, who 
indeed for his years was very aCtive in the affairs of 
es: | Go- 
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Government though cruel withal towaris his owin 
Subjects, and farther they gave 1t out that at once 
he intended to invade with paiſſant Armies, both 
Hungary and Perſia ; purpoling to annex them to 
the Ottoman Empir? : but theſe great words (though 
in truth the Chriſtians were mere negligent in their 
preparations then the occaiion required) proved but 
Ar. | 
But leaving the Turks awhile I ſhall ſurvey the 
miſeries of the once fertile Countrey of Tranſylva- 
ia, Which now through civil diſcord amongſt 
themſelves, and -Rebellion againſt the Emperour 
was ſo ſpoiled, that Famine coming faſt on . them 
for want of the Earths due increaſe , it by long 
continuance reduced them to that extremity that the 
Peaſarits aad poorer ſort of people, having eatenup 
for dainties all the Dogs, Cats, Mice, Rats, and 
live Horſes, [fell ro eating fuch ſtarved Beaſts as 
through waht they found: to have periſhed if the 
Woods and Fields ,' and at length when nothiny 
was-:left they fed upon human fleſh; -men. -cating 
men', and Wgmen ' their Children ; yea Thieves 
and MalefaQtors hanged-for their Villanies, were by 
the miſerable nevpþle cut down and eaten, ito rente- 
dy: which the 'Emperour cauſed to be aſſembled the 
States of the -Proyince , wherein it: was accorded 
that ali HoſtHities ſet aparty the Gentlemen of Trar- 
ſiloavia having by: thetr Rebellion forfeited their 
Lives and Lands: ſhould be pardoned as to: Life, 
with ; three fourth parts of their Lands reſerved 
ante them, and that for ready money they might 
- of the Emperour redeem the fourth part, but con- 
cerning the moveables of ſuch as _ wete.dead in the 
tinge of trouble, and already confiſcated to the Em- 
perours they ſhould fo remain; and that they ſhould 
pay their tenths of their Wines and Fruits to the 
L 1-4 Em- 
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Exmperonr, and that no other then the Romiſh Re- 
« ligion ſhould be exerciſed in that Province, and that 
Clauſenburg and Cronftad ſhould within three weeks | 
after pay the one Twenty Thouſand Dollars, and 
the other Eight Thouſand,and that the Governours 
of thoſe Towns ſhould put their Keys into the 
hands of the Emperours Leiutenant. And laſtly, 
That the Gentlemen who would not be acccunted in 
the number of the Rebels, ſhould tor th: iafety of 
their perſons take Letters of Pardon from the ſaid 
Lientenant. This pacificaticn gave ſome little 
hopes to the diſtreſſed Tranſylvanians, but it laſted 
not long, for the Nobility weary of the German 
yoke ſoon revclted from the Emperours obedience, 
and again took up Arms, which plunged them into 
their former miſeries; wherein for a while I muſt 
leave them and return again to the Turkiſh af- 
faires. 
The ſeveral Hoſtilities having baniſhed all hopes 
of Peace, ſeveral skirmiſhes paſſed between the 
Chriſtians and Turks, in which the latter were for 
the moſt part: put to the worſt, and had been more 
diſtreſſed had not the Imperial Souldiers mutined, 
and for want of pay ſpoiled the Countrey of 
Auſtria even within the ſight of Fienna, the Sub- 
urbs of which City they had ſacked, had not the 
Governour come againſt them with a great power, 
and forced them to lay down their Arms, cauſing 
the Ring-leaders to be puniſhed with death and im- 
priſonment. But whilſt theſe things were doing 
Zellalywas driven out of Boſna, by Zeffer Baſla ſent 
in order thereto by the» Sultan with a great power, 
yet the better to calm his high Spirit, and to make 
the 4ſian Rebels haye a better opinion of the young 
Emperour, he was made Governour: of Temeſwar, 
and ſo became a mortal Enemy to the Chriſtians, 
| his 
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his firſt undertaking being to ſurprize LZippa, but 
therein found ſuch bad ſucceſs, that he hardly re- 
covered his own Garriſon, leaving moſt of his men 
dead behind him, and ſoon after a terrible fire hap- 
pening in Caniſia layed it almoſt walſt, firing the 
Magazine of Powder and blowing up the Cirtradel, 
Towers, Houſes, and Wall, ſo that had any forces 
of the Chriſtians been near in that General conſter- 
nation, they might eaſily have ſurprized it, after 
which loſt the Turks ſuſtained another for Two 
Hundred of the Garriſon of Banda, going abroad 
to forrage, were by the fallying of the Garriſon 
of Peſth all cut off. 


 Douaring theſe ſtirs the reſtleſs Tranſylvanians hay- 
* ingcalled to their aſſiſtance divers Turks and Ter- 
» tars, had ſeized upon ſeveral ſtrong places, driving

them who were but few in number, and eaſily over- 
thrown, as being by Famine bereaved of their 
ſtrength, they were moſt of them put to the Sword z 
after which the Haducks robbed the poor Vill

| to their greedy deſires. So that all was again redy- 
 ced to the ſame extremity as before, and when the 
aid Captain was by the Letutenant Commanded to 
reſtrain his men from commirting any more ſuch out- 
rages, he anſwered, that it was impoſſible to keep 
Souldiers in order amidſt extremity of Famine, for 
that the belly was an inexorable uſurer, which took

Daring theſe troubles in Hungary, Bethlem Habor, 
chief of the Rebels in Tranſylvania aſliſted by Becks 
beres Baſſa, with four thouſand Turks, entered the 
Province, to have taken poſſeſſion thereof, in the 
abſence of Bafta, but being incountered by Count 
Tambire, when he ſuſpefted no ſuch matter, he was 
overthrown, and a thouſand of his men ſlain, 
himſelf and the Bafſa hardly eſcaping , and three 
dayes after the ſaid Connt, lighting on fveral 
Troops of Turks ſent to the aſliſtance -of the Re- 
bels, by the Baſſa of Temeſwar, put moſt of them 
to the ſword, yet the Rebellion. ceaſed not ſo, for 
one Bxscay a diſcontented German, having "ayes 
ht . = 
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great number of deſperate fellows to: take part with 
him, and countenanced by the Grand Signiour, took 
the field in the upper Hxngary, againſt whom Belgso- 
ſia a valiant Captain advanced with ſuch Forces as 
he in haſte could muſter up, but ſuch was his 1ll hap, 
that joyning battle: he was overthrown by the Re- 
bels, and moſt of his Souldiers ſlain, after which 
defeat of the Imperialiſts the City of Caſſonsa was 
ſurrendered to the Rebels, upon notice of which 
Baffa having gathereda conſiderable Army marched 
againſt Botscay, to you a ſtop to his proceedings er 
of any more of the Hungarian 
Cities, yet the people Generally fayouring their 
cauſe which wore a mask of Religion and Liberty, 
the number daily increaſed, and notwithſtanding the 
diligence of Baſfa, many ſtrong holds were put 
into their hands, yet after a tedious march, the re- 
nowned Lieutenant, put to flight the forerunners of 
their Army, and after many difficulties, and the loſs 
of ſeveral of his Souldiers, came to a pitched field, 
of which after a cruel and bloody fight he won, 
putting Botscay and his Rebel followers to flight, 
with great ſlaughter, and by that means recovered 
many Cities and Caſtles that had caſt off the Empe- 
rors obedience, and taken part with the Rebels. 


The Turks in Perſia fared little otherwiſe then 
thoſe in Hungary, for Cicala Baſla, with all his For- 
ces were overthrown by the Perſian King, and the 
City of Babylon, now called Bagdat taken, of which 
he ſent to advertize the German Emperor, intreat- 
ing him to joyn hands with him for abating the 
Turks pride, which he was reſolutely determined to 
do, reſolving not to give over the war till he had 
ſtripped him out of all his Cities in ſia, and there- 
fore deſired the Emperor to ſend an Ambaſſzdor = 

confer

confer with him about a laſting peace, which was 
accordingly done; nor were they all the troubles 
the Turkiſh. Empire ſuſtained, for by reaſon of 
ſome differences between the Baſſas of Damaſcoand 
Aleppo, they wage mortal battle one with the other, 
wherein the latter was overthrown, and flying to 
his City, there beſieged, till compelled therto by fa- 
mine,. he yiclded' to what the Baſſa of Damaſed 
demanded ;' about what time Sultan Achmats firſt ſon 
was born, for which there was great rejoycing at 
Conſt aztinople. 

Azmno 1605. The troubles in Hungary and Tranſyl- 
Pania more and more increaſed,- the _— 
accalioned by the Biſhops (in- their late aſſembly 
paſſing a decree. that all of the reformed Religion 
ſhontd be burnt, or baniſhed, againſt which wicked 
Decree, though the Nobility of the Kingdom openly 
proteſted againſt, yet were their Churches ſeized, 
and Publick- and Private worſhip forbidden, as alſo 
the reading of the Bible ; to redreſs which griey- 
ances, Baſta promiſed redreſs, but Botscay having 
made' them a ſtirrap to help him- into the ſaddk 
would hearken to no peace, unleſs Tranſylvania 
might be: delivered to him, and that the Liente- 
nant of- Hangary might be a Hmgarian born; and 
that all offices might be beſtowed upon Hungarians, 
and the Soukiers of other Nations withdraw ex- 
cept: ſuch- as were in Garriſon, and thoſe not to 
paſs their appointed limits;and laſtly, that Hang arian 
Souldicrs/ſhould receive- the Emperors pay, and that 
when ever an- Aſſembly of the Eſtates was - held at 
Preiburg,- the Emperor himſelf ſhould be there in 
perſon. Theſe propoſils were ſent to'Baſta by'two 
Hungarians, but without ſucceſs, whereupon all man- 
ner of Holtilitiss were vſed, and more-ſpoil made 
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in a ſhort- time, then the Turks had done in many 
ears. 

: Theſe inteſtine troubles gave the Turks opportu- 
nity to polkeſs themſelyes of the Cities of Yacia 
and Yicegrade, and committed great outrages in ma- 
ny places, and what was more to the diſadvantage 
of the Emperor, the, Hadzcks his chief ſtrength fa- 
vouring the Rebels, revolted from him, which 5afts 
percelving, and finding his Farces daily to decreaſe, 
procured of the Emperor a General pardon for all 
offences paſt, as well Temporal as Eccleſiaſtical, 
promiſing upon their ſubmiſſion to reſtore them to 
their Liberties, priviledges, and Religious wor- 
ſhip as formerly exerciſed, and that no man ſhould 
be moleſted, by vertue of any Decree made by the 
Biſhops, &c. this pardon was proclaimed with the 
beat of Drum and ſound of Trumpet in ſeveral pla- 
ces upon Which ſome of the Nobility, whoſe Eſtates 
lay in danger to be ſpoiled by the Souldiers, came in 
and ſubmitted themſelves, yet the Rebels Army was 
no whit leſſened, but rather increaſed , inſomuch 
that the Hadacks drawing themſelves apart beſieged 
Sacinar, in which was an Imperial Garriſon, and 
after divers aſſaults took it, and marching from 
thence indeavoured to have ſurpriſed the ſtrong Ca. 
{fe of Tocay, but their deſign was fruſtrated by the 
ſtout reſiſtance of thoſe in Garriſon ; but that which 
had like to have proved worſt of all to Ba#7a was the 
mutiny of hisown Souldiers, which he hardly ap- 
peaſed with a great ſum of mony. 

The Hadzcks ſtill roaming about as men greedy of 
prey, lay ſiege to Fileck, which after ſome loſs they 
took, and placed a ſtrong Garriſon therein ; upon 
which Ambaſſadors were lent to #oſcay the head of 
the Rebels, to treat with him in the Emperors name, 
about a peace; but without receiving any ſatisfaction, 
they 
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they were forced to return, the Rebel declaring 
that if they came from the Eſtates of Hw:gary he 
would give them Audience, but if from the Empe- 
ror the Articles of peace he had propoſed, he ex- 
pected to be confirmed without delay, if the Em- 


peror expected any, and after the departure of the 


Ambaſſadors ; he ſent forth his Letters mandatory to 


Aſſemble the Nobility at Serentium, on the ſeven=- 
teenth of April to ſettle the affairs of the King- 
dom, many of which accordingly met , but con- 


cluded on nothing material, the Rebel and: ſuch 
as were of his faction ſtill over-ruling them in all 
their conſultations, as well knowing the Emperors 
Forces for the moſt part had their hearts with him, 
which cauſed them frequently to mutiny and re- 
proach their Commanders, under pretence of want- 


ing their pay. The Haducks now increaſed in num- 


ber poſſeſſed themielves of Newhawſel, Cibinium, Dort - 
feldand Schemnitze. 


Thus whilſt all Hungary, Auſtria, and Stira were 
asSit were ina flame. The Turks again beſieged ſe- 
veral Caſtles which at that time were governed by 
valiant Captains, ſo that they prevailed not greatly 
yet the General confuſion made the Emperour deſi- 
rous of Peace, in order t> which he ſent S:g:ſmund 
Forgat with full inſtruftions to Kyrpa where the 
Eſtates of Hungary were to aflemble, thither like- 
wiſe came ſeveral Commiſſioners from Borſcay and 
the Turkiſh Baſſa's of Buda, Peſth, &c. when as in 
the mean time other Imperial Miniſters were ſent 
to Comara, to Treat only with the Turks, they 
having ſo required but the demands of the Turks 
and Rebels were ſo unreaſonable, that many believed 
they only ſet that treaty on foot to protract the 
Preparations of the Imperialiſts, ſo that all hopes 


of 
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of an amicable goncluſion vaniſhing, fierce War be- 
gan to rage more terrible then betore, all the Coun- 
treys round being covered with the ſmoak of flam- 
ing Villages by day, and illuminated with ſhining 
fires by mght, nor did the Rebels ſpare to ſell the 
poor Chriſtians like beaſts to the mercileſs Turk, - 
by them to be carryed into perpetual ſlavery, nor 
deſifted from comitting ſuch cruelties as even ama- 
zed the Infidels to ſee themſelves out done. To 
prevent which outrages the Imperialiſts drawing to- 
gether in a body , ſet upon a ſtrong power of the 
Turks and Rebels, who: thought to have ſurprized 
them 1n their Camp, and after a ſharp diſpute drove 
them with great ſlaughter to the Walls of Canuſea, 
and afterwards put ſtrong Garriſons into moſt of the 
important Towns andCaſtles,which bad ſucceſs made 
the Rebels again bethink themſelves ofa timely peace 
ſo that Borſcay their Ringleader having received 
Letters of ſafe conduft from Matthias the Arch- 
Duke, came with his Wife and Children to Vienna, 
and there by frequent by conferring with the Imperi- 
al Commiſſioners,matters were ſoordered that peace 
was concluded between the Emperour and his Rebel 
Subjefts of Hungary according to the Tenour of theſe 
Articles, : 

Articles of Peace agreed upon Anno 1606. between the 
Emperor and his diſcontented Subjefts of Hungary. 

1. That from thenceforth ir ſhould be lawful for 
every man throughout the Kingdom of Hungary, to 
have the free uſe of his Religion and believe what he 
would. 

2. That ifthe Hungarians ſothought good, they 
might chuſe a Palatine for their Governor, and that 
In the mean time the Arch-Duke Matthias ſhould no 
more uſe the Title of Governour but Vice-Roy. 

3. That the Crown of Hungary ſhould ſtill. be left 


of | in the Emperors keeping. M m 24. That 
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4+ That the Biſhops that were nobly deſcended in- 
— and had Lands of their own , ſhould be 
forthwith adtnitted into the Council but the other 
Biſhops not to be ſd received. 

5. That Borſray for himſelf and his heirs mate 
ſhould ever hold Tranfiluana. 

6. That the ſame Countrey of Trafitvania fhould 
be ſtill ſabjeCt to the Kingdom of Hangary. 

7 That for his Arms he ſhould bear three Royal 
Crowns, and three open Helmets. 

8. That he ſhould no more ſtile himfelf Prince 
but Lord of part of Hungary. 

9. That they ſhould pay the Heydacks their wages 
who had leavyed them. 


10. That the harms done on both ſides ſhould for - 


ever be forgotten. 

11. That Bohemia, Moravia, Lanſniſmum and An- 
ftria ſhould not only with their Letters and Seals 
confirm the Articles, but alſo ſwear at Viera to 
keep the ſame, ſo far as they concerned them. 

12. That the Hungarians likewiſe ſhould ſend 
ſome to Vienna, who in their behalfs ſhould with 
their Letters, Seals and Oaths, Confirm and Ra- 
tifie theſe Articles. , 

13. That the aſſembly of the States of Hungary 


ſhould be referredunto a more convenient time for | 


their meeting. 

14. That theſe things being done this Agreement 
ſhould be publickly confirmed and inrolted in the 
Records of the Kingdom of Hungary. 

15. That it ſhould be lawful for the Hungarians 
by their Ambaſſadors, to invite the Princes of the 
_—_ to the Approving and Confirming of theſe 
Articles. 


Peace thus concluded with the Hungarians, the 


Treaty of Peace between the. Turkiſh Sultan -.and 


the 
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the Emperour went on, and with ſuch good ſuc- 


ceſs that a Peace was foon after concluded to the joy 
of all the Emperors Subjects, who weary with 
the continual toils and miſeries of War, were now 
defirous of nothing more then to repoſe themſelves 
in the downy armes of Peace. After which Borſcay 
called an aſſembly of the Eſtates of Hangary recom- 
mending to them the care of preſerving inviolable 
the Articles, and the ſpeedy EleCtion of a Palatine, 
and that above all things they would maintain and 
incourage the Reformed Religion, and in the next 
Aſſembly labour to have the Article for burning He- 
reticks repealed, and as much as 1n them lay to re- 
ſtore the loſt Trade of the ſpoiled Provinces. 

Theſe things done Borſcay fell ſick, which ſickneſs 
emcreaſing he greatly bewailed his late Rebellion, 
and the blood therein ſhed, wiſhing nothing more 
then that before he died, he could beg pardon for 
the fame of the whole Roman Empire, yet had not 
his wiſh, but of that ſickneſs died at Coſſovia, on the 
30th. of December, 1606. perſwading in the time 


_ of his ſickneſs fuch as had been his followers to ad- 


here to the Emperours intereſt, yet his Counſel was 
not ſo well obſerved, but that after his death (not- 
withſtanding Matthias the Arch-Duke had cauſed 
himſelf to be Crowned King of Hu2gary, including 
the Principality of Tranſtvania) there wanted not 
ſome who aſpired to the Title of Prince, which 
caufed new diſcontents, but with relinquiſhing of 
that Title they vaniſhed. 

Achmat having made Peace with the Emperour, 
reſolved to turn his arms agamſt the Perſian King 


'and Aſian Rebels, againſt whom Anno 1607. early 


in the Spring he ſent the Vizar Baſſa, who by Po- 
licy more then ftrength appeaſed the latter, when 


_ upon notice that the Balſa of Aleppo had over- 


M m 2 thrown 
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thrown the Baſſa's of Tripolis and Daucaſeco, and 
that at the requeſt of the Sultan he refuſed to lay 
down his arms, he marched -againſt him with One 
Hundred Thirty Thouſand men, which puiſſant Ar- 
my the Baſſa of Aleppo incountered with Fourty 
Thouſand, and in three Battles remained victor 3 
but upon notice that the Baſſa's of Damaſco and Tri- 
polzs, were coming to the Aid of the Vizar Baſla 
with great Forces, and he by reaſon of the loſs he 
had ſuſtained not able to withſtand their united 


power fled, with moſt of his Friends to the Moun- 


tains. Yet at the interceſſion of the Vizar Baſla 
but more for fear he ſhould revolt to the Perſean, 
he was afterwards pardoned and received into fa- 
vour : upon which the King of Perſia wrote to the 
King of Spazr, intreating him to joyn Forces with 
him againſt the common Enemy, but more eſpecially 
to ſend his Ships of War into the Gulf, and the ra- 
ther to induce him ſo to do he ſent him ſeveral rich 
preſents. 


Whilſt theſe things paſſed the Turkiſh Garri- 
ſons, who for the moſt part lived by ſpoiles, im- 
patient of Pcace with the Chriſtians committed ſome 
outrages, and ſecretly incouraged the Heyducks to 
commit more, of which Achmat having notice ſent 
ſtrictly to charge the Baſſa of Buda, not (upon pain 
of his head) to infringe the Capitulation, where- 
vpon Six Hundred Heyaucks being abroad, and not 
afiſted by the Turks as they expected, were inter- 
cepted by Humaneins an Imperial Captain and almoſt 
all of them ſlain ; yet ſoon after the kind of proling 
men aſſembling to the number of Fifteen Thouſand 
laid ſiege to Tzlesk, having for their incouragement 
received Three Hundred Thouſand Duccates, by the 
order of the Turkiſh Sultan, and great Ordnance 
(the 
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(the better to inable them to take the Town, which 
they were to deliver to the Turks) from Agra, 
upon notice whereof the H:74ri4% Eſtates Ailſem- 
bled at Presburs, bat by reaſon of th2 abſeace of 
the Arch-Dake, who by th? Empzrours appoint- 
ment was to have fat as Preiidenr, thzre was no- 
thing worthy of mention tranſatted , whereupon 
an Impzrial D:ee was allemvled at Ratisbon, where 
after debating many macters the Dzputiez of the 
ſeveral Princes feil at variance amongſt rh-mſelves, 
which ſtill increaing notwithſtanding ta? indea- 
vours uſed to preveat It, the Arch-Daike th2n Pre- 
ſident diſmiſſed the aſſembly. | 
Theſe great Councils proving fraiclefs , Tron- 
bles and Diſcontent in the unſettled Provinces of 
Hungary , Auſtria, &C. aroſe, to alay which the 
Arch-Dake cam2 to Presburg and afſekmoled the 
Eſtates, who out of themſelves chyſe Commillioners 
to appeaſe the Tumalts on foot, to hear and deter- 
mine ail Grievances, who fo well perform:d their 


truſts that Peace for a while inſued. 


Aﬀairs A 1693. ſtanding thus in Hu274ry, Ye. 
about the b2gianing of Spring Ferame Prince of Vala- 
chiadied leaving b2hind him a Son about 13 years of 
Age whom thz Empzroac aJlmitted (as yet not be- 
1ag capable to manage the affairs of Government 
under Tutors) unto the Succeſſioa of the Principa- 
lity, which thing the YValachians not being willing 
to endure, and bearing themſelves upon the Turks, 
went about to Ele another Prince, for which cauſe 
the Priaceſs, Widow to ths deceaſed Yayvad, by 
Letters certified Pollsſcie her Son-in-Laiy of the in- 
tended outrage of her Su9jet3, and having received 


'of him a great ſumm of m>ney, Leavied Ten Thou-

{and zood Soaldiecs to ſecure her S223 right, who 
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in a great Battle overthrew ſuch forces of Yalach:- 
ans; Turks and Tartars as the Nobility had raiſed to 
oppoſe the Succeſſion of the young Prince, and by 
that means preſerved the Principality to the behoof 
of her Son, be what had like to have proved fatal to 
Chriſtendom,was the difference ariſing between the Em- 
perour and the Arch-Duke Mazthias upon the latters 
laying abſolute claim to the Crown of Hungary, 
without acknowledging to hold it of the Empire, but 
when both parties had armed and matrers had like 
to have come to extremity, ſeveral Princes labour- 
ed ſo far therein that a Pacification was made,and the 
Arch-Duke having received the Inſigns of Royalty, 
from the Emperours Ambaſſadors upon acknow- 
ledging him his Soveraign, broke up his Camp and 
returned to Vienna, where he was joyfully received. 
Yet the Proteſtant Eſtates of Auſtria, refuſed to 
fwear Allegiance to him, till he had confirmed the 
Article of free exerciſe in matters of Religion, 
which he for a conſiderable time refuſing to do, 
_ Troubles had thereupon like to have ariſen ; 
or the Proteſtant Eſtates not regarding his Regal 
Authority further then ſtood with the Articles of 
Pacification, for non performance thereof betaok 
themſelves to Arms, but the Eſtates of Bohemia and 
Adrravia interpoling, all was for a while quiet, the 
King promiſing that although for fear of diſpleaſing 
the Pope and King of Spain, he could not tolerate 
the Reformed Religion, yet he would wink at the 
free exerciſe throughout his Dominions, and that 
as to. the diſpoſal of Offices and places of Truſt, he 
would make no diſtinttion in Religion, but beſtow 
them according to the merits of his Subjects; Up- 
on which the Eſtates proceeded to the Ele&ion of a 
Palatine, which honourable Dignity they beſtowed 
on Nll;ſhaſcius,a Noble man of Hungary,who faithfull y 
dit- 
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diſcharged his truſt for the ſpace of one year and 
then died to the great grief of the Hungarians, of 
whom for his great Wifdom and Uprightneſs he 
was generally beloved, in whoſe ſtead the Nobility 
elected George Turſon, who got a good eſteem a» 
mongſt them, by his pacifying the Troubles that 
immediately upon the death of Ikſhafcius aroſe in 
Bohemia about. Religion. 

Anno 1698 on the 19 of Oftober, the Twkiſh Am- 
baſlador came to the Emperors Pallaceat Prague, 
having by the way vilited the new King of Hungary, 
where being received with the reſpect due to his 
Character, he delivered the preſent icant by his Ma- 
ſter the Grand Signeor, which were principally 2 
Rich Tent of divers Colours moſt curiouſly wrought 
with Pearls of great value, four couragious horſes 
trapped with Gold and precious Stones, certain 
Turkiſh weapons ſet and garniſhed with precious 
Stones, a Princely Turkiſh Robe, ſuch as they 
uſe at their Marriages, Gliſtering with Gold and: pre- 
tious ſtones, with divers other rarities of lefſer va- 
lue, together with which he delivered dehmers Let- 
ters, and withall defired the confirmation of the 
Peace before made for twenty years, to be again re- 
newed ; after which he was honourably treated and 
diſmiſfed with the Emperors Letters to the Saltazy 
and many rare preſents, no whit inferiour to tho 
he brought, and with a train of two hugdred hayſe 
conducted him to the Turkiſh Frontiers. 

In the year 1629, nothing worthy of mention 
happened, but the year following, the King of Per. 
ſi4 having overthrown the Turks Forces, ſent to ſtay 
the current of his Victories, entred into the Pro- 
vince of Babylon, with an intent to annext it to his 
other Conqueſts, which ſo alarmed Achmer, that, 
Leavying a great power he f:nt them under the 
Leading of Naſſ# Baſſa, to ſecure his Territories on 
M m 4 tha 
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that ſide, but ſuch was the evil fortune of the Baſſa, 
that joyning battle, he was overthrown, and twen- 
ty thouſand of his men ſlain; after which good ſuc- 
ceſs the Perſian King ſent other Ambaſſadors to 
the Roman Emperor, with many rich preſents to 
incite him to break his League with the Turks, but 
notwithſtanding the many pregnant arguments uſed 
by the Amaſlador, the Emperor could not be indu- 
ced to break his faith, but diſmiſſed him with a re- 
turnof preſents, and many thanks to his maſter, for 
the reſpect he had towards him, and his care for the 
Chriſtian Commonwealth. 

About. the ſame time the Knights of Malta putting 
ſeveral Galleys to ſea, fought the Turks Galieys with 
various ſucceſs, ſometimes one prevailing, and ſome- 
times the other ; nor did the Duke of Tuſcany leſs 
annoy them with a ſquadron of Gallies, under the 
command of Admiral 7#ghiraim, who running along 
The coaſt of Barbary took many Turkiſh Gallyes, and 
landing his men in divers places, ſpoiled the Country 
and took greate booties ; nor fared the Moriſques or 
new Chriſtians in Spain this year to their contents, 
for the Spaniſh King upon a Capricio Baniſhed them 
out of his Dominions to the number of yoo thouſand 
perſons, moſt Mrores and Fews, who for profits 
ſake had ſuffered themſelves to be baptized, but now 
upon the Publication of the Kings Edict, they were 
forced to wander like vagabonds over the face of the 
earth to ſeek new places toreſide in; at what time 
there happened a conteſt between Auley Xequy King 
of Feſs, and Muley Sidan his younger brother, which 
increaſed to that height that mortal wars aroſe,when 
after many fields fought;the latter prevailed,and poſ- 
feſied himſelf of the Kingdom, which cauſed the for- 
mer to flye into Spain,there to crave aid of King Phil- 

. tip, who inconlideration of the Barbarians promiſe to 


del- 
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deliver Alarachea ſtrong Town ſeated on the mouth 
of the River Luc#s, in the Kingdom of Feſs, into 
his poſſeſſion, furniſhed him with 100 thouſand 
Duccates, therewith to leavy Souldiers in his own 
Countrey,and ſent with him likewite his ſhips of war, 
under the conduct of the Marqueſs of St. Germarnes, 
manned with ten thouſand Spaniards, who coming 
before the Town, landed the King, who was recely- 
ed by ſeveral of his friends into a ſtrong Caſtle that 
guards the mouth of the River, which he put 1ato 
the hands of the Spaniard, but it was no ſooner known 
that he had ſo done, but the Mores from all parts 
run to their Arms, ſo that e'r they could poſleſs 
themſelves of the Town, an obſtinate. fight was 
maintained for the ſpace of three hours, in which 
ſpace five hundred Spariards and three thouſand 
Moores were ſlain, but in the end the formerpre- 
vailed, and poſſeſſed themſelves of that ſtrong place, 
which had by them been ſo often' deſired, the news 
of which cauſed great rejoyCing in Spazv. This year 
was fought a great battle between the Son. of the late 
deceaſed Cham of Tartary, and his uncle, upon the 
latters uſurping the Jmperial dignity, during the 
formers remaining a hoſtage at Conſtantinople,in which 
40009 men were ſlain, and the Victory reſted upon 
the rightful Heir. 

Anno 1611, ſuch a Contagion happened in Cou- 
ſtantinople that it ingendring a Peſtilence, which ra- 
ged ſo vehemently that thirty thouſand diedin one 
month, and amongſt the reſt,one of 4chmars ſons,nor 
did the Barron of Salignac the French Kings AmbaF- 
{ador eſcape, to ſucceed whom as ſoon as the Morta- 
lity ceaſed, the Barron of Mole was ſent, who up- 
on his arrival, after having vitited the 44xfrs or. 
Chief Mahometan Prieſt, and the great Baſla's of 
the Court, himſelf and his retinue were attired in 
1ur- 
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Turkiſh habit fno Ambaſſadors being permitted in 
the proper habit of their own Countrey to approach 
the Sultan). was condutted to have his Audience of 
the Grand Seigneour, through a litre Court paved 
with Marble; after which, he entred the Royal 
Chamber, which was inriched on one ſide with many 
Pillars of Marble, and ſquare ftones of the ſame, 
beautified with two Fountains, on either ſide the 
planchers were gilt with Gold, and the Walls In- 
ameled with flowers, and the flour covered with 
cloath of Gold and ſilver, at the entery of which 
ftood ſix Capzgs or Royal Porters, two of which 
taok the Ambaſſador by either arm to lead him ta 
the Grand Seigneor (a Ceremony pretended for ho- 
nours ſake, but indeed to prevent any violence, that, 
upen ſuch near acceſs may be offered, and has been in 
uſe eyer fince Amuwrath the firſt was ſtabbed in the 
helds of Coſſovia) and the reſt carryed the preſents; 
io that the Ambaſſador having kiſſed the hem 
of the imperious Turks Garment , was carry- 
ed out another way backward, becauſe it ſhould not 
be faid that the Miniſter of any Forrein Prince turn- 
ed his back upon the Emperor, in like manner his at- 
tendants fared, being obliged to withdraw till the 
Infidel was more at leifure, for as then he ſtood 
peeping out at a window to view ſome diſports 
that were made below for his diverſion and a while 
after being admitted,he delivered his letters written 
tn the Turkiſh Language, and ina pithy Oration, 
delivered what elſe he had ip charge. 


Notwithſtanding the Peace between the Imperia- 
lifts and the Turks, the latter ceaſed not covertly 
to ſtir up diſſenſions, by which means they procu- 
red the revolt of Gabriel Battors Vayved of Tranſulus- 
ia, who railing a great power, chaſed Raguile 
Prince 
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Prince of Yalachia aut of his Principality,who there» 
upon fled to Coſtantine Vayved of Adeld avia, when res 
inforced by the Meldavian, he returned again, and in 
a great battle overthrew Gabriel, forcing him to flye 
with his {catered Troops to Hermſiad, where he comr- 
mitted many Cruelties under pretence that the Ct 
tizens went about to deliver him into the hands of 
his mortal enemies. The diviiion ſtirred up Fort- 
gatſie the King of Hungary to pals into Tranfytvania, 
to reduce the revolted Cities to the Kings obedience, 
but being waylaid, he was forced ta travel through 
defart places, where through famine and diteates that 


ragedin his Camp, moſt of his men dyed ; fo thar 


fearing to fall into the hands of thoſe he intended 
to opprefs, he fled intq Polonia with a flender Train, 
yet ended not the trouble, for by this time the 
Turks had ſtirred up difcontents in Moldawie, by 
knding thither a Competitor to wreſtle with Cax- 


ſtantine for his Principality, but finding himſelf too 


weak,and not aſlifted as he expected, fled to Conſtants» 
nople, there to crave aid of Achmer, but finding mae 
ny delays he travelled to the Courts of many Chri- 
ſtian Princes, and amongſt others came inta England, 
and made his application to King Fames, who moved 
with his heavy complaints, and fpecious pretences 
of juſt claim to the Principality of 4o/4avia, thar 
his Majeſty was pleaſed bountifully to relieve him, 
and by his Letters to recommend him to the care of 
Sir Themas Glover, his Ambaſlador then reſiding ar 
—_—_— who recommended him to the Grand 
Signeur, but ſuch were the counterplots of Conftan- 
tne, that by bribing the great Batla's he not only 
prevented him in his purpoſe but greatly indangered 
his being made away, which had certainly happened 


' had not Sir Thomas ſheltered him under his prote&ti- 


on, and by fortifying his houſe, daunted the blaod- 
thirlty 
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thirſty 74arzizaries, whom the Grand Viſter had im- 
ployed to take him thence by Force, but Sir Thomas 

ing ſoon after recalled ; The Moldavian deſpairing 
to obtain the Principality he fo much deſired, in a 
rage renounced the Lord that bought him, and im- 
braced the Tarkiſh ſuperſtition, whereupon he was 
made Bzy of Burſa in Aſia, but enjoy2d not that 
dignity loug e'r Nſuf Baſſa returning from the Per- 
fan war, diſpoſſeſſed him. 


This year the Gallyez of Florence, Mita and Na- 
ples, greatly endamaged the Turkiſh Dominions on 
the Sea-Coaſt;, taking likewiſe fyeral rich prizes, 
and amonglt the reſt the Carravar Gaily coming 
from Ezypt, to Conſtantinople, with the Tribute of 
that rich Kingdom, ſinking at the ſam? rim? five 
others, and deſcending upon the Iflz of L250, and 
took the Toivn from which the [{land takes its name, 
putting anumOer of Turks to the ſword, and taking 
a great ſpoil, and ſoon after entered the Bay of C- 
ranth {0 ſecretly, that Landing they ſurprize1 the 
City, ſacked it and carryed away,b2lid23 a rich booty 
five hundred ſlaves. 

Theſe things mide the Turkiſh Sulrzz wiſh for 
, peace with the Pe-ſtan, that he might bs at leaſare 
to turn his Arm; upon the Chriſtians, eſpzcially 
upon the Knights of Mura, who greatly obſtrut- 
ed his Navigation, and that which furthered his 
purpoſe was the arrival of the Perſia» Ambaſſador 
at Onſtantinzple, whereapon to welcom him he con- 
cluded a Marriage between /dehemer Baſla, fon to 
Cic#/a, late dzceaſed, and his Siſter, and another 
between Aechmet Balla his great Admiral, and his 
Eldeſt daughter, which were cellebrated with all 
imaginable ſpl:ndor, bat ſoon after the Peſtilence 
began again to rage in that great City, whereupon 
Achmat 
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Achmat withdrew himſelf to his rural Palace at 
Durat Baſla, where whilſt he was viewing the Moſque 
that he had cauſed to be built, a Dariveler or T urksſb 
Monk, caſt at him a ſtone with ſuch force that it over- 
threw him ; whereupon the Traytor was ſeized, and 
ordered by Torture to be conſtrained to confeſs 
what moved him to thar outrage; but the officers of 
the Port with out further examination the next 
day executed him, which made ſome conjecture, that 
either they or ſome great men whom they fayoured, 
ſet him on work. 

During theſe Paſſages Moldavia groaned under Clan- 
deſtine Tumults,the Turks ſtill endeavouring to de- 
poſe Conſtantine, and he with all his power on the 
contrary, labouring to ſupport his dignity, ſo that 
the Villages in all places went to Rack, the Countrey 
for the moſt part being laid waſt; to calm which 
differences the Polonian Ambaſlador came to the 
Court of Conſtantinople, expefting a ſudden Audi- 
ence, but was contrary to his expeCtation, after ſix 
weeks attendance clapt up in priſon, with notice 
that he could not be delivered till ſuch time as the 
two Capigss which Conſtantine carryed Captive into 
Polonia, nor was Traxſylvania free from fra(tion and 
civil diſſenſion occaſioned by one Gezy ſet up by the 
Baſla of Buda, to oppoſe the Palatine of Hungary, 
to whom that Province, according to the late Arti- 
cles of peace does appertain, but the upſtart finding 
his Forces too weak too graſp the Government ſoon 
after relinquiſhed his claime. 

Achmat the more to amuſe the Perſian Ambaſſador, 
and oblige him to wonder at his greatneſs, reſolved 
to ſhew himſelf in all his pomp, and thereupon ma- 
king as if he went to Darme Baſſa to take the air, 
after a dayes ſtay, returned in this manner. Before 
him a great number of men at Arms marched on 
horſe- 
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horſe-back, and after them ſome Troops of Foot ; 
The Cadies of C1ftantrmple, or his chief Juſticers; 
Then all the Taliſmans, or thoſk of Mahomers Law 
in great number ; then the Vizar Baſfas in great 
ſplendor; after whom followed ten of the Sultans 
houſhold, leading ten goodly horſes in rich Capari- 
ſons, the laſt of which had a Bridle and Saddle 
pondered with precious ſtones, and unto the ſaddk 
was faſtned the Sahans Target, and upon! it 
were faſtened Taffels of Pearls, hanging almoſt 
with the ground, and . over thefe a horfe-cloth 
richly imbroidered with Pearl, after which follow- 
ed the reſt of the Su/rans houſhold in divers Troops, 
firſt fifty Fanizaries on foot, every one of them 
leading dogs in Leſhes, for the moſt part Iriſh-grey- 
hounds, preſented to him a little before by the 
French Ambaſſador, text to whom in order ſucceeded 
the Sulrans Fobtmen called Pelks, who were Perſ:- 
ans born, all well attired, wearing on their heads 
bonets of Silver, after the Indian faſhion, Then 
ſixty Archers, in the midſt of whom came Szlrar 
Achmat attired in a rich robe of Cloath of Gold, 
imbroidered with Pearls and Diamonds, and his ſlave 
Clad in the ſame manner, his Turbant was covered 
with a Plume of black Feathers, 1nriched with great 
Diamonds, and a chain of the ſame ſtones, about 
the lower part of it upon his fingers he had 
Diamonds of tuch largenefs, as they caſt adtnira- | 
ble light; his horſe had Capariſons imbroidered 
with Diamonds, Pearls, and other precious ſtones, 
the Ground being Gould, and the ſtirrups of beaten 
Gold ſet with Diamonds, and from his Horſes neck 
hung great Taſlels of Pearl, of a more than ordi- 
nary f1ze ; after him there followed three men on 
Horſeback, the one carrying his Cloak, the other 
his arms, and the third his Imperial Tarbant, and 
theſe were attended on by certain Efquires on horſe- 
_ back- 
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back. Then came the Mufick after the Turkith 


manner, conſiſting of ſixty men on Hotſeback, 


' which played upon Fiefs , Chardons and Trutn-. 


pets ; next followed one hundred of the Szltans Pa- 
ges bravely mounted, followed by as many En+ 
nuches, fifry of which carryed each of them a Fal- 
con upon his fiſt, having their heads inriched with 
Diamonds; after them came thirty Guards of the 
Port, and fifty Falconers and Huntsmen, richly at- 
tired, each of them carrying upon his ſaddle bow 
a Leopard covered all but the head with a Cloath of 
Gold attended on by an other train of Pages, very 
beautiful, choſen from amongſt the Tribute infants, 
having their Garments beſet with pretious ſtones, 
the ground being Cloath of Gold curled, and after 
theſe followed a Troop ot youths in plain attire, 
who were appointed to ſerve the pages ; 'The rear 
of which proceſſion was cloſed with all the great 
Officers of the Txrkz# Empire,that were then reſident 
at Conſtantinople, and to make the Magnificence more 
compleat, as the Archers paſſed by the Szltans lodg- 
ing 100 pieces of Silk, were caſt amongſt them. 
Four days after this pompous ſhew Achmat gave Au- 
dience to the Perfiay Ambaſſador, who prefented him 
on the behalf of the King his Maſter, with 100 Bates 
of Silk, a Beazor ſtone, as big as a mans fiſt, 9 bags of 
Turquoiſes of a foot and half long, and above a finger 
broad, ſeveral rich pieces of Tapiſtry, interwoven 
with Silk and Gold, with ſome other things of great 
price,amongſt which hedelivered his maſters Letters; 
whereupon they began to treat of peace, which ſoon 
after was accorded principally upon theſe Articles : 
Firſt, That the Perſiaz King ſhould pay unto the 
Turkiſh Szlear yearly by way of Tribute two 
hundred Camells Loads of Silk, That the King of 
Perſia*s Son ſhould be called Baſſa of Tavr:is, and _ 
the 
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the Cad; or Soveraign Judge of that City ſhould be 
ſent from Conſtantinople. 

The Peace thus concluded to the advantage of the 
Turks anddiſhonour of the Perſians, the Ambaſſador * 
with many rich preſents, was diſmiſſed, leaving all-' 
moſt all his Retinue behind him dead of the plague 
nor did he long ſurvive them; for upon his arrival 
at Taurs, his maſter underſtanding upon what di{- 
honourable Terms he had concluded the peace, cauſed 
his head to be cut off, and ſent back the Chiaus that 
was come with his Ambaſſador to ſee him {wear the 
peace, ſo that not long after all vaniſhed into no- 
thing. 

During theſe Tranſaftions, Rodolphns the Emperor 
died, to ſucceed whom the EleCtoral Princes made 
choice of his brother 14arthias King of Hungary, who 
vpon his taking upon him the Imperial ſway, / id his 
Ambaſſadors to Conſtantinople to intreat a confirma- 
tion of the peace made between his brother deceaſed, 
and the Sultan, and to complain of the daily out- 
rages committed in his Province of Tranſylvania, but 
the Turk who keep no League any longer then 1t 
turns to their advantage, not only refuſed to re- 
dreſs the grievances in Tarſylvania, but denyed the 
Emperor to have any right to that Province , al- 
though in the League it was expreſly mentioned,that 
Botscay dying with out Heirs male, the Principality 
ſhould totally remain 2 member of the Roman Em- 
pire, but after all was ſaid that could be ſaid, the 
Ambaſſador was diſmiſſed without the fatisfaCtion he 
expected. 

About the end of September, Anno 16 12, great trou- 
bles aroſe in the Kingdoms of Feſs and Aforocco 0C- 
caltoned Þy a quarrel b2tween the Prince Xersf- 1u- 
ley-Cidan and Yerif-Iiuley- Achet-Ben-Aadula his ne- 
paew, whea afcer many battles fought b2tween 

F them, 
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them, the latter was overthrown, and in his flight 
ſlain, . having drawn the people into Rebellion 
againſt his uncle under the pretence of a Propheſic 
that foretold his riſe, and the flouriſhing State of 
Barbary under his Government , which Prophecy 
himſelf not long before invented, yet many imagi- 
ned that he dealt by inchantment, and often would 
he boaſt that no Bullet could hurt him, and indeed 
many were the Victories he gained over Gaan,even 
with a handful of men in compariſon to the great 
Armies which C:dan lead againſt him, his Allegation 
was that he was ſent from Heaven to purge the 


world of wicked men. 

Abourthis time the Eſtates of the United Provinces under Prince 
Maurice, ſent Cornelius Hage their Ambaſſador to Conſtantinople with 
Commiſſion to treatof the deliverance ofthe C aprive Hollanders,that 
had bin taken by the Turkiſh Gallies, and torequire free Traffick in 
all the Ports of the Ottoman Empire in confideration of which to 

ropoſe perperual Amity with the Sultan, in all which he ſucceeded 
o well;that the Spaniſh King was not a little grieved therear,though 
himſelf was afterward obliged to enter intoLeague with the Turk. 


Tranſilvania altogether diſquieted, and weakned 
by civil diſcord, the Szlran thought it a fit time to 
reduce that Province to his obedience, and there- 
fore raiſed a mighty Army and marched directly thi- 
ther but whilſt he was on his way Fortifying all the 
important places in his paſſage, Coſmo d Medic 
the great Duke of Tuſcany, ſetting out a Fleet of 
Gallies ſpoiled the Sea Coaſts in the Mediterranean, 
and took many places from the Turks and amongſt 
_ the reſt the ſtrong City of Agliman, with 2 Gallies 

that lay in the Port putting a number of Turks to 
the Sword by whoſe example ar. 1613.the Gallies of 
Sicily ſet out and deſtroyed the Turks Gallies in 
the Levant, making terrible ſpoil on the Sea- 
Coaſt landing ſeveral times on the Iſlands of Chzos, 
Samos and Cyprus , taking rich ſpoils and freeing 
many Chriftian Captives, to oppoſe whom Ten 
N n Torkilh 
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Turkiſh Gallies came but after a terrible engagement, 
{ven of them fell into the Chriſtians hands, and 
one was ſunk, the other two hardly eſcaping under 
the ſhelter of the night. 


Achmats Army arriving in Tranſlvania committed 
many outrages, but upon notice that Berhlem G abor 
was acknowledged Prince under the protection of 
the Sultan, and had ſent his ſubmiſſion to him, the 
Tempeſt of War grew calm, and the Turkiſh pow- 
er dreadful to the GermanEmpire returned to Conſtan- 
tinople, at what time Sigiſmund Battor the Warlike 
Prince of Tranſilvania, who had depoſed himſelf and 
was retired to Prague, there to lead a private Life 
died ; but the Turks upon their arrival at Cnſtan- 
tinople found the City almoſt deſolate by reaſon the 
Plague raged there ſo, that Achmat and all his fol- 
lowers retired themſelves to Darut Baſla, till the 
Contagion ceaſed, and thenin great pomp entered 
the City, publiſhing an Edi that all the Dogs 
therein ſhould be tranſported to Scutary in fea 
formerly called Ch:rſopolis, but the Inhabitants of 
that place, not willing to be troubled with ſach 
Gueſts, although provilion was allowed them, hum- 
bly beſought the Emperor to diſpoſe of them elſe- 
where, ſo that they were to the number of Fifty 
Thouſand put on ſhoar in a deſolate Iſland where 
they all periſhed. The reaſon why they were not 
killed was for that the aft had told Achmat it was 
not lawful, alledging that Dogs had Souls. 

To conclude this year 1613 the Perſian King up- 
on a ſuſpicion that the Armeniars were about to 
reconcile themſelves to the Pope, and yield obedi- 
ence to the See of KRome,which ſuſpicion was ground- 
ed upon forged Letters, he cauſed Twelve Hundred 

of them to be put to death, and kept ſtraightly 
| impri- 
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impriſoned double that number -which made the. 
Circaſſians, Georgians, and Armenians with other 
Eaſtern Chriſtians ſend their Ambaſladors to Ach- 
mat imploring Aid to protect them irom the rage 
of the Perſians, to counterpoiſe which the Perſtar 
King ſent likewiſe his Ambaſſador, but the Sultan 
would not admit him to Audience, till ſuch time 
as he heard his Maſter had ſtayed the Perlſecu- 
tion. 


Anno 1614. divers direful Prodigies were ſeen in 
Hungary, Sileſia, Auſtria, and other parts of Chri- 
ſtendom, which greatly amazed moſt people, who 
ſuppoſed them to be the forerunners of great cala- 
mities but nothing followed except the downtal 
and death of the Naſſuf the grand Vizar, who fell 
from the top of Honour into the depth of miſery 
by offending his ſoon offended Maſter, and by the 
Sultans Command was by Beſtanges Balla flain in his 
own houſe, and that Head which during the time 
he ſtood high in the Sz/rans favour, had Governed, 
the whole Orroman Empire, {ſtricken off and carried 
as a preſent to Achmar, and in his ſtead Mechmer 
who had Marryed the Sx/tans Daughter was made 
Chief Vizar. | 

Tranſylvania now rent from the German Empire, 
the Emperour laboured to recover it, and for that 
purpoſe ſent ſeveral truſty Councelors to deal with 
the Nobility to caſt off the. Turkiſh yoke, and to 
return to their former obedience; of which the - 
Turkiſh Sultan getting notice, ſent to the Emperor 
to admoniſh him to keep inviolate the peace con- 
cluded between them, and not to meddle in the af- 
fairs of Tranſylvania, though at the ſame time, by 
his Hoſtilities in Aungary he had manifeſtly broke it, 
to which the Emperor replyed he was on his part 
N n.2 re- 
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reſolved to keep the peace inviolate though the Sul- 
tan had already broken the Articles of the League, 
but as to his tamely parting with his Province of 
Tranſylvania confirmed to him by the ſame League, 
he would reſolve nothing therein till he had conſulted 
Princes of the Empire, with which anſwer the Chians 
returning to Conſtantinople. 

The Emperor Aſſembling the Eſtates, laid before 
them the juſt Grievances of his SubjeCts, and the in- 
dignitics oftered to himſelf, with the manifeſt 
breach of the League on the part of the Turks, in not 
only aſliſting his Rebels,but with great Companies of 
themſelves, making great ſpoil in his Hereditary 
Countries. To which the Eſtates anſwered, that 
with all their power they would maintain the Digni- 
ty of the Emperor,and defend the Empire, of which 
reſolve Achmat was no ſooner adverrtized, but the 
better to encourage Bethlem Gabor, to invade the 
Emperors Frontiers, he ſent him a ſtrong power un- 
der the command of Sander Baſſa, with which he 
beſieged Lippa,and bad it delivered to him, as he had 
alſo had ſeveral other places of leſs importance,which 
places were put into the poſſeſſion of the Turks, 
but to remain part of the Tranſylvanian Principa- 
lity. | 

Afairs ſtanding thus in Tranſylvania , Moldavia, 
was at the ſame afflifted, and brought low by the 
Tyranny of Stephano their Yayvod,who the better to 
{ecure him in his Eſtate, had cauſed moſt of the No- 
bility to be cruelly and ſhamefully murthered, upon 
which the Moldaviens difdaining the Tyrants rule, 
who was wont to fay, that he valued nor his Subjefts 
love, ſo they feared him, roſe in Arms againſt him, 
chooling for their Prince Alexander ſon to Jeremy 
their former Yayzed, who with a gre2t power en- 
tering the Countrey, had many ſtrong places put in- 
t0 
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to his poſſeſſion, which the Tyrant underſtandings 
and finding the. hatred of his Subjet3 generally 
bent againſt him, he fled, till ſtrengthened by a 
ſupply of Turks and Tartars, he again returned, 
and gave the Prince Battle, but was therein over- 
thrown; after which Alexander was proclaimed with 
the conſent of all the Nobility Yayvad of Moldavia, 
whereupon he ſent Ambaſladors to the Grand Seigni- 
our, to inform him that he would do nothing pre- 
judicial to his Imperial Majeſty,but that what he had 
done was at the inſtance of the Nobility, to free 
the Countrey from a Tyrant, but e'r theſe Ambaſ- 
fadors could arrive at Conſtantinople they were im- 
priſoned, at the commandmeat of the Balla of Buds, 
and being afterward put into the power Of Stephano, 
he cauſed their heads to be cur off and their bodies 
to be caſt into the Danube, and then having re- 
cruited his Forces, returned again into M»!42via, 
where in a ſecond battle he was overthrown, and 
moſt of his Army flain, himſelf hardly eſcaping to 
Mzchna Prince of Falachia; but ſoon after Alexan- 
der, having notice that the ſaid M:ichng and Hebra- 
ima Turkiſh Baſla were raiſing great Forces to aliſt 
Stephano, he ſent Boyartsk.ye his Ambaſlador to Michna 
to make him his friend, or at leaſt to perſwade him 
to deſiſt from taking part with the Tyrant, bat the 
proud Baſla, contrary to the will of the Yayvad Mic 
ua, Cauſed the Ambaſſador to be clapped in Irons, 
and ſent priſoner to Cnſtartinople, wher2 1193 his 
arrival, contrary to the Law of Nations he was con- 
demaed to the Gallies, to excuſe which, the Vay- 
vod ſent an Ambaſſador to Prince Alexa:4:r, pro- 
miſing him that unleſs it were by the abſol:c- com- 
mand of the Grand Siegniour, which he ducit not 
diſobey, he would not aſlilt his Competitor, and at 
the ame tim? it being ramoured that Beth!2::; G 22- 
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was likewiſe raiſing Forces to invade Moldavia, the 
Prince.ſent an other Ambaſſador to him, who ' to 
the Ambaſſador proteſted his innocency therein, and 
that he intended no harm to Alexander his maſter, 
but on the contrary greatly deſired his friendſhip, 
and for his fathers ſake would aſſiſt him in what lay 
in his power, but that which cauſed a great trouble 
in Moldavia was the death of Prince Viſnouviskie, who 
was poiſoned by a Greek Prieſt in receiving the Sa- 
crament, for which the imptous aCftor was fryed to 
death in a wyer Chair, having firſt confeſſed that he 
was induced to commit that helliſh exploite, 'at the 
inſtance of the Princes enemy, who upon the Prieſts 
detection were fled. 

Anno 161.. at the inceſlant intreaty of Srephano 
the Sultan ſent Skinder Baſla with a powerful Army to 
to reſtore him to the Vayvod-ſhip of Moldavia, 
whereupon Prince Alexander ſent to his friends as 
well in Polonia as in other parts of Chriſtendom,to 
Aid him againſt the Common Enemy, . and there- 
upon received great Aid, eſpecially out of Polonia, 
under the leading of Prince Cresks, who ſhortly af- 
ter Marryed the - Princeſs Alexanarina , Sifter 'to 
Prince Alexander , and having refreſhed the Army, 
the two Princes as joynt Commanders , marched 
againlit the Baſſa, and in 'a ſet battle overthrew him 
near unto Cchona, together with the Forces of Ste- 
phano, and purſuing their Victory entered Yalachia, 
where entering Bonza without reſiſtance, he was by 
the Eſtates of that Province, intreated to take up- 
on him the Yayvoaſhip; tor that they being weary of 
the Turkiſh thraldom, from which A£chna their 
Vayvod had abſoijutely refuſed to free them, they 
reſolved for that reaſon to chuſe an other, but the 
Prince refuſed the charge , he wonld not deprive 
his friend of his poſſeſſion, yet conſented that 

Prince 
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Prince Cherbanne ſon to the late Yayved ſhould take 
the charge upon him, but whilſt theſe things were in 
agitation Shindar Baſſa had gathered a great power; 
and proclaimed Michna YVayvod of Moldavia, Stephan» 
by realon of his frequent overthrows, being now fal- 
len into diſgrace with the Star, and on a ſudden the 
ſaid Baſſa with his multitude invironed the Princes 
Camp, where he together with his mother, Prince 
Coreskiey and his fair Princeſs Alexandrina were ta- 
ken priſoners, as were all the Camp, except five hun- 
dred Polonians, who under the leading of the Lord 
Tischeviſh cut their way through the Army of the 
Turks, yet for a long time the Princes remained diſ- 

uiſed amongſt the common priſoners, in hopes of 
being admitted to their ranſoms, but at length all 
except the Princeſs Alexandrina were carryed to Con- 
ftantinople ;, bur ſhe falling into the hands of a Tarta- 
r1an Captain, was carryed into Tartary, where ſhe 
was hardly dealt with, till at length ſhe was ranſom» 
ed for 3000 Chequins, having during her Captivity 
been delivered of a fair fon. 

The year following the Turks ſpoiled the Seacoaſt 
Towns of J/taly, taking many rich prizes, and had 
the like repayed them by the Chriſtian GalJies in the 
Mediterranean, and greater miſchiefs had inſned had 
not Achmet the Turkiſh Sultan died, having lived 
thirty years, and reigned fifteen, appointed by rea- 
ſon of his ſons minority, his brother Muſtapha 
whom he had a long time kept priſoner, to ſucceed 
him in the Orroman Empire.

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CHAP. XIX. 


Muſtapha the firſt of that Name Nmth Eme 
perour of the Thrks bis Life and Afions, 


| Chmat being dead Muſtapha his Brother, (the 
Firſt that had been faved alive ſince the foun- 
dation of the Orroman Empire ) ſucceeded 
him by his appointment, his Children of which Of- 
man was the Eldeſt being too weak to ſway the 
Scepter of ſo mighty an Empire. So that this Mu- 
ſtapha, brought trom a ſtraight Priſon every day ex- 
pecting Death, now advanced to a Throne to rule 
the Eaſt, forgeting his former devout Life, began 
to Tyrannize over his Subje&ts more then his Pre- 
deceſlors; which cauſed him to te hated of many, 
eſpecially for that heimpriſoned the French Ambaſ- 
ſador and his ſervants, breaking thereby the Law of 
Nations ; upon pretence that they had been inſtru- 
mental in the eſcape of Prince Coreskie out of the 
Black Tower, who by the aſliſtance of a Greek 
Prieſt deſcended from the top thereof, on a rople 
Ladder drawn up by a bottom of Packthred brought - 
in a Pie to the ſaid Prince by the Ambaſladors Se- 
cretary, though contrary to his knowledge, with 
the Prince likewiſe eſcaped one Rigaut a French Cap- 
tain, who by the aſſiſtance of the ſaid Prieſt, diſgui- 
{ed in Prieſtly Veſtments for that purpoſe prepared, 
got paſlage into /taly, netwithſtanding all the Ports 
were beſet with their purſuers. Nor was the Am- 
baſſador only impriſoned but his ſervants and _ 
el 
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ſelf evilly intreated, eſpecially the former, two of 
which were put to the torture according to the 
Turkiſh manner, which is to Iay them upon their 
Belly on a Table, and to beat their Buttocks, the 
Calves of their Lezs, and Soles of their Feet, with 
a flat ſtaff, giving them ere they ceaſe 100 or 200 
blows, yet the Servants confeſſed nothing, where- 
upon they caught a Weaver being a Turk, whoſe 
Shop was near the Ambaſſadors houſe: whom they 
tortured in the like manner, but heas the others had 
done could reveal nothing againſt the Ambaſlador, 
who for all that was obliged to pay 30000 Sultanies 
for his own releaſe and his Servants. Theſe and ſuch 
like infolencies, together with the Impriſonment of 
young Oſman and his Brethren , made the Grand 
Vizar, who was then on the Confines of Forſs to 
haſte to Conſtantineple with his Army, at whoſe ap- 
proach Oſman was taken out of Priſon and Proclaim- 
ed Emperour (ſo ſuddain are the changes of fortune 
in great as well as little affairs) and the proud Sultar 
Muſtapha inforced for fear of the inraged Souldiers 
to betake himſelf again to his Cell, or rather Pri- 
ſon, where for a while I ſhall leave him, and relate 
what happened during the Reign of Oſman, 
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CHAP. XX. 


The Life and Aftions of Olman the Firſt 
of that Name , Tenth Emperour of the 
Turks. 


HE Uncle after he had proudly Tyrannized 
for the ſpace of two Months, being depoſed, 
the Nephew was advanced to his Fathers 
Throne , being not full Thirteen years of Age, 
wherefore he was wholly governed. by the Vizar 
Baſla, as was alſo the whole Ortoman Empire, when 
the firſt thing of moment that happened was the 
complaint of the French King, by two Gentlemen 
ſent for that purpoſe, by whom he demanded repa- 
ration of the new Emperour for the indignity he 
had ſuſtained by the Impriſonment of his Ambaſſa- 
dor, and the evil treating of his Seryants, letting 
him underſtand that he could not ſend any other 
Ambaſſador to his Court to condole the Death of 
Sultan Achmat his Father, nor congratulate his com- 
ing to the Empire till he had received fatisfaftion 
from him becoming his dignity. and the wrongs he 
had received in his Ambaſlador. 

The Grand Vizar and Mufti hearing this Embaſ- 
fie, and conſidering what had paſled, advertiſed the 
young Emperour to ſend an Ambaſlador to the moſt 
Chriſtian King, to Confirm the League, and to te- 
ſtifie both by Words and Letters, how much he 


was diſſatisfied for his diſcontent ; whereupon UVrs 
Chiaus 
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Chiau was ſent with ample inſtruftions, and fo great 
an acknowledgment of the wrong done to the Ba- 
ron of Mole, that the French King reſted fatisfied, 
and calling the faid Ambaſſador home, he ſent the 
Earl of Sexz to ſucceed him as Ambaſlador at Grftan- 
tinople. : 

The War continuing between the Turks and Per- 
ſfians, about this time a great Battle was fought be- 
tween them, wherein the Turks prevailing put'the 
Perſians to flight with the loſt of Ten Thouſand of 
_-them, and thereupon the Baſla General of the Tur- 
kiſh Army, proſecuting his victory entered into the 
heart of Perſia, waſting with Fire and Sword all 
that ſtood in his way, but at length having through 
daily skirmiſhes with the Enemy, and Diſeaſes ari- 
ſing from want and evil Diet, loſt a third part of 
his Army, he accepted of the Sophies propoſals of 
Peace, which were that he would yearly pay the 
Tribute of Silks, and at preſent relieve .his Army 
with all things neceſſary. This Peace concluded by 
the Baſla was allowed on by the Emperour and Ra- 
tified at Conſtantinople , whereupon Two Hundred 
Cammels laden with Silks were for many years 
after ſent to the Emperour according to Agree- 
ment. 


Anno 1618. A fearful Comet was ſeen over. the 
City of Conſtantinople, in form likea Turkiſh Scimi- 
ter, placed near unto the Zenith under the Horizon, 
of a fiery colonr, appearing very terrible for the 
ſpace of eight nights which made many conjecture it 
the foreranner of great bloodſhed. 

Uri Chiaus returning out of France after he had 
diſpatched his affairs at that Court, came into Eng- 
land, where he was received and conducted to the 
Court, 
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Court, and had Audience of King James his Speech 
being as falloweth.

Your Majeſtics long Life and Happyneſs. 

Aiſo Your Mijeſties An)aſador at Conſtantinople, 
your Nlave Paul Pindar bowinz his forehead to the duſt 
of your Miajeſties Feet, and mit humbly kiſſing your 
Fighneſſes bleſſed Feet, hath direfted unto your Majeſty 
this bis ſubmiſſrve Letter. 


This Spzzch ended, and the Emperours Letter 
delivered with ſuch other as the O4aus brought, he 
was by the Kings command in great —_ 

uct 
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ducted to his Lodging, where after five or ſix days 
ſtay, he came again to Whitehall and made his 
conjue of leave upon his departure in theſe words, 
as near as they can be Tranſlated out of the Tur- 
kiſh Language. 


Moſt happy Emperour, as I have with my own hands 
bowing my ſelf to the duſt of your Princely feet, pre- 
Gas unto your Excellent Majeſty, the moſt mighty and 
high Sultan Oſman my Lord and Maſter his Imperial 
Letter, ſo likewiſe I beſeech your Majeſty, that you will 
be pleaſed in conformity thereof, to vouchſafe your Prince- 
ly anſwer by your noble Letter, and te deliver the ſame 
zsnto the hands of me your ſlave, and be ever partaker of 


all blefſedneſs and happineſs. 


After he had made this Oration and received the 
Kings Letters, he was conduCted to Dover by ſeve- 
ral of the Nobility, where imbarking in one of His 
Majeſties Ships he failed to Conftantinople. 

Anno 1619 great trouble aroſe in Bohemia upon 
the Emperours ſending an Army into that Country 
to ſuppreſs the Proteſtant Religion there flouriſh- 
ing, ſo that the Proteſtants tired with the cruelties 
- of the popiſh Souldiers ſent to Bethlem G abor Prince 
of Tranſilvania, to acquaint him with the ſtate of 
their affairs, who after he had obtained leave of the 
Grand Signeour, came with an Army of Eighteen 
Thouſand men into Hungary, and took many 
Towns, ſpoiling the Countrey as he went, nor ſo 
contented but he entered Auſtria, Stiria, and Carin- 
thia, ſubdued all before him without oppoſition, 
but fearing if the Bohemians ſhould be ſubdued, the 
ſtorm would fall upon him, he would not make a 
League with the Bohemians tell he was aſſured of the 
Grand Signeours aſſiſtance in caie Ris affairs required 
it 
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it whereupon he ſent his Ambaſſador to Conſtantine» 
ple, who 10 dealt with the great Baſla's of the 
Court that by their advice Oſman {wore to protect 


him, and becauſe the Oath for the ſtrange word- 


ing of it will not be amiſs to be recited I ſhall here 
inſert it verbatim.

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The Tranſilvanian by this Oath aſſured of the 
Grand Signeours favour ſent his Ambaſſadors to 
Prague, where meeting with the Commiſſioners 
ſent thither for that purpoſe by the States of Bo- 
hemia, a perpetual League was concluded, and in 
Fune following the Prince aſſembled the Eſtates of 
Hungary at Newhauſell, where he propoſed to them 
the neceſſity of raiſing an Army, to defend the Pro- 
vinces, againſt the Forces of the Imperialiſts, who 
by their great preparations made it viſible that they 
would no - peace till they had deſtroyed all the 
Proteſtants, to this motion the Eſtates conſented, 
when at the ſame time came their Ambaſſadors from 
the Grand Signeour, the Yenetians and Polonians, all 
which made in the names of the reſpective princi- 
pals a League with Gabor, which ſo much pleaſed 
the Eſtates of Hungary, willing to ſhake off the 
Imperial yoke that by the advice of their Palatine, 


8 the Tranſilvanian was proclaimed King of Hungary, 


upon which railing an Army of Fifty Thouſand 
Horſe and Foot, he ſubdued almoſt all Auſtria, Ca- 
rinthia, and Stiria, before the Emperours Forces 
could take the Field in any fit number to make head 
againſt him, at what time ſuch a fear was brought 
upon the great City of Y7ema, that with the Em- 
perours conſent the Proteſtants remaining therein, 
ſent their Deputies humbly to beſeech him that he 
would ſpare the City and Countrey for theirs their 
Wives and Childrens ſakes. - 

About this time a ſtrange apparition was ſeen in 
the Air over Medina Taluabi in Aravia, where Mx- 
homet the Impoſtor lyes buryed, which terrified all 
the Countrey thereabouts,- and was as followeth, 
about the 2oth. of September at midnight there hap- 
pened a terrible Tempeſt, accompanied with ſuch 
prodigious Thunder and Lightning , that many 
think- 
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thinking the diſſolution of all things was at hand» 
leaped out of their Beds to gaze on the Element, at 
firſt ſeeming all on Fire, and then covered with 
thick darkneſs, after which all was ſerene and calm, 
when in Arabian Charatters theſe words appeared 
in the Firmament, viz. O why will you believe in lies, 
and ſoon after a Woman beautiful to behold, arrayed 
in white and incompaſſed with rayes of Light ap- 
peared, holding in her hand a book, coming from 
the North, and oppoſite againſt her were ſeen Ar- 
mies-of Turks, Perſtazs, and other Mahometans, be- 
ing ſo conjectured by their garbs ranged in Battalia, 
ready to charge her, but ſhe keeping her ſtanding 
no ſooner opened the book bur they all fled, upon 
which a ſuddain murmur as of a Whirlwind troubled 
the Air, and immediately the lamps that were pla- 
ced about Mahemets Tomb went out, and in this 
manner the Prodigy appeared for ſeveral nights to- 
gether, whereupon a Lervice or Religious Turk un- 
dertaking to expound the meaning of that unuſual 
ſight, and declaring that it foreſhewed the over- 
throw of the HMabometan ſuperſtition, he was there- 
fore miſerably put to death, calling to the laſt up- 
on the Woman with the Book to ſave him, and he 
had no ſooner given up the ghoſt but a fearful 
Tempeſt inſued. | 
Anno 1620 Gaſparo the expulied Yayvod of Mol- 
davia aſſiſted by the Polifh Cofſacks, and ſuch other 
Troops as he could raiſe invaded Moldavia, 1n 
which the S«itan had placed another Yayvod, and in 
revenge of a deſign the Turks had to ſtrangle him 
during his Yayvodſiip, made great ſpoil putting all 
the Turks he found to the Sword, and reducing 
great part of that Province te his obedience, which 
cauſed the Sz/ran to raiſe a great power, drawing 
all his choice Forces out of both the Aſra's to the 
num- 
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number of Two hundred thouſand and cauſed a great 
Fleet of Gallies to put to Sea, which ſpolled the 
Coaſt of Sicilia and Landing Five Thouſand Turks 
in the Kingdom of Maples, ſurprized the ſtrong 
Town of Manfredonia, carry 1500 Chriſtians into 
miſerable Captivity, and then joyning with the 
Pirates of Argier they made a deſcent upon the 
Iland of 7aniſa near Majorca, poſleſſed by the Spa- 
niards, which Ifland they took making great ſpoil, 
putting to the Sword and carrying into Captivity 
all the Inhabitants. 

The Turks thus ſucceſsful at Sea made them the 
leſs doubt their ſucceſs by Land, therefore having 
found an occaſion of quarrel with the Polonian King, 
for that the Coſacks in revenge of the injury they 
ſaſtained by the Tartars, had manned out many 
{mall veſſels and ſpoiled the Turks Sea-Coaſt 
Towns upon the Boſphors, giving an overthrow to 
their Gallies, and brought away great ſpoiles) O/- 
man in perſon at the head of 300000 men, paſling 
through Moldavia which he again reduced to the 
obedience of the new Yayvod, he entered Podalia 
Anno Dom. 1621. where he found the great Chan- 
celour of Poland, and the Prince Son to the Polo- 
nian King ſtrongly intrenched with an Army of 
50000 reſolute Souldters, and becauſe he could not 
draw them out of their ſtrengths he with his mul- 
titude incloſed their Camp. So that by the fre- 
- quent attacks and allies that were made, a great 
number were ſlain on both ſides, but eſpecially of 
the Turks ; during which the Tartarian Prince then 
aſfiſting Oſman with 30000 light Horſemen march- 
ed into the heart of Poland burning and deſtroying 
all before him in a moſt terrible manner, and upon 
his return to the Camp beſides other ſpoils brought 
with him 25000 Priſoners of the poor Countrey 


A O oO peo- 
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people which his ravenous crue had ſcraped toge- 
ther , but after two months beſieging the Poliſh 
Camp, want growing great in the Sultans Army, 
and by reaſon of the advancement of the Seaſon 
ſich terrille Rains fell, that Tents, Horſes, Men, 
and Carriages were frequently carryed away by the 
impetuolity of the Torrents thereby occalioned. 
Fhe Turks defirous to depart ſent to the Chan- 
celor to treat of Peace, which at the earneſt 
inſtance of Rady!e Prince of Yalachia was hearke- 
ned to, and ſoon after accorded the principal 
points being theſe. 

Firſt, That the Emperour ſhould raiſe his Ar- 
my, and retire from the Confines of Poland, and 
that the Tartars the occaſion of this War, ſhould 
ſend an Emirze ( that is one of their Princes) to 
reſide 2s a pledge to ſecure them from inſuing in- 
curfions. The Chancelor in the Name of his Ma- 
ſter promiſing to ſend another Pledge to reſide 
in the Court of Tartary, with condition to pay 
yearly Forty Thouſand Florins as a donative from 
the King of Poland, promiſing moreover for the 
better maintainance of the Peace to maintain a Re- 
ſident in the Ottoman Court, and by every ſuch 
Ambaſſador to ſend a rich Preſent, and as the Grand 
Signours Ambaſſador that was to reſide in the 
Court of Poland, ſhould undertake to ſecure the 
incurſions of the Tartars, fo the Poliſh Ambaſſador 
ſhould undertake the ſame for the Coſſacks, and that 
the Merchants of Poland ſhould have free Trade 
with the Subjefts of the Grand Signeour making 
their uinal Prefents, and this Peace not to be bind- 
Ing till ſach time as the Achiams ſhould arrive in the 
Poliſh Court :with the overtures, and in the mean 
time a Parliament to be aſſembled for the Ratifica- 


tion of theſe Articles, 
Afﬀairs 
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Afﬀairs being brought to this paſs Oſman raiſed his 
Camp, and returned to Aarinople, having loſt in this 
Expedition eighty thouſand of his men, and of the 
Poles by reaſon of the unſeaſonableneſs of the wea- 
ther, and their, often skirmiſhes, no leſs then twenty 
thouſand periſhed. Now upon notice of the Turks 
approach, at the requeſt ot the Polonian King, the 
Emperor of Germany, had ſent to his aſſiſtance eight 
thouſand high Dutch Souldiers , upon notice of 
which Oſman in a great rage proclaimed war againſt 
the Emperor, charging him with the maniteſt breach 
of the League between them, though himſelf had 
been the firſt aggreſſor, by aiding the Tranſtlvanian, 
but the King of Poland underſtanding, that what 
had happened was upon his account, (and that Oſmar 
kept his Army on foot about Adrineple, intending to 
.invade the Emperors Countrey early in the ſpring, 
for that purpoſe having cauſed twenty thouland 
Tertars to ſtay upon the frontiers) he called the 
Turkiſh Chzaws before him, and declared that unleſs 
the Grand Seigneour his maſter changed his purpoſe 
he could not conclude with him any peace, for as 
much as he was bound to aſſiſt the Emperor his con- 
federate, if his Countries were invaded, which re- 
ſolve of the Kings being made known to Oſman by 
his Chiaws, he called a Council of his Baſſa's where- 
in it was concluded that he ſhould leave Adrinople, 
and inſtantly ſet forward for Conſtantinople, which 
was accordingly put in execution, and the Tarters 
on the Frontiers diſmiſſed, fo that the war intend- 
ed againſt the Emperor being laid aſide, news came 
that the Emir of Syria was riſen in Rebellion, and 
had poſſeſſed himſelf of the City and Caſtle-of 7r5po- 
&s; whereupon 60 thouſand Chequins weredelivered 
out of the Treaſury, to repair the Grand Seigniors 
Pavillions and Carriages , himſelf with a power- 
Qos&s full 
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full Army intending to make an Expedition againſt 
the Rebel, though contrary to the advice of moſt 
of his Baſſa's, and the Mufti, who alledged that 
it was altogether needleſs, for his Majeſty to ex- 
poſe himſelf to the 11I conveniencies of ſuch a war, 
as by the meaneſt of his Baſa's might be expiated, 
it being certain, that the Emir would not ſtand his 
Forces, but upon their approach fly into ſome part 
of Chriſtendom, ard therefore if he ſet out his fleet 
of Gallics, he would either by Sea or Land fall into 
his hands, nor was it ſafe to leave Greece to the 
attempts of the Chriſtians, who in his abſence might 
ſpoil it at their pleaſure, theſe and ſuch like rea- 
{ons cauied him to decline going in perſon, yet he 
ſent forth his Fleet and Army after the beſt manner 
{ending for Aid to A4rgzreand Twns, to awe the Spa: 
niards likewile, who had ſixty Galleys and fix Galli- 
ons at Mefſina, prepared as was then confCtured to 
revenge the taking of Marfredo, and the ſpoil the 
Turks had made upen the Coaſts of Jraly the year 
before, another Fleet of leſſer conſequence he order- 
ed to keep the black ſea, there to hinder the Coſ- 
ſacks from ſpoilizgg his Sea-Towns ; after which, 
. contrary to the Advice of his Council, he marryed 
the Grandchild ofa Sultan a wife to Pertan Baſſa, only 
for her beauty, being indeed the Paragon of her 
iex, which wedding, was performed without any ſo- 
lemnity, and truly this marriage was greatly diſli- 
xed, for that his Anceſtors for many years paſt, had 
not marryed at all in reſpett of kindred, nor taken 
any women to their Concubines of the Turkiſh race, 
in reſpect of kindred, and: that which rendred this 
yaung Prince more contemptable, was his walking up 
and down the City in diſguiſe, with a Page or two 


at the moſt, and prying into Taverns, and other 
places like a petty Officer. 


Things 
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Things being at this paſs, news cam2 from the 
Baſſa of Buda, that Bethlehem G abor had concluded a 
peace with the Roman Emperor, which greatly diſ- 
pleaſed the Sultan and his Council, eſpecially for thar 
the peace between himſelf and the Polacy was not 
yet ratified, but the Polzſh Ambaſlador daily expet- 
ed, in order thereto, when in the midit of his per- 
turbations, Sir Thomas Row Ambvaſlador from his Ma- 
jeſty of Great Brittain, arrived at the Port, and had 
his Audience, deltvering his Majeſties Letter, where- 
in he demanded redreſs of the injuries his ſubjects had 
ſuſtained by the Pirates of Algire and Twres, then in 
ſubjeXtion to the Sultan, as likewiſe the delivery of 
ſeveral of the Po!iſh Nobility, and one Scotch Gen- 
tleman, which had been taken priſoners in the late 
expedition into Poland, and among(t them the Prince 
Greskie, who had formerly made his eſcape, out of 
the black Tower, with ſeveral other things that 
might create a good underſtanding and a continuati- 
on of the League between them, ſome of which 
were granted, and the other denyed, as the Grand 
Vizier (to whom the management of that affair was 
committed) thought fir, little to the ſatisfaction of 
his Majeſties Ambaſſador, but ſoon after the Grand 
Siegneor ſent his Letter to his Majelty, containing 
a ſatisfaftory reply to all that was demanded, ex- 

cept the releaſe of the Poliſh priſoners. 


Anno 1622, The Grand Seigneur, not hearing of 
| the Duke Sbarasrkze, choſen Extraordinary Ambaſlla- 
dor for the King of Poland,to conſummare the Peace, 
he gave it out that he would g9 to Mecha, and 
; from thence to Medina in Arabia to vitit Mahomets 
} Tomb, contrary to the Corncil of Viliers, wha 
' knew not the deſign, 2nd even to the hazzard of a 
| General Revolt,tor they wers jealqus that under co-

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lour of that Voyage he had ſome other project, and 
that the Polsh Duke arriving in his abſence, would 
not follow him at a venture, nor treat with his de- 
puties left at the Port. So that thereby all hopes 
of Peace would vaniſh, which did nota little trou- 
ble the Turks, whoſe Trade was greatly impaired 
by the roving COffacks, which the Emperor under- 
ſtanding, and refiolving not to delay his journey, 
(or indeed his deiign to cut off the whole order of 
the Janizaries, for the inſolencies frequently offered 
him, by thoſe Maſterful flaves) he ſent to haſten Sba- 
raskie, upon whoſe arrival a peace was concluded, 
though much to the prejudice of his Territories In 
Hungaria, and now that obſtacle being removed, 
he ſent his Carriazes over into ſia, with all his 
Treaſure, not ſparing the Plate and Ornaments of 
his Pallace, which made the Jan1zaries miſtruſt ſome 
deſign more then ordinary, whereupon they refolved 
to ſtop his proceedings, and therefore the day be- 
fore he intended todepart, they with great clamour 
run to the Seraglio, though unarmed, aid demand- 
ed Delavir the Vizier Baſſa, Hoja the Emperors con- 
feſſor, the Caſlariaoo Governour of the women, the 
Defiardar or Treafurer,the Cadelescher or chief Judg, 
with ſome other prime officers, whom they faid had 
Counſelled their Emperor to undertake this dange- 
rous Voyage, for which they reſolved to puniſh 
them with death, charging the Emperor ſtriftly that 
= ſhould neither go to Mecca, nor paſs over into 
Aſia. ; | 
To calm this Tempeſt the Emperor came forth in 
perion,and uſed many arguments to perſwade them to 
their duty and Allegiance, promiting he ſhould la 
aſide his purpoſe, but now nothing would ſerye theſe 
miſcreants, but they muſt have the aforeſaid Officers 
delivered to them, To which the Emperor repre 
has | FI 
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that his honour would greatly ſuffer if he ſhould 
permit his friends to be torn from him, but- if they 
had offended in ought, and it was proved azainlſt 
them, in the Divano,whether they ſhould be brought 
to anſwer any accuſation that ſhould be objected 
againſt them, they ſhould be puniſhed by Law, but 
this did not pacifie them, for they clamoured yet 
louder, ſaying they knew them guilty, and that 
ſhould be ſufficientz whereupon they run - to the 
houſe of the Hsje, and not finding him there, plun- 
dered it, and from thence palling to the.Grand Vizi- 
ers houſe, they thought to have done the like there, 
but finding it fortifyed, they ſet Guards in ſeveral 
parts of the City all night, and the next morning 
came before the Pallace with their Arms, making 
their demands as before z whereupon the Hoſa Ca- 
deleschar and Tefterdar fled, and were not for a time 
found, as likewiſe did the Grand Vizier, with the 
conſent of the Emperor, who promiſed himſelf to 
weather this ſtorm, though 1n the end he proved too 
weax, yet was the Vizier brought back by a Her- 
mit, a reputed '' Saint, after hz was got into Aſia, 
who truſting to his innocence, reſolved to face the 
Tempeſt, but the rude multitude without reſpe to 
his Reverend Ape, and great Merits, having got- 
ten him into their power, cut him to pieces in the 
fight of the Emperor, waich he perceiving would, 
though too late, have fled over into Afia, for now all 
means were cut off, for the Janizaries had Ropped 
the Port, and 1n a great rage demanded Muſt apig 
the Emperors uncle, who was kept a prioner in the 
Seraglio, and the firſt day of the Tumult by the 
Emperors command , put into a ſecret vault, with 
two Negro women, where aiter much {carch, and the 
racking of ſeveral ſervants to make them diicover 

hig, he was found and born in Triumph through

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the ſtreets, to the old Seragio, having not yet been 
able to lay hands on Oſman, by reaſon he kept him- 
ſelf within his ſtrengths, but hearing they intended 
to proclaim his uncle Emperor, he at the perſwaſion 
of the Mafti, putting himſelf in mourning, went 
witha few of his followers, and amongſt them the 
Azgaof the Janizaries, tothe old Seraglio, and pre- 
ſented himſelf to the inraged Souldiers with tears, 
beſeeching them to return to their former obedience, 
and Loyalty, offering to make them any fatisfaCtion, 
repenting him of his error, and finally invoked 
them by the merits of his Father and all his Ance- 
ſtors, to have ſome pitty upon him their true maſter, 
This ſubmiſſion a little calmed their fierce natures, {o 
that they began to relent, and had again acknow- 
ledged their Lord, had not the Aga, ſuppoſing to 
Curry favour with the Emperor, ſharply reproved 
them of ingratirude and difloyalty , which again 
raiſed the not extinguiſhed fire, into ſuch a flame, 
that it was no more to be ſubdued ; but firſt having 
flain the 424, and Huzein Baſſa, with ſeveral of 
the Emperors followers of leſſer note, they ſized 
on his perſon, and carryed him before MMuſtapha, de- 
manding ſentence againſt him, when as the forſaken 
Prince, pleading for his life (and the new Emperor, 
not knowing how to condemn,only nodding in token 
thar they might do what they pleaſed) They after a 
conſult amongſt themſelves, determined only to 
impriſon him whereupon they ſet him on horſe- back, 
an infolent Spaby changing Turbants with him, arid 
carryed him to the ſeven Towers, denying by the 
way a draught of water, and then returning placed 
Muſtapha in the Throne proclaiming him Emperor, 
and went to Sack the Houſes of thoſe they had 
murthered. | | | | 
 Aiufaphz having once again mounted the Throne 

| and 
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andof a miſerable Captive made rhe fecond time 
Emperor, was perſwaded by D arar Baſſa, a villaine 
railed to that dignity by the new Emperor, that if 
Oſman1ived he would lit uneatie in his throne,and that 
the Janizaries cooling on the matter, would again 
advance him the righttul Heir of the Otroman Empire, 
whereupon . It was concluded he ſhould be made 
away, the charge of which was commirred to this 
wicked Counſelior, who knowing his dignity would 
expire with /uſtzphas , ſtrangled young Oſman 1n 
priſon, after he had reigned three years and ſome 
odd dayes, not exceeding fixteen years of Age, and 
ſo an end was pur to the deſign he-had to ſubdue the 
German Empire, and afterwards all Ezrope, with ſuch 
ſucceſs he flattered himſelf, little remembring that 
when man propoſes, God diſpoſes. 
One thing is worthy of note, a little before this 
Tumult happened, Oſman dreamed that he rid a 
Camel, and being mounted he could not force him 
to go by fair means nor ſtripes, and that then de- 
{cending in a rage to revenge It with his ſword, the 
body of the beaſt vaniſhed, leaving in his hand on- 
ly the head and bridle, at which dream being ex- 
ceedingly troubled,he the next day ſends for one of his 
Wizards to interpret it, but he refuſed, periw2ding 
him to apply himſelf to the Aufty, which he did, 
and had this Interpretation, viz. That the Camel 
lignified his Empire, his Riding his abuſe 1n Govern- 
ment, his deſcenſion or alighting, his depoſing, the 
vaniſhing of the body of the Beaſt, the revolt of his 
Subjects,the head and bridle remaining 10 his hand on» 
ly a bare Tirle, and that he ſhould ſhortly dye and 
loſe-his Empire, the empty name cnly of Emperor 
accompanying him to his grave. . And thus much for 
Oſman Tenth Emperor of the Turks. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. XXI. 


Mafſtapha Reinthronized, with an Account 
of his proceedings till his ſecond Depofing. 


M2 having as has been related, canſed his 
nephew young Oſman to be ſtrangled in pri- 


ſon, he made ſeveral new Baſſaz,diſplacing ſuch as had 


been made by his Predeceſlor, leaſt getting power 
they ſhould revenge the death of Oſzran, nor were 
there ſome wanting that both defired andattempted 
it, eſpecially Mechmet Baſla Governour of Erzirum, 
in Aſa. 

During the conſternation of the Aſian Turks, at 
the death of their Emperor, putting them in fear 
the Empire would be diſſolved, the Perſian King was 
not idle, but with a powerful Army recovered moſt 
places taken from him, by the Turkiſh Sultans, and 
the like might have been effefted by the Chriſtians, 
had they not been at diſcord amongſt themſelves, ſo 
that, that much dreaded Empire, would have beep 
reduced into a ſmall circumference, which many af- 
terwards though too late repented. 

The new Sultanaltogether governed by his Impe- 
rious Officer not yet ſuppoling himſelf faft in the 
Throne, conſented to the making away the bre- 
thren of Oſman, and children to Achmat the late 
Emperor, in order to Execute which bloody pur- 
poſe, the Capi-Aoa or Major Dome of the Seraglio, 


went to their Lodgings, with a purpoſe to ſtrangle' 


them 
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them, but the children crying out, ſeveral of the 
Pages run to their reſcue, and falling upon the mef- 
ſengers of death, flew the Czpi- Aga, and evilly In- 
treated the others that attended him , and there- 
upon ſent word to the Jarizaries and Spahis, who 
approved of their proceedings , comtmancing the 
body of the Aga tobe hanged up in the Hippodrome, 
a3a terrour to thoſe that ſhould attempr the like fot 
the future, and in a rage went to the Pallace de- 
manding Juſtice -on them that had Councitted fo 
wicked a purpoſe, but the new Emperor, who dit- 
fered not much from an ideot, folemnly proteſted 
he was altogether 1gnorant of the matter, and if 
ſuch command were procured, it was gotten by 
ſubreption, which Proteſtation was ealily belieyed, 
yet Darat Baſſa,and the Emperors mother were yehe- 
menly ſuſpefted,when toappeaſe the angry ſouldiers, 
the Bafſa was diſplaced from the Vizierſhip, Hazein 
Baſſa placed in his fte:id, and the Emperors mother 
hid in the Pallace till the Tempeſt was over, which 
could bs no otherwiſe allayed then by a ſhowr of 
Gold Chequins. 

After which,the new Vizier proteſting either to re- 
form the affairs of the Empire, or fall a Sacrifice, did 
4 little reſtore the face of ſnſtice, by making exam- 
ples of ſome, and terrifying others with threats, 
infomuch that he was Iooked npon as aman fit far 
thoſe boiſterous times, nor was that. his only aim, 
but he reſolved when once ſettled in his place, to 
remove Muftapha, and place Morat brother to 0O(- 
man in the Imperial at, not thinking himſelf ſafe, 
- under a man that was altogether governed by an 

itmperious woman, deſirous of Rule, and was no 
further capable of the paſſions of love and hate 
then they were infuſed into him. | 

During theſe troubles of the Ortoman Empire, the

In hi3 arcival at the Part, wa magnificently 
ets rtain?J by the nzw Vizier, yet e'r any thing 
waz ablolutely concluded, a marter happened which 
had like to have turaz4 all into nothing ; for on 
the 17 of Fune 1622 Prince Creshie, who had bzen 
taken in the late war b:twe:n Oſmm and Sigiſmund 
King of Po!and, was ſtrangl:d in priſon at Conſter- 
renople, which put all 1ato marmur and deep conſt- 
deration, to what intent it was done, when fo great 
a ranſom might have bzen had for his releaſe, but 
moſt: btlieved it was done out. of a Politick end, for 
that thz Prince bzinga mortal enemy to the Turks, 
if hes ſhould have b:za fer at libzrty, his reſtleſs 
nature would not have ſuffered the pzace to haye 
continued long 1nviolable, yet the urgent affairs of 
Polani (o requiring,the Peace was concluded in nine- 
teen Articles, mach to th? advantage of thz Polo- 
- nian King, the Tarks greatly fearing at that jun- 
&ure, the Chriſtians uniting againſt them, might 
diſme mber their Empire. 

The new Vizicr by this tim? having won the af- 
fe-tions of the Souldiers, reſolved upon his former 
purpoſe of D2poling Muſtapba, and ſetting up 44- 
rt Brother to Oſman, then a child, and the hetdes 
to farward his purpoſe, he cauſed the Aza of the 
Janizaries, and ſeveral Officers of the Coart to bs 
ſeized, as contrivers of the death of Cres2ie, whom 
himſelf had commanded to bz ſtrangled,which raiſed 
another Tumalt ; for the Janizariez running fari- 
oully to the Court, demanded their Captain, whom 
the 
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the Baſſa h:d ordered to be put toideathy trdobad 
done great miſchief had he r.ot beendelivered, nor 
were they 10 contented, but percmptorily demand- 
ed the head of 'the Viſter, ſclemnly proteſtingito 
{acrifice him tor the affront dene to their crder ;up- 
on which eſcaping through 'the Entperors Garden, 
ke tcok boat ard xaſled over into ſia, whereupon 
they ſacked his .houſe, and found'therein great/ſtore 


of Treaſure, they likewiſe demarced the heads.of 


ſeveral others, but in the er.dzlwas huſhed;yet they 
proceeded to the EleCticn of a [new: Vadier, makiing 
choice of cne nſt-pha, a man at a ſoft rature and 

eaſily ruled, who ſcarcely durſtdo Juſtice for fear'ot 
ofier.ding any man, which proceeding: of: the 1nſo- 
{nt Janizaries nevertheleſs, cauſed the wiſer fort of 
men to retire frcm cflice ard imployment, ardto the 
inſufficient daily chenge ard ruine ; for the Emperor 
durſt not move but by the direfticns of the Sobldi- 
ers whoſe creature he was, ſo many infolencies were 
frequently ccmmitted, ard all Afia greatly endan- 
gered to be loſt, for at Bagdat".antiently Babylon, 
the Captain of the Janizaries killed the Eaſla, burnt 
the Mufti, ard gave his Caughter in Marriage to 
one Aſſan Beg, pretender toan Antient Inheritance 
of a bordering Province, to cantonize that part 
nor Aſia only ſtccd in ſuſgerce what to do,. but the 
Deminions of the Turkiſh Szlrar in Africk, greatly 


wavered, as. doubting whcm to obey.

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* was impoſlible for him to ſtay longer in the field 
maleſs he would have expoſed his Army to thoſe 
wants;that would havereduced him to bave accepted 
,of an inglorious peace, or to have ſuffered a great 
part of his: Sauldiers to periſh: for want, and that 
if he; had ftood: out upon the peace concluded be 
tween the Sultan and the Polopian, the whole ſtrek 
of 'War-would have reſted on him and there- 
fore he defired to be excuſed, adding that he meant 
not Jong to conſerve the peace, therefore deſiret 
that he and the Baſſa of Bude might have it an 
 Joynt "Commiſſion to raiſe ſuch Forces as they 
'thanght convenient to invade the Empire , when 
opportanity offered , but this requeſt not agree 
ing with the intereſt of the Sultan it was & 


jetted. 


> About this time the 7anizaries in 2 tumalt 
way came 10 the Court and demanded all. the 
Ofticss of gain,. aud to be Stewards of the Reve 
nues .vf the Churches which are great as likewiſe 
totake the Farms of Cuſtoms wherein they com- 
mitted many outrages , the Viſters not daring to 
deny them any thing they demanded. They drunk 
Wine in the ſtreets without prohibition cafhtrary 
ta their Law, and exacted morey..of the Chriſt 
ans to purciaſe it, and if denyed took it by forct, 
and murthered without being puniſhed, and whe 
at any time complaint was mate: the Magiſtrate 
an{wered they durſt not meddle. with them, that 
had \murthercd their King, and the Baſla's them 
ſelves: defirec! the complainants patience , telling 
them that they would bear a part with the gener 
tufferance. CEE | 
About the ſame time the Janizaries in the Gallies 
Which rid before S-mir774a commanded by Hall _ 
allau 
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aſlaulted againſt his will the houſes of the Chriſti- 
an Conſuls, inſomuch that the Engliſh Conſul with 
all thoſe of that Nation, were forced to run naked 
from their Lodgings, and fave their lives by ſwim- 
ming to the Admirals Gally, upon which the maſter- 
leſs Turks ranſacked the lower part of the houſe 
there, making ſpoil to the value of Two Thou- 
ſand Doll:rs. The French ſuſtained more loſs, and 
the /eretians at leaſt ten Thoutand Dcliars, the 

"Conſul having likewiſe one of his men cut ia pieces, 
nor could the Admiral either by threats or intrea- 
ties reſtrain theſe outrages, but was forced for the 
prevention of further miichiet to put to Sea. 


| In 4/a there were three Rebellions, one at Ba- 

lon , another at Arzirum vpon the borders of 

erſia, and @ third at Aeſopotamia , Which threat- 
ned the ruine of all Aſia ; yet to prevent the worft 
ſeveral new officers were made, and an Army rai- 
ſed in Grecia, in order to paſs the Helleſpont, but in 
the end nothing was done more then allembling to 
little purpoſe , all the Turkiſh Forces on Emrepe 
ſide, which ſo impoyeriſhed the Treaſury that the 
like had not formerly been known, nor were any 
ExaCtions and Extortions omitted to raiſe mony 
for defraying the neceſiary charges. 

Abont this time came to the Court of Poland, an 
Ambaſſador from the great Duke of Muſcovy to in- 
treat a peace, which was hardly granted by reaſon 
ſeveral Letters of the ſaid Ambaſſadors being in- 
tercepted , plainly demonſtrated that at his firſt 
ftting out his deſigns were otherwiſe, upon notice 
that a Peace was conciuded with the Sultan, he 
feigning himſelf fick upon the Frontiers, had ſent 
for new inſtructions. 
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Darn Baſſa who had married Sultan Muſtaphd's 
Siſter falling into the diſpleaſure of the Viſier; he 
 H dealt with the Spahs, that coming to the Court 
they demanded his Head for the murthering the 
late Emperour, and having gotten him into their 
hands were about to behead him, but whilſt he 
was upon his knees, every woman expecting the 
fatal blow, the Fanizaries at the inſtance of the 
Sultans Mother reſcued him and carryed him to 
their Colledge , promiſing him» their proteCtion, 
for which he beſtowed amongſt them Forty Thou- 
{and Chequins. But that availed not, for ſoon af 
ter he. was taken thence and carryed to the pri- 
fon where hc had murthercd young Oſman and there 
ſtrangled, now the better to pleale the Polonians 
and obſtruct the cauſe of War tor the future, the 
Ambaſſador was not only diſpatched with ſeveral 
Noblemen of Polznd, who had fince the late. War 
remained Priioners, but it was likewiſe concluded 
that 7ehan Beghb, the Tartarian Prince, Author of 
the War ſhould be depoled, and AMichmet Geheray 
his Coſen, and firſt of the Blood, late Priſoner at 
The Ryeaes, ſhould ſucceed him in that large King- 
dom. 


Aſia was ſtill in doubt. to be loſt for that Abaſſa 
Baſſa Governour of Ar-irum, with an Army of 
one-hundred thouſand Horſe and Foot had fiezed 
upon moſt of the Provinces, though without doing 
any harm to the inhabitants, but whereſoever he 
fonnd any of the Fanizaries he ſacrificed them to the 
Ghoſt of the dead Emperour, he as he ſaid being by 
Sed appointed the revenzer of his Death, and for 
that cauie* he had taken up arms declaring that he 
would come to the Port and derhand Juſtice upon the 
Murtherers, and that 1t he was found a Traytor * 
guil- 
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Muilty » he would lay down his head willingly ; 
F< if thoſe he accuſed were found gulty, he would 
ſke execution done, nor did the Nobility of Conftan- 
tinople much diſapprove of his march, rather eſteem- 
ing him a friend then an Enemy, who came to deli- 
ver them from the Tyranny of the Fanizaries, 
whoſe inſolencies were 1nfufferable. Yet to prevent 
the worſt it was reſolved that Mſtapha ſhould be 
depoſed, the 7anizaries not gainſaying it, for that 
they well knew they alone ſhould be expoſed to the 
fury of the Baſla, at the rooting out of whoſe order 
he chiefly aimed, though he had likewiſe other de- 
fignes which were to wreſt the Grand Viſierſhip 
from him that held it, and make himſelf Governour 
of the young Prince Brother to Oſman, whom he 
intended to advance to the Empire ; yet rather for 
ſhew then otherwiſe the Souldiers were ordered to 
paſs the Helleſpont in great numbers, but the Fans- 
zaries would not ſtir for two reaſons, firſt for that 
the time of receiving their pay was at hand, and 
ſecondly fearing alone to be expoſed to the fury of 
the Afran Army, greatly doubting that if it came to 
a Battle their Fellows would revolt, and by that 
means eaſily bring them to deſtruction.

CHAP. XXII. 


The Life and Reign of Morat or Amurath 
the ath. the 1 1th. Emperour of the Turks. 


N this diſtraction of the Ortoman Empire, the 

better to calm the tempeſt ere it turned all into 
confufion by Shipwracking the State, the Grand 
Vifter going with the Fanizaries and. Spaks to the 
Ser aglio, demanded to ſpeak with 2faftapha,and that 
he would anſwer them a few queſtions, which he be: 
ing no ways able to do, and refuſing to appear they 
entered the Palzce, and took thence Morat or Amn- 
r&h Brother to Q@fman, and Son to Achmat then 
about 14 years of Ape, and carrying him throogh 
the ſtreets in triumph , cauſed him every where 
to | be —_— Emperour to the great content 
of the. Gnſt antinopolitans,, who:by this mutation hope 
for peaceful times, and. the face of Juſtice reſtored 
which for many months had abandoned the City, 
every man doing in a manner what he pleaſed. 

Thed ay after this innovation the young Emperor 
made his publique entry, from whoſe lively coun- 
tenance and apparent activity, every one promiſed 

reat things during his Reign; but at that time 
uch had been the policy of the covetous Souldiers 
whom Mzaſtapha had continually ſupplyed with the 
Imperial Treafure, to ſupport his bad Title to the 
Turkiſh Diadem, that Money was wanting to ſup- 
ply neceſlary occaſions. Inſomuch that the 7aniz- 
ries were obliged to remit the Largeſs uſually ono 
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ed upon with an Augmentation of- their pay at. the 
Coronation of , every Emperour, and- that - money 
which was found was for the moſt part adulterated, 
inſomuch that the Viſier ſent to the Ambaſſadors of 
the Chriſtian Princes reliding there to borrow 
Thirty Thouſand Dollars, and narrow ſearch 'was 
made after the Treaſure that had been- conveyed a- 
way by the Bafſa's that bore {way during the diſtra- 


ion in which ſearch Eight Hundred Thouſand Dol- 


lars were found that had been imbezled by the Viſier 
Dart. - ++ | 

During theſe Tranſations Abafſa Baſla had poſ- 
kfſed himſelf of all moſt all Afia, whereupon it was 
thought neceſſary by fair means to perſwade him to 
lay down his Arms,and the rather toinduce him ſo to 


do, the Emperour ſent unto the Capigs Baſla with a 


Velt, Sword and Letters of Credence giving him 
thanks for the love he had ſhewed to his Brother and 
his Blood,but now the revenge belonged to himſelf of 
which he would take care, and therefore deſired 
him if he were a true ſubject as he profefled himſelf 
to be to return to his Government of Arzirum, at- 
ter having diſſolved his Army, and there to reſt till 
further occaſion required his ſervice. Upon this order 
from the Emperor he excuſed hemſelf, that the far 
advancement of the ſeaſon would not permit him to 
retire, but promiſed to live in peace until the ſpring 
and then to return in obedience to his Government. 
Nor was this all for the Bafla or Emir of S:idon was 
upin Arms, and with an Army of Thirty Thouſand 
men had ſeized the ſtrong City and Caſtle of Da- 
maſcus, and was kuppoſed to hold confederacy with 
the Chriſtian Princes being himſelf no favourer of 
the Mabometar ſuperſtition , and belides he was a 
Prince by deſcent and claimed a right to thoſe 
Countrieszas the antient inheritance of his Predecel- 
P p 2 ſors 
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ors nor was the Emperor in a condition to repreſs 
him by force,therefore intreaties were uſed as to the 
former with many large promiſes, nor was the Tran- 
filvanian Prince quiet though in a different nature, 
for contrary to his League with the Emperor in a 
hoſtile manner he entered Hungary, and poſſeſſed 
himſelf of ſeveral Towns : To oppoſe whom the 
Imperialiſts raiſed conſiderable Army and incathp- 
ed in the way he was to paſs, yet was his coming ſo 
fuddain that he cut off ſeven hundred ſtragters of the 
Imperialiſts, and had ſurprized the Camp had not 
the alarum been given by ſome that fled, yet with 
his whole Army he fo preſſed them, that they wete 
forced to betake themſelves to a ſmall Town Ghe- 
ding upon the River of Moran, where they Fortified 
under a Caſtle that defended it;but in the end oppreF- 
ſed with cold and hunger they ſent to the Prince to 
make truce which with the conſent of Sultan Morat 
was accorded on theſe conſiderations. Firſt, That 
the Emperour ſhould diſclaim all right to Hungary, 
and ſhould leave the people free under the Govern- 
ment of the Prince of Tranſilvania, Secondly, 
That the Prince and all the Provinces that had ſent 
their Ambaſſadors to the Port, and had made league 
with him, and had taken the Imperial proteCtion 
ſhould be reſtored to: their antient Liberty and 
Eſtates. Thirdly, That the Emperor ſhould pay 
an annual Tribute of forty thouſand Dollars, pre- 
tended to be granted in the dayes of Solyman for Au 
ftria, and that the Prince, and the Baſfla of Buda, 
ſhould have full power, if they found it convenient 
at *ny time to conclude a Peace on the part of the 
Ottoman Empercr, and that all Cities, Towns, and 
Caſtles ſhould remain in the hands of thoſe that 
poſleſled them, a free intercourſe of Trade — 
allow 
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allowed between the Subjefts of the one and the 
other. Empire. 

This dove che Prince of Tranſilvania made ſhew 
as if he would redeem all the poor Captives taken 
by the Turks at his own charge, with ſome ſmall 
aſſiſtance from the Imperialiſts, upon whom he lay- 
ed the fault, that it was not done, for as muchas. 
they faili::z to ſend their Commiſſioners ta-treat 
about the matter, the Turks in the night time de-- 
camped, and carried away with them contrary to 
his pleaſure twenty thouſand Chriſtians into miſera- 
ble Captivity. He likewiſe warned the Turks to 
keep in order and not to ſtraggle in their retreat, 
nor to commit any infolency or ſpoil, for that the 
Conntry was all in Armes,, and already inraged, 
but they not following his Council two thouſand 
Hungarian Horſe fell upon their Rear, and cut off 
ſix hundred of them ; whereupon they turned head 
and deſtroyed many Villages, killing and taking Pri- 
ſoners all that came to hand, and amongſt the reſt 
one of the Hungarian Lords. 

By this time the Perſzan deſirous to diſmember the 
Ottoman Empire, with a powerful Army entred the 
Turkiſh Dominions in the Province of Babylon, 


and greatly Alarumed that City, whereupon a war 


was proclaimed againſt him at the Port, and all 
Souldiers in the Emperors pay commanded to repair 
to the rendezvous upon pain of Confiſcation, and 


their wives and children being ſold for ſlaves, 'it_was 


likewiſe propounded that a reconciliation ſhould be 
made between the Emperor and” Abaſſa Baſla at any 
rate, leaſt he ſhould joyne with the Perſian, and that 
being ſo gained he might be imployed as General of 


.Turkiſh Army, but the Janizaries would not hear of 
the advancement of their mortal enemy, but xather 


gcſired vo be led againſt him and fight it our to the 
| 1+} RX _ut+ 
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utmoſt, but the Spah; were of another mind, as ra- 
ther inclinable to the Baſla, yet the Janizaries dif- 
placed their Aga, for diſlwading them therefrom, 
and ſet up in his ſtead a page of the Court. 

Thus whilſt it was nnreſolved how to proceed, the 
Perſian King omitted no opportunity, but Conquer- 
ed the Province and City of Babylon, put to flight 
Hafis Baſſa, General of that defenſive war, and took 
prifoner' Chur Hafſer Bafta a renowned old Souldier, 
and cutting in ptcces all that oppoſed him, found 
means to ſeize upon Moſul! (antiently called Ninwie) 
and Laika, on the Perſian Sea, and dividing his Ar- 
my , ſent part towards Yan and D:arbeck, and the 
other towards Mecha, incompaſſing by that means 
all that part of the Turks Dominions. 


About this time his Majeſty of Great Britain, by 
his Ambaſſador reſiding at Conſtantinople, complain- 
ed of the injuries his Subjets Trading in thoſe 
Seas, had ſuſtained by the Pirates of Argier and 
Tunis, who in two years ſpace, had taken about 
one hundred Engliſh Veſſels, moſt of them richly la- 
den, wherefore the Ambaſſador demanded that they 
might be puniſhed for violating the League, and be 
torced to reſtore ſuch Veſſels with their lading, as 
were found not to be imbezled, or that they might 
be left to his Majeſty to puniſh without any offence 
to the Grand Seigneour, but many of the Baſſas 
being intereſted in thoſe Piracies, nothing. more 
could be procured, then a Letter to the Baſſas of 
thoſe two Cities , to ſend their Commiſſioners to 
to the Port, to anſwer to what was objected againſt 
them, and at length to promiſe not any more to 
moleſt the Engliſh, in order to the confirmation of 
Which, ſeveral Articles were drawn, and deliyered 
to Sir Thomas Rowe, then reſiding at the Port, with 
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the Grand Seigneours Letter of command to the 
Dage Baſſa and Divan of Argier and Tunis to for- 
bear aſſaulting or in the leaſt injurin j any Engliſh ſhips, 
or the Subjects of the King of England, in what 

rt of the Ottoman Empire ſoever they reſided, in- 
omuch that the fear of puniſhment, did for the 
ſpace of five years deter thoſe Pirates from ma- 
kſting the Engliſh, either by Sea or Land, and the 
better to ingratiate themſelves, they delivered fix 
hundred Engliſh Marriners (which they had taken 
at divers times)without Ranſom, but upon the Expi- 
piration of the years aforeſaid they again robbed 
and ſpoiled the Merchants ſhips Trading in thoſe 
parts, bur were frequently met withall by the Erg- 
ith men of war that were ſent into thoſe Seas to 
ſecure the Traffick. 

Anno 1624. on the 24 of March Al; Baſla the great 
Viſter, by whoſe means Morart was adyanced to the 
Crown, was ſent for into the Seraglis, where being 
queſtioned by the young Emperor about the affairs 
of the Perſian Invaſion, and not anſwering to the 
ſatisfaction of thoſe preſent, he was then and there 
at the. commandment of the Emperour beheaded, 
and his body caſt out into the ſtreet (which cauſed 
mych murmuring amongſt his friends ) and -one 
Creques Mechemet advanced to the Dignity of Grand 
Viſter, but he 'was not ſettled in his place before 
news came that the Roman Emperour had entered 
Hungary with an Army of Fifty Thoufand Hor 
21d Foot, reſolving to recover the Towns a little 
before take by Bethlem G abor Prince of Tranſitvania, 
and that the Gfſack with four hnndred Boats were 
abr6ad'in the Black Sea, and had taken many vel- 
fols laden with Proviſion, as likewiſe made great 
' Tpoit upon the Coaft. To prevent which the Ballas 
of Buda, Temeſwar , Boſna, Caniſa, and Agria, re- 
| Pp4 ceived 
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ceived Orders to joyn with the Tranſiluvanan, and 
ſeveral Gallies diſpatched into- the black Sea, nor 
were the preparations againſt the' Perſians ſlackned, 
who ſtill marched on conquering, for by this time 
Abaſſa Baſſa upon the receipt of the Grand Signeours 
pardon had ſubmitted himſelf, and with the forces 
under his command marched towards the frontires, 
to-joyn with Hafis Achmet Baſſa who made head: on 
that ſide, by which the ſuſpicion of the 7Janizares 
being removed they to the number of Thirty Thou- 
ſand were muſtered for the Wars, and Forty thou- 
ſand Spabs, their rendezvous being appointed about 
Bruſſia, and at the ſame time Biram Baſla was dil- 
patched General of the frontires of . Poland and Bug- 
dania with Four thouſand Souldiers, and Orders to 
command all the Begs and Sanzacks, to raiſe ſuch 
forces as they could and joyn him to, prevent the 
incurſions of the Cfſacks, and more Gallies ſent into 
the black Sea, to tranſport Fear Gheray Han Prince 
of Tartary the year before depoſed by Mechmet, 
and to re-eſtabliſh him in his Kingdom, but. Mech: 
met having notice of his arrival, raiſed an Army: of 
Sixty thouſand Horſe, and drove him from the Land 
with the ſlaughter of many Turks, which fo inraged 
the Grand Signeour that as he ſaid, his Bales, 
110g engaged he reſolved to re-inthrone him, for 
Aechmet was ſuſpefted of holding correſpondence 
'with the Perſian, to. whoſe proceeding the, Turks 
and Arabians had by this time put a ſtop, but fail- 
ed therein, for the Captain Balls with a great :Ar- 


my. Landing the ſecond time was routed, two. 
and about Five thouſand Turks ſlain, as many taken 
Priſoners , and Twenty pieces. of Cannon, with 
much rich Furniture left to the Tarrars, who by that 
means found that they were able tp deal with he 
Turks. TT 


Things 
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Things falling out thus in Tartary, the Coſſacks 
taking the advantage of the Turkiſh Fleets abſence, 
with Eighty Boats or {mall Barks entered the 
ſtraights of Boſphorms, where lying before Conſt antino= 
ple , they brought a general fear upon that great 
City, and after having plundered and razed ſeveral 
Towns upon the Sea Coaſt, they returned in Tri- 
umph unoppoſed , which good ſucceſs imboldened 
them with a greater number of Veſlels to adventure 
a ſecond time, when as before they returned with a 
great booty, the Turks not being able to prevent 
it. About the ſame time the Pirates of Tun and Argiers 
revolted from the Grand Signeours obedience, and 
robbed many of his Ports in the Meatterranean,taking 
ſuch Ships as they found therein, and ſetting fire toa 
great number of Storehouſes,ſo that the loſs theChri- 


{tian Merchants ſuſtained by them in one Expedition * 


amounted to 4, Millions of Ducates, nor did they leſs 
harm by Land to ſuch as bordered on their Country, 
neither regarding Friends or Foes any longer then 
ſtood with their conveniency and profit, being in- 
deed Enemies, to all men ; which inteſtine troubles 
obliged Morat to conclude a Peace with Mechmer, the 


Tartar Prince diſſembling the intentions he had to 


depoſe him, laying all the fautt of what had happen- 
ed upon the Captain Baſſa, whoſe head had like to 


;have gone off to have rendered his Maſters ſtory 
'Þlauſible, ſuch danger are thoſe in that live under 
.a Tyrant, whoſe will is his Law, not weighing 
Juſtice nor good deſerts further then may ſerve his 


purpoſe. Yet blood was not wanting for Huteir 
Baſla who ſometime before fled, being taken . and 


| brought to Cnſtantinopte, where (after in hopes to 
fave his Life, he had confeſſed his Treaſure) he was 
ſtrangled. Abaſſa Baſla notwithſtanding the = | 


ous ſhews he made to march againſt the Perſians, 
linger'd 
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linger'd greatly,which gave the Janizariesa ſuſpicion 
that he had contrived the matter only to draw them 
11to his danger, and then to deſtroy them as he had 
formerly purpoſed, which opinion of theirs had 
turned all again into confuſton, had he not at that 
inſtance reconciled himſelf to the Grand Yefter, and 
Poe that he would not hurt 'the fanizarzes, 

ut uſe his Arms 1n defence of the Empire. So that 
by ſwearing three times on the Alcoran, that no 
violence ſhould be done on either fide, all animoſtties 
vaniſhed, the Goverament of Arzirum being con- 
firmed to him, and he allowed a competent number 
of Souldiers to guard the frontires , as likewiſe 
places of truſt beſtowed upon moſt of his chief Of- 
ficers, but upon the 7anizaries putting many of his 
Friends to the Sword who had yielded. themſelves 
to the Grand Viſer, he in a rage fell into their 
quarter, making ſlaughter of three or four thouſand 
of them, though not without the loſs of as many of 
his own,men, but finding that the Viſter had drawn 
up his Army in Battalia, he ſounded the. retreat and 
marched to his Government, and the Viſier kept on 
his'way towards Dzarbecher to ſeek the Perfian, when 
in the mcan time the Perſian General treated with 
Abaſſa to deliver up the City of Arzirum, to the 
King his Maſter promiſing in lien thereof greatre- 
wards, but he knowing upon ſach terms he could 
at any time make his peace who ever was Conque- 
ror; ſeemingly hearkened to that motion ; fo that 
g410ing credit eight thouſand Perſitars was ſent to 
take poſſeſſion thereof, who he no ſooner got with- 
in his danger, but he ſet upon them, pur one thoy- 
{and to the Sword, and took moſt of the remainder 
Priſoners, which caufed the Turk to have a better 
opinion of him then formerly , inſomuch eo | 
they 
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they nominated him for Grand Viſier the enſuing 
year. 


Anno 1625. a new Rebellion broke out in Aſia, 
headed by an ordinary Spahi, who drew down ten 
thouſand men before the City of Smirna, the which 
after ſome reſiſtance he entered, and pretending to 
reform abuſes cut off the heads of two Cadees, pu- 
niſhed divers others, place and diſplaced the Ma- 

iſtrates as he pleaſed, and then departed without 
Mcring any ſpoil to be made, pretending the Grand 
Signeours order for what he had done, and 1in- 
deed the Court connived at his proceedings, for 
awing corrupt Officers, he reſtored the face of Ju- 
ſtice in thoſe parts, but not long after, he with 
a greater power marched toward Bruſſia in Natoliay 
uſing the Name of 1rat to colour his purpoſe, pre- 
tending to work a Reformation in the State, but in 
the ending of great preparations were making to. 0p- 
ſe him, he disbanded his Army and retired him- 
elf. And now the mortality raged at Conſtantinople 
in ſuch ſort, that Fifty thouſand died in a ſhort 
ſpace, ſo that the City was left almoſt deſolate z 
which known to the Cofſacks, they came again in 
their Boats, and failing through the Boſphorus made 
great ſpoil on Europe ſide, attempting to burn the 
Arſenal, to prevent which all the Gallies and ſmall 
Veſſels in the Port were manned out, ſo that be- 
tween them there happened a fierce ingagement 3 
but the Cofſacks Boats being fſinall though many in 
number, thirty of them by the ſhot of the Gallies 
were ſunk and overturned, inſomuch that five hun- 
dred CGfſacks were drowned and taken Priſoners, 
and double the number of Turks ſlain, for the Boats 
being in all three hundred, and each Boat manned 
with thirty or forty Muſquetiers , they as 
| tnelr 
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their Bullets ſo thick upon the Decks of the Gallies, 
that ſcarce a Turk peeped out but he was cut off ; 
twice they boarded the Admirals Gally, and had 
taken it had not the Sea. of a ſuddain gone high, 
and the Wind ſtood againſt them. | 
* Upon the approach of great Viſier towards the - 
Province of Babylon, the King of Perſia ſent to de- 
fire a Treaty of Peace, which was only to. protract 
time, It in the end coming to nothing, yet the 
Princes of Georgia ſent their Ambaſſadors, as wil- 
ling to be freed from the Perſian yoke, which Am- 
baſſadors were kindly entertained by the Vilier , 
their demands granted, and the Biſhop of Calceaor 
their Countrey man ſeat back with them to ſee the 
Peace Ratifhed ; upon which they raiſed a great Ar- 
my, and invaded the Territories of Perſia, to op- 
poſe whom the King ſent part of his Army under 
the leading of his great Letutenant, who joyning 
Battle was overthrown, with the loſs of ſeven 
thouſand of his men , which greatly incouraged 
the Viſier,. ſo that he reſolved the next year to be- 
ſiege Babylon, in which was a Garriſon of eight 
thouſand Perſians, beſides the Citizens who were 
five times the number, yet early in the Spring. 


Anno 1626. having refreſhed his Army, he pitch- 
ed his Camp before that great City , but as they 
were making their approaches Twenty Thouſand 
Perſian Horſe , who attended the motion of the 
'Turks, fell into the Vifiers quarter doing great ex- 
cution, and by - that means troubled the whole Ar- 
my;*but in fine the Perſians were obliged to retire, 
yet not' before they had ſlain about Six Thouſand 
Turks,upon which a muſter was taken of the Army, 
which was found much leſs then was expected for 
that a number of the Spahi and 7anizaries that were 
1n- 
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inroled, had forborn to undertake that dangerons, 
and fo often fatal Expedition, and ſeven Princes of 
the Arabs Tributaries to the Grand Signeour hay- 
ing raiſed their power, refafed to advance any 
further then the Borders of their Principalities, al- 
ledging that they durſt not diſpleaſe the poſleſſors 
of Babylon, but were ready to obey if the City fell 
into the hands of the Turks, which weakneſs known 
to the Perſian King he drew thither the ſtrength of 
his whole Kingdom, and running Trenches round 
about the Turks Camp, beſieged it in ſuch manner 
that all Proviſions and Succors was cut off, and in- 
ſtead of hoping to win the City, they were ſolici- 
tous of nothing more then how to retreat. This 
danger of the Army was made known to the Emperor 
and Divano at Cinſtantinople, but nothing was done 
till it was too late, for through want and diſeaſes 
the Army was ſo waſted, that they were no wayes 
able to make head againſt their Enemies ; beſides a 
great number of them were ſlain in the frequent 
ſallies the beſieged made out of the City, and the 
Perſians Incurſions , who ſeldom failed to beat up 
one quarter or other of the Camp, and hearing of 
no ſupplies durſt advance, or were in 2 probability 
to relieve the half ſtarved Souldiers, who had lefr 
no unclean thing uneaten, it was reſolved that un- 
der the favour of the night the Camp ſhould riſe 
and force a way through the Perſian Squadron, rather 
chooſing to die like men then pine with hunger 3; 
Whereupon they brake their great Artilery, and 
caſt into the Exphrates all ſuch things as they could 
not convey away, to prevent their falling intothe 
hands of the Enemy, ard then with as little noiic 
as poſſible, broke through one quarter of the Per{:- 
an Camp, yet not ſo ſuddainly but that the 7 erfrans 
taking the Alarum, oyerrook them ere they reached 
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Nine, and had the execution of the Army for the 
ſpace of ten dayes, in which time ſeventy thouſand 
Turks and Tartars fell by the Sword, when to caſt 
the odium upon the Baſla's, and to ſave his credit 
at the Port the Viſiter cauſed three of their heads to 
be ſtricken off This great blow cauſed the revolt 
of many Cities, upon the Frontires of Perſia, and 
indangered the revolt of all 4/fia. The Turks not 
having received the like blow, ſince the overthrow 
of Bajazet the firſt by T amerlane the great, which 
cauſed a general heavyneſs throughout the City of 
Conſtantinople , few therein but loſt one Friend or 
other in this unfortunate War, of which the Em- 
perour of Germanies Ambaſſador taking advantage 
preſled for a ſpeedy concluſion of Peace, and labour- 
ed to croſs the purpoſe of the Tranſylvanian Prince, 
but in the interim the Imperial and Tranſylvanian Ar- 
mies being abroad, on the 16th. of October near to 
the River Gran a mortal Battle was fought between 
them, wherein the latter was put to the rout, and 
in paſſing confuſedly the River over two Bridges 
layed for that purpoſe, Six thouſand were flain 
drowned and taken Priſoners, yet Winter coming 
* on the Prince retired with his Troops, and with- 
out the conſent of the Turks madea Truce with the 
Imperialiſts for three months, ſending to the Port 
to excuſe. himſelf for ſo doing, by ſhewing the ne- 
ceſlity that induced him 1o to do. But ere a Peace 
could be concluded as was intended Count Aansfelr 
and Duke Erneffus, who were the greateſt inciters 
thereto died, ſo that nothing for a time was done 
therein, but it was left in the power of the Prince, 
and Baſla of Buda to War upon the Emperour, as 
they foundit convenient or moſt advantagious, inſo- 
much that they raiſed great forces intending to 


make Auſtria the ſeat of War, butupon further ne- 
gotiation 
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gotiation -that deſign was layed aſide, all Parties 


being more deſirous of Peace then War, and 
matters were left doubtful. 


About this time an Ambaſſador from the King of 
Perſia, with overtures of Peace arrived at Aleppo, 
but could get no Audience of the Viſier , who re- 
mained there with his broken Army till an other 
Ambaſlador with preſents arrived at Conſtantinople, 
where he made ſuch overtures that they were ap» 
proved by many, but the non-delivery of Babylon a 
little before taken by the Perſians, put a ſtop to 
the negotiation, the Turks not being willing upon 
any other Terms to hearken to Peace, for that 
their Army in Afia was by this time recruited and 
again entered into Perſia, to avert which the Perſ#ans 
beſieged Achizkg a ſtrong City near Arzirum, being 
incouraged thereto by Abaſſa Baſla, to whom the 
Viſier ſent to draw out his forces, and in conjunCtion 
with the Georgians, to joyn with ſuch forces as he 
ſhoutd ſend him which were three thouſand 7amza- 
ries under the leading of twelve Captains, with 
whom he ſent Proviſion and other neceſlaries, but 
for the hatred the Baſſa had to that order he com- . 
manded them to be ſet upon in the night, andall- 
molt all cut in pieces, thoſe that remained and were 
taken Priſoners he ſent to the Perſian King, and 
then with ſuch forces as he had Fortified himſelf in 
Arzirum. [The news of this diſgrace coming to 
the ear of the Vilier, ke drew down with all his 
forces toward the Rebel, reſolving to puniſh 
him if he could by any means get him 1nto his 
hands. 


Now the treaty between the imperial Miniſters, 
thoſe of the Grand Signeonrs and 7ranſluanan 
Princes 
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Princes growing ripe, a Peace was concluded though 
ſeverally,. for the Prince having underſtood that the 
King of Denmark, who was coming to his aid had 
been overthrown by Walftain the Emperours Gene- 
ral, and that the Baſſa of Buda bought with Ger- 
man Gold, had croſled all his purpoſes at Conflantine- 
ple, and diſcovered his inmoſt Councils, he grew 
jealous of his -own ſtate, and therefore thought it 
beſt to make Peace whilſt he was in a capacity to 
obtain honourable condition, which Treaty com- 
priſed in ten Articles were Ratified at Presburg. The 
Chief points of which were, That either fide ſhould 
ceaſe from Hoſtilities, and forbear dire&ly or indi- 
rely to aſliſt each others Rebells, and that all the 
City and Towns taken in the late War, ſhould be 
redelivered. Nor were the Tucks flow in finiſhing 
their Treaty, a3 being no ways able to maintain an 
Army in Ewxrope by reaſon of their troubles in Aſia, 
ſo that much to the ſa:ne purpoſe as the former con- 
tained in eleven Articles, the Peace was concluded 
at the Port, to the great joy of all parties eſpeci- 
ally of the Turks, who were now at leaſure to re- 
cover their Towns, and quell the Rebellions in 


Aſia. 


Anno 1627. Halil Baſſa the great Viſier and Ge- 
nera! of the Turkiſh Army, in kaving for ſome- 
time belteged Abaſſa Baſla in Arzirzm, and finding 
his attempts to win the City vain, by reaſon of the 
many Inconveniencies in his Camp, he was forced 
to riſe, which the Rebel perceiving fallied out and 
with all his forces followed hard after for ſeven 
dayes, cutting off all his Rear, and took his Trea- 
ſure, Cannen and Baggage, which ſo diſcouraged 
the Souldiers, that they mutined againſt their 
General and ſought to ſtone him, and long was it 
ere 
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ere they could be appeaſed, whereupon he wrote to 
the Grand Signeour informing him that there was 
no hopes of obedience unleſs the reverence of his 
perſon did revive it, yet he reſted at Tocat and for 
the better quieting diſorders disbanded a part of his 
Army,who almoſt naked to the great diſgrace of the 
Vilier came to Conſtantinople, which gave 4baſſa Baſla 
opportunity to hold correſpondence with the Poles, 
Tartars, and Coſſacks, whereupon Huſſeruph Baſla a 
Viſter of the Bench, and late 4ga of the 7anizaries, 
was choſen conduAor of the Militia, and paſſed over 
into Aſia with ſuch forces as could be inſtantly rai- 
ſed, and many great Ordinance caſt for the ſervice, 
Gallies werelikewiſe fitted out, and all preparations 
made as far as the Treaſure would extend, and it 
was further concluded that Huſer#ph ſhould march 
directly to Diarbecher to oppoſe the Perſian, and 
there remain as Baſſa of the Province, and that -on 
his way to prevent charge, the Seal ſhould'be ſent 
him and he conſtituted great Viſier in the room of 
-Halil Baſſa, whoſe credit therein was had in re- 
gard for that he was not ſent for home as in diſ- 
grace, but in the head of the Army delivered up his 
charge and ſo retired to the Port, there to continue 
one of the Council Viſiers. 


Anno 1628, about the 5th. of April Haſſeruph was 
-declared Grand Viſier, and took upon him the-charge 
of the Army with orders to march dire&tly toward 
Babylon, for of Abaſſa Baſla they had had enough tke 
year before. Yet he wrote to the Grand Signeour, 
terming himſelf his ſlave, promiſing him that he

With this Letter and ſeveral preſents, Sir Thomas 
Rowe imbarqued on the Sampſon Frigat, in order to 
fail for Exgland, but coming before Malta, and be- 
- Ing there becalmed, four Gallies came out of the Ha- 
ven and {et upon the Engliſh Veſſel, but after ſeven 
hours hot diſpute. were forced to retire with the 
loſs of thirty ſix Knights of the Order, = 
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hundred ſixty four common Souldiers and Rowers, 
when ia the Sampſon only one Jew a Paſſenger was 
killed, and about fix men wounded, yet the Ship 
was grievoully rent with Culverin ſhot, and had 
been loſt had the Sea been outragious. 

Sir Peter Wyche His Majeſty of great Brittains 
new Ambaſſador at Conſtantinople, had not long con- 
tinued there before ſome diſturbance happened, oc- 
calioned by one WilliamBundock, an Engliſh Captains 
taking a Ship belonging to the Port, as ſhe was fail- 
ing to Meſſina, which cauſed the owners to demand 
with much clamour reparation, inſomuch that the 
Chimacham or Chief Officer of the Port, cauſed an 
Imbargo to be layed upon two Engliſh Veſſels then 
riding at Anchor in the Haven of Conſtantinople, nor 
could, the Ambaſſador procure their releaſe with- 
out a promiſe of reparation for the dammages ſu- 
ſtained, and that the ACtor ſhould be puniſhed, nor 
would the inſolent Souldiers though no way inte- 
reſſed therein till five hundred Dollars were beſtow- 
ed amongſt them. 


' Anno .1629. The Grand Signeour after much de- 
bate- in counſel, made Proviſion to renew the War 
in Perſia, as the only deſign of Honour and Conſe- 
quence, for though the Turkiſh Empire ingaged in 
many troubles required a judicious and more then 
common providence to ſupport it, beſet with dan- 
gers' on every ſide, and bearing more apparent 
hgns of its declination then ever. Yet the diſgrace 
of Halil Baſſas retiring from Babylox, and from be- 
fore Arzirum, and the loſs of the Treaſure and Mu- 
nition, ſo inſpired Hufſeruph the new General with 
revenge, that he deſired nothing more then to blot 
out thoſe ſtains that Eclipſed the Turkiſh Diadem, 
whereupan having recruited his Army, he came -be- 
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fore Babylon, but after ſome bravadoes retired to 
Aleppo, without performing any thing worthy men- 
tion, and there to fatisfie his mutinous  Souldiers, 
exacted mony of all the Merchants ſtrangers and 
native inhabitants, incouraging every baſe fellow 
to accule Rich perſons of one crime or other, and 
then himſelf. ſitting: as Judge would lay great fines 
on them, which they muſt pay or be impriſoned, up- 
on. the the like pretence he impriſoned the Engliſh 
Conſul reſiding. there, and hanged his Bruggerman 
or Interpreter, which inſolencies made known to 
His Majeſties Ambaſſador at Conſtantinople, he com- 
plained to the Grand Signeour but had no redreſs: 
Yet within a while after his ill condu@tt being made 
known he was diſplaced, and Haffs Achmat Baila 
made great Viſter in his ſtead, though not without 
much difficulry, could he be induced to render his 
charge, for having by large Bribes won the Soul- 
diers, he fortified himſelfin Moſul or Ninive biding 
dehance to his Maſter, yet at length he was reduced 
to obedience, but would not truſt himſelf in the 
City of Conſtantinople, but at a diſtance plotted in- 
noyation, and therein proceeded fo far that he cau- 
ſed the Janizaries and Spahs to mutiny, and force 
the Grand Signeour to deliver into their hands the 
new Viſier, whom they inſtantly tore in pieces, and 
not ſo contented they made a further demand of the 
Atafts and Teftarder put into their power, but at 
the earneſt intreaty of Aforart they were appeaſed, 
though not before he promiſed to made Huſſernph 
a ſecond time Viſier, and that Regeb Baſla ſhould of- 
ticiate till his arrival.

Whereupon to fave his Life (which was thervin no 
ſmall danger) he proteſted he knew not, and that 
hmnfelf was innocent of the matter, yet they for- 
ced him with them to the Palace , and made him 
their Orator to demand' what they defired, upon 
Which the' Aga Mufts and Teftardar with private 
Servant of the Srand Signeours fled, but the latter 
being the next day taken and fent back 4 he was 
delivered up as a facrifice to the inſolent Souldiers, 
who after their uſual matiner 41a ſach like cafes tore 
him in pieces. Yet they were not focontenred, but 
upon 'a ramour that the-Grand Sigheout had pur 
his three Brethren to death, they broke into the 
Palace ard'could hardly be quieted , altfoogh the 
young Princes were produced, and that Rveratot- 
ficers firore gp6n the Alcoran, that they ſee the grand 
Signeour lay his hand upon the book and ſwore they 
ſhould have their demands fatisfied. | 

In theſe Tumults the goods of Merchants ſtrangers 
went-to wtack, and divers afftonts and: indignities 


wetfe offe?ed the ſeveral Ambaſſdors reſiding at the 


Port, nor was this all; for about the ſaftie xime 
Eleas Baſfa Rebelled againſt the Grand Siftieour, 
arid fezed upon the City of -Amaſia about #'teagut 
from Smirna, infeſting all the Countrey with divers

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outragess his Souldiers living altogether upon ſpoil, 
inſomuch; that the Merchants and Conſuls at Smirna 
were forced to remove with their goods to Scioy but 
an Army being ſent againſt him, he was in a pitch- 
et Battkediſcomftted and had moſt of his followers 
flain,; himſelf hardly eſcaping, and now the Grand 
Signeouts ſuppoling Kegeb, Baſſa ( though indeed -he 
was not).the! Author of the late tumults, ſent. for 
him. into the .Seraglio and there-cauſed him to-be 
ſtrangled;:: : >: | S142 

About:;this timea fight for the ſpace'of four hours 
was. maintained by ,two iEngliſh, Merchantmen, a- 
eainſt thirty of the Turks Gallies, till at laſt the 
Engliſh finding themſelves too weak for ſuch odds 
fired their' Veſlels and caſt themſelves over board, 
where.many of them periſhed, and thoſe that were 
taken up:put to the Oares; in this fight a thouſand 
Turks were ſlain, and amongſt them ſeyeral Begs 
and men of note, ofthis apparent injury done by 
the Turks, His Majeſty of Great Brittain- by his Let- 
ter complained to the Grand 'Signeour , requiring 
that thoſe:that were taken Captives might be reſto- 
red to-their Libertyy; that ſo-a right underſtanding 
might continue, but the,, Turks alledging that the 
Voyage of. the two: Ships were unlawful, by reaſon 
they Traded in the Levant for Corn, - the Ambaſſa- 
dor coukd little prevail, and. had much ado to ſave 
the lives of the Captives. . Yet in the end to hinder 
the diſſolution of the Turkiſh Trade, and to pleaſe 
the Grand Signeour , a Decree paſled in the Star 
Chamber prohibiting the Corn Trade in the Levant, 
upon which ſeveral” of the Captives were ſet at 
Liberty. | 

Three dayes after this aCtion, a Fire happened in 
Conſtantinople which conſumed Seventy Thouſand 
Houſes.

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The Perſian War yet continuing, that King with 
a great Army beſieged Yan, a ſtrong City upon the 
Confines of Dzarbecher, the news whereof arriving 
at the Port,great preparations were made to prevent 
that important place frcm falling into the hands 
of the Perſians, it being Decrecd that all the Beghs 
of Aſia, ſhould repair thither with ſuch forces as 
they could leavy, and endeavour its releif, and to 
joyn them the Grand Viſier paſſed over with all Ex- 
ropean Souldiers, but ere any thing could be done 
the City was taken, whereupon the Viſier marched 
towards Aleppo, exaCting great ſums of money, and 
the better to furniſh himſelf, ſent the Cadee a ſlave 
to Czprws, and fiezed upon all his Treaſure. 
. Soon after the Turks under pretence of the Chri- 
ſtians riſing, ſiezed all their Arms, making it death 
to thoſe in. whoſe houſes any were found after a 
time prefixed, nor. content with this they hangeda 
Venetian Merchant only. for his Money, and Impri- 
ſoned all the Chriſtian Merchants in Conſtantineple, 
ſetting a ranſom of two thouſand Dollars upon each, 
and that if the money was not payed in tour dayes 
they ſhould be executed. The four Ambaſladors 
of England, France, Holland, and Yenice were like- 
wiſe convented before the Baſlas in the Arſenal, ard 
charged for building a Houſe and Chappel without 
leave from the Grand Signeour, to have done it in 
contempt of his Imperial Majeſty, ard much ado 
they had to eſcape being impriſoned, hut in the end 
upon the Chappels being demoliſhed, ard all the 
Armes they had in their Houſes delivered to an ot- 
ficer appointed to receive them, the Grand Signe- 
our was pacified, though indeed this was uſed only as 
a trick to extort mony from them. ; 

This being the preſent ſtate of things in the Im- 
perial Port, the Engliſh Ambaſſeder in the _—_ 
0 
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* of his King and Nation, made known the juſt re- 
fentments of his Maſter, for the affront offered in 
the perſon of him his Ambaſſador, as likewiſe did 
the reſt exclaiming of injuſtice; inſomuch that the 
Captain Baſla told them that indeed the proceedings 
were too rigid, and that for the futufe care ſhould 
be taken to prevent the like, as for their Armes ta- 
ken away he ſaid they had been ſeen by the Grand 
Sitgneour, and therefore could not reſtored, 
but that they had liberty to buy more , and the 
money exacted of the Merchants could not at 
that time te reſtored by reaſon of the urgent ocea- 
ſion of the ſtate, and therefore intreated them to 
be pacified, but the French Ambaſſador was fo far 
' fallen into the Grand Signeours diſpleaſure that his 
Death was determined, the execution whefeof was 
with much danger to the difſwaders deferred, 4nd 
wpon ſecond thoughts changed into an Impriſbn- 
mettt, the canſe of which was for that he had fied 
upon ſixty thouſand Dollars ſent by the Towh of 
Marſeilles, to pay his Predeceſſors Debts contratt- 
ed in Conſtantinople , which money: he converted to 
his own uſe, thereby defranding the Creditor” ahi 
abliging them to clamour for Turkiſh Juſtice;zwhich 
in it elf is cruelty and oppreſſion.” th > 

Theſe inteſtine troubles gave the Perſians Liberty 
to make themfelves Maſters of niany ſtrong places, 
which greatly alarumed the Orroman Empite; inſ0- 
much that great prepatations were every whete 
made, the Grand Signeour ih perſon intending to 
take the Field. But ere the Army could be-raiſd 
and all things gotten in a readineſs, the Perſtaks 
were far advanced, and taken many places of impot- 
tance, and amongſt the reſt Rewvan a ſtrong place, 


Garriſoned by the Turks, takea from the Pe#ſians 
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the year before, putting all they found therein to the 
Sword and Ranfom. 

The report of theſe loſſes arriving,ere the Grand 
Signeour had put himſelf in a readineſs to accottipa- 
ny his Army, he layed aſide his purpoſe of going in 
perſon, and full of diſcontents remained at home to 
conſult his own fafety, which was fiow threatned 
with fuch a ftorm, that to ſhun it was not imagi- 
ned a poſſibility in humane Providence, for the Soul- 
diers that were abroad began to expreſs their diſ- 
contents, — to receive their pay or to be coth- 
manded by the Grand Viſier, for the Turks War 
with the Perſians unwillingly, there being no other 
cauſe for their invading each other then the emulati- 
en of greatneſs, which has 'facceſſively fired the 
Lords of thoſt two mighty Empires. Beſides the 
Turks ſeldom meet in Perſia with any plentiful 

ils, fo that they are neither incited by their own 

neſs, nor allared by the hopes of any large re- 
ward. But on the contrary to the Wars of Hur- 
ary and Poland, they haſt as to ſome delightful 
pectacle, induced thereto by a ſuperſtitious zeal, 
as making religion a ground for their attempts, and 
an a{lurance of large ſpoiks, where the Countries 
abound in all manner of Plenty. 

This danger of the Souldiers mutiny abroad 
reached not preſently the ears of the Grand Signe- 
our to terrifie him with the apprehenſions of a dou- 
ble ſtorm, for he had enough to do with the 7ans- 
zaries, who now began to ſuſpect another deſign 
dn foot for the exrirpation of their order which 
made them caft off all obedience, and fet the great 
City. of Conſlaminople in an uproar, which obliged 
the Citizens every where to provide for their ſafe- 
ties, for the unruly Souldiers having gotten the 
knack of making and unmaking Emperors at _ 
h plea- 
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pleaſure, were grown to. that height of infolency 
that they ſuppoſed the center of Government ta 
reſt in themſelves, -and each individual man of them 
thought himſelf ſuperior to any' Officer in the Em- 
pire, infomuch that they accounted/the Grand Sig- 
neour but as their Steward intruſted /by. them with 
the Government, and that his Life and ſafety 
wholly depended on their pleaſure, which he well 
perceiving knew no better means ito render them 
tractable, then by diſtributing large ſams of money 
amongſt them, which nevertheleſs at this time much 
availed not, for being bent on miſchief they plunde- 
red the houſes of ſeveral Merchants and rich Burghbers 
killing and wounding ſuch as reſiſted:them;,andin a fu- 
Ty ran to the Palace demanding ſuch Favourites as 
they named which being denyed, they preſently 
tellinto a conſultation about depoſing their Empe- 
rour.- ' Nay, fo far-proceeded that. many perſwad- 
ed to take away his Life as they had done his Bro- 
ther Oſmans, but ſo divided were they in their 
Councils, that they could come to no reſult at that 
time, but ſoon after, aſſembling it was: propoſed, 


that if the Grand Signeour would make amends by. 


| ſome acknowledgment of his il] intents. toward 
them, and confirm their Order and Priviledges, his 
Government (he being one that was not inſenſible 
of their power) might prove advantagious:to them; 
bat that ifhis diſpoſition reſted yet undiſcovered, it 
might render the courſe of their Lives obnoxious to 
incertainties, for the Grand Signeour in the begin- 
ning of his Reign, not exceeding fifteen years of 
age expreſſed a natural inclination toa&tion, which 
wits his years increaſed, and this had ſettledſome 
good opinion of him in the uoruly Souldiers, whoſe 
deſire is War that by plunder they may inriclr 
themſelves. Though of late many of the __ 
con- 
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(contrary to their firſt inſtitution, and the long con- 
tinued courſe that formerEmperors had obliged them 
| | to) had married Wives ſettled themſelyes to, Mer- 
* | chandize and were become both rich and effeminate. 
In theſe and the like miſchievous conſultations 
| | many dayes were waſted, nor could the 7aniz aries 
"| wanting their uſual Confederates the Spahs, who 
| were then under the leading of the Grand Viker at 
| Arzirum effett their purpoſe as they were wont 
"| which made them more cautious in their proceed- 
'F ings and to keep together in one ſtrong and intire 
body as fearing to be deſtroyed by a general Maſla- 
cre if they ſeparated, ſuch a rumoar ( whether 
ſpread by themſelves to countenance them in their 
unlawful purpoſes or really intended) being ſpread 
about the City, and that in the room of them a new 
Militia ſhould be eſtabliſhed , leſs chargeable and 
more tractable, after the ſame method as Delgvire 
Baſſa had formerly purpoſed, and that many were 
for that purpoſe inrolled on the Frontires,cſpecially 
European Horſemen that were continually in aftion 
| to prevent the. incurſions of- the- Gſſacks and free 
| FHeyaucks, who living moſtly upon ſpoil greatly en- 
' | dammaged the Turks, but in the end a right under- 
'8 ſtanding being created between: the 'Emperour and 
| the Zanizaries by the mediation of the great Offi- 
| cers of the Court a Reconciliation was made, though 
| not without a wonderful maſs of money diſtribut- 
ed amongſt the latter, who frequently mutiny-for 
no other purpoſe then by ſuch means to-'inrich, 
themſelves, well knowing that the Grand Signequr 
has.no. other way to appeaſe them, then by diftri- 
buting large ſumms of mony amongſt them-; nor 
were the Soldiers abroad ſatisfied till they had facri- 
ficed to their revenge the chigf Treaſurer .of the 
Army, the two: Aga's of the Spghi”s and the Chiave 
; Baſſa 
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Baſſa of the Farizaries, nor till a new Viſier was 
ſent to diſcharge the Old one, and tolead them to 
the Perſian War. | 


During theſe troubles an Ambaſſador from the 
King of Perſia arrived at Conſtantinople, with many 
Rich preſents, which caufed him to have the ſpeedi- 
er Audience, and promiſe of an honourable Peace, 


bur whilſt the Treaty held, the Gf/acks driven out 
of Poland by King Uladiſlaus, had fiezed upon Aſac a 
ſtrong City of the Grand Signeours, ſcituate upon 
the mouth of the River Tanas, upon the declining 
of a Hill, which they pillaged and afterward For- 


tified, keeping poſſeſſion thereof for the ſpace of 


four years, at what time the Turk again recovered 
it; as alſo great troubles aroſe in Tartary, upon the 
Tartar Hans putting to death the Baſla Mo, and 
Cadi of Caffa, for reproving him of Cowardiſe, for 
thereunon the Grand Signeour ſecretly maintained 
Camtimers and his faction againſt him, who with 
Fire and Sword waſted his Countrey, and at length 
paſſing the Nieffer fiezed on the Countrey of Bud- 
ziack near to Beliegrode and Kilea bordering on the 
Countrey of Moldavia, on which he likewiſe in- 
croached drawing a World of People after him, 
which raifed a jealouſte in Vladiſians the Polonian 
King, who doubting they would prove troubleſom 
netg; bours; reſolved to expell them by force of 
Armes, but whilſt he delayed the Tarrar Han exe- 
cated this purpoſe, for ſetting upon Cautimers with 
a great Army overthrew him, and followed the ex- 
ecution over the large Plains of Dobruc, fo that 
difpairing to appear any more formidable in the 
Field- he fled to Co:ftartinople, where the Grand Sig- 
neour contrary to his Faith given, to curry favour 
with Tartar Har cauſed him to be ſtrangled, ay: 

| ther 
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ther with his Son, when not long after a Nephew 
of this Cautimers killed Tartar Han as he was Hunt- 
ing, and by a miſguiding path ſeparated from his 
followers, for which Treachery he was applauded at 
Conſtantinop.e, as a man of admirable courage, and 
upon news of Hans death cauſed Becher Gherey his 
brother to be Proclaimed King of T grtary. 
Notwithſtanding the fair Promiſes of Morat, the 
Perſian Ambaſſador was diſmiſſed without any agree- 
ment of Articles in relation to a Peace, and order 
given to proſecute that War with all imaginable 
rigor, intending to go himſelf in perſon and knock 
at the Gates of Babylon, whereupan he hupg out 
the Horſe taile, a certain ſign of his or the Grand 
Viſters taking the Field, and increaſed the number 
of his 7anizaries, revoking a Decree he had made ta 
the contrary, commanding his Baſſas upon the Chri- 
ſtianFrontiers to give ng occaſion of complaint in his 
abſence that might oblige him to retire ere he had 
accompliſhed his ——_ and ſo with an Army of 
five handred thouſand Horſe and Foot, whereof 
three hundred thouſand were fighting men, he en- 
tered Perſia abqut the end of _y 1638. having 
joyned the Grand Yilier with ſuch forces as he had 
at Jconium;, and in his way overthrew a Shegh wao 
had drawn a great number of people into Rebellion 
under pretence of Religion, out of the Mountains of 
Anatolis, but the Impoſtor eſcaping Morat to pre- 
vent his further attempts, cauſed ro be proclaimed 
that if he was not put into his hands he would de- 
roy all the Countrey with Fire and Sword , for 
fear of which he was diſcovered by thoſe that he 
truſted - with the knowledge of his aboad, and by 
the Grand Signeours command flead alive, and with 
his skjn off carryed to the wheel, and there broken 
without expreſling the leaſt ſence of pain. NEG 
tO 
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This let removed Aforat paſſed on, to oppoſe 
whoſe paſlage the Perſian King took the Field with 
one hundred twenty thouſand Horſe,and put 30 thou- 
ſand men into Babylon, with what was neceſſary for 
their ſubliſtence, 27s at the ſame time his Countrey 
on the other ſide being invaded by the great Mogul of 
India, who in favour of Morat had raiſed a power- 
ful Army, he did not think it convenient to give 
the Turks Battle but permitted them to paſs the 
Euphrates over a Bridge, though not without great 
- Iofs, for the Bridge giving way under ſo great a 
weight, many Men, Horſes, and Camels periſhed 
in the Water, but it being repaired the remainder of 
the Army attained the further Bank, and in a ſhort 
time came to Moſul, antiently called Nimwve, where 
all the petty Princes whoſe Countries were near 
came to the Camp and tendered their Homage to the 
Grand Signeour, bringing many rich preſents and 
promiſing to become his Tributaries. 

The Army riſing from before Moſul, Morat mar- 
ched directly to Babylon, (otherwiſe Bagaat account- 
ed the ancienteſt City in the World, reported to 
be built by Nimrod on the Bank of the River Eu- 
phrates) which he ſtraitly beſieged, ordering his 
Batteries in three places to be raiſed, and each Bat- 
talion to be appointed his quarter, himſelf being 
attired like a private Souldier to be the leſs expoſed 
to danger, proteſting he would never change his 
Cloathes unleſs he might do it within the Walls of 
Babylon, and with words and gifts ſo incouraled 
the Officers and Souldiers that within three dayes 
the Trenches were opened, himſelf giving Fire to 
the firſt Cannon , and after that with fifty great 

ieces he thundered againſt the Walls inceſſantly, 
ing anſwered in the fame Language by the Defen- 
dants, who were eighty thonfand fighting hes 
our 
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four or 5 thouſand of which frequently fallyed as they 
ſaw advantage making great ſlaughter of the Turks 
for the Perſian had put into this important place 
his Sou ldiers of greateſt courage, thinking by that 
means to prevent its falling into the Grand Signeors 
hands , either by their valour or protraCting the 
time till he couid be better at leafure to relieve ir, 
but notwithſtanding the continual skirmiſhes, the 
Turks numerous Army advanced the Trenches to 
the brink of the Ditches, raiſing ſeveral redoubts to 
ſecure themſelves, and hinder the belieged trom fal- 
lying,and ſo effeftually they wrought,hat within one 
months ſpace they filled up the firſt and ſecond 


Ditches with Woolfacks , Fagots, and the like ; 


and then in great numbers aſlaulted the breaches 
the Cannon had made, but were ſtrenuouſly re- 
pulſed by the Perſians, who ſhowred on them all 
manner of warlike inſtruments of death. The 
great Viſier ſignalizing himſelf above all by his un- 
daunted courage, commanding with his hand and 
voice was ſlain by a Muſquet ſhot. This fight with- 
in the breach continued 1or the ſpace of five days, 
where both parties fighting like men in deſpair, 
the dead bodies lay in heaps, and blood flowed like 
a Torrent. But at length the number of Turks 
prevailing they under the leading of Muſtapha Baſla, 
on the 22th. of December, Anno Dom. 1638. ente- 
red the City, and ſet up the Royal ſtandard, againſt 
whom notwithſtanding four and twenty thouſand 
Perſians made head, but quarter being offered rhem 
they readily accepted it , throwing down thetr 
Armes and ſubmitting upon the publick Faith of the 
Grand Signeour for their ſafety, who contrary to 
his promiſe cauſed them when difarmed moſt barba- 
rouſly to be Maſlacred, not ſparing either Man, 
Woman or Chi!d. | 
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The taking of Babyloz cauſed great rejoycing at 
Corſtantinople, a twenty dayes Feaſt being thereupon 
proclaumed, and many Ceremonies uicd according 
iQ the Turkiſh manner, and the Grand Signeour 
having left a Garriſon of thirty thouſand Men in 
his new conquered City returned to the Port, hay- 
ing in this Expedition loſt by the Sword, Famine, 
and Peſtilence one hundred thouſand of his beſt 
men, and himſelf very much afflicted with fick- 
neſs. 

Soon after his return and triumphant enterance, 
an Ambaſſador arrived from Perſia with propoſals 
of Peace, who being admitted to Audience, and the 
matter afterwards referred to the Chimacam a Peace 
was concluded, the chief Article being that Reven 
ſhould remain to the Sophy , and Babyion to the 
Grand Signeour. 

During the Perſian War the Venctians having 
ſuſtaincd great dammage by the Pyrates of Algier and 
T unts, ſet forth a Fleet of Gallies and deſtroyed 
many of thoſe Rovers and amongſt the reſt ſeven 
in the Grand Signcours Port of Yalona, which he 
highly reſented, but in the end was by ſeveral rich 
Preſents paciſted, and the Peace renewed : and ſoon 
after an Envoy extraordinary from the Emperor of 
Germany arrived at the Port, 10 congratulate the 
Grand S1gneours ſucceſs in his late Perſian War, but 
not bringing {uch Preſents as were expected, he was 
not received with the honour duc to his Character ; 
and there happening a 4iipute Eetween the Engliſh 
Ambaſſador and this Envoy about precedency, the 
Turks granted 1t the former, being made to under- 
ſkand tlio difierence Chriſtian Princes make between 
an Ambaſlador and an Envoy. And now Mora 
ſtugy!ng on whom to turn his Arms, at length con 
cluacd to invade Germany, ard in order thereto 
called 
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called him the new Grand Viſier /4uyſtapha, whom 
he had left' with a part of the Army in Perſia, 
but death fruſtrated his projeCt, for drinking ex- 
ceſſively with ſeveral of his Favourites and pot 
Companions he fell into a Fevour, whereupon his 
Phylitians being called were fearful to adminiſter 
remedies, leaſt proving unſucceſsful their lives - 
ſhould be indangered, yet at length they con- 
cluded to let him blood which haſtened his end, 
he dying the 8th. of February, Anno Dom 1640. 
of his Reign the ſeventeen, and of his Age thir- 
ty one , having ruled in the height of all exceſs 
and irregular diſorders his youthful years inabled 
kim to ſupport having murthered Orchan and 
Bajazet, two of his Brethren and leaving him- 
ſelf no Iſſue, ſo that Ibrahim Son of Achmat, and 
his younger Brother, preſerved by ſtrange Provi- 
dence from his fury ſucceeded him in the Em- 


pire. 
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CHAP. XXII. 


The Life and Reign of Sultan Ib:ahim, the 
Twefth Emperour of the Turks. 


Me being dead as 1s before recited, /brahim 
the onely Male {urviver of the Ottoman Race, 
was taken from the Priſon in which his Brother had 
confined himand proclaimed Emperor, though Morat 
in his Life time had by his will bequeathed his Empire 
to the Tartar. This new Emperor being of a ſoft 
nature ſuffered himſelf to be wholly governed by his 
Mother, and ſuch Miniſters as were about him, 
himſelf being altogether weak in his underſtanding, 
So that the War intended againſt the Germans was 
by the Council of the great Viſier reverted on the 
Coſſacks, yet for ſome reaſon for a while ſuſpended, 
the great Viſier 1n the mean while ſtudying to take 
ſuch out of the way that might Eclipſe his grandure, 
and amongſt the reſt he cauſed the Captain Baſſa, 
the deceaſed Emperors Chief Favorite to be behead- 
ed in Seliſfra, whither he had ſent him Governour 
for that purpoſe. 

Thenews of Sultan 1brahims advancement to the 
Throne, being known to the Chriſtian Princes, 
few of them deferred to ſend Ambaſſadors to con- 
gratulate him on that occaſion, each making him 
' large Preſents as the manner is, for as'tis often ſaid 
in this Hiſtory none may have Audience of the Tur- 
kiſh Emperour that comes empty handed. f 

The 
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The Grand Signeour about this time greatly ad- 
ditting himſelf to the uſe of Women, fell into an 
Apoplexy which put many 1n doubt of his reco- 
very, and raiſed the greater confulion by reaſoa he 
had no Children, and that it was given out by his 
Women with whom he had to do, that he was not 
capable of generation , therefore the Conncellors 
conſulted amongſt themſelves, that in caſe he died 
without Iſſue the Son of a Siſter or Neece ſhould 
aſcend the Throne, and that in no wiſe the Suc- 
ceſſion ſhould devolve to the Tartar, whoſe right it 
is upon the failure of the Ortoman Male-line, but he 
ſoon after recovering of his indiſpoition put them 
in ſome hopes, thout,a that joy was damped by the 
advice that came to Court of the ruine of ſeveral 
Important Cities on the Frontires of Perſia by a 
terrible Earthquake. Yet the Grand Signeour to 
ſhow the World that he intended ſomething, gave 
Order to the Grand Viler to beliege Aſac, poſleſſed 
by the Cofſacks in the Reign of Morat, as is aforeſaid 
which he did both by Sea and Land, and not with- 
out great loſs of his beſt men, reduced it to the 
Turkiſh obedience, Anno Dom. 1641. at what time 
it was abandoned by the Garriſon of Cſſacks, who 
deſpairing to hold 1it long departed with all their 
ſubſtance. | aat- ett 

About the beginning of the following year the 
doubt of the Grand Signeours improcreation vaniſh- 
ed for one of his S/raneſſes brought forth a Son, 
who was named 1ahbomet,which repleniſhed theTur- 
kiſh Empire with joy, which Prince. now ſways the 
Ottoman Scepter, during the Triumphs for the birth 
of the young Prince, the Perſian King by his Am- 
baſlador renewed his League with the Sultan, which 
was performed upon an additional Article, that the 
Sophy would demoliſh the Fortreſs of Fortrina,which 
R tr 3 he 
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he had built contrary to Articles on the Frontires, 
not far from the Caſpian Sea, which that it might 
aſſuredly be performed a Capagibathee was diſpatch- 
ed to ſee it effected, after which a conliderable bo- 
dy of Turks gathering together in Hnangary, endea- 
voured to ſurprize &2b a'ſtrong Garriſon on the 
frontires in this manner, v:z. one hundred men be- 
ing truſſed upin Carts, and covered with Hay ard 
Straw In the habit of Peaſants, who getting ente- 
rance, were to leap out and ſurprize the Centinels 
that guarded the Hate, at what time four thon{and 
Turks for thar p.:-pole layed in Ambuſh were to en- 
ter and poſſeſs themſelves of the place, but this 
Treachery ſucceeded not, the Ambuſcado being dil- 
covered by an Officer of the Garriſon that was 
abroad, he made it known to the Guards, who not- 
withſtanding permitred the Carts to enter and then 
drew up the Bridge and unloaded the Carts, which 
rendred it apparent the intended Treachery in time 
of Peace, of which the Emperour ſent and Ambaſia- 
dor to Conſtantinople, but the Turks being aſhamed of 
what had happened, eſpecially of their evil ſucceſs 
would not admit the Ambaſlzdor to his Audience 
unlef the Emperor would firſt agree to pay a yearly 
charge ot one hundred thoufand- Rix-Dollars to the 
Port, got by way of Tribute but of Preſent,in which 
unreafonable demand they took more confidence for 
that they well perceived the Emperour was intan- 
gled in his Wars with Sweden, the Chriſtians diF 
{enſion being ever advantagious to the Turks. To 
theſe diſhonorable demands the Emperour would in 
no wile condeſcend, ſuppoſing it leſs perilous to 
venture a War in Hungary then to comply with 
propoſitions ſo derogatory to the Majeſty of his 
Ceſarean greatneſs, 
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Ibrabim addicting himſelf to the Company of 
Women then in which he fzemed in nothing more 
to delight, ſpent more Treaſure in the tofr Wers 
of Yenus, than his Predecefior had done in his Per- 
fan Expedition, and fo laboured he therein that 
Anno Dom. 1643. he had two other Sons born, 
which abſolutely took away the reproach of 1s fri- 
gidity and impotency, proving afterward the mo{t 
Laſcivious and devoted Sultan that ever alpired to 
the -Hahometan paradiſe , where ths Company Oi 
fair Women is the chiefeſt ſelicity promiſed. Yet 
that he might not be forgot abroad, he ſent out h1s 
Fleet of Gallies, under the command of hts Cap- 
tain Bafſa, who after auch Treaſure ſpent with- 
out citecting any thing, except ftrangling the Baſla 
of Cyprus for his ſtore of Wealth he returned. 


About this time a great Plague raging at Alexan- 
dria, about li: thouſand flaves found means to efcap2 
and carry with them ſeveral Veſſels that rode at 
Anchor in the road, in which they conveyed them- 
ſelves to Candia and Malta, and from thence many 
of them found means to depart to their reſpe&ive 
Countries, of which the Grand Signeour having 
notice,ſent to theSignory Of Venice to Command their 
redelivery, which not being performed afterwards 
occaſioned the Jols of Czaia, as ſhall in the Reign 


of Adabomet the fourth be diſcourſed of more at 


large. 

Now the year 1644. beginning Rovorzkie Prince bf 
Tranſyluania, who fucceeded.Cabor in that Principa- 
ity being of a turbulent nature, he ſo wrought with 
the diſcontented Hungarians and Auſtrians that he 
cauſed them to Rebel, ro whom he joyning hisForces, 
drew after him fifty thouſand Horſe and Foot, with 
which he took Solnxck, balteged Filet and Cafſovia, 
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for ſuppreſſing of whom the Emperor cauſed 
his Troops to advance, who in divers skirmiſhes 
woriſted the Rebels, and overthrew {ix thouſand 
Turks, who were coming to the aſſiſtance of Koper- 
s&, bur at length both parties tired with the tolles 
of War, on the 14th. of Azguft in the following year 
2 Peace was concluded, and ſoon after the Grand 
Signeors Mother ruling all in effect cauſed the Grand 
Viſier to be put to death, thereby to render. her 
Authority more dreadful to the reſt, and cauſed her 
Son to appoint Mahomer Baſlla of Damaſcus Grand 
Viſier in his ſtead, who was altogether at her devo- 
_ tion as being firſt promated to the Baſla-ſhip of Da- 
maſcns, at her inftant ſute to her Son Morat Prede- 
ceſlor to this Emperor. 

Whilſt theſe matters were in agitation the Tar- 
tars forgetful. of their late Peace, made an incur- 
ſion with thirty thouſand men into Ruſſia, againſt 
whom £Komiſpolski having made head with twenty 
thouſand Horſe and Foot defeated them, killing 
twelve thouſand , and taking three thouſand Pri- 
ſoners puriujng the remainder to the Borders of 
Valachia, in like manner W:ſnowick a noble Polander 
happily encountering another party of Tartars, as 
they were returning from the ſpoil of a part of 
Moſcovia, killed ten thouſand of them, and recove- 
.red a great booty, ſending the reſt naked into their | 
own Countrey. The Polonians thus prevailing the 
Grand Signeour to curry favour with the Polonian 
King, depoſed the Tartar Han from his ſoveraignty, 
which cauſed various diſcourſes, but upon the birth 
of the Grand Signeours fourth Son that wonder 
ceaſed, nor was that all which changed the ſcene of 
admiration, for about this time fix Gallies of the 
Turks paſſing from Conſtantinople to Alexandria were 
taken by the Knights of Malta, which greatly in- 
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cenſed the Grand Signeour againſt the YVenetians 
who had 1t in charge according to the League con- 
cluded-between that Signory and the Port, to guard 


. thoſe Seas, inſomuch that under pretence of deſtroy- 


ing the Ifland of 2a/ta, this and former grievances 
induced the Grand Signeour to make great prepa- 
ration for the Invalion of Candia formerly called 
Crete , yet the Venetian Balio or Ambaſſador was 


- carefſed at ſucha rate as he ſuſpected no ſuch Trea- 


chery, but the ſtate growing jealous upon notice 
of the great Naval preparation, provided cautiouſly 
for the ſafety of their Iſland. 

During thele preparations the Grand Signeor fol- 
lowed his Laſcivious courſes keeping his female Court 
in ſuch ſplendor,that his greateſt Treaſure was ſpent 
therein, nor was all the Silks of 7raly ſufficient to 
ſuffice his Women, but vpon the falſe rumour that 
the deiign was againſt the Malteſians, they were not 
idle but in the beſt manner Fortified their chief places 
of ſtrength,yect in theend the ſtorm fell not there but 
upon Candia, for the Fleet of a hundred Galltes, 
and fifty great Ships with three hundred Saicks, moſt 
of the latter being preſſed for 'the tranſportation 
of Souldiers. being arrived at Sczo after refreſhment 
of the Army conſiſting of ſeven thouſand 7anrzarres, 
fourteen thouſand Spahres,. fifry thouſand Timariots, 
three thouſand Pioners, belides Cooks, Bakers aud 
other neceſſary followers ſet fail tor Napols Ds Ro- 
magnia, and having ſtayed there ſome time weighed 
Anchor and touching at divers Iſlands, ſome belong- 
ing to the Yenerians, and others not, they at length 
came to Caxdia (having taken a Yenetian Veſſel laden 
with Ammunition, and .bound for Retimo by the 
way) where no longer being able to hide their in- 
tentions they unmasked themſelves, by publiſh- 
ing the War both there and at Cnſtantinople, 

the 
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the latter of which was attended wich the im- 
priſonment of the Balio or Yenctian Ambaſlador, 
and giving order throuzh all the Archipelago for 
the enſlaving and deſtroying all the ſubjeft; or that 
Republick, and here the Turk practiſed iis uſual 
beginning of War with more then ordinary cauti- 
on, for though with other Princes. whoſe Terriro- 
ries border on him by Land, he uſually endeavours 
to ſtrike at the ſame time when he gives the ſaluta- 
tion of Peace. Yet here being to contend at Sea 
where he was conſcious his forces were inferiour 
to thoſe of Venice, he praftiſed by a different me- 
thod, making many vows and proteſtations that no 
ſuch thing was intended till he had fafely Landed 
ji Forces, yet were not the Yenetians io calle of 

elief, but thar they likewiſe Armed thirty Gallies, 
ſeventeen Engliſh and Dutch Ships, two Gallialles, 
and ſeveral other Vellzls of force, railing a great 
power by Land to tranſport into that important 
Iſland, imploring the afliſtance of divers Chriſtian 
Princes, who were not backward to their aid, ſend- 
ing their Fleet to Sea under the Command of 4- 
rozia Capello. Franciſco Mins being, made Proveditor 
General, whoſe good condudt in affairs cauſed him 
to be made Proveditor General, and afterwards 
Duke of FYenice, and an expreſs ent to Ardree Cor- 
zaro Inquiſitor in Candia, to Arm out twenty Gallies 
from the Arſenal of Caxea, and to promote this de- 
ſign the better, two Engliſh, and one Dutch Ship 
then in the Port of Mallomacco were hired to carry 
Timber, fitted and already ſquared for the complea- 
ting the ſaid number of Gallies, and Franciſco Erizzo 
was appointed General of all the Naval Forces, 
bur he being ſtricken in years, whilſt he intended to 
crown the remainder of his dayes with glory was 
taken off by death, leaving ſufficiently graced my 
the 
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the memory of his paſt aCtions ; yer the Fleet was no 
ways obſtructed, but with a proſperous gale failed 
tO C'orfit » and from thence ro Cuinaid, Where the 
Turks were arrived before them and had landed 
without oppoiition, occalioned by the Citierence 
(that anticnt Rez) amonelt the Chriſtian Princes 
Confederates, with the Yerctiars about bearing the 
flag, which was v1z>rouſly conterded for by the Ge- 
noways and Fiarentines, nor could 1t be reconciled 
though the Pope earneſtly labourcd therein , ad- 
viiing them for the deciding rhe controverlie at a 
time when the urgency admitted of no delay to wave 
Ceremonies, yet ere they could come to the afli- 
ſtance of the Yenerians , the Turks had ſpoiled a 
grear part of the Ifland, and after devers skirmiſhes 
with much dlocd and laughter took Canea, the ſe- 
cond City of Importance, and after that Rerzmo, tn 
defence o: which Andrex Cornaro loft his Life by a 
Muſquer ſhort. 


Anno 1646. The opportunity was fair for -de- 
ſtroyiag tne Turks Fleet as it carelelly rod at An- 
chor near the lile of Theodoro oppolite to Canea, 
where had the advantage been improved it might 
calily have been burot,burt ſuch was the contention a- 
monegſt the Chritfian Commanders, that nothing 
was attempted worthy of mention, whereupon Ao- 
lizo General of the Yenearian Land Forces was revo- 
ked by the Senate, and diimilled of his high charge, 
Capello being appointed to ſticceed him, who being 
ſtrengthned with an additional ſupply of Gallies, 
Galliaſſes and: Ships of Wer he waſted the Iſland, 
whilſt Moroſini with two and twenty Ships faced 
the Towers of the Dordane!llis in the Helleſycnt, and 
braved the Ottoman power incountering iuch Gal- 
fiesas ina dcad calm were fent out againſt N21; WKY 
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after a ſharp diſpute he obliged to retire, and then 
failed to joyn his Admiral perſwading him to give 
the Turks Battle, but whilſt he delayed they land- 
ed an additional ſtrength of forty thouſand men 
on the Iſland, and kept their Gallies fo cloſe with- 
in the. Harbour that they could not be indammaged 
without great diſadvantage to the Chriſtians, nor 
did the Fire-Ships too late prepared to burn them 
ſucceed, by reaſon they took Fire too ſoon; yet the 
ſucceeding year Mroſmi having notice , that the 
Turks were Landed at Scio, and that they careleſly 
romed up and down, came thither with divers Ships 
of War took ſeveral of their Gallies, and in them 
many priſoners of note, but ſoon afterward being ſe- 
rated from his Squadron in a ſtorm, he was ſet up- 
on by fifteen Gallies of Rhodes and boarded, where 
fighting valiantly he was ſlain by a Muſquet Ballet, 
yet his Ship upon the coming in of two Galliaſſes was 
reſcued. The funeral folemnity of this renowned 
Captain was celebrated with all pomp at Ye- 
nice. | 

Not by Sea only but at Land the Turks invaded 
the Yenetian Territories, for pouring a multitude 
of men into Dalmatia, yet were not greatly ſucceſs- 
ful for Leonardo Foſcolo the Venetian General, on 
that ſide overthrew their Forces in divers con- 
flicts. 

In one of which he took the Sanzach Licca, and 
ſlew his Son, recovered Saccovar ,F Poliſſano , Iſlan, 
and Novogrode, the latter of which by order of the 
. Senate he demoliſhed, and purſuing his good ſucceſs 
took all the Cities and Towns the Turks held on 
that ſide, utterly driving them out of Dalmatia, 
but this joy was palliated by the unwelcome news of 
the Fleets being wrecked in the Archipelago, and a 
great number of Ships and Gallies broken to pieces, 
which 
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which ſo raiſed the drooping courage of the Turks 
that they advanced to the. Walls of Cardia, and 
ſtraitly beſieged it but were ſo valiantly repulſed by 
the Chriſtians that had put themſelves into it 
that after the loſs of thirty thoutand men they 
were obliged to retire as not being capable of gain- 
ing it, though Foſcolo about this time proved ſuc- 
ceſsful in taking Clifa, a ſtrong Fort ſcituate in the 
confines of Dalmatia , and overthrew Feckel; Baſla 
killing and taking Priſoners the greateſt part of his 
Army, which cauſed Morlaches to revolt, and ſeveral 
of the principal inhabitants of Scatary to treat with 
the Yenetian General about putting that City into 
his hands, to take poſſeſſion of which ſeven thouſand 
men were ſent who ſized ſome ſeveral ſmall places, 
but ere they could arrive at Scutari, their deſign 
was diſcovered and they obliged for the preſervation 
of their lives, to betake themſelves to the Moun- 
tains for as many as were taken the Turks impailed 
them alive. 

The Grand Viſier inraged for the loſs of Clfſa dil 
patched Dervis Baſla into part of Boſna with a po- 
werful Army to affault Spelarro,againſt whom the Ye- 
netian General marched together with Serich Capt.of 
 Morlaches,but by reaſon of the Chriſtians diſorderly 
march, in gathering the ſpoil of the Countrey, the 
Turks ſet upon a part ofthe Army and put it ro the 
rout, though Ser:ch and other Dalmatian Captains 
did all that men could perform. In this conflict 400 
Chriſtians were ſlain and as many taken Priſoners, 
amongſt the latter of which was the Captain of Ador- 
laches whom the Turks flayed alive, and afterwards 
impailed,yet though they ſubdued his body they could 
not conquer his invincible mind, he bearing the ſame 
Conſtancy and Reſolution in his rorments as he had 


done in Battle, 
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During theſe tranſaXtions Ibrahim indulged him- 
felf in all manner of plcaſures leaving the manage- 
ment of all his affairs to his Baſſi, himſelf being 
wholly direfted by a weich, who in tic nature of 
a. Baud or procurer went from bath to bath to take 
2 view of the Ladics, ana thoſe ſhe perceived fair- 
eſt, ſhe inquired out the places of their abode arid re- 
commended them to her Lord, who upon hearing 
her praiſe their beauty would inſtantly be enamour- 
ed of them, and fend to fetch them cither by fir 
means or force to his Bed. Thus courſe taken fcr a 
while without controul, ſhe at length filled his cars 
with the commendation of a Sultancis, Widow to 
his brother 4/orar deceaſed, but this Woman could 
by no intreaty bz won to his Luſt, nor obliged with 
preſents to comply alledging ſhe had vowed perpe- 
tual Widovwhood, and that her former Lord to 
her was living in conceit, which denyal the more 
inraged Jbrahim now grown impatient of delay, 
vwhereforc hc intended to ſnatch that by force that 
intreaty could not gain, wherefore watching her 
one day as ſhe came out of the Bath, he ſfiezed her 
in his armes, which ſhe perceiving reſolved upon the 
defence of her Chaſtity, and therefore drew her 
Dagger (a weapon which the Sultaneſs and Chief 
Lady wear at their ſides) and offered to wound him 
in her own defence, which obſerving let go his hold, 
at what time the buſtle cauſing a loud clamour his 
Mother came from her apartment, who underſtand- 
ing what had happened began to reprove her ſon 
of his laſcivious behaviour, dur:ig which the Sulta- 
ncſs found means to eſcape, which fo incenſed Ibra- 
him that he confined his Mother to the old Seragho, 
intcrdicting her his preſcace till with ſubmiſſion-and 
many intreatics ſhe had obtained pardon. 


After 
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After the loſs of this Smiraneſs his procurer called 
by him Shecher Para, caſting her eyes upon the 
Daughter of the Mufti a young Lzdy of excellent 
beauty,lo warmed the heart of brahim with the rela- 
tion of her rare perfeCtions,that he reſolved to have 
her at any rate, and therefore at firſt reſolved to 
lend tor her by force, but conliderirg the power of 
the fri, he upon ſecord thoughts fuppoled 1t not 
convenient to incenſe him by ſuch a raſh 2Ation, but 
rather to {cnd ſor him ard to treat with him about 
taking his deughter to be one of his Salrana's, which 
he did, ard reaſored with him <bout that affair, 
but the old man who intirely-loved his Caughter and 
well coriidering the wandering loves ot Ibrahim, 
and that he having already ſons her oft-ipring would 
be either poiſoned, ſtrangled or become 1ad recluſes 
after 1:i: death, inwardly reſolved not to conſent to 
his requeſt, yet diflembled the matter in excuſing ſo 
great an honour to one that was unworthy ot it, 
but withal concluded to deal with his Daughter in 
the beſt manner to the Sxltans adv antage, but by 
their Law could oblige her therein no further then 
her free conſent allowed. 

Pleaſed with this anſwer 1brahim diſmiſſed the 
Mufti with ſeveral rich preſents, thinking his wiſhes 
ſhould now be ſatisfied, but the old man having 
hardened his Davghter not to accept this cfier re- 
turned with the unexpected news next morning, that 
notwithſtanding his periwaſion and paternal com- 
mands, his Daughter proved averſe contrary to his 
expectation, but the reaſon he krew not how to con- 
jeCture, ſince Women are ccmmonly irregular and 
unreaſonable in their affeftions, Ibrahim in this man- 
er diſappointed of what he moſt defired, diſmiſſed 
the 24ujr: with neglett ard diſdaign, as one who had 
deceived hjs truſt ſoon after baniſhed him the Court 
and 
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and his preſence, growing unſatisfied at all his ad- 
miniſtrations of Juſtice, and reſolved another courſe 
for obtaining the young Lady, the managemeat of 
which he committed to her who had recommended 
her to him , who aſſaulted her with promiſes of 
greatneſs, rich gifts, and many fair words, but 
finding the Virgin to be deaf to her Szrens ſong, ſhe 
at laſt taking pitty of ſuch innocence and vertue at 
her requeſt and for a great reward, promiſed fo to 
deal with the S#/tan that he ſhould put her out of ' 
his thoughts which ſhe attempted bur in vain, for 
Ibrahim who by this time had viewed her rare per- 
feftions was ſo inamoured of her, that ſleeping or 
waking he fancyed her Idea before him, whereupon 
finding fair means ineffectual he reſolved to uſe thoſe 
he had often done, wherefore hz: commanded the 
Grand Viſier, that next time ſhe came to the bath 
he ſet a Guard upon her, and by force bring her to 
his Bed, which was accordingly done, and Ibrahim 
for ſome dayes enjoyed her, but ſullenneſs, tears and 
reluctancy mnch abated the pleaſure he expected 
for ſhe would by no means be comiorted, wherefore 
with ſcorn and contempt he returned her to her 
father, who at firſt diſſembled the injury and diſ- 
grace, but in th2 end making his reſentments known 
to Mahomer Baila a Principal member of the Divano, 
one of great Wiſdom and practiſe in the conduct of 
affairs, as alſo to the Aza of the Fanizaries, both 
Enemies to the Grand Viſiter. It was concluded 
the Queen Mother ſhould be drawn into the Conſpi- 
racy,but how to do itagain{t her Son they knew not 
well, therefore reſolved fir{t the deſtruRion of the 
Grand Vilier by laying to his charge the contrivance 
of the Rape, as well a5 the forceable ſeizing of the 
Virgin, thongh they aimed at depoſing the Grand 
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The Plot thus layed the Mufti begged an Audi- 
ence of the Queen as if he would intreat her to be- 
come an humble Interceſlor for him to her Son, and 
being admitted to her preſence, after ſome confe- 
rence he plainly perceived her inveterate hatred 
againſt Ibrahim which made him break his mind more 
boldly to her and 1n the end to propoſe the Impriſon- 
ment of the Grand S1gneor yet palliated his diſcourſe 
with this aliay, that he ſhould not be abſolutely lay- 
ed aſide but only corrected a while, and thereby put 
in remembrance of his former ſtate, that ſo for the 
future he might be inſtructed what moderation and 
Juſtice meant, and ſo inlinuated that the Queen in 
hopes of Governing all conſented to what he pro- 
poled, whereupon ſtrengthening their party: they 
ſo wrought that they cauſed the 7anizaries to mu- 
tiny, and went at the head of them to the Grand 
Signeour, as ſeemingly forced to do by the rude Sol- 
diers, and being admitted they boldly demanded 
that the Grand Viſier ſhould be deprived of his of- 
fice, and that (as it had been beforeagreed amongſt 
the Conſpirators)Mahomet Baſla ſhould ſucceed himin 
his office, which the Grand Signeour at firſt refuſed, 
but being perſwaded by his Mother that it was at that | 
time neceſfary ſo to do for appeaſing the Tumultuary 
Souldiers he conſented. Achmer the depoſed Viſier 
trembling at the conſequences hereof, reſolved to 
commit himſelf to the proteCtion of his mercileſs 
Enemy the Mufr: , and therefore haſtened to his 
houſe to attend his return, hoping to find him his 
protector, but the Mxft: returning with the Aga of 
the Zanizaries, and finding the depoſed Viſter 1n his 
houſe, the latter by the advice of the former deli- 
vered him up to the fury of the Souldiers who ha- 
ving ſtrangled him threw his dead body before the 
gate of the new Moſch. 

Sf The 
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The next day the 7arizaries arifing in like tumult 
as before, demanded of the Mxfti whether according 
to their Law J1brahim as a Fool, Tyrant , and one 
unfit to wield the Ortoman Scepter, ought notto be 
depoſed. To which the Mufti gave anſwer in the 
afirmative, and cauſed Ibrahim to be ſummoned the 
next day to appear in the D:ivanoto adminiſter Juſtice 
to his Subjects, and Souldiers who expected it from 
him.. But the Sultan ſuppoling he had ſufhciently 
ſatisfhed the Souldiers by putting the Grand Vilier 
out. of office, laughed at the ſummons the Mufti had 
made him which being ſeconded by a Ferfa (which 
is a point of Law reſolved by the Mfrs, who 1s the 
mouth and Oracle of the Law, viz. that the Grand 
Signeour called to account 1s obliged to appear be- 
fore the Juſtice.) The Sultan in high diſdaign tore 
the paper, threatning the head of the Mufe:, but it 
was now too late he having ſurely fortified himſelf 
with the power and ſtrength of his rebellious com- 
Panions. This Fetfa was immediately ſeconded by 
a ſummons of a higher nature which declared that 
whoſoever diſobeyed the Law of God was not a true 
Muſſulman or believer, aud though the Perſon of 
the Emperour himſelf, yet being become by his aCti- 
ons a Rafir or Infidel was ipſo fatto fallen from his 
Throne, and no further capable of Authority or 
Government. This Fetfa being ſeen by Ibrahim he 
Iikewiſe tore it, commanding the Grand Viſter in- 
ſtantiy to put the Muft; to death as guilty of 
Treaſon againſt his Emperour, but having by this 
' time loſt his Authority , his commands were not 
obeyed, nor his perſon reverenced, for the Faniza- 
ries being aſſembled about five in the afternoon came 
with their uſual tumults to the gates of the Seraglio, 
at whole approach Jbrahim loſing all courage fled to 
his Mother tor protection, begging her — 
who 
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who being a bold and ſubtle Woman uſed all her 
Rhetorick and Eloqueance to perſwade the Souldiers 
' not to offer any violence to the perſon of their 
Lord, promiſing that he ſhould relinquiſh the Go- 
vernment, and retire himſelf with a guard into the 
Lodging out of which he was advanced to the Em- 
pire. Jbrahim comforted a little that his Life was 
ſpared willingly' ſubmitted himſelf a Priſoner, when 
in the mean time the Souldiers taking forth his Eld- 
eſt Son Sultan 1ahomet placed him on the Throne, 
every where prociaiming him Emperour with loud 
Acclamations of which /brahim having notice grew 
impatient, and often with fad laments beat his head 
againſt the Wall, till at length to put a ſtop to his 
fury four Mutes were ſent to ſtrangle him, who on 
the 17th. of Auguſt, Anno Dom. 1648. performed 
that barbarous exploit, ſo that according to the ſay- 
ing of King Charles the firſt of Bleſſed Memory. There 
# but lutle diſtance between the Priſons and Graves. of 
Princes. 

Sultan Ibrabim being thus made away Anno Dom. 
1645. in the 8th. year of his Reign, and 39 of his 
Age, the Government was committed into the hands 
of the Grand Viſier, and the Queen Mother called 
by the Turks K:oſem, and of 12 Baſla's, who were 
to manage all affaires with ſupream power during the 
Minority of Sultan Mahomet, whoſe Reign I ſhall 
purſue in the following chapter. 
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CHAP. XXIl. 


The Reign of Mehmet er Mahomet the 
fourth of that Name, and Thirteenth Em- 
peror of the Turks, who now Retgneth. 


Brabim depoſed and murthered as in the forego- 
ing Chapter is related, Mehmet or rather Mahomet 

his Eldeſt Son of the Ape of ſeven years ſupplyed the 
empty Throne, during whoſe minority which was 
to continue ten years longer, His Grand Mother, 
the Grand Viſier and twelve Bafla's took into their 
hands the Reins of Government , and after many 
debates reſolved to continue the War with the 
Venetians which Ibrahim deſigned to conclude the 
treaty of Peace in order thereto being far advanced 
and the Ambaſſador of that Signiory, then at the 
Port impatiently expecting an end of his negotia- 
tion, but whilſt theſe affairs were in- hand the unru- 
ly Spah:'s not having received the Largeſs uſually 
- beſtowed amongſt them at the Inſtallment of a new 
Emperour, making it their pretence the better to 
colour their diſcontents, that they were reſolved 
to revenge the death of the murdered Emperour 
whoſe fall the Fa:z2zarizs had occalioned, inſomuch 
that a great difference aroſe between thoſe two or- 
ders, the former being the beſt Horſemen, and the 
latter the beſt Footmen, ard although many labour- 
ed to appeaſe that Tempeſt which threatned the 
diſmembering the Empire. Yet many skirmiſhes 
happened between theſe contrary Fattions -. the 
reets 
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ſtreets of Conſtantinople, in which ſotne huadreds 
were ſlain, but the Spahzes being for the moſt part 
worſted at leng rh abandoned the City. 

Theſe animoſities and diviſions amongſt the Tur- 
kiſh Souldiers, gave the Yenetians opportunity to 
provide for their defence, as expecting nothing leſs 
then a War, for that their Ambaſſador had been 
clapped up in Priſon for demanding Audience, and 
chains put upon him, bur art the intreaty of the 
other Chriſtian Ambaſſadors there reſiding he was 
{et at Liberty. Yet to affront him the Grand Vi- 
ſier cauſed his Dugerman or Interpreter to be execu- 
ted, and his body thrown ovr at the Caſtle Window, 
which barbarous att is frequent amongſt the Turks, 
either to pur a diſgrace upon the Ambaſſador, or to 
terrifie thoſe Interpreters that they ſhall not dare 
to ſpeak any thing after an Ambaſllador though up- 
on his Audience, that ſhould be ungrateful to the 
Grand Signeour, which canſes them many times to 
mince their words and mot render a true interpre- 
tation. / | 

Theſe matters widening differences between the 
Venetians and the. Turks, great preparations were 
made” on either 1ide, the former with all diligence 
reinforcing Candia, and the larter to hinder it, fo 
that many skirmiſhes happened by Land and Sea, 
till at length the Baſſa Governour norwithſtanding 
the Venetian Fleet blocked up the Dardaneles, hav- 
ing recetved a recruit of 1500 men laid ſiege to the 
ſtrong City Candia, and battered it with many pieces 
of Ordinance; till at length having taken a ſmal! 
Fort that flanked it, he lodged his men therein juſt 
256 Gallies of Maltaarrived with 600 Volyntiers,and 
60 Knights of the Order, who beat out the Turks 
with great flanghrer, yet they retook it again and 
planted the Orroman colours upon the higheſt Bull- 
S443 wark 
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wark which ſo inraged the Chriſtians that ſallying 
with all their force they drove the Turks from the 
Walls with great ſlaughter, regained the piece, and 
cauſed the Baſſa with ſhame and loſs to raile the ſiege. 
— The Wars growing hot in Caza:a, the diſcon- 
tents between the Spahr and 7anizaries that was be- 
fore ſuppoſed to be appeaſed grew hot again, and 
much ſlaughter happened between thoſe inveterate 
faftions, when to pacihe the latter the areat Vilier 
was depoſed and executed. Yet that little availed 
nor was that all for ſeveral of the Baſla's denyed 
to return the Tribute of their Provinces, alledging 
they would reſerve it till the Grand Signeour was of 
age,and then be to him accountable both for principal 
and intereſt, nor were the Wars in Boſna, Dalmatia, 
Foſcolo, and other places on the Yenerian Frontires 
neglected, but continued with doubtfpl ſucceſs, and 
great ſlayghter, yet part of the Ottoman Forces on 
that ſide were diverted hy the Cofſacks, who at the 
inſtigation of the Tartar Han covered the Black Sea, 
with their Boats and committed many outrages in- 
ſomuch that Cnſtantizeple trembled at their ap- 
proach as fearing a ſack by the hands of thoſe reſo- 
lute people, but in the end having gotten a rich 
booty they returned to their ſtation. 

The Pexerians finding the Turks reſolute bent to 
make themſelves abſolute Lords of Caz4:ia in which 
Iſland they had got ſtrong footing laboured as ear- 
neſtly to expel]l them, ſo that huge Fleets on either 
{ide were prepared that of the Turks conſiſting of 
I 100 Ships, Gallies, Galleaſles, Saiques,. Brigantines, 
and leſſer Veſſels furniſhed with Bombes, Mortar- 
pieces, and Fireworks, producing ſtrange effefts,3nd 
in that order ſet forward from the Port- of Conſtan- 
tinople, with a ſtrict command to give Battle, of 
which 4ocenizo the Venetian Admiral having notice 
bs | ego 3 2 TO 
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with the ſame willingneſs bore up with them, ſo that 
there-began a bloody, and for a long time doubtful 
Fight,-but the Venerians being better appointed than 
the Tarks, broke and diſordered their huge Armado, 
ſinking and taking ſeveral Galleys, and putting the 
reſt to flight, killing in one of them flying, the 
Baſſy'of Anatvlia, who was ſent to ſiccede Chuſaatr 
Baſſa, who had been made Grand Viſier in the Ge- 
neral Ship of Candia, yet the Twrks having put 1n- 
to the nds; and conceiving it a ſhame far'to 
great a Fleet to fly from one much inferiour 11 num- 
ber, retolved to hazard another Battle, and therefore 
coming out. of the ſeveral Harbours, and ranging in 
the form of a Creſcent, the Captain Baia fired rwo 
Guns 2 Stern, in token he was ready to Inzage, which 
Meocenign nercelving, bore up with him, and began 
a ſecond &ght more dreadful than the former, play- 
ing with his Canon fo furiouſly, that he broke off her 
Poop, and killed 1co of her Men, linking two Gal- 
leys by her ſide, and greatly difabling ſeveral others ; 
nor were the Turks idle, but uſed their utmoſt endea- 
your to blot out the diſgrace they had ſuſtained by 
their late flis1t, bur it availed not ; for by the Thun- 
dering ſhot and Fire-works, the Vener:ans plyed them 
with, they were every where put to the worſt; ſo 
that flying inall parts, the Verxerian General follow - 
ing the advantage, took 39 Galleys, 23 Ships, 3 Gal- 
liaſſes,and 300c Soldiers, 40 Gallies, Ships, and other 
Veſſels were burnt, or ſunk ; and in them, and by the 
great and ſmall ſhot, 9090 Tarks periſhed in both In» 
gagements, the reſt hardly eſcaping to Navos. 

This great loſs made the Trrbs out of heart with 
marine Afﬀairs, and ſo far diſcouraged them, that e- 
ver ſince they have layd aſide building Veſſels of Force 
as uſeleſs, fay that God hath given the Sea to Chri- 
ſtians, and the Land to Turks, ; 
| S 1 4. About 
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About this time came news to Conſtantinople that 
the people of Grand Cario and Damaſens taking the 
advantage of the inteſtine broyles, had revelled, and 
ſhaken off the Turkiſh yoke ; and allembling to the 
number of forty thouſand, had ſeized upon ſeveral 
ſtrong places, many of the Orroman Governours in 
thoſe parts, conniving at their proceedings, which 
greatly perplexed the Baſſas of the Divan, and ob- 
liged them to uſe their utmoſt Council to contrive a 
way to extinguiſh this Combuſtion , during which, 
the Candiots had reſt,and Fortified their City in ſuch a 
manner, that it became afterwards the wonder of the 
World, of which the Grand Vizier. having notice, 
and fuming that his neglect had turned fo much to 
the advantage of the Chriſtians, he reſolved to try if 
he could gain it by fair means, andin order thereto 
ſent aLetter written in Letters of Gold to the Yene- 
tian Senate, requiring them to deliver Caraia up ta 
the behoof of the Grand Seignior, which was the 
only obſtacle that hindered the concluſion of Peace, 
deſiring that an Ambaſſador might be ſent to treat 
about 1t ; but the Yenetians remembring that the 
Turks never made any peace, but when necellity 
drove them to it,nor kept it longer than they found 


it advantagious, and withal called to mind how - 


evilly they had intreated their Ambaſlador, gene- 
rouſly refuſed to hearken to any Peace upon thoſe 
terms*commanding their Admiral with his Fleet to 
block up the Dardanellis, which he ſo ſtrictly ob- 
© ſerved, that for want of ſuccour the Turks in the 
Iſland of Candia were greatly diſtreſſed, and began 
to mutiny, being hardly with great rewards re- 
tained indue obedience, upon which, the Divar ſent 
{trift orders with many Menaces upon refuſal to the 
Captain Baſla then in the Bay of Rhodes to force his 
way through the Yenetian Fleet, and put men and 
Pro-

Proviſion on ſhoar at Candia, thereby to ceaſe the 
loud complaints of the Souldiers, yet could not be 
induced thereto, but having plundered certain Iſlands 
he returned to Conſtantinople with the Gallies, in 
hopes with his 11] gotten booty to appeale the Divan, 
bat contrary wiſe he was ſeized on and the goods 
ſeald up with the Grand Siegniours Signet, winch 
none may on pain of death unlooſe without com- 
mand, yet ſuch was the preſumption of his Sons that 
they broke it open, and putting the richeſt of the 
ſpoil, into a Galley, fled to diſtant Lands, thereby 
expoling their fathers liteto the fury of his enemues, 
who having diſpatched him conſtituted the Balla of 
Buda Captain General in his ſtead, uling all dili- 
genceto rig out a new Navy, which once done, the 
new Captain deſirous to perform ſome exploit that 
might render him worthy of his place, taking his 
advantage, broke through the Yenetian Fleet, but 
therein ſuſtained ſuch dammage that he had little 
cauſe to boaſt, for the Yenerians following him even 
to the harbours mouth, plyed him fo with thunder- 
ing ſhot, that ſeventeen of his Gallies were ſank 
and taken, and four thouſand of his men killed, yet 
he put twelve thouſand men oa ſhoar, and what 
proviſion he could ſpare, receiving order to return 
when he had repaired his dammage, though at the 
hazard of battle, the which he did, though with 
more loſs then went, for that the Yenerians having 
notice of what was intended, ſtood continually on 
their guard, nevertheleſs he ſo extolled his own ex- 
ploits and demeaned the Courage of the Turkiſh 
Baſſa, then Genera! of the Forces in Candta, that he 
wrought the deſtruction of the latter, for none be- 
ing preſent to plead his Cauſe, an Officer was inſtant- 
ly ſent to fetch his head, whoſe place the foul de- 
trafter afterwards injoyed, as likewiſe that of Great 

| Viziers 
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Vifier, which he ſoon after reſigned to the Baſſas of 
Aleppo, a ſtirring ative man, who afrer he had pla- 
ced and diſplaced ſuch Officers of the Court as he 
thought convenient, ſent to all the Maritim Ports, 
Commanding thoſe that were appointed to over-ſcc 
them, with Expedition to haſten thence ſuch Ships 
and Gallies as were fit for Service, determintng to. 
ſet forth a Fleet greater then what had for many 
Years before been ſeen in the Levant, which was ac- 
cordingly done, but fared no better then thoſe thar 
had been formerly Equiped ; For 2Auſtapha the New 
Captain Baſſa joyning Battle with the Yenetians was 
overthrown, and moſt of his chief Gallies and Ships 
of War ſo rent by the Cannon, that for the future 
they were rendered unſerviceable, and many fellinto 
the hands of the Yenerians, the terror of whoſe 
Prowels was ſuch, that thoſe Turks that could, aban- 
doned their Ship and fled to the ſhoar, leaving their 
Ships to the Chriitians, in which conflict the Yere- 
trans loſt only one Veſſel, which over-powered by a 
number of the 7 zrks Gallies, was fired by her own 
men. 
- Theſe unfortunate Loſſes much diſcouraged the 
Turkiſh Merchants, and Inhabitants of Conftantine- 
ple, whoſe Trade was not only obſtructed by reaſon 
of the Seas being ſhut up, but they were likewiſe 
oppreſſed with heavy Taxes for the maintenance of 
the War, which made them ſo deſfirons of Peace, 
that mntining in great Number, .they ran to the 
Gates of the Pallace, Exclaiming againſt the Mini- 
ſters of State for protraCting the War, and hinder- 
ng the procurement of a Peace, nor would be ap- ? 
peaſed till the Grand Vizier was made a Sacrifice to 


— Revenge , the Mmphri hardly eſcaping with ' 
Life. | 


For 
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For the better quieting theſe Tumults, the Baflas 
of the Divan were obliged to enter into a further 
treaty with the Yenerians, offering for Ten Millions 
to withdraw their Forces out of the Iſland of Canada, 
and grant them an intire peace, but this unreaſona- 
ble demand was not accepted, the Senate knowing 
that the City of Candia was ſo well Fortified that 
the Turks deſpaired of winning it, and thereupon 
that they might ſeem the leſs to regard the Ortoman 
power, they revoaked their Ambaſſador Seignior 
Capello, but he through Melancholy and diſcontent 
occaſioned by his hard uſage at the Port, ſoon after 
dyed, leaving his Commiſſion with his Secretary, 
but that Expiring, nothing more was done at that 
time, in relation to peace, which cauſed another In- 
ſurreftion 1n the City, which had like to have turn- 
ed all into ruine and deſolation, for the Spab:'s and 
Janizaries joyning together, and pretending to re- 
form abuſes of State, depoſed the Srand Vizier, diſ- 
charged the Principal Ofhcers of the Court, and 
obliged the Aupht: to fly for his Life to Jeruſalem, 
nor ſcarcely did the Queen-Mother remain ſecure 
in the old Seraglio, and to ſo great a height their 
Rebellion proceeded, that they propoſed the depo- 
ſing the Grand Seignior, and having thus caſt off all 
duty and reſpect to their Prince, they entered the 
Pallace in a tumultuous manner, where forcing the 
Guards, they broke up the Treaſury, and conveyed 
thence Two Millions of Sultanies, | 


_ : Nor in this General combuſtion which continued 
* many days, did the Shops and Ware-houſes of the 
Merchants eſcape pilleging, none daring oppoſe the 
fury of the Licentious Souldiery, who had advanc- 


; ' eda baſe fellow of their Faction to the Grand Vizi- 


er-ſhip, thopgh afterward the ſtorm alayed, he was 
de- 
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decently layed aſide, and one Kuperlee a Grave Turk 
placed in his ſtead, who cauſed ſeveral of the Muti- 
=__ to be Apprehended , and publiquely Execy- 
ted. 
Notwithſtanding theſe troubles , the Turks de 
ſiſted not to carry on the War againſt the Yenetian, 
ſo reſolutely were they bent to have Candza ; In their 
polleſſion therefore Equiping another Great Fleet, 
they put to Sea in order to relieve their men in the 
Ifland, but being again fought with by Mocerrego the 
Venetian Admiral, all the Fleet was either taken, 
ſunk or ſtranded, upon which the Yenet:ans landed 
on the Iſland of Tenedos, and in four dayes became 
Maſters of it, as alſo they did of Stal:mene antiently 
called Lemnos, which loiles {o incenſed the Grand 
Seignor (by this time growa to underſtanding, - that 
he reſolved to carry the War into Dalmatia part of 
the Yenetians Seignory, but upon ſecond thoughts 
reſolved the recovery of the Iflands, and in ordet 
thereto put another Flect to Sea, who after a great 
dammage ſuſtained by the Yenetzan ſhot, thruſt their 
men on ſhoar in great numbers, and by that means 
theevil Fortified Iflands fo lately taken by the Venes 
tians, were by the Turks recovered, 1n attempting 
the relief of which, A4ocenioo the Venetian Admiral 
had his Ship blown up by his powder, accidentally 
taking fire, by which Accident himfelf, together 
with all that were on board periſhed. 
Theſe important places regained, the treaty of 
peace was offered to be renewed, and ſome over- 
tures were made by the Venetians, but now -the 
Turks would hearken to nothing unleſs Candia might 
be intirely put into their hands, with the Fortreſs 
of Cliſſia in Dalmatia, and payment made of three 
Millions of Gold, for the Dammages ſuſtained by 


the Wer, which unreaſonable propoſals, ſo parſe 
Cia 
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cial to the honour of their Seignoury, the Senators 
Generoully rejected, rather reſolving to maintain 
the War, and defend themſelves more vigofouſly 
then ever, which intention known, the Grand Selg- 
niour gave ſecond orders for his Army to ſpoil Dal- 
matia, but in their March the Grand V1zier who 
headed them, having cauſed the Baſla of Aleppos bro- 
ther, who had a command in the Army to be put to 
death for coming later to the Randefſvous than was 
appointed, which ſo inraged the Baſla, that raiſing 
40000' men, he advanced even to the Walls of Con- 
ftantinople, burning up the Country before him, and 
there pitching his Tents, ſent to demand the head 
of the great Vizier, in reprifal for that of his Mur- 
thered brothers, but not finding his expectations 
anſwered, he ſent a ſecond Meſſenger to demand the 
heads of 4 other Baſſas of the Council, whom he 
faid had been conſenting thereto, and upon refuſals 
threatened the 'deſtruftion of the City , but the 
Plague raging there at that time, after he had burnt 
up all the Country about it, he retired into Aſia, 
and there ſeting up a Youth of Twenty Years of Age, 
whom he gave out to be the Lawful Son of Suxltar 
Morat, till that time hidden by his Mother from his 
Uncles fury ; His Army was wonderfully increaſed, 
inſomuch that he would hearken to no Propoſals of 
an accommodation, though the Government of dl- 
vers Provinces were offered, but Exhibited a Procla- 
mation, wherein he declared Maheomet the. unright- 
ful Heir to the Orroman Empire, upon which he was 
pronounced a Rebel, and all men commanded to rite 
up againſt him, and deſtroy him, but inſtead there- 
of moſt of the 4fiar Forces revolted to him, which 
made the Divan ſuppoſeit high time to give a check 
to the Progreſs of his Armes, and thereupon ſhipped 


over the Great V1zier with a puiliant Army, compo- 
icd 
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ſed of the Flower of the Orroman Chavalarie' in Eu: 
rope, Who joyning with the Baſla, was 1n a great and 


mortal battle overthrown: and with his broken For-' 


ces obliged to retire, which made the Grand Setgni- 
our with ſuch Forces as he could raiſe, paſs the Boſ- 
p-orus, and joyning with the V1ziers rallied Souldiers 
Compoſedan Army of Thirty Thouſand Horſe, and 
Seventy Thouſand Foot, with which he Marched 
againſt the Baſſa, whoſe heart at the approach of ſo 
great a power began to fail him, and make him more 
plyable to hearken to Terms of Agreement, which 
he propoſing to his Council of War, and they ap- 
proving his Reſolution, a place was Aſſigned for 
Treaty, and Mortaza Balla made the Grand Seigni- 
ours Plenipotentiary, the Grand Seigniour promi- 
{ing to ſtand to what ever he ſhould Act, as indeed 
he did, for the Baſla under pretence of a Treaty, 
being unadviſed, drawn from his Army, was toge- 
ther with Seventeen of his Attendants ſtrangled by 
the ſaid Mortaza, and ſuch as he had layed in am- 
buſh for that purpoſe, upon notice of which his Ar- 
my that then conſiſted of Eighty Thouſand Horſe 
_ Foot diſperſed, every Man ſhifting for him- 
' fell. 

For this Exploit Mortaza was greatly applauded 
by the Grand Seigniour and Grand Vizier, and had 
a conſiderable command conferred on him in the 
War, againit Roootsk; the Tranſilvanian Prince, whole 
Country about this time the Tartars had entered, at 
the inſtance of the Sultan with a great power, yet 
was not the 4ſ:a Rebellion thus extinguiſhed, for a 
Nephew of the dead Baſlas railing great Forces in 
the Territories of Aleppo, advanced with a: Refolu- 
tion torevenge his Uncles death, to whom joyned 
the two ſons of Chuſaen Baſls, whom the Great Vi- 
Zler had cauſed to be put to death, as alſo the *Y; of 

or * 
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Torgne, and many others, which rendred this Ar- 
my as formidable as the precedent, gave new ſub- 
ject of fear at Conſ?antinepie, but the great Vilier ſo 
managed the matter by towing diſlenlion among the 
chiefs, and beſtowing large ſums-of Money on the 
Soldiers that the Army dayly diminiſhed, till at 
length it came to nothing ; leaving many of the 
Commanders to the mercy of the Viter, who never 


. ſpared any man that was guilty of a crime, or ſuſpe- 


ed to be ſo. | 
Aſa being again reduced to Obedience, the Grand 
Seigmor had leifure to think of his Wars with the 
Venetians, and therefore gave ſtrict command for part 
of his Army to march into: Dalmatia, and the other 
part to be imbarqued for Candia; he reſolving to be- 


ſiege the Metropolitan City of that Name; nor _ 
were the Fenetians ſlack for having received a rein- | 


forcement of Four Thouſand French Foot, and di- 
vers other Aids fent them by the Chriſtian Princes, 
their Confederates ; They took the Forts of Calamo, 
Calegro, and Epicarno, hardly diſtreſſing the Baſla of 
Canea in the principal City of his Province ; inſo- 
much that he was obliged to write to Conſtantinople 
for ſpeedy ſuccour, leſt that City ſhould be Joſt; 
for the Yenetians dayly battered it, and preſſed it 
hard with continual Afaults ; but a ſupply of Three 
Thouſand freſh menbeing by Night thruſt into it,the 
Venetians raiſed the ſiege, and marched to New Can- 
dia, (built near to 01d Canara) in hopes to beat the 
Turks out of it, but prevailed not according to their 
expectation. 

About this time, the Viſter with a Great Army 
arrived at Belgrade, but there falling ſick, he retur- 
ned to Adrineple, to recover his Health; ſwearing, 
that if he found Death approzch, he would cauie 
all his Phyſitians to beput to Neath ; which ſelf-pre- 
ferVation 
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Frvation rendred them double-diligent. Theſe 
were the principal revolntions in the Orroman Empire 
from the time Mahomer aſcended the Throne, till 
the year 1660. 

Anno Dom. 1661. About the beginning of this 
year, His Majeſty of Great Bruain ſent the Earl of 
Winchelſea, his Embaſlador, to Conſtantinople ; who 
upon his arrival at the Port, was received, as be- 
came his Character, with all the Grandeur that the 
Turks allow to any Embaſlador ; and after his Audi- 
ence, conveyed with due Ceremony to the prepared 
for his reception ; and now the Turks being at lei- | 
fore, invaded Tranſylvania, in order to depoſe Prince 
Rogorshz, who after having depoſed himſelf and made 
his ſubmiſſion, in hopes to be reſtored, but finding 
his hopes fruſtrated , and another advanced in his 
ſtead : Again he aſſumed his Government, and rai- 
fing 2 powerful Army, made divers Inroads into the 
Turkiſh Dominions, till at laſt joyning Battle with 
the Baſſas of Buda and Temeſwar near Tulia Aiba ; 
where being overthrown and wounded, he fled to 
Varaata, and there within Fifteen days, dyed of the 
Hurts received in Battle, yet was it no ways fatisfa- 
Ctory to the proud Baſlas, unleſs they might reduce 
th2t City, which as they alledged, had taken part 
with their Maſters Rebels; whereupon drawing 
down their Army, they layed cloſe ſiege, which ſo 
terrified the Citizens, that they ſent their Deputies 
to the Ceſarean Emperor, to require aid, deſiring 
him to take them into his protection ; but whilſt the 
Imperialiſts delayed, and made many ſcruples of break- 
inz the League with the Tyxrks after many furious 
Affaults, and great Slaughter on cither fide the City 
was ſurrendered. In conlideration that the Garriſon 
ſhould march out with Drums beating, Colour fiy- 
Ing, fc, and to g9 whither they pleated, which con- 
d1t1ons 
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ditions being performed, the Turks took poſſeſſion of 
that ſtrong Frontire City. 


Varadin thus taken,the Citizens of Vienna were not 
a little alarmed thereat, though none uſed any endea- 
e | vourseither to relieve it when beſieged,or to recover 

it when taken;nor in the leaſt to annoy the Twrks, un- 
leſs Count Fohz Serzni, a Prince, who had a fair Sove- 
raign Inheritance in thoſe parts,& was under the Em- 

perour made Governour, of Goarza, who railing a 

wer laid fiege to the ſtrong = of Caniſia, which at 
that time was almoſt deſtroyed by an accidental Fire 
but upon notice thereof, the Emperour not only de- 
nyed to aſliſt him in his enterprize, but ſent an ex- 
. preſs Command to him to raiſe his fiege; at which 
in a rage hecaſt his Scimiter on the Ground, and for 
a while ſtood mute, yet not thinking it convenient 
to diſobey his Soveraigns Commands , though he 
_ ealily have taken the City , he railed his 
iege. | 
The 1ranſylvaman blocked up as it were on every 
ſide by the Tarks, about this time implored a ſecond 
time the Emperors Aſſiſtance, reſolving to ſhake off 
the Turkiſhyoak ; and in order thereunto, they ba- 
niſhed Acatizs Barklay, who ſince the Death of Ka- 
gotsks had governed 1 Chief, greatly favouring the 
Trks, and in his ſtead conſtituted one Kemenus, fome- 
times General of Ragotsk;'s Army ; which plainly 
manifeſting their hatred to the Tarks the Ger- 
man Or Ceſarean Emperor reſolved to aſliſt them; 
they conſenting to adrnit Garrilons of German Soul- 
diers into divers of their Cities, uſing them with all 
reſpect, and plentifully providing them with all con- 
venient neceſſaries. 

Yet the Germans made ſmall ſhew of taking the 

Field to aſſiſt or protect the Tranſylvanians ;; but on 

T*xt the 
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the contrary wrote to the Baſſa of Buda, to certifie 
him that the peace ſhould be kept inviolable; yet 
the Tark not contented, entered Hungary, and layed 
waſte a great part of it that was ſubject to the Em- 
peror ; whereupon Count Seri built a Fortreſs in 
the Turks Dominions, near Caniſia, e're the Turks 
were aware, at which the Grand Viſier was ſo inra- 
ged, that he ſent an expreſs to ſtrangle the Baſla 
of Buda, for permitting it ; fo that the League be- 
ing apparently broken, or infringed on either fide 
the German Army, under the Command of Count 
Montecuculi, and joyned with the Tranſylvanians un- 
der the Leading of Kemenius, their General ; which 
ConjunCction rendered them ſo formidable to the 
Ottoman Empire, that 4's Bafſa durſt not oppoſe their 
progreſs, till he had divided the Tranſylvarians a- 
mongſt themſelves, by advancing one Apafi to the 
principality, who being well beloved, cauſed by ſun- 
dry means the Army of Kemenus for the moſt part to 
revolt; of which the crafty Baſja taking the advan- 
tage, ſet upon him, and ina bloody Battle over- 
threw his people with great ſlavghter, obliging him 
for his ſafety tofly into Hungary, from whence re- 
turning after he had recruited his broken Army, once 
more to try the fortune of a Field ; he was in a ſe- 
cond Battle put to the rout; and as he retired bea- 
ten from off his Horſe by one of his own Souldiers 
where none relieving him, he was trodden to Death 
under the Horſes Feet, and left the greateſt part of 
his people a ſacrifice to the inrazed Turks. 

Kemenims thus dead. Apaſi's Party was greatly in- 
couraged, inſomuch that joyning with a Body of 
Turks, they beſieged Claudiopolis, of which David Re- 
tani,a right Valiant Souldier was Governour, having 
under his Command a Garriſon of German Horſe and 
Foot ; yet the Tarks and 7ranſylvanians battered it 
for 
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for a while, but upon the arrival of General Scheni- 
dan, who in ſpight of them put a reinforcement into 
the Town, and made great ſlaughter of their out- 
guards. 

About this time the Plague raged in Conſtantinople, 
in the Camp at ſuch a rate, that Fifty Thouſand 
perſons of all Ages and Sexes dyed, which leaving 
the City almoſt deſolate, the Grand Signior retired 
to Adrinople, and there made his ſolemn entrance z 
which place fo delighted him, that he had ſince for 
the moſt part reſided there, where Rxpel/ee the Old 
Viſier ſo dealtwith him, that he procured a pro- 
miſe that his Son Abmet whom he had made Chinea- 
cam of Conſtantinople, ſhould be aſſiſting to him in his 
Viſier-ſhip, and after his Death ſucceed him in that 
place of truſt, the which though contrary to the 
Ottoman Cuſtom, who hold it dangerous to, that any 
Office ſhould go by Inheritance ; accordingly came to 
paſs, to the great grief of the Court Baſlas, whoare 
ever emulous of that place, &c. For old Kuperle 
(after he had been five years Viſier, and in that 
time had cauſed Thirty Thouſand Perſons to fall by 
the hands of divers Executioners, being the bloodi- 
eſt that ever officiated that place) dying, his Son 
Ahmet had the. Grand Signiors Patent, and the Seal 
of the Empire delivered to him, taking upon him the 
Office of Great Viſier at the Age of Thirty two 
years, a thing not uſual, and not to be behindhand 
with his Father, eſtabliſhed himſelf upon the de- 
ſtruction of ſuch as he ſuſpetted to envy at his ad- 
vancement z amongſt whom, the Baſla of Magneſia 
tell a Sacrifice ; he likewiſe procured the Baniſh- 
ment of Solyman, Baſla of Damaſcus, and that of 
the Muphti, and indeed cauled to be made away, or 
diſplaced all that he ſaſpefted averſe toy his 1in- 
tereſt.

During the tranfaftion of theſe miſcalled ſtate- 
policies: the Yenerians had rendered themſelves for- 
midable at Sea, by taking and deſtroying many of 
the Turks Galleys, few eſcaping them in the Archi- 
pelago, which greatly diſcouraged the Turks in Ca- 
neay and put them out of all hopes of procuring an 
entire poſleſſion of the Iſland of Candia. 

Anno Dom. 1662. About the beginning of this 
year, theGovernment of Arg:ers ſent _— with 
preſents to the Ortoman Court, to exhibit a com- 
plaint againſt the Engliſh; for that the Earl of 
Sandwich, with a Squadron of his Majeſties Frigates, 
had deſtroyed ſeveral of their Ships, and beaten 
down, or diſmantled their Caſtles; but the cauſe 
being rightly ſtated by the Earl of Winchelſea, they 
wereſo far from prejudicing the Engliſh by their 
complaint, that they were fain to ſneak away for 
the preſervation of their own heads. The Plague 
being now abated at Cmnſtantinople, the Grand Signi- 
or returned thither, and gave himſelf wholly to 
hunting, which above all other exerciſes he admi- 
red, having in the Chaſe of Wild Beaſts many times 
Twenty Thouſand Men attending him, who fore- 
layed the Woods and Forreſts to procure his Game 
but whilſt he thus gave himſelf up to Recreation, 
the Vilier was as ſtudious to remove all thoſe that 
might Eclipſe his Greatneſs, or any ways indanger 
him ; ſo that in deſpight to the Queen-Mother, 
whom he knew was no favourer of his proceedings, 
he diſplaced the Teftarder, or Chief Treaſurer, and 
baniſhed him the City 3 which ſo far incenſed her, 
that ſhe joyning with Ruzlir Aga, chief Eunuch of 
the Women, procured the removal of his Chief Fa- 
vourite or Counſellor ; by whoſe advice he was on- 
ly ſupported in the management of his Afﬀairs, and 

greatly inveighed againſt the Viſiter, exhibiting ma- 
ny 
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ny complaints againſt him to the Grand Signlor, 
and preſſed them to that point, that the Grand 
Signior began to have him in ſuſpicion, and to make 
him more narrowly, which he perceiving , and 
knowing from what Fountain it ſprung, endeavou- 
red to reconcile himſelf to the Queen-Mother, but 
-in vain 3 for her Spirit woald not permit her to 
make any Accommodation ; wherefore he fearing 
one day to fall by her means, wasabout torelign his 
Viſierſhip ; but upon ſecond thoughts, concluded it 
ſafer to face the Tempeſt, come what would come, 
and fall with Honour, rather than tamely expoſe 
himſelf to the mercy of his Enemies z wherefore 
he began anew to practice the Death of ſuch as ſtood 
in oppoſition to his greatneſs ; and eſpecially of 
Mortaza, Baſla of Babylon, whom he obliged to re- 
linquiſh his truſt, but could not get him within his 
power : for having married one of the Daughters 
of the Prince of Gordeaz, he retired to his Coun- 
trey in the Mountain of Amanw, where he had a 
ſtrong City aſſigned him, and there kept out of 
the Viſters reach, refuſing all the feigned proffers 
of kindneſs which were made to decoy him into dan- 
ger; but ſuch was the reſtlets indeavour of the 
Grand Viſier, that he deliſted not, till he was put 
into his-hands, who immediatelycauſed his Head to 
be ſtricken off, and ſent to Conſtantinople, © which was 
looked upon by many as a juſt Judgment of God, 
for his treacherouſly murthering the Baſla of Aleppo, 
contrary to the Faith given for his ſecurity. 

Theſe things happening, the Turks after breath 
taken, purpoſed to turn their Arms upon the Ger- 
mans, but after many Conſultations the matter was 
deferred to a fitter opportunity, by reaſon the Af- 
fairs of Tranſylvania were not to the mind of the 
Grand Signior, though the progreſs of his Arms 

T3 ha 
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had put all that Principality into a fear of utter 
ſubverſion, having ſeized molt of the ſtrong places ; 
nor durſt Apafi: Prince only in name, interpoſe his 
Authority, or ſo much as intercede for the preſer- 
vation of his bleeding Countrey ; yet the German 
Commanders ſeeing all on the point of ruine, reſol- 
ved to lay hold of the opportunity, and ſecure ſuch 
places as were moſt commodious to the Empire, 
when puſhed forward by the renowned Captain, 
Count Serint, they ſeized on Claudzopolts, Somoſwar, 
Sechilhid, Clewar, alias Coleſwar ,, and Betlem, with 
ſome other Towns and Fortreſles of leſler note. 
The outrages committed by the Turks 1n this Pro- 
vince were ſo great, that the opprefled Nobility 
were obliged to ſend their humble Petitions to di- 
vers Chriſtian Princes, to take pity of their ſuffer- 
ings, and deliver them out of the hands of their 
barbarous Enemies, and to the. miniſter of the Chri- 
ſtian Princes, reſiding at the Port to intercede with 
the like ſupplication, to intercede for them to the 
Grand Signior, or -Grand Viſier, but all proved 1n- 
effectual, for the Turks had reſolved a total ſubje- 
tion of that Principality, and to reduce it under 
the obedience of a Baſſa. | 
Afﬀairs ſtanding thus in Tranſylvania, the War 
with the Yenetians went on ſlowly ; for the YVenetians 
being Maſters at Sea, intercepted all ſuch Veſſels 
and Ammunition as were ſent to any of the Iſlands ; 
and amongſt the reſt, the Fleet bound for Alexandria 
in Egypt, conſiſting of Sixty Sail, moſt of which were 
taken, ſunk, and burnt; a number of Slaves re- 
ſcued, and prize made of a rich booty : Soon after 
which, Signtor Capello, through grief and hardſhip 
indured-<in his Impriſonment , dyed ;- whoſe Body 
imbalmed was with much difficulty ſent to Venice, by 
the Earl of Winchelſea, His Majeſtie of Great Brit- 
tamms 
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tains Embaſſador , and there honourably Interreſt 
with his Anceſtors. 

The Great Viſier being informed that the Chriſti 
ans had rebuilt ſeveral Churches, conſumed by the : 
Fires that had happened in Conſtantinople, and G ala- 
tia, by ſome malitious Phariſees, cauſed them to be 
demoliſhed, and that the Authors of thoſe Buildings 
ſhould be Impriſoned ; for as much as the Mahome- 
tan Law tolerates the rebuilding of no Chriſtian - 
Churches, nor EreCting new ones where none ſtood 
before ; but allows thoſe to ſtand, that were found 
ſtanding, when the Mahometans took poſleſſion of 
the City, Town, or Village wherein they are ſci- 
tuate ; and ſo far proceeded he therein, that pro- 
curing the Labourers of the Maimarbaſhed, or Ma- 
ſter-Builder, to accuſe him of incouraging the build- 
ing of thoſe Churches z which done, he cauſed his 
Head to be ſtricken off, and his Wealth to bs ſeized, 
which according to report, amounted to Two Th:u- 
ſand Purſes of Money, every Purſe containing Five 
Hundred Dollars. 

About this time, The Steur Dela Haye, the French 
Embaſſador having received divers affronts at the 
Port, was impriſoned, which had like utterly to have 
diſſolved the Communication between the two Na- 
tions ; butat the intreaty of the Merchants of Afar- 
ſeles and Lions, whoſe intereſt would greatly have 
ſuffered, if by that means their Trading into the 
Grand __ Dominions had been obſtructed; 
* the French King was prevailed with to ſend another 

Embaſſador with Letters to the Grand Signior, and 
Grand Viſiter, to require in fome2 mantrier a repara- 
tion of the diſhonour he ſuſtatnetl in the perſon of 
his Embaſſador, greatly difſetiibling his reſentments, 
but in the end was obliged” to Feſt farisfied: with a 
. Complement or two, inſtead 6f other reparation, 
2'$-4 and 
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and himſelf to make his own Ambaſſador amends 
the better to blind the Eyes of the Chriſtian Mi- 
niſters reſiding at the Port, and falve up the wounds 
his honour received by the diſgrace. 

The Emperor of Germany reſolving on a War 
with the Turks after great preparation was ob- 
ſtrufted, and obliged to come to a diſhonourable 
treaty by reaſon of an accident that happened at 
Rome occaſioning a wide breach between the Pope 
and the French King to the indangering of Chriſten- 
dom, which was thus, the French Ambaſſadors Coach 
paſſing the ſtreets of Rome, was aſſaulted by the 
Corſi Natives of the Iſland of Corſica, which are re- 
tained as the Popes guard, the page killed in the 
boot, and the Anbehors Lady wounded, but up- 
on what inſtigation remains doubtful, yet the King 
took it ſo heinouſly that he reſolved to War upon 
the Popes Territories in taly, which diſcord did not 
a little rejoyce the Turks, who imputed it the me- 
rit of their Prayers as indeed they do all other di- 
viſions amongſt the Chriſtians. 

The Treaty of Peace by reaſon of the diviſions 
aforeſaid having continued between the two Em- 
pires, without coming to any reſult, about the be- 
ginning of the year 1663.great forces were levyed on 
either ſide, and all hopes of peace vaniſhed, inſo- 
much that the Turks ſquaring out the platform of the 
War on their part, reſolved to recover the places 
they ſometimes held in Hungary, but more eſpeci- 
ally Rab and Komora, and thereupon with a great 
Army pafſed the Danube over a Bridg of Boats, up- 


on whom the Governour of Newheuſel fallied with *' 


elght thouſand men, though contrary to the advice 
of his Council, with which in the night he entered 
their Camp and made a great ſlaughter, but the 
groſs of the Army having paſſed the River, _ ta- 

en 
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ken the alarum, Creſlent-wiſe cloſing the horns at 
the back of the Chriſtians made of them a miſerable 
ſlaughter, who notwithſtanding ſold their lives at 
a dear rate, falling upon heaps of the Enemy till at 
laſt tired with ſlaughter, thoſe that remained alive 
yielded themſelves Priſoners, and were notwith- 
ſtanding contrary to the Law of Arms by the Viſi- 
ers command barbaroully murthered. In this diſa- 
ſter the Governour hardly eſcaped, and in his re- 
turn was but coldly received, tor that he by his 
raſhneſs had expoſed the lives of ſo many brave 
Soldiers , to the cruel Swords of their barbarous 
Enemies, but this cruelty was ſoon after revenged 
upon the Turks in like manner by Count Serzn:. 

This fatal loſs ſourded harſh in the Emperours 
ears, and obliged Forcarz Governour of Newheuſel 
to ſend to Adorticuculs Governour of Rab, to advile 
him of his evil ſucceſs, and that if a re-inforcement 
was not ſpeedily fent the place mult of neceſlity 
fall into the hands of the Enemy, whereupon one 
thouſand ſeleA Souldiers were drawn out of Rab 
and fent thither, but ſcarcely were they entered be- 
fore the Turk ſet down before it, and ſummoned 
the Governour to ſurrender, but upon his refuſing 
on the 14th. of Auguſt they prepared for a General 
ſtorm. In order to which about break of day 
Faggots and Rubbiſh were brought to fill up the 
ditch, and ſcaling Ladders to aſcend the Walls, but 
although they were many in number, and the aſſault 
made with all imaginable vigor, yet they were re- 
ceived by the defendants with that courage and 
gallantry, that the Trenches were filled with their 
Carkaſles, and at length obliged to retreat with the 
loſs of fix thouſand of their men. 

The ſiege ſtill continuing the Turks angry and 
inflamed with the diſgrace of their late fojl, endea- 
| voured 
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voured to redeem their honour by a ſecond attemy 
filling up the Ditches as before, and furiouſly at 
tacked the outworks, but was ſo miſerably rent 
with the Flankers that they were forced to fall of 
with more loſs and confuſion then before, which 
incenſed the Viſier, that drawing off a part of hi 
Army to which he joyned ſome Companies of Tar. 
zars, he ſent them over the River Waag to Forage 
the Countries of Auſtria and Moravia, which they 
did (after having defeated the German forces that '% 
(few in number) were appointed to guard the fron {#1 
tires) in ſuch a manner as the like deſolation hal Þ 
never happened in thoſe parts, running even to the 
Walls of Yienna with Fire and Sword, which put 
that City into a great conſternation, and cauſed the 
Emperour to remove to Lintz,yet for all this immi- 
nent danger the Vet brought nothing to perfeCti- 
on, in order to the inabling the Emperour to raiſe 
more Forces,but rather ſpent the time in cavilling at 
little niceties, during which Newhexſe! upon their 
Mazazine of Powder accidentally taking Fire ſur- 
rendred, upon Articles honourable to the beſieged. 

The Turks heightened with their ſucceſs layed 
ſiege to Levents, which after many threats and fair 
promiſes was put into their poſſeſſion by the Inhabt- 
tants,which ſo overjoyed the Turks that feaſted they 
for ſeveral dayes, and then marched to Schinta the 
Magazine of the Emperours Arms, and Artillery, 
which they aſſaulted, but with great loſs were bea- 


ten off, and forced to raiſe their ſiege, yet paſling Þ 
on they took Novigrode, a ſtrong Caſtle ſcituate up- 
on a Rock, and Garriſoned with {1x hundred Soul- 
diers, provided with all neceſſaries that might 
have incouraged them to a refolute defence, and 
not upon ſuch eaſie terms have ſurrendered a place - 
of ſuch ſtrength. |

through them, when at the noiſe 300 of his Crotian

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The Diet was not idle in ſtudying and contriving 
the preſervation of the Empire, but finding them- 
{elves too weak, adviſed the Emperor to lend his 
Ambaſſadors to his Majeſty of Great Brittain, His 
Majeſty of Poland, and the Princes of Jraly, to con- 
tribute towards the detence of Chritendom, who all 
freely, either with Men or Money, ingaging in the 
common cauſe an Army of Four Thouſand Thirty 
Seven Horſe and Sixteen Thouſand Nine Hundred 
Ninety One Foot was Imbodied, and were promiſed 
{ucceſs the rather by reaſon of the Rebellion in Egypr, 
where ſeveral of the Begs had taken up Armes, and 
driven out the Baſſas, yet the difference amongſt the 
Chriſtian Commanders retarded their ſucceſs, and 
eſpecially ſome aftronts put upon the renowned Count 
Serini, Which not being taken notice of by the Em- 
peror, he ſunpoled he connived at them, and there- 
fore retired trom the Army, which put a great ſtop 
to their proceedings, upon which the Turks incou- 
raged belicged many places, but with ſmall ſucceſs, 
for in the end Huſaein Baſla, General of the Turks 
Army being incountered by Cont Sozſe chief Com- 
mander of the ſnperials, he was overthrown with 
great ſlaughter of his men, when flying to Strigont- 
*7m he was denyed enterance, and obliged to March 
to Newhuſe!, where he was received, the Garriſon 
there being thin, and the tempeſt of War at that 
time threatning that place. | 

Soiſe animated by this ſucceſs beſieged Barcarn 2 
ſtrong Garriſon of the Turks, on the other ſide Da- 
nubins near to Strigonium, the which after a terrible 
allault he took, and after having plundered it, ſet 1t 
on Fire, and {o marched back to Romora, the News 
of which made the Turks paſs the River Rab with 
part of their Army, for Providence ſo ordered its.

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the River ſwelling kept the other part from paſſing, 
ſo that being divided, that part which had paſſed be- 
ing ſet upon by the Chriſtians was routed with great 


- ſlaughter, moſt of them periſhing by the Sword or 


the Water, the ſlain of note on both ſides being 
theſe, on the Turks //male Baſla of Buda, the Gene- 
ral of the Spahies, the Agaof the 7anizaries, the 
youngeſt Son of the Tartar Han, Three other Baſ- 
ſas, Al: Beo General of Boſna, Thirty Capugibaſhes, 
Thirty Five of the Viſiers Pages, and Three Hun- 
dred of his Guard, Fifty 74nizaries, Three Thou- 
land Spahes, Fifteen Hundred Boſnachs, Eight Hun- 
dred Albanians. Six Hundred Crotians and Hungari= 
ans {ubjeft to the Turks, Two Hundred and . Fifty 
Valachians and Moldavians, Six Hundred T artars, 
Fifteen Hundred Arnatolians, and Four Thouſand 0- 
ther Aſaaticks, in all Seventeen Thouſand ; Of the 
Chriftians were ſlain about Three Thouſand, the 
chief of which were the Count of Naſſau, Charles 
Count Bracondorf, Count Fulchire General of the 
Artillery, and Collonel Pleiter with his Leiutenant 
Collonel, and Serjeant ajor. 

This great overthrow cauſed the Turkiſh Forces 
to Mutinye, declaring the War to be undertaken up- 
on an unjaſt quarrel, alledging that the Total E- 
clipſe of the Moon had before prefaged their evil 
ſucceſs, nor could the Vilier appeaſe them, or ſecure 
his own Life without a promiſe to uſe his utmoſt in- 
tereſt for an accommodation of Peace between the 
Empires, yet kept not his word, but immediately 
tent his Commands to the Princes of /oldavia and 
Valachia, who had retired to return to the War, 
whereupon though very unwillingly they returned, 
after which the Turks Turk Serniſwar, the Imperials 


+ not ſo much as vouchſafing to relieve it, which 1o 


aflited the Noble Mind - of the Count Serin:, chat 
g YOW- 
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growing Melancholly, to divert himſelf he often 
uſed Hunting, when one day Chaling a Bore, whom 
he wounded 1n ſeveral places, the furious Beaſt turn- 
ed upon him, and with his Tusk ſtruck him on the 
Knee, which made him fall to the ground, when be- 
fore he could recover himielf with a ſecond ſtroke, 
he was mortally wounded in the head, and ſoon after 
dyed in the Armes of one of his Pages; This was 
the end of this valiant Captain, whom his Enemies 
could never ſubdue, to the great grief of all worthy 
Chriſtians, and the joy of the Turks, whoſe Mor- 
tal Enemy he was, a man indangers moſt couragious,- 
in War valiant, and patient in labour, in peace cour- 
teous, and moderate in his pleaſure, and in fine he 
was accompliſhed with all thoſe vertues that renders 
a man compleat. 

After thedeath of this Ccunt, the Peace between 
the Empires was concluded, when as the Grand Seig- 
niour being at leaſure, plotted the deſtruftion of his 
Brothers, but at the perſwaſion of the Juphri altered 
his Reſolution. 

About this time the Grand Viſier indeavoured to 
depoſe the T artar Han, and place his Son in his ſtead, 
but the young Tartar though barbarous would not 
conſent thereto, but ſent his Father ſecret notice 
what was intended againſt him, which ſo inraged 
the Tartar, that he uſed his utmoſt indeavour at the 
Ottoman Court to overthrow the Viſiter, and promote 
another to that Office, in order to which he dealt 
with the Baſla of Buda, promiſing him his utmoſt 
intereſt at the Port to make him great Viſier, by 
which, though contrary to his wiſh, he deſtroyed 
him for the Viſier, having notice of what had paf- 
{d, obtained a private Commiſſion from the Grand 
Seigniour, by which he Summone{d the Baſla to ap- 
pear before him, when immediately without any Rene 
cels 
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ceſs, proof or accuſation, cauſed his Head to be 
ſtricken off. | 

Anno Dom. 1665. The Genoeſe ſent the Marqueſs 
Durazz0 as their Envoy Extraordinary to the Orro- 
»an Court, where by gitts and other means, he ſo 
effectually wrote with the Grand Viſiter, that a peace 
inſued between the Grand Seigniour and that Repub- . 
lick, the which was the rather accorded to that the 
War againſt Candia might be the better carryed on; 
on which the Turks ſeemed abſolutely bent in-: order 
to the Equiping of Gallies and other things neceſſa- 
ry, the Grand Seigniour came from Adrinopleito Cope, 
flantineple, but before his arrival great part of the; 
Seraglio was burnt to the ground, fired by ſome 0 
the women, to prevent the diſcovery of their ſteal- 
ing divers Jewels that garniſhed the Royal Cradle; 
and upon his arrival he deſired of the Earl of Win- 
chelſea Fifteen Sail of Engliſh Men of War, with the 
conſent of His Majeſty of Great Brittain, but-, the. 
Earl excuſed it, ſaying, that though his Majeſty -of 
England did always entertain a good afteCtion and; 
zealous diſpoſition towards the affairs of the Ottoman 
Port, yet at preſent the Wars with Holland, and il}. 
underſtanding with France, made his occaſions for 
his own Shipping more urgent then uſual, and the 
time moſt. unſeaſonable to preſs his Majeſty in that 
particular, whereupon the Grand Vilier gave order 
for the building Sixty Gallies againſt the Spring, at 
what time a great Fleet was in a readynels, ſeveral 
Engliſh, French and Dutch Merchant Men, who were 
at that time found in the prots of Aleppo, Smyrnay 
and Alexanaria, being, preſled for the ſervice. 

Theſe proceedings greatly alarumed the Yenetzans, 
inſomuch that they delayed nothing that was requi- 
ſite for the defence of their important City of Car-

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of the Iſland, whereupon the Marqueſs Ghiron Fray- 
ciſe Villa a brave Souldier, was entertained as Gene- 
ral of Foot, anda Sallary of twelve thouſand Crowns 
per Annumalowed him, with a large Commiſſion not 
to be ſabje& to any command, but that of the Cap- 
tain Generals, who with a great train arriving at 
Venice made an Oration to the people, wherein he 
incouraged them to the utmoſt to fight againſt the 
enemies of their Country and Religion with weary- 
neſs, and chearfully to provide all neceffaries for ſo 
honourable a War, whereupon they fitted their Fleet 
with all things neceſlary, and ſtrengthened their 
Forts both with Horſe and Foot drawn out of their 
Garriſons on the Terra Firma, being aſſiſted with 
Men and Money from other Princes and States; The 
Pope gave them permiſſions to levy four thouſand 
men out of his Countries, the Emperor likewiſe not- 
withſtanding the peace furniſhed them with conſide- 
rable Forces, to which were additions made from 
other parts of Germany, and indeed from many of 
'the Chriſtian Princes, who were grieved to ſee an 
Infidel incroach yet farther into Exrope, but above 
all the French King contributed largely, though at 
the ſame time he ſent Mounſier d' Yertly his Ambaſſa- 
dor to the Port, who as the former received many 
affronts during his reſidence there ; The Captain of 
the Ship that brought him thither likewiſe was or- 
dered by the Grand Seignior to be Executed, for too 
rudely preſling into his preſence, which Sentence 
had been put in Execution had not the Boſtangi Baſſa 
interceeded for him, yet he nevertheleſs was impri- 
ſoned and put in chains, nor could the Ambaſſador 
without a great Sum procure his Liberty, nor at his 
Audiences had of the Grand Seignior and Grand Vi- 
lier was he received with ſuch reſpeCt as became his 
Character, yet he made the beſt on it, boaſting to 

the 
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the other Chriſtians, Miniſters of the ample fatisfa- 
ion he had received both for his own affronts, and 
the affronts put upon his Predeceſfſors. 

W hilſt theſe things paſſed, the Marqueſs 4” lia 
paſſed into Dalmatia to take a view of the Forts and 
ſtrong places on that ſide, as fearing whilſt the Turks 
gave out for Candia, they might ſuddenly turn their 
Forces upon that Frontier Territory of the Yeners- 
ans, but having given ſuch neceſfary orders as he 
thought requiſite, and being certified from Count 
Liſle the Emperors Ambaſſador at Conftantznople, that 
the Grand Vilſier early in the Spring would with a 
puiſſant Army land on the Ifland he ſet over, with 
ſuch Forces as he had, to joyn thoſe already there. 

About the beginning of the Year 1665s. great 
troubles had like to have riſen in the Ortomarn Em- 
pire, occaſioned by one Sabatas Sens a Jew, born at 
Smyrna, who impiouſly pretending himſelf to be the 
Meſſia drew after him a multitude of that unhappy 
nation,declaring that he came to reſtore them to their 
temporal Kingdom,and to gather the ſcattered tribes 
filling their heads with propheſies, dreams and falſe 
deluſions, that they every where credited him, and 
laying aſide all buſineſs, prepared for their march to 
Zeruſalem, once more to polleſs the Land of Promiſe, 
and raiſea Glorious Monarchy above what ever their 
Anceſtors could pretend too, and to that purpoſe 
made themſelves Garments according to the Levitt 
cal Ordinance, ſeveral of them aftirming that they 
had ſeen Elzas, and that he had expreſly commanded 
it, writing toeach other many Blaſphemous Letters 
in commendation of their Impoſtor, whom they ſtile 
King of Kings, and Lord of all Lords, attributing 
to him many other vain Titles, nor was it long e'r 
he became Hydra headed, for other deſpicable Jews 
finding the cheat take fo effeftually took up the de- 
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ceiving Trade which cauſed the Turkiſh Mini- 
ſters to nip them, e're they grew too popular, by 
confining the Ring-Leaders to divers Priſons; and 
amongſt other things, the Jews being aſhamed that 
ſo many Miſſtas ſhould at once appear, procured the 
Impriſonment of ſome of them, themſelves, by ac- 
culing them of Adultery, and other heinous Crimes, 
as for Sabatz, he finding his fraud too apparent, re- 
nounced the Judaiſm, and turned Mahometan, and 
drew many of his Nation to follow his Example, be- 
ing for that purpoſe ſet at Liberty, andallowed a 
penſion for his Maintenance in the Turks Seraglio. 

About this time the Embaſladors of either Em- 
pire exchanged, that is, the Turks Embaſſador re- 
turned from Vienna to Conſtantinople, and the Ger- 
man Embafſador from Conſtantinople, to Vienna; du- 
ring which, the skirmiſhes between the Yenetians and 
the Turks grew hot, Hoſtilities being on both ſides 
maintained with great fury, both by Land and Sea, 
though with various fuccels ; ſometimes one ſide 
prevailing, and fometimes another; till at laſt it 
was reſolved by the Marqueſs D* Yi4a, and the Ad- 
miral of the Gallies, that by reaſon of the great.In- 
undations occaſioned by the inceſſant rains, that the 
offenſive War ſhould be laid aſide, and the Forces 
for better ſecurity, incamp near the Walls of Can- 
dia, as being the Metropolis of the Iſland, whilſt 
the Gallies divided into two Squadrons ſcowred the 
Seas, and hindred any new ſuccours from Landing 
but e're they were incamped; Two Thouſand Turks 
{allying from their Trenches, ſet upon the out- 
Guards, beating them from their Poſt, and purſu- 
ing even to the enterance of the Camp, but being 
reinforced, the Turk were obliged in diforder to re- 
tire; yet the Turks not contented, made another 
attempt, but with no better ſucceſs than the for- 
mer 
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mer ; though the Loſs was conſiderable on either 
ſide 3 yet the Turks Camp was greatly annoyed by 
the ſhot, from which played furiouſly upon their 
Trenches but the Marqueſs O' Villa having notice of 
the approach of greater Forces, thought it wiſdom 
to remove his Camp to a place of more advantage, 
till new aids came to his aſfliſtance ; the which after 
filing up the Trenches, and blowing up the Forts 
that they might not profit, the Enemy was per- 
formed. | 

. During this Aftion, the Great Vilier, with a nu- 
merous Army Imbarqued on the Gallies at Conſtan- 
tinople, and after touching at Thebes, arrived at Can- 
dia, though by the way, Twelve of his Galleys fell 
into the hands of the Yenetians, moſtly laden with 
Previfion a:d Ammunition, taken near the Gulf of 
Volo by the Cavalier, Grimani, Captain of the Gal- 
lies ; the Viſier upon his arrival went to take a 
view of the City of Candia, that Bulwark then of 
Chriſtendom, and finding the taking of it would 
require much time and labour, he returned to Czrea, 
to conſult the meaſures uſed in carrying on the ſiege; 
whenin the mean time the Princes of Chriſtendom 
being at diſcord amongſt themſelves, were not fo 
ready in ſending the promiſed ſuccours as was ex- 
pected, only the Pope and Great Duke of Tuſcany 
kept their promiſe, and ſome few private men out 
of their proper Treaſury, ſent a ſupply of Money 
and - Proviſion, infomuch, that the jun&ure did no 
ways promiſe ſucceſs to the Yenetians. 

Anno 1567. The Tartars inthe depth of Winter 
entering Poland, layed a great part of it deſolate, 
carrying away One Hundred Thouſand Chriſtians 
iato miſerable Bondage, which made the Poloniar 
King exhibit a grievous complaint to the Grand Sig- 
ntor z but with all deſirous to renew the League be- 
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tween them : In order to which, he ſeat his Embaſſa- 
dor with many rich Preſents to the Port, but he be- 
ing too peremptorie in his demands upon his Audi- 
dience, and receiving no anſwer agrecable to his 
expectation , uttered ſuch Speeches as cauſed the 
Grand Signior to confine him to his own Houle, and 
a Guard to be ſet upon him, which ſo increaled his 
fury, that growing high, it caſted him 1nto a Fe- 
vour, of which he dyed ; when as his Secretary took 
upon him the character of an Embaſlador, expecting 
a reply to what had been propoſed, and within a 
while after, had an Audience of the Chimacam, but 
in the end could obtain no other anſwer, then that 
no compenſation or pretence ſhould ever after be 
demanded for the damage ſuſtained by the Tarrars 
in Poland, nor that the Polanders ſhould make War 
upon the Gfſſacks now revolted from the Obedience 
of that Crown ; but that they ſhould immediately 
make War upon the Muſcovite, and permit the Tur- 
k;ſb Merchants to Trade in their Countrey ; with 
this anſwer the Secretary was obliged to depart, 
though it proved nothing grateful to the Poles, who 
did not youchſafe to return thanks for this uneſteem- 
ed favour, yet by reaſon of the differences amongſt 
themſelves, warred not on Tartary, though ſome of 
the bordering people with any Anthentick Commil- 
ſion, joyning with a conſiderable party of IMaſcovs- 
vians, entered T artary, and runuing with Fire and 
Sword even to the Walls of C:fz their chief City, 
burnt Three Hundred Villages, and brought away a 

great hooty of Priſoners, Cattle, and the like. 
About this time the Baſla of Baſora revolted from 
the Grand Signior, and with diſplayed Infigns, 
marched with an Army of Forty Thouſand Horſe, 
and to the great terror of thoſe Countreys, which 
he pretended were of right, his Legal day 
| as 
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deſcended to him by his Anceſtors ; but the Baſlas 
of Erzirum, Aleppo, and Damaſcus going againſt him» 
routed his Forces, and for the preſervation of his 
Life, obliged him to fly to the King of Perſia. 

' The Venetian Galleys coaſting the liland of Canara, 
to hinder what in them lay the Landing of Forces on 
that Iſland, encountered with Twenty Ships of the 
Turks, laden with Men and Proviſion ; moſt of which 
they burnt, ſunk, or took, and a while after had 
one of the Turkiſh Galleys brought to them by the 
Slaves, who had by ſtratagem taken it from their 
Maſters, but theſe proceedings ſeemed ſmall to what 
afterwards happened ; for by this time the Viſter 
having layed his ſiege to one of the ſtrongeſt City 
in the World, fortified by the moſt induſtrious of 
men, as far as Humane poſlibility could render iv 
impregnable, diſmal things inſued. 

The Town was fortified with ſeven great Baſtions, 
viz. the Sabionera, Vetturi, Feſus, Martinengo, Betlem, 
Panigra, and St. Andrea, all incompaity with a 
large and deep Ditch, of which were the Revelzn of 
Spiritto, the Revetin of Panigra flanked to the right, 
with the Half-Moon of AMecenigo, next thereunto, 
was the Revelin of Betlem bordering on the work 


of St. Maris, which to the left had the Revelin of 


St: Nicbolas,” and this joyned to the Fortification of 
de Palma, next whereunto was the Revelin of Priuli, 
with the redoubt of Crepa Cuore, and over all was 
the Royal Fort of St. Demerrio, which Commanded 
the work of Molino, and Sabionera, evento the yery 
Sea. 

Before this formidable place, the Viſier pitched 
his Tents, raiſed his Battery, and provided all things 
neceſſary to approach the work, running his Tren- 
ches with great celerity to the border of the out- 
works, but there met with ſuch blaſts of e«/£trnear 
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Fires from the Mines and Farnellos, that they hin- 
dred the Tarks Traverics , and greatly dilincoura- 
ged them, conſidering that if the Ground was unle- 
cure at that diſtance, what Abyſſes and Chaſmas 
mult there be prepared to make them Graves under 
the Walls or enterance of the City, when not to let 
them breathe, the Chriſtians fallyed twice on them, 
making great ſlaughter of ſuch as were; far advan- 
ced in the works; when retiring in confulion, the 
Collonel. of St. Demetrio fell upon them , cutting 
Two,Thouſand of them in pieces, e're they could 
recover their main ſtrength ; about which time, 
Captain General Moroſini arrived in the Haven with 
his Galleys, and put One Thouſand freſh men into 
the City, which ſo exaſperated the Turks, that they 
reſolutely advanced to hinder it, but being within 
danger by the ſpringing of Mines, ſome hundreds 
of them were ſent to cut capers in the Air ; yet the 
Turks forced by their Commanders like Moles, con- 
tinued there working under ground, where many of 
- them dug their own Graves, never more appearing 
zbove ground ; for being countermined, they were 
overwhelmed with the blaſts of Powder and dread- 
ful W1ld-Fires prepared by Caſteltan (the moſt expert 
Enginere in the : World.) for' that purpoſe, yet 
the : Turks with their ſtink pots, which fla- 
ming, they threw into the works, ſo infected the 
Air with noiſom vapours, that long it was e're it 
could ! e purged with the burning of 7aniper-wood, 
and Aquauia. 

During theſe dayly rancounters, arrived the Auxi- 
Jarie Galleys from the Pope, and alteſians com- 
manded by Prior B:ch:, and Bals Del Bene, as like- 
wiſe the Galleys of Naples and S:cily, Commanded 
by Giarettino Doria, and the Duke of Ferandina, but 
iuch was the Cowardiſe of theſe Commanders which 
they 
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they imputed to, the ſtraitneſs of their Commilli- 
on, that they durſt not come on ſhoar, nor at the 
inſtance of the Marqueſs D' Villa, ſend him ſo much 
25 a man, except ſuch renowned French Voluntiers 
as would enter the City, not being under their 
- Command, amongſt whom was the Cavalier D' 
Harcourt, of the Houſe of Lorrain, whodid ſingular 
kervice by his Valour and Condudt ; nor did theſe 
Galleys ought at Sea, but after ſome time, coaſting 
the Iſland, ingloriouſly returned home to theirs, and 
their Maſters Infamy. 

Theie things happening , the Signior  Giavarina 
ſyurrendred his charge of Captain of the Galleys to 
Signeor Paſquelino, and by the order of the Senate, 
went again to Cnſtantinople, and from thence paſled 0- 
yer to treat with the Great Viſier about a truce, but 
nothing would be conſented to, unleſs Candia was 
delivered, whereupon he generouſly ſcorned to treat 
further, though the Viſier deſired it, and appointed 
a place for that purpoſe, which ſo inraged him, that 
he commanded the Mines about Pangrato be ſprung, 
and a furious Aſſault to be given, but it proved un- 
ſucceſsful by the great ſlaughter of the Turks, whoſe 
bodys filled up the ruines of the Mine. 

At the end of Faly arrived Six Hundred Foot, un- 
der the Leading of Ortanio Alba, a Noble Venetian 
bringing with him likewiſe Twenty Thouſand 
Ducats, who entring the City, was joyfully recei- 
ved, during which ſpaces, the Fights between the 
Miners under Ground, were as bloody as thoſe in 
the openField, ſo that the Men ſeemed to make war 
in the Grave ; nor were the Turks flow in placing 
their Mines to advantage, eſpecially one, which ta- 
king Fire, blew up part of the Half-Moon, leaving 
thereby a paſſage Twelve Foot wide, at which the 
Turks preſling to enter, were miſerably ever 
me 
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med by the ſtorms of ſhot that flew like Hail from 
the Flankers, whereupon the better to make their 
approaches, the Turks filled ſacks of Earth, and 
planted them near the Walls, which the Chriſtians 
with long Iron hooks drew 2way, and left them 
open to the fury of Muſquitiers, who were the more 
incouraged by another ſupply of Five Hundred Yene- 
tians, under the Command of Signeour D'* Rig, 
when on the Fifteenth of September, the Chriſtians 
fallyed, and afcer a hot skirmiſh, trained the Turk 


into the danger of a Mine, which being ſprung, ſent 


Three Hundred of them into the Air, yet they con- 
tinued the Fight very bloody and doubtful, till at 
length the Chriſtians retired under the Baſtion of 
Betlem, and the Turks with the ſhot from thence 
were beaten off: 

On the Eighteenth they made another falley, 
and trained the Turks into the danger of another 
Mine, though not without ſome loſs of their own; 
their Captain being wounded, and Ten or Twelve 
of them ſlain, yet they again fallyed, and ſprung 
ſeveral Mines to the deſtroying of Six Thouſand 
Turks, whilſt the Enginere framed an Engine to 
rid the Ditch of the Earth that the Mines had 
thrown into it, but the Turks undermining where 
it ſtood, blew it into the Air, yet the Labourer 
with Baskets and Sacks ſupplyed its place; and 0n 
the Twentieth of Oftober, a Mine of Forty Barrel 
of Powder was fired by the Chriſtians to deſtroy the 
Enemies redoubts, but on the contrary, it burk 
through an old 'Gallery with ſach force, as made the 
City tremble, as if an Earthquake had happened, and 
with the confuſed ſmoak ſtifled about Sixty Men. 

About this time, the Grand Signior ſent an Ex- 
prek to the Viſier, to ſend him anexact account how 
the fieze was carryed on, and what hopes there was 
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of winning the piece, ſending him a Sword, and a 


yeſt of Sables as a token ci his favour; to merit 
which, and that the Grand Signiors Inquiſitor might 
be a Spectator of the difficulty in winning the place, 
he commanded a General aſlault the next day ſhould 
be made upon Panigra, which was carryed on with 
ſuch deſperateneſs, that the Turks entered the 
Ditches, but were ſoon diſlodged by the Springing 
Mines, which made them ſpraul by Hundreds in the 
Air, and overthrew many of the Enemies redoubts, 
yet the Viſier not fatisfied with threats and promi- 
ſes, obliged them ta renew the Aſlault, which they 
did with ſuch eagerneſs, in hopes of great rewards, 
that notwithſtanding the undaunted courage of the 


Defendants, Panigra had been taken, had not the 


General given order for the blowing it up, which 
was done with ſuch a Thunder-crack from the breath 
of Seventy Barrels of Powder under a huge pile of 
ſtones, that the Turks Camp trembled, and in it 
periſhed Three Thouſand Turks, amongſt whom 
were Three Baſſas, and many other of note. This 
for the preſent aſtoniſhed the Turks, and gave a ſtop 
to the further proceedings of this Aﬀault. This 
proof gave evident Conviction to the Grand Signi- 
ors Inquiſitor of the ſtrength of the place, and dit- 
fculty of the work ; and having been an Eye-Wit- 
neſs of what had paſſed, returned with diſmal ſto- 
ries of a cruel War, reporting (perhaps) and it was 
related in moſt parts of Chriſtendom, that this was 
the place where blood was ſpilt day and night, where 
Gallant Men had forgot to ſleep, living in perpe- 
tual labours, innur'd to intolerable ſufferings, and 
hourly dangers, there being none ſecure in Church, 
Houſe, or Street ; for Granadoes ſpouted fire, Can- 
nons thundred out their Iron Globes, Arrows and 
Stones fell like Hail, fo that there were none in _ 
place, 
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place but who quartered on the brink of the 
Grave. 

Winter coming on Hoſtilities ceaſed not though 
their heat was ſomewhat abated, and to the won- 
der of all men the Viſier could not be perſwaded to 
forſake his Trenches, but proving when necellary 
he could to ſecure his Souldiers from the raging 
cold and prodigeous Rains he immediately diſpatch- 
ed Letters to the Grand Sizneour and Divaro, to 
ſend him new ſupplies for that his Army was fo 
waſted that of one hundred and fifty thouſand with 
which he at firſt incamped nor a third part of them 
remained adding that he was reſolved to take the 
City or dye under its Walls, which reſolution was 
highly approved by the Grand Signeour, and a 
ſpeedy dilpatch of Men, Proviſion, and Ammuniti- 
on was made when to the Viſiter ſuppoſing to ren- 
der the Officers of the City more negligent of their 
truſts ſent to propoſe certain Articles of Peace and 
a flag of Truce, but his deſign being perceived he 
drew in his hornes, about which time arrived the 
new Proveditor Bernardo Navi (the. other having 
been killed with a Muſquet ſhot on the Fort of Pa- 
mgara) bringing with him five hundred Souldiers, 
and Matteo Matthews Serjeant General with recruits 
from the Pope, as likewiſe three hundred Meddals, 
to beſtow upon ſuch Worthies as ſhould beſt de- 
ſerve them, | 


Anno Dom. 1668. in the month of March a ſharp 
ingagement happened between ſixteen Yenetian, and 
twelve Turkiſh Gallies, the latter not expecting 
ſach a number in thoſe, tho indeed they had been 
{ent to ſurprize yet entering into a ſharp diſpute 
fix of the Turks Gallies were ſank or taken, and the 


reſt much ſhattered eſcaped under the ſhelter of "_ 
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night, having loſt moſt of their Souldiers and Com- 
manders, and ſoon after the Captain General of the 
Venetians, lighting accidentally of fix other Turkiſh 
Gallies took and junk them all ſave one that run her 
felt on ſhoar. 

Spring being now come the Turks began to creep 
out of their Trenches, having raiſed a Fort on tie 
ſide of the Lazarctto, which fo offended the Port 
that there was no harhour or acceſs for Veſlels, aiid 
the like they had erected on the other ſide near un- 
to the Fort of St. Andrea, which greatly oftended 
Tramata another harbour on the lett hand, and in 
the night peſſi!: undiicovered of the Centinels they 
fixed a ſtroug Cable to the Pallifado of St. Andrea, 
and ſtrained it {o hard with an Engine erected for 
that purpoſe, that they tore away ſereral of the 
main beams,heightned with which ſucceſs they con- 
tinued to advance their Lines on thar ſide, to pre- 
vent which the General commanded two hundred 
under the leading of Major Atta, to fally out up- 
on them, which they effected with ſuch expedition 
and ſecreſje, that they ſlew a great number of them 
and put the reſt that were running the Line to 
flight, overthrowing their redoubts and filling up 
Lines for which good ſervice the General beſtowed 
amongſt them fifty Zechins, and commanded the 
platform to be finiſhed from whence with his Can- 
non he greatly annoyed the Enemy , and having 
deſtroyed ſeveral Redoubts by ſpringing of Mines, 
fallyed about eight hundred ſtrong, and made great 
ſlaughter of the Turks driving them out of their 
Trenches. Howſoever the Turks. with admirable 
patience crept forward under the ſhelter of their 
Baſtion, running their Traverſes croſs the Lines till 
Maupaſſau an Engineer by ſpringing ſeveral Mines 
put a ſtop to their proceedings. But now what 
V. a8 
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was the greateſt loſs to this famous City the Duke 
of Savoy (whoſe ſubject the Marqueſs D* Villa was, 
recalled him home, his urgent affairs ſo requiring, 
notwithſtanding many overtures were made for his 
continuance, but in obedience to his Prince he im- 
barked and left his charge to the Marqueſs St. An- 
drea Montbrun a Noble man of France, with whom 
the YVenetian Ambaſſador at Parris by order of the 
Republick, had prevailed to take upon him the de- 
fence 2nd protection of that deplorable reduced now 
almoſt to its ultimate criſis. 

The new General eſtabliſhed in his place of truſt 
took a diligent ſurvey of the Forts and Walls of the 
City, giving ſuch neceſſary orders as he conceived 
moſt convenient, nor was his diligence without 
, reaſon for the Turks dayly preſſed nearer to the 
Walls of the City, raiſing many redoubts with ſuch 
expedition, that they could not be deſtroyed 10 
faſt as they were raiſed, though the Miners ceaſed 
not to uſe their utmoſt diligence, and from them 
playing with their Cannon many brave men were 
killed on the Walls, and amongſt the reſt Provide- 
tor General Nani, and Franciſco Bataglia, Brother 
” the Duke of Cand:a were ſlain with Muſquet 

Ots. 

The long continuance of this ſiege drew thither 
many Worthies, and amongſt others 4onſier La 
Fuillade Duke of Roanez. The Count of St. Pauls. 
The Duke De Carderouſſes The Count D' Yilla 
Maur, and the Duke De Chateau Tiery, who came 
accompanied with ſix hundred Men moſt of them 
Gentlemen of note, to try their valour in the field 
of Mars, who like fo many inraged Lyons by their 
frequent fallies killed a great number of the Turks, 
beating them through their Trenches, and terrify- 
ing them at that rate that they ſcarcely durſt _ 
their 
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their approach, but theſe men came not to ſtay but 
only to ſee the Wars and ſo depart, which after 
good ſervice done, ſuch as eſcaped did ; when in 
their places ſeveral valiant Souldiers ſent by the 
Dukes of Lunenburgh and Brunſwick, arrived nnder 
ther leading of ſeveral valiant Chiefs, of which 
Count Waldeck was principle, who in a ſally ventu- 
ring into the Enemies Trenches too far, received 
ſeveral wounds of which he ſoon after dicd. 

Between St. Andrew and the Ravelin of Spirito, 
where the Turks had planted a Battery of three 
pieces of Cannon, and raiſed ſeveral Doubts, a Mine 
of one hundred ſacks of Powder was iprung, which 
not only overthrew the Battery and Redoubts, but 
vaſt quantiries of Stones and Timber it carryed into 
the Air, deſtroyed a great number of Turks in their 
Trenches, and thereupon the Chriſtians fallying 
put them into a great confuſion, diſmounting and 
ſpiking up their Cannon, but by the lo of the 
Duke of Candia who was ſlain by a Muſquet ſhot, 
much of the joy for this ſucceſs was abated, yet 
three thouſand Turks were ſlain, and amongſt them 
the Baſla of Canea, and Major General of the 7a- 
MILAYIES. 

This ſlaughter for a while greatly diſcouraged the 
Turks, but in the end recovering breath, they made 
a ſtrong aſſault upon one of the Forts of St. Andrea, 
and gained it,preſling on to the Baſtion of Sabionera 
to the Weſt with a force of ten thouſand men hay- 
ving the advantage of three batteries, each conſiſt- 
ing of ten pieces of Ordinance, and the next night 
gave a general aſlault with all their Forces to the 
Baſtions of Panigra, Sabionera, and St. Andrea, to- 
gether with the great Fort of St. Demetrius, but 
the beſieged were armed with all caution and vigt- 
lence againſt ſarprize, and with that condutt a id 
vValour 
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valoyr that they gave the Enemy three gallant re- 
pulſes with much ſlaughter 2nd confuſion, but yet 
this ſucceſs was diminiſhed by the loſs of the Count 
de Maur an experienced Venetian Captain, who af- 
ter proofs of an invincible courage loſt his Life in 
defence of the Chriſtian cauſe, but nor long after 
the Marqueſs Crnaro and the Barron Spar arriving 
with a recruit of three thouſand men, as if they in- 
tended to requite the Turks laſt aſſault, made ſo 
reſolute and ſucceſsful a fally, that they killed about 
two thouſand Turks, amongſt whom were divers 
Commanders of note. 


About this time whilſt the Grand Signeour was 
at Lariſſa, news .came of the near approach of the 
Excellentiflimo Abniſſe de Molino Ambaflador from 
the Yenetian Republique with Propolitions of 
Peace, but the haughty Turks before they would 
admit him to a nearer approach then a days jour- 
ney, would firſt be reſolved whether or no he 
brought with him the Keys of Cardza, to which it 
was replyed by the Interpreter, that he was not ca- 
pable of giving them ſatisfaction in that particular 
being but a menial Servant, to whom the ſecrets of 
'State and reſolutions of great men were not com- 
mitted, his office being only to render faithfully 
the words and ſenſe of his Maſter, and not to en- 
ter into the private thoughts, and Cabinet of their 
Councils. To which the Chimacam proudly and 
barbarouſly replyed, That he ſhould go tell his Ma- 
ſter that unleſs he brought the Keys of Canata his 
head ſhould pay for it, and that he preſumed not in 
perſon to approach nearer unto the Court. So the 
Ambaſlador remained at a diſtance till he received 
orders to paſs over into Candia, there to treat with 
the Viſter, who weary of the tedious ſiege willingly 
gave 
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* about a ſurrender of the City, which in any caſe

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gave him Audience. hoping that he came to treat 


he deſired as fearing notwithſtanding his bravadoes 
he ſhould be forced to raiſe his ſiege without ſuc- 
ceſs, but he only offered Suda and a conſiderable 
ſumme of money, which not redounding to the glory 
of the Viſier, by reaſon that might have been had ere 
the War began, he would come to no agreement, 
for the Ambaſſador iniiſted that Candia being main- 
tained by the Armes of Forreign Princes it could 
not without their conſent be ſurrendered, bur that 
all the reſt of the Iſland ſhould be the reward of 
their blood and labour, and although the Vilier af- 
terwards propoſed: in lieu thereof , the Yenerians 
ſhould have free Licence to rebuild Paleo Caſtro,. yet 
the final anſwer of the Ambaſſador was, that Candia 
was capable of no conditions but what were 1mpoſed 
on It by force of Armes. 

About this time the French King by reaſon of the 
many indignities put on him in the perſon of his Em- 
baſſador, recalled him without daigning to ſend ano- 
ther to negotiate his affairs at the Port, which great- 
ly amuſed the Turks, as judging he intended to re- 
venge the affronts received at Gnſtantinople upon the 
Ottoman Forces before Candia, as indeed in ſome mea- 
ſure he did, and might have been the preſerver of 
that important Bulwark of Chriſtendom to this day, 
had not the Caprice of ſuch as commanded his: For- 
ces ſent there obſtrutted it ; About this time like- 
wiſe the Earl of # 5nche/ſea Ambaſſador for his Ma- 
kſty of Great Britrain, having had his Audience of 
the Grand Seignior at Salomca returned into Eng- 
land, and was ſucceeded by Sir Dane! Harvy, |

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Turky the Money of all Nations is currant to a cet- | 
tain value) they complained to the Cadses or chief 
Judges, who with theconſent of the Grand Se1gnior, 
called it into the Mint, allowing no more for it than 
it was in true value, to the infinite loſs both of Turks 
and 'Strangers, and ſoon after the Grand Seignior 
being greatly fearful that the people growing weary 
of his Government, might place one of his Bro- 
thers in the Throne, to ſecure any danger that way, 
ſent an Officer to the Queen-Mother, under whoſe 
Tuition they were, to demand their heads, and 
bring them to him at Lariſa, but ſhe upon ſight of 
his mandate abhorring the Fact, ſecretly gave notice 
thereof to the Fanizaries, to whom ſhe had ſworn 
the proteCtion of the Young Princes, which unex- 
ted News blew up ſuch a flame as had like to 
ave turned all into confuſion, and wrote worſe ef- 
fets than any the Grand Seignior had before cauſe- 
leſly imagined, but in the end, with large promi- 
- and larger Donations, the Tempeſt was alay- 
ed. 

Spring approaching, the Turkiſh Army which for 
the moſt part had layn immured all Winter, twixt 
the Walls of earth, crept forth as Worms out of the 
ground, and again began to run their Trenches to- 
wards the Walls of Candia, before which Mountains 
and confuſed heaps of rubbiſh and Mold lay, which 
had. been thrown up by the Mines and Frencellos, 
which {o looſned the nerves and pores of the Earth, 
that all abour it ſeemed hollow, inſomuch that light 
appeared often out of one Mine into another, which 
£aveeclther ſide frequent opertunities of ſtealing pou- 
der out of each others Mines, the Turks like Moles 
working ſtill underground, 1o that the ſtrongeſt Gj- 
ty in the World was rather reduced tv extremity 
by ſuch as knew no uſe of any thing, but of the 
Spade 
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Spade and Mattock, rather than by force of Armes, 
for many were of opinion that all the Forces'of the 
Ottoman Empire could not otherwiſe have taken it, 
by this means being ſo near advanced that their Gra- 
nadoes could ealily be ſlung into the City, they did 
great miſchief, wounding and killing many of the 
Prime Commanders, and beating down houſes in 
abundance, when amongſt the reſt a Cannon ſhot fell 
into a Magazine of Fireworks, and ſtriking upon a 
Granado ſhell that was filled with powder fired, that 
firing about a hundred more, containing thirty bar- 
rels of powder, which beat down moſt of the adja- 
cent houſes, and did great hurt to the Gariſon, and 
on the 28th. of May the Turks ſprung 5 Mines in the 
mouth of the breach they had made on the Fort of 
St. Andrea, and preſſed hard to carry it, now weak 
and almoſt turned into a heap of rubbiſh, which 
cauſed the Captain General the Marqueſs of 44cnt- 
burn, and all the chief Officersto take up their quar- 
ters on that ſide. 

The City of Candia thus in danger, the Princes of 
Chriftendom were not ſlow in ——_ it, but above 
the reſt Pope Clement the gth. Expreſſed his zeal for 
the defence of this place, not only ſending ſuccours 
himfelt, but inciting and ſtirring up others to do the 
like, and moſtly the preſent French King, who was 
beſt able to lenda ſtrong power, who was not want- 
ing to comply for the defence of the Chriſtian cauſe, 
who in order thereto raiſed ſeven or eight thouſand 
foot under the command of the Duke of Beaufort, 
near Kinſman to the King, the Duke of Navailles, 
the Mareſcals, Lambert and ©olebert, with many 0- 
thers of note, who were delirous to ſignalize their 
vallour in the Ficlgof Fame, who imbarquing on 
the Ships for that Purpoſe prepared at Taxlon, ar- 
rived before the City of Candia on the 19th. of 7#- 
| X'x-2 ly 
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ly, where fourteen Venetian carnals laden with horſe 
attended their coming, on which they were mount- 
ed, and now began the hopes of the beſieged to riſe 
high, and the Turks although within the City ina 
manner to deſpair, nor were the French ſlow in en+ 
tering the City, for the night of the ſame day they 
arrived, the Duke of Navailles with the Regiment 
of old Souldiers Mounted the guard on the Fort of 
St. Anarea, the place of greateſt danger, and the 
next day a council of War was called, wherein it 
was concluded that the Town was not Tenable, or 
to be long maintained without ſome extraordinary 
Enterprize attempted on the Enemy, and by ſowe 
furious ſally performed with reſolution and ſtrata- 
gems of War, in order unto which it was reſolved, 
that the 27th. ſhould be the day for fally both with 
Horſe and Foot, and the Fleet not to loſe their part 
in thjSaCtion, but ſhould play their great Guns on 
that ſlide next St. Andrea, making as it were a Wing 
to the Army. | | 

> The Sally agreed on, the Army was drawn up in 
four Battalions, the firſt called the Admirals, com- 
manded by the Sieurs Marte! Vander aud Granier , 
the ſecond was the Vice-Admirals, commanded by 
the Szeurs de.la-Meothe and Planta, the third was the 
Rear-Admirals, under the command of the Cheva- 
liers Bovillion Gabarer and Dailly, the fourth was 
the Battalion of the Sieur d Almeras, commanded 
under him by the Szeurs Panetire de la-Rogne, Fontier 
Brrault, and the Chevalier de Nemond;, On the Left 
hand of theſe, were the Guards of the Duke of Beau- 
Fort himſelf, though thereto perſwaded by all the: 
Nobility, not refraining to make one in the Enter- 
prize, who after he had given arder for the Fleet to 
accoaſt the ſhoar on the 1ide of St. Andrea, as near 
as conſiſted with their ſecurity, and from thence with 
their 
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their great Guns to play upon their Enemies'Camp, 
he reſolved to fight at the head of the Forlorn hope, 
conſiſting of Four Hundred Men, preceded by Fifty 
Granadeers, flanked with Three Froops of Horſe, 
Commanded by Count Dampirt, and the Regiment 
of Guards, with Four Troops of Horſe for 'their 
Wing, flanked with Three Regiments of Foot-: The 
reſerve conſiſted of the Regiments of Harcourt,” Contr, 
Ligmeres, Roſan, Mont-Peſat, and Vendoſme, flanked 
with Four Troops of Horſe under the Command'of 
Count Chorſexl, which placed themſelves on a riſing- 
ground, to hinder all communications between- the 
Viher, whoſe Camp was before St. Andrea, - and 
the ZJanizaries Ara, who'was liicamped before Sabic- 
mera : between thefirſt and ſecond Line were placed 
Fifty of the Kings'Mufquetiers to be' afſiſtant on: oc- 
cation, and the'other-Troops of -Horſe-were to take 
the left hand along' the Trenches,” leading to the 
Sabionera, The'Regiment of- Montpeyronx was AÞ- 
pointed to monnt the 'Guard'6k St. Demetrius, to fe» 
cond the retreat if occaſion' required it ; in like 
manner Five Handred Pioneers'ipert ordered to le- 
'vel the Trenches of the Enemy/<6n the quarter of 
St. Andrea, whilſt the Body of the: Turks 'Army 
was imployed in repulſing the violente of the Sally. 
All things being in a readineſs; the French about 
Two+hours before Gay, in the fecreteſt manner ima- 
ginable, ſallied at St: Georges Gate, the Signal to fall 
on; being the ſpringing of the' Royal: Mine , which 
through the Dampneſs of ' the 'Pawder, or the ti- 
merouſneſs of the” Enginiere, took"Hot effedt 3 the 
'General impatient-of delay; not faying for the” dn- 
ſt of the forlorn-hope, which lay within: half Muſs 
quet ſhot of the Enemy, aſſaulted | two redoubts, 
took them, and: put all he found in them to 'the 
Sword ; with the like courage the other Regiments 
| R x 3 ente- 
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entered the Line,. and after much blood, and ſlaughs 
ter, made themſelves Maſters of the Trenches, ftor- 
ming a Fort, on which was a Battery, directed againſt 
St. Demetrio, pofleſſed themſelves of it, and ſpiked up 
all the Cannon found therein, at what time day ap- 
pearing , diſcovered the bloody Scene, which cau- 
ſed the Turks to haſten from the Hills near New 
Carngia in great: number to regain their Trenches, 
whereupon the Duke D' Navailles perceiving. his 
forlorn hardly beſet, came in with Two Troops of 
Horſe, and two Regiments of ;:Foot z who with 
great ſlaughter beat the Turks out, of their Tren- 
ches, following the - Execution even to the heart of 
their Camp, but,whilſt fortune ſeemed thus to fa- 
vour the Chriſtians, an unhappy. accident fell out, 
which quite turned the ſcale of Victory ; for a Maga- 
zine of Powder,containing One Hundred Thirty Four 
Kintals being won from the Turks, and poſſeſſed by 
the Chriſtians accidentally, or. as ſome ſuppoſe, by 
lighted Matches purpoſely dropped into itz upon 
its ſurrender, blew. up with ſuch a terrible noule, 
that- it not only deſtroyed moſt-of the Battalian of 
Guards, but terrified ghe reſt of the Army, by mak- 
ing: the Earth, as with/a violent Earthquake, trem- 
ble-under them,; ; that they verily believing a great 
number of Mines were ſpringing under them ; open- 
ed in great confuhon to the right and: left, and,n 
theend, notwithſtanding the endeavours of the Com- 
manders to reſtram-them , \the--Souldiers betook 
themſelves to open and ſhameful-Flight, nor could 
they be perſiyvaded to rallie, or: once more face the 
Enemy, -but. in great-diforder,..re-entered the City. 
The Duke: of Beaxfort is faid_ to have laboured 
much1n reſiſting the ſhameful flight of his Men, and 
ventering his Perſon into danger, from whence he 
reſaived never ingloriouſly to retreat, was opyrete 
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by. Numbers, and fighting couragiouſly amongſt the 
thickeſt of his Enemies, expired on the heaps ; but 
by reaſon his Body , thaugh much ſought after, 
could not be found ; many conjeftured him to have 
periſhed by the fatal blow of Powder, which ſo 
frighted and diſordered the Chriſtian Army, nor 
had the French Fleet much better ſucceſs; for being 
driven from ſhoar by a ſtrong Wind, they little or 


nothing indamaged the Turks, but received conlide- 


rable dammage for a great Ship of Sixty Braſs Guns 
blew up, in which Two Hundred Ninety Two pe- 
riſhed, and her ſhot paſſing through the Admiral, 
killed ſeveral on board, and indamaged other Ships, 
by the fall of hex Timber and Sphnters. 

The Loſs the Turks ſuſtained is uncertain, but 
however , according to their own. report , Eight 
Thouſand are faid to fall in the Trenches, Forts, 
and Redoubts;z the loſs amongſt the French con- 
ſiſted moſtly in their Nobility and Officers of nore, 
a fate incident to that Nation, the chief of which 
were the Duke of Beaufort, Count Ryſan, the Mar- 
queſs D' Fabert, the Chevalier /ereceaux, and the 
Chevalier D* Quzekas, with about Twenty others, 
all Commanders, and a Thouiand common Souldi- 
ers, many of note were likewiſe wounded, the Pri- 
ſoners taken, exceeded not Seven or Eight, the 
chief of which were the Sieur D* Bois, Dauphin Son 
to a Marſhal of France, of that Name, and'the'Sieur 
D' Chateaw Neuf the firſt for his youth and beauty, 
and the ſecond for his courage, being afterwards 
greatly eſteemed by the Turks, and both entertain- 
ed by the Viſiter with more generoſity than ordi- 
nary. 

Theſe proceedings ſo amazed and diſcouraged the 
French, that the Duke D' Navailles, now their Com- 
mander in chief, could not be perſwaded to ſtay any 

& 34 longer 
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longer in defence of the City, but pretending the 
Kings expreſs command for his return art a time pre- 
fixed, and that time being almoſt come, notwith- 
ſtanding the earneſt intreaty of the Captain Gene- 


ral; he withdrew the greateſt part of his Forces, 


and although he met further orders that injoy::ed 
his ſtay, yet imbarquing, he returned to France , 
where for his Cowardlſe he was forbid approaching 
the preſence of the King, or entering the perlues of 
the Court for a conſiderable time. 

The French thus departed, the Turks took cou- 
rage, and attacqued the quarter of Sabtonera , 
and St. Andrea, where putting the out-Guards to 
flight, they advanced to the Pal:ſado of the new re- 
trenchment, but Vollies of -Cannon, and ſhowers of 


 Mufquet-ſhot, with quarries of ſtones thrown from 


the Engines pouring on them, gave a Check to their 
proceedings ; but the Candtors perceiving, they op- 
poled the multitudes of the Enemie in vain, with 
one voice implored the Captain General to ſurren- 
der the City that was not Tenable, and not to ex- 
poſe them to the fury of a Mercileſs Enemy, of 
whom the Marqueſs D” Montbourn taking pity, and 
finding himſelf too weak to oppoſe ſuch powerful 
Forces as the Turks, by reaſon of new ſaupplys had 
in their Camp, they as it were already having poſ- 
fled the main ſtrengths of the City, he aſſembled 
2 Councel of all the Chief Officers both in” the City, 
and thoſe that belonged to the Fleet, who after a 
ſerious conſideration, concluded that the City could 
not by force nor policy be much longer held by rea- 
{on of the ſmall number of the Defendants, and 


&- the incroachment of whoſe number was ten to one ; 


” whereupon the General was of opinion, that ha- 
ving imbarqued all the unneceſſary people, and thoſe 
that were wounded; they ſhould by firing of Mines

; the City waſte, and fo leave the Enemy a bloody 
nd inglorions Victory, which Noble Reſolution 

nas ſeconded by ſeveral other Chiefs, but in the 
wT it was agreed that a treaty ſhould be had with 
Ithe Turks abouc its furrender, the which after ſome 
{bates was concluded on theſe Articles. 

Firſt, 'that for obtaining a good and laſting peace, 
itis agreed that the City of Canaia with all its Can- 
non which were planted there before the time of the 
War, be conſigned into' the hands of the Viſier. 

Secondly, That the quiet poſſeſſion be given-to 
the Republique of Suda Carabuſa,” Spina Longa, and 
the Territories thereunto belonging, together with 
the Fortreſs of Caliſſa and Dalmatia. 

Thirdly, That the"Yenetians may carry away al 
the Cannon which have been brought” into the 
Town, ſince the beginning of the War: 

Fourthly , That for Imbarquing the Souldiers, 
Pioneers, and Inhabitants of all Qualities and Con- 
ditions, with their Arms; Proviſions, and Baggage 
Twelve days ſhall be allowed. | 

Fifthly , That what: fhall remain abſiippe d,-at 
the end of Twelve days, the Vitier ſhall with his 
own Boats aſliſt the Lading-thereof: */ 

Sixthly, Thatduring this time of Truce; no Per- 
ſon whatſoever ſhall tranſgreſs his Limits, and he 
that doth, ſhall be treated as an Enemy. 

Seventhly, That fo ſoon as thoſe Articles ſhall 
be ſubſcribed under the White Flag, all AQs of Ho- 
fility ſhall ceaſe under the one fide, and the 0- 
ther. 

Eighthly , That for ſecurity of performance of 
theſe Articles, Three Hoſtages be mutually given 
on the one ſide, and the other. 

Ninthly, That for better aſſurance, that the Ve-

Tenthly, That for Effefting hereof all Ships, 
Galleys, and other Veſlels may. freely approach unto 
the ſhoar, and-enter the Port, either day or night, 
Eleventhly, That the Venet:an.

Fourteenthly, That what Depredations ſhall be 

made at. Sea.or Land after tneſe Articles, fhall, be ſub 
{cribed, and before the publication thereof, ſhall be 
faithfully made good and reſtored. 
 Fifteenthly, That a General pardon be given to 
the ſubjefts on both ſides,. who have acted contrary 
to. their Faigh:and Allegianceduring this War. 
. Sixteenthly, ; that in virtue of theſe capitulations 
the former Articles be confirmed, which were made 
mm. the year 1571, and that no Tribute or Preſent 
be demanded;by the Port, nnleſs ſuch as has for- 
merly been. payed for, ſuch Iſlands as the Venerian 
hold in the Archipelago.

What quantities the Turks might conſume of 
Ammunition is uncertain, but it was obſervable that 
the Braſs taken upin the ſtreets, which. came from 
their Granadoes and Bombes filled a Warehouſe im- 
ployed for that ptrpoſe, and was afterward ſoid 
or a hundred thouſand Crowns. 

Upon theſe Articles Candia was ſurrendred the 
. news of which coming to the ears of the Grand 
Signiour he could not for a while believe it, till he 
had a further confirmation. Yet the City upon its 
delivery was ſo ruined , that it ſeemed rather a 
heap of confuſion,.'then a place to dwell in, nor 
did any more then five able perſons, and ſome that 
were {o aged and decrepit as were not fit to travel, 
ſtay in it, ſo that the Turks' gaired this ſixteen 
Acres of ground, for no more was that famous Ci- 
ty in compaſs, with ineſtimable expence of blood 
and Treaſure ; yet the glery and fame which at- 
tended it being the conſummation of five and twen- 
ty years, of which this laſt ſiege laſted two years, 
nine months, and ſeven and twenty dayes, was: of 
greater value to the Turks, then any other confide- 
ration, and may with time' prove a place of -ad- 
vantage to the further increaſe of their Weſtern Em- 
pire, unleſs the Almighty give a ſtop to the pro- 
greſs of their Arms. | 

The News of Candis's ſurrender being publiſhed 
greatly rejoyced the Turk, who groaned under the 
Taxations leyyed for the maintenance of that War, 
as likewiſe ridded the Grand Signeour of a great 
part of his care, infomuch that he gave himſelf on- - 
Iy to Hunting and dalliance with his Sultana, who 
had born him the firſt Son, of whom he became o 
Tnamoured that he'ſlighted all his other Women, 
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contrary to the cuſtom of other Sultans. Yet hav- 
ing notice that Sir Dame! Harvy, His Majeſty of 
Great Britains Ambaſſador expected his Audience, 
he cauſed him to be introduced, acknowledging the 
reverence and reſpe&t for his Majeſty, and the 
eſteem he had of the Engliſh Nation, ordering the 
Capitulations to be renewed, commanding, the Chz- 
macam that if any one ſhould break or enfringe them 
that he ſhould cut him off without further argu- 
ment. Bur as to the renewing the Capitulations 
the Chimacam falling at the Grand Signeours feet, 
implored, That that particular might be deferred 
untill the arrival of the great Viſter, whoſe proper 
power and act it was to make Wzr and Peace, and 
therefore for him to meddle about capitulations, 
was to invade the Viſiers Authority, which he durft 
not do without putting his Life in danger, or at 
leaſt rendering his perſon obnoxious to his irrecon- 
cileable diſpleaſure ; with which the Grand Signeour 
being ſatished,ordered that that particular ſhould be 
referred to the Grand Viſier, the renewing of which 
was reſerved for the care and conduct of Sir fohn 
Finch, who ſucceeded in the Embaſly after the death 
of Sir Daniel Harvy. 

Amno 1670. the Grand Viſier having diſpoſed the 
affairs of Carndia, imbarked for Scio, where having 
ſtayed ſome dayes revelling in all exceſs and drun- 
kenneſs he fell into a furteit, 'which put fuch an en- 
mity between Wine and him that by ſome other 
motives exaſperated, he interdited the drinking of 
it upon ſevere penalties throughout the Ottoman Em- 
pire. The Turks generally being given to take 
Opium, which ſort of drouſie intoxication they for 
the moſt part hold beyond the charms of Wine, but 
this prohibition continued not long. 

The Viſter paſſing from Scro failed to RE 
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from thence to Adrinople; where he was received 
in a manner of Triumph by the Grand Signeour, 
who expreſſed the more then ordinary fatisfaCtion 
he conceived not only in the conduft of his affaires, 
but that he was ſafely returned from a tedious and 
bloody War. 

About the beginning of the following year theYe- 
netian Ambaſſador arrived at the Port, to ſettle and 
confirm the Treaty, as to the eſtabliſhing the Fron- 
tiers in Dalmatia, Albania, and other parts of the 
Venetian Territories, in which there aroſe ſuch dif 
putes between the borderers on either ſide, that ſome 
Skirmiſhes happened after the Articles of Candia were 
ſubſcribed ; The Ambaſſador being introduced with 
all due ceremonies, complained of ſeveral outrages 
done to the Subjefts of the Yenerians, whereupon 
commiſſioners on either part were appointed to meet 
between Climno and Cliſſa, to adjuſt matters as they 
ſaw convenient, but ſuch was the fury of the people 
that without regard to the honour of the Grand Sig- 
neour or the Senate, they ſeized upon ſeveral places 
which they alledged to be their peculiar Patrimo- 
nies, ſwearing that no peace made to the advantage 
of their Superiours ſhould exclude them their right, 
bur in the end the Turks who' were the chief Ag- 

eſſors were put to flight by a power of Yenerians 
i for that purpoſe, and Vſuph Bey their Comman- 
der and chief perſwader to the infringement of the 
Peace was ſlain, after which the Commiſſions were 
Fnored and made more ample then formerly, for 

etermining the right of the Signory and Empire 
on the confines of Dalmatia, and other Countries 
adjoyning, and on the 27th. of 7#'y, conferring in 
a Teat ſetup for tfjat purpoſe, after much debate 
+ many boundards were affixed, but that which was 
moſt inſiſted on , was Yerpoe!y a ſimall Fortreſs on 
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the top of a Hill once belonging to the YVenetians, 
which at the beginning of the War they abandoned, 
as coſting more to maintain or defend, then the 
value or conſideration of it, which the Turks pot- 
ſeſling averred it to be theirs by the Law of Arms, 
arguing ſtrongly, that any other Nation might 
have ſeized on 1t to the prejudice both of the Feneti- 
ans, and the Subjects of the Grand Signeour. Theſe 
debates had like' to have created new Hoſtiliries, 
but Mamur Baſla dying in the middle of the Treaty, 
and Chuſaien Baſla commiſſioned in his ſtead, who 
was of a milder and more flexible temper, difficulties 
that obſtrued a concluſion were removed, and on 
the 24th. of Oftober, 1671. in open Divan held in 
the Campaigne of Salona all things were concluded, 
and Copples of the Agreement ſubſcribed and inter- 
changeably given. And in this manner the difference 
about the confines were concluded, and the long War 
between the Yeretians and the Turks ended. | 
About this time a Turkiſh Envoy ſent to the 
French Court returned, bringing with him an Am- 
baſſador from the King called Monſieur de Noinel, 
who with three Men of War and a Fireſhip failing 
through the Helleſporr, and coaſting along the. Pro- 
pontts refuling to ſalute the Seraglio unleſs he was firſt 
faluted, a nicety not required by any Ambaſſador 
before him, which not being granted lay off at Seay 
as being refuſed by the Officers of the City as Am- 
baſſador, but in the end the Viſiter prudeatly con- 
ſidering that for a meer punCtitio it was not covEni- 
ent nor ſafe to exaſperate the French Nation, nor 
thereon to ground a War, whereupon: he gave or- 
der he ſhould be received with the uſual Ceremony, 
and conducted to his Audiencey nor was the iaſo- 
lency of the French Souldiers and Sailors who com- 
mitted many ourages on the Coalt raken notice of, 
or

or if they were it was ſo that they were diſſembled, 
and although whilſt the Ships lay before the City 
2 hundred flaves from on board the Turks Gallies, 
and out of the City eſcaped by getting on board 
and amongſt them Aonſtexr de Beau-jeua Knight of 
Malta, yet that was likewiſe difſembled , and not 
thought a ſafficient ground for War with a Nation 
whoſe valour the Turks by fatal experiehce had 
tryed, but in the end the French became more mo- 
derate, and new inſtruCtions being brought the Am- 
bafſador by a man of War, he paſſed to Adrinople 
where the Grand Signeour was gone, and havin 
his ſecond Audience granted, his firſt being had © 
the Vifier, he deſired that the League fo long con- 
tinued between his Maſter and the Ottoman Princes 
might continue, and that the capitulation might be 
renewed only with the Alteration of the cuſtoms, 
impoſes upon .his Maſters SubjeCfts from five to three 
in the hundred according to that priviledge which 
the Engliſh and other Chriſtian Merchants, whoſe 
league and Friendſhip was ſubſequent to theirs, but 
after many delays the Viſter would not accord, but 
referred him to his return from the Wars of Po- 
land, on which he was intent, which diſappoint- 
ment greatly perplexed the Ambaſſador. 

The Grand Signeour having before miſſed his de- 
ſign in making away his Brethren for fear of the 
Fanizaries, now in their abſence moft of them being 
buſted in the Wars, renewed his reſolution and un- 
der pretence of Friendſhip poiſoned Orcham the 
Eldeſt with a bowl of Wine, thongh ſome affirm 
he was ſtrangled with a Bow ſtring, and that ere 
he fell he killed one of the Executioners, but how- 
ſoever it happened-he was made away, whoſe death 
once known greatly incenſed the people againſt ar 
Gran 
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Grand Signior,and prevented the like effefts on the 0” 
' ther Brother. All other matters now layed afideabout 


the beginning of the year 1672. prepargtions wer®© 


. made for the Poliſh War though with ſuch deliberati- © 


on as expreſſed an unwillingneſs thereto on the part © 
the Or romzans, who having experienced the force of 
that warlike Nation moved thereto with caution. Yet 
their motives were not inconſiderable, but: ſuch as 
thereon a War might be grounded not only for the 
continual Piracy of the Cofſacks on the Black Sea, 
and their aſſiſting the bordering Princes in their © 
poſing the Turkiſh Arms, and the little regard the 
Poliſh Ambaſſador had of the Port treating there 
with equal grandure, and aſſuming a Liberty above 
the Miniſters of other Chriſtian Princes, and now 
they lay more open to be aſlaulted by reaſon of 
the diviſions amongſt themſelves , whereby an op- 
portunity offered to the Grand Signeour to oblige the 
Polonians to a compl yance of his demands, yet whilſt 
preparatians were making on all hands an Ambaſ- 
{ador was ſent to the Viſier, he advancing with his 
Army towards the frontires named W:ſozsks,a Noble 
man of Po/and preſuming upon his Power and Autho- 
Tity argued after ſuch a lofty manner, and in terms 
ſo contrary to the methods of an Ambaſſador, that 
the Viſier much incenſed diſpatched a Chiaw into Po- 
land with Letters, deſiring that this Ambaſſador 
might be recalled as being a perſon unable to man- 
nage matters of the leaſt concernment, 1naſinuating 
that if they ſupplyed his place with another he ſhould 
be received with due reſpect, and a plain way laid 0- 
nto conclude his Negotiations tothe latisfaQtion of 
th parties. Upon notice of which the Ambal-. 
fador was fſo ſenſibly touched that he in a rage 
#nt Letters to the aſſembly of the Poliſh Nobility to 
certifie them thathe was not only debarred of the al- 


if lowance uſual toAmbaſſadors but alſo was1mpriſoneds 
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both - of which (though untrue, for the former he 
refuſed as too little. for one of his. Charatter, and 
the latter being onely his confinement to the City 
of Conſtantinople, by reaſon of ſome outrages his ſer- 
vants commutes, at. his houſe at Pera) being be- 
heved' kindled ſuch a flame that the Poles impriſon- 
ed the Turkiſh/Chiaws, and ordered that all the Coun- 
trey ſhould be put in Arms rendering the Viſier no 
other anſwer then. that when their Ambaſſador was 
ſet at Liberty and had Licenſe to depart, the like 
ſhould be done to theirs. Of theſe proceedings the 
Grand Signeour having notice was Fiohly offended 
gen ordering that W:ſogks ſhould depart, Þ 
and at the lame time commanded his whole Militia 
to riſe and follow him to the Wars, ſending a Sword 
and Veſt to the Tartar Han with orders to unite his 
Forces with the Cofſacks that had revolted from the 
Poles, and peedlly to invade Polonia, which accord- 
ingly he did and incountering near Batewa with a 
Body of Pol:|þ Horſe, under the command of Luzecks 
Governour of Podelza he overthrew them,which was 
the fixſt bad Omen of the ill ſucceſs of this unhappy 
War. 

The Grand Signequr having raiſed an Army of 
one hundred fifty thouſand men marched towards 
Poland already ſick and langviſhing with its own in- 
teſtine diſtempers,. and unable to contend with a 
body united within. it felf. The firſt enterprize he 
made was upon impregnable Fortreſs of the Caminieck 
which had ſo often baffled the Ortoman Force, but 
now being weakly manned unprovided of all neceſ- 
ſaries, and deſpairing of Relief, after fourtcen days 
ſiege ſurrendered, the Garriſon in it ſubmitting to 
the will of the Conqueror, which opened a paſſage 
through all Podolia and Yolhinia to the very Walls 
ot Leopolis, which they paſſed over rather like Tra- 
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vellers then Enemies, not one man in armes appear- 
ing to oppoſe them delighting and ſporting them- 
ſelves in thoſe the moſt fruitful and delicious Coun- 
tries of Exrope, permitted 10 to do by the animoſi- 
ties and inteſtine broiles amongſt the Nobility, who 
being divided into faftions, reguarding more their 
private quarrels then the ſafety of their Countrey, 
now ready to be devoured by the Infidels, and in- 
deed it has been always ſeen that the diviſions of 
the Chriſtians have layed the foundation of the 
Turkiſh greatneſs, which they impute to the merit 
of their prayers. Yet ſuch was the command of 
the Grand Signeour, that no Souldier ſpoiled or-out- 
raged any perſon, which ſo far won upon the af- 
fections of the Polonians that they in all places where 
he paſſed ſubmitted, and put themſelves under his 
protection, which ſo awakened the Nobility, that 
a Counctl being called it was reſolved that to buy 
. their * Peace, and 'be ſhut of theſe new come 
gueſts. 

That the King of Poland ſhould quit all claim to 
the Ukrain, Pedols, and Ruſſe land. 

That- Leopolss and - the Countrey thereabouts 
ſhould pay a Tribute of ſeventy thouſand Dollars 
a year, and all other Capitulations formerly made 
to ſtand in full force and vertue. | 

Theſe Articles being ſigned the Grand Signeour 
committed the Government of Yeravia, and Podolia 
to Doroſensko General of the Coſſaoks, and the defence 
of Cominieck to Chuſaein Baſſa, with a Garriſon of 
twelve thouſand Fanizaries , and ſo returned to 
Conſtantinople diſmiſſing the greateſt part of his Ar- 
my, poor and almoſt naked by reaſon of their be- 
ing reſtrained from plundering, 

About this time the Trepolees mutined againſt O/- 


man Palla their Governour, for refuſing to divide 
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amongſt them ſuch booties as were taken by Pyracy 
who thereupon with his Friends and ſlaves betook 
himſelf to the 'ſtrong Caſtle, but in the end was 
ſtrangled by his own ſlaves, and the gates opened to 
the Mutiniers who committed all manner of diſfor- 
ders, and reſolved to takeupon them the ſame form 
of Government with that of Argire , and to be Go- 
verned by a. Dey, but at length to prevent the ef- 
fects of the Grand Signeours juſt diſpleaſure, it was 
reſolved to ſend their Deputies with great preſents to 
the Port there to excuſe. the matter, and to crave 
a new Baſla, aggravating the iniquities of the old, 
all which with ſome difficulty was obtained, and fair 
weather was made between them and their Lord 
though the Baſla's of Tripoly, have ever ſince been 
rather in name then power, thoſe unruly Pirates do- 
ing what they liſt, to the great hinderanceof Trade, 
and blemiſh to the Ottoman Empire, who living by 
"Theft and Rapine keep peace with none longer then 

ſtanfs winh their advantage, | 


In Auguſt died the worthy Sir Daniel Harvy His 
Majeſty of great Britains Ambaſſador at the Port, 
and ſoon after in his room ſucceeded Sir John 
Finch. 

TheLeague the Poles made with the Turk was not 
long obſerved, for after they had recollefted them- 
ſelves being aſhamed of ſuch ingloriobs'conditions, 
dealt with the Cofſacks to revolt from Doroſensko,who 
had ingaged them in the Grand Signeours intereſt, 
which put all again into hazard and confuſion, fo . 
that the Grand Signeour was obliged to give over his 
paſtimes, and betake himſelf to Armes, nor was the 
unexpected news of the loſs of the Alexandian Fleet, 
taken by the Gallies of alta and Griſaries of Legorn 
leſs unwelcome news. | 

The 
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The Poles incouraged by the motion of the Coſſgcks 
notwithſtanding the Articles, refuſed to pay the 
Tribute agreed on, which by their Amballador 
they certihed the Grand Signeours Miniſters, delt- 
Ting to have It waved, but the Turk ſurprized there- 
at more earneſtly demanded it, though at firit many 
fair words were uſed but they not prevalling the 
Grand Signeour gave order for all his Forces to be 
in a readineſs, hanging out the Tough or Horſes tail, 
and ordering his Tents to be pitched in the Field, 
& themore to frighten them ſent a Letter filled with 
dreadful menaces agreeable to the Turkiſh ſtile,which 
threatened them with confuſion,Sword, Famine,Fire, 
deſtruCtion and a thouſand other direful puniſhments. 
Yet was not ſo forward, for though his Army was 
imbodied yet that Summer they only paſſed the Da- 


' wabizs, and the enſuing Winter quartered about 


Siliſtria, that they may terrifie the Poles the more' 
with their approach,and for thediverting the French 
Kings Arms from being ſerviceable to the Poles, his 
Ambaſſador received fatisfaCftion in what he demand- 
ed as to the leſſening the cuſtoms and allowance of 
Jeſuits and Religious Houſes in Zuruſalem , Galatia 
and other parts of the Turkiſh Domin1ons, and that 
inall reſpects the ſubjects of his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty 
ſhould be every where well intreated, throughout the 
Ottoman Empire,after which the Ambaſſador obtained 
a licenſe to travel and take a view of the Countrey, 
when in the mean while the Poliſh Army to the num- 
ber of 20000 horſe and foot were advancing from 
the Walls of Leopolis under the cammand of General 
Sobzeks, and Zircha made General of the Coſſacks in 
the room of Dor:sensko,joyning with a party of A4uſco- 
vites and Calmuck Tartars, made incurſions into the 
parts about Oſac, the news of which ſo amazed tne 
Grand Signiqur that he put off his intended march to 
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Kementtiz, , and again endeavoured to oblige the 
Poles by fair means to an obſervation of the Arti- 
cles, and fatisfie the contents therein concluded , 
but - finding them averſe, he reſolved if poſlible to 
compel them thereto by the power of the (word. 

TheGrand Seigniors forwardaeſs was not ſo great, 
but that the Poles were as earneſt as he, and little 
regarding his Menaces reſolved tobe the firſt Agreſ- 
fors ; For General Sob:eskie having increaſed his Ar- 
my to the number of Fifry Thouſand, boldly paſ- 
ſed the Nieſter, to whom ſoon after revolted the 
Prince, or Vayvod of Moldavia with certain Troops 
of Horſe and Foot, for that the Baſla Chuſaein had 
reproached him, and at the head of his Troops 
ſtruck him with his Battle Axe, and the Prince of 
Valachia was forced into the Poliſh Camp by his Soul- 
diers, but he ſoon after made his eſcape, and was by 
the Grand Selgnior receivedinto favour. 

The Arnies now approaching, and the Poles ha- 
ving had exact Intelligence of what had paſſed in the 
Turks Camp; The Battle was begun at what time 
the Prince of Moldavia infpired with revenge charg- 
ed furiozſly upon Chuſeain Baſla and wounded him, 
requiting thereby the wound he had received of him. 
The heat of the fight continued for the ſpace of fif- 
teen hours, in which none behaved himſelf more va- 
liantly then did Solyman Bafſla the Beglerbeg of Boſna, 
yet having that day ſix horſes killed under him, and 
finding himſelf overpowred, fled the Field, as did 
Chuſaein Baſlſa , the Baſla of Sinas and Chidd-Ogla, 
but he in flight was ſlain, and theother three Baſla's 
wounded ; The Generals of the Green and Yellow 
Szngiacks of the Spahies were taken Priſoners, and 
two other Principal Commanders of that Order kil- 
Jed. The Zagergeebaſſa who commanded Eighteen 
Chambers of the 7anizaries was likewiſe taken Pri- 
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ſoner together with the Standard of that Order, 
and of them Eight Thouſand Five Hundred lain, all 
the Troops and Attendants of the Baſla's, with four 
Sanzacks were lain, ſo that togcthzr were computed 
to be ſlain on the part of the Turks in that Battle 
Twenty Five Thouſand Two Hundred Men ; The 
booty taken was very conſiderable, for beſides the 
ordinary baggage they took Two Thouſand Purſes 
of Money, newly brought for the payment of the 
Souldiers, and Twenty Five Thouſand Waggons of 
Proviſion and Ammunition. | 
This victory thus happily obtained, the ſtrong 
Fortreſs of Chotin was furrender'd to the Poles, and 
many other places of leſs importance, for the loſs 
of which, and the overthrow of his Army , the 
Grand Seignior was ſo highly diſpleaſed withr Chuſa- 
ein Baſla, that he cauſed him to be imprifoned, de- 
prived him of all hjigEſtate and Honours, and cauſed 
him to be layed in Gains, denying him the ule of 
Phyſitians, or any others, unlets ſuch attendants as 
brought him neceflaries, and thus was this proud 
Balla, who but a while before Lorded it over Princes, 
plunged into the depth of miſery. 
The joy of this great victory that had ſo clevated 
the Poles, was ſoon damped upon the death of their 
King, who departing at a juncture, when the Ene- 
my who by this time had recruited, was at hand with 
a powerful Army, and the Nation not well ſettled 
caufed divers fears in the people, yet the Army not 
to be idle divided into divers parties, and in thedepth 
of Winter, a time wherein they well knew the Turks 
would not travel, entered Moldavia, blocked up 
Keminitz., and brought away great. booties, ſpoiling 
all in their way, till ſuch time as the Spring coming 
on, the Turks with multitudes came againſt them, 
and obliged them to retire, at whiat time the Tar- 
Y y 4 fats 
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rars committed divers outrages upon their Frontiers, 
carrying away much People and Cattle, burning and 


deſtroying all before them, the which though it in- . 


cenſed the Tartar Han, yet feignin S himſelf ſick up- 


on ſome diſpleaſure received, he refuſed to take the ' 
field in perſon, though the Grand Seignior had com- - 
manded it, yet that that might not obſtruCt the. 


progreſs of the Ottoman Armes, the Great Viſier ſent 
him his own Phyſitian, an /ralian of great experience, 
who found him overwhelmed with deep Melancholly, 
but with Cordials and Medicaments ſoon raiſed him 
to his iormer yivacity. 

 Keminitz all this while blocked up,. was by the ap- 
proach of the Turkiſh Army relieved, which the Vi- 
fier perceiving, cauſed his Troops to March to Chu- 
0zim a ſtrong Fortreſs taken by the Chriſtians upon 
the defeat of Chuſaein Baſla, which was retaken ,and 
the Garriſon contrary to Articles put to the Sword, 
nor durſt the Muſcovites who wegh far advanced op- 
poſe his Forces, but retired before them, leaving 
Aſac diſmantled and plundered, which the Turks re- 
built and fortified. 

About this time Mahomet Baſla being made at the 
inſtance of his Favourites Captain of a Squadron of 
Gallies, plundered and haraſſed moſt of the Iſlands 
In the Archipelago, which raiſed ſuch hatred againſt 


him, and the loud complaints of the people being ar-. 


rived at Conſtantinople before him, he af” his return 
had his head ſtricken off, and all his ill gotten gains 
confiſcated 3 So that like an Izdian Cormorant , 
which being made tame, and taught go fiſh for the 
benefit of his Maſter, he was prevented from ſwal- 

lowing the prey. | 
Hungary being torn with civil diſſentions, the 
. Male-contents deſirous to throw off the German yoke 
ſent to the Port, deſiring to be taken into the Grand 
rally OY ts  Seig- 
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' Seigniors protection, and to become his Tributariesy 
which made the Turks haſten to ſettle their affairs, 
. that they might be the better at leaſure to take the 
advantage of thoſe inteſtine troubles, for the redu- 
cing the reſt of that ſpacious Kingdom to the Orte- 
. man obedience, and the better to ſecure his new con- 
. queſts, he removed a part of the Coſſacks with all 
their ſubſtance to the banks of the Black Sea, there 
aſſigning them Lands, and as for the -rmenians and 
_ Jews that dwelt in Reminitz, he tranſplanted them 
to Philopolis, Adrinople and Conſtantinople, giving the 
youngeſt and luſtieſt of either Sex as a prey to his 
Souldiers, who ſold them for ſlaves throughout the 
- Turkiſh Empire, and then returning with his Army 
_ to Aarinople, there to watch all advantages, heſoon 
after disbandoned part of his 4ſian horie as charga- 
ble and troubleſom, but whilſt theſe projects in State 
were broaching, great differences aroſe between the 
Latin an&reek Church about the poſſeſſion of the 
Holy Sepulchre at Fer«ſalem, which had been ſopol- 
ſeſled by thoſe of the Roman Catholick Religion for 
many years, but now at the inſtance of Panajots the 
Viſiers Interpreter a zealous Greek, the latter were 
preferred, and after a long controverſie and much 
Money ſpent, the Greek obliged the Romaniſts dwel- 
ling in thoſe parts topay them tribute for ſuch pla- 
ces relating to Religion they there held, every Fry- 
er paying a dram of Silver yearly to the Patriarch z 
So that now the Romaniſts have poſſeſſion neither of 
. the Chappel of Bethlehem, nor of the Sepulchre ; 
The former of which had of a long tune held, and 
_ the latteras earneſtly contended for. 
The Grand Seignior not unmindful of the atfairs 
of Hungary, gave order to the Baſſas on the Fron- 
tires, Peretly to incourage the Diviſion till ſuch time 
as he ſhould be ar leaſure to imploy his Armes on that 
{ide 
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fide, hoping that an accommodation with Poland 


would inſue, but found not the Poles ſo forward © 


therein as he expected, for the Wars ſtil] continued 
though not with ſuch violence as before, which gave 
the Grand Selgnior leave to Solemnize the Marriage 
of his Daughter with Ral-ogzl:, (which in the Turk- 
iſh Language ſigntfhes the Son of a ſlave) yvho was 
his great Favourite and Baſla of MMagneſia, as allo to 
Circumciſe his Son, the former being 17 years of 
Age, and thelatter 12, toſfolemnize which, the Fe- 


ſtivals were appointed on the 16th. of May, Ann 


1675. when in the Morning the Grand Seignior with 
the young Prince his Son went to their Tents, which 
were pitched in a Plain before the City exceeding 
rich, round which all the great men of the Courr 
had their Pavilions placed, amongſt which was raiſed 
a ſtately Throne covered with a Canopy of Cloath 
of Gold, placed beneath the umbrage of two Elmes, 
which ſhining with many Lamps in the night made 
a glorious ſhew, and in this Seat of State the Sz/tar 
placed himſelf in the Morning, being accompanyed 
thither by all the Bafſa's then reſiding at Conſtantino- 
ple, and by the repreſentatives of thoſe that were ab- 
ſent, who according to their degrees kifſed his Robe, 
and in ſilken Purſes deliver a note of what Preſents 
they had brought, which were put into the hands 
of the Treaſurer to ſee them duly received, oppoſite 
to the Tents were ſeveral Poles fixed, on which by 
night many Lamps were hung, giving a glorious 
Light, by which were exerciſed ſeveral tricks of ac- 
tivity, as Wreſtling, Dauncing, Singing and Come- 
dies, Fireworks there were in abundance, but not 
effectually made ; The Night being paſled, in the 
Morning the ſeveral Trades paſſed before the Tents 
one after another, every one making their Preſents, 
and bearing Pageants, . Muſick all the while A 
alter 
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after whom came a Cavilcade of all the chief Offi- 
cers, and amongſt them the young Prince flaming 
with Diamonds, Rubies, and other precious Stones, 
and before them paſſed Twenty Four ſmall Nachils 
or Pageants, and two large, one higher than any 
Ship-Maſt, ſupported:by a Hundred Slaves, and 
were afterward ſet before the Seraglio.- On the 
27th. being Mahomet their [Impoſtor Prophets birth- 
day, the Grand Signtor went publickly ta the Moſcb 
of Sultar Selim, with no other Attendance than 
thoſe of his own Court, his Pages richly clad in 
Cloath of Gold, carryed eacha Feather ſtudded with 
Jewels of great value ; after the Grand Signior rode 
the young Prince, who that night was circumciſed : 
During this Feſtival, a great number of people had 
their Proviſion at the expence of the Grand Signior, 
and about Two Thouſand being at that time cir- 
cumciſed, every one of them had a Quilt given him 
with a Penſion of three Aſpers a day for Life. h 
The Solemnity of the Circumciſion ended, the 
Feſtival for the Marriage of Rul-Ogls with the young 
Princeſs, which Ceremony in forme and manner ac- 
cording to the Turkiſh faſhion was thus, The Knz- 
lier Aga or Black Eunuch of the Women was Bride- 
groom or Compere to the Princeſs, and the Lord 
Treaſurer to R{-Og/:, both which in the Name of 
the Bridegroom and Bride went before the Kedeleſ- 
cher or Chief Judge, who wrote the Articles of 
Marriage, and paſled them into an Aft, which done, 
the Preſents were ſent, and firſt thoſe from the Bride- 
groom to the Bride, which were a great number of 
Beaſts and Birds made in Sugar, Thirty Mules laden 
with two Cheſts of Sweet-Meats a piece, and about 
each of their necks a Sattin Veſt for the Muliter ; 
after them went ſeveral men, carrying Pots of Sher- - 
bet, or Water and- Sugar boiled, which the T == 
| or 
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for the moſt part drink ; next, a Hundred men car- 


rying Velts of Silk, Sattin, Velvit, and Cloath of 


Gold, then five Horſes laden with rich Furniture, 
followed by men, hearing Cloath of Gold Velts, 


with ſable Loops richer than the former, for the. 


Loops and Buttons were imbroidered with rich Pearl, 
and on the top of each were a Rubie Diamond, or 
Saphier: Thele likewiſe carryed Shoos, Boots, and 
Pattens for the Bagneo, all covered with Pearl, as 
likewiſe two dreſſing Boxes with Chryſtal Glaſſes, 
and a Cap in form of a Crown, a little Cabinet im- 
broidered all over with Pearl, Eight Girdles ſet 
with Emraulds, Rubies, and Diamonds, a large Dia- 
mond Ring, a pair of Pendants of two great Em- 
raulds, with many other things of value. 

Theſe Preſents ſent by the Bride-groom, the Grand 
Signiour, as his Daughters Dowry , according to 
the caſtom of the Eaſtern Countreys, uſhered with 
a Caval-Cade of all the Grandees ſent to the Bride- 


grooms-houſe, two Gardens made of Sugar, Forty 


little Nachils, Eighty Six Mules laden with rich 
. Furniture for a Houſe, Ten Men with dreſlings, as 
Boots, Shoes, &c. Imbroidered with Pearl and pre- 
tious Stones, after them were carryed the Jewels ſet 
on Girdles, Bracelets, 'and the like ; then came 
Twelve Coaches laden with Slaves, and Thirty 
Six Black Eunuchs, theſe were ſucceeded by a Caval- 
cade, in which was the Bride riding in a Coach co- 
vered with Plates of Silver, and drawn by fix Hor- 
ſes, the ſides adorned with Golden” ſtreams ; before 
which, went the chief Eunuch of the Women, after 
tollowed four Coaches with fix Horſes a piece, cach 
carrying two Eunuchs ; ſome diſtance from them, 
came the Brides Mother in a Coach covered with 
Plates of Silver, attended by Ten other Coaches 3 
the night following, the Bride was conducted —_ 

uP- 
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Nuptial Chamber, in Ceremony only as not being 
yet ripe for conſummation of Marriage, though 1a 
England of. late, the Virgins think themſelves wron- 
ged to ſtay to her Age unmarried. 

The Ceremony thus performed, great was the re- 
joycing demonſtrated by Fire-works , Shews, and 
ſounding of Muſical Inſtruments 3 After which, the 
Grand Signiour on ſome private conliderations, 
though to the wonder of the whole Court, remo- 
yed the great Treaſurer to the Baſſa-ſhip of Grand 
Cairo, and appointed the Efendi, or Judge-Advocate 
of the 7anizaries to ſucceed him in the Office of 
Treaſurer; and now the publick Treaſury by the 
late Wars, and coſtly Ceremonies being almoſt emp- 
tied, divers ways were uſed to recrute it with Mo- 
ney, ſome was procured by the Sale. of great pla- 
ces, from which thoſe that would not largely con- 
tribute, were thruſt, and ſome again extorted from 
the poorer ſort, whilſt. to ſave charges the Sedex- 
tary Millitia was abridged in their penſions, and fome 
. utterly caſt off, ſo that in a while, a great maſs of 
Money was heaped together, and Forces ſent to the 
Frontires of Poland. , | 

About this time the Republique of Genoa's reſident 
at Gnſtantinople, for want of that due Income that 
was expected to accrue by Trade, contrafting large 
Debts, and haviug ſeveral debts contratted by his 
Predecefſors deceaſed, contratted likewiſe with the 
Turks of- Conſtantinople, a great Man of War that 
brought him thither, upon the Republique refuſing 
to pay, was ſeized, and layed up in the Arſenal, 
nor could a releaſe be procured, till Thirty Three 
Thouſand Dollars, part of the contrafted Debt: was 
payed and ſecured, which ſo diſcouraged the Geno- 
ways, 'that it has ever {ſince dismped their Trade in 
the Ortoman Dominions, and now the Grand Signe- 
Onr 
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our moved by chief Cuſtomer reſident at Smyrna, caſt. 
ing his Eye upon that Scale of Trade, brought: hin 
in great Revenues by way of Cuſtom ; the better to 
beautifie it, and reſtore its antient Luſtre, built a 
Baſaſteen or Exchange, as likewiſe a Cuſtom-Houk 
Erected on Plles in the Sea, ſending his abſolute De 
cree, that all Merchants Ships ſhould there unlade, 
and make due enteries, which greatly perplexed the 
Merchants, who before were wont to land their 
Goods on their own Keys, but in vain was their com- 
Plaints, for the Grand Signiour would not admit of 
any reverſal, but by his Katya declared that rather 
than he would be diſobeyed in his own Dominions, 
he would blow up the Port and Town, upon which 
anſwer the Merchants deſpairing of ſucceſs, were 
content to unlade their Ships at the Cuſtom-Houle, 
or there to make a true Entery of the Goods in their 
Boats; for the Cuſtomer being ſenſible that there 
was not water enough for the Ships to ride at the 


Key, was content to diſpenſe with divers matters Þ 


that the Innovation might fit more caſie on the 
Merchants. 

Things being at this pa, the Grand Signior after 
{ixteen years abſence from Conſtantinople, which had 
rendered that City almoſt diſpeopled, returned thi- 
ther to the great Joy of the Conſtantinopolitans, and 
frequently took his pleaſure on the River in his 
Barge, or on the Boſphorws in his Galley, ſtrictly 
commanding that no Chriſtian -Miniſter ſhould be 
{uffered to dwell upon the Banks of the latter, a pro- 
hibition never before made by any of his Predecef- 
ſors, when ſoon after his arrival, the Captain Baſla 
dyed, and Zayd Ahmet Baſla Ogls ſucceeded him, and 
ſoon after Ibrahim, Bafla General of the Forees on 
the Borders of Poland dyed, nor was the great Vi- 


lier far from the Brink of the Grave, by reaſon of 
his 
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his immoderate drinking of Wine and Strong-Wa- 


'ters, which made him incident to the Drophte and 


Jaundice. 

The new Baſla of Cazro by this time having en- 
tered on his Office, uſed great diligence to ſettle the 
Revenues of that Kingdom, hoping thereby to pleaſe 
the Grand Signior, of whole favour ſince his remo- 


'val from Treaſurer, he ſtood doubtful, but ſo ſe- 


vere he was in his Exaction, that the Egyprians not 


accuſtomed to be fo uſed, complained of his ri- 


gour to the Begs or great Lords of Egypt, who 
though they receive the Turkiſh Baſſas, pay Tri- 
bute, and own them their chief Governours, yet are 
They in themſelves Abſolute Lords in their reſpe- 
five Provinces; for that Kingdom. is rather an 
Ariſtocracy, than a Monarchy. Theſe great Men 
much diſpleaſed at the proceeding of the Baſla, 
which tended to Tyranny and Oppreſſion, took up 
Arms, and drew after them a great multitude , 
with which they aſlaulted the Baſla's palace, enter- 
edit, and dragging him thence, caſt him into Pri- 
ſon, which news flying with ail haſte to the Ortomar 
Court, filled all with tear and confuſion, upon ap- 
prehenſion that Fgype was revolted ; but a while af- 
ter the truth of the matter being rightly underſtood, 
the Grand Signior with all ſpeed ſent a new Baſla 
with gentle Letters to pacific the Begs, and reſtore 
things to their former tranquility, promiling that 
reſtitution ſhould be made for all injuries ſuſtained, 
which meſlage of Grace and Favour made all former 
diſcontents vaniſh, and reſtored a right underſtand- 
ing, inſomuch, that the impriſoned Baſla was fer at 
Liberty, and ſhipped to Candia,where the Grand Sig- 
niour had appointed him Goyernour ; the people 
without any further diſturbance returning to their 


obedience- 
Aboat 
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About this time happened the unfortunate fall of 
Cheſme Aga, a man of great repute amongſt the 
- Turks, which was after this manner, a woman cal- 
Ted Swltana Sporche, with which Sultan Ibrahim had 
had to do with her in her youth ; being now turned 
Baud, bought many beautiful Female Slaves, which 
ſhe brought up to Singing, Dancing, and many other 
Exerciſes, and then for money, yielded them up to 
the Luſt of the Great Men of the Court ; one a- 
mongſt which for her Wit and Beauty being 
greatly famed, the Grand Signior ſent for her, but 
the Sultana fearing to looſe her, by whom ſhe got 
dayly gain, and donbting the Grand Signionr would 
Put her into his Seraglio, admoniſhed her to a ſullen 
coyneſs, as likewiſe to declare that ſhe was a free- 
woman, which by the Turkiſh Law ought nat to 
be defiled, nor carnally know any man, unleſs ſhe 
be married ; which part ſhe played ſo well, that ' 
the Grand Signior ſent her back with diſdain and 
reproach to her Miſtreſs, who was not a little glad 
of her eſcape ; but ſo it happened, that the aforeſaid 
Aga ſoon after caſting his Eyes on her, and deligh- 
ted with her quaint Diſcourſe, fell inamour'd with 
her, and treated of Marriage, , which the Wench 
highly approved, but her Miſtreſs would in no wiſe 
conſent to it, declaring that ſhe was her Bond-wo- - 
man, and not at her own diſpoſal, which for a time 
put a ſtop to the proceedings z tut ſoon after the 
Lover contrived away to bring their deſigns to paſs, 
for the Aga having taken her private Lodgings, ſhe 
under the ſhelter of the niglit made her eſcape, but 
npon her being miſſed, her Beldame charged him 
with conveying away, and concealing her ſlave, 
which he for a while denyed; but ſhe ſetting many 
ſpies-over him, at length found them together, and 
charging an Officer with them, cauſed them to _ 
rye 
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ed before the Great Viſier, who ſent to the Grand 
Signior to know his pleaſure therein, of which the 
Aga having ſome miſtruſt, told the Viſier that he 
expected no other ſentence then that of Death from 
the Grand Signior, only he deſired that his beloyed 
Miſtreſs might be ſpared, for he was ſure he ſhould 
live in her ; nor were his fears in vain, for ſoon af- 
ter came a fatal Decree for his Execution , and 
ſent the Woman to the Seraglio. This cruelty of 
the Sultans as moſt conjeftur'd, proceeded from the 
' diſdain, he conceived that the Wench ſhould refuſe 
his proffered kindneſs, and imbrace the love of his 
Slave, for ſuch the Sultans account the greateſt men 
in the Empire. 

The Grand Signior having ſpent moſt part of the 
Winter at Conſtantinople, early in the Spring retur- 
ned to Adrinople, though the: Enos to comfort the 
Conſtantinopolitans, who by reaſon of the ſenſible de- 
cay of Trade that muſt thereon inſue, mourned his 
abſence ; he preſumed about :Autumn to return a- 
gain, and for his reception cauſed a new Seraglio 
to- be founded, and ſo ſetting forward, accompani- 
ed with a great train of Nobility, and aloded the 
reſt, the great Viſier, he, marched towards Gnſtants- 
nople, but by the way the Viſiter dyed, having de- 
ſtroyed himielf by intemperate drinking Wine and 
Hot Spirits, his Body accompanied with a ſlender 
Train, was brought back to Conſtantinople, and there 
pared in the Sepulchre of Old Ruperlee his. Fa- 


cr. 
The Great Viſier dead, the Seal was given to 
Kara Muſtiapha, Baſla, who for many years had ex- 
erciſed the Office of Chimacam, or Deputy to the 
Great Vilier, being a Man of courteous behaviour, 
wiſe and affabley, not given. to Covetouſneſs nor 
Cruelty, but as ſoon as eg promoted, he ſent bn 
Z ' the 
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the deceaſed Viſiers Servants to condole the Death 
of their Maſter, promiſnig them to take them into 
his care 'and' prote&ion; moſt of which he after- 
wards promoted to Honourable places, to ſuch ad- 
vantage, that by their dependency on him; they {e- 
_ cured both him and themſelves from the malice of 
ſuch as etvyed the advaticement :: Long he had not 
been fetled in his place, ere he cut 'off the Chief 
Pay-Maſters head for bringing falfe Mofiey into the 
Exchequer, and had. pgiven- another the Tame mea- 
fire; had not his Life been redeemed at Forty Par- 
ſes of Money, or Tweiity Thouſand Dollars, though 
thereby his place was not 'regained; not 'was. diti- 
gence leſs in looking after the corruption 'of Minis 
ſters of 'State, diſphcing and depoling all 'fiich'as he 
found remiſs inthetr'duty;'or that for lacre or gairis- 
fake opprefled any -of the Grand Signiours Subjects, 
or ſuch ſtrangers as traded in any patt of.his Domi- 
nions. | "IE! 

But by the Example of this man it may be ſen 
how Power and Greatnefs' carr alter the diſpoſition 
of Men, and make 'thenr Tyell with Pride 'almoft. 
to burſting, for finding the Reins 6n his neck, with- 
out ' reſtraint, he took*upon him' the Power: arid 
Office of the Sultan; it bing more'difficult to gain 
acces, to him, than to the S»/ran himſelf, and in 
Imitation 'of their Maſter, the ſub-Offiters'' grew 
proud and inſolent; infomuch , that the face' 6f 
Things, contrary to moſt mens expefations were 
changed ; and this haughty behaviour was ſhewed 
efpecially towards forraign Miniſters, whoſe Inter- | 
preters were not admitted as formerly to private 
Audiences or Confererices about their Aﬀairs, but 
only at the publick Divan where their Arzes or Me- 
morials were to be preferred, which was always al- 
lowed to the Snbjects of the Grand Signiour, _ | 
thoſe 
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thoſe" of 'T ributaty Nations,: when they Petition 
for Juſtice; which Judgment was not only caſt up- 
on Interpreters, | but on the perſons of the repre- 
Rntatives themſelves; an inſtance of which was ſeen 
In the French Embaſſador, who at the time appoin- 
ted" coming to receive his Audience , was rudelys 
crouded and:joſtled by a company of unmanner- 
y Chiauſes, ,who regarded the repreſentative of ſo 
great a King at 'no other rate than they,.did one 
of the Grooms, or Laquies of the Sultan. Be- 
ing come to the Seat of Audience, he perceived the 
Stool ſet for him, was ſet -beneath the Soffra, and 
that of the_Viliers upon it 3 whereupon he comman- 
ed one of his Servants to place it equal with that 
bf the Great Viſiers, which he had no ſooner done, 
but it was brought down again by one of the Vi- 
Tiers Pages, whereupon the Embaſlador ſeizing the 
tool, carryed it up and fat upon it. The report 
whereof coming.to the Viſier, who was in his reti- 
ring Chamber; he ſent word that he would not 
tom into. the Chamber of Audience till the Stool 
. was ſt inthe place appointed, whereunto the Em- 
baſſador replyed that he might diſpoſe of his Chair 
as he pleaſed, but not of his Perſon, when in the 
interim Chza#s Baſhe came in. bauling Calder, Calder, 
Which is take it. away, take it away ; at which un- 
expected noiſe the Embaſſador ſtanding up to ſee 
what the matter: was, had: the ſtool taken from un- 
der him ; whereupon he in a great rage flung out 
of the Audience Chamber, cauſing the Preſents which 
he brought to be again returned with him, agd fo 

tnounting his Hotſe, departed to his Lodging. 
© Soon after it was by ſome of the Officers intima- 
ed to Sir John Finch, His Majeſty of Great Britasns 
mbaſſador, that he might it he pleaſed, receive 
Atdience of the Viſier ; but upon notice what had 
£213 hap- 
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happened to the French Embaſſador,he excuſed his go- 
ing,on pretence of an indiſpoſition of, body: But how- 
everVenetian, Dutch and Genean Reſidents were content 
(the better to curry favour with the Yi/er) to be ad- 
mitted to Audience on thoſe terms which the Viſier 
would vouchſafe to allow them; for though during 
- the time, | he was Chimacam, as is aforeſaid 3 he was 
meek and humble , yet being placed in the higheſt 
dignity next the Sultan, the unexpected Exaltation 
made him ſo far forget himſelf, that his pride knew 
no bounds. 

Theſe things happening, and no hopes of acco- 
modation with Poles, who by this time had Elefted 
Sobieski for their King, great preparations were made 
for the carrying on that War. The Tartar, Han, 
in order thereto receiving expreſs command to take 
the Field, whichearly in the Spring he did,and enter- 
ing Lithuania, committed many outrages, but being 
incountered by Sixteen Thouſand Poles,. and Cofſacks 
his Army was put to the rout, and in great confuſion 
obliged to repaſs the Neifter, leaving behind him all 
the booty, which confiſted moſtly, of People and 
Cattle, during which, the Bafla of Kemenitz, with 
a great Body of Horſe made an Inroad eyen to the 
Walls of Leopolis, which cauſed the King to ſend his 
Queen and Children to' Cracow, ' reſolving to give 
the Turks Battle, and.in order to'ſtrengthning his 
Forces, ſummoned all the Poliſh Nobility to repair to 
his Standard, putting himſelf and ſuch Troops as 
he had between the City and the Enemy, the better 
to alienate the fears of the peopie, who upon the 
approach of the Turks, who burnt up all before them, 
had fled, and left the City deſolate , had not the 
Gates been cloſed upon them. + 

The Turks percetving the great preparations that 
were making againſt them, thought fit wa ſuch 
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booty as they had gotten to retire into Uckyania, but 
in their retreat were charged by the King with ſuch 
bravery, that Seven Thouſand of them were killed, 
and a great number of Captives reſcued to their 
unſpeakable joy. 
-- They finding the Turks were reſolutely bent to 
carry on theWar, and that the Kingdom was greatly 
weakned by the Provinces they had already rent 
from it, the better to ſtrengthen himſelf by Alliance, 
by the Advice of the Senate, ſent his Embaſſador te 
the Court of the Czar of Meoſcovy, to ſolicite Aid 
againſt the common Enemy, who upon his arrival 
was received with great expreſſion of Joy, and due 
Ceremony being dayly heightened with fair promi- 
ſes to expect great matters, but in the end, nothing 
worth mention came on it, yet it ſo wrought upon 
the Turks, that for the better preſervation of what 
they had already required the Vitier began to be in- 
tent on peace, but his propoſitions were fo unrea- 
fonable, that the Poles generouſly refuſed them, and 
early in the Spring prepared to take the Field with 
a puiſſant Army, yet conld not fo ſoon draw them 
together, but that the Tartars living on the Frontires, 
joyning with ſome, revolted Gfſacks, committed di- 
vers out-rages, burning about Two Hundred Villages, 
carrying away a great number of Chriſtians into mi- 
ſerable captivity, whilſt Podolia groaned under the 
oppreſſion of the Turks, who now turned their 
clemency into rigour, killing and carrying away 
great numbers of theſe diſtreſſed people, burning 
their Houſes, ' and robbing them of the ſmall 
matter they had left in ſuch a manner that that 
fruitful Countrey was layd almoſt deſolate z to op- 
poſe which Torrent, the King drew out his Forces, 
and by fair promiſes and large gifts procured Three 
Thouſand Coffacks to joyn him when paſſing the 
£773 Niefter 
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Neifter, and falling upon the Straglers as they at 
pleaſure were ravaging the Countrey, expecting. no 
{uch matter, and killed Five Thouſand , amongſt 
whom fell One Baſſaand Two Sanziacks ; but upon 
notice the Tartars in great number was entered the 
heart of Poland, leaving ſome of, his Troops under 
the Command of Witrow:tzkz, his Lieutenant Gene- 
ral, he poſted to oppoſe them, but upon notice they 
were Forty Thouſand lead by Expert Tark:ſb Coms» 
manders; hedrew near to Leopolzs to encourage that 
City, which otherwiſe terrified at the appruach of 
fo great an Army might have been, deſerted, when 
finding the Tartars made divers halts, having put a 
Garriſon into theCity,and given ſuch neceſſary orders 
as he thought convenient, he marched towards them, 
and having notice by his Scouts that they approzch- 
ed, he commanded his Army to extend large in Front, 
,and the Wings of Hork to lic off, that they might 
ſeem more in number than they were ; he reſolutely 
deſcended from a ſmall Hill into the Plain, and after 
having thrice proclaimed the Name of Jeſus at the 
Head of his Troop, fell like an unexpected Tempeſt 
upon the Infidels, inſomuch that the Front of their 
Army was overthrown, before the Rear could come 
up to their aſſiſtance ; which putting them into a great 
confuſion, when perceiving the reſerves advance tg 
charge them in the flank, and ſuppoſing the whole 
power of the Kingdom at hand, by reaſon of great 
ſhout from the Hills made by the.Ruſtick, ſet there 
for that purpoſe; they firſt gave back, and in the 
end betook themſelves to plain flight, caſting away 
many of their Arms and Baggage to make the {wits 
ter retreat, upon whom the Po.anian Horlemen - fol- 
lowed hard, making great ſlaughter of them-foxr 
the ſpace of Twelve Miles; but ' night, coming, 08, 
to prevent the purſuers from falling mto any al wh 
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that might for that purpoſe be layed, the King 
cauſed the. retreat to be ſounded, and returning to 
the City Victorious, he was received with all. ex- 
preſſions of joy, and the next day commanded. a 
publick  Thankſgtving for the Vi&tory- fo miracu- 
louſly obtained. | 
In this Battle Ninety Thouſand Tartars, T urks, 
HMoldavians and Valachians were ſlain, Seven Hundred 
taken Priſoners, and a great booty recovered ; of 
the Poles fell only Seven Hundred, their whole 
Force not exceeding Six Thouſand. The reaſons 
were gathered from fome of the Priſoners why the 
T artars, &c. were {o ſuddenly diſcouraged, -were 
two, firſt for that about ten in the Morning, of . the 
{ame day making a Halt, abundance of Snow and 
Hail fell upon their Army, and round about them 
none was ſeen to fall, which they took as a bad 
Omen. Secondly, that when they perceived the 
large Front of the Po!s: Army which extended near 
a Mite ; they verily believed 'it to be the fore-run- 
ner of the Forces of the whole Kingdom, which they 
had heard were in Arms, and therefore! having ſo 
far adyanced into the Countrey, and leftmany Ene- 
mies at. their backs, they feared to be : incloſed, 
which occaſioned their. haſty. and diſorderly re- 
treat. - | 
Theſe reiterated Lofles, and the deſire the Grand 
Signior had to. polleſs himfelf of the- reſt of  Hun- 
gary » whoſe diviſions' gave him a proſpect of re- 
ducing; it to:ais Obedience, made. hun: morc wails 
lngly hearken; to the. propoſals of the: Beliſe Em- 
baſlador, ſo that in the.endy/:;upon much the ſame 
Articles as thoſe has clin before - beem: broke , | the 
Tribute accepted, a peate-was' concluded; 1n-which' 
the Meoſgiyite would fin have been included; but; he. 
failing $0 help his Neighbour Prince in. his-greateſt; | 
Z L 4 Extre- 
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Extremity, was thought unworthy both by the 
Poles and Turks ; infomuch, that ſoon after diviſions 
ariſing amongſt the Bowyers, and great Men of that 
Dukedom) the T artars taking the opportunity there- 
of, oyer-run a great part of the Countrey, carrying 
away all that came to hand; but another party ſoon 
after attempting the like, were fought with, and 
moſt of them cut off, or drowned in repaſling the 
Boryfthenes. 

About this time the differences between the Viſier 
and the French Embaſſador greatly encreaſed, not- 
withſtanding the mediation of divers Chriſtian Mi- 
niſters then reſiding at the Port. The one Inliſting 
to take his place during his Audience on the Saf 
fora, and the other as obſtinately refuling to permit 
it, infomuch that the Embaſlador grew greatly 
ditcontented that the Honour of his Maſter ſhould 
be ſo much impaired, yet in hopes of a better treat- 
ment, he once more reſolved to attend his Audi- 
ence, being introduced, the Chair was brought and 
ſet at the Foot of the Sefora, the which while he 
was with his own hands about to remove, the Vi- 
fiers Servants hindred him, wherefore in a rage he 
took up the Cuſhion and flung it over his head, 
which happened to fall upon the Great Viſier, who 

rievouſly reſenting the Afﬀront, cauſed him head 
and Shoulders to be thruſt out of the Audience- 
Chamber, whereupon the rude Officers (without re- 
ſpe to his Charater, or the Law of Nations , 
which renders the Perſon of an Embaſſador Sacred 
and Inviolable) ſo roughly handled him, that he kept 
his Chamber for ſeveral days. £ 

Theſe are the moſt remarkable occurrences that 
have happened fince the beginning of this Emperors 
Reign over the Eaſtern Empire, till 1680, the rela- 
tion of which I haye partly 'received from ory 
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of undoubted Credit and Reputation,. and partly 
aſſerted of my own knowledg, many of the Tranl- 
ations of this Emperors Reign happening during 
my abode in thoſe Countries; But to proceed. 

Anno 1680. the Grand Se1gnior arriving at Adri- 
2ople about the middle of December, and being reco- 
vered of an Ague that had ſometime aflited him; 
he commanded his Viſier Bafſa to draw his Forces to- 
gether from all parts oft his Empire, cauling the 
horſes tail to be hung out, which1s a certain ſign that 
the Grand Seignior or Grand Viſiter intends to take 
the Field, and in order to defray the-charges, great 
ſums of Money were every where exaCted, the Grand 
Viſier labouring more earneſtly therein that he might 
again recover the Grand Seigniors favour , from 
which he was fallen, with theſe Forces he intended 
to invade Muſcovy early in the Spring, and to proſe- 
cute that War till he had compelled the Czar to ſub- 
mit to ſuch terms of peace as he himſelf ſhotld pro- 
poſe, and at the ſame time diſpatched Achiaxsto the 
Emperor of Germany, to treat on the behalf of the 
Hungarian Male-contents, whom he declared he muſt 
take into his protection, if their propoſals for l1i- 
berty of Conſcience was by the Imperial Diet then 
ſitting at Ratisbon rejefted, and ſoon after him fo 
lowed the Biſhop of Sebeſtins, the Count D? Perro- 
zi, and two or three others of leſs note Deputed by 
the Hungarians, to treat about the ſame matter, but 
their demands ſeeming unreaſonable, they were dif 
miſſed without the ſatisfaftion they expected. 

About this time Muley Hamer Nephew to ley 
Iſmale King of Morocco and Feff, aſliſted by a number 
of Renegado Turks and Moors, muſtered his Army 
near Sz, and advanced to give his Uncle battle, bur 
near Morocco many of his followers deſerting him, 
and his horſemen in which his chief ſtrength confilt- 
ed, 
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ed, being overthrown near to Alarach he fled to Tie 
##, and was there received into protection by the 
Governour, from whence he. ſent divers of his Fa- 
yourites and followers to Cnſtantinople to pray the 
Grand Seigniors aid againſt his Uncle, who as he al- 
ledged unjuſtly detained thoſe Kingdoms, but he be- 
ing a Prince of no Fortune, and leſs power, he 'no- 
thing prevailed therein, yet his Rebellion proved ad- 
vantagious to the Garriſon of Tangier, the Moors 
being thereby diverted,whilſt the Engliſh rebuilt ma- 
ny of their Forts ruined a few months before, and 
were diſincumbered of thoſe troubleſome neighbours, 
who had ſolong beleagured them, nay more in the 
end, it occaſioned a firm and laſting peace. ' '- 
The French Merchants Trading in the Levant, ha- 
ving ſuſtained great dammage by the Pirates of 77:- 
poly, and amongſt other Veſſels the Santa Sophia, la- 
denat Alicant with Saltand Spaniſh Wool on her way 
to.YVepzce, a great. brigantine bound for Meſſina, and 
2 Petach of: Kagw, &c. to revenge that injury, and 
reduce thoſe Twrkiſb Pirates to obedience, ſeveral 
Ships and Gallies were fitted out at Marſeles, under 
the command of. the Barron of 2eſne, who com- 
ing before the Port of T7:poly ſent his Boat on ſhoar, 
andiin it ſeyeral Officers, in the Name of the moſt 
Chriſtian King, to demand Reſtitution for the dam- 
mages ſuſtained by the French Merchants, but receiy- 
ing no other anſwer then that of the Cannon from 
the Caſtles that guard the Port, he cauſed the boat 
to be haled back, and with many broad ſides fired 
upon the Town, but by reaſon of the diſtance did 
no conſiderabledammage, but whilſt he was cruzing, 
he had notice that ſeven Tripolean Men of War rid 
at Anchor in the Port of Sczo, or Chzes, an Ifland 
belonging tothe Grand Signior, whereupon he ſtood 
away from the Coaſt of Barbary, and failed thither 
upon 
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upon whoſe approach the Turks ſlipped their An- 
chors, and ſnugged cloſe nnder the Caſtle, where 
notwithſtanding they were miſerably torn by the 
ſhot from the French Gallies, which their Admiral 
perceiving put out a Flag of Truce, and offered, to. 
deliver without ranſom all the French ſlaves that 
were on board, with two prizes he had lately taken, 
but the Barron would not hearken to theſe offers, 
well knowing they could not eſcape him, yet nou 
thinking it fafe to venture toonear the ſhoar, he 
blocked them up; and ſent to T:poly to let the Go- 
yernour underſtand what danger. their Ships were 
in, and that nothing could deliver them out of_ his 
hands, . but fatisfaftion for the wrongs ſuſtained, 
and adelivery of all the French Captives ranſom free; 
and immediately to conclude a-peace; but receiving 
no fatisfaftory anſwer , he reſolutely entered ' the 
Port with his Gallies, and after having beaten down. 
2 great part of the Caſtle, and demoliſhed many 
ſtately Edifices, ; he ſunk two of. the Ships, took one, 
and fired the reſt, in which Action ke loſt but Thir- 
ty of his Men, but of the Turks there periſhed. Eight 
Hundred. Sp 
This News made known to- the Grand Viſiter, he 
inſtantly ſent for. the French, Ambaſſador reſiding at 
Conſtantinople, and after having rated him, and ſe- 
verely threatned him with death, unleſs reparation 
was ſpeedily made for the dammage ſuſtained in the 
Grand Seigniors Port, he caujed him to be confined, 
impriſoning likewiſe many of his ſervants, nor could 
he obtain his Releaſe till he had purchaſed his peace 
at. the price of Three Hundred Purſes of Money, 
exh Purſe being accounted Five; Hundred Dallars, 
yet. the loſs of theſe Ships wraught ſuch effets, that 
the, Tripoles Joon after concluded a peace with the 
French. | | |

Matters being at this paſs, and the troubles in- 
creaſing in Hungary, Count Teckely ſtill oppoſing 
himſelt againſt the Emperors Intereſt, . and uſeing his 
utmoſt endeavours at the Port to have himfelf pro- 
claimed Prince of Tranſylvania, the Emperor thought 
good to ſend an Ambaſſador to the Grand Seigntor 
to put him in mind of the league between the two 
Empires, deſiring that it might be kept inviolable, 
not any ways infringed by his giving countenance 
to his Rebels in Hungary, which Ambaſſador upon 
hisarrival had his Audience of the Grand Viſier, and 
a promiſe made him,' that a ſtrict command ſhould 
be ſent to all his Beglerbegs and Sanzacks on the fron- 


tiers, not upon pain of loſing their heads to aid or . 


countenance the Male-contents, and being afterwards 
with the Grand Viſier, he aſſured him that the Grand 
Seigniors reſolution ſhould be maintained, that there- 
by the peace and friendſhip Eſtabliſhed between 
the two Empires might continue, yet theſe ſpecious 
pretences were to no -other end intended - then to 
protract time, to make their own terms with the 
Rebels, for 1oon after without the leaſt provocati- 
on the Tables were turned, and not only aſliſted 
them with all manner of Warlike proviſion, but. 
with Men and Money, in conſideration of ſeveral 
Townsto be put into their hands when taken ; They 
likewiſe made great preparations at Belgrade and 
Buda under pretence of depoſing Abafti Prince of 
Tranſylvania, and cauſing divers Janizaries to be atti- 
red like Hungarians, and to ſerve Count Teckelyas his 
guard. 

The Turkiſh Pyrates of Argiers having broke 
the peace ſometime. ſince made with his Maje- 
ſty of Great Brittain, and taken Rveral Engliſh 
Veſſels (and amongſt others, theſe by name, vsz. the 
Anne of London, the John of Exeter, the TROEEEN 
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Colcbefter, the Poſt-horſe of Londen, the Roſemary 
of Yarmouth, the William of London, the amity of 
Plymouth, the Fortune of Londen, the Unity of Barn- 
ftable, and the Mary Land Merchant, which laſt fought 
two Algerine Men of War almoſt one whole day; 
but at laſt taking. fire, ſhe, together with moſt of 
her men periſhed) To curb their infolency, the Vice- 
Admiral Herbert with the Squadron of his Majeſties 
Frigates under his command was appointed to Cruze 
in. thoſe ſtraights, who with ſuch ſucceſs hap- 
pened on thoſe roying thieves, that within the ſpace 
of two years he took and deſtroyed forty of their 
Ships, recovering a: great number: of Chriſtian Cap- 
tives,: and brought thoſe Pyrates ſo low, that not 
only they, but thoſe of Tripole and Sally were obli- 
ged to truckie, and: receive ſuch terms of peace as 
the Victor wouldallow ; Amongſt the many ingage- 
ments that happened, during the ſpace aforeſaid, this 
is rematkable, on the 8th. of April 1681. Captain 
Booth in the Adventure Frigate, cruzing to the Lew- 
ard got ſight of a great Turks Man of War, with a 
prize, which ſhe towed at her Stern, the which 
upon a more full diſcovery, proved to be the Golden 
Horſe of Argiers, mounted with-upwards of Forty 
Guns, and Five Hundred and Eight Men, command- 
ed by one Aorat Raiza a Dutch Renegado , with 
which aboyt Ten in the Morning near Cape de Gal, 
he began a ſharp fight, which continued till about 
' Threein the Afternoon, when the Algerine having 
her Main Maſt ſhot by the Board, and her Captains 
Thigh broken with.a Musket Bullet, the T»rks were 
about to yield, but ſeeing a freſh Ship with Tarksſþ 
Colours (which, afterwards proved to be his Maje- 
ſties Frigate, the none-ſuch Captain Wheeler Com- 
mander) they took new courage, and continued the 
hght with extraordinary Reſolution till night, at 
what 
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what time the Alzerize had One Hundred and Twen- 
ty of her men wounded, and near as many killed; 
all her Maſts ſhot by the Board,” and five or ſix foot 
deep of water in the Hold, Captair: Booth having 
likewiſeall his rigging cut in pieces, kind every thing 
ont of order, and apprehenſive' of ingaging inthat 
condition with the ſaid freſh Ship, which he ſyppo- 
ſd to be an Enemy, commanded ' the Calabaſh Fire- 
ſhip (then attending him leaſt the: prize ſhould eſ- 
cape) to burn which of them ſhe could moſt con- 
veniently grapple , which had been put in Execu- 
tion, had not the'Fireſhips Boat been in the night 
time accidentally ſtaved, next Morning by break''of 
day Captain Wheeler came up, and being within half 
culvering ſhot, put out the Ereliſh Colours, and 
bearing dire&ly upon the Algerine, fiezed her with- 
out firinga Gun ; By this aCtion thirty ſeven Erglſh 
Captives were redeemed, 'and'of Dmth and Sparrards 
OneHnndred and Thirteen. | 
* - The Myſcovite by this time beginning to dread the 
Tempeſt of War' that wasiready | to fall upon him; 
and not able of- himſelf to refiſt fuch a power as the 
Grand Seignior had raiſed-by reaſon of inteſtine 
troubles, and deſpairing to be aided by the Poloniang, 
whom he' had 'fome' years before 'deſerted in” their 
greateſt neceſſity, he thought" it the ſafeſt to'con- 
clude a peace, which by Preſents, and many intrea- 
ties he procured to be ratified for the ſpace of tweti- 
ty years; It being' the rather 'conſented to by the 
Grand Seignior, that he might' beat leiſure re T0 
his Armes upon Hun#ary, in which ſo many of 
Predeceſlors have been foiled. © + wk 
Leopold the Emperor finding by: experience*that 
he had given too much credit to'the Faithleſs Thy, 
and it was but too apparent that they aided his' Re- 


bels; He thought it convenient to call a Hor at 
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Oldenburg, there'to indeavour a Reconciliation,.and 
put an end to the inteſtine troables, which'the 2? 


arian Nobility likewiſe urged, and” requeſted hit 
to be preſent in the like Royal Robes' as the Kings 
of Hungary were wont to apparel themſelves in, bat 
he not conſenting thereto, after ſome debate, and 
many particulars offered, the' Aſſembly broke vp 
without concluding any thing, whereupon Coll) 
Teckely ſiezed of Rveral Garriſons on the Banks*of 
the Waga, and ſent to the Baſla of Buda to haſte 
the Forces he had in a readineſs, for that he would 
tiaye no peace with the Emperor unleſs his own pro- 
poſals were granted; upon receipt of which Letter, 
Seventeen Thouſand Twrks paſſed the Danubima, ard 
made great ſpoil, burning and deſtroying all the Vil- 
lages for the fpace of Fourteen Miles, till Teckely 
moved with the'cryes of the poor Country people 
who fled like' Sheep before them, he ſent an expref 
to the Baſſa that commanded them, to reſtrain therft 
from ſpoiling the Conntries. -—_— 
* The news of theſe 'proceedings greatly troubled 
the Emperor, then infeſted with the French who in- 
camped upon the Rhine, and had ſeized upon Straſ- 
=> he free City of the Empire, yet like a prudent 
Prince he uſed many periwaſions to reduce the Re- 
bels to their fortner obedience, publiſhing his decla- 
ration, wherein he promiſed them all convenient 11- 
berty for the exerciſe of their Religion, and that 
they ſhould have a'"Palarine, a native of Hungary of- 
ray likewifea peneral pardon for all that had paſ- 
fed, but thisavailed not, for 7eckely aiming at the 
rpcpaliey of Tranſilvania (which he muſt utterly 
deſpair of obtaining if he diſpleaſed the Grand Seig- 
nor) rejeted alt theſe reaſonable conceſſions, Aal- 
ledging that he would not truſt to promiſes which 
were not likely to indure lonzer than he had power 
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to right his Countrymen, upon which the Emperor 
cauſed a detachment of Seven Thouſand Horlie and 
Foot to be drawn. out of his Army, then incamped 
aloagthe Rhine, to have an eye upon the motions of 
the French, to theſe Seven Thouſand he added three 
up iw-gOYEs and ſent them to joyn with 
Count Caprara, his Lieutenant General in Hungary, 
which reinforcement made the Rebels keep in a bo- 
dy, who before had divided themſelves in ſeveral 
arties, and took in many ſmall Towns, poſſeſſing 
hemſelves of . two Silver Mines, and one of the 
ſtrongeſt Berg Towns daily expecting Six Thouſand 
Tartars, who. were on their way, under the leading 
of Hames Emir Hantheir Captain. | 
\.-About this-time the Grand Seignior fearing the 
power of the Afuſcovite ſhould refund on part of his 
Dominions, uſed great diligence by his Agents to 
procure a Reconciliation, the which was the eaſier 
hearkened to by reaſon of the differences ariſing be- 
tween the grandees, threatened an inteſtine War, 
whereupon in ay 1681. a Truce was concluded for 
the ſpace of Twenty years, though contrary to the 
opinion of the Polonians, who by a conjunttion with 
the numerous Forces of that. Dukedom , were in 
"hopes to gain more eaſie conditions. at- the Port then 
in the Articles between them and the Grand Seigni- 
or were included, in order to which that King 
aſſembled a Diet at Warſaw, which after Sixteen 
weeks conſultation, by reaſon .of the perverſeneſs 
of a deputy of Lythuania, broke up without reſoly- 
ingon any one point referred to-their conſideration. 
About the beginning oi the year 1682. The Em- 
peror diſpatched a Miniſter to Count Teckeley, who 
was fortifying divers places againſt him, to treat of 
an accommodation as himſelf had required, but he 
having received an Aſſurance from the Port of oy 
Gran 
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Grand Signiours protection declared that he had not 
full power to treat of himſelf, but muſt be obligee' 
to take the advice of the Bafla of Offa in that af- 
fair, and move according to the directions he ſhould 
receive from the Port, having wholly thrown him- 
ſelf upon the Grand Signiors, and therefore refer- 
red all to the ſacceſs of Count Capraras Negotiati- 
on at Conſtantinople. 

Vice Admiral Herbert having obliged the Algerine 
Pirates to a complyance, the treaty of peace was 
about the latter end of April brought by Captain 
Almyer for his Majefties Approbation and Ratificati- 
on, both which being had, the Treaty both Honou- 
rable and advantagious to the Engl;ſh Nation was 
returned, the ſucceſs againſt theſe Rovers having 
been ſuch as has given reputation to his Majeſties 
Arms in thsſe parts, and will paſt doubt give them 
cauſe to value his Majeſties Friendſhip for the 
future. 

The ſeaſon for Action advancing, the Emperof 
cauſed Six Regiments of Foot, and two of Horſe 
to march for Hungary, to inable Count Caprara to 
oppoſe the Turks that had imbodied themſelves 
near Offen, as likewiſe about Sonluck, between great 
Waradin, and the River 7 hers, which parties upon 
their uniting were further inforced by the Troops 
of Count Teckeley, and Abaftie Prince of Tranſyloa- 
nia, and for obey allurance of the former, the 
Grand Signiour cauſed to be placed about him One 
Thouſand ' Zanizaries as a Guard to his perſon, 
which many did-at that time believe it was to n6 
-other end then to ſecure him in the intereſt of the 
Port. Theſe Forces of Turks, Hungarians, and Tran- 
ſflvanians meeting, it was in the Bafſa's Tent con- 
cluded that ſince the German Forces were not conli- 
<derable on that ſide, they ſhould divide into two Bo- 
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dies, and ft ſeparate, one to be commanded by 
the Count, and the other by the Baſla of Waradin, 
upon which the former ynmediately belieged Chaſ- 
caw, aſtrong City near the Waag, battering it for 
many days with twelve pieces of Cannon, carrying 
the out-work by ſtorm, but perceiving his Camp an- 
noyed by the ſhot frem the City ; into which 
Count Straſoldo had put Five Hundred Men he re- 
moved his Battery to a ſmall Hill which comman- 
ded it, and from thence: playing furiouſly, he beat 
down a great number of Houſes, and layed open a 
great breach in the Wall, which obliged the beſieged 
after many Sallies, and a reſolute defence to capi- 
tulate for their Lives and I iberties which were 
granted, and leave given for as many as would, to 
take ſervice under his Enfigns, but whilſt the Soul- 
diers haſtily entered, whether of purpoſe , or by 
chance, a Mine near the breach took Fire, and blew 
up ſeveral of the Teckeleyans, which ſo inraged them, 
that they fell upon the Garriſon , and put many of 
them to the Sword e're their fury could be ſtayed 
the Citizens to redeem themſelves from being plun- 
dred, payed Fifty Thonſand Crowns, and two days 
after Efpiers ſurrendred to the Count. 

Durmg this Action, the Baſla beſieged Zathmar, 
which after divers attempts they carryed by force, 
putting many to the. Sword, and carrying away 2 
conſiderable number of all Sex and Apes into miſe- 
rable captivity. 

Count Teckeley upon this ſucceſs, ſent Summons 
from his Camp near Lewentz, to ſummon the Hung a- 
rian Nobility to appear in Arms, but by the Indu- 
ſtry of the /mperial Miniſters, he failed for the moſt 
part in his expectation, few obeying his Orders, yet 
many of the inferiour rank came to increaſe the 
number of his Forces ; upon notice of which Count 
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Caprara, and Count Srraſoldo joyned their Forces, and 
marched to oppoſe the Torrent e're it ſwelled too 
high. The-Emperor ſent likewiſe an Expreſs to the 
Palatine of Hungary to raiſe the Ban and Areirban of 
that Kingdom, and to march with all ſpeed againſt 
the 7 wrks who had paſſed the Waag, and cauſed the 
Governour of Chaſcaw to be impriſoned, as being ac- 
cuſed of not having defended that Civy to Extremi- 
ty,. and now the Armies being within view of each 
other, there was great expeCtations that the Iſſue 
would have been a foughten Field, but it proved 
otherwiſe; for after ſome light skirmiſhes had paſt, 
the Imperialiſts finding themſelves too weak, quit- 
ted their Camp at Arſo!, and retired toward St. 
Croix, which ſo diſcouraged the Garriſon in Lewentz, 
that they abandoned it, and retired to places of 
greater ſtrength, ſo that it became a prey to the 
Enemy. 

All this while the Turks having beſieged Yillecke, 
after divers Aſſaults and great ſlaughter of their 
Men, had it delivered into their hands on the Six- 
teenth of September, the Garriſon making articles of - 
ſurrender without the conſent of the Governour, 
who upon his refuſing tofign the capitulation, was 
made a Priſoner of War, and the Turks unwilling 
to put this Fortreſs into the hands of the Hung ars- 
aniy as by Articles was agreed; and on the other 
ſide the Hungarians being loath that the Turks 
ſhould poſſeſs fo ſtrong a place in the heart of the 
Kingdom, it for ſometime occaſioned great conteſt, 
but 1n the end both parties concluded to demoliſh it, 
which was accordingly done. 

During theſe Tranſattions, his Imperial Majeſties 
Emballidor at the Port was flattered with a pro- 
miſe of renewing the League between the two Em- 
pires, and conducted to his Audience with the uſual 
A a a2 Cere- 
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Ceremonies, which was only to protratt time till 
the Turks had pofſeiſed themſelves of ſach ſtrong * 
places as might render them formidable, and give 
them hopes of annexing all Hungary to the Orro-- 
man Empire ; but the German Princes perceiving 
their drift, ſent ſeveral of their own Troops to 
reinforce the Imperial Army under the Command of 
Count Caprara, with whom the Count Stroſo/do re- 
fuſing to joyn, in order to give the Turks Battle 
near Lewentz, fell into the Emperors high diſplea- 
ſure being ſent for to Viewna, and for a while is ſu- 
ſper.ded, but upon his ſubmiſſion was again reſto- 
red to favour. | 

Winter approaching, Count Teckely ſent Four 
Huffars to Count —_ to procure of him a paſ- 
port for the ſafe paſſage of ſuch Deputies as he in- 
tended to ſend to the Emperor to treat of a Truce 
which Huſſars were by the Counts expreſs Command 
Impriſoned till ſuch time his Imperial Majeſties plea- 
ſure was known therein; but in the end they were 
releaſed, and the Deputies permitted to paſs un- 
controuled, when after many debates a Truce - was 
concluded for - two Moneths, whereupon Count 
Teekley by reaſon of the Difference between him, 
and the Prince of Tranſylvania retired with the 
greateſt part of his Troop to a ſtrong place, which 
together with ſome others in dowrie with the Prin- 
ceſs Ragotsks, whom this year he had married. The 
Turks tor the moſt part Wintered in Temeſwar, Bu- 
da, and New Hauſel, and the Imperialiſts on the Fron- 
tires of Auſtria, and fo ended the Campaign for this 
year. 

Anno 1683. Early in*the Spring, the Imperzaliſts 
and Twrhks taking the Field, and ſeveral skirmifhes 
happening between parties, with various ſucceſs. 
The Count Walloftain, his Imperial Majeſties Mint- 
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ſter reſiding in the Polonian Courty dealt fo effettual- 
ly. with that King, that he reſolving no longer to 
fit ſtill, and ſee the Infidels and Rebels inſult over 
his Neighbouring Countries, -on the ſecond of April, 
purſuant to a treaty on foot ſigned an alliance with 
-the Emperor, by which he obliges himſelf to take 
the Field with between Thirty and Forty Thouſand 
Horſe and Foot, to att offenſively againſt the Twks, 
and defenſively againſt all other enemies to the Ger- 
man Empire, 1n conſideration of which, the Empe- 
ror binds himſelf to have an Army of Sixty Thou- 
{and Men.in readyneſs upon all occaſions, unmedi- 
ately to pay Twelve Hundred Thouſand Florins, and 
that himlſelr, and the Queen Dowager of Foland dil- 
claim all, Pretenſtons to the Crown of Poland, and 
that neither Potentate enter into a treaty with the 
- Turks tending to Peace, but with a joynt approba- 
tion ; And that both Armies att ſeparate, unleſs Crs- 
cow or Fzenna be beſieged, and then with Uaited 
Forces to fall upon the Enemy, into which Alliance 
it is expected the Czar of Aduſcovy will ſhortly enter 
to revenge the outrages done him by the Txrks and 
Tartars, who ſince the late-Divitions have made di- 
vers ircurfions16to- his -Conntries. This Alliance 
- made known to the Grand Sezgniour greatly perplex- 
ed him, inſomuch that he ſent orders to all the Paſ- 
-{a's, Begs or Sanzacks of Europe, to raiſe what For- 
ces they could to attend him in the Field, himfelf 
- reſolving, inſtantly to march to Belgrade, whither 
' the Great Viſier with an Army of 60000. Horſe and 
Foot marched: before to joyn with the Tartars, un- 
der the leading of Tartar Han or Cham, and then to 
cover ſuch places as Count Teckely (who now ſeems 
jealous of the Turks) ſhall beſiege. 


The better to take meaſures for the carrying on 
the War, his Imperial Majeſty on the 8th. of April 
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called a Council of Warat Vienna, where it was con- 
cluded that the Duke of Lorrain ſhould be Generaliſ- 
ſimu of all the Forces on that ſide, and the meaſures 
concluded on were theſe, that the Imperial Army the 
third of May ſhould muſter near Freſbarg, to the 
number of 4000 men 5 That General Schutz, ſhall 
with 7000 men, joyn with 6000 Poliſh Horſe alrea- 
dy on their march, under the command of the Prince 
Lubomerski, and that the Hungarian troops in con- 
junction with thoſe, making a body of 25000 men 
act in the upper Hwxgary, and another body of 6000 
Incamp near Leopalſtadr. on the Waag, and in caſe 
they find the Turks have a deſign upon that place, 
to put themſelves into it, and beſides theſe 10: or 
12000 men to be poſted on the confines of Aoravia 
and Sileſia, to ſecure thoſe Countries againſt the in- 
curlion of the Enemy. 

This being the ſtate of the Imperial Army delign- 
ed againſt the Turks, and Hungarian Rebels Count 
Teckley the better to ſecure himſelf and reinforce his 
Army ſent out ſummons to the Nobility once more 
to be in Armes and as occaſion ſerved to oppoſe the 
Imperaliſts, but moſt of them ſeemed unwilling to 
comply therein as abhorring to bear Armes againſt 
their Lawful Soveraign. 

Whilſt matters were thus carryed on that ſide the 
King of Sweeden has obliged himſelf to afſiſt the Em- 
perour with ſeven thouſand Horſe and Foot, four 
thouſand of which he intends to raife in Germany, and 
the reſt in his own Countries, nor will the Electer of 
Bavaria who is inall likelihood ſhortly to marry the 
Emperors Daughter, be wanting to ſend his Forces 
acainſt the common Enemy. = 

The King of Poland the better to compleat the 
Quota, he intends to ſummon the Arrearban of that 
Kingdom; all the Nobility ſhewing a ready compli- 
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ance toattend in the Wars, his Army to the number 
of thirty thouſand muſtering near Le:pol he adyan- 
ced againſt the Turks, who made divers incurſions 
into his Territories on the be $4 a party of whom 
advancing too far he cyt off killing three hundred 
and taking a like number of Prjfoners, and follow- 
Ing the ſycceb of his Arms, he is preparing to'be- 
ſiege Camimieck, a ſtrong Fortreſs taken from the Poles 
by the Turks ſome years before, and ſent an Expreſs 
to-Count Teckley to inform him of the Alliance made 
with the Emperor, and to let him know that unleſs 
he does immediately make Peace with his Imperial 
Majeſty, he ſhall be obliged to treat him as an 
Enemy. 

Theſe Menaces cauſed Teckley to .draw up his 
Troops with great diligence, and ſend immediately 
to the Viſier of Buda for ſuch Forces as by the Grand 
Signeours appointment were to joyn him, that he 
might the better be able to defend himſelf till the 
groſs of the Ottoman Army (reported to conſiſt of 
one hundred and fifty thouſand men) could arriye, 
and immediately diſpatched his Secretary to the Em- 
perors Court to crave a truce, but the propoſals 
were ſo inſignificant that he nothing preyailed. 
For the Emperor in perſon having been at the Ran- 
dezyous near Presbarg in FHungaria, was fo well fa- 
tisfied with the order of his men that he altogether 
contemned the Forces of the Enemy. Yet to ap- 
pear like himſelf he cauſed a general Pardon a third 
time to be publiſhed indemaifying all Hungarians and 
Germans, that have been aCtually in Armes againſt 
him, and any ways concerned in the Hungarian Re- 
bellion both in Perſon and Eſtate, in conlideration 
of their ſpeedy ſubmiſſion and obedience for the fu- 
ture, upon which many layed down their Arms and 
made an ingenuous acknowledment of their djſobedi- 
Aaazx4 ence 
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©nce. to the Palatine whom the Emperour impowred 
to receive their ſubmiſſions. 

About this time a Crorzan having put himſelf into 
the ſervice of the Turks at Z:peth, a ſtrong Garri- 
ſon on that Frontiers, and intinuated himſelf into 
their confidence he put what he had before deſigned 
in. praQtice, which was to ſet their Magazine on Fire, 
and having ſucceeded therein made his eſcape dur- 
ing the general conſternation thereby occaſioned. 
This Magazine ſtored with all manner of Proviſions 
as well as warlike Furniture, ' was computed ſuffici- 
ent for the maintenance and furniſhing thirty thou- 
ſand men for the ſpace of two years, which the 
"Turks deſirous to fave, flocked about ir to extin- 
guiſh the flame but to their fatal coſt, for the pow- 
der conſiſting of two thouſand Barrels taking fire, 
deſtroyed five hundred of them, and beat down moſt 
of the houſes in the City, renting in ſunder the walls 
in divers places, the blow being heard 6 leagues di- 

ſtant from that place. 
The Duke of Lorrazz having been to take a view 
of Rab and Comorra, on the 6th of May returned to 
the Army, at what time it was greatly augmented 
by voluntary ſupplies, who not able to ſee their 
bleeding Country over run by barbarous infidels , 
whilſt they ſtood unconcerned for its defence, joyn- 
ed with their Lawful Sovereign to oppoſe the com- 
ing tempeſt of deſtruCtive foes, willingly joyned in 
the defence of the Chriſtian cauſe, which a few raſh 
men, under pretence of Conſcience, though indeed 
out of an ambitious deſire of Sovereignty, have ex- 
poſed them to all the calamities that attend on miſe- 
rable War. | ire | 

The Grand Viſiter arriving with part of the Orro- 
man Forces at Belgrade, the place appointed for the 
General Rendezyous, the Grand Seignior on the __ 
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of Aprilſet forth from Adrinople, attended by a _nu- 
merous train of his great Officers, and 80000 Fars- 
Zaries, Spabies, Timariots, Aſaphies, and others inu- 
red to the Turkiſh Wars, and by ſpeedy marches 
came to the place appoifted, though by reaſon_of 
the exceſſive rains and noyſom vapours thereby occa- 
ſioned, 6000 of his men periſhed 'by the way, nor 
fared that part of the Army the great Yiſiex lead 
much better, for paſſing the Dravas many of. tt

The Polonian King deſirous to bring, Count Teckely 
over to the Emperours intereſt; ſent an' Agent to 
treat with him about a Recoticiliation, to heatken 
to which at firſt he ſeemed inclinable, but upon prel- 
ſing the matter more home, 1t. appeared he did it 
only to gain time, till he could. joyn with the Tar- 
ears, which the Viſier of Buda had aſſigned to att in 
conjunction with him in the upper Hungary, but part 
of the imperial Troops not to give him that oppor- 
tunity, under the command of Major General Schutz, 
have poſted themſelves between him and the Niefter, 
which the Tarzars who march in, two bodies mult 
paſs” before they can enter that part of Aungaryz

rtars and Hungarian Rebels, commanded 2 new Regi- 
ments to be raiſed, one at the charge of his Queen, 
and the other at the charge of Prince Alexander his 
Eldeſt Son, himſelf. allotting out of his Patrimonial 
Eftate 100000 Crowns to be diſtributed amongſt his 
Army, and to raiſe 800 Huſſars expert at handling 
Launces. 
\. On the 11th. of Hay the Imperial Army after ha- 
ving Randizvouzed at Preſburg, paſſing from Keiſer 
marched towards, and incamped between that For- 
treſs and Camorra to obſerye the motions of the Turks, 
who were imbodyed near Newhasſel to the number of 
15000, dally expetting a detachment of the Viſters 
Army upon its march to joyn-with them, the Viſiter 
at the ſame time being incamped at Greicks Weiffer;- 
burg, expetting the arrival of the Grand Seignior, 
who was ſome days marching behind. 
_. Puring theſe proceedings Teckely ſudder ly collect- 
ing his Troops, Jayed ſiege to the ſtrong Caſtle of 
' Doxowitz,, in which was the Barron Joarnel with a 
Garrifon of 250 Imperiaiifts and Hungariaxs, yet af- 
ter 2 furious battery with 8 pieces of Cannon, he 
made himſelf maſter of that important place, making 
the Governour and the Germans found therein Pri- 
ſoners of War, when to prevent his further proceed- 
1ngs on that ſide, the Palatine of Hungaria received 
' orders tojoyn Major. General Schwx, who had paſſed 
the Waag to meet the Prince of Lubomercks, who ad- 
vanced with the 6000 Polonian Horſe before menti- 
- oned, whereupon the Viſier of Buda ſummoned Count. 
Teckely to joyn the Turkiſh Troops under his com- 
mand, which he refukd to do, making ſeveral pre- 
| tences 
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tences to excuſe it of which the King of Poland ta- 
king notice ſent a Letter to the Count to adviie him 
to quit the engagement he has with the Turks, 
(which in concluſion will turn to his ruin) and make 
his peace with the Emperour, whilſt his free grace 
'O offered him ; the which had ſuch an etfeftual ope- 
ration that many were of opinion he would have 
cloſed with the Imperial offered Grace, bur after 
ſome debate and new incouragement from the 
Grand Signior, hereſolved to perlift in his rebellious 
purpoſe of oppoſing the Emperours intereſt, where- 
upon the Duke of Lorrain who haz abſolute power 
to at as he ſees convenient for the advantage of 
the Empire, ſent orders to the Palatizeto draw down 
his Troops and intrench himſelf on the banks of the 
Waag, to ſecure the paſſes where the River 1s Ford- 
able, as likewiſe to the Vice-Roy of Croria to raiſe 
new Forces for the increaſe of thoſe already under 
his command, and to' keep diligent watch upon the 
Frontires of that Province to preventany incurſions. 

About this time Zathmer was regained, and young 
Count Ser:ins (true Heir to the valour of his immor- 
tal Anceſtors) appointed Governour thereof which 
has put the Turks out of all hopes of recovering it. 

The Duke of Lorrain having notice that the Turks 
were imbodying themſelves near Gran, raiſed his 
Camp on the 24th. of May.and marched towards 
them,reſolving to give them Batthebefore the Grand 
Vifier(who together with the Aze of the Jamzaries, 
was on his march) could arrive in thoſe parts, ha- 
ving for that purpoſe ſtored his Army with all ne- 
ceſlary Proviſion and Ammunition featup the Danu- 
bius in boats from Yiexna, but during theſe prepara- 
tions the Turks had fo ſtrongly lodged themtelves 
upon the Countericarp to the number of 25coc,that 
he thought 1t not convenient to attack them in their 
ſtrength, 
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ſtrength, but having made a detachment of 1 3 men 
commanding them to paſs the Danubias, and inveſt 
Newhanſel a ſtrong place about 2 Leagues from Ko- 
mora, Whilſt the reſt of the Army followed in good 
order, with a train of 8 pieces of Artillery, moſt 
of which carry bullets of between 3o and 40 pounds 
weight , which made Count Teckeley draw off to- 
wards Tohkay, ſtill declining to joyn the Turks un- 
der the command of the Viſiter of Buda, inſomuch 
that the Baſla of Ofen fearing to. be expoſed: tothe 
Fury of the Imperialiſts ſent a Meſtenger to the: Duke 
of Lorrainto propoſe a Ceſſation of Arms for 14 days, 
which the Duke would in no wiſe hearken to, as 
well knowing it. was but. to-protrat the time till a 
greater power arrived in Hungary, and when it was 
urged that the Grand Signeour intended to obſerve 
the Peace with the Emperor, till the prefixed was 
expired, but the Duke replyed that the Turks by 
their unjuſt Hoſtilities and - manifeſt outrapes + had 
broken it long. ſince, ſo that. now they muſt expect 
no other favour then.the Sword would allow them, 
whereupon he diſpatched orders to Count Caprara 


to batter. Newhauſel reſolving; to carry it by ſtormy 


1f it ſhould fail to be delivered by capitulation hav- 
ingalready overthrown a party belonging to that 
Garriſon, who were returning from ravaging the

& 4 Regiments of Croats making 3200,whereof 15 200' 
are at the Camp,800 in the Upper Hungary,400at 7a- 
bluncka;2.4.00 at Leopolſtadt, 800 in Auſtria, and 2800 
in the Empire. So that the general Liſt of Horſe and 
Foot ſtands thus, viz. at the Camp 39696,inthe Em- 
78540 men not accounting the Hungarian Troops 
under the command of the Palatize,nor thoſe in Crotia 
commanded by the Vice-Roy, nor the 6000 Poloniar 
Horſe brought into the Emperours ſervice, by the 
Prince of Luborn:rsks, which in conjur.ftion will ren- 
der the Emperors total Forces no leſs then 100000' 
hghting' men.

A Deſcription of the Power, Policy, Forces, 
Revenues, Religion, and Greatneſs of the 
Ocroman Empire ; and by what Means 
it ſubſiſts and mamtains its Grandegr, &c. - 


H*;us in the ſuccin& Series of this Hiſtory related 
the Original of the Ortoman Empire, and its. 
Growth from time to time, till it arrived to the vaſt 
Extent it at this Day is found I ſhall now proceed to 
give the Reader a View of the Grandeur of it, and by 
what means it is ſupported, in the Deſcription of the 
Grand Seignior's Port or Palace, Goverament, Officers, 
Riches, Forces, Religion, and the like. 

The Turks originally a People of 'Scythia, ſuppoſed 
to have ſprung from the Ten Tribes carried into Cap» 
tivity, as is in the former Part of this Hiſtory related, 
began their Second Empire in Aſia under Otheman, a- 
bout r3co; and ſpreading wide, entred Ewrope, ſeizing 9 
at length upon the pleaſant City of Conſtantinople, ex- 
pelling the Greek Emperour, and making it the Imperial 
Seat of the Othoman Sultans, now dignified by the Title 
of- Grand Seigniors : A Deſcription of which City, and | 


of the Serag'izo, or Imperial Port or Palace, take as fo!- & 


loweth. 
Conſtantinople, built by Conſtantine the Great, is accor- 
ding to the Opinion of many, ſixteeen Miles in circuit, | 


called by the Turks, Stambul or Stombolda;, the Sea bea- W. 


ting upon it on the North and South ſides, and on the 
__Eaft 
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Eaſt it is divided from 4fia by a large Channel, - which, 
runneth from the one Sea to the other, - being fayen 
Niles in length, called the Srraighrs of Boſphorm.. The 
City is built upon the declining of a Hill ; for Buildings 
comparable to any in the World : But above all, beau- 
tified with ſeven Moſques ſtanding upon ſeven little Hills, 
founded by ſeven of the Ottoman Emperers ; ' of which, 
that of Sultan Solym.mn is moſt famous: And the Sera- 
glio, now made the Grand Stignior's Palace, which is 
three Miles in circuit, ftandeth on the North file, har 
ving on the one.ſide-of it the Sea,. and on the other the 
Haven ; the other two Parts being encompaſſed with 
the Building of the City. This Palace, Port, or Sera» 
glio, which you pleaſe, (for all theſe Names it bears) 
has within it many Gardens, Orchards, Meadows, 
Woods, pleaſant Groves, Fountains, and all things elſe 
that can render it delightful. The Entrance is through a 
G:tz of Iron into a large Court, where on the left hand 
ſtands a Building like a Turkiſb Moſque, which is uſed 
as a Store-houfe for Arms and Proviſion; on the Right, 
arc ſeveral fair Gardens palazadoed in, from which they 
paſs to another Court, with a Gate like unto the fer» 
mer ; upon which hang many Targets, Scymitars, and 
other Weapons of War, many Porters attendiog 3 
through which they paſs into another large Coart, plan- 
ted with Cypr 


#s-Trces; where many Deer are kept : 
which Court is furrounded with a Cloyſter, which is 
in lengch 680 Foot, and in breadth 500; paved with 
Marble, leaded over, and ſupported by 140 Pillars of 


White and Gray Marble curiouſly wrought, ſtanding | 


upon Baſis of Copper, with Capitals of the like Met- 
tal. On the Nerth fide ſtands the D:iveno, or Counci 
Houſe, where the Grand YVizier, and ſuch others as are 
by the Grand Seignior appointed his Councellors, four 
times a Week, or oftner if Occaſion-require it, ſit to 
conſult the Important Aﬀairs of the Empire; to 0 
an 
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dnd determine all Matters of Controverſie, and give Au- 
dience to Ambaſſadors, and other Forreign Miniſters. 

In this Seraglio the Grand Seignior has- many Cham- 
bers hung with Cloth of Gold, gilded Skins, and Ta- 
peſtries made of Silk: and Gold ; wherein are lively 
repreſented the Wars of the Ottoman Enperonrs. His 
Lodging - Chamber is garniſhed with divers Precious 
Stones of great value z and conſtantly attending him 
ſix young Men, who do Service in his Chamber, and 
watch his Perſon all Night, two and two by turns, with 
lighted Torches; the one ſitting at the Head, and the 
other at the Feet of his Bed : And when he attires him- 
ſelf, they put into his Pockets a thouſand Aſpars, and 
twenty Ducats of Gold ; the which, if he does not di- 
firibute that Day, at Night is their Fee ; for he ſel- 
dom or never puts on one Suit of Apparel twice ; and 
whenſoever he goes to Hunting, or any the like Ex- 
erciſe, (beſides the Money in his Pockets) his Caſnadar 
Baſſa, or Chief Treaſurer, follows him with great ſtore 
of Money to give away : Of theſe fix Young Men, who 
are changed ar Pleaſure, their Offices are diſtin& ; for 
the firſt carries his Shoes, the ſecond his Bow and Ar- 
rows, the Third his Veſt, the fourth a Veſſel with Wa- 
ter, the fifth his Seat, and the ſixth, called Oda Baſſa, 
is Head of the Chamber. ops 
' He hath daily a great number of Perſons reſident in 
his Palace, imployed in their ſeveral Charges ; the chief 
of which are theſe: 

Firſt, The Capi Aga, by whom the Grand Seignior 
ſpeaks to ſuch as have any layportant Baſineſs; for no 
Ambaſſador can be admitted to his Preſence, but at his 
firſt Arrival, when he delivers his Letters of Credit and 
Preſents : But if afterward any matter ariſes, he muſt 
addreſs himſelf to the Caps Aga, that is the Grand Viz.

- Secondly, The Caſnadar Baſſa, or Chief Treaſurer 
of the Houſhold. 

Thirdly, The Chilergi Baſſa, or Chicf Cup-Bearer. 

- | Fourthly, The Seragls Agafi, Steward or Maſter of 
the Houſhold. 

Fifthly, The Chiller Agaſi, or Seraider Baſſa, Oves- 
ſcer of the Serag/io of Concubines; who is always an 
Emunuch. 

S;xthly and laſtly, The Boſt ang: Baſſa, or Chief Gar- 
diner ; who is Captain of the Zamoglans, and fteers the 
Grand Seignior's Barge. When ever he goes by Water, 
he hath a Protogero or Lieutenant, and many Gardiners, 
to attend him, which are called Boftangi z who are fre- 
_ liſted in the number of Fanizaries, when fitted 
thereto by hard Labour, &c. | 

' Theſe Six Officers have no Authority out of the Se- 
raplio; yet the greateſt Baſſa's fear them, for that they 
being always near the Emperour, frequently incenſe 
him againſt them to their Deſtruction. 

: Near unto the Grand Seignior's Perſon, are common- 
ly ſix Mutes, Men born both Deaf and Dumb, with 
whom he makes himſelf Paſtime. There are found 
likewiſe about thirty four more of the ſame Tribe, which 
he keeps as Executioners of his Wrath ; for upon the 
leaft Command, they will ſtrangle the greateſt Baſſa of 
the Court, or otherwiſe make him away, it being their 
frequent Pradtice. | 

; Within the Seraolio are kept to the number of five 
hundred, ſuch Youths as are taken up for Tribute-Chil- 
dren in Grecia, and other Parts of the Empire; all 
Sons of Chriſtians, who taken young from their Parents, 
are inſtructed and broughtup in divers Arts; and taught 
more eſpecially to manage all ſorts of Weapons, and 
to be perfe&t in the Mahometan Superſtition z few of 
them being above eight Years of Age at their firſt En- 
trance. Of theſe, ſome they make 7anizaries; others 
| Bb Þb are 
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- ate preferred to Offices of Truſt, and come to great 
Preferment : But nore of them may, on Pain of Death,. 
ſtir out of the Seragro, till the Sultan thinks them of a 
fit Age, and ſufficiently. qualified for his Service. He 
has in like manner eighty Mutaferache, or Launce-Bea-' 
rers, who carry his Launce ; and are ſabjea tothe Com- 
mand of none but himſelf. 
He hath in continual pay a thouſand Eunuches, whom. 
the Thyks call Hunduraiz many of which are imployed 
to attend his Virgins ahd Concubines in: the Seragho. 
They are not only deprived of their Genitors, bur in 
their Youth they have their whole Privities ſmoothed off. 
by their Bellies : And in their Turbants they bear a 
Silver Quill'or Crue, throwph which they evacuate their 
Urine, This Inhuman Barbarity was firſt commanded 
by Soly-man the Magnificent, who grew jeatous of them 
npon his obſerving a Gelding back a Mare ; garneing 
from thence, that his Eunuches though rhey had loſt thei 
Genitor, might yet dalliance with his Females. 
The Seraglio of Women is within the Palace,” in 
which are conſtantly five hundred Virgins, "the choiceff 
Beantics'that can be procured, being all Davghters to 
Chriſtians, taken from their Parehts wheti-they-are @- 
bout eight Years of Ape or under; hone above are 'ad- 
mitted, leſt they ſhonld be debauched: e*re they enter, 
Theſe are brought up to curious Works: And when 
at any time the Grzed Seignior is defirons to haveany 
of them bronght to kis Bed, he the Day before gives 
notice to the Captain &f the Eunuchesz who-commands 
thoſe under him to put them in order, dnd'array them 
in their beſt Attire: Which done the Grad Seiprior, 
attended by the ſaid Captain, walkins between them 
as they ſtand demurely inrowes oh either Hand ; 'and 
where he likes, drops his Handkerchief, of which he 
has many hanging at his Girdle z which the Eunvches 
that follow, obſerving, put her (or as many as his Plea: 
ſure 
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ſure is to fignifie by ſuch Tokens) into a Coach, and 
carry them to his Lodgings ; . where they are gorgeouſ- 
ly attired, and uſed as he has occaſion for them: Af- 
ter which they return, not to the Seraglo of the Virgins, 
but have other Lodgings appointed them. And when 
by reaſon of the Failure of Tribute-Virgins, the Sera- 

lio grows. empty, they purchaſe the Faireſt they can 
Jud in the Market of Conſtantinople, whither they are 
brought to be ſold as Slaves. 

| Another. Seragl:» there is, in which the Grand Seigni- 
or keeps his Sultare's or Saltaneſſes, and their Children 
as likewiſe, ſuch other Concubines, of whom for his de- 
light he hath choſen from amongſt the Virgins. He never 
marries; but when any one is brought to his Bed fide, 
he gives her a Golden Head-tire, and ten thouſand 4/- 
pers; cauſing her to live apart, daily increaſing her Main- 
tenance. The fit that bears him a Child, is called 
the Sultana or Sultaneſs, and is accounted Miſtreſs of 
the reſt of his Women ; and by him, for the molt part, 
beſt beloved. . The reſt that hath been brought to his 
Bed, andwith whom he hath dallianced, are returned 
back to their ſeveral Apartments, there to expe the 
Ifſue ; and if they prove not with Child, then are they 
given in Marriage to his Slaves ; whom for their ſakes 
he advances to great Dignity, for the moſt part. 

He hath three hundred Sollacch;, who march conti- 
nually about his Perſon, and make (as it were) his 
Guard, being under the Command of the Aga of the 
Fanizaries; all of them attired in Linus: GI 
hanging down beneath their Knees; and over them 
quilted Waſt-Coats, with half Sleeves of Taffety, Da- 
mask, or Sattin ; and on tneir Heads Caps and Feathers, 
carrying Bows and Arrows. There are another fort 
of Foot-men, called Perichi, wonderful ſwift of Foot ; 
whom he tmploys in the nature of Lacquics, or Foot - 
Poſts; being attired in Cloth of Gold, with a Girdle 
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of the ſame tyed faſt about them; upon their Heads 
wearing Caps like Butter-pots ; with a Silver Pike ſtan- 
ding out before, in the nature of a Horn. 

The Porters of the Court, that give Attendance there, 
are four thoufand ; and are attired like the 7anizaries, 
having over them three Capigs Baſſa's. 

The Grand Seignior's Power is ſo abfolute, and his 
Government ſo tyrannical, that his Subje&ts term them- 
ſelves his Slaves; none of them being ſure of his Life 
or Goods beyond his Pleaſure ; for without any Try- 
al or Proceſs, he puts to Death whom it pleaſeth him, 
unleſs reſtrained by the Souldiers, who often reſcue 
their Minions out of his Hands, and oblige him to par- 
don them. 

Their Sutes are few, and thoſe very ſhort, they rare- 
ly being permitted the Favour of Advocates to procra- 
ſtinate Matters from coming to a ſpeedy Reſult; tho? . 
commonly he who can bribe moſt, fares the beſt : For 
the Turks are of all Nations the moſt Avaricious, doing 
no Man a Kindnefs unleſs they are fee'd z though they 
have the leaſt Certainty of any People, to keep what 
they have gotten, all (as is aforeſaid) being at the Dif- 
poſal of the Prince. They puniſh Crimes with great 
Severity, and ſo ſpeedily, that it is obſerved that ſel- 
dom any Theft or Murther is committed by any pri- 
vate Tirkh ; but what Outrages do happen in the City, 
or elſewhere, are committed commonly by the Grecs- 
ans, and thofe that are not of the Progeny of the 
Tirks. £0” 

The Grand Seignior's Chief Councellor is the Great 
Vizier ; who wears his Signet, and 1s ſtiled his Lieu- 
tenant z every Divano-day giving him an exa&t Account 
what is ſaid and done : Nor dare he difſemble in ought ; 
for that the Grand Seignior has a Window, from whence 
he can ſee and hear, and yet not be ſeen himſelf ; which 
Window looks into the Divans, When this Y;z#er is 
fent 
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ſeat abroad, which never happens unleſs to be General 
of an Army, or upon ſome ſuch like important Qcca- 
ſion 5 at what time he appoints his Lieutenant to offici- 
ate in his Abſence, who is called the Chimacham. 

Next unto the Faſſa's, (of which there are ma- 
ny diſperſed throughout the Empire, to manage the Af- 
fairs thereof) are the Beglerbegs, or Lords of Lords : 
They are Men of great Authority, and have the Com- 
mand of great Kingdoms and Armies ; under whoſe O- 
bedience are divers Sanzacks, which are ſent as Gover- 
nors into Provinces, during the Princes Pleaſure ; being 
Men of great Experience ; for the moſt part, comman- 
ding over the Spahi and Timariots, the Turks chief Horſ- 
men, whom they continually exerciſe to render them 
the more expert. The Chief of theſe Beglerbegs, is 
the Beglerbeg of Romania or Grecia, under whoſe Com- 
mand are twenty one Sanzacks ; next to him is the Beg- 
lerbeg of Buda, who hath under his Command thirteen 
Sanzachs: The Begle:beg of Temeſwar has under his 
Command eight Sanzacks : The Beglerbeg of Beſna hath 
under his Command nine Sanzacks : The Beglerbegſhip 
of Gffe or Capha, who reſideth in Taurica Cherſeneſus, 
and commandeth over the Sanzacks near unto the great 
River Tanas, and the Fenns of Meatis, which was at 
firſt but a Sanzackſhip, and depended upon the Begler- 
beg ſhip of Grecia , and is indeed rather a Beglerbegſhip 
in Name, than in Power. Theſe Beglerbegs, or Lords 
of Lords, great Governours of the Tw ki/b Empire in 
Europe, belides the Sanzacks, have under their Com- 
mand 257000 Timariots or Horſe-men, who are bound 
for certain Lands alotted them by the Grand Seignior, 
out of his Conqueſts, to ſerve in che Wars upon all Oc- 
caſions. | 

The Beglerbegs, or Great Commanders of the Turk's 
Empire in Aſia, are thirty innumber ; under whom are 
4 pr oportionable number of Sanzacks, and not leſs than 
Bbb 3 400009 
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400000 Timariots, The Beglerbegs commanding the 
Tark's Empire in Africa, are four; and have under 
them fotirteen Sanzacks, and (rxty two thovſand Tima- 
riots, Beſides theſe Timariot-Horſemen, there are the 
Spahi, whoare for the moſt part Europeans, being ſuch 
as were brought up in their Infancy, or taken Captive : 
As likewiſe, Spachoslanians,Silittarians, and 010! -w . 
who have likewiſe Lands, or Annual Penitons afligned 
them ; for which they arc bound to ſerve in the Wars : 
for no Man in the Orto-man Empire can have any Lands, 
or Yearly Revenues that way, but muſt be ready, or 
ſend others in his ſtead ; it being held, that the whole 
Empire in Fee ſimple, is the Grand Seigniors : No Man 
being permitted to buy or injoy any Lands longer, than 
it pleaſes his Prince : Nor can any one claim a Pro- 
priety to a Foot, ualeſs by the Donation of the Grand 
Seignior, or his Aſhgnment ; and that laſt, at longeſt, 
but during the Natural Life of him, to whom it is ſo 
given or aſſigned. Theſe Horſemen march under a 
waite Banner, being armed with ſtrong Coats, Bows, 
and Arrows, Culeverings, Scymitars, and Battle Ax- 
ES. 

Another ſort of Horſemen there arc, called Caripices, 
not exceeding cight hundred ; who ſtill ride near the 
Grand Seignior, as his Life-puard, in the middle of 
the Battalion of the 74anizaries ; and arc the beſt Horſe- 
men accounted of all others, being (for the moſt part) 
Sons of the Great Commanders. 

As for his Foot Forces, the chief Strength conſiſts of 
* Fanizaries, who are Children taken from their Chri- 
ſtian Parents, and inurcd in their Youth to all manner 
of Hardſhip, taught all the Uſe of Arms, and trained 
up in all Warlike Diſcipline, till they are adjudged 
fit to be inrolled for the War. Theſe are taken up 
in Europe, no Children born either in Aſia or Africa 
being acmitred into their Seminary. Theſe Men al- 

| ways 
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ways incloſe the Perſon of the Grand Seignior at what 
time he marches with his Army; and are the laſt that 
Higat, unleſs urgent Neceſſity require it. They wear 
white Caps, carry Harquibuſſes, and ſharp Scymitars ; 
who ſince their firit Inſtitution have been the chief Sup- 
porters of the Tarksſh Empire; but of late they are 
much degenerated from their former Diſcipline, giving 
themſelves up wholly to* Eaſe and Pleaſure ; yet keep 
themſelves in good order, for the mot part. There 
remains twenty four thouſand of them in C:1/tartinople, 
and a tar greater number in divers Places of the Empire. 
They are commanded by their 4g4, or Captain, ro 
whom nothing is ſo fatal as their Love for him; for 
then the Grand Seignior has him in miſtraſt, and well 
is it if he be not made away. They flcep together in 
great Halls, their Beds being placed on either fide ; 
and all thoſe of a Squadron feed at one Table; the 
Younger ever ſerve the Elder ; And if any one of them 
be abſent from his Lodging in the Night, unleſs upon 
pablick occaſion, thea is he the next day feverely cud- 
ctr and nevertheleſs obliged to k ſs the Hand that 
at him. Their Imploys are different in time of Peace ; 
for ſome wait upon, Ambaſſadors, others upoa Mer- 
chants and Conſuls, others again upon ſuch as travel 
through the Turkih Empire. They likewiſe arreſt Ma- 
lefactors, and ſee good Order kept, being feared of all 
Men ; inſomuch that if they buy any thing, they will 
have it at their own Price, the Vender not daring to.re- 
fuſe it. They have great Power in their Princes Ele- 
ftion ; no Emperour thinking himſelf ſafe in his Throne, 
till thev approve of him : So that to gain their good 
Opinion, every new Emperour at his entring upon the 
Government, diftributes large Sums of Money among(t 

them, and increafes their Stipends. | 
Though the chief Strength of the Tarksſh Foot For- 
ces reſts in the Fanizaries; yet are there another ſort 
Bb4 of 
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of Foot-Men, called Aconices ; which is a Forlorn Hope. 
Theſe receive no Pay, but have free liberty to plun- 
der ; ſo that they deliver the fifth Part to the Grand 
Seigniour. Another kind there are, called Afap:; who 
are but of ſmall Account, and rather uſed as Pioneers, 
than to encounter the Enemy ; yet are they often thruſt 
into the Front of the Battle, with their Podies to blunt 
the Enemies Swords, or to ſcale the Walls of Towns; 
that by being ſlaughter'd, their Dead Bodies may fill 
up the Ditches, and ſo give the 7anizaries opportuni- 
ty on their Dead Carkaſſes to mount the Bullwarks. 

The Grand Seignior keeps in continual Pay fix thou- 
ſand Gunners, whom the Turks call Topegs , and for 
the Guard of the Powder and Shot, upon the March of 
the Army, twelve thouſand Men are kept in pay, cal- 
led Febegs. | 

The Grand Seipnior hath likewiſe certain Officers at- 
tending on him, to the number of three thouſand, whom 
they call Chiaus ; which a& in the Nature of Serjeants at 
Arms. Theſe Men are wel} eſteemed, and are often 
employed in Embaſſies to Forreign Princes : They al- 
ſo carry Letters or Commendations from the Grand 
Seignior, or his Chief Vizier ; and are impower?®d to 
apprehend Malefaftors : But never go to the Wars, un- 
leſs the Grand Seignior be there in Perſon. They are 
commanded by a Chians Baſſa, who is of ſuch Credit 
with all Men,that when he is ſent by the Grand Seignior 
to any Baſſa, Sanzack, or Caddi, to have any-Man's 
Head cut off, though he have no Warrant in writing, 
yet his Authority is not diſputed. 


Thus have I fet down the Land Forces of the Turk 
Empire ; in number ſo great, that in ſhew they ſhould 
breed Confuſion, and ruin themſelves ; yet ſuch is the 
Order and Diſcipline, that in that point they give place 
tonone, They liye ( for the moſt part) on a — 
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baked in the Aſhes, with Rice and Powder of Fleſh 
dried in the Sun. Wine is forbidden them by their 
Law, though ?tis often drunk by them in private, e- 
ſpecially the Great Commanders. No Women are 
ſeen in their Armies. In their March they obſerve a 
wonderful Silence ; and all the Soldiers are governed by 
the Beck of the Hand, or Shew of the Countenance. 
Quarrels and Thefts are ſeverely puniſhed. When they 
March they dare not enter any Corn-field or Vineyard. 
The Valiant are afſyred of Preferment; and the Cows 
ard of Puniſhment. 

As for the Grand Seignior's Naval Forces, they are 
great ; he having of late, for Gain-ſake, allured many 
Chriſtian Catpenters and Shipwrights to his Arſenal, 
and hath a great number of Men trained up in Marine 
Afﬀairs, by being continually imployed aboard his Gal- 
lies at Rhodes, Cyprus, and Mitylene and Alexandria. 
He has alſo at his Beck the Pirates of T uni, Tripoley, 
Sally, Argire, and other Places ; from among{t whom 
x chooſes his prime Commanders in Marine Af- 

airs. 

To maintain theſe great Forces, it is requiſite a won- 
derful Maſs of Money ſhould be imployed, which is the 
Sinews of War, and without which ſo great an Empire 
could not be kept in frame, though many are of opini- 
- on, that the Grand Seignior's Annual Revenues exceed 
not eight Millions ; meaning thereby, that which is 
colleted of his Subjects, and upon the account of Cu- 
ſtoms : For which they give theſe Reaſons : Firſt, That 
the Turks have no care but of Arms ; the which do ra- 
ther ruin, than enrich a Country. Secondly, They con- 
ſume ſo many Men in their Enterprizes, that they ſcarce 
leave a ſufficient nnmber to manure the Land ; inſfomuch 
that the Subjedts deſpairing to injoy their Wealth, and 
neceflary Commodities, which they might get by their 
Labour and Induſtry, employ not themſelves to work 

- nor 
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nor traffick, more than by neceſſity they are conſtrain- 
ed: For they argue, 'tis to no purpoſe to labour for 
another, their Lives and Eſtates being daily expoſed 
to the Mercy of their Prince : And for this Reaſon, inany 
ſpacious Countrics in the Turkiſh Empire lie waſte 3 
which negle& frequently cauſes a Dearth. A Third 
Reaſon that is given, why the Grand Seignior's Reve- 
nucs are no greater, 13, for that when he Conquers a- 
ny Country, he aſhgns the Lands therein to his Tima- 
riots, Who ſcrve in the Wars, and are no otherwiſe li- 
able to accommodate their Prince. | 

But although his ordinary Revenues amount to no 
ercat Sum, in conſideration of the large Circuit of his 
Empire; yet his extraordinary Profits accruing by 
Confiſcations, Preſents, (for no Stranger may approach 
kis Preſence empty handed )and Mony raiſed upon Places 
and Offices of Truſt, amount to a far greater Sum than 
what has been mentioned. Nor are the Sus ſmall, 
which he draws from the Princes their Tributaries, 
that are not abſolutely under his Juriſdiftion ; as Hol 
davia, Vallachia, and Tranſylvania, with many more. 
So that in all, moderate Writers affirm, That his Cof- 
fers are yearly ſupplied with twenty Millions : The 
Management of which is left to the Defterdari, or chicf 
Treaſurer, who has many Sub-officers under him. 

Thus much having been ſpoken of the Forces, Re- 
venues, and great Officers; I ſhall now proceed to 
give the Reader a View of their Rcligion, if it may 
without offence be ſo termed ; which they call the Law 
of. their great Prophet. | 

As for their Religion, it began in the time of Hera- 
clizs the Emperor ; at what time the Herefie of Arius 
and Veftorius ſpread it ſelf: to whoſe Infamons: Pro- 
felytes Mabomert the Impoſtor, born in Arabia, :joyn- 
ed himſelf ; impioufly denying the Divinity of Chref, 
and proclaiming himſelf a Prophet ſent from God, draw- 
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ing a Mulritude after him : Infomuch that ſuch as would 
not receive his impious Tenents by fair means, *he 
compelied by force : And the better to ingratiate him- 
ſelf with the lewd and licentious ſort of People, he to- 
lerated all manner of Luſt, and Worldly Delights. By 
the Law this Impoſtor left, and that now has overſpread 
two Parts of the World, a DiſtinQtion is made between 


clean and unclean Meats, to content the Fews, who are 


the greateſt Merchants in the Orroman Empire. They 
alſo maintain Circumciſion, but not at the Expiration of 
Eight Days, according to the 7ewiſþ Cuſtom ; bat ar 
the End of Eight Years, when the Infant is able to 
make a Confeſſion of his Belief ; and rev, Pa his Fin- 
ger to ſpeak theſe words in the Arabick Tongue, viz. 
There #s but One God, and Mahomet is his Prophet , one 
God, and equal Prophets, The Circumciſion ended, 
they feaſt three Days. As for the Female Children, 
they at eight Years old ſpeak the ſame words; but are 
not capable of Circumciſion, If any Chriſtian turn A- 
poſtate, and deny his Redeemer, which (to the loſs of 
their Souls) too many do, only to avoid Taxations and 
Tribute, they are led through the Town or City, 
where they dwell in great Triumph, many People pre- 
ſcnting them with Gifts, as they paſs, to encourage 
tnem to perſevere in what they have undertaken. And 
for the Men, at what Ape ſoever they are, they muſt 
be Circumciſed. 

The Law of Mahomet is contained in his Alchorans 
wherein he confefſeth Oue God, and honoureth Feſus 
Chriſt as a great Prophet : But impiouſly denies him 


to be the Son of God. 


The Turks by their Law arc forbid to worſhip Ima» 


'ges, or to have any placed in their Moſques : The whole 


Series of the Alcoran being full of Fables and Fiftions, 


* much like to thoſe the Poets feigned of the Elizium- 


Shades; indulging Men in all Senſuality during this 
Life, 
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Life, and promiſing them a Paradiſe, where they ſhall 
enjoy the like more perfedtly after Death. | 
Their Sabbath is kept on our Fryday. They keep 
Lent thirty Days; during which ſpace they eat nothing 
in the day-time, but take their Repaſt after Sun-ſet, 
abſtaining from Wine and Women. This Lent is 
called by them Ramaden. 
' They likewiſe obſerve an Eaſter, called Bayrar ; 
which continues for the ſpace of the three Days, though 
. not always prefixed by reaſon they begin it in the New 
of the, Moon. 

They have no Bells in their 2oſques; neither do 
they ſuffer the Chriſtians to have any that live amongſt 
them. When they enter the ſaid Moſques, they leave 
their Shooes at the Door, and t:ke them again when 
they return, Where ſoever they fit or ſtand in their 
Religious Houſes, they have Tapeſxy or Mats under 
them, as not thinking their Feet holy enough to ſtand 
in that Place, during the Reading their Law ; and if 
they look back, or ſcratch their Head till the Orizon is 
ended, they think they have loſt the Benefit they were 
at that time to receive by their coming thither. They 
are not much addi&ted to Learning; yet of late they 
have brought up their Children to uſe the Arabick 
Tongue, in«which their Law is written. 

By this Law they have leave to marry as many Wives 
as they can maintain; and when once any of them 
proves with Child, her Husband may not carnally 
know her till ſhe is delivered. They have certain Mar- 
Nora contratted during Pleaſure, which they call 
Kebin, moſtly pradtiſed by Strangers ; who may, for 
a certain Sum of Money, have the Uſe of a Woman 
during his Pleaſure: Yet when he turns her off, if 
ſhe have any Children, he is bound to keep them, A 
Turk having had to do with a Chriſtiaz Woman 
both of them upon Convittion are to ſuffer Death, yr 
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leſs ſhe add fin to ſin, by renouncing her Faith. The 
like is to be obſerved between a Chriſtian, and a Txr- 
kiſh VV oman ; though either Offence, by bribing the 
Cadd;*s or Judges, may be omitted. 

They allow of Divorce in caſe of Barrenneſs or In- 
continency. 

The chief Interpreter of theſe Laws, is the 2daphri, 
or Arch-Prieſt, who is choſen by the Grand Seignior ; 
and is greatly reverenced amongſt the Turks, being 
Head of their Church, and Decider of all Controverſies 
ariſing in matter of their Superſtitious Religion. His 
Eminency is ſuch, that all the Baſſa's are ſubje& to his 
Dire&ion. He abaſeth himſelf not ſo much as to fit in 
the Divanoz only paſſing through it, when he is ſent 
for by the Grand _— ; whoat his approach riſeth 
from his Seat, ( an Honour not allowed to any other) 
and then they fit together, and familiarly diſcourſe of 
their Afairs. | 

The next to him are the Cadsleſquires, or Taliſmen : 
Two Doors of the Law, whoſe place itis to Examine 
the Cadd:'s or Judges, who are diſperſed throughout 
the Provinces of the Empire, and are always attendant. 
upon the Grand Seignior : The one of them having 
Juriſdi&ion over all the Exropear Cadd;'s, and the other 
on thoſe reſiding in Aſia; there being few Cities, or 

reat Towns, in which one of the Cadd:*s have not 
their Reſidence there, to hear and determine Matters 
of Controverſie ariſing between Man and Man. The 
Cadileſquires are likewiſe Soveraign Judges within their 
own Juriſdiction, in all Cauſes belonging to their Reli- 
gion, as it were Patriarks. They are of great Au- 
thority, and have places in the Divano, and in Coun- 
cil with the Baſſa's, conſult the weighty Afﬀairs of the 
Empire. 

There is a third Degree of Church-Men, not belong- 
ing to their Law, called Aſ»l;; which they —_— 
new 
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their Biſhops, and are dire&ed'in their Afﬀairs by the 
 Muphis. Their Office is to place and diſplace Church. 
Men as they ſee it convenient. | 

Another ſort there are, called the Naderiſs, who 
aft in the nature of Suffragans, and have under them 
ſeveral young Doctors of the Law, who are their Diſci- 
ples, called 1Vaips ; who are, in the Abſence of the Cad- 
4;'s, conſtituted to hear and redreſs Grievances. 

After theſe are the Hags, who are employed to write 
their Books, they in no wiſe allowing them to be Prin- 
ted; and inferior unto theſe are the Caſs, who read un- 
to- them what they write, &c. 

| Fheſe are their ſeveral Degrees of Lawyers, and 
Church-Men ; - for the Tarks are governed by a kind 
of "Eccleſraftical Law, according to their Alchoran. 
Many Colledges they have, which they call Aeareſ- 
ſe's, fituate not only in Corſtaritinople, but in divers 0- 
ther Cities. 


And thus, Reader,. have I related the Succin& Series 
of This Hiffory, as-near as can be gathered from Au- 
thors of undoubted Credit, and my own Knowledge : 
And now nothing more remains, but to make known 
the Vaſtneſs of the Ortoman Empire ; which is, for the 
moſt part, the Subjett of This Hiſtory. 


Know then, that ſince the Reign of Ortommar, firft 
Founder of the Turkiſh Empire, it has proudly built it 
ſelf upon the Four Monarckies of the V Vorld, viz. 'tze 
Aſſyrian, Grecian, Perſian, and Roman Empires z for 
they enjoy Babylon, and all Chaldea, with the King- 
dom of Media, a great part of Perſia, all Greece, with 
the Kingdom of Egypr, and the greateſt Part of Ara- 
bia; the Iſlands of Cyprus, Rhodes, Mitylene, Negro- 
port, Chio or Scio, Candia, and many others: The 
Empire 
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Exipire of Trepezond, the Kingdoms of Clchis, now 
called' Mingrelias Tan, and Argeirs, Dalmatia, Iltyriay 
and Tribaltenia; the Countries of Tranſylvania, Wat 
lachia, AXeldavia, and Bulgaria: A great part of 
Hungary, and many other Corntries, which hoſd of 
the Empire, and pay Tribute to the Grand Seipnior; 
who in Europe hath all the Sea-Coaſt from the Confines . 
of Epidaurus, the utmoſt Boundzrd of his Empire in 
Europe, Weſtward, unto the Mouth of the Rivew=7 a» 
nas, now called Doz; with all that licth between the 
City of Buda, afid Conſtantinople : and Southward, 
all the Sea-Coaſt from Yelex or Be!ws, the Boundard 
of the Kingdom of Fez, unto the Arabian Gulph, 
or Red-Sea; and ſo proportionably every way : The 
Greatneſs of which” may be better conje&ured by 
the Greatneſs of ſome part thereof; for the Meere 
of Metis, which is all at the Grand Seignior's Com- 
mand, is in Compaſs one thouſand Miles; and the 
Euxine, or Black Sex, in Circuit two thouſand ſeven 
hundred Miles: . The Mediterranean-Coaft, which is 
ſubjet unto him, 1s- in Compaſs upward of cight thou- 
ſand Miles. But to ſpeak of his whole Territory to- 
gether, he paſſeth in his own Dominion from Tau- 
ris to Buda three thouſand two. handred Miles; and 
the like Diſtance from. Derbent to Adena: From 
Balſera, upon the Perſian- Gulph, to Tremiſena 'in 
Barbary, is accounted little leſs than about four thou» 
ſand. 

Yet that this great Empire will not long conſiſt, 
but like thoſe that have preceded it, be again broveht 
to nothing, the Tarks themſelves have-divers Prophe= 
fies: Nor is Sacred Writ filent in this Matter ; ma- 
ny of the Prophets plainly foretelling irs Riſe and 
Fall ; which wil! undoubteely be manifeited, when 
Ged (in whoſe deep Counſels the Great Revolutions 
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of Empires and Kingdoms are from Eternity ſhut up) 

ſhall in his Infinite Wiſdom ſee fit time, to the un-. 

ſpeakable Comfort of the poor afflicted Chriſtians, that 

Sroan under the Oppreſſion and Tyranny of thoſe 

proud Infidels, Enemies to the Name of our Lord 

bi Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, God bleſſed for ever-more, 
men. 
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
